INAUGURAL  EXERCISES. 

Monday,   January   4,   1926. 

The  ceremonies  attending  the  inauguration 
of  Mayor-elect  Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols  and 
the  City  Councilors-elect  of  the  City  of  Boston 
were  held  in  Symphony  Hall  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.,  the  Mayor  and  the  members-elect  of 
the  Council  for  1926  (with  the  exception  of 
the  late  Councilor-elect  Carr)  all  being 
present. 

The  invocation  by  Rev.  H.  Clinton  Hay, 
pastor  of  the  Church  of  the  New  Jerusalem, 
Bowdoin  street,  was  as  follows: 

Let  us  lift  our  hearts  in  prayer.  Almighty 
God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  Creator  and  Con- 
stant Builder  of  the  Universe,  Supreme  Ruler 
of  the  Nation,  the  heavens  are  Thine,  the 
earth  also  is  Thine,  the  world  and  the  fullness 
thereof.  Thou  hast  founded  them ;  righteous- 
ness and  judgment  are  the  foundations  of  Thy 
throne ;  mercy  and  truth  go  before  Thy  face. 
Blessed  is  the  people  that  know  the  joyfulness 
of  Thy  presence.  They  walk,  O  Lord,  in  the 
light  of  Thy  countenance ;  in  Thy  name  do 
they  rejoice  all  the  day  and  in  Thy  righteous- 
ness are  they  exalted,  for  Thou  art  the  glory 
of  their  strength. 

We  lift  our  hearts  to  Thee  in  this  hour  with 
thankfulness  for  our  country,  of  which  this 
city  is  a  precious  part,  because  it  has  been 
founded  by  our  fathers  to  be  indeed  a  Chris- 
tian city  in  a  Christian  nation,  with  the  bless- 
ing of  Thy  righteousness  for  its  safety  and 
of  Thy  justice  for  its   prosperity. 

We  thank  Thee  for  the  freedom  of  self- 
government,  into  the  intelligent  enjoyment  of 
which  Thou  art  leading  us  in  our  great  ad- 
venture of  a  republic,  an  adventure  in  which 
all  the  other  nations  of  the  earth  are  joining 
us  in  this  great  era  of  Thy  making  of  all 
things   new. 

We  invoke  Thy  divine  guidance  and  blessing 
in  this  great  assembly  of  free  citizens  to  in- 
augurate one  of  their  own  number  whom  they 
have  duly  elected  to  be  their  mayor,  that  he 
may  lead  them  in  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  this  great  city.  Let  him  so  realize 
the  greatness  of  his  responsibilities  to  Thee 
and  to  them,  in  assuming  this  exalted  office, 
and  the  largeness  of  his  opportunities  of  serv- 
ice, that  he  may  be  led  to  look  continually  to 
Thee  for  wisdom  and  power,  for  inspiration 
and  guidance ;  and  let  us  all  so  realize  that 
the  responsibilities  and  the  opportunities  of 
•this  administration  are  not  his  alone  but  are 
also  ours  to  share  with  him  as  our  repre- 
sentative in  a  government  of  the  people,  by 
the  people  and  for  the  people. 

Let  us  so  realize  this  noble  fact  of  democ- 
racy that  we  shall  go  with  him  constantly  in 
all  his  tasks  with  sympathy,  support  and  en- 
couragement, making  him  feel  our  confidence 
in  him  and  our  good  fellowship.  So  may  we 
stand  faithfully  by  him  in  every  hour  of  diffi- 
culty and  perplexity,  working  with  him  for 
the  achievement  of  all  things  just  and  right- 
eousness for  the  common  good. 

So  may  the  bonds  of  friendship  and  of  good 
citizenship  be  strengthened  on  every  side  by 
community  experiences  of  earnest  and  pious 
toil  in  the  solution  of  problems  and  in  the 
achievement  of  the  building  up  and  carrying 
on  of  our  city  life  and  prosperity. 

Thus,  O  Lord,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  in- 
voke Thy  divine  blessing  upon  this  inaugura- 
tion of  our  Mayor  and  upon  his  administra- 
tion of  his  ooffice  with  Thy  guidance  and  help, 
and  we  pray  that  Thou  wilt  enable  us  each 
and  all  to  carry  on  in  the  spirit  of  the  divine 
prayer  which  Thou  hast  given  us. 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed 
be   Thy   Name,   Thy   Kingdom  come,    Thy    Will 


be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  our 
debts  as  we  forgive  our  debtors,  and  lead  us 
not  in  temptation  but  deliver  us  from  evil, 
for  Thine  is  the  Kingdom,  the  Power  and  the 
Glory,  forever.     Amen.

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to 
Mayor-elect  Malcolm  E.  Nichols  by  Chief  Jus- 
tice Arthur  P.  Rugg. 

The  roll  of  the  members-elect  of  the  City 
Council  was  called,  and  they  arose  and  the 
oath  of  office  was  administered  to  them  by 
Mayor   Nichols. 

Mayor  NICHOLS,  before  commencing  his 
inaugural   address,   said : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  I  am  greatly 
grieved  as  I  rise  to  address  you  to  find  that 
there  is  a  seat  vacated  by  the  death  of  John 
T.  Carr.  He  was  a  soldier,  a  citizen  upright 
in  all  ways,  greatly  beloved  by  all  his  friends 
and  greatly  respected  in  his  community.  In 
his  death  the  City  of  Boston  sustains  a  severe 
loss.  He  had  every  opportunity  before  him 
and  a  fine  promise  of  great  usefulness  in  your 
honorable  body.  Gentlemen,  may  I  ask  you, 
and  may  I  ask  you,  my  friends,  to  join  with 
me,  standing  for  a  silent  half  minute  in 
tribute  to  his  memory  ? 

(All  arose  in  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Councilor-elect  John  T.  Carr  of 
Ward  6.) 

Mayor  NICHOLS  delivered  his  inaugural 
address,   as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council. 

Boston  is  a  business  as  well  as  a  service 
enterprise.  Her  commercial  transactions  re- 
flect the  activity  of  some  fifty  cities  and  towns 
comprising  a  metropolitan  city  of  nearly 
2.000.000   persons. 

In  trade  and  commerce  Boston  is  big  busi- 
ness. In  municipal  government  she  is  big 
business.  She  disburses  seventy-five  millions 
of  dollars  annually,  gathers  in  the  money  for 
this    purpose    from    various    sources    and    ex- 
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pends  it  for  the  common  good.  This  vast 
sum  is  all  governed  by  statutes  passed  by  the 
Legislature.  Such  statutes  empower  and  di- 
rect the  city  to  perform  public  services  which 
cannot  so  well  be  supplied  in  any  other  man- 
ner. 

Service  is  the  test  by  which  a  city  is  usually 
judged.  Service  spreads  over  considerable 
ground.  In  fact,  it  covers  the  civic  alphabet 
from  art  to  zoning.  Its  cost  is  fixed  in  our 
budget  and  shown  on  the  tax  bill. 

The  words  economy  and  efficiency  inspire 
a  certain  feeling  of  dread.  They  are  some- 
times taken  to  mean  that  we  shall  not  get 
as  much  as  we  feel  we  ought  to  have.  I  be- 
lieve that  we  should  exercise  economy  and 
efficiency,  but  I  would  not  have  them  under- 
stood in  an  unpleasant  way.  I  "would  do  the 
task  in  hand  with  an  intelligent  effort  to 
get  the  most  for  the  amount  expended.  No 
municipal  budget  should  be  increased  without 
thought  about  the  ways  and  means  of  pay- 
ment. This  old  and  respectable  principle  is 
sometimes  lost  in  the  lure  of  wishing  for 
things.  We  all  like  more  and  more  parks, 
playgrounds,  concerts,  celebrations,  buildings 
and  other  attractive  municipal  services,  and 
we  shall  have  them  too,  in  reason  I  hope, 
always  bearing  in  mind  that  their  cost  is 
reflected  in  the  tax  rate.  Some  of  this  means 
borrowing  in  the  first  instance.  And  as  bor- 
rowing is  easier  for  the  time  being  than 
levying  taxes,  debt  is  easily  expanded.  It 
is  sound  finance  to  borrow  for  future  bene- 
fits, but  dangerous  to  borrow  too  much.  Yet 
payment  for  all  benefits  out  of  the  tax  levy 
would  prove  so  burdensome  as  to  be  intolerable. 

A  Difficult   Financial  Condition. 

Sixteen  years  ago  the  governmental  affairs 
of  Boston  caused  such  alarm  as  to  result 
in  the  passage  of  the  charter  amendments  by 
which  improvident  borrowing  has  been  checked. 
Thanks  to  the  change  of  policy  at  that  time 
the  general  financial  condition  of  Boston  now 
is  not  fundamentally  unsound,  although  very 
difficult. 

With  the  exception  of  the  period  of  our 
Civil  War,  there  has  been  no  time  within  the 
history  of  the  City  of  Boston  when  it  has 
been  so  immense  a  task  to  handle  financial 
questions  wisely  as  during  the  last  twelve 
years.  The  outbreak  of  the  World  War  in 
1914,  was  followed  by  a  great  inflation  of 
commodity  prices.  This  inflation  has  left  us 
with  a  price  level  that  is  more  than  50  per 
cent  higher  than   that  of  1913. 

This  revolution  in  commodity  prices  has 
increased  the  cost  of  about  every  article 
purchased  by  the  city,  and  has  made  neces- 
sary successive  increases  in  the  wages  of  city 
employees,  which  increases  are  not  at  an  end. 
For  this  reason,  city  expenditures  measured 
in  terms  of  dollars  have  inevitably  increased, 
while  it  has  not  been  easy  to  secure  a  pro- 
portionate increase  in  the  city  revenues. 

Then,  after  the  United  States  entered  the 
war,  it  became  necessary  to  postpone  needed 
improvements  and  even  to  reduce  maintenance 
charges,  with  the  result  that  in  1919  the  city's 
"Plant"  had  not  been  replenished  and  there- 
fore was  in  much  the  same  condition  as  the 
plants  of  business  corporations  and  the  resi- 
dences of   private  individuals. 

There  was  an  enormous  demand  for  im- 
provements, one  which  has  been  met  but  par- 
tially within  the  past  five  years  by  huge  ex- 
penditures. Yet  the  demand,  far  from  being 
satisfied,  appears  to  be  growing,  and  thus 
since  the  war  our  municipal  resources  have 
been  strained  to  meet  the  restoration  of  city  • 
facilities  and  the  desire  for  more.  This  de- 
sire has  resulted  in  further  demands  from 
here,  there  and  everywhere,  for  improvements 
whose  cost  is  placed  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$200,000,000. 

Thus  far,  this  review  has  been  directed 
towards  extraordinary  conditions  of  municipal 
life,  and  is  designed  to  lift  above  the  level 
of  politics  and  personalities  important  ques- 
tions   of   municipal  finance   which   the   City   of 


Boston  must  face  at  the  opening  of  the  year 
1926.  It  is  intended  to  set  forth,  with  just, 
historical  perspective,  the  fundamental  and 
far-reaching  causes  of  a  financial  situation 
so  serious  as  to  justify  making  it  the  sole 
topic  of  a  Mayor's  inaugural  address. 

The  demands  for  improvements  and  the 
necessity  for  making  up  deferred  charges 
cannot  easily  be  disassociated,  but  their  effect 
may  be  seen  during  the  past  five  years  wherein 
the  amount  of  loans  has  more  than  doubled 
over  the  total  for  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding,  and  this  takes  no  account  of  money 
for  school  house  construction  which,  previously 
raised  by  loans,  has  for  the  last  nine  years 
been  paid  out  of  the  tax  levy.  Moreover, 
the  inflation  of  prices  during  the  past  ten 
years  is  reflected  in  the  amounts  appropriated 
for  city,  state  and  county  requirements  which 
have  very  nearly  doubled. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  1925  were 
made  to  cover  eleven  months  because  of  a 
change  in  the  ending  of  the  fiscal  year  from 
January  31  to  December  31.  Estimating  the 
increase  for  a  twelve-month  year  in  1926,  with 
such  additions  as  now  seem  necessry,  the  city 
will  need  this  year  over  $8,000,000  more  than 
in  1925,  with  a  resulting  tax  rate  very  close 
to    •poZ. 

Borrowing  and  "Pay-as-you-go." 

There  are  only  two  ways  of  meeting  this 
additional  expense.  One  way  is  by  increasing 
a  tax  rate  which  may  not  be  high  by  com- 
parison with  that  of  other  cities  and  towns, 
but,  nevertheless,  is  a  high  rate,  and  the 
other  way  is  by  borrowing.  Of  the  two  ways, 
undoubtedly,  that  of  the  higher  tax  rate  is 
preferable.  However,  it  is  desirable  to  con- 
sider whether  any  part  of  the  charges  to 
be  met  may  not  with  safety  be  financed  by 
loans  in  order  to  avoid  an  excessive  increase 
in  the   tax  rate. 

The  incoming  Mayor's  inheritance  is  due  to 
conditions  over  which  he  has  no  control.  These 
conditions-  oblige  him  to  enter  upon  his  ad- 
ministration under  a  severe  financial  handi- 
cap for  which  he  has  no  responsibility,  except 
to  meet  them  with  appropriate  measures. 

Agencies  for  propaganda  directed  towards 
increasing  public  expenditure  are  very  numer- 
ous nowadays,  consequently,  the  administra- 
tion will  be  under  the  necessity  of  examining 
with  especial  care  every  new  proposal  to  see 
whether  it  represents  a  real  or  a  manufactured 
need  and  whether  it  is  for  an  object  of  real 
or   of   doubtful   benefit. 

A  sharp  rise  in  the  tax  rate  from  the 
figure  of  $26.70  to  $32  is  a  serious  matter 
for  everyone  who  either  dwells  or  carries 
on  business  in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  can 
be  kept  down  by  borrowing,  which,  of  course, 
would  tend  to  increase  the  tax  rate  in  the 
future.  If  the  existing  situation,  critical  but 
not  dangerous,  is  met  promptly  and  wisely 
by  an  appropriate  increase  in  the  tax  rate," 
taxpayers  will  suffer,  present  inconvenience 
but  will  turn  the  best  face  towards  the  future. 
This  course  will  also  improve  the  credit  of 
the  city  which  is  still  good  and  must  be  main- 
tained above  all  question  or  suspicion. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  city  fails  to  face 
the  facts,  much  higher  tax  rates,  even  as 
high  as  $35  or  $40,  will  become  inevitable 
at  no  very  distant  date  and  the  city's  credit 
may  be  impaired. 

The  permanent  interests  of  taxpayers  de- 
mand the  adoption  of  a  farsighted  policy, 
which  requires  them  to  submit  to  some  pres- 
ent inconvenience  in  order  to  avoid  still  greater 
difficulties  at  a  future  date ;  and  the  adoption 
of  such  a  policy  will  hold  forth  the  prospect 
that  when  the  charges  inherited  from  the  war 
period  and  the  demands  for  new  projects  have 
been  met,  the  taxpayers  can  benefit  by  a 
period  of  no  further  increase  and  perhaps 
a  reduction   in  the  rate  of  taxation. 

Two  estimates  for  1926  requirements. 
Excessive  demands   for  maintenance,  upkeep 
and   improvements  have  given  grave  cause  for 
reflection.      I    realize    the    burden    placed    on

real  estate.  It  is  difficult  to  find  new  sources 
of  revenue.  The  revenues  of  a  city  are  pretty 
rigidly  fixed  by  provisions  of  law.  About  all 
that  can  be  done  on  a  large  scale  must  be 
done  by  good  management  and  with  the  reali- 
zation that  if  expenditures  are  allowed  to 
become  as  great  as  those  we  now  face,  then 
tax  rates  must  respond  to  them.  With  this 
thought  in  view,  I  have  caused  to  be  made 
up  two  estimates  for  city,  state  and  county 
requirements  for  which  the  city  may  be  liable 
during  the  coming  year.  I  refer  to  one  of 
these  as  the  lower  estimate,  and  to  the  other 
as  the  higher  estimate,  and  there  is  only  a 
small  margin  between  the  lower  and  the 
higher.  Both  estimates  are.  therefore,  not  far 
apart  in  point  of  tax  rate.  The  lower  es- 
timate produces  a  tax  rate  of  about  $30,  and 
the  higher   a  tax  rate  of  about   §32. 

The  requirements  for  1925  were  as  previous- 
ly stated  for  an  eleven-month  year  ending 
on  December  31  last,  and  the  requirements 
for  this  year  must  be  made  on  the  basis  of 
a  twelve-month  year  corresponding  to  the  cal- 
endar year.  This  difference  in  time  was  oc- 
casioned by  the  charter  amendments  of  last 
year  whereby  the  fiscal  year  begins  on  Jan- 
uary 1  instead  of  as  heretofore  on  February 
1  The  additional  month  for  this  year,  to- 
gether with  various  increased  costs,  adds  to 
the  city  and  county  requirements  of  1925 
the  estimated  sum  of  $3,044,000.  School  re- 
quirements add  $1,900,000.  Debt  requirements 
add  $721,000.  The  conributory  pension  ac- 
cumulation fund  for  employees  adds  $400,000. 
The  total  is  $6,065,000,  to  be  added  to  the 
1925    requirements    under    the    lower    estimate. 

In  making  the  higher  estimate,  there  has 
been  added  to  the  lower,  estimate  a  further 
sum   of  $2,271,000. 

The  additional  items  which  make  up  this 
$2,271,000  include  estimates  for  street  recon- 
struction, for  resurfacing  parkways  and  road- 
ways, for  library  books,  granolithic  sidewalks, 
additional  employees  and  supplies  for  the  City- 
Hospital,  larger  reserve  fund,  increased  county 
expenses,  pay  roll  increases  and  more  police- 
men. These  items  are  accounted  for  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  allowance  for  street  reconstruction  is 
$800,000.  In  1925,  the  requirement  set  aside 
for  this  purpose  was  but  $200,000.  The  policy 
used  to  be  regarded  as  settled  that  $1,000,000, 
chargeable  to  the  tax  levy,  was  required  an- 
nually for  this  purpose.  I  believe  this  policy, 
if  possible,  should  be  again  put  into  effect, 
and  I  have,  therefore,  added  to  the  lower  es- 
timate the  sum  of  $SOO,000  for  street  recon- 
struction. 

It  is  estimated  that  $100,000  will  be  needed 
this  year  to  complete  the  permanent  resurfac- 
ing of  parkways  and  roadways,  but  inasmuch 
as  $35,000  of  this  required  sum  of  $100,000 
is  included  in  the  lower  estimate,  the  increase 
in  the  higher  estimate  is  but  $65,000.  Books 
for  the  Public  Library,  granolithic  sidewalks, 
additional  employees  and  supplies  for  the  City 
Hospital,  additional  amounts  for  the  reserve 
fund  and  county  expenses,  increase  the  lower 
estimate  by  $550,000  more.  The  balance  of 
the  $2,271,000  is  accounted  for  as  follows: 

More  Policemen  —  Laborers'  Pay. 
No  provision  is  made  in  the  lower  estimate 
for  such  an  important  item  as  additional  po- 
lice protection.  The  Police  Commissioner  has 
submitted  to  me  .an  exhaustive  analysis  of 
his  department  in  which  he  renews  the  re- 
quest made  over  a  year  ago,  for  three  hun- 
dred additional  policemen.  I  think  these  men 
were  needed  then  and  I  am  strongly  of 
opinion  that  they  are  needed  now  (applause), 
so  that  I  have  caused  to  be  added  to  the  lower 
estimate  for  these  three  hundred  additional 
policemen '  for  1926,  the  sum  of  $350,000  (ap- 
plause). The  higher  estimate  also  provides 
for  pay  roll  increases  in  the  sum  of  $506,000, 
particularly  relating  to  the  pay  of  laborers. 
I  suppose  this  increased  pay  for  laborers 
could  be  postponed,  but  I  doubt  the  wisdom 
of   it.      Laborers   are   now   receiving  a  rate   of 


$4.50  a  day,  and  I  do  not  see  how  anyone 
can  say  that  a  wage  of  $5  a  day  is  too  much 
for  men  who  try  to  maintain  a  home  on 
standards  which  we  all  approve.  In  loyalty 
and  good  service  the  City  will  get  the  equiva- 
lent (applause).  Adding  the  various  foregoing 
items  together,  gives  a  total  increase  in .  the 
higher  estimate  over  the  lower  of  $2,271,000 
previously  referred  to. 

The  lower  estimate  calls  for  an  addition  of 
$6,065,000  over   the   1925   requirements. 

The  higher  estimate  calls  for  an  increase 
of  $8,336,000  over  the   1925  requirements. 

One  produces  a  tax  rate  of  about  $30,  the 
other  a  tax  rate  of  about  $32,  each  in  accord- 
ance with   its   respective  estimate. 

The  lower  estimate  calling  for  a  tax  rate 
of  $30  appai-ently  does  not  meet  the  needs  of 
the  situation. 

The  higher  estimate  calling  for  a  tax  rate 
of  $32  furnishes  as  accurate  a  statement  as 
can  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  cost  of  meet- 
ing responsibilities  which  the  city  should  be 
prepared    to    assume   during   the   coming   year. 

Furthermore,  had  the  requirements  for  the 
year  1925  been  figured  upon  a  twelve-month 
year  instead  of  as  they  were  on  an  eleventh- 
month  year,  they  would  undoubtedly  have 
produced  a  1925  tax  rate  close  to  $30.  Under 
pressure,  the  rate  has  jumped  from  $24.70  to 
$26.70  in  the  past  eleven-month  year,  and 
now  tends  towards  a  further  abrupt  rise.  It 
may  not  be  a  cause  for  rejoicing,  but  the 
people  who  pay  taxes  are  certainly  entitled 
to  know  the  facts. 

Almost  all  of  the  business  transacted  at 
City  Hall  involves  the  expenditure  of  money. 
The  purpose  of  this  expenditure  is  to  pro- 
vide things  necessary  for  the  well-being  and 
advancement  of  the  people.  Our.  demands  upon 
the  public  service  are  rarely  accompanied  by 
a  serious  thought  of  the  cost,  yet  there  is 
no  source  of  revenue  except  from  the  people 
themselves.  They  meet  cost  with  money  de- 
rived from  their  property  or  their  labor,  and 
the  higher-  taxes  go  the  more  clearly  should 
the   reasons  be   understood. 

The  foregoing  illustrates  some  of  the  mat- 
ters which  must  soon  be  undertaken  in  pre- 
senting a  budget  to  the  City  Council.  This 
budget  is  formed  upon  departmental  estimates, 
and  will  present  a  detailed  and  careful  study 
of  matters  which  here  can  receive  but  brief 
discussion. 

Subway    Rentals   and    Elevated    Deficit. 

An  important  part  of  our  financial  story  is 
concerned  with  the  development  of  our  rapid 
transit  system  in  which  our  investment  of 
$42,500,000  will  soon  be  in  excess  of  $50,000,000. 
(Applause.)  Under  our  plan  the  city  fur- 
nishes the  credit,  builds  the  structures  and 
leases  them  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  upon  a  rental  basis. 

To  those  who  suggest  that  the  city  should 
relieve  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  from  pay- 
ment of  subway  rentals,  I  would  say  that  such 
a  course  would  destroy  the  entire  plan  of  sub- 
way  financing.      (Applause.) 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Control 
Act,  Boston  was  assessed,  as  its  share  of  the 
deficit  resulting  from  insufficiency  of  the  in- 
come of  the  road  to  meet  the  cost  of  service, 
$2,906,000.  Of  this  sum,  $1,177,000  has  been 
repaid,  leaving  a  balance  due  of  $1,729,000. 

Before  definite  legislative  action  is  taken 
upon  the  status  of  the  present  method  of 
operating  properties  of  the  company,  serious 
consideration  ought  to  be  given  to  the  repay- 
ment to  the  city  of  this  outstanding  balance. 
(Applause). 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  the  prob- 
lems concerning  a  great  city  are  manifold.  I 
wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  enter  upon 
a  general  discussion  of  them,  but  it  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  problem  of  paramount 
importance  concerns  the  financial  situation 
with  which  the  city  is  immediately  to  deal, 
and  therefore  I  have  confined  my  attention 
to  this. 

The  responsibility  upon  those  who  carry  on 
municipal    government    is    very   great.      It    has 
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been  well  said  that  the  government  of  cities 
presents  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  en- 
countered in  civic  administration.  Boston  will 
grow  as  she  demonstrates  her  capacity  for 
managing  her  own  affairs.  (Applause.)  She 
has  an  unrivalled  opportunity  to  present  an 
example  such  as  is  sorely  needed  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  cities  throughout  the  country. 
Cities  compete  just  as  business  enterprises 
compete.  Boston  has  many  competitors.  A 
poorly  managed  city  is  at  a  distinct  disadvan- 
tage compared  with  a  well  managed  city.  In 
geographical  location  and  in  the  skill,  indus- 
try and  courage  of  her  citizenship  our  city  is 
without  a  peer.  She  has  traditions  which  any 
American  city  would  treasure  as  a  priceless 
possession. 

In  upholding  our  traditions  it  should  be  our 
ambition  and  effort  to  give  Boston  an  admin- 
istration of  her  affairs  such  as  will  encourage 
her  citizens  to  unite  in  their  earnest  desire  to 
promote  her  growth  and  prosperity  and  place 
her  in  a  commanding  position  among  Ameri- 
can cities.      (Great  applause.) 

At  the  close  of  the  inaugural  address  the 
Mayor  and  suite  and  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  withdrew  to  City  Hall.

REVOCATION  OF  L  STREET  BATH  HOUSE 
LOAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  11,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  to  you  herewith  an 
order  providing  that  the  authorization  to  borrow 
§380,000  for  bath  house  and  laundry  at  L  street, 
South  Boston,  be  revoked. 

In  my  inaugural  message,  addressed  to  you  on 
January  4,  I  called  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  city  and  said  that  the  adminis- 
tration would  be  under  the  necessity  of  examining 
with  especial  care  every  new  proposal  to  ascertain 
its  worth. 

The  object  of  the  authorization  provides  for  an 
improvement  of  great  cost,  but  its  utility  is  already 
met  by  present  accommodations. 

These  accommodations  include  the  L  Street 
Bath  House,  which  provides  closet  and  checking 
facilities  for  2,520  persons;  the  new  bath  house  on 
Columbus  park,  opened  for  use  during  the  past 
season,  which  provides  locker,  closet  and  checking 
facilities  for  1,658  persons,  and  located  at  a  dis- 
tance of  about  one  half  mile  from  the  L  Street 
Bath  House;  and  the  Head  House  at  City  Point, 
which  provides  locker,  closet  and  checking  facilities 
for  834  persons,  and  which  is  located  at  a  distance 
of  less  than  a  half  mile  from  the  L  Street  Bath 
House. 

I  seriously  doubt  at  this  time  the  need  for  an 
extensive  addition  to  these  facilities,  and  I  therefore 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

ALIENS  IN  CITY  DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  immediately  confer 
with  the  department  heads  of  the  various  institu- 
tions and  advise  them  to  comply  with  sections  2, 
3  and  4  of  chapter  9  of  the  ordinances  of  1921  rel- 
ative to  employing  aliens  in  any  public  department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  inform  them  that  it  is 
the  wish  of  the  City  Council  that  only  citizens  be 
employed  in  their  institution  and  that  all  aliens 
employed  now  be  herewith  discharged  in  the  next 
three  months  and  their  places  occupied  by  citizens. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
this  order,  concerning  a  matter  which  I  wish 
brought  to  the  consideration  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  I  had  in  mind  the  fact  that  in  several  in- 
stitutions of  the  City  of  Boston  aliens  have  been 
employed  for  the  last  ten  years.  As  we  all  under- 
stand, the  city  spends  some  $10,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  o-i  Americanization  work.  We  all 
understand  that  it  is  against  the  statutes  to  employ 
aliens,  but  they  have  been  there  for  years.  I  have 
in  mind  one  institution  where  some  200  aliens  are 
employed,  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  paying  their 
salaries,  and  they  not  thinking  enough  of  the  City 
of  Boston  or  the  United  States  of  America  to  be- 
come citizens  of  the  country.  I  have  no  objection 
to  aliens  who  have  been  in  the  country  but  a  short 
time  being  employed  for  a  short  period  in  such 
institutions,  but  I  do  object  to  those  people  who 
have  been  in  this  country  for  years  and  who  have 
no  intention  of  becoming  American  citizens  being 
so  employed.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  in  this 
city  to  take  drastic  action.  For  years  it  has  been 
known  that  aliens  were  so  employed,  but  no  action 
has  been  taken,  and  I  Delieve  the  time  has  now 
come,  at  the  start  of  the  present  administration, 
to  clean  the  thing  up.  We  all  know  that  there 
are  pleDty  of  American  citizens,  both  men  and 
women,  walking  the  streets  of  Boston  today,  who 
should  be  employed  in  the  institutions  instead  of 
these  aliens.  I  therefore  ask  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  in  order  that  the  order  may  be  passed  and  the 
matter  may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  I  certainly  trust  that  the 
Mayor  will  not  simply  forward  it  to  the  institution 
heads  as  a  mere  matter  of  form,  but  that  he  will 
take  some  real,  drastic  action  in  regard  to  the  mat- 
ter, and  report  back  to  the  body  within  the  next 
three  months  any  action  taken  by  him.

MOTION   TO  ELECT   SECOND   ASSISTANT 
CITY   MESSENGER. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  second 
assistant  city  messenger. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
accord  with  what  the  gentleman  from  Ward  22 
proposes  to  do,  but  I  believe  the  Council  does  not 
wish  to  be  rushed  into  this  matter  at  this  session. 
I  move,  therefore,  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  motion  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  ARNOLD 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  rising  vote. 
Twelve  members  stood  in  favor  of  laying  the  matter 
on  the  table,  and  the  motion  was  declared  carried. 


RECESS. 

President  KEENE,  at  2.27  p.  m„  declared  a 
recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  mem- 
bers reassembled  in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were 
called  to  order  by  President  KEENE  at  3.21  p.  m. 


RULES  OF  THE   COUNCIL. 

Coun.  ARNOLD,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
submitted  a  report  recommending  the  adoption  of 
rules  for  the  proceedings  of  the  Council. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report  of  the 
committee. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  if  the  mem- 
bers will  take  their  copies  of  the  rules,  I  can  indi- 
cate what  we  have  done.  There  is  no  change  in 
Rules  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15 
and  16.  In  Rule  17,  the  fifth  line  in  the  copy  before 
you,  we  have  stricken  out  the  words  "presented  to, 
or"  and  have  inserted  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"unless." 

(The  sentenee  reads  as  follows:  "Every  ordi- 
nance, order  and  resolution  shall,  unless  rejected, 
have  two  several  readings,  both  of  which  may  take 
place  at  the  same  session,  unless  objection  is  made, 
provided,  however,  that  all  orders  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  moneys,  unless  reported  upon  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Council,  shall  lie  over  for  one  week 
before  final  action  thereon.") 

In  Rule  18,  on  page  4,  the  third  line  of  the  rule, 
after  the  words  "he  may  give  notice,"  insert  the 
word.-  "in  writing." 

(The  sentence  will  read:  "When  a  vote  has  been 
passed  any  member  may  move  a  reconsideration 
thereof  at  the  same  meeting,  or  he  may  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Clerk,  within  twenty-four  hours 
of  the  adjournment  of  any  meeting  except  the  final 
meeting,  of  his  intention  to  move  a  reconsideration 
at  the  next  regular  meeting;  in  which  case  the  clerk 
shall  retain  po?session  of  the  papers  until  the  next 
regular  meeting.") 

On  page  5.  in  Rule  24,  the.  second  paragraph,  we 
have  stricken  out  "all  the"  and  inserted  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "seven." 

(The  sentence  will  read:  "A  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the 
Council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  such  appropria- 
tion orders  as  may  be  submitted  to  the  Council 
from  time  to  time." 
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Then  we  have  stricken  out  the  third  paragraph. 
(This  paragraph  reads  as  follows:  "3.     A  Com- 
mittee   on    Branch    Libraries,    to    consist    of   five 
members  of  the  Council.") 

In  the  sixth  paragraph,  we  have  stricken  out  in 
the  first  line  the  words  "all  the"  and  inserted  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "seven." 

(The  sentence  reads:  "A  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the  Council,"  etc.) 
We  have  stricken  out  paragraph  7. 
(This  paragraph  reads:  "A  Committee  on  Fire 
Hazard,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the  Council.") 
In   the   tenth   paragraph,   relating  to   the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances,  we  have  stricken  out    in  the 
first  line  the  words  "all  the"  and  inserted  in    place 
thereof  the  word  "seven." 

(The  sentence  will  read:  "A  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the 
Council,"  etc.) 

Between  paragraphs  13  and  14,  13  relating  to 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  14  referring  to 
Committee  on  Soldiers'  Relief,  we  have  inserted 
another  paragraph: 

"A  Committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  to  consider  all  matters  con- 
cerning the  rules." 

The  next  change  comes  on  page  7,  in  Rule  2S. 
Here,  in  the  third  line,  before  the  words  "City 
Council"  we  have  inserted  the  words  "Executive 
Committee  of  the." 

(The  sentence  will  read:  "No  permission  for  the 
use  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted 
until  a  public  hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  after 
due  notice  has  been  served  upon  abutters,  on  the 
application  for  such  permission.") 

In  Rule  30,  fifth  line,  after  the  words  "by  special 
messenger,"  we  have  added  the  words,  "provided, 
that  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be 
held  during  the  recess  period  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Council  without  such  consent  or  notice." 

(The  sentence  will  read:  "No  meeting  of  any 
committee  shall,  without  the  consent  of  all  the 
members  thereof,  be  called  upon  less  notice  than 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  Clerk  shall 
have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by 
special  messenger;  provided,  that  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  held  during  the 
recess  period  at  any  meeting  of  the  Council  without 
such  consent  or  notice.") 

The  rest  of  the  rules  remain  the  same.  This  is 
the  unanimous  report  of  your  committee,  Mr. 
President,  and  I  recommend  its  adoption. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  under  Rule  24,  relating  to  standing  com- 
mittees, the  Committee  on  Branch  Libraries  has 
been  omitted.  I  would  like  to  find  out  why  that 
has  been  stricken  out. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — I  am  informed  by  competent 
authority  that  such  committee  has  not  met  for 
several  years  and,  not  wishing  to  cumber  the  Coun- 
cil with  a  list  of  committees  that  did  not  function 
or  that  were  not  called  upon  to  function,  the 
Committee  on  Rules  decided  that  it  would  be  well 
to  eliminate  that  committee. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD — I  happen  to  have  been  a 
member  of  the  Visiting  Committee  on  Public 
Libraries,  and  I  think  there  are  conditions  existing 
in  connection  with  our  libraries  that  would  be  very 
surprising  to  members  of  this  Council.  In 
Brighton  a  scandalous  condition  exists,  and  there 
are  conditions  in  Mattapan,  in  South  Boston  and  in 
other  places,  that  certainly  should  be  remedied. 
Such  conditions  may  well  in  part  have  been  brought 
about  because  of  the  fact  that  former  members  of 
the  Council  evidently  did  not  see  fit  to  give  proper 
attention  to  this  extremely  important  branch  of  the 
city's  service.  I  hope  that  this  committee  will  not 
be  eliminated.  I  think  there  will  be  plenty  for  the 
committee  to  do  on  branch  libraries  and  on  public 
libraries  all  over  the  City  of  Boston.  I  certainly 
hope  that  will  not  be  stricken  out. 

President  KEENE — Coun.  Fitzgerald  moves  to 
amend  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  by 
inserting,  "A  Committee  on  Branch  Libraries,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  Council." 

Coun.  Fitzgerald's  amendment  was  adopted. 
Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  Ijwould 
like  to  ask,  through  you,   why  Rule  28  has  been 
changed? 

President  KEENE— May  I  ask  Coun.  Arnold, 
chairman  of  the  committee  that  considered  the 
matter,  to  supply  the  information  desired  by  Coun. 
Heffernan? 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
he  Council  meetings  should   be  for  the   work  of 


members  of  the  Council,  and  not  for  hearings. 
This  concerns  hearings,  and  I  believe  that  our 
hearings  should  be  before  a  committee  in  a  room 
designated  for  that  purpose  and  not  before  the 
Council  as  a  whole,  when  it  is  in  its  regular  session. 
.  President  KEENE — Does  the  explanation  satisfy 
Coun.  Heffernan? 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  if  to  change  your  rule 
accomplishes  anything?  I  understand  that  the 
Executive  Committee  consists  of  all  the  members 
and  that  we  are  really  working  back  to  what  we 
have  had  before. 

President  KEENE — I  understand  that  the  rule 
merely  permits  a  committee  to  hold  a  hearing  with- 
out the  Council's  permission. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
through  you,  the  reason  for  striking  out  Rule  33? 
(Rule  33  of  the  Rules  of  the  Council  of  1925  was 
as  follows:  "No  petition,  remonstrance,  resolution 
or  other  communication  submitted  by  any  improve- 
ment association,  civic  society,  club  or  other  unin- 
corporated organization,  or  its  officers,  shall  be 
considered  by  the  City  Council  or  printed  in  its 
proceedings,  unless  such  organization  shall  have 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk  a  statement,  sworn  to  by 
one  of  its  officers,  specifying  the  number  of  mem- 
bers in  good  standing,  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing and  a  list  of  the  officers  for  the  current  year." 
President  KEENE — Doctor  Arnold,  will  you 
give  the  explanation  desired? 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  your  com- 
mittee believed  that  this  particular  rule  was  not 
constitutional,  and  voted  accordingly.  The  his- 
tory of  the  rule,  as  I  understand  it,  was  that  it  was 
to  accommodate  one  of  the  members  of  a  former 
City  Council  who  wished  some  information  and 
protection.  I  don't  believe  any  member  of  this 
body  needs  that  protection  and  therefore  your 
committee  voted  to  eliminate  Rule  33. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  we 
should  get  a  ruling  from  the  Corporation  Counsel 
as  to  whether  that  rule  is  constitutional? 

Coun.  DOWD— Probably  our  City  Clerk  will 
furnish  us  with  that  information,  if  agreeable  to  the 
Council. 

President  KEENE — I  am  informed  by  the  Clerk 
that  Rule  33  is  considered  unconstitutional  because 
it  prevented  the  free  right  of  petition  of  anybody 
to  this  body.  "The  body  can  do  anything  it  sees 
fit  with  any  petition  after  it  is  presented,  but  the 
rule  restricts  the  right  of  presentation. 

The  Council  voted  to  adopt  the  rules  as  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules,  with  the  amendments 
noted,  as  the  rules  of  the  body  for  the  year. 

The  rules  of  the  City  Council,  as  thus  adopted, 
are  as  follows: 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  shall 
be  held  on  every  Monday  at  two  o'clock  p.  m. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  at 
his  discretion,  and  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose 
only  of  drawing  jurors. 

President. 

Rule  2.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  council  shall  have 
adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order,  and 
a  quorum  being  present,  shall  proceed  with  the 
regular  order  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president  the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall 
preside  as  temporary  president  or  until  a  presiding 
officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  3.  The  president  shall  preserve  decorum 
and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any  member 
may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  and, 
when  properly  seconded,  no  other  business,  except 
a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has  been 
decided.     The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll 
call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless 
a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  4.  The  president  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved, 
unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous 
in  its  nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and 
fixing  times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  put  first. 
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Rule  5.  The  president  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  without  debate, 
decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business 
to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  7.  The  president  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and,  when 
any  member  so  requests,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be 
taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  com- 
mittees, fill  all  vacancies  therein,  and  designate 
the  rank  of  the  members  thereof. 

Rule  9.  When  the  president  of  the  council  or 
the  president  pro  tempore  shall  desire  to  vacate 
the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond  an  adjour- 
ment. 

Motions. 

Rule  10.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  if  the  president  shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike 
out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be 
admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Rule  13.  When  an  order  or  resolution  relates 
to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and 
reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  city 
council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  pre- 
sentation, be  referred  to  such  committee.  When 
a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  different 
committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put 
in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order  or  resolu- 
tion, which  is  referred  to  a  committee,  shall  be 
given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon,  provided  he  so 
requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  order  or  before 
final  action  by  the  committee. 

Rule  14.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the 
president  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by 
unanimous  consent. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the 
following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained,  and 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged : , 


1. 


To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition, 
or  pending  a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that 
motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion 
to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for  the  pre- 
vious question  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Readings. 
Rule  17.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution 
shall,  unless  rejected,  have  two  several  readings, 
both  of  w'hich  may  take  place  at  the  same  session, 
unless  objection  is  made,  provided,  however,  that 
all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys  unless 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  council,  shall 
lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action  thereon. 
Whenever  the  second  reading  immediately  follows 
the  first  reading  the  document  may  be  read  by  its 
title  only;  provided,  that  all  orders  releasing  rights 
or  easements  in  or  restrictions  on  land,  all  orders 
for  the  sale  of  land  other  than  school  lands,  all 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land  other  than 
for  school  purposes,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the 
city  council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and  shall  be 
passed  only  after  two  separate  readings  and  by 
two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  readings 
and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first. 

Reconsideration. 
Rule   18.     When  a  vote  had  been  passed   any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  at  the 


same  meeting,  or  he  may  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  clerk,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  adjourn- 
ment of  any  meeting  except  the  final  meeting,  of 
his  intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  at  the 
next  regular  meeting;  in  which  case  the  clerk  shall 
retain  possession  of  the  papers  until  the  next 
regular  meeting.  No  member  shall  speak  for 
more  than  ten  minutes  on  a  motion  to  reconsider. 
Rule  19.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered, 
and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless 
it  has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration; 
nor  shall  any  reconsideration  be  had  upon  the 
following  motions: 

To  adjourn. 

The  previous  question. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

To  take  from  the  table. 

To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the 
table  or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of 
such  action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the 
motion  to  reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members. 

Rule  20.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak 
shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is 
recognized,  and  in  speaking  shall  refrain  from  men- 
tioning any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine 
himself  to  the  question  and  avoid  personalities. 
Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges 
in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon 
the  character  of  another  member  shall  make  an 
apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting  whence 
the  offence  is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding 
regular  meeting,  and  failing  to  do  so  shall  be 
named  by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate 
until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  21.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has 
not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speak- 
ing shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted  by 
another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  serve  on  any  committee 
where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned' 
distinct  from  the  public  interest.  . 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  where  he  is  not  excluded 
by  interest,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  council 
for  special  reason  shall  excuse  him.  Application 
to  be  so  excused  on  any  question  must  be  made 
before  the  council  is  divided,  or  before  the  calling 
of  the  yeas  and  nays;  and  such  application  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Standing  Committees. 
Rule   24.     The   following  standing  committees 
of  the  council,   and  all   other  committees,   unless 
specially  directed  by  the  council,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council.

3.-  A  committee  on  Branch  Libraries,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council. 

4.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or 
neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  They  shall  re- 
port annually  a  list  of  the  claims  awarded  or 
approved  by  them,  and  the  amount  of  money 
awarded  or  paid  in  settlement  thereof. 

5.  A  committee  on  County  Accounts,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council.

Rule  27.  No  person,  excepting  heads  of  de- 
partments, officials  connected  with  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  reporters,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anteroom 
or  upon  the  floor  of  the  council  chamber  while  the 
council  is  in  session.  Spectators  will  be  allowed 
in  the  gallery  of  the  council  chamber  when  the 
council  is  in  session,  and  no  one  will  be  admitted 
to  said  gallery  after  the  seats  are  occupied.  The 
city  messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Burial  Grounds. 

Rule  28.  No  permission  for  the  use  of  land  for 
the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted  until  a 
public  hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  city  council,  after  due 
notice  has  been  served  upon  abutters,  on  the 
application  for  such  permission. 

Smoking  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Rule  29.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
council  chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session. 

Committee  Meetings. 

Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof, 
be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four  hours 
from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed  the 
notices  or  dispatched  them  by  special  messenger, 
provided,    that   meetings   of   the   executive   com- 


mittee may  be  held  during  the  recess  period  at 
any  meeting  of  the  council  without  such  consent 
or  notice.  No  committee,  unless  authorized  by 
an  order  of  the  city  council,  shall  incur  any  ex- 
pense. No  committee  meetings  shall  be  called 
later  than  one  hour  immediately  preceding  the 
time  set  for  any  regular  meeting  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, nor  shall  any  committee  remain  in  session  later 
than  the  hour  named  for  any  such  regular  meeting. 

Form  of  Votes. 

.  Rule'31-  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression 
ehall  be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of 
command,  and  the  form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for 
everything  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts 
or  purposes. 

Transfers. 

Rule  32.  .  Every  application  for  an  appropria  - 
tion  to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  executive  committee  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be 
made  until  the  said  committee  have  reported 
thereon. 

Amendment  and  Suspension. 

Rule  33.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be 
altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repealed  at  any 
time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  city  council  present  and  voting 
thereon.

The  Council  will,  of  course, 
realize  that  the  city  is  called  upon  to  raise  for  the 
1926  budget  SS.000,000  more  than  was  required, 
for  the  1925  budget;  S3,400,000  of  this  amount  is 
occasioned  by  the  fact  that  in  1925  there  were 
only  eleven  months  in  the  municipal  year,  from 
the  budget  standpoint.  There  seems  to  be  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  a  great  number  of  patrons 
of  what  we  know  as  the  L  street  baths  to  oppose 
this  proposition  to  construct  an  elaborate  struc- 
ture. The  history  of  the  bath  house  shows  that 
it  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  America.  It  was 
established  in  1866,  if  I  am  advised  correctly. 
The  present  building  was  erected  in  1901  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  850,000,  and  at  that  time 
the  architects  considered  very  carefully  the  land- 
scape effect,  and  when  the  design  of  the  building 
was  being  studied  out,  it  was  then  felt  that  at  no 
time  should  a  building  of  more  than  one  story  be 
placed  upon  that  location.  The  Park  Commis- 
sion has  stated  that  if  the  laundry  was  placed  in 
the  building  the  work  will  have  to  be  done  prin- 
cipally by  women  employees,  and  that  will  do 
away  with  the  present  manner  of  bathing.  Studies 
for  the  new  bath  house  include  metal  lockers, 
doing  away  entirely  with  the  comfortable  wooden 
lockers  now  in  the  place.  A  suggestion  has  been 
made  that  we  restore  the  present  building  and  add 
enough  locker  space  to  the  men's  house  to  allow 
for  the  increased  patronage.  Following  is  an 
estimate  of  what  it  would  cost  to  put  the  house 
.  in  good  condition, — repairs  to  skylight  in  the 
roof,  SI, 000;  500  additional  lockers  for  men, 
S2.500;  restoring  underpinning,  stringers,  and 
repairs  to  present  flooring,  57,500;  new  hand- 
ball court,  82,500;  repairs  to  old  handball  court, 
8500;  repairs  to  present  fences,  SI, 500;  repairs 
to  present  lockers,  and  locks,  S500;  repairs  and 
additions  to  sun  room,  S500;  new  valuables  room 
and  new  toilet  room,  with  sanitary  conditions, 
81,500;  painting,  82,000, — making  a  total  of 
S20.000.  The  Park  Department  expends  yearly 
from  81,000  to  82,000  on  repairs  to  the  present 
division  fences  segregating  the  bathers.  It 
would  cost  835,000  to  put  masonry  walls  in  place 
of  the  present  wooden  fences.  There  is,  however, 
one  objection  to  a  concrete  divisional  wall,  and 
that  is,  that  at  the  rate  L  street  is  growing  and  the 
patronage  increasing  it  will  be  only  a  short  time 
when  it  will  be  necessary  to  lengthen  the  beach 
the  L  street  bathers  use.  In  such  event,  the 
masonry  walls  would  have  to  be  removed  and 
relocated,  at  a  cost  almost  equal  to  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  the  new  wall.  The  figures 
I  have  given  comprise  practically  a  summary 
of  the  Park  Department's  estimate  of  the  require- 
ments. There  is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  take  away  from  the 
people  of  that  part  of  the  city  any  improvements 
they  should  have,  but  I  think,  with  a  S32  tax 
rate  staring  this  city  in  the  face,  it  behooves  us 
to  watch  out  and  use  great  care,  making  neces- 
sary improvements  in  present  structures  rather 
than  erecting  elaborate  new  improvements.  It 
is  estimated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  it 
will  cost  approximately  830,000  to  place  this 
building  in  proper  condition,  so  that  it  may  be 
enjoyed  by  those  at  present  patronizing  the  place, 
with  the  usual  increase  that  is  to  be  expected. 
Several  petitions  have  been  received  by  the 
Mayor,  and  I  understand  that  others  are  on  their 
way,  from  that  association  known  as  the 
"Brownies,"  objecting  to  the  proposed  changes 
involved  in  the  plans  in  connection  with  this 
proposed  8380,000  appropriation.  In  consider- 
ing whether  or  not  it  would  be  advisable  to  amend 
the  order,  as  asked  for,  it  has  been  thought  wise 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  put  into  the  present 
budget  the  items  as  read,  in  the  report  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Park  Commission.  In  other 
words,  it  was  thought  that  it  could  be  taken  care 
of  better  in  that  way,  as  he  had  intended  to  do 
what  is  there  suggested  in  any  event.  I  would 
move,  therefore,  Mr.  President,  that  this  order, 
No.  30  on  the  calendar,  be  passed. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  come  from 
the  district  where  the  L  Street  Bath  is  located 
and  am  a  constant  visitor  there,  and  feel  that  I 
know  just  what  is  needed.  The  bath  house  is  a 
third  class  construction  building,  twenty-five 
years  old,  and  does  not  furnish  the  accommoda- 


tions necessary  up  there.  We  are  told  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  that  there  are  three  bath  houses 
on  the  Strandway,  and  figures  are  given,  yet  it  is 
not  an  uncommon  sight,  when  you  go  into  L 
Street  Bath,  any  day  in  the  summer,  to  find  the 
walls,  the  platforms,  the  sand  alongside  the  fences 
covered  with  clothing,  men  being  unable  to  find  . 
lockers.  Inside  the  building  you  will  at  times 
find  three  and  four  men  using  one  locker.  The 
building  has  had  very  little  money  spent  on  it 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  consequently  at 
this  time  I  think  any  appropriation  for  repairs 
means  a  useless,  wasteful  expenditure.  We  have 
got  to  meet  this  situation  at  some  time  or  other. 
If  we  do  not,  the  building  will  fall  down.  I 
advise  the  defeat  of  No.  3  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  have  for  the 
past  three  or  four  years  made  a  study  of  condi- 
tions existing  at  L  Street,  and  I  have  found  that 
the  bath  house  over  there  today  is  nothing  more 
or  less  than  a  fire  trap.  Although  I  do  not  repre- 
sent the  people  of  bouth  Boston,  I  know  that 
the  people  of  Roxbury  have  used  the  bath  house 
as  much  as  the  people  of  any  section  of  Boston. 
The  people  of  South  Boston  were  promised  a 
gymnasium  over  there  in  1921,  and  that  was 
taken  away  from  them  with  the  understanding, 
when  this  question  came  up  in  August  of  1923, 
that  they  would  get  a  new  bath  house  that  would 
be  a  permanent  bath  house  for  use  both  in  winter 
and  summer.  We  cannot  discuss  so  intelligently 
this  measure  in  light  of  the  conditions  in  January, 
but  if  we  went  there  in  July  or  August  and  saw 
conditions  as  they  really  exist  when  the  bath 
house  is  being  extensively  used,  I  certainly  feel 
that  the  members  of  the  Council  would  unani- 
mously defeat  such  an  order  as  this  that  is  before 
us  at  the  present  time,  rescinding  the  order  that 
has  already  been  passed.  As  I  understood  the 
outline  from  the  Park  Commission,  they  wanted 
a  gymnasium  over  there  that  might  be  of  some 
benefit  to  the  people  taking  examinations  for  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments,  and  I  certainly,  Mr. 
President,  advise  the  defeat  of  this  measure,  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  taking  away  from  the  public 
something  that  they  are  really  in  need  of  and 
should  have. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
it,  the  original  loan  order  passed  by  the  outgoing 
Council  over  a  year  ago  called  for  some  8400,000 
to  erect  a  stadium  for  Columbus  Park  and  the 
Strandway,  South  Boston.  After  due  consulta- 
tion with  the  engineers  of  the  Park  Department, 
it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  erect  that.  The 
Park  Commissioners  then  recommended  to  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor  that  the  money  be 
expended  for  the  improvement  of  Castle  Island, 
including  the  building  of  a  roadway  to  Castle 
Island  from  the  mainland.  This,  again,  was  given 
up,  because  it  involved  joint  action  with  the  state 
as  it  would  include  state  land;  and  it  was  found 
that  it  could  not  be  put  through,  involving  ex- 
change of  land,  without  a  special  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature. But  it  did  result  in  an  appropriation  of 
$20,000  for  engineers'  and  architects'  fees,  and  if 
this  sort  of  thing  is  repeated  much  there  will  not  be 
a  great  deal  left  to  argue  about.  The  Park  Com- 
missioners then  sent  a  recommendation  to  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  City  Council  that  the 
sum  of  $380,000  be  borrowed  and  appropriated 
to  erect  a  modern  bath  house  at  L  street.  I  have 
listened  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  the  remarks 
of  our  President  in  regard  to  the  Park  Commis- 
sion. I  understand  that  they  are  a  body  supposed 
to  function  without  pressure  being  brought  to 
bear  on  them,  and  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Park 
Commissioners  why  on  the  28th  or  29th  of 
December  they  hired  architects  to  lay  out  con- 
struction under  these  plans  and  within  three  weeks 
have  taken  such  a  flop?  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
Park  Commissioners  if  any  pressure  has  been 
brought  to  bear  on  them  to  rescind  the  order  and 
to  ask  for  repairs  instead  of  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  building.  There  is  another  matter  there 
that  I  would  like  to  go  into  somewhat,  and  that 
is  the  matter  of  the  laundry.  I  have  made  it  my 
business  during  the  course  of  the  last  week  to 
\isit  that  dungeon  on  Dover  street,  35  feet  below 
the  street  level,  where  women,  American  mothers 
who  have  seen  better  days  and  who  are  all  Ameri- 
can citizens,  are  unable  to  get  a  breath  of  fresh 
air  or  sunshine,  because  of  the  dungeon  conditions 
under  which  they  work  now.  I  have  a  great  deal 
of  admiration  and  respect  for  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  who  has  just  gone  out  of  office,  who  to 
my  mind  has  done  more  in  the  last  four  years  to 
bring  Boston  to  the  forefront  than  any  preceding 
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mayor  or  mayors  have  done  in  the  last  twenty 
years.  I  believe  his  action  and  judgment  in  this 
matter,  and  the  action  and  judgment  of  the  pre- 
ceding Council,  was  very  good.  I  believe  this 
City  Council  should  take  into  consideration  the 
tax  rate.  Personally,  I  believe  "the  present  Mayor 
of  Boston  is  not  really  in  earnest  when  he  informs 
us  that  we  are  going  to  have  a  $32  tax  rate,  be- 
cause that  means  rather  an  abrupt  rise,  and  I 
believe  is  out  of  the  question.  I  am  sure,  also, 
that  this  body  is  against  any  such  huge  increase 
in  the  tax  rate  of  Boston.  I  believe  in  economy, 
but  not  in  false  economy,  and  I  believe  every 
cent  that  is  spent  in  the  promotion  of  the  health, 
happiness  and  welfare  of  our  citizens  is  well 
invested.  I  believe  every  dollar  spent  upon  the 
Strandway  in  the  last  few  years  has  come  back 
to  us,  perhaps  not  financially,  but  in  the  added 
comfort  and  happiness  of  our  citizens.  I  believe 
we  should  not  rescind  the  action  that  was  taken 
by  the  last  city  government,  but  that  the  original 
action  should  stand.  I  would  like  to  have  this 
body  today  show  the  citizens  of  South  Boston 
that  we  are  interested  in  their  welfare  and  in  the 
welfare  of  all  the  citizens  of  our  city.  If  we  do 
as  we  are  asked  to  do  on  this  occasion,  who  can 
tell  whether  the  same  thing  may  not  be  asked  of 
us  in  connection  with  tw-o  or  three  other  projects 
passed  by  the  last  administration,  and  which  I 
believe  were  for  the  benefit  of  the  city?  I  believe 
the  revocation  of  the  previous  action  of  the  city 
government  in  this  matter  would  be  unfair  to 
South  Boston  and  to  the  mass  of  people  whom  we 
represent.  Unfortunately,  we  cannot  all  have 
private  beaches  and  a  private  seashore  reserved 
for  us,  but  have  to  avail  ourselves  of  that  which 
the  City  of  Boston  offers  us.  I  certainly  think 
that  this  order  should  be  defeated. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  member  of  this  body  with 
whom  I  would  rather  vote  than  the  gentleman  on 
my  left  (Coun.  Dowd),  who  represents  the  ward 
adjoining  mine,  and  when  he  speaks  in  opposition 
to  the  Mayor's  proposed  revocation  of  the  order  of 
last  year  I  know  he  does  it  sincerely.  As  others 
have  injected  themselves  into  this  debate,  I  feel 
privileged  also  to  say  a  word.  We  cannot  lose 
sight  of  the  facts  that  should  govern  our  action 
upon  this  matter.  The  Mayor  of  our  city  has  sent 
in  a  request  that  we  revoke  the  order  passed  last 
year,  and  we  as  a  body  of  twenty-one  members 
cannot  override  the  veto  of  the  Mayor.  We  can 
send  this  thing  back  to  him,  and  he  can  send  it 
back  to  us.  As  a  believer  that  half  a  loaf  is  better 
than  no  bread,  I  am  in  favor  of  South  Boston 
getting  something.  There  is  no  bath  house  in 
the  eastern  part  of  this  country  that  better  fulfills 
the  requirements  not  only  for  bathing  but  for 
hospital  purposes  than  the  sun  room  at  L  Street 
Bath,  and,  knowing  so  many  of  the  brownies 
personally,  I  think  I  am  in  a  position  to  say  that 
what  they  do  want  are  some  repairs,  however 
minor  they  may  appear  to  be.  They  want  a  new 
handball  court,  want  the  roof  repaired,  want 
additional  shower  baths — and  want,  more  than 
anything  else,  to  be  allowed  to  continue  to  bathe  in 
the  costume  in  which  they  now  bathe,  and  such 
changes  as  have  been  proposed  in  this  order  already 
passed  would  leave  out  the  one  thing  that  to  their 
minds  is  most  important.  So,  if  we  are  going  to 
get  anything  over  there,  we  can  only  get  the  things 
that  the  President  of  this  body  has  enumerated, 
and  they  cover  every  desire  of  those  who  take 
advantage  of  the  bath  house  over  there,  as  I 
understand  it.  As  this  is  the  first  request  from  hia 
Honor  the  Mayor,  I  think  this  body,  in  order  to 
show  that  it  is  a  constructive  body,  should  follow 
out  his  request. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
very  carefully  and  with  a  good  deal  of  attention  to 
the  various  speakers  on  this  particular  subject.  It 
happens  that  in  the  past  I  have  been  myself  what 
is  called  an  L  Street  brownie  and  have  spent  a  good 
deal  of  time  at  L  Street.  Therefore,  I  am  very 
familiar  with  conditions  over  there.  The  bath 
house  is  in  a  woefully  dilapidated  condition,  and 
has  been  for  years.  No  substantial  repairs  of  any 
kind  have  been  made  there,  to  my  knowledge, 
within  the  last  five  years.  Most  of  the  speakers 
so  far  have  spoken  of  this  project  as  an  entirely 
local  matter,  and  have  considered  it  from  the 
viewpoint  of  local  residents.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I 
personally  know  that  that  place  serves  the  entire 
City  of  Boston  as  no  other  place  can  serve  it. 
There  are  people  who  visit  the  place  from  every 


section  of  the  city.  It  is  not  a  merely  local  South 
Boston  institution.  It  happens  to  be  the  good 
fortune  of  South  Boston  to  have  it  within  its  limits 
but  if  the  place  were  in  any  other  part  of  the  city 
it  would  be  just  as  much  frequented.  It  is  the 
only  place  of  the  kind  I  know  of  in  the  entire 
•  United  States,  and  its  fame  has  traveled  as  far  as 
Germany  and  England.  It  has  been  frequently 
spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms  in  England  and 
doctors  have  sent  people  over  here  to  bathe  at  L 
Street  because  of  the  sun  baths  and  the  benefits 
they  would  derive  from  it.  I  am  entirely  in  accord 
with  the  Mayor  in  his  desire  to  have  an  economical 
program  in  the  administration  of  the  city's  business, 
and  it  is  my  intention  and  desire  to  help  him  achieve 
that  desire.  But  there  are  some  things  that  I 
think  the  city  needs  above  all  else,  and  a  matter  of 
this  kind,  which  is  of  benefit  to  the  entire  city,  and 
not  simply  to  one  single  locality,  is  one  that  I 
think  merits  the  favorable  consideration  of  the 
entire  Council.  - 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is 
only  fair  to  the  people  of  South  Boston  that  we 
should  let  this  matter  lie  on  the  table  until  after 
the  election  of  a  councilor  for  that  district,  which 
will  take  place  March  6.  I  know  that  every 
member  of  the  body  wants  to  be  fair  and  to  vote 
intelligently,  but  I  think,  in  fairness  to  the  people 
of  South  Boston,  this  matter  should  be  placed  on 
the  table  until  after  the  election. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  have  inquired 
from  Commissioner  Long  whether  the  plans  for 
the  new  bath  house  would  call  for  a  change  in 
dress,  and  his  answer  is  that  there  will  be  no 
change  of  dress  at  either  the  ojd  or  the  new  L 
Street  Bath.  I  also  think  that  we  should  settle 
this  matter  today  and  not  lay  it  over  any  longer. 
I  don't  think  we  will  be  hurting  anybody's  feelings 
by  acting  before  the  new  councilor  is  elected,  and 
I  don't  think  we  need  his  help  to  settle  the  matter. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  take 
but  a  few  moments  upon  this  subject.     Although 
I  come  from  the  Dorchester  district  I  have  some 
interest  in  South  Boston,  having  been  born  on  I 
street,  South  Boston,  in  1891.     I  also  have  some 
interest  in  the  L  Street  Bath  House  owing  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  summer  months  I  personally  visit 
this  bath  house,  staying  there  perhaps  an  hour  to 
an  hour  and  a_  half,  about  three  times  a  week.     I 
must  differ  from  the  councilor  who  referred  to  the 
fact  that  day  after  day,  as  a  matter  of  necessity, 
clothing  is  laid  on  the  beach  and  hung  on  the  wall, 
over  there.     It  is  my  belief  that  in  the  summer 
months  the  chief  reason  for  hanging  clothing  on 
the  wall  and  spreading  it  on  the  beach  is  not  be- 
cause of  any  lack  of  facilities  in  the  bath  house 
but  because  the  people  in  charge  of  the  bath  house 
do  not  see  fit  to  give  the  public  the  proper  service 
that  they  might  have  with  the  lockers  now  there. 
I  have  been  there  frequently  on  warm  days  early 
in  the  summer  and  have  been  told  that  the  outside 
lockers  are  not  open  on  this  side  or  the  other  side. 
It  is  my  personal  opinion  that,  except  perhaps  for 
a  few  Saturday  afternoons,  Sundays  or  holidays 
during   the   summer,    the    present   facilities   at    L 
Street  Bath  House,  if  the  help  are  on  the  job,  are 
reasonably  adequate.     The  reason  why  there  is  so 
much  clothing  on  the  beach  and  why  there  is  so 
much  congestion  at  the  bath  house  is  because  the 
facilities  now  there  are  not  taken  advantage  of. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  history  of  this  particular 
project  fails  to  show  at  this  time  any  widespread 
demand  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  district, 
where  I  was  born,  in  favor  of  a  new  bath  house. 
The  history  of  the  project  shows   three  changes, 
and  until  such  time  as  a  representative  of  that 
South  Boston  ward  is  elected  and  comes  in  here 
and  tells  us  that  there  is  a  crying  need  for  this 
sort  of  thing,  and  until  people  who  go  there  day  in 
and  day  out  in  the  summer  and  other  times  of  the 
year,  tell  us  they  want  a  new  $400,000  building,  I 
personally  feel  that  the  request  of  the  Mayor  is  a 
fair  one  —  adding  to   that  that  I  trust  sufficient 
people  will  be  placed  there  so  that  those  visiting 
L  Street  may  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the 
facilities  now  existing.     I  feel  that  the  request  of 
the    Mayor   should    be   acceded    to.     Like    Coun. 
McGrath,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  revocation  of  the 
order  of  last  year  and  of  the  carrying  out  of  the 
alternative  proposition  suggested  here  today. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  moved  the  previous  question. 
The  main  question  was  ordered,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LYNCH— Mr.  President,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken 
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Chairman  DOWLING — -The  previous  question 
has  been  moved,  and  the  main  question  has  been 
ordered.  Therefore,  no  debate  is  in  order  at  this 
time.     The  question  is  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order,  No.  3  on  the  calendar,  failed  of 
passage  (a  two  thirds  vote  being  required),  yeas 
11,  nays  9: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Dowling,  Fitzgerald, 
Guild,  Keene,  McGrath,  McMahon,  Parkman, 
Ruby,  Wilson,  Wragg— 11. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert, 
Gilbody,  Green,  Heffernan,  Lynch,  Ward — 9. 

Chairman  DOWLING— There  not  being  the 
necessary  two  thirds  vote  in  favor,  the  order  is 
rejected. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  WARD  offered  an 
order — That  a  public  hearing  be  held  at  the 
Municipal  Building,  South  Boston,  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  ascertain  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  of  South  Boston  in  reference  to  the  proposal 
to  abandon  the  erection  of  a  permanent  bath  house 
at  L  street. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


LOAN    IN   ANTICIPATION   OF   TAXES. 

Chairman  DOWLING  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  2  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily  money 
to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the  financial  year 
1926,  the  City  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  -may  deem  best, 
notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of 
Boston  not  exceeding  twenty-five  million  dollars 
in  the  total,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
current  municipal  year;  that  all  such  notes  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day  the 
money  for  the  same  is  received,  be  made  payable 
with  the  interest  thereon  within  one  year  of  their 
date  from  the  revenue  of  the  year  1926,  and  bear 
interest  from  their  date  until  the  same  are  made 
payable  at  such  rates  as  the  City  Auditor,  the  City 
Treasurer  and  the  Mayor  may  determine. 

On  January  4,  1926,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  21,  nays  0. 

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  20,  nays  0. 


CONFIRMATION  OF  EXECUTIVE 
APPOINTMENTS. 

Chairman  DOWLING  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  1  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

1.  Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  January  11,  1926,  of  Orris  P.  Knight  to  be  a 
Weigher  of  Beef,  and  Matilda  Goldstein  to  be  a 
Weigher  of  Coal  and  a  Measurer  of  Wood  and 
Bark. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation  of  the 
appointments.  Committee,  Coun.  Heffernan  and 
Fitzgerald.  Whole  number  of  ballots,  20;  yeas 
20,  and  the  appointments  were  confirmed.

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  in  this  matter, 
but  I  do  wish  to  state  that  the  order  refers  to  one 
of  the  most  prominent  and  probably  most  valuable 
locations  in  the  Allston  district,  Ward  21.  The 
piece  of  land  referred  to  there  is  at  the  corner  of 
Brighton  and  Harvard  avenues,  and  contains 
about  19,000  square  feet,  valued  at  $133,000.  At 
the  present  time,  as  for  the  past  six  or  seven  years, 
it  has  been  occupied  by  a  little  group  of  squatters 
who  originally  began  with  bushel  baskets  and  a 
table  or  two  from  which  they  sold  fruit  and  vege- 
tables. During  the  six  or  seven  years  they  have 
bee.n  operating  there  they  have  acquired  more 
courage  and  more  nerve,  and  in  the  last  two  years 
have  erected,  I  believe,  in  violation  of  the  building 
laws,  what  are  apparently  pretty  good  buildings 
outwardly,  although  not  what  we  would  want  to 
live  in  or  do  business  in,  perhaps.  They  are 
nevertheless,  buildings;  but  they  are  built  in  vio- 
lation of  the  building  laws,  without  permits  having 
been  given,  as  I  understand  it.  The  buildings 
have  been  lighted  by  electricity,  and  I  am  not  sure 
that  any  permit  was  granted  for  laying  the  wires 
there;  they  have  been  heated  by  an  electric  plant, 
which  I  suppose  is  not  an  expensive  thing,  and  I 
am  told  that  they  have  applied  for  a  telephone 
and  had  their  application  accepted.  I  suppose 
they  will  now  take  additional  steps,  and  will  pres- 
ently have  rest  rooms  and  sun  parlors,  and  we  will 
then  have  fine  squatter  apartments  there.  I 
believe  the  buildings  have  been  erected  in  viola- 


tion of  law  and  should  be  removed.  At  the  present 
time  they  offer  somewhat  of  a  menace  to  the  public 
health,  and  there  is  no  good  reason, in  my  judgment, 
why  they  should  be  allowed  to  remain  there.  I 
ask  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the  order 
be  passed  at  this  time.

OPPOSITION   TO   PARKING   FEE. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  an  order — That  the 
Boston  City  Council  go  on  record  as  opposed 
to  the  proposed  parking  fee  to  be  collected 
from  automobile  owners  for  the  privilege  of 
parking  their  cars  in  regularly  provided 
parking  spaces   in   the   City   of    Boston. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be 
placed  upon  its  passage.  In  support  of  the 
order  I  desire  to  say  that  this  absurd  propo- 
sition of  the  Mayor's  new  board  of  strategy 
has  made  of  Boston  a  laughing  stock,  not  only 
here  in  our  own  city  but  throughout  other 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  I 
think  this  City  Council  should  go  on  record 
as  opposed  to  this  product  of  the  new  admin- 
istration's vivid  imagination,  in  trying  to 
obtain  a  fee  for  parking  privileges  in-  a 
free  parking  space.  I  move  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass  at  this  time.  I 
personally  attended  the  hearing  last  Friday 
in  the  Street  Commissioners'  office,  feeling 
that  the  matter  was  of  sufficient  importance 
for  me  to  know  just  what  the  situation  was. 
I  think  at  that  time  even  the  opponents  of  the 
proposed  measure  were  not  ready  to  state 
definitely  whether  they  were  opposed  to  it  or 
in  favor  of  it.  In  consequence,  a  postponement 
was  asked  for  and  granted,  I  think  until 
February  17.  I  therefor  move,  under  the 
circumstances,  that  this  order  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  very  much 
like  to  disagree  with  the  councilor  on  my 
right,  but,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  within  the 
last  four  or  five  days  every  organization, 
civic  and  social,  and  automobile  owners 
generally  within  the  confines  of  my  district, 
have  asked  me  to  present  their  sentiments 
against  the  proposed  tax,  it  was  my  desire  to 
present  an  order  similar  to  the  one  offered  by 
Mr.  Ward.  In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that 
he  has  presented  such  an  order,  I  believe  it 
should  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
While  I  realize  only  too  well  that  the  Council 
has    no    direct    jurisdiction    over   the    Board    of 


Street  Commissioners,  at  the  same  time  I  am 
firmly  of  the  opinion,  realizing  that  each  in- 
dividual here  holds  an  elective  position  and 
that  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  hold 
an  appointive  position,  that  not  only  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  but  every  department 
head  should  be  advised  by  the  City  Council 
of  Boston  that  our  judgment  should  not  be 
entirely  disregarded  or  thrown  into  the  waste 
basket.  I  believe  that  some  millions  of  dollars 
have  been  spent  in  the  last  six  years  to 
relieve  the  congestion  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  to  revive  commerce  and  industry  in  the 
city,  and  I  believe  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
State  Legislature,  if  they  have  their  way,  to 
spend  a  few  millions  of  the  money  of  the  tax- 
payers of  the  city  to  revive  industry  and  com- 
merce. Still,  we  see  the  Advisory  Board  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  suggesting  as  an  economy 
proposition  this  plan  to  bring  into  the  city 
treasury  of  Boston  $500,000  each  year,  prac- 
tically abandoning  the  millions  of  dollars  that 
have  been  spent  during  the  past  years  and 
which  will  be  spent  during  the  next  four 
years,  in  order  that  this  tax  plan  may  be 
adopted.  I  think  the  Advisory  Committee 
should  take  into  their  confidence  the  merchants 
of  the  City  of  Boston  because,  after  all,  they 
are  the  backbone  of  the  city  and  they  have 
been  taking  the  brunt  of  the  congestion  and 
traffic  conditions  in  Boston  without  a  murmur. 
They  have  been  willing  to  co-operate  with 
us  in  every  possible  way,  and  I  believe  this 
proposed  plan  is  a  direct  insult  to  and  im- 
position upon  those  merchants,  who  not  only 
cater  to  Boston  but  cater  to  practically  all 
New  England.  If  Boston  is  in  such  dire 
financial  condition,  I  believe  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  can  have  access  to  $500,000  a  year 
very  easily,  if  he  so  desires.  I  might  take  it 
upon  myself  to  suggest  to  this  committee  that 
if  they  are  looking  for  ways  and  means  to  save 
the  City  of  Boston  some  money  they  might 
— if  they  will  pardon  the  suggestion — suspend 
for  four  years  the  two  so-called  commissions 
now  functioning  under  state  control,  saving 
the  city  $380,000,  a  plan  which  I  believe  would 
be  gratefully  received  by  the  entire  electorate 
of  Boston.  I  believe  these  commissions  should 
be  abandonded.  if  we  are  so  badly  in  need  of 
money,  and  I  suggest  that  idea  and  the 
abandonment  of  the  idea  of  this  parking  fee. 
I  trust  that  Coun.  Ward's  motion  to  suspend 
the   rule    will   prevail. 

Coun.   RUBY'S   motion   to   lay    the   order    on 
the  table  was  carried.

PRELIMINARY    BUDGET. 

The  following  was  received  : 

City    of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  28,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  section 
3,  chapter  486,  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the 
Mayor  is  required  to  submit  the  budget  within 
thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

Under  existing  law  the  city  may  raise 
$6.52  on  each  one  thousand  of  the  average 
valuation  for  three  years,  less  abatements, 
for  general  municipal  purposes,  exclusive  of 
schools. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  total  amount 
available  for  appropriations  inside  of  this 
statutory  tax  limit  is  approximately  $17,500,- 
000,  and  that  our  total  appropriations  for  an 
eleven-month  year  in  1925  were  approximately 
$25,900,000,  no  further  comment  is  needed  to 
show  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  law  to 
provide  for  the  needs   of  the  city. 

It  is  my  intention  to  request  the  Legislature 
to  fix  a  tax  limit  for  1926  which  will  be 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  and  requirements 
of  the  various  city  departments.  Until  this 
request  is  acted  upon  it  is  impossible  for  me 
to  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  annual 
budget   in   full  segregated  form. 

In   order  to  avoid   any  question   being  raised 
as   to   the   submission    of   a    budget    within    the 
time  limit  stated  in  the  city   charter,   I  submit 
herewith  a  budget  in  lump  sum  form.

Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to 
the   state   under  the   provisions   of   chapter   488 
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of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or 
amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and 
debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water 
purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  works 
and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes ;  that 
the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department 
be  met  by  the  department  income  and  any 
excess  over  income  from  taxes ;  and  the  ap- 
propriation for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  in- 
come of  said  publication  and  any  excess  over 
income  from  taxes  ;  that  the  other  appropria- 
tions hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the 
money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close 
of  business  on  December  31,  1925,  exclusive 
of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry 
out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust 
or  special  appropriation,  and  by  the  income 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1926,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $16,935,324.44 
and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston.

4.  Action  on  the  question  of  granting  a 
license  to  Franklin  L.  Hart,  to  operate  jit- 
neys, from  14  Columbus  avenue  over  Charles 
and   Cambridge  streets   to   the  Cambridge   line. 

The    question   came   on    granting   the   license. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  about  this.  On  general  principles  I 
am  not  very  much  in  favor  of  extending 
bus  privileges  to  anybody  who  wants  them. 
I  think  the  committee  which  has  heard  this 
might  be  able  to  offer  some  explanation  upon 
which  the  members  of  the  Council  could  vote 
intelligently.  At  the  present  time  we  have 
nothing  before  us  except  this  order,  which 
does    not    give    a    very    definite    idea    of    what 
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the  bus  concern  proposes  to  do  or  how  it 
proposes  to  operate  the  buses  and  charge 
fares.  I  don't  know  that  we  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  matter  of  fares.  But  I  would 
like  to  get  some  information  from  the  com- 
mittee which  has  considered  the  proposition 
which  will  enable  us  to  act  with  some  in- 
telligence. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  petition  of  Mr.  Hart  for  the 
privilege  or  license  to  operate  his  bus  line 
from  Boston,  I  would  say  that  it  is  simply 
a  matter  of  running  these  buses  from  Bos- 
ton to  Keene.  That  is  the  petition.  He  sim- 
ply starts,  I  understand,  at  14  Columbus 
avenue  and  goes  over  the  road  to  Keene,  New 
Hampshire,  passing  through  Charles  street 
and  Cambridge  street  over  to  the  city  of  Cam- 
bridge. He  does  not  propose  to  take  on  or 
let  off  passengers  after  he  has  a  load.  The 
committee  at  the  last  meeting  went  over  this 
matter  very  thoroughly,  and  as  far  as  we 
could  see  there  was  no  objection.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  committee  was  unanimous 
after  thorough  discussion  of  the  matter.  Mr. 
Wilson,  I  believe,  has  some  information  that 
he  can  give ;  and  Mr.  Hart,  I  think,  is  in 
the  audience.  If  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil desires  to  ask  Mr.  Hart  any  questions 
he  can  do  so.  But,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  this 
is  a  public  necessity.  I  cannot  see  why  any 
objection  should  be  raised  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  the  granting  of  the  petition. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  in  regard 
to  Mr.  Hart's  petition,  I  would  say  that  I 
have  found  out  that  the  city  of  Cambridge 
or  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  are  op- 
posing Mr.  Hart  on  this  petition,  and  I  feel 
that,  Boston  being  a  greater  city  than  Cam- 
bridge, we  should  wait,  laying  the  matter  on 
the  table  for  another  week  until  we  find 
the  result   from  Cambridge. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  previous  statements  concerning 
Mr.  Hart's  connection  with  this  business,  I 
understand,  of  course,  that  such  a  question 
would  naturally  be  asked  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Dowling  was  not  aware  of  the  length 
of  time  that  Mr.  Hart  has  been  in  the  busi- 
ness. I  have  known  Mr.  Hart  personally  in 
Dorchester  for  some  time,  and  have  known 
that  he  has  done  a  jitney  or  automobile  busi- 
ness for  perhaps  twelve  to  fifteen  years.  He 
was  probably  a  pioneer  in  this  jitney  busi- 
ness which  is  now  spreading  out  to  such  an 
extent  throughout  the  United  States.  He 
runs  two  lines,  one  from  Boston  to  Albany 
and  the  other  from  Boston  to  Keene.  As  far 
as  the  City  of  Boston  is  concerned,  he  merely 
asks  of  this  city  the  right  to  start  from 
Columbus  avenue,  making  no  further  stops 
until  he  crosses  the  river.  He  has  been 
in  business  for  a  substantial  length  of  time, 
and  the  reason  why  he  comes  to  Boston  for 
a  license  at  this  time  is  due  to  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  requires  him 
to  get  licenses  from  the  various  cities  through 
which  the  buses  pass.  We  in  Boston  are 
not  particularly  interested  in  his  bus  lines, 
but  in  the  outlying  districts  I  understand 
that  there  is  considerable  public  necessity 
for  this  sort  of  thing.  I  have  here  a  paper 
which  shows  the  communities  through  which 
the  line  passes.  For  instance,  the  buses  go 
through  Ashburnham,  and  there  is  no  rail- 
road station  within  five  miles  through  Lunen- 
burg, where  there  is  no  railroad  station  with- 
in four  miles ;  through  Shirley,  where  the 
nearest  station  is  three  and  one-half  miles ; 
through  Acton,  where  it  is  three  and  one- 
half  miles  to  the  South  Acton  station ; 
through  Littleton,  where  it  is  two  and  one- 
half  miles  from  the  nearest  railroad  station, 
— and  so  on.  The  buses  pass  through,  I  be- 
lieve, fifteen  towns,  and  licenses  have  been 
obtained  from  eleven  out  of  the  fifteen,  and 
one  more  license  is  expected  today,  if  I  am 
correct.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Railroad  has  been  cutting 
service  to  Lexington  and  other  towns,  I  think 
the    matter    of    running    jitney    lines    through 


that  particular  part  of  the  state  is  some- 
thing to  which  attention  should  be  given. 
This  man  has  $70,000  to  $80,000  invested  in 
the  business  and  pays  close  to  $1,000  to  the 
state  of  Massachusetts  for  registration  fees, 
and  pending  the  getting  of  licenses  from  the 
various  cities  and  towns  his  business  is  ab- 
solutely stopped.  Taking  into  consideration 
the  amount  of  money  that  he  has  tied  up 
in  the  business,  the  length  of  time  that  he 
has  been  in  the  business,  and  the  necessity 
on  the  part  of  these  various  outlying  towns 
to  receive  this  service,  T  think  in  justice  to 
this  man  and  in  justice  to  such  towns  as 
Ayer,  Shirley  and  others  he  should  be  given 
his   license  at  the  earliest   possible  moment. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  confess 
that  I  have  a  lot  more  interest  in  the  people 
of  my  district  in  Boston  that  I  have  in  the 
little  towns  referred  to  by  the  councilor  on 
my  left.  I  don't  know  why  the  City  Coun- 
cil should  undertake  to  make  provision 
against  the  -  financial  difficulties  that  Mr. 
Hart  may  have,  without  taking  into  con- 
sideration other  elements  that  enter  into 
the  thing.  I  know  nothing,  gentlemen, 
about  the  operation  of  his  business ;  I  know 
nothing  about  his  buses  and  don't  know 
how .  long  he  has  been  in  business.  Those 
things  don't  interest  me  very  much.  But 
I  live  in  a  district  that  is  overrun  with 
buses.  It  is  not  possible  for  me  to  send 
my  little  girl  across  the  street  in  my  district 
without  a  great  deal  of  fear  in  my  mind, 
on  account  of  the  promiscuous  driving  of 
buses  through  there.  My  little  girl  is  seven- 
teen years  old,  and  I  have  to  keep  warning 
her  to  be  extremely  careful  in  looking  both 
ways  before  she  crosses,  because  of  the 
reckless  driving  there.  They  go  through  that 
district  at  thirty  to  forty  miles  an  hour, 
passing  through  Union  square,  for  instance, 
a  bad  traffic  trap,  without  consulting  the 
wishes  of  anybody  at  all.  If  Mr.  Hart 
wishes  to  conduct  business  through  another 
part  of  the  city,  I  feel  as  much  interested 
in  those  districts.  I  am  not  sure  that  this 
is  not  the  same  order  that  came  in  some  time 
ago,  perhaps  in  the  previous  Council.  I 
don't  know  whether  it  was  held  up,  or  what 
happened ;  but  I  do  hope  that  we  will  get 
a  better  explanation  than  has  thus  far 
been  offered  before  granting  a  permit  to  Mr. 
Hart  or  anybody  else  to  operate  buses.  I  may 
be  wrong  in  voting  against  it,  but  I  shall 
vote  against  it  until  I  hear  better  reasons 
than  I  have  yet  heard  for  granting  the  license. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  best  way  to  get  at  this  would  be  to 
invite  Mr.  Hart  to  appear  before  the  members 
here,  and  they  will  then  be  at  liberty  to 
ask  him   any  questions  they   may  desire. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  I  feel 
that  the  city's  business  here  is  sufficiently 
■important  today  so  that  we  should  not  devote 
the  entire  Council  meeting  to  Mr.  Hart.  I 
move,  therefore,  that  the  matter  lie  on  the 
table,  and  that  we  proceed  with  further 
business. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  matter  be  placed  before  the  Council  in 
executive  session  and  that  Mr.  Hart  be 
invited  to  appear  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

President  KEENE — There  is  a  motion  pend- 
ing to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table.  The 
question   now   comes   on   that   motion. 

The  Council  voted  to  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table. 

Later  in  the  session,  Coun.  WILSON  said, 
Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  matter  of 
Mr.  Hart's  license  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  action  today,  in  order  that 
we  may  have  an  opportunity  to  question  Mr. 
Hart. 

President  KEENE— The  motion  is  out  of 
order,  inasmuch  as  the  matter  is  now  lying 
on    the   table 

Coun.  WILSON— I  simply  thought  it  might 
be    well   to   bring    Mr.    Hart    into   the   hearing. 

President  KEENE — There  is  nothing  to 
prevent  the   Executive   Committee  from  listen- 
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ing  to  Mr.  Hart-  as  the  matter  stands  at 
this  time.  But  in  order  to  have  any  action 
taken  the  matter  would  have  to  be  taken  from 
the   table.

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  Mr.  Hart  is  here,  and  I  trust  it  will  be 
the  pleasure  of  the  body  to  have  Mr.  Hart 
appear  before  it,  so  that  we  may  ask  him 
any  questions  that   may  be  desired. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  we  should  establish  a  precedent  by  al- 
lowing anyone  to  appear  at  a  council  meet- 
ing. I  think  there  is  only  one  way 
to  treat  this  committee  report,  and  that  is 
under  a  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  I  trust 
that  we  will  act  upon  it  today. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  the  Coun- 
cil has  received  a  communication  from  a  com- 
petitor of  this  proposed  line,  and  I  believe, 
in  fairness  to  them,  the  Council  ought  to 
hear  whatever  they  have  to  say  in  the  prem- 
ises. Therefore,  I  would  like  to  ask,  Mr. 
President,  that  the  City  Messenger  get  in 
touch,  if  possible,  with  the  representative  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  which  desires 
to  be  heard  in  this  matter,  and  that  we  sus- 
pend the  rules  so  that  they  may  be  heard 
this  afternoon. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  representative  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  is  here,  in  the  gallery? 

Mr.  KEAY— Yes. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  if  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jitneys  has  no  objection,  I  would 
like  to  move  that  we  go  into  committee  of 
the  whole  and  take  up  this  matter  and  have 
it  over  with  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  feel 
that   on    this   entire  matter   the   Council   ought 
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to  proceed  with  great  care.  We  all  read  in 
this  morning's  paper  a  story  in  connection 
with  this  application  for  a  license,  and  if 
we  send  this  back  into  committee  the  mo- 
tives of  members  of  this  Council  are  very 
apt  to  be  criticized.  I  know  if  the  matter 
is  to  be  voted  on  here  today  some  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  will  probably  vote 
in  a  way  in  which  they  would  not  vote  un- 
der ordinary  conditions,  because  of  fear  of 
misunderstanding.  We  all  saw  what  appeared 
in  the  Boston  Post  this  morning.  Mr.  Hart 
is  here,  and  I  understand  that  a  representa- 
tive of  the  railroad  is  here.  I  think  for  the 
protection  of  the  Council  these  men  ought 
to  come  before  us  now  and  that  We  ought 
to  thrash  the  matter  out  in  the  body,  instead 
of  having  to  go  back  to  the  committee.  I  think 
if  the  petitioner  is  entitled  to  a  license,  the 
matter  ought  to  be  heard  on  its  merits,  and 
that  we  cannot  go  back  into  committee  with- 
out certain  members  of  the  Council  being 
questioned.  I  think  the  place  to  hear  the 
matter  is  right  on  the  floor  here.  I  move 
that  both  the  petitioner  and  the  remonstrant 
be  heard  in  the  chamber,  as  I  understand  that 
both  of  them  are  present. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  second  the 
motion. 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  will  state  that 
the  body  can  go  into  executive  session  at 
this  time  and  in  this  room,  and  have  a  hear- 
ing as  proposed.  The  Chair  will  further  state, 
however,  that  in  his  opinion  it  is  absolutely 
improper  to  have  persons  appear  on  the  floor 
of  this  body  at  a  meeting  of  the  body,  and 
would  suggest  that  when  matters  of  this  na- 
ture arrive  it  would  be  far  better  to  adjourn 
to  our  larger  committee  room,  which  holds 
approximately  150  people,  keeping  this  floor 
free  from   arguments  of  that  nature. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  with  all  due 
respect  to  the  Boston  press,  I  am  not  dis- 
turbed by  the  story  that  appeared  in  the  paper 
this  morning.  I  am  a  member  of  that  com- 
mittee, and  I  believe  as  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil we  owe  the  duty  to  our  committees  of 
having  faith  in  them  as  they  have  been  ap- 
pointed. I  do  not  believe,  especially  so  early 
in  our  existence,  that  we  should  allow  a  ques- 
tion like  this  to  -disturb  our  usual  proceeding. 
We  are  trying  to  break  away  from  methods 
that  have  been  practiced  in  previous  admin- 
istrations. The  committee  believe,  under  the 
circumstances,  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road, having  asked  for  permission  to  be 
heard,  should  be  given  that  opportunity.  But, 
apart  from  that,  I  feel  that  we  ought  to 
have  the  courage  of  our  convictions,  and  when 
a  committee  unanimously,  in  a  proper  session, 
passes  upon  a  request  or  a  petition,  we  ought 
not  to  be  disturbed  because  of  the  appear- 
ance in  the  press  of  hints  of  certain  things 
that  they  think  are  happening.  I  say,  if 
we  back  water  on  this  proposition  now,  peo- 
ple will  have  a  right  to  be  suspicious  of  us 
in  connection  with  anything  we  do  in  the 
next  two  years  that  we  are  here.  I,  for  one, 
am  opposed  to  breaking  away  from  the  meth- 
ods that  have  been  established  by  our  Rules 
Committee,  under  which  we  go  into  committee 
room  and  act  upon  matters  that  may  come 
before  us.  Of  course,  the  Jitney  Committee 
will  give  to  the  Boston  Elevated,  the  Boston 
&  Maine,  or  any  individual  petitioner,  an  op- 
portunity to  come  in  and  be  heard.  We  will 
give  everybody,  I  think,  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  ;  and  I  am  not  afraid,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee,  of  any  feeling  of  suspicion 
there  may  be  as  to  the  circumstances  under 
which  I  cast  my  vote.  I  am  opposed  to  chang- 
ing the  rule  so  that  hearings,  public  or  pri- 
vate, will  be  held  if  they  interfere  with  the 
regular  workings  of  a  committee  duly  estab- 
lished  by  this  honorable   body. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  aspersions  have  been  east  upon  the  fair 
name  of  this  body.  Of  course,  we  probably 
are  not  functioning  to  the  proper  degree 
as  yet,  having  just  started  in  with  our  meet- 
ings,   and    it    is   not   to    be    suspected    that   we 


would.  But  everybody  connected  with  the 
Council  is  under  more  or  less  suspicion  be- 
cause of  what  has  appeared  in  the  paper. 
I  think  the  only  way  to  handle  the  situation 
now  is  to  have  a  hearing  before  the  public 
and  in  the  presence  of  representatives  of  the 
press,  right  in  this  open  chamber.  I  would, 
therefore,  move  that  we  suspend  the  rule  and 
go   into   executive   session   now. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  Do  I  understand  that 
this  body  has  the  right  to  summon  witnesses 
or  not  ? 

President  KEENE — I  don't  understand  that 
they   have,   without  the  proper  motion. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  believe  the  motion  made 
by  Coun.  HEFFERNAN,  seconded  by  myself,  is 
before  the  chair  at  the  present  time? 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  does  not  so 
understand.  Will  Coun.  HEFFERNAN  state 
his  motion  again  ? 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I 
moved  that  the  committee  invite  both  Mr.  Hart 
and  the  remonstrant  before  this  body  now,  to 
state  their  case. 

Coun.  DOWD — And  I  second  the  motion, 
Mr.    President. 

President  KEENE — The  motion  is  made 
that  the  committee  of  the  whole  hear  Mr. 
Hart  and  other  representatives  present.  Those 
in  favor  of  the  Council  going  into  executive 
session 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  is  this  to 
be  the  usual  executive  session,  or  where  is  it 
to  be  held? 

President  KEENE — Wherever  the  committee 
may  determine.  Those  in  favor  of  going  into 
executive  session  will  rise  and  stand  until 
counted. 

A  rising  vote  showed  that  the  motion  to  go 
into   executive  session  was   carried. 

The  Council  went  into  executive  session  at 
3.07  p.  m.,  and  were  called  to  order  in  Council 
session  in  the  Council  Chamber  by  President 
KEENE  at   4.30  p.   m. 


ACTION    ON    FRANKLIN    L.   HART 
PETITION. 

President  KEENE — We  will  now  take  up 
the  matter  of  the  Hart  petition.  The  ques- 
tion is  on  granting  the  Franklin  L.  Hart  jit- 
ney license.  The  Chair  awaits  the  pleasure 
of  the  Council. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  my  posi- 
tion upon  this  matter  is  not  one  bit  different 
today  from  what  it  was  last  week,  and  prob- 
ably not  one  bit  different  than  it  will  be  in 
the  next  six  months  or  two  years,  as  long  as  I 
am  here.  Personally,  I  do  not  favor  the 
granting  of  special  privileges  to  the  bus  cor- 
porations, which  naturally  are  going  to  do 
the  business  of  the  railroads.  The  buses  we 
have  only  by  special  privilege.  I  am  not, 
either,  going  to  pay  any  attention  to  stories 
which  appeared  in  the  papers  this  morning 
and  this  afternoon,  because,  although  my  name 
has  been  mentioned  in  connection  with  it,  I 
am  not  much  concerned.  It  is  possible  for  the 
newspaper  boys  to  make  a  mistake,  because  I 
well  know  that  when  I  was  working  for  the 
papers  I  made  mistakes.  So  far  as  the  story 
refers  to  me,  it  is  an  error,  because  I  know 
my  own  position  and  am  at  peace  with  my 
own  conscience.  I  am  the  owner  of  my  own 
soul,  subject  only  to  my  Creator,  and  I  know 
there  is  nothing  I  have  done  that  I  would  not 
willingly  and  freely  tell  my  family,  my  wife 
or  my  clergyman.  I  am  opposed  to  the  grant- 
ing of  bus  permits,  personally,  for  the  reason 
given  by  the  Mayor  of  this  city  in  1924  and 
1925  ;  and,  with  the  permission  of  the  Coun- 
cil, I  am  going  to  read  the  veto  message  of 
Mayor  James  M.  Curley,  which  expresses  my 
position  much  better  than  I  can  express  it. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  September 
29,  1924,  there  came  into  the  meeting  a  mes- 
sage from  Mayor  Curley  vetoing  the  applica- 
tions of  a  number  of  petitioners  for  these 
permits.     The  Mayor  said  : 
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"The  tremendous  growth  in  motor  transpor- 
tation, both  freight  and  passenger,  has  resulted 
in  a  serious  problem.  At  the  present  time,  to 
a  large  extent,  the  motor  transports  are  taking 
the  cream  of  the  business  during  the  good 
weather  and  leaving  the  burden  on  the  rail- 
roads during  the  time  when  operating  ex- 
penses are  highest ;  and,  in  my  opinion,  unless 
both  the  railroads  and  public  authorities  meet 
the  situation  with  wisdom  and  foresight,  prac- 
tically all  the  short-haul  freight  and  passenger 
traffic  will  be  abandoned  by  the  railroad  sys- 
tems within   a  few  years. 

"In  some  parts  of  the  country  this  might 
not  be  a  matter  of  great  concern,  but  in  New 
England,  with  its  severe  winters,  transporta- 
tion would  be  crippled  during  at  least  three 
months  of  the  year  with  disastrous  effects  on 
our   industries  and  prosperity. 

"It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the 
solution  of  the  problem  is  to  concentrate 
motor  transportation  under  the  control  of  the 
public  service  corporations,  but  until  some 
solution  is  presented  which  will  not  jeopard- 
ize the  prosperity  of  our  people  I  shall  refuse 
to  be  a  party  to  any  competition  of  this 
nature  either  with  the  railroads  or  the  street 
railways." 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  I  do  not  agree  with 
ex-Mayor  Curley  on  some  things,  and  certainly 
in  that  respect.  I  may  refer  to  another  mes- 
sage from  the  same  source.  On  April  27,1925, 
in  a  similar  connection,  ex-Mayor  Curley  said : 

"It  is  evident  that  the  time  has  arrived  for 
the  establishing  of  a  definite  policy  for  dealing 
with  jitney  licenses.  Unless  there  is  some 
material  change  in  the  situation  it  is  my 
opinion  that  the  policy  of  the  city  government 
should  be  to  grant  jitney  licenses  to  independ- 
ent operators  only  in  cases  where  the  existing 
street  railway  and  railroad  are  either  unable 
or  unwilling  to  furnish  proper  service  to  the 
public,  or  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  terri- 
tory not  covered  by  existing  lines.  At  all 
events,  it  seems  only  fair  that  the  existing 
public  service  corporation  should  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  meet  the  public  demand  for 
this  comparatively  new  form  of  transporta- 
tion." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  cannot  change  my 
position  at  all,  and  I  don't  care  what  any- 
one thinks  of  my  attitude.  I  am  doing  what 
I  think  is  right  and  am  doing  it  without 
any  outside  solicitation,  without  any  encour- 
agement to  take  the  attitude  I  am  taking,  but 
simply  because  I  honestly  and  truly  believe 
that  the  wide  abuse  of  the  public  highways 
in  congested  districts,  such  as  the  terminals 
suggested  by  Mr.  Hart,  is  bad  policy.  Only 
a  few  weeks  ago  a  committee  representing 
the  present  Mayor  suggested  a  substantial 
annual  tax  on  the  parking  of  automobiles  in 
this  city.  The  purpose  of  that,  no  doubt, 
was  to  clear  the  streets  of  promiscuous  park- 
ing in  the  downtown  section.  The  Park 
square  section,  where  the  proposed  terminal 
of  the  Hart  Motor  Transportation  Company 
is  is  no  less  congested  than  other  sections 
of  the  city.  I  cannot  understand  what  this 
Council  will  be  thinking  of  if  it  allows  out- 
side competition  to  come  in  and  monopolize 
the  parking  places.  As  I  say,  I  am  against 
that  sort  of  thing  now,  as  represented  in 
this  petition,  was  against  it  last  week,  and 
shall  be  against  it  for  two  years,  and  when 
the  question  comes  on  granting  the  petition 
I    shall    vote    against    it. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  when  the 
yeas   and   nays   are   called,   I   shall   vote  for   it. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  think  be- 
fore calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  on  this  question 
the  Council  should  consider  here  that  we  are 
confronted  with  a  perfectly  definite  economic 
principle,  that  the  carriage  of  passengers  for 
hire  has  been  for  many  years  a  special 
service,    that    it    is    subject    to    a    special   body 


being  brought  into  Boston  in  this  way,  and 
they  also  talk  about  the  amount  of  money  they 
pay  in  the  way  of  registration  fees.  Not 
one  cent  paid  for  registration  fees  to  Massa- 
chusetts comes  to  the  City  of  Boston.  It  all 
goes  into  the  maintenance  of  state  highways, 
and  Boston  gets  not  one  cent  of  it.  As  far 
as  the  use  of  the  state  highways  by  these 
vehicles  is  concerned,  we  know  what  happens, 
of  law,  and  that  the  reason  why  it  is  so 
subjected  to  a  special  body  of  laws  is  that 
the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  is  from 
the  very  nature  of  the  business  monopolistic. 
This  is  not  simply  a  question  of  the  carriage 
of  passengers  for  hire  between  Keene,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Boston,  Massachusetts.  We 
cannot  do  that  without  imposing  on  all  the 
communities,  including  Boston,  certain  eco- 
nomic laws.  I  think  this  Council  should  give 
due  condsideration  to  the  fact  that  in  allowing 
competition  or  in  taking  steps  to  allow  com- 
petition with  the  existing  monopoly  they  are 
undermining  a  perfectly  definite  economic 
principle.  I  shall  vote  against  the  report  of 
the   committee. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  feel  the 
same  way  as  my  colleague,  Mr.  Dowling,  as 
regards  the  Hart  petition.  My  name  appeared 
in  the  paper  this  morning,  and  I  feel  that 
my  character  should  not  be  attacked  in  a 
matter  like  this,  unwarrantably.  I  feel  that 
the  comparative  taxes  paid  by  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
those  paid  by  Mr.  Hart,  should  receive  a 
great  deal  of  consideration   in  this  matter. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  at  the  out- 
set of  the  administration  and  of  the  function- 
ing of  this  Council,  we  are  faced  in  the 
petition  for  that  proposed  license,  with  a 
situation  with  which  we  will  have  to  be 
faced  continually  the  next  two  years,  unless 
the  situation  is  properly  met.  The  question  is 
simply  this :  the  Boston  and  Maine  organiza- 
tion has  been  running  for  years  and  years. 
It  is  a  large  organization  furnishing  trans- 
portation to  the  community,  and  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  it  costs  considerable  money 
to  run  it  and  that  the  road  has  had  very  seri- 
ous difficulties.  I  cannot  believe,  if  the  Council 
grants  the  petition,  that  Mayor  Nichols  will 
approve  of  it,  because  I  feel  that  Mayor 
Nichols  will  take  the  same  stand  that  Mayor 
Curley  has  taken  in  the  last  four  years.  The 
Boston  &  Maine  is  being  operated  at  a 
yearly  loss  of  a  million  and  a  half,  some- 
where around  there,  and  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  have  to  pay  back  $60,000  or  $63,000 
of  that.  If  the  Boston  &  Maine  loses,  the 
stockholders  are  also  losers.  This  is  a  sit- 
uation that  the  Council  should  handle  very 
carefully.  I  cannot  think  that  Mr.  Hart 
really  believes  the  attitude  he  takes  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter  is  the  correct  oni, 
having  in  view  the  situation  of  the  public. 
I  don't  believe  he  really  feels  that  this  sort  of 
competition  with  the  public  carriers  is  a 
proper  thing.  Two  weeks  ago  I  was  the 
councilor  who  arose  and  asked  that  the  order 
be  laid  on  the  table,  because  I  believed  it  to 
be  unfair  not  only  to  the  Boston  &  Maine 
but  to  any  other  such  corporation  to  have 
this  kind  of  competition.  If  we  approve  of 
this  petition,  in  the  course  of  the  next  six 
months  we  are  going  to  be  confronted  with 
a  number  of  such  petitions.  I  think  the  Coun- 
cil should  take  a  definite  stand  on  the  matter 
at  this  time.  I  think  it  is  unfair  to  the 
Boston  &  Maine  to  grant  such  a  petition, 
and  w*hen  the  roll  is  called  today  I  shall  vote 
against  it. 

Coun.  HEFPERNAN— Mr.  President,  it 
strikes  me,  in  addition  to  the  argument  as 
to  unfairness  to  the  Boston  &  Maine,  there 
is  another  principle  involved  here.  It  strikes 
me  that  this  bus  line  and  a  good  many  others 
that  have  been  running  into  Maine,  New 
Hampshire  and  other  states,  have  been  doing 
so  in  order  to  evade  the  intrastate  law.  They 
were  probably  advised  by  counsel  that  by  run- 
ning over  the  state  line  into  New  Hampshire 
they  came   under   the   interstate   commerce   law 
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and  that  the  Legislature  here  had  no  con- 
trol over  them  in  the  way  of  regulation.  But 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  did  pass  a  law 
regulating  them,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
held  that  it  was  within  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  regulate  such  things.  I  think 
this  bus  line  and  others  have  merely  run 
over  the  state  line  to  get  around  the  law. 
The  situation  is  this.  They  talk  about  trade 
that  our  state  highways  are  an  absolute 
menace  because  of  bus  drivers  running  wild. 
It  is  a  serious  problem.  It  is  a  thing  that 
we,  of  course,  cannot  entirely  settle.  It  is 
a  problem  that  must  be  settled  eventually  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities.  We  are 
having  these  highways  overrun  day  after  day 
by  these  buses ;  and,  for  one,  unless  stronger 
evidence  is  produced  than  has  been  brought 
forth  here  today,  I  will  not  vote  to  allow 
additional   buses   to   run  this   way   in   this   city. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President.  I  would 
like  to  give  just  a  short  synopsis  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  transportation  problem  through 
monopolies.  The  Elevated  is  a  monopoly, 
and  what  do  we  get  1  Nothing  but  poor 
service.  The  streets  are  filled  with  snow,  and 
the  whole  situation  ic  entirely  in  the  grasp  of 
the  Boston  Elevated.  The  Boston  &  Maine 
wants  the  same  sort  of  monopoly.  But  what 
happens  ?  In  the  case  of  the  Mayor's  mes- 
sages quoted  here,  there  was  a  sound  principle 
involved.  I  will  admit  that  that  was  so, 
when  the  previous  Mayor  submitted  his  mes- 
sages. But  let  us  follow  the  history  of  the 
thing".  Recognizing  the  principle,  the  Coun- 
cil passed  favorably  on  the  .iitney  bus  line 
petitions  of  the  New  Haven.  They  subsequently 
went  to  the  finally  approving  board,  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  they  said, 
"No,  you  came  up  here  and  opposed  the 
independent  jitney  operators,  because  you  said 
you  had  to  maintain  roadbeds,  keep  up  your 
property,  and  so  on,  and  that  you  could  give 
the  same  service  that  the  independent  buses 
could  give.  We  will  not  yet  give  you  a  right 
which  will  force  the  independent  jitney  men 
out  of  business,  in  order  that  you  may  get  a 
monopoly  unless  you  are  prepared  to  run  such 
buses."  But  in  spite  of  favorable  action 
upon  the  petition  of  the  New  Haven  to  run 
buses,  they  have  not  operated  a  single  bus 
themselves.  In  other  words,  they  wanted  to 
use  the  argument  against  the  independent  bus 
operators  that  they  were  interfering  with 
their  furnishing  of  transportation,  without 
themselves  intending  to  furnish  that  sort  of 
service.  If  I  am  running  a  little  cigar  store 
there  is  no  reason  why  I  should  be  driven  out 
of  business  by  a  big  cigar  store  across  the  way. 
I  don't  think  that  is  fair.  If  we  review  the 
situation  here  in  Boston,  seeing  what  it 
really  is,  we  will  see  the  importance  of  grant- 
ing some  of  these  petitions,  in  the  interest  of 
transportation  service  for  the  people,  and 
cheaper  and  better  transportation.  I  sub- 
mit, the  more  competition  we  have  with  the 
big  companies  from  the  independent  men,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  the  public,  the  better 
off  you  and  I  and  our  families  would  be,  not 
only  competition  with  street  cars  but  with 
trains.  I  am  therefore,  in  favor  of  granting 
the  permit,  simply  again  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion will  not  grant  the  New  York,  New  Haven, 
&  Hartford  Railroad  the  sole  right  to  oper- 
ate buses,  because  of  that  very  monopolistic 
idea. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  at  the  meeting- 
held  last  Monday  two  separate  jitney  petitions 
were  presented,  both  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company,  and  without  any  talk  or 
without  any  criticism  the  committee  brought 
in  a  favorable  report,  and  the  licenses  were 
granted  without  any  question.  Now,  let  us 
see  the  difference.  One  is  going  to  operate 
in  a  certain  section  of  Boston,  going  through 
main  thoroughfares  and  highways  of  Boston, 
and  there  was  no  objection.  I  myself  voted 
in  favor  of  it.  This  petition  comes  from  a 
private  person,  and  because  of  that  fact  a 
different   element,  as  some  would  believe,  must 


be  taken  into  consideration.  The  Hart  buses 
will  only  travel  through  streets  at  the  ex- 
treme end  of  Boston,  if  I  am  correctly  in- 
formed. I  believe  they  will  start  from  Co- 
lumbus avenue,  go  through  Charles  street  and 
then  out  of  Boston.  We  are  asked  to  reject 
the  petition  not  because  of  any  possible  dan- 
ger that  there  might  be  to  pedestrians,  but 
because  it  will  interfere  with  the  conduct  of 
the  business  of  a  public  service  corporation. 
I,  for  one,  do  not  think  the  gentleman  who 
represented  the  Boston  ft  Maine  Railroad  gave 
us  any  argument  at  all,  other  than  the  com- 
petition argument,  why  this  permit  should 
not  be  granted.  I  agree  with  the  councilor 
on  my  right  (Coun.  Gilbody)  in  a  sense,  that 
promiscuous  granting  of  these  bus  limits  should 
not  be  made.  I  believe  in  sections  that  are 
thickly  populated  and  where  there  is  danger 
to  life  and  limb  of  the  public,  careful  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  the  matter.  But 
with  reference  to  this  particular  jitney  proposi- 
tion, we  are  asked  to  grant  a  license  to  an 
inhabitant  and  a  taxpayer  of  Boston,  a  man 
who  pays  taxes"  on  his  property  in  Boston,  who 
lives  in  Boston  with  his  family  and  who  makes 
a  request  to  carry  on  a  legitimate  line  of  busi- 
ness. I,  for  one,  believe  that  that  man  is 
entitled  to  the  same  amount  of  consideration 
as  a  public  service  corporation.  I  believe 
we  should  take  that  attitude.  Nothing  has 
been  presented  to  us  showing  us  that  there 
is  any  particular  hazard  in  connection  with 
the  running  of  this  proposed' line.  I  dare  say 
that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  publicity  given 
to  the  proposition  in  the  press  we  would  not 
have  spent  practically  our  whole  session  here 
in  considering  it,  but  that  there  would  have 
been  no  doubt  of  the  action  we  should  take 
and  that  we  would  have  voted  to  grant  the 
petition.     I  believe  it  should  be  granted. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
to  the  remarks  of  the  previous  speaker.  He 
has  criticized  the  action  of  the  Council  a 
week  ago  in  granting  permits  to  the  Elevated 
railroad  and  is  now  objecting  to  granting  this 
permit.  I  will  simply  say  this,  that  during  the 
past  week  the  Elevated  has  had  its  ploughs 
out  removing  snow  from  the  tracks  and  from 
the  streets,  clearing  the  snow  away,  and  that 
others  who  have  taken  no  part  in  that  work 
have  had  the  advantage  of  it.  Does  it  seem 
fair  to  the  members  of  the  Council  that  a 
public  service  corporation  such  as  the  Boston 
Elevated  should  spend  thousands  of  dollars  in 
clearing  the  snow  away,  and  then  have  these 
independent  buses  come  a'ong  directly  behind 
their  cars  and  buses  and  carry  away  their 
passengers.  I  myself  iJo  not  be!iev=  it  is 
fair.  In  regard  to  the  statement  made  by 
Mr.  Keay  this  afternoon  I  think  he  outlined 
the  situation  fairly, — that  for  one  hundred 
years  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  has  given 
service  to  the  people  of  Boston  and  of  New 
England,  helping  to  build  up  the  community, 
and  that  the  road  should  be  given  fair  treat- 
ment. A  man  enters  into  competition  with 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company,  pay- 
ing no  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  speak 
of  in  comparison,  paying  no  personal  tax  on 
his  property  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  pro- 
posing to  run  over  our  highways  to  distant 
points  in  the  state,  and  even  out  of  our 
state.  I  am  against  this  petition.  I  am 
against  it  because  I  feel  that  the  railroad  can- 
not continue  to  give  efficient  service  of  com- 
petition is  going  to  be  so  keen. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  being  a 
member  of  that  particular  committee,  the  Jit- 
ney Committee,  I  sat  in  there  and  listened 
to  the  different  men  representing  the  railroads 
and  the  bus  lines,  and  then  certain  members 
stated  that  they  were  opposed  to  this  peti- 
tion, that  they  did  not  feel  that  it  should  be 
granted.  Still  they  gave  no  good  reason  why 
it  should  not  be  granted.  I  have  listened  this 
afternoon  and  I  have  not  found  any  real 
cause  stated  why  they  should  not  give  Mr. 
Hart  his  license  to  operate.  The  gentleman 
representing     the     Boston     &     Maine     did     not 
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make  it  clear  to  my  mind  why  we  should  not 
grant  this  petition  of  one  of  our  taxpayers 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  will  agree  with 
some  of  the  other  councilors  that  he  is  a 
little  fellow,  but  I  feel  this  way.  If  I  am 
running-  a  little  business  and  a  big  fellow 
comes  along  and  tries  to  put  me  out  of  busi- 
ness, I  would  feel  the  same  way  as  Mr.  Hart. 
I  would  like  to  have  the  councilors  here  fair, — 
that  if  they  are  going  to  give  this  permis- 
sion to  one  they  should  give  it  to  the  other, 
the  little  fellow  as  well  as  the  big  fellow. 
At  this  time  I  would  like  to  see  the  petition 
of  Mr.  Hart  go  through.  I  am  thoroughly  in 
favor   of   it. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
wish  to  inject  myself  into  the  controversy 
at  all  today,  but  I  do  wish  now  to  say  just 
a  word.  I  believe  there  is  such  a  thing  as 
investing  too  much  power  in  public  utilities, 
and  I  think  that  we  here  in  Boston  should 
therefore  consider  that  aspect  of  the  question 
very  carefully.  I  believe  if  we  grant  this 
license  to  Mr.  Hart,  and  he  comes  before  us 
next  year  and  we  find  that  he  has  not  acted 
within  bounds,  we  can  then  repeal  his  per- 
mit. But  I  see  no  reason  today  why  we  should 
not  grant  his  permission.  I  don't  know  Mr. 
Hart,  and  have  nothing  either  for  or  against 
him.  I  saw,  of  course,  what  appeared  in  the 
paper.  But  today  competition  is  bound  to 
be  the  life  of  trade,  and  it  has  been  brought 
out  at  this  hearing  today  that  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  has  discontinued  service  with- 
out first  finding  out  the  frame  of  mind  of 
the  patrons  of  the  road.  I  say  that  the  only 
way  to  compete  with  the  Boston  &  Maine  is 
to  allow  buses  to  come  in  and  compete,  and 
I  certainly  hope  that  Mr.  Hart  will  be  granted 
the  privilege  he  asks  for. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
very  carefully  to  the  arguments  on  both  sides 
of  the  question,  those  by  Mr.  Keay  and  also 
those  by  Mr.  Hart.  I  did  feel  after  reading 
that  newspaper  article  this  morning  that  Mr. 
Hart  was  guilty  of  an  attempt  to  sort  of 
sandbag  the  Council  into  granting  the  permit 
to  him,  by  giving  this  information  to  the 
reporter.  It  looked  to  me  like  a  piece  of 
insidious  propaganda.  Since  listening  to  Mr. 
Hart  this  afternoon  and  hearing  his  answers 
to  questions  put  to  him  by  members  of  the 
Council,  I  am  inclined  to  give  him  the  bene- 
fit of  the  doubt  and  to  purge  my  mind  of 
all  prejudice  against  him  on  account  of  the 
article.  I  am  inclined  to  feel  that  we  should 
handle  the  situation  entirely  on  its  merits, 
as  they  have  been  brought  out  in  the  course 
of  the  argument.  There  is  no  question  what- 
ever in  my  mind  that  the  railroads  are  en- 
titled to  every  consideration  in  the  world. 
'  They  are  the  ones  who  first  built  up  these 
outlying  communities  Property  owners  in 
those  communities  have  purchased  and  de- 
veloped property  and  established  communities 
on  the  basis  of  transportation  by  the  rail- 
roads. We  cannot  afford  to  injure  the  rail- 
roads in  the  slightest  degree.  But  it  seems 
to  me  where  the  railroads  do  not  efficiently 
give  transportation  to  passengers  in  these 
outlying  communities,  and  that  want  can  be 
filled  by  private  competition,  the  people  who 
live  in  those  outlying  communities  are  en- 
titled to  even  greater  consideration  than  the 
railroads.  Then,  in  the  course  of  the  argu- 
ment, it  has  appeared  that  many  of  the  towns 
are  practically  not  touched  by  the  railroads 
at  all,  or  where  they  are  touched  by  the  rail- 
roads that  the  stations  are  at  a  considerable 
distance  from  the  point  where  the  buses  run 
through.  So  it  seems  to  me  each  petition  of 
a  private  bus  line  running  through  towns 
of  that  sort  should  be  judged  .  according  to 
the  individual  merits ;  that  where  it  appears 
that  the  tendency  of  such  a  bus  line  is  to 
seriously  curtail  the  income  of  the  railroads 
and  compete  with  them  for  patronage,  the 
individual  permits  should  not  be  granted.  But 
this  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  such  a  case, 
and  I  believe  this  permit   should  be  granted. 


Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  time  has  come  when  the  Council  ought  to 
take  a  decided  stand  on  all  these  propositions. 
I  think  the  manner  in  which  the  Elevated 
railway,  for  example,  is  using  the  public  in 
this  city  is  an  outrage  and  a  crime.  I  don't 
think  it  would  be  tolerated  in  any  other 
large  city  except  Boston.  They  have  absolutely 
no  regard  for  the  public  welfare,  and  no  regard 
whatever  for  the  people.  The  question  is, 
how  long  are  the  public  going  to  stand  for 
the  service  they  are  getting?  Our  high- 
ways are  being  used  by  them  in  a  way  in 
which  they  were  never  intended  to  be  used. 
It  was  never  supposed  that  they  should  have 
a  right  to  run  jitneys  through  the  streets. 
Their  franchise  calls  for  a  different  propo- 
sition, that  they  shall  run  their  cars  on  tracks. 
So  the  question  arises,  whether  they  really 
have  a  right  to  run  these  jitneys  through 
our  streets  ?  Their  franchise  did  not  call  for 
it  when  first  granted.  I  believe  these  cor- 
porations that  want  these  privileges  ought  to 
have  some  regard  for  the  public.  I  am  not 
personally  interested  in  this  matter  one  way 
or  the  other.  I  don't  know  this  man.  No 
doubt  the  man  who  wrote  the  statement  for 
the  paper  this  morning  had  some  ground  for 
it.  There  was  the  suggestion  of  seeing 
certain  people  and  practically  putting  the 
words  in  the  man's  mouth.  There  is  no 
question  about  that,  from  the  statements  that 
we  have  heard,  although  I  don't  know  whether 
I  heard  the  man  right  or  whether  any- 
body else  understood  him  differently.  But  it 
was  my  understanding  that  he  gave  some 
good  grounds,  when  he  was  pressed  the  second 
time,  for  the  writing  of  the  story.  I  have 
ridden  on  the  buses  several  times — the  Boston 
&  Maine,  the  White  Line  and  others,  going 
to  Portland  and  other  places,  and  any  people 
who  ride  on  those  lines  I  think  are  welcome 
to  do  so.  But  my  experience  of  the  way 
they  go  through  different  cities  and 
towns  is  that  they  do  not  go  according  to 
law.  We  have  had  a  large  number  of  accidents 
during  the  short  space  of  time  that  they  have 
been  in  operation.  Everybody  is  in  danger. 
This  line  goes  through  a  part  of  the  district 
that  I  represent,  and  therefore  I  feel  that 
I  have  some  right  to  talk  about  it.  It  is 
a  pretty  crowded  district.  There  are  a  good 
many  of  such  vehicles  that  run  through  it. 
This  will  go  through  Charles  street  and  also 
a  part  of  the  Back  Bay,  so  it  is  within 
the  province  of  the  gentleman  from  the 
Back  Bay  and  myself  to  speak  in  regard  to 
the  matter  understandingly.  I  don't  think 
it  bothers  the  districts  of  the  other  councilors. 
I  feel  that  we  ought  to  hold  this  whole  matter 
up,  certainly  letting  it  lie  over  for  another 
week,  so  that  we  may  find  out  some  more 
information  about  it.  I  think  we  should 
give  it  careful  consideration,  considering 
whether  we  may  be  guided  by  the  arguments 
expressed  by  the  former  Mayor  in  his  veto 
message.  I  think  the  message  that  has  been 
quoted  here  was  very  sound  and  deserves 
to  have  a  great  deal  of  weight  attached  to 
it  in  our  minds.  I  feel  that  the  Council 
should  act  slowly  and  should  be  guided  by 
what  the  people  of  the  city  really  want.  The 
question  is,  whether  our  streets  are  not  being 
used  for  a  purpose  for  which  they  were  never 
intended,  and  the  treatment  that  the  public 
are  now  receiving  from  these  jitneys  should 
also  be  considered.  I,  for  one,  will  not  vote 
for  more  jitneys  to  be  run  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  while  I  am  a  member  of  the  Council. 
I  believe  that  the  road  should  put  on  proper 
ears  and  should  run  them  on  the  tracks, 
giving  the  people  the  service  they  rightly 
deserve. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  body  further, 
but  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  sug- 
gests further  delay.  In  order  to  prevent  a 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  so  that 
action  may  be  taken  at  the  present  time, 
I  will  move  the  previous  question.  I  certainly 
trust  that  we  will  not  be  made  to  appear 
more   ridiculous    than    necessary. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  second 
the   motion.

SALE  OF  LAND,  TENNYSON  STREET. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February   10,  1926. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council,  Boston. 

Gentlemen, — The  city  already  being  com- 
mitted to  the  discontinuance  of  Tennyson 
street  on  the  westerly  side  of  Church  street, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  park  on 
land  located  between  Church  street,  Columbus 
avenue  and  Stuart  street,  and  immediately 
opposite  the  front  of  the  Statler  Hotel,  now 
being  erected  on  Columbus  avenue,  when 
such  discontinuance  occurs  there  will  be  a  jog 
and  irregular  line  on  Stuart  street  unless 
Tennyson  street  is  discontinued  from  the  east- 
erly side  of  Church  street  to  Broadway,  where 
it  is  intersected  by  Stuart  street. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  to  have  Tennyson 
street  discontinued  from  the  easterly  line  of 
Church  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Broad- 
way. When  Tennyson  street  is  so  discon- 
tinued, there  will  be  two  parcels  of  land  de- 
scribed in  the  accompanying  order  which  will 
become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
These  parcels  of  land  are  located  between  the 


Motor  Mart  lot,  so  called,  owned  by  Robert 
Jordan,  William  O.  Taylor  and  Edward  F. 
McClellan,  trustees  under  the  will  of  Eben 
D.  Jordan,  and  the  present  northwesterly  line 
of  Stuart  street  and  will  be  of  value  for  use 
in  connection  with  said  lot  and  of  compara- 
tively small  value  for  any  other  purpose. 

If  these  two  parcels  were  not  acquired  by 
the  owners  of  the  Motor  Mart  lot,  the  city 
might  have  to  respond  in  damages  on  ac- 
count of  the  discontinuance  of  Tennyson 
street,  because  the  Motor  Mart  lot  would  be 
partially  deprived  of  its  ■  present  access  to 
Stuart  street. 

There  was  assessed  on  the  Motor  Mart  lot 
for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  Stuart 
street  a  betterment  assessment  of  $96,000,  of 
which  $77,000  now  remains  unpaid.  A  petition 
is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk  for  a  partial  abatement 
of  the  above  assessment. 

The  aforementioned  trustees  of  the  Jordan 
Estate  have  agreed  to  pay  the  outstanding 
betterment  assessment  with  all  accrued  inter- 
est and  have  offered  to  purchase  the  land  de- 
scribed in  the  accompanying  order,  which 
will  revert  to  the  city  upon  the  discontinuance 
of  Tennyson  street,  and  pay  therefore  the 
sum  of  $20,000.  Plans  have  been  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  on  the  Motor  Mart 
lot  and  if  the  additional  land  can  immediately 
be  acquired  by  the  discontinuance  of  Tenny- 
son street,  the  plans  will  be  rearranged  so 
as  to  extend  the  new  building  out  to  the 
northwesterly  line  of  Stuart  street. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Warren  F.  Freeman, 
the  city's  real  estate '  expert,  that  it  would 
be  advantageous  to  the  city  to  discontinue 
Tennyson  street  and  to  sell  the  land  to  the 
trustees  for  the  sum  of  $20,000,  the  amount 
of  their  offer.  In  the  event  of  the  consum- 
mation of  the  proposed  agreement,  the  liti- 
gation over  the  betterment  assessment  will  be 
disposed  of,  the  line  of  the  traveled  way  will 
be  straightened,  the  dead  end  at  the  park- 
way will  be  avoided,  more  taxable  property 
will  be  added  to  the  city,  and  the  city  will 
receive  reasonable  compensation  for  land 
which  at  present  is  of  no  special  value  to 
the  city.

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  my  in- 
tention in  offering  this  order  is  not  to  charge  the 
Street  Commissioners  with  not  having  properly 
acted  upon  the  matter,  but  it  is  simply  to  give 
the  people  in  my  district  an  opportunity  to 
present  their  case  in  a  proper  manner  before 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners.  As  I 
understand  the  existing  law,  the  petitioner  for 
a  spur  track  of  this  kind  petitions  the  Street 
Commissioners.  The  thing  is  then  advertised 
in  a  newspaper  and  the  hearing  is  held.  Such 
a  hearing  was  held  last  week  on  this  spur 
track.  Judging  from  the  newspaper  accounts 
apparently  no  one  appeared  except  those  who 
were  vitally  interested  in  obtaining  the  permit. 
We  all  know  that  the  people  in  our  district  do 
not  read  local  advertisements  in  newspapers. 
If  they  do  so,  it  is  very  seldom.  I  did  not 
know  of  this  petition,  because  under  our  law 
councilors  receive  absolutely  no  notice  of  peti- 
tions of  this  type  concerning  matters  in  their 
district.  This  track  in  question  crosses  Cam- 
bridge street.  The  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission last  year  started  to  construct  a  bridge, 
costing  close  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars, 
on  River  and  Cambridge  streets,  the  bridge 
being  held  up  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission for  some  time,  because  there  was  a 
question  of  closing  the  bridge  altogether  and 
allowing  the  road  to  use  it  for  the  same  purpose. 
The  bridge  is  now  in  there,  with  an  invest- 
ment  of   a   quarter   of   a   million  dollars,    and 


this  permit  allows  them  to  run  in  back,  into 
a  district  that  today  at  least  is  an  entirely 
residential  section.  Hundreds  of  people  have 
homes  in  that  section,  and  if  this  permit  is 
granted  it  means  that  their  property  will  de- 
preciate immediately,  and  their  investment 
there  will  not  be  worth  50  cents  on  a  dollar 
after  the  track  gets  in.  I  understand  that  the 
permit  does  not  issue  until  after  a  hearing 
before  the  Board  of  Public  Utilities,  but  I 
don't  think  we  at  City  Hall  should  close  our 
eyes  and  allow  matters  to  go  to  the  State 
House  before  the  Public  Utilities  before  we 
have  anything  to  say  as  to  whether  permits 
should  be  issued.  We  have  some  rights  here, 
and  I  think  the  councilor  from  the  district 
ought  to  have  a  right  to  present  the  case  of 
his  constituents  who  have  residences  there, 
when  such  a  matter  threatens  them.  This 
order  simply  asks  the  Street  Commissioners 
for  a  public  hearing,  and  I  think  it  is  fair 
that  they  should  hear  the  opponents  as  well 
as  those  in  favor.  All  we  ask  for  is  a  public 
hearing  on  this  matter  in  City  Hall,  in  order 
that  we  may  not  have  to  depend  entirely  on 
the  sayso  of  the  Board  of  Public  Utilities, 
when  the  matter  goes  before  that  Board. 
The  order  was  passed.

RECONSTRUCTION     OF     BRIDGES.

Gentlemen, — Under  date  of  February  1, 
1926,  I  received  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  two  letters  relative  to  the  nec- 
essity for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Broad- 
way Bridge,  over  the  tracks  of  the  Old  Colony 
Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad,  and  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  West  Newton  Street  Bridge,  over 
the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad,  copies  of  which  letters  I 
herewith  transmit.  Before  these  bridges  can 
be  reconstructed  as  recommended  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  it  is  necessary  that 
your  honorable  body  should  pass  the  accom- 
panying order  so  that  application  may  be 
made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
and  thereafter  an  application  be  made  to  the 
Superior  Court  for  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  to  determine  who  should  carry 
the  order  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties into  effect  and  by  "whom  the  expenses  of 
the  reconstruction  should  be  borne. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying   orders.

It  will  be  necessary  this  year  to  rebuild  the 
bridge  on  West  Newton  street  over  the  tracks 
of   the   New   York,   New   Haven   and    Hartford 


Railroad.  This  bridge  was  constructed  in 
1872  and  it  was  repaired  in  1921.  It  is  now 
unsafe  for  loads  in  excess  of  seven  tons,  and 
further -repairs  are  not  considered  advisable. 

The  estimated  cost  of  a  new  bridge  is  $45,000, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  encase  all  the  steel  work 
below  the  floor  in  concrete.  We  then  would 
have  a  bridge  good   for   at   least  fifty   years. 

The  first  step  towards  this  improvement 
will  be  for  the  City  Council  to  apply  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  for  a  decision 
as  to  the  necessity  for  the  rebuilding.  The 
procedure  in  the  matter  is  covered  by  chapter 
159    of    the    General   Laws. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  City 
Council  be  asked  to  pass  an  order  embodying 
the  request  upon  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities.

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  apply  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  for  its  decision  upon  the  necessity 
of  such  alteration,  and  for  prescribing  the 
manner  and  limits  within  which  it  shall  be 
made ;  and  if  the  decision  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  is  that  an  alteration  is  nec- 
essary, that  the  Corporation  Counsel  take  such 
legal  proceedings  as  are  necessary  to  have 
such  decision  carried  into  effect  in  compliance 
with  sceetions  59  to  64,  both  inclusive,  of 
chapter  159  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.

Coun.  DOWD  moved  to  suspend  the  rules. 
The   motion  was   declared  lost. 

Coun.  DOWD  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  a  rising  vote  but  before  the  result  was 
announced  Coun.  DOWD  withdrew  the  doubt. 
The  order  was  referred,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
GILBODY,   to  the   Executive   Committee.

INVESTIGATION  OF  PROBATION  DE- 
PARTMENT, ROXBURY  MUNICIPAL 
COURT. 

Coun.    WARD    offered    the    following : 
Ordered,     That    the     Committee    on     County 
Accounts    be    requested    to    make    an    investi- 
gation   of    the    Probation    Department    of    the 
Roxbury    Municipal    Court. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen 
of  the  Council,  in  introducing  my  order  to 
your  honorable  body,  I  am  going  to  present 
my  conception  of  justice,  as  I  believe  from  my 
close  association  with  this  body  that  you,  my 
colleagues,  are  of  my  mind  and  opinion  in  the 
matter  of  justice.  Within  the  past  week  I 
have  studied  with  great  interest  the  probation 
system  in  Massachusetts  as  published  by  Rev. 
Frank  Kramer  Sleeper,  and  I  assure  you, 
gentlemen,  my  views  or  our  views  do  conform 
with  the  views  of  this  great  and  humane 
author,  the  highest  type  of  American,  ever 
ready  to  extend  the  hand  of  human  kindness 
to  his  more  unfortunate  brother.  I  have  read 
with  great  interest  the  reports  of  P.  Henry 
Aldrich,  who  in  1853  was  District  Attorney  of 
Worcester  County  and  later  a  judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Massachusetts,  also  the  re- 
ports of  Hon.  Daniel  W.  Bond,  District  At- 
torney from  1877  to  1889.  These  two  great 
men,  gentlemen,  were  the  founders  of  the 
probation  system  in  our  city  and  in  our  state. 
It  was  through  their  efforts  that  in  1878  they 
succeeded  in  inaugurating  the  probation  system 
in  Boston,  and  later,  in  1880,  instituted  this 
system  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts. It  was  their  desire  that  this  system 
should  mean  that  every  effort  be  made  by  the 
probation  officer  to  help  the  poor  unfortunates 
coming  before  the  court.  Its  object  was  to 
abolish  the  idea  and  thought  that  was  in  the 
minds  of  some  men  who  were  dominated  by 
the  spirit  of  heartless  justice,  who  believed 
in  the  maxim  of  a  "well  kept  Hell  fire  to 
roast  sinners,"  who  believed  in  the  maxim 
''an  ounce  of  punishment  for  an  ounce  of 
crime,"  who  believed  in  the  ancient  Hebrew 
law  "an  eye  for  an  eye,  a  tooth  for  a  tooth,  and 
a  life  for  a  life."  But  since  that  era  the 
world  has  changed,  and  we  are  now  living  in  a 
modern  age,  where  the  maxim  of  all  with  the 
milk  of  human  kindness  in  their  makeup  is 
to  win  back  a  violator  of  the  law  to  a  life 
of  integrity,  to  a  great  moral  life.  This  is 
infinitely  better  than  imprisonment,  and  this, 
gentlemen,  was  the  object  of  probation  as 
laid  down  by  statute,  and  as  interpreted  by  the 
pioneers  of  the  system.  We  find  in  one  of  our 
local  courts  a  man  who  would  make  the  cruel 
Nero  blush   for  shame.     His   atrocities   and  his 
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abuse  of  the  unfortunate  is  shameful  for 
citizens  of  the  twentieth  century  to  behold, 
and  to  think  that  this  lies  at  our  very  door  1 
I  have  occasion  to  go  to  this  court,  and  hear 
men  and  women  who  go  before  a  court  in 
our  own  county  abused,  told  by  this  cancerous 
growth  on  the  body  of  justice  that  they  are 
"bums"  and  "drunkards,"  and  not  fit  to  be 
at  large,  and  then  he  coldly  and  deliberately 
makes  recommendations  to  the  court  that  these 
men  be  sent  to  jail.  This,  Mr.  President,  is 
a  violation  of  the  statute  as  contained  in 
chapter  276,  section  85,  of  the  Revised  Laws 
of  Massachusetts,  which  reads :  "In  addition 
to  the  other  duties  imposed  upon  him,  each  pro- 
bation officer  shall,  as  the  court  may  direct,  in- 
quire into  the  nature  of  every  criminal  case 
brought  before  the  court  under  the  appointment 
of  which  he  acts,  and  inform  the  court,  so 
far  as  is  possible,  whether  the  defendant  has 
previously  been  convicted  of  crime.  He  may 
recommend  that  any  person  convicted  be  placed 
upon  probation.  He  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  court  requires."  .  .  .  What 
right  has  he  to  stand  before  the  judge  and  re- 
quest that  men  be  sent  to  jail  ?  I  will  quote  an 
instance  which  came  before  the  court  one 
day  while  I  was  present.  A  youn?  man  was 
brought  in  charged  with  drunkenness,  the  first 
time  he  had  ever  been  in  cjurt.  The  presiding 
justice  asked  if  there  was  any  record,  before 
disposition.  Without  addressing  the  court, 
the  probation  officer  said,  ''No,  he's  never 
been  up  before,  but  his  father  has  been  here 
five  or  six  times  for  drunkenness,  and  probably 
he  is  following  in  his  footsteps."  It  is  out- 
rageous to  witness  hundreds  of  poor  unfor- 
tunates testifying  before  the  court,  pleading 
for  clemency,  when  this  tiger  from  the  jungle 
of  fifteenth  century  oppression  enters  and  in 
place  of  presenting  the  court  with  the  record 
delivers  his  ultimatum  of  what  he  thinks 
should  be  the  disposition  of  the  cuse,  and  struts 
out  like  Kaiser  Wilhelm  would  strut  had 
Germany  won  the  war.  It  is  time  for  action 
from  some  source.  I  Oelieve  it  is  time  for  the 
County  Commissioner  to  advise  the  court  of 
these  atrocities,  and  I  would  like  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  :>n  County  Accounts 
and  present  my  charges,  and  the  charges  of  an 
outraged  citizenry  vhat  seeks  justice  at  the 
hands  of  a  justice  for  .he  removal  cf  this 
tyrant.  I  can  well  cover  the  character  of 
this  man  as  charaterized  in  the  words  of 
the    immortal    bard    of    A^on,    when    he    said' 

"Man,   proud  man 

Drest  in  a  little  brief  authority, 

Most  ignorant  of  what  is  most  desired. 

Plays  such  fantastic  tricks  before   high  heaven 

As    make  the   angels   weep. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  say  a  few  words  in  support  of  Coun. 
Ward's  order.  I  have  frequent  occasion  to 
visit  the  Roxbury  Municipal  Court,  and  I  have 
observed  with  indignation  the  gross  abuse  of 
power  by  the  Chief  Probation  Officer  con- 
nected with  that  court.  A  probation  officer 
should  be  the  right  arm  of  the  court, — an 
official  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  pre- 
siding justice,  without  fear  or  favor,  the 
record  of  persons  brought  before  the  court. 
He  should  be  endowed  with  a  broad  knowledge 
of  life  and  human  nature,  and  with'  an  under- 
standing of  and  sympathy  with  the  frailties 
of  humanity.  A  tremendous  responsibility 
rests  upon  his  shoulders  in  the  discretion 
vested  in  him  by  statute  in  recommending 
to  the  court  the  placing  upon  probation  of 
persons  found  guilty  of  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors. From  my  observation  of  Mr. 
Keene's  conduct  of  his  office,  I  am  frank  to 
say  that  he  has  never  been  able  to  break 
away  from  his  police  training.  It  is  com- 
mendable in  a  police  officer  to  seek  in  every 
fair  way  to  secure  a  conviction  in  a  case 
where  he  has  reason  to  believe  the  law  has 
been  broken.  It  is  natural  for  him  to  be- 
lieve that  every  person  brought  before  the 
court  is  guilty,  for  he  sees  but  one  side  of 
the  case, — the  circumstances  surrounding  an 
alleged  infraction  of  the  law  which  points 
to   the   accused  as   the  one   responsible   for   the 


violation  of  the  statute.  Probation  Officer 
Keene  is  out  of  tune  with  the  probation 
system.  He  is  not  in  sympathy  with  its 
merciful  principles.  His  conduct  of  his  office 
denotes  that  he  considers  himself  an  adjunct 
of  the  Police  Department, — an  aid  to  the 
prosecuting  power.  In  his  prejudging  of 
cases,  in  his  intolerant  attitude  towards  per- 
sons who  the  law  states  shall  be  considered 
innocent  until  they  are  found  guilty,  in  his 
prejudicial  statements  to  the  presiding  judge, 
he  is  not  alone  unfair  to  the  accused  but  he  is 
likewise  terribly  unfair  to  the  judge  who  in 
large  measure  is  compelled  to  depend  upon 
his  information  and  recommendation  in  passing 
sentence  upon  persons  found  guilty.  A  judge 
should  have  an  assistant  who  would  be  a  real 
help  along  such  lines.  But  in  Mr.  Keene, 
Judge  Hayden  has  not  such  an  assistant.  He 
has  an  officer  biased  and  prejudiced,  able  to 
see  only  from  the  police  standpoint,  and  whose 
training  and  attitude  make  him  unfit  to 
handle  his  job  either  within  the  letter  or  the 
spirit  of  the  probation  law.  I  hope  this 
honorable  body  will  pass  the  very  proper 
order  introduced  by  my  colleague  from  Ward 
9. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Committee 
on    County    Accounts. 


STATEMENT   BY  COUN.  FITZGERALD. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
the  consent  of  the  Council  to  make  a  state- 
ment. 

President  KEENE — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the   councilor   will   proceed. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  there 
appeared  in  one  of  the  Boston  newspapers 
last  Wednesday  morning  what  purported  to 
be  a  statement  that  I  had  made  at  a  hearing 
before  the  committee  of  the  Legislature.  I 
want  to  say  here  and  now  that  the  news- 
paper report  of  the  statement  I  made  is 
incorrect,  that  I  never  made  the  statement 
attributed  to  me.  The  bill  was  in  reference 
to  married  women  employed  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  I  said  I  was  informed  that  there 
was  a  young  lady  employed  in  City  Hall  draw- 
ing a  salary  of  $3,000  a  year  who  had  a  hus- 
band working  in  a  lucrative  position,  and 
that  he  was  able  to  support  her.  That  was 
one  of  the  cases  I  mentioned.  At  the  time  I 
made  the  statement,  which  was  made  on  in- 
formation furnished  me  at  the  time,  I  did 
not  even  know  who  the  party  referred  to 
was,  and  did  not  mention  any  name,  as  I 
did  not  even  know  the  name.  Therefore,  the 
article,  giving  the  name  which  I  was  pur- 
ported   to   have   used,    was    incorrect.

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  feel 
that  I  ought  to  make  some  explanation  of  my 
vote  on  the  order  just  passed.  It  is  through 
no  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  efforts  or  desires 
of  the  honored  councilor  on  my  right 
but  I  don't  think  the  present  condition 
of  the  finances  of  the  city  warrants  the 
expenditure  of  a  lot  of  money  for  munic- 
ipal buildings.  There  is  no  district  in  the 
City  of  Boston  that  needs  a  municipal  build- 
ing more  than  the  district  that  he  and  I 
represent.  It  is  the  fifth  largest  ward  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  with  a  very  dense  population  ; 
we  have  been  a  part  of  the  City  of  Boston 
since  about  1875,  and  there  has  not  been  a 
municipal  building  of  any  kind  placed  in  our 
section  except  a  fire  house  and   a  schoolhouse. 

The  general  idea  of  a  municipal  building  does 
not  appeal  to  me  at  all, —  as  I  say,  through  no 
lack  of  courtesy  to  the  councilor  from  Rox- 
bury,  but  I  feel  that  I  ought  to  make  this 
explanation.

NEW   CENTRAL   FIRE   STATION.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  correspond- 
ence and  reports  received  from  Mr.  Thomas 
F.  Sullivan,  chairman  of  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment, Mr.  Edward  T.  Kelley,  chairman  of  the 
Assessing  Department  and  Mr.  Joseph  Dill- 
worth,  real  estate  expert,  relative  to  the  lo- 
cation of  the  new  Central  Fire  Station.  Be- 
cause of  the  engineering  problems  which 
must  be  met  and  the  special  construction  fea- 
tures which  must  be  provided  if  the  building- 
is  erected  on  the  proposed  site  at  Shawmut 
avenue  and  Tremont  street,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  these  gentlemen  that  a  considerable  sum 
could  be  saved  if  a  building  of  the  same 
dimensions  were  erected  on  an  ordinary  lot. 
I  have  studied  these  reports  and  have  made 
a  personal  inspection  of  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity in  which  the  station  is  to  be  located.  As 
a  result  of  my  study  and  investigation,  I 
feel  that  the  site  previously  mentioned  should 
be  abandoned  and  a  location  selected  which 
will    give    much    better    service. 

Since  the  original  appropriations  for  this 
central  fire  station  were  specific  in  the  loca- 
tion of  the  station,  it  is  necessary  before  the 
proposed  site  can  be  abandoned  that  the  bal- 
ances remaining  under  the  original  appro- 
priations be  transferred  to  a  new  item, — New 
Central  Fire  Station.  I  accordingly  submit 
the  attached  transfer  order  and  respectfully 
recommend  its  adoption  by  your  honorable 
body.

Dear  Sir, — In  response  to  your  request  for 
a  report  on  the  proposed  Central  Fire  Sta- 
tion at  the  junction  of  Tremont  street  and 
Shawmut  avenue,  I  beg  to  advise  that  this 
matter  came  to  this  department  officially  on 
July  9,  1924,  when  I  wrote  the  Public  Trus- 
tees of  the  Elevated,  at  the  request  of  Mayor 
Curley,  asking  them  to  release  to  the  city 
a  portion  of  these  premises  to  permit  the 
erection  of  a  fire  station,  it  being  under- 
stood that  the  net  cost  of  the  Tremont  Street 
Subway  on  which  they  were  to  pay  rental 
would   be   reduced   $75,000. 

On  August  1,  1924,  the  trustees  voted  to 
release,  subject  to  certain  conditions.  Pre- 
vious to  this  the  Transit  Department  held 
several  conferences  with  Mr.  James  T.  Ball, 
architect  and  engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  it  was  suggested  that  if  a  build- 
ing were  to  be  erected  on  that  location  the 
better  method  would  be  to  have  the  Transit 
Department  design  and  construct  the  founda- 
tion with  its  own  forces,  or  else  prepare  the 
necessary  specifications  and  advertise  a  con- 
tract for  the  foundation  work  in  view  of 
the  peculiar  construction  work  necessary  on 
account  of  the  regular  operation  of  street 
cars.  This  suggestion  appeared  to  be  accept- 
able to  the  Fire  Department. 

On  March  20,  1925,  Mr.  L.  J.  St.  Amand 
was  appointed  architect,  and  he  agreed  to 
consult  with  our  engineers  in  the  preparation 
of  his  plans.  He  not  only  did  not  keep  this 
agreement,  but  never  conferred  with  the  de- 
partment at  all  until  August  7,  1925,  when 
he  submitted  certain  incomplete  plans,  two 
weeks  after  bids  had  been  publicly  opened 
for  the  completion  of  the  station.  There  was 
a  constant  revision  of  these  plans  until  Sep- 
tember 30,  when  the  Building  Department 
granted  the  necessary  permit. 

On  July  18,  in  response  to  public  adver- 
tisement  the   following   bids   were  received  : 

AIco  Contracting  Company,  $345,000 :  Mc- 
Donald &  Imhoff,  $365,000 ;  Joseph  Rugo, 
$428,000;   John   Bowen   Company,   $471,000. 
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At  this  time  there .  was  only  $2i0,000  ap- 
propriated for  the  building,  therefore  it  was 
necessary  to  ask  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion, and  on  September  10  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $175,000  was  voted,  making 
a  total  of  $385,000  for  the  building,  less  the 
site.  I  understand  that  there  has  been  ex- 
pended from  this  sum  approximately  $15,000, 
leaving  a  balance  of   $370,000. 

This  leaves  only  $26,000  above  the  contract 
price  and  the  contractor's  bid  did  not  con- 
template a  very  appreciable  amount  of  foun- 
dation work,  and  the  erection  of  a  particu- 
larly heavy  girder  which  will  greatly  exceed 
this  amount,  therefore  a  further  appropria- 
tion will  be  required  of  at  least  $50,000  if 
the  structure  is  to  be  erected  on   this  location. 

On  the  question  of  site  it  has  seemed  to 
me  from  the  first  that  this  was  a  poor  lo- 
cation. Because  of  the  necessity  of  keeping 
open  the  subway  portal  underneath,  the  first 
floor  is  to  be  built  at  a  grade  which  requires 
a  steep  ramp  into  Tremont  street.  If  the 
apparatus  is  required  to  go  Tremont  street 
or  Shawmut  avenue  westerly  it  means  an  ap- 
preciable run  before  they  can  make  the  turn. 
If  the  subway  is  to  be  extended  in  the  near 
future  by  depressing-  the  portal  below  Broad- 
way, as  undoubtedly  will  be  done,  this  build- 
ing will  present  a  most  unsightly  appearance 
from  the  rear.  Because  of  the  special  con- 
struction necessary  to  construct  the  founda- 
tions the  entire  cost  of  the  structure  is  much 
more  excessive  than  a  building  of  the  same 
dimensions  constructed  on  the  ordinary  site. 

I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  abandoning  this 
site  and  selecting  a  location  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  this  section  which  will  give 
much   better  service.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  verbal 
instructions  of  last  Wednesday  we  asked  Mr. 
Joseph  D.  Dillworth  to  make  a  study  of  the 
territory  bounded  by  Harrison  avenue,  Broad- 
way, Stuart  and  Kneeland  streets,  with  a 
view  to  securing  a  suitable  site  for  a  central 
fire  station,  and  his  report  is  submitted  here- 
with giving  the  approximate  cost  of  five 
locations. 

With  the  exception  of  the  one  we  will 
specifically  mention  hereafter,  the  cost  would 
appreciably  exceed  the  cost  of  the  original 
site,  namely  $75,000.  We  have,  however,  dis- 
regarded the  question  of  site  cost  if  it  were 
possible  to  secure  a  location  which  would 
meet  present  and  future  demands  for  fire 
station    purposes. 

After  carefully  considering  several  locations 
we  agree  that  the  best  location  for  this  station 
would  be  on  the  lot  now  owned  by  the  Barnard 
Memorial,  fronting  on  Broadway,  between 
Shawmut  avenue  and  Washington  street  and 
running  through  to  Warrenton  street,  and 
containing  approximately  8,231  square  feet, 
with  a  frontage  of  85  feet  and  a  depth  of 
115  feet.  This  lot  is  substantially  rectangular 
in  shape,  consequently  will  give  ample  op- 
portunity for  four  pieces  of  apparatus  to  leave 
the  house  simultaneously,  whereas  the  subway 
site  provided  for  only  two  pieces  of  apparatus 
to  leave  at  one  time.  The  entrance  is  on 
Broadway,  a  sixty-foot  street,  which  is  ample 
for  any  piece  of  apparatus  to  turn.  Although 
there  is  a  slight  difference  in  the  grade  be- 
tween Warrenton  street  and  Broadway  it  is 
possible  to  arrange  for  apparatus  to  enter 
from  the  rear.  The  shape  of  the  lot  and  the 
soil  conditions  on  which  the  Barnard  Mem- 
orial building  now  rests  make  it  possible  to 
give  substantially  the  same  area  of  a  building 
at  a  greatly  reduced  cost  over  the  subway 
site. 

We  understand  from  Mr.  Dillworth  that  we 
can    procure    this    site    for    approximately    the 


same    price   as   that   appropriated   for    the   ori- 
ginal  site,   namely   $75,000. 

The  original  building  occupied  6,555  square 
feet  and  the  building  on  the  site  which  we  now 
recommend  would  cover  approximately  6,322 
square  feet,  or  substantially  the  same  area. 
The  building  proposed  for  the  subway  site 
contained  approximately  420,000  cubic  feet 
which  at  the  contract  price  of  $345,000,  figures 
about  81  cents  per  cubic  foot.  The  building 
proposed  on  the  Barnard  Memorial  site  would 
contain  approximately  380,000  cubic  feet,  and 
our  estimate  of  the  cost  is  about  60  cents,  or 
$228,000.  This  would  mean  a  saving  on  the 
Barnard  Memorial  property  of  a  least  $117,000, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  contract 
price  on  the  subway  property  of  $345,000  does 
not  include  certain  foundations  and  changes 
which  would  be  absolutely  necessary  if  this 
building  were  constructed,  and  at  the  lowest 
figure  this  should  be  not  less  than  $50,000 
more,   or  a  saving  of  $167,000. 

We  feel  that  this  is  a  conservative  estimate 
of  the  difference  in  cost  between  the  two  sites, 
and  recommend  that  the  old  site  be  abandoned 
and  the  necessary  arrangements  made  at  once 
to  procure  the  Barnard  Memorial  site.

The    report    was    accepted,    and    the    question 
came    on    granting    the    license. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  ask  the 
chairman  of  the  Jitney  License  Committee 
whether  the  Boston  &  Maine  has  had  an  op- 
portunity to  appear  before  the  Jitney  License 
Committee    in    relation    to    that    matter? 

Coun.  WRAGG— Mr.  President,  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  was  heard  at  a  hearing  in  the 
committee  hearing  room  three,  four  or  five 
weeks    ago. 
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Coun.  DOW& — Mr.  President,  I  am  rather 
surprised  that  the  Committee  on  Jitney  Li- 
censes should  report  back  here  today  that  this 
ought  to  pass  in  view  of  the  fact  that  that 
same  petition  was  here  just  a  short  month  ago 
and  the  Council  rejected  it.  If  that  is  to 
be  the  procedure  of  the  Council  for  the  next 
two  years,  if  they  are  going  to  take  one 
position  one  month  and  then  take  the  opposite 
position  the  other  month,  on  a  matter  of  this 
kind,  we  will  not  know  where  we  are  at. 
I  don't  know  why  any  councilors  who  voted 
against  this  petition  before  should  change  their 
views   in   such   a  short   space   of   time. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  being  a 
member  of  the  Jitney  License  Committee,  I 
will  say  that  the  vote  of  the  committee  was  not 
unanimous.  I  wish  to  say  as  a  member  of 
the  committee  that  I  still  feel  as  I  did  before, 
that  I  am  taking  the  same  position  as  I  did 
when  the  last  vote  was  had  upon  Mr.  Hart's 
petition.     I  am  opposed  to  it,  as  I  was  before. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  when  this 
matter  came  before  the  City  Council  the  last 
time  I  voted  in  opposition  to  granting  the  peti- 
tion. I  propose  at  this  time  to  change  my 
vote.  Before  the  last  roll  call  on  the  previous 
petition,  I  stated  it  as  my  opinion  that  these 
jitney  licenses  should  be  more  under  the  control 
of  the  Puble  Utilities  Commission.  I  do  feel 
that  it  is  a  fact,  however,  that  certain  ap- 
plications for  jitney  licenses  will  result  in 
feeding  transportation  into  a  part  of  the  City 
of  Boston  that  needs  it,  that  is  not  supplied 
by  railroad  or  street  car  lines.  I  think,  there- 
fore, that  that  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  my 
changing  my  vote,  on  the  ground  that  the 
jitneys  operating  from  Park  square  are  not  in 
real  competition  with  either  the  street  railways 
or   the   steam   railroads. 

President  KEENE — Those  in  favor  of  ac- 
cepting the  report  of  the  committee  and  grant- 
ing  the    license   will  say    "aye." 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  before  the 
vote  is  announced,  let  me  say  that  personally  I 
would   like  to  have   a   roll   call. 

President  KEENE— The  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  just  a 
word.  I  voted  in  opposition  at  an  earlier  meet- 
ing, and  at  that  time  I  asked  that  the  mattei 
be  postponed.  I  wanted  to  investigate  certain 
statements  made  by  Mr.  Hart.  I  was  satis- 
fied at  the  time  that  he  had  made  certain 
statements  in  the  newspapers  which  I  thought 
reflected  upon  the  Council  and  upon  members 
of  the  Jitney  Committee.  There  was  a  good 
deal  of  newspaper  criticism,  not  only  about 
members  here_  but  about  members  of  the 
Legislature.  Quite  a  lot  of  undue  publicity 
was  given,  and  I  asked  that  action  be  post- 
poned. The  Council  at  that  time  did  not  see 
fit  to  postpone  action,  and  therefore  I  voted 
against  the  petition.  At  this  time  I  will  vote 
in  favor  of  it.     I  simply  make  this  explanation.

ROXBURY    COURT,    PROBATION 
INVESTIGATION. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  Committee  on  County  Accounts,  through 
its  chairman,  what  action  has  been  taken 
on  my  order  relative  to  investigation  of  the 
probation   system  of   the   Roxbury    Court? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  state  that  no  action  has  been  taken, 
but  the  committee  has  decided  to  call  the 
councilor  before  them  and  find  out  if  he 
has  substantial  reasons  for  this  investigation 
before  we  proceed,  and  that  will  be  done  dur- 
ing the  coming  week.  He  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  present  his  facts,  and  if  the 
facts  so   warrant  we  will  proceed. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  know  if  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  County  Accounts  would  like  to  have  me 
call  other  witnesses  who  will  volunteer  to 
present  themselves  before  that  committee, 
and  who  will  probably  have  more  serious 
charges.  My  charges  come  from  the  out- 
raged citizenry  out  there,  who  seek  some 
redress  from  this  tyrant. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  will 
state  that  that  will  be  up  to  the  committee 
to  decide  what  action  they  will  take  in  ref- 
erence to  witnesses  after  they  hear  from 
Coun.  Ward.  There  appears  to  be  a  move- 
ment on  foot  looking  to  a  general  investiga- 
tion of  this  entire  probation  system  in  Suffolk 
County,     and     that    matter    will     probably     be 
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taken  up  at  the  same  time.  There  are  other 
districts  that  they  say  are  just  as  bad.  Of 
course,  we  have  to  proceed  very  slowly  and 
cautiously.  I  think  the  councilor  had  better 
not  bring  in  witnesses  until  the  committee 
decide  what   action  they  ought  to   adopt. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  might  add 
that  I  think  the  Charlestown  Court  may 
need  a  little  investigation.  I  am  in  favor 
of  anything  that  Mr  Ward  may  wish  to  do 
along  this  line,  but  I  will  simply  say  that 
there  are  other  districts  which  may  wish  to 
do  something  of  the  same  sort.  I  cannot  speak 
for  districts  outside  of  Charlestown — such 
as  South  Boston,  for  instance, — but  I  do 
think  that  we  need  to  have  the  searchlight 
turned  on  Charlestown.  I  will  willingly  ap- 
pear before  that  committee  and  present  my 
case  and  charges,  if  it  is  an  open  hearing 
and  all  the  courts  are  to  be  included.  I  think 
Coun.  Ward  might  get  somewhere  if  he  made 
this  general,  not  confining  it  to  the  Roxbury 
Court,  because  I  think  other  sections  of 
Boston  need  the  searchlight  turned  on,  also. 
I  am  speaking  for  Charlestown.  I  know  what 
is  going  on  over  there,  and  I  think  I  can 
enlighten   the   committee. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
I  could  very  well  delve  into  another  court, 
because  I  would  not  know  the  conditions. 
I  do  know  that  there  has  been  wrong  com- 
mitted in  the  Roxbury  Court.  I  do  not  like 
to  criticize  the  court,  but  am  simply  re- 
ferring to  the  probation  system  in  Roxbury. 
If  our  investigation  of  the  probation  system, 
however,  leads  to  an  investigation  of  the 
courts,  then  I  am  in  favor  of  an  investiga- 
tion  of  the   courts. 


RECESS.

ANNUAL   BUDGET. 

The  following  was  received : 

Message  op  the  Mayor  Recommending  Ap- 
propriations and  Tax  Orders  for  the 
Financial  Year.  1926. 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  15,  1926. 

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen. — I  submit  herewith  my  budget 
recommendations  for  the  fiscal  year  1926  in 
full  segregated  form,  in  substitution  for  the 
lump  sum  recommendations  submitted  on 
January  28,  1926. 

This  year  the  statutory  limit  for  general 
municipal  purposes  has  been  fixed  by  the 
Legislature  at  $14  per  $1,000.  The  amount 
that  can  be  raised  by  taxes  within  this  limit 
is  $24,933,236.52.  to  which  should  be  added 
the  estimated  income  of  $5,900,000,  making 
a  total  available  for  general  municipal  pur- 
poses of  $30,833,236.52,  and  I  recommend  ap- 
propriation  of  the  total  amount. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget 
as  here  submitted  for  wage  increases  affect- 
ing approximately  3,600  employees  and  cost- 
ing approximately  $300,000.  Approximately 
two  thirds  of  this  amount  has  been  used  to 
provide  a  fifty  cents  per  day  increase  in  the 
wage  of  the  labor  group  of  the  city.  This  in- 
crease will  establish  a  $5  per  day  wage  for 
city  laborers. 

Under  authority  of  chapter  320  of  the  Acts 
of  1889,  departments  may  spend,  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  budget,  ''one-third  the 
entire  amount  appropriated  for  the  depart- 
ment for  the  previous  year."  Due  to  the 
fact  that  "The  previous  year"  was  one  of 
eleven  months,  and  also  because  of  the  large 
expenditures  occasioned  by  the  severe  storms 
of  February,  several  departments  are  close  to 
the  time  when  the  expenditures  permitted  by 
law  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  budget  will 
be  exhausted.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that 
the  budget  receive  early  consideration  by 
your  honorable  body,  and  I  respectfully  rec- 
ommend its  adoption.

for  the  several  departments  and  for  the  ob- 
jects and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenss,  and  the  payment 
to  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition 
or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest 
and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for 
water  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of 
said  works   and   any   excess   over   income   from 


taxes ;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income 
and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes  ;  and 
the  appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met  by 
the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  ex- 
cess over  income  from  taxes ;  that  the  other 
appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met 
out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
at     the     close     of     businss     on     December     31, 

1925,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan 
or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropria- 
tion, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1926,  and  taxes  to  the 
amount  of  $35,571,497.43  and  that  said  amount 
be  rasied  by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates 
in  the  City  of  Boston.

Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  September,  1926;  that  in- 
terest shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remain-

1926,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the  General  Laws, 
until  paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed  upon

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  transmit  four  orders 
for  the  release  of  easements  for  sewerage 
work  which  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
having  charge  of  the  lands  covered  by  said 
easements,  is  of  opinion  are  no  longer  needed 
for  public  purposes.  The  easements  to  be 
released  are  as  follows : 

1.  An  easement  taken  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners,  approved  by  the 
Mayor  on  October  19,  1915,  in  land  owned  by 
the  Diamond  Link  Fence  Company,  located 
between  Mildred  avenue,  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  land  of  the 
City  of   Boston,   Norfolk  Street  Playground. 

2.  An  easement  taken  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  approved  by 
the  Mayor  on  September  13,  1922,  in  land 
owned  by  the  Sarah  H.  Stratton  heirs,  located 
off  Albany  street  (Oswego  street  overflow), 
Boston   proper. 

3.  An  easement  taken  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners,  approved  by  the 
Mayor  August  31,  1925,  in  land  of  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  Company  (New  York  Cen- 
tral &  Hudson  Railroad  Company,  fcssee), 
located  on  Everett  and  Lincoln  streets,  Brigh- 
ton.

and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated.

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  all  taxes  as- 
sessed for  meeting  the  city's  proportion  of 
the  state  tax  for  the  year  1926,  or  for  any 
other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, be  due  and  payable  on  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  September,  1926 ;  that  interest 
shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid 
after  the  second  day  of  October,  1926,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid, 
except  the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of 
national  banks,  which  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from  the 
fifteenth  day  of  September,  1926,  until  paid ; 
and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  become 
due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of 
such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation 
for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased 
by  additional  appropriations  or  transfers  law- 
fully made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by 
any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or 
items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules 
hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount 
set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific 
purposes  or  item ;  and  except  as  aforesaid, 
no  salary  or  wages  shall  be  paid  in  excess 
of  the  rate  specified  in  said  tables  and  sched- 
ules.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  have 
recorded  my  dissent  to  the  report  as  submitted 
by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and 
perhaps  it  is  fitting  that  I  should  give  my 
reasons  for  so  doing. 

I  have  dissented  from  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  not  so  much 
because  I  have  any  very  definite  ideas  or 
criticisms  as  to  any  particular  items  but 
rather  because  the  work  of  the  committee  has 
been  done  in  such  a  way  as  to  make,  it 
impossible  for  any  man  in  the  time  that  has 
been  available  to  arrive  at  a  sound  and  well 
grounded  opinion.  The  budget  sheets  were 
available  for  the  first  time  to  me  on  Thursday 
morning.  Four  of  the  committee  met  that 
morning  for  one  hour  and  a  half.  The  com- 
mittee met  again  on  Friday  morning  for 
two  hours  and  a  half,  and  in  the  afternoon 
heard  a  few  department  heads  at  ten  or 
fifteen  minute  intervals.  One  more  session 
this  morning  completed  the  work  of  this 
committee  in  considering  a  budget  of 
$44  000,000  which  will  involve  an  increase  in 
the  tax  rate  of  between  $4  and  $5.  And  I 
am  told  that  that  is  consideration  enough, — 
that  the  dirty  of  the  City  Council  has  been 
satisfied.  Let  me  read  you  from  the  City 
Charter.     Section  3  reads  : 

"All  appropriations  .  .  .  shall  originate 
with  the  Mayor  who  within  thirty  days  after 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  shall 
.submit  to  the  City   Council  the  annual  budget 

.  .  .  and  may  submit  thereafter  sup- 
plementary   budgets    until    such    time    as    the 
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tax  rate  for  the  year  shall  have  been  fixed. 
The  City  Council  may  reduce  or  reject  any 
item,  but  without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the  total 
of  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item .  thereto,  nor 
shall   it  originate   a   budget." 

In  these  words,  Mr.  President,  are  found 
the  principal  power  and  the  most  important 
duty  of  the  Council.  If  these  words  are 
disregarded  and  the  Council  does  not  fulfill 
its  duty  its  usefulness  is  gone, — it  has  no 
other  real  excuse  for  existence.  I  quote  from 
a  report  of  the  Boston  Charter  Revision  Com- 
mission of  1924  as  to  the  functions  of  the 
Council,   House  Document  No.   1220  of  1924  : 

"It  is  necessary  at  the  outset  to  have  a 
clear  conception  of  what  are  the  functions  of 
the  Council  under  the  present  charter.  The 
chief  functions  appear  to  be  the  approval  of 
the  budget  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
the  consideration  of  loans.  The  Council  like- 
wise has  the  power  to  pass  ordinances  but 
there  have  been  comparatively  few  ordinances 
passed  in  any  one  year.  There  are  also  minor 
matters  with  which  the  Council  deals.  It  is 
clear  therefore  that  the  important  function  of 
the  Council  is  to  deal  with  the  people's  money, 
both  in  the  present,  so  far  as  the  budget  is 
concerned,  and  for  the  future,  so  far  as  loans 
are  concerned.  This  is  a  very  important  func- 
tion and  it  is  surprising  that  the  importance 
of  the  position  of  councilman  is  not  more 
widely  recognized.  There  is  nothing  more  im- 
portant in  governmental  matters  than  the 
control  of  the  purse  strings.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  at  the  present  time  when  the 
burden  of  government  taxation  is  very  heavy, 
particularly  upon  the  poorer  classes  in  the 
community  upon  whom  eventually  the  burden 
chiefly  falls.  As  the  capital  city  of  New  Eng- 
land, at  a  time  when  New  England  must  fight 
economically  to  the  utmost,  Boston  ought  to 
have  the  best  managed  finances  possible  and 
the  best  qualified  citizens  ought  to  be  called 
upon  to  serve  in  the  control  of  them.  We 
may  remark  parenthetically  that  the  position 
might  be  made  much  more  attractive  if  there 
were  not  involved  such  a  great  waste  of  time 
on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  We 
think  well  of  the  suggestion  that  was  made 
to  the  commission  that  after  the  budget  had 
been  cared  for  there  was  no  need  for  regular 
meetings  of  the  Council  but  the  Council  might 
be  called  together  either  by  its  presiding  of- 
ficer, by  a  certain  number  of  the  Council  or 
by  the  Mayor,  when  the  question  of  loans  or 
other  matters  must  come  up." 

And  briefly  from  ex-Mayor  Matthews  on 
Municipal  Charters : 

"The  criticism  sometimes  heard  that  the 
responsible  executive  type  of  charter  (like 
Boston's)  leaves  too  little  for  the  City  Council 
to  do  is  in  my  opinion  entirely  unfounded. 
The  matters  on  which  the  City  Council  has 
jurisdiction  are  the  most  important  of  all, 
and  are  sufficient  in  number  and  difficult  to 
occupy  all  the  time  and  attention  which  its 
members  can  be  expected  to  devote  to  munici- 
pal affairs." 

And  then .  he  refers  by  footnote  to  the 
section  of  the  charter  dealing  with  appropria- 
tions. I  cannot  be  persuaded  or  convinced 
that  this  body  has  done  its  full  duty  for  the 
year  in  a  few  hours  or  that  we  have  played 
fair  with  the  people  who  sent  us  here  to  look 
after  their  interests.  I  am  told,  Mr.  President, 
that  it  would  take  a  month  or  more  to  go 
into  this  budget  the  way  it  should  be  gone 
into.  What  of  it  ?  That  is  what  we  are  here 
for.  I  became  interested  to  see  if  the  position 
I  was  taking  was  unreasonable  and  I  looked 
back  a  few  years  to  see  what  other  councils 
had  done.  I  happened  to  look  at  the  years 
1915  and  1916,  and  I  found  that  in  1915 
the  budget  was  referred  to  the  Council  on 
March  1.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations 
sat  continuously  from  that  time  until  April 
20,  a  period  of  nine  weeks,  gentlemen,  in  after- 
noon and  evening  sessions  and  then  submitted 


an    amended    budget    showing    a    reduction    of 
over  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  on   a  total 
of    about    $21.000,000 — equivalent    to    one    half 
a  million  on  the  present  budget.     In   1916  the 
Mayor's    budget    was    submitted    on    February 
28,  1916.     Again  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions met  continuously  from  March  7  until  May 
17,  a  period  of  ten  weeks  and  then  passed  an 
amended    appropriation  bill   showing   a   saving 
of    about    $500,000    on    a    total    of    $22,368,000, 
or    almost    a    million    dollars    on    the    present 
budget.      That,     gentlemen,    was    work    worth 
while.        During     those      sessions     they     went 
through  the  budget  item  by  item,  having  each 
department  head  before  them,   a   day  or  more 
at   a   time  and   assembling   their   data   and   in- 
formation  from  every   possible   source.     I   find 
it  hard  to  believe  that  this  present   Council  is 
so    superior    in    intelligence    and    ability    as    to 
be  able  to  found  a  real  judgment  on  the  work 
of    as    many    hours    as    that    committee   spent 
weeks.       Now,     Mr.     President,     we     are    told 
that    there    is    great    urgency,    that    owing    to 
the  fact  that   in   any   year  a   department   can- 
not spend  without  appropriation  more  than  one 
third    its    expenditures    of   the    previous    year, 
and   owing  further  to  the  fact   that  last   year 
was  an  eleven-months'  year  and  that  due  to  a 
change   in   the   fiscal   year   we   are   one   month 
behind,   therefore,   we   should  pass   this   budget 
without    further    investigation.      I    appreciate 
the  urgency   of   the    situation    and   the   weight 
of  this  argument  but  I  do  not  think  it  sufficient 
to  outweigh  the  duty  incumbent  upon  us  under 
the  charter.     This  situation  has  arisen  before. 
In  both   1915  and   1916  I   find  that  certain  de- 
partments actually  expended  up  to  their  limit 
before  action  was  taken  and  then   the   Council 
passed     appropriations     for     those     particular 
departments   several    weeks    before   they    acted 
upon   the   completed  budget.     I   see   no   reason 
why  the  same  thing  cannot  be  done  this  year. 
If  we  are  told  what  departments  are  running 
short,   why   we   can   act   on   those   departments 
first.     One  third  of  eleven  months  is  3§  months. 
That   would  give  us   until  the   15th  or  20th  of 
April  in  which  to  complete  our  work.     Again, 
Mr.   President,  I  am  told  that  because  there  is 
a    Budget    Commissioner,    and    because   he   has 
been     in     conference    with     department    heads 
for     several     months     on     their     estimates     of 
expenditures,   therefore  there   is   no  use   in   our 
deliberating  any  further  and  we  should  accept 
the  budget  as  submitted.     I  do  not  understand 
that  in  establishing  the  Budget  Department  by 
ordinance,  the  City  Council  intended  to  trans- 
fer   all   its    powers    and   duties    to   the    Budget 
Commissioner.     Nor  could  it  do  so  if  it  wanted 
to,  for  the  charter  is  supreme  and  the  charter 
places    upon    the    City    Council    the    duty    of 
considering  the  appropriation  and  of  reducing 
or    rejecting   any    item.      That   is    a   duty   that 
cannot      be   delegated.      I    will   say   once    more 
that   I    have   no   doubt   that   the   Budget    Com- 
missioner   has    done    his    work    conscientiously 
and    thoroughly ;    but   I    do    not   think    that   is 
reason  enough   for  surrendering  our  independ- 
ent  judgment.      I   repeat   that   I    am    not    pre- 
pared  nor   am   I   ashamed   to  admit   that   I   do 
not  feel  competent  with  my  limited  knowledge 
and   slight   opportunity  for   study   of  this  bud- 
get to  give  an   intelligent  vote  today.     It  may 
well    be,    and    I    hope    it    may   be   so,    that   no 
amount  of  study  can  lop   any  substantial  sum 
from  this  budget ;  but  I  am  from  Missouri ;  I 
want   to   be   shown  ;   and   I   feel  that   this   new 
Council   now  on   trial   will   make   a   great  mis- 
take   if    it    sets    a    precedent    of    passing    this 
budget    after    two    or    three   days'    hasty    con- 
sideration.    I   therefore   move   that   the   budget 
be     recommitted    to     the     Committee     on     Ap- 
propriations for  further  and  adequate  study. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  annual 
budget  was  submitted  to  the  Council  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  on  Monday  last  and  on  that 
day  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions with  an  earnest  request  for  early  con- 
sideration in  view  of  the  financial  situation 
in  various  of  the  city  departments.  Your  com- 
mitttee    considered    the    budget,    in    detail,    by 
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departments,  a  good  part  of  Thursday,  all  of 
Friday,  and  all  this  morning.  Specific  and 
individual  notices  of  our  meetings,  and  in- 
vitations to  attend  were  sent  out,  not  only 
to  the  seven  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  but  also  to  each  one  of  the 
twenty-two  members  of  the  City  Council. 
Resides  the  committee  membership,  a  great 
majority  of  the  City  Council  membership  has 
been  in  constant  attendance.  For  the  benefit 
of  the  few  members  of  the  Council  who  have 
been  unable  to  attend  our  meetings  let  me 
say  that  the  Budget  Commissioner,  Mr.  Fox, 
sat  with  your  committee  during  the  whole  of 
every  session,  having  available  for  purposes 
of  accurate  comparison  the  detailed  expendi- 
tures of  each  and  every  city  department  for 
1923,  for  1924  and  for  1925,  also  the  detailed 
amounts  this  year  requested  by  each  depart- 
ment, and,  finally,  the  amount  in  each  case 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  this  Council  in  his 
budget.  I  sat  with  the  gentleman  who  has 
just  spoken  but  confess  I  am  unable  to  agree 
with  him  that  the  amount  of  this  year's  bud- 
get was  reached  by  adding  one  eleventh  to 
each  department  The  following  twenty-two 
heads  of  city  departments,  or  representatives 
of  departments,  appeared  in  person  before 
your  committee :  Mr.  Kelley  of  the  Assessing 
Department ;  Mr.  Casey  of  the  City  Docu- 
ments ;  Miss  Herlihy  of  the  City  Planning 
Board ;  Mr.  McMorrow,  Collecting  Depart- 
ment ;  Mr.  Burlen,  Election  Department ; 
Messrs.  Sullivan,  Murphy  and  Burke,  Fire  and 
Wire  Departments ;  Commissioner  Wilson  of 
the  Police  Department ;  Messrs.  Daly  and  Mc- 
Carthy, Public  Welfare  Department ;  Messrs. 
Sullivan,  Atwood  and  Kelly,  Public  Works 
Department ;  General  Dunn,  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department ;  Mr.  Hurley,  Street  Laying-Out 
Department,  and  Mr.  Sweeney,  Weights  and 
Measures  Department,  and  also  Mr.  Lyons, 
representing"  the  City  Law  Department.  The 
chief  difficulty  experienced  was  with  the  ex- 
penditures necessitated  by  the  proposed  ad- 
dition of  300  men  to  the  police  force.  Police 
Commissioner  Wilson  appeared  in  person  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  He 
reported  that  urgent  requests  from  the  captains 
of  the  various  stations  showed  a  real  need 
for  528  additional  officers.  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  on  request  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
assented  to  an  increase  of  300  men  during 
1926,  the  first  fifty  men  April  30,  and  batches 
of  fifty  men,  each  forty-five  days  thereafter. 
The  full  increase  will  not  be  effective  there- 
fore until  the  26th  of  next  November.  While 
it  is  all  well  and  good  to  insist  on  economy 
in  the  administration  of  our  city  finances, 
the  majority  of  your  committee  feels  that  a 
refusal  to  increase  our  police  force  at  this 
time  would  be  like  a  bank  initiating  a  cam- 
paign of  economy  by  discharging  the  night 
watchmen.  There  is  such  a  thing  as  economy, 
and  such  a  thing  as  efficiency,  and  the  pro- 
tection of  our  persons  and  property.  We 
talk  of  a  crime  wave.  It  isn't  a  wave.  The 
tide  has  come  in,  whether  an  aftermath  of 
the  war,  or  as  a  result  of  prohibition,  or 
because  of  the  facilities  offered  criminals  by 
use  of  the  automobile, — or  it  may  be  due  to 
a  variety  of  causes.  The  outlying  districts 
of  this  city  are  not  adequately  protected.  It 
was  a  pledge  of  the  present  Mayor  that  he 
would  favor  a  substantial  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  men  on  the  police  force.  I  personally 
made  the  same  pledge  in  Dorchester.  Unless 
I  am  mistaken,  nine  tenths  of  the  councilors 
from  the  outlying  wards  made  the  same 
pledge.  A  majority  of  your  committee  be- 
lieves that  our  present  Police  Department  is 
a  credit  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  when 
the  duly  constituted  head  of  the  Police  De- 
partment tells  us  he  needs  over  five  hundred 
new  men  and  must  have  300,  a  majority  of 
our  committee  concurs  in  the  wisdom  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  assenting  to  that  number. 
To  be  sure  a  substantial  number  of  officers 
will  be  used  in  traffic  work  but  statistics 
show  that  the  number  of  registered  motor 
vehicles    in    the    Commonwealth    had    increased 


from  247,143  in  1919  to  764,338  in  1925,— an 
increase  of  517,000  cars,  and  a  great  per- 
centage of  them  in  metropolitan  Boston.  In 
the  same  period  of  time  our  police  force  in 
the  seven  years  since  the  strike  shows  an 
increase  of  only  150  men.  Your  committee 
almost  unanimously  feels  that  the  entire  bud- 
get, particularly  in  comparison  with  the 
action  of  some  city  councils  in  recent  years, 
has  received  earnest,  full  and  fair  considera- 
tion. I  believe  every  member  of  the  com- 
mittee had  hoped  we  mightt  succeed  in  par- 
ing down  estimates,  thereby  reducing  the 
proposed  necessary  increase  in  taxes  this 
year,  but  the  great  majority  of  the  commit- 
tee is  constrained  to  agree  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  that  the  efficient  and  businesslike 
management  of  the  affairs  of  our  city  re- 
quires a  budget  of  substantially  this  size, — 
at  least  for  1926.  We  have  made  only  three 
reductions  totalling  $11,000.  So  far  as  the 
proposed  increase  in  the  Police  Department 
is  concerned,  a  majority  of  the  committee  re- 
ports favorably.  In  addition  we  are  advised 
by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  under  Acts 
of  1906,  chapter  291,  sections  8  and  11,  the 
real  authority  for  any  increase  is  in  concur- 
rent action  by  the  Police  Commissioner  and 
the  Mayor  only.  Your  committee  therefore 
reports  on  the  budget,  "Ought  to  Pass,"  with 
the  three  amendments  made. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  go 
on  record  as  heartily  in  accord  with  what 
Coun.  Parkman  has  said  in  justice  to  the 
public.  Mr.  Parkman  is  a  lawyer  by  profes- 
sion, and  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  is  also  a  lawyer  by  profes- 
sion, and  I  believe  neither  of  them  in  a 
case  involving  $43,000,000  would  be  prepared 
to  act  definitely  in  a  matter  in  which  they 
were  brought  professionally  on  such  short 
notice  as  has  been  given  in  the  case  of  this 
$43,000,000  budget  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  has  outlined 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Boston  City 
Council.  They  are  simple  enough,  as  has 
been  pointed  out  by  my  colleague,  Mr.  Park- 
man,  and  in  some  instances  they  amount 
only  to  saying  in  a  loud  voice,  "I  do  not 
agree !"  I  refer  specifically  to  the  budget  of 
the  County  of  Suffolk  as  such,  and  of  the 
Police  Department.  In  those  instances  we 
are  informed  that  the  County  of  Suffolk  and 
the  Police  Department  will  get  the  money 
as  set  forth  on  their  budgets  by  passing  in 
warrants  to  the  County  Treasurer's  office, 
whether  we  approve  the  budget  or  not.  That 
means  just  one  thing,  that  the  only  function 
the  Boston  City  Council  has  in  regard  to 
the  County  of  Suffolk  is  to  say,  "I  approve," 
or  "I  don't  approve."  But  simply  because 
they  are  going  to  get  the  money  they  ask 
for  does  not  mean  that  either  the  Commit- 
tee on  Appropriations  or  the  Boston  City 
Council  as  such  should  sign  on  the  dotted  line 
with  a  rubber  stamp  and  say,  "I  approve." 
The  Committee  on  Appropriations  should  not 
say  that  they  approve  of  the  budget  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk  even  though  they  know  that 
the  withholding  of  their  approval  will  not 
prevent  the  money  being  spent.  They  should 
examine  the  budget  of  the  County  of  Suffolk 
with  as  much  sincerity  as  the  budget  of  any 
other  department  in  which  they  can  cut  down 
in  the  amount  of  money  to  be  spent.  I 
know  from  my  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  the 
attitude  that  was  taken  in  respect  to  the 
estimates  on  departments,  that  "If  they  are 
going  to  get  the  money,  any  way,  we  might 
as  well  approve  it."  The  only  function  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  with  reference  to  the 
department  is  to  say  whether  they  approve 
or  disapprove,  and  if  they  do  disapprove  they 
should  do  so  with  some  basis  of  sincerity, 
after  having  gone  through  the  budget  in- 
telligently. It  may  be  entirely  true  that  the 
withholding  of  their  approval  amounts  to 
nothing  in  the  long  run  but  it  does  indicate 
that  the  committee  is  doing  its  duty,  is  ex- 
amining   into    the    matter,    and    is    saying    to 
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the  people  who  put  them  in  office,  with  ref- 
erence to  certain  departments,  "We  don't  ap- 
prove, regardless  of  whether  they  are  going 
to  get  the  money  out  of  the  treasury  or  not." 
That  should  be  the  attitude  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil if  approval  is  withheld.  I  think  Mr. 
Parkman  is  right  in  saying  that  no  body  of 
men  can  be  expected  to  spend  intelligently 
$43,000,000  of  the  people's  money  after  con- 
sidering the  various  items  going  into  that 
$43,000,000  with  merely  the  few  hours  of 
deliberation  that  have  been  given  to  this  bud- 
get. Of  course,  if  it  may  be  said  with  fair- 
ness that  every  opportunity  was  given  to  ex- 
amine the  heads  of  departments.  I  grant 
that ;  but  I  say  that  nobody  can  be  prepared 
to  cross-examine  an  adverse  witness  on  a 
matter  involving  $43,000,000  and  accomplish 
anything  on  such  short  notice  as  that.  At 
the  meeting  this  morning  I  questioned  two 
department  heads  somewhat  along  this  line. 
I  said  to  them  "Let  us  assume  for  a  moment 
that  your  department  is  to  be  reduced  10 
per  cent,  where  would  you  suggest  that  that 
10  per  cent  be  taken  off?  Where,  if  taken 
off,  would  it  do  your  department  the  least 
damage  ?  Neither  of  those  department  heads 
was  willing  to  answer  the  question.  They  both 
ducked  it,  and  every  department  head  that 
appeared  before  that  committee  was  in  the 
same  frame  of  mind.  They  were  there  to 
defend  their  estimate  and  to  get  that  money. 
Now,  in  order  to  hope  to  make  any  cut  in 
that  budget  you  have  to  go  at  the  depart- 
ment heads  as  though  they  were  adverse  wit- 
nesses and  give  them  a  grilling  cross  examina- 
tion on  the  items  in  their  estimate,  and  it 
cannot  be  done  on  $43,000,000  in  two  and  one- 
half  days,  a  day  and  a  half  of  which  is 
given  to  preparation  for  the  cross  examina- 
tion. I  am  heartily  in  accord  with  Mr.  Park- 
man    in   his   attitude. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Parkman's 
motion  to  recommit  to  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
listened  with  considerable  interest  to  the  dis- 
cussion that  has  gone  on  upon  this  question, 
and  I  believe  that  the  sound  sense  expounded 
by  Coun.  Parkman  and  Coun.  Guild  is  cer- 
tainly something  to  be  seriously  weighed  in 
this  body.  I  am  surprised  today  that  there 
has  been  a  violation  of  trust  with  this  Coun- 
cil because  it  is  my  impression,  and  I  think 
most  of  the  members  had  the  same  impres- 
sion, that  this  Committee  on  Appropriations 
would  submit  the  budget  today  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  before  it  came  to  this  body, 
and  certain  agreements  were  made  in  this 
Council  to  that  effect,  among  gentlemen. 
What  do  we  find  as  practically  the  first  thing 
on  our  program  of  business  this  afternoon  ? 
A  budget  of  $43,000,000  thrown  into  the  body 
for  immediate  passage.  I  have  listened,  of 
course,  to  the  various  departments.  The 
member  on  my  right  (Coun.  Wilson)  has  re- 
ferred to  pledges  in  his  district  as  to  tak- 
ing action  seeing  to  increase  of  the  police 
force,  but  before  he  presses  that  argument 
I  would  ask  him  if  he  made  any  pledge  to 
his  constituency  that  he  would  raise  the 
taxes  $5  per  thousand  in  the  next  year?  I 
think  if  he  did  a  different  story  would  have 
been  told  before  this  body  today.  I  don't 
think  the  people  of  Boston  appreciate  yet 
the  fact  that  we  are  going  to  have  a  $5  in- 
crease on  their  bills  next  September.  I  don't 
believe  they  will  appreciate  that,  something 
that  hits  their  pocketbook  in  any  such  way, 
but  that  we  will  find  them  hollering  "mur- 
der" in  every  section  of  Boston.  Rents  are 
as  high  today  as  the  working  people  and 
the  average  citizens  can  stand,  and  yet  we 
find  such  a  thing  as  this  proposed  increase 
in  the  tax  rate  being  used  as  an  excuse  by 
landlords  to  foist  further  increases  of  rents 
upon  their  tenants.  An  instance  occurred 
in  my  section  on  the  day  when  the  Mayor's 
inaugural  address  was  delivered,  declaring  that 
there  would  probably  be  a  $5  increase  in  the 
tax   rate.     A   landlord    met  one   of  his   tenants 


in  the  cellar,  and  he  said,  "We  are  going 
to  have  a  $5  increase  in  taxes,  and  conse- 
quently that  will  mean  that  I  will  have  to 
raise  your  rent  to  'make  up  the  difference 
in  my  tax  bill."  The  tenant  said,  "You  will 
never  raise  my  rent  any  more.  I  am  pay- 
ing you  all  I  can  possibly  stand  now."  There 
was  then  in  that  cellar  a  riot  of  considerable 
proportions  so  that  they  had  to  call  on  the 
police  to  restore  order  between  the  tenant 
and  the  landlord.  Are  we  representing  in 
this  body  the  working  people,  the  rent  pay- 
ers, as  well  as  the  landlord,  or  are  we  going 
to  have  the  same  situation  existing  here  that 
exists  in  the  nation  and  state,  where  one 
party  represents  the  wealth  of  the  country, 
those  possessed  of  the  world's  goods,  and  the 
other  party  represents  the  poor  working  peo- 
ple, the  class  not  so  well  to  do?  I  protest 
against  this  increase,  and  I  say  here  and  now 
that  it  is  unwarranted.  A  comparison  of 
this  year's  budget  with  that  of  last  year,  of 
course,  would  not  be  fair.  Last  year  was 
an  eleven  month's  year.  We  must  go  back 
to  1924.  Under  a  gang  administration,  un- 
der a  gang  Council,  so-called,  and  a  gang 
Mayor — not  a  highbrow  Mayor  or  a  so-called 
highbrow  Council  as  we  have  now  (laughter) 
— in  1924,  Mr.  President,  the  gang  outfit  raised 
9,200  employees,  under  a  tax  rate  of  $26.70. 
bringing  the  budget  up  to  $26,000,000.  Three 
thousand  laborers,  janitors  and  teamsters  got 
half  a  dollar  apiece;  1,000  mechanics  got 
a  half  dollar  raise ;  1,729  patrolmen  got  a 
$200  raise;  1,103  firemen  got  a  $100  raise 
that  year  and  $100  the  next  year.  There 
were  slight  raises  for  hospital  employees, 
nurses,  clerks,  library  employees,  but  all  of 
this  was  done  under  a  tax  rate  of  $26.70. 
Let  us  make  a  comparison,  briefly.  I  thought 
this  matter  was  to  come  before  the  Execu- 
tive Committe  today,  and  that  we  could  have 
a  chance  to  thresh  it  out,  all  of  us,  instead 
of  its  being  railroaded  through,  as  is  being 
done  now.  Taking  the  basis  of  1924,  the 
Assessing  Department  has  been  increased 
$20,000;  the  Auditing  Department,  $2,000; 
the  Boston  Sanatorium,  $70,000 ;  the  Budget 
Department,  $3,000  ;  the  Appeal  Board,  $5,000  ; 
the  City  Clerk's  office,  $5,000;  City  Docu- 
ments, $2,000 ;  the  Fire  Department,  $500,- 
000;  the  Wire  Division,  $12,000;  the  Health 
Department,  $300,000 ;  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment, $300,000 ;  the  Institutions,  Almshouse, 
$91,000;  the  "Hibbard,"  $4,000;  the  Law  De- 
partment, $9,000 ;  the  Library  Department, 
$200,000;  the  Park  Department,  $70,000. 
Those  are  the  big  jumps,  and  that  is  as 
far  as  I  have  gone  in  my  brief  synopsis  of 
the  situation.  That  alone  represents  increases 
of  about  $1,700,000.  I  would  like  to  know 
what  the  increases  are  for,  where  they  are 
going,  why  they  are  needed  ?  I  appreciate 
the  fact  that  the  situation  is  unusual,  that 
in  these  different  departments  new  men  have 
gone  in,  men  who  have  just  been  confirmed 
by  the  Civil  Service,  and  possibly  they  are  not 
conversant  with  every  nook  and  corner  of  the 
business.  So  it  will  be  hard  to  find  out  from 
them  what  happened.  That  will  have  left 
for  the  city  outside  of  the  debt-incurring 
power,  $5,000,000;  $1,000,000  of  that  has  gone 
for  streets,  $1,000,000  for  sewers,  $80,000  for 
the  police  headquarters  that  somebody  left 
undone,  not  knowing  enough  to  finish  the 
floor,  and  so  on.  There  is  about  $3,000,000 
left  in  the  debt-incurring  power  for  this  body 
to  consider.  I  can  show  right  now  over  $1,- 
700,000  increase  in  the  budget.  If  we  slash 
that  down,  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the 
people  "who  pay  the  bills  and  whom  we  rep- 
resent here,  safeguarding  the  interest  of  the 
taxpayers  in  our  local  wards,  I  think  we  can 
get  along  with  a  tax  rate  that  will  certainly 
not  run  up  to  $32.  A  $32  tax  rate  is  going 
to  mean  that  they  are  going  to  shout  "mur- 
der" in  every  section  of  Boston.  I  certainly 
favor  and  will  second  or  third  the  motion 
of  Coun.  Parkman  to  recommit  this  budget. 
I  am  going  to  make  an  amendment,  that  it 
be   referred   to   the   Executive   Committee,   with 
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all  due  respect  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations,  Mr.   President. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Gilbody's  amend- 
ment to  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  if  I  were 
going  to  make  any  extended  remarks  I  would 
simply  cover  what  Coun.  Wilson  has  stated 
here  this  afternoon.  As  far  as  the  highbrow 
element  of  the  Council  is  concerned,  when 
Coun.  Guild  states  that  he  thinks  the  money 
can  be  cut  down  and  a  large  amount  can  be 
saved,  I  believe  the  only  people  who  would 
be  injured  by  that  sort  of  thing  would  be 
the  city  employees  who  are  in  for  a  50-cent 
increase.  In  regard  to  holding  up  the  budget, 
it  appears  to  me  that  the  only  object  of  some 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  who  wish  that 
action  taken  is  to  cut  out  that  50-cent  in- 
crease.    I  believe  the  budget  should   pass. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  speaker  who  just  took  his  seat  handled 
the  situation  a  lot  more  cleverly  than  any 
other  speaker  who  has  addressed  the  body 
this  afternoon.  I  say  this  to  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  I  say  it  to  all  of  the  talkers  in 
this  body  against  the  budget,  that  if  we  were 
to  go  downstairs  to  the  Mayor's  office  and 
make  the  suggestion  that  there  be  a  sub- 
stantial cut  in  the  budget,  and  ask  him  where 
that  cut  would  be  felt,  we  would  be  told 
that  it  would  mean  a  wholesale  discharge  of 
city  employees,  and  that  when  the  matter 
then  came  back  on  this  floor  not  more  than 
two  members  of  the  body  would  be  opposed 
to  the  budget.  This  is  serious  business.  We 
have  a  Budget  Commissioner  and  if  he  is 
an  honest  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  he 
is  expected  to  render,  as  I  believe  he  has 
rendered,  proper  and  valuable  service.  If  he 
is  not  honest,  not  competent,  he  should  be 
discharged.  I  believe  every  member  without 
exception  has  absolute  confidence  in  our  Bud- 
get Commissioner.  For  three  long  months 
he  has  spent  his  days  and  nights  on  the  bud- 
get, in  the  protection  of  the  city's  interest. 
The  gentleman  who  sits  in  the  corner,  as 
Mayor  of  our  city,  is  the  only  person  in  Bos- 
ton who  is  directly  responsible  for  the  tax 
rate,  and  he  knows  better  than  anybody  else 
what  that  responsibility  amounts  to.  We  know 
that  for  two  months  the  Finance  Commission 
have  had  most  of  these  reports  that  have  been 
denied  to  the  Council,  and  with  one  exception 
have  not  submitted  a  report  of  theirs  to  a 
single  member  of  the  body.  They  must  have 
an  excuse,  of  course,  for  collecting  $50,000  a 
-  year  from  the  City  of  Boston,  and  so,  after 
two  months  of  the  most  minute  study  they 
come  down  here  as  an  apology  for  their  ex- 
istence and  give  their  report  to  one  member 
of  our  body.  I  say  this  to  you,  that  there 
is  no  suggestion  that  can  be  made  in  the 
line  of  a  cut  in  this  budget  unless  they  bring 
forward  the  places  where  the  cuts  can  be 
made.  It  is  an  easy  matter,  sir,  to  stand 
on  the  floor  of  this  body  and  say,  "Cut  down 
the  budget,"  because  we  want  to  keep  down 
the  tax  rate.  But  after  four  days  of  study 
on  a  $43,000,000  budget  your  committee,  of 
which  the  gentleman  on  the  left  is  a  mem- 
ber, cut  that  $43,000,000  $11,000.  So  I  say 
to  you,  sir,  if  there  is  something  wrong  with 
the  size  of  this  budget,  show  specifically  where 
it  is.  It  is  an  easy  thing  to  complain,  it 
is  an  easy  thing  to  criticize,  but  where  can 
you  make  a  cut  beyond  that  $11,000  in  a 
$43,000,000  budget  that  will  substantially  re- 
duce your  tax  rate.  It  is  all  poppycock  for 
men  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  city  stand- 
ing here  and  telling  us  what  should  be  done, 
without  pointing  out  how  it  can  be  done. 
Everyone  of  the  twenty-two  men  is  honest 
and  desires  to  do  what  is  for  the  interest 
of  our  city  and  if  there  is  a  way  to  cut  the 
budget  without  serious  injury,  I,  for  one, 
would  certainly  like  to  know  it,  because  the 
tax  rate  affects  my  district  and  my  ward  the 
same  as  it  does  the  ward  and  district  of  any 
member  of  the  Council.  So  far  as  the  300 
extra  policemen  are  concerned,  you  were  in 
the   committee,  sir,   this   morning,    when   I   sat 


there,  only  one  man,  but  anxious  to  deter- 
mine what  our  rights  were,  and  moved  that 
we  send  for  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  get 
his  opinion  with  regard  to  our  rights  in  the 
matter.  The  Law  Department  sent  down  Mr. 
Lyons  who  is  as  well  qualified  to  tell  us 
what  our  rights  are  as  any  man  in  Boston, 
and  he  said,  "Gentlemen  of  the  committee, 
if  the  Police  Commissioner,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  asked  for  a  thousand  men,  you 
have  not  one  single  thing  to  say  about  it. 
You  will  grant  what  he  asks,  and  you  haven't 
one  word  to  say  about  ti."  Every  man  who 
sat  there  heard  Mr.  Lyons  say  that.  So  why 
try  to  take  here  an  absolutely  impossible 
attitude?  Some  time  ago  the  Supreme  Court, 
when  the  Station  2  site  was  before  the  Coun- 
cil, ruled  that  the  Council  must  vote  for  what 
the  commissioner  proposed  to  do  at  that  time 
or.  stand  in  contempt.  The  men  in  that  body 
were  as  courageous  as  the  men  in  this  body, 
but  not  one  of  that  body  went  against  the 
ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court.  We  have  ab- 
solutely nothing  to  say  in  the  matter.  If 
Commissioner  Wilson  wants  500  men,  he  will 
get  them,  and  we  will  pay  the  bill.  If  that 
situation  is  wrong,  the  fault  lies  with  the 
Legislature.  But  I  believe  no  member  of  this 
Council  is  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility 
in  a  matter  over  which  he  has  no  control. 
I  say,  if  you  want  to  cut  more  from  this 
budget  you  can  only  do  so  by  discharging 
by  wholesale  employees  of  this  city.  The 
corridors  and  lobbies  here  are  filled  with  men 
who  want  an  honest  opportunity  to  work, 
and  we  as  councilors  will  deny  it  to  them  if 
we  stand  in  the  way  of  the  Mayor's  desire, 
interpose  ourselves  as  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  Mayor  in  ad- 
ministering the  affairs  of  the  city,  something 
for  which  he  is  responsible.  I  say  to  you, 
sir,  that  unless  the  budget  passes  this  week, 
there  is  going  to  be  trouble  among  the  men 
working  for  the  city.  We  may  be  able  to 
get  along  for  awhile,  stalling,  but  we  will  be 
getting  into  difficulties  of  our  own  creation. 
I  trust  that  we  will  not  do  anything  that 
will  go  far  to  destroy  the  usefulness  of  the 
Council  when  we  are  starting  in  as  a  new 
body.  I  feel  that  we  will  make  a  very  serious 
mistake  if  we  do  not  treat  this  matter  se- 
riously, placing  the  responsibility  where  it 
belongs,  with  the  man  who  is  willing  to  as- 
sume it,   the  Mayor   of   the  city. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  Chairman,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  preparation  of  this  budget,  which 
began  the  first  of  November  last  year,  the 
various  heads  of  departments,  after  making 
a  study  of  their  requirements,  submitted  to 
the  Budget  Commissioner  their  requisition  for 
funds  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Budget  Com- 
missioner, in  conjunction  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  cut  off  from  those  requisitions  one  and 
one-half  millions  of  dollars  It  is  fair  to  as- 
sume that  the  department  heads  had  the  need 
of  their  various  departments  in  mind  at  the 
time  when  the  requests  were  made,  and  it  is 
reasonable  to  believe  that  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner and  the  Mayor,  with  the  interest  of 
the  city  at  heart,  had  their  duty  plainly  before 
their  eyes  when  they  made  the  reductions 
which  they  did  make.  In  addition  to  that, 
the  Finance  Commission  made  a  survey  and 
a  report  to  the  Legislative  Committee  in 
which  they  stated  that  the  Finance  Commission 
believes  that  the  budget  of  the  city  can  be 
reduced  by  $750,000.  The  Finance  Commission 
also  made  a  report  to.  the  Budget  Commissioner 
on  each  department.  That  information  has 
been  available  to  every  man  in  this  body 
since  approximately  the  first  day  of  January 
last,  and  I  say  that  no  councilor  should  come 
into  this  body  and  say  now  that  this  budget 
should  be  held  up,  because  he  has  not  made 
a  sufficient  study  of  it,  when  he  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  do  so,  if.  he  so  desired  for  a 
period  of  approximately  ninety  days,  in  ad- 
dition to  which  we  have  had  the  heads 
of  twenty-two  departments  before  the  commit- 
tee, where  nobody  was  denied  the  right  to  ask 
a   question   as   to   any  part   of   the  business   of 
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any  department.  Now,  what  have  we  got? 
We  have  a  new  Mayor  a  new  administra- 
tion. We  have  an  administration  differing 
from  the  one  of  last  year  and  the  year  before. 
We  have  an  administration,  just  coming  into 
office  and  taking  up  its  burdens,  figuring  out 
the  needs  of  the  city,  planning  out  the  work, 
trying  to  take  care  of  the  demands  of  the  pub- 
lic. On  a  day  like  this,  with  spring  here, 
we  find  members  of  this  Council  and  also 
citizens  of  the  city  wondering  how  long  be- 
fore our  parks  are  going  to  be  put  in  shape, 
wondering  when  the  requirements  of  our 
school  children  are  going  to  be  met,  and  we 
have,  as  has  been  stated  here,  men  in  the 
corridors,  unemployed,  wanting  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work.  We  find  that  the  Public 
Works  Department  and  other  city  depart- 
ments cannot  spend  any  additional  money 
until  such  time  as  they  know  the  amount 
they  are  to  be  allowed.  Taking  the  Hospital 
Department,  for  instance,  the  head  of  that 
department  told  us  this  morning  that  it 
was  overcrowded.  Patients  are  around  in 
the  corridors  on  cots,  and  they  continually 
have  to  plan  throughout  the  day  on  the  num- 
ber who  are  going  out,  so  that  they  can  pro- 
vide for  those  coming  in,  whom  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  take  care  of.  Yet  we  find 
indecision  and  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
some  to  delay  and  put  off  action  upon  this 
matter.  We  had  a  motion  introduced  in 
committee  to  that  effect,  asking  each  depart- 
ment to  furnish  information  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  city  employees  it  had  this  year,  the 
number  before,  the  number  the  year  before 
that,  and  so  on,  the  amount  of  increase  and 
for  what  purpose, — the  object  being  to  see 
whether  it  would  not  be  possible  to  cut 
down  the  amount  allowed  different  depart- 
ments. When  I  say  to  you  that  I  have 
spent  approximately  two  months  on  this  matter 
and  have  interviewed  a  great  majority  of  the 
heads  of  departments,  you  will  realize  that 
I  know  something  about  the  necessities  of  the 
case.  I  will  say  this  to  you,  gentlemen,  that 
85  per  cent  of  the  employees  of  this  city  today 
do  not  get  enough  money  to  meet  the  American 
standards  of  living.  There  are  undoubtedly 
some  whose  services  could  be  dispensed  with 
in  the  various  departments.  I  think  the  Mayor 
is  in  accord  with  that,  and  I  think  the  Finance 
Commission  and  you  gentlemen.  But  the 
question  is,  where  are  they?  What  are  their 
names  and  what  are  they  earning  ?  In  .order 
to  ascertain  that  it  would  be  necessary  for 
us  to  have  a  long  series  of  meetings,  with  the 
lapse  of  some  length  of  time,  to  get  the 
various  heads  of  departments  and  chief 
clerks  in  here,  and  find  out  what  particular 
amount  of  work  each  employee  does,  and 
whether  or  not,  by  simplyfying  and  weeding 
out,  if  the  departments  cannot  get  along  with 
a  lesser  number.  There  has  been  no  disposition, 
I  feel  quite  sure,  to  deny  to  any  man  the  op- 
portunity to  have  the  head  of  any  department 
furnish  any  reasonable  information.  But  I 
want  to  say  to  you  again  that  we  are  con- 
fronted with  a  peculiar  situation.  We  have 
a  new  Mayor,  a  new  administration,  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  work  out  plans  for  cer- 
tain kinds  of  work  in  the  various  departments. 
for  which  funds  must  be  appropriated.  I 
say  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  think  it 
would  be  folly  for  us  to  waste  any  further 
time  upon  any  line  of  inquiry  which  is  in  the 
nature  of  an  investigation  or  in  the  nature  of 
ascertaining  certain  facts  to  govern  us  in  the 
future  readjustment  of  any  department  at 
this  time.  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that 
I  am  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  budget 
as    reported    by    the    committee. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I 
have  listened  with  interest,  especially  to  the 
remarks  of  the  last  speaker,  with  regard  to 
the  opportunities  that  the  members  of  this 
body  had  to  examine  this  budget.  He  tells 
us  that  if  there  is  any  man  who,  during  the 
last  ninety  days  has  not  availed  himself  of 
the  opportunity,   it  was  his  own  neglect.     The 


first  I  saw  of  the  budget  was  a  week  ago, 
and  I  think  that  is  true  of  every  man  in  this 
body.  It  is  interesting  to  notice  the  way 
that  we  as  city  councilors  talk  in  this  body 
about  the  passing  of  the  budget  in  a  hurry  at 
this  time,  when  the  self-same  men  who  today 
want  to  railroad  this  thing  through  when  they 
were  candidates  for  public  office  talked  about 
home  rule  for  Boston  and  retaining  their 
rights  under  home  rule.  Are  they  now  going 
to  turn  over  the  entire  functions  of  this  body 
to  one  department?  Are  they  going  to  allow 
the  Budget  Commissioner  to  act  for  them? 
That  seems  to  be  the  entire  question  here  to- 
day. I  don't  think  any  man  in  this  body  can 
intelligently  discuss  this  budget,  and  I  notice 
that  in  the  discussion  nobody  has  gone  into 
the  details  in  connection  with  any  of  the  de- 
partments. They  say  that  the  Mayor  is 
responsible  for  the  tax  rate.  Yes,  and  I 
will  say  that  the  Council  is  responsible  for 
the  tax  rate.  Then  they  talk  about  the  ques- 
tion of  cutting  employees.  I  think  the  people 
will  wake  up  soon,  when  the  first  envelope 
comes  around  after  the  budget  gets  through, 
and  consider  whether  they  are  as  well  off  as 
they  expected  to  be  a  few  months  ago.  I 
notice  that  it  is  proposed  to  give  the  laborers 
a  50-eent  raise,  but  there  is  nothing  additional 
for  the  $5  a  day  men.  There  is  no  raise  for 
employees  between  $1,500  and  $2,100  a  year, 
not  one  cent.  I  say  that  there  are  two  things 
which  this  body  owes  to  the  city,  in  so  far 
as  it  can  carry  them  out, — first,  that  city 
employees  shall  be  properly  hired.  I  say 
that  if  a  man  is  not  worth  his  hire  he  should 
not  be  retained.  But  if  he  is  retained,  he 
should  be  given  a  living  wage.  I  think  the 
members  of  the  Council,  if  they  will  properly 
analyze  this  budget,  can  both  make  a  cut  in 
the  budget  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for 
a  class  of  men  who  have  been  absolutely  neg- 
lected, the  way  the  budget  stands  at  the 
present  time.  They  talk  about  overcrowded 
conditions  at  the  City  Hospital.  This  budget 
has  nothing  to  do  with  overcrowded  con- 
ditions at  the  City  Hospital.  If  I  remember 
correctly,  the  Legislature  authorized  the  ex- 
penditure of  $3,000,000  some  two  years  ago, 
outside  the  debt  limit,  for  new  buildings  for 
the  City  Hospital.  If  we  should  hold  the  bud- 
get up  a  month  or  more  it  does  not  affect 
those  buildings.  They  are  taken  care  of 
elsewhere.  They  talk  about  men  in  the  cor- 
ridors, without  employment.  If  my  guess  is 
right,  they  will  be  there  a  month  after  this 
budget  is  passed.  I  hope  that  no  man  here 
is  voting  for  the  budget  on  the  prospect  that 
these  men  are  going  on  the  pay  roll.  They 
are  not  going  on  the  pay  roll.  I  think  we 
owe  it  to  our  districts  and  to  the  city  to 
analyze  this  budget  properly.  Talk  about 
parks.  Look  at  the  budget  and  see  what  the 
parks  in  your  district  are  getting.  If  you  can 
find  some  appropriation  for  your  parks,  you  are 
doing  well.  I  know  that  we  have  several 
parks  in  my  district,  and  we  can't  even  get 
a  granolithic  walk  in  one  of  them.  But  those 
are  the  items  that  we  are  told  we  have  to 
hurry  through.  I  think  this  body  should  con- 
sider the  budget  until  they  properly  under- 
stand it,  and  you  cannot  take  twenty-two 
department  heads  as  they  came  before  the 
committee  for  a  few  moments  and  get  any 
information  from  them.  The  Mayor  gives 
more  time  to  a  casual  visitor  than  we  gave  to 
the  twenty-two  heads  of  departments  who 
came  before  the  committee.  If  you  were 
spending  your  own  money,  would  you  do  it 
with  just  a  casual  glance,  looking  carelessly 
at  this  budget  in  the  way  we  have  done  ?  No 
man  in  this  body  spending  his  own  money 
or  any  one's  else  money,  acting  in  a  trust 
capacity,  would  do  that.  You  would  give  the 
matter  very,  very  much  more  consideration 
than  you  have  given  it  here — and  you  are  act- 
ing in  a  trust  capacity.  If  you  pass  this  in 
any  such  manner  you  are  simply  establishing 
a  precedent  so  that  some  one  may  go  to  the 
Legislature  next  year  and  take  from  the  now 
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limited  powers  of  this  body  the  powers  we 
have,  in  connection  with  the  budget,  putting 
those  powers  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Budget  Commissioner.  If  you  merely  want 
to  read  this  budget  rapidly  and  then  come  in 
and  vote  for  it,  go  ahead.  Only  remember 
that  you  are  establishing  a  wonderful  prec- 
edent !  They  can  well  go  to  the  Legislature 
and  say,  ''Why  should  the  Council  have  to 
approve  the  budget?  See  what  little  time 
or  consideration  they  give  to  it."  It  has  been 
said  that  last  year's  budget  was  passed  in 
forty-nine  seconds.  We  will  not  be  taking 
much  more  time  if  we  take  it  here  today. 
I  certainly  hope  that  this  body  today  is  not 
going  to  be  stampeded  into  passing  this  bud- 
get today,  as  it  comes  before  us,  without  any 
further  consideration.  I  have  seen  political 
machines  function  on  Beacon  Hill.  I  have  seen 
them  work  wonderfully  when  it  is  desired 
that  certain  legislation  shall  move  along.  But 
I  never  saw  legislation  on  Beacon  Hill  hurried 
more  than  it  is  proposed  to  hurry  this  legis- 
lative action  today.  I  hope  the  members 
of  this  body  will  show  their  independence 
and  protect  not  only  their  own  districts  but 
the  entire  city  by  holding  this  budget  up  until 
it  may  be  properly  analyzed,  discussed  and 
voted  on  in  an  intelligent  manner,  and  I 
hope  Coun.  Parkman's  motion  to  recommit 
will   prevail. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  have 
listened  with  considerable  interest  to  the  sug- 
gestions that  have  been  made  in  the  body 
this  afternoon  and  also  perhaps  with  greater 
interest  to  the  orators  here,  as  well  as  with 
some  interest  to  the  conscientious  objectors. 
I  do  not  belong  to  any  of  those  groups.  I  be- 
lieve all  the  opposition  to  this  procedure  at 
the  present  time  has  been  unfounded.  If 
some  member  of  the  body,  Mr.  President,  had 
moved  that  the  subject  be  divided  and  that 
we  take  the  budget  up,  item  by  item,  we 
would  then  have  something  to  argue  about, 
in  my  opinion.  No  one  has  spoken  of  any 
one  specific  thing  in  this  budget  program  to 
which  he  as  a  representative  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  this  body  has  objected.  Therefore, 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  hope  that  we  will  get  down 
to  the  business  for  which  we  are  here,  that 
we  will  refuse  to  recommit  to  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  and  that  we  will  pass  the 
bill  to  its   first  reading  this  afternoon. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  question  comes 
on  Coun.  Gilbody's  amendment  to  Coun.  Park- 
man's  motion — that  we  refer  the  matter  to 
the    Executive    Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is 
no  objection  I  would  like  at  this  time  to  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions one  question.  In  the  examination  or 
cross  examination  of  the  department  heads, 
was  it  definitely  brought  out  that  city  em- 
ployees getting  between  $1,500  and  $2,100  a 
year   were   to   receive   a  raise? 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
glad  to  answer  that  question  in  this  way. 
The  twenty-two  heads  of  departments  or  their 
assistants,  such  heads  of  departments  as  were 
requested  by  any  member  of  the  Appropri- 
ations Committee  or  member  of  the  Council 
to  come,  came  before  us  and  .were  asked  such 
questions  as  members  desired  to  ask.  That 
specific  question  was  asked  of  some  of,  the 
heads  of  the  departments,  but  I  could  not 
flatly  say  at  this  time  whether,  in  the  matter 
of  raises  in  the  city  generally,  it  is  a  fact  that 
there  are  no  raises  of  men  receiving  those 
amounts. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  may  I  refer 
that  to  the  Budget  Commissioner,  if  he  cares 
to    answer    the    question  ? 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Budget  Commis- 
sioner advises  the  Chair  that  that  applied  to 
300  or  400  clerks. 

Coun.  DOWD — As  I  understand  it,  a  ruling 
has  been  made  that  no  city  employee  getting 
between  $1,500  and  $2,100  shall  get  an  in- 
crease?    Am    I   right? 

Chairman  DOWLING — I  assume  that  they 
will   not. 


Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  suppose  if 
there  is  going  to  be  a  policy  in  connection  with 
the  carrying  out  of  the  budget,  so  far  as 
employees  are  concerned,  it  should  be  carried 
out.  I  am  perfectly  agreeable  if  the  Mayor 
says  that  no  man  getting  between  $1,500  and 
$2,100  shall  receive  a  wage  increase  this  year. 
If  the  Mayor  desires  to  take  the  responsibility 
for  that,  that  is  agreeable  to  me.  But  if  the 
Mayor  then  picks  out  100  or  150  favorites  and 
gives  them  increases,  within  that  class,  I  am 
absolutely  against  the  budget ;  I  ask  the 
Budget  Commissioner  if  any  definite  promise 
was  made  as  to  the  women  employees  in  the 
public  buildings,  that  they  should  receive  a 
33J  per  cent  increase  in  their  wages,  or  any- 
thing  like   that? 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Chair  suggests 
that  this  is  opening  another  controversy, 
practically  reopening  the  hearing.  Hei  feels 
that  such  questions  ought  to  be  answered  in 
committee,    if    at   all. 

Coun.    DOWD — I   am   talking   on    the   budget. 

Chaivman  DOWLING— The  Chair  does  not 
understand  that  the  Budget  Commissioner  can 
answer  except  through  the  Chair  or  some 
other    member    of    the    City    Council. 

Coun.  DOWD— Then,  I  understand  that  the 
Budget  Commissioner  refuses  to  answer  a 
member  of  the  City  Council  on  a  question 
referring    to    the    budget  ? 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  under- 
stands that  the  Budget  Commissioner  is  per- 
fectly willing  and  ready  to  answer  all  questions 
at   all   proper   times. 

Coun.  DOWD — Well,  I  know  of  no  better 
method  than  to  have  it  right  out  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  right  out  in  the  open. 
However,  we  will  discuss  the  matter  later. 
If,  however,  the  tax  rate  this  year  is  going 
to  be  $32  and  some  odd  cents,  I  will  merely 
remark  that  the  extra  expenditure  is  not  going 
to  be  in  the  so-called  gang  district.  You  will 
see  it  spent  this  year  in  some  of  the  other 
districts.  For  instance,  West  Roxbury  is  well 
taken  care  of  in  the  budget.  There  are  over 
a  million  dollars  for  new  streets  and  sewer 
system.  Now,  my  only  point  is  simply  this. 
I  agree  with  Mr.  Heffernan  when  he  says  the 
skilled  mechanics  of  the  City  of  Boston — men 
receiving  $5,  $5.25  and  $5.50  a  day — should  be 
taken  care  of.  I  believe  that  the  women  who 
scrub  on  their  knees  in  the  Park  Department 
and  the  Public  Buildings  Department  should 
have  an  increase  in  their  pay.  They  suffer 
from  increases  in  rent,  and  they  deserve  to 
be  well  treated,  and  I  believe  if  the  Mayor  is 
sincere  he  will  see  that  those  women  are  taken 
care  of  also.  But  when  you  talk  about  the  men 
who  are  lining  the  corridors,  men  looking  for 
work,  it  will  be  the  same  four  years  from 
now.  I  will  say  that  I  never  knew  a  time 
when  municipal  affairs  were  so  low  or  when 
a  mayor  of  Boston  would  stoop  so  low  as  to 
discharge  a  solitary  girl,  as  Mayor  Nichols 
did  last  week.  I  don't  know  whether  he  did 
it  because  her  name  was  Foley  or  not,  but 
I  know  he  did  it,  and  I  am  against  the  budget 
in    its    present    form. 

Coun.  DOWD  said  later: 

Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  retract  the  state- 
ment which  was  made  earlier  in  the  afternoon 
by  myself  with  reference  to  a  certain  young 
lady  discharged  by  the  Mayor.  She  was  after- 
wards reinstated,  and  I  desire  to  offer  my 
apology  for  the  statement  that  she  was  dis- 
charged. 

Coun.  Gilbody's  motion  to  amend  Coun.  Park- 
man's  motion  to  recommit,  by  referring  the 
matter  to  the  Executive  Committee,  was  de- 
clared lost.  Coun.  Guild  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and   nays. 

Coun.    Gilbody's    amendment    to    refer    to    the 
Executive  Committee  was  rejected,  yeas  8,  nays 
.    13:

Coun.  Parkman's  motion  to  recommit  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  Heffernan,  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and   nays. 
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The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  yeas  8, 
nays  13 ; 

Dowd,  Freeley,  Gilbody,  Guild, 
Heffernan,     Lynch,     Mahoney,     Parkman — 8. 

Nays — Coun.  Arnold,  Bush,  Donovan,  Dow- 
ling,  Englert,  Green,  Keene,  McGrath,  Mc- 
Mahon,    Euby,    Ward,    Wilson,    Wragg — 13. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  DOWD,  a  recess  was 
taken  at  3.31  p.  m.  subject  to  the  call  of 
the    Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  at  4  p.  m.  and  were  called  to  order 
by    Chairman   Dowling. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  question  before 
the  Council  at  the  present  time  is  the  passage 
of  the  appropriation  bill.  The  Clerk  will  call 
the  roll,  and  the  members  will  answer  as 
their    names    are    called. 

The  budget  orders  were  passed,  yeas  13,  nays 
8:

Chairman  DOWLING — The  orders  are  passed, 
except  the  items  for  armories,  public  celebra- 
tions, incidental  expenses  and  Park  Depart- 
ment, which   require   a   two-thirds    vote. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  action  on  the  items  for  armories,  public 
celebrations,  incidental  expenses  and  Park  De- 
partment, trusting  that  the  same  would  pre- 
vail ;    declared    carried. 

Coun.  DOWD — Do  I  understand  that  these 
items  require  a  two-thirds  vote  for  passage? 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Chair  so  under- 
stands. 

Coun.  GILBODY--Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  we  take  up  the  items  one  by  one. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  gentleman  having 
asked  for  a  division,  the  question  first  comes  on 
passage   of   the    item   for    armories. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — On  what  page  of  the 
budget  is  that   item  ? 

Chairman  DOWLING — Under  public  build- 
ings, under  military,  Coun.  Parkman.  If  the 
Council  is  ready  for  the  question,  the  Clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  ask,  through  the  Chair,  if  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  will  explain  what 
the  item  is  and  what  amount  was  appropri- 
ated last  year,  as  long  as  he  is  familiar  with 
the    budget? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  that  is  some- 
what embarrassing  to  the  Chairman,  because 
I  am  still  trying  to  find  out  what  item  in 
public  buildings  we  are  voting  upon.  Prompted 
by  the  Budget  Commissioner,  I  will  state  that 
that  item,  which  is  F-6,  if  I  am  correctly 
informed,  covers  rental  of  armories  and  rifle 
ranges,  a  matter  that  is  covered  by  the 
statute.  We  vote  under  a  statute  when  we 
vote  on  that  appropriation.  It  is  on  page 
10,    F-6. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  further  information.  I  would  like  to 
know  what  statute  is  referred  to  and  what 
the  provision  is  in  the  statute  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  appropriated  by  that  item ;  I  would 
also  like  to  have  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mitte  on  Appropriations  answer  the  other 
question  of  the  councilor  from  Brighton,  as 
to  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  item 
last   year. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  in- 
formed that  the  statute  provides  that  cities 
and  towns  shall  make  provision  for  armories 
and  rifle  ranges,  and  that  the  amount  spent 
last  year,   an  eleven  months  year,  was   $17,000. 

Chairman  DOWLING— If  that  answers  the 
question,  the   Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  item  for  armories  was  passed,  yeas  20, 
nay  1 :

Chairman  DOWLING — The  question  comes 
now  on  the  item  for  Public  Celebrations.  The 
Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 


Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  this  year,  I 
understand,  the  amount  is  $60,000,  and  last 
year    it    was    $95,000. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — How  much  the  year  be- 
fore? 

Coun.  GILBODY— I  would  suggest  that  the 
City  Messenger  get  the  record  for  the  year  be- 
fore,  so   that   we  can  have   the   amount. 

Coun.  WILSON — I  am  informed  that  it  was 
$95,000  last  year  and  about  $85,000  the  pre- 
vious year.     This  year  it  is   $60,000. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  what  it  was  the  last  year  of 
Mayor    Peters'    administration? 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man flatters  me,  but  I  will  get  the  information 
presently. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  inquire,  with  your  permission,  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  what 
public  celebrations  the  committee  proposes  to 
have  the   $60,000  spent  on  ?

REWARD    IN    FRANK    J.    COMEAU    CASE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  29,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  transmit  an  order  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston ,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor.be  authorized  to  expend  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $5,000  for  procuring  the 
detection  and  apprehension  of  the  person  or  persons 
responsible  for  the  death  of  Frank  J.  Comeau, 
late  member  of  the  Police  Department  of  Boston, 
said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 
'  The  slaying  of  Patrolman  Comeau  was  an  act  of 
conspicuous  atrocity  and  defiance  of  law,  and 
demands  that  every  endeavor  of  the  public  should 
be  directed  toward  the  capture  and  punishment  of 
the  criminal. 

It  is  my  belief  that  such  action  on  the  part  of  the 
City  of  Boston  will  not  only  stimulate  the  search 
for  the  slayer  of  Patrolman  Comeau,  but  will 
strengthen  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the 
public  with  the  police  authorities. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

FRANKLIN  L.  HART  JITNEY  VETO. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  29,   1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
granting  a  license  to  Franklin  L.  Hart  to  operate 
jitney  busses  from  Boston  through  Fitchburg  to 
Keene,  N.  H. 

The  license  sought  to  be  obtained  is  one  of  a 
number  which  would  be  required  by  law  if  the 
petitioner  received  the  right  to  operate  a  bus  line 
as  planned.  The  granting  of  this  license  by  the 
city  does  not  confer  upon  him  this  right,  nor 
would  similar  licenses  in  all  of  the  cities  and  towns 
through  which  he  runs  until  after  the  issue  of  a 
certificate  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  development  of  motor  transportation  has 
been  rapid,  so  rapid  in  fact  that  I  doubt  if  the 
statutes  and  regulations  in  application  to  it  have 
been  sufficiently  studied  to  fix  upon  the  bus  carrier 


that  degree  of  responsibility  essential  for  the  pro- 
tection and  convenience  of  the  public. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  vitally  interested  in  the 
protection  and  up-building  of  its  railroad  lines.  It 
ought  not  to  promote  any  enterprise  which  inter- 
feres with  the  prosperity  of  such  lines,  until  the 
case  is  much  more  clearly  presented  to  us  than  in 
this  way.  Almost  70  per  cent  of  the  passengers 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  enjoy  special 
rates,  which  are  placed  in  jeopardy  by  competition 
which  takes  away  the  revenue  of  the  railroad. 

The  property  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
between  this  citv  and  Fitchburg  represents  an 
investment  of  nearly  $13,000,000.  The  railroad 
is  a  substantial  taxpayer.  Its  operation  under 
state  supervision  for  rates  and  service  presents 
no  such  difficulties  as  must  be  solved  before 
satisfactory  motor  bus  transportation  can  be 
established. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  investment  stands 
in  so  conspicuous  a  manner  for  the  interests  of  this 
community  that  we  should  be  slow  to  take  any 
step  which  might  result  in  its  impairment. 

Nevertheless,  I  must  say  with  all  candor  that 
the  motor  bus  furnishes  an  extremely  attractive 
method  of  travel  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  year, 
and  its  utility  is  receiving  more  extended  recog- 
nition by  the  railroads  themselves. 

A  transportation  line  is  a  natural  monopoly, 
and  should  be  regulated  and  developed  as  such. 
Competing  bus  transportation  is  clearly  incon- 
sistent with  this  development  in  this  instance. 
Whether  it  will  continue  to  prove  so  with  increas- 
ing travel,  no  man  can  foresee,  but,  in  my  opinion, 
for  the  present,  the  railroad  might  well  undertake, 
by  developing  bus  lines  parallel  to  its  own  track- 
age, to  meet  the  present  demand  for  bus 
transportation.

VETO  OF  MUNICIPAL  BUILDING  ORDERS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  29,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  without 
my  approval,  the  following  orders  adopted  by  the 
City  Council: 

(1.)  $400,000  for  a  Municipal  Building  in  Ward 
1. 

(2.)  $500,000  for  a  Municipal  Building  in  Ward 
14. 

(3.)  $75,000  for  the  erection  of  a  concrete 
stand,  the  erection  of  a  new  local  building,  the  re- 
surfacing and  grading  of  playground,  and  erection 
of  concrete  and  iron  fences  at  the  Randolph  Street 
Playground. 

(4.)  $75,000  for  the  widening,  grading,  resurfac- 
ing, and  otherwise  improving  Babson  street,  be- 
tween Norfolk  street  in  Ward  18. 

(5.)  $250,000  for  widening,  grading,  resurfacing 
and  otherwise  improving  Ashland  street,  between 
Washington  street  and  Hyde  Park  avenue  in  Ward 
19. 

(6.)  $45,000  for  purchase  of  additional  land  for 
Rogers  Park  Playground,  Brighton,  and  erection 
of  cement  bleachers,  grading,  etc. 

I  recognize  elements  of  value  in  all  the  foregoing 
orders,  but  I  feel  it  my  duty  in  withholding  my 
approval  to  call  to  your  attention  my  inaugural 
address,  wnich  made  allusion  to  the  cost  of  munic- 
ipal improvements,  and  the  burden  imposed  upon 
the  tax  rate  by  borrowing.  My  address  also 
spoke  of  the  probability  of  the  largest  budget  in 
the  history  of  the  city,  because  of  the  necessity  of 
meeting  demands  which  had  not  been  adequately 
met,  and  placed  before  the  people  of  the  city  a 
financial  situation  so  grave  as  to  warrant  making  it 
the  sole  topic  of  discussion. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  keep  the  tax  rate 
this  year  below  $32,  and  the  same  effort  will  be 
made  in  ensuing  years  to  reduce  this  tax  rate.  It 
cannot  be  reduced  without  the  sharpest  scrutiny 
towards  expenditures.  In  provision  for  equip- 
ment, for  sewers,  for  streets,  for  public  buildings 
and  for  schools,  these  needs  are  already  being  met. 
Other  proposals,  including  the  foregoing,  I  have 
thought  should  await  further  deliberation  upon 
their  respective  merits  so  that  the  most  meritorious 
might  be  given  the  first  consideration.

Coun.  DOWLING  -Mr.  President,  may  I 
say  a  word  in  connection  with  the  veto  messages 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  which  have  just  been 
read.  They  meet  with  my  full  approval,  be- 
cause they  are  consistent  with  the  attitude  I 
have  taken  on  these  matters  here  in  the  Council. 
Perhaps  it  is  fair  to  say,  however,  that  one  of 
them  affects  a  district  in  which  I  am  fairly  well 
known,  the  appropriation  asked  for  being  for  the 
purchase  of  land  for  Rogers  Park  Playground. 
The  general  public  may  not  understand  the 
apparent  indifference  of  a  member  of  the  City 
Council  who  offered  an  order  of  that  kind,  and 
when  a  veto  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  read, 
appears  to  have  nothing  to  say.  The  reason 
why  members  of  the  City  Council — probably  all 
of  them,  certainly  myself — have  nothing  to  say 
with  reference  to  the  veto  messages  is  that  the 
charter  gives  the  Council  no  right  to  pass  a  matter 
over  the  Mayor's  veto.  I  thought  that  statement 
ought  to  be  made  because  a  great  many  people 
who  think  they  know  a  good  deal  about  city 
government  find  out  after  a  casual  reading  of 
the  city  charter  that  they  know  very  little  about 
it.  I  felt  that  I  knew  considerable  about  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter,  but  I  learned  only  a 
few  minutes  ago  that  the  Council  has  no  voice 
upon  a  veto;  and  I  am  also  told,  and  I  think 
reliably,  that  tnis  is  the  only  legislative  body  of 
its  kind  in  the  country  which  is  unable  to  over- 
ride a  veto.

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  an 
annuity  of  $600  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  widow 
of  Frank  J.  Comeau,  late  a  member  of  the  Police 
Department,  who  died  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty  —  that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  preambles  and  resolution  (referred 
today)  in  opposition  to  granting  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Trustees  any  further  extension  of  its  powers 
over  the  Elevated  —  recommending  reference  of 
same  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters. 

Tne  report  was  accepted,  and  tne  question  came 
on  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  if  any  action  is  taken  on  tnis  matter  it 
must  be  taken  immediately,  I  am  going  to  ask  the 
honorable  body  to  suspend  the  rule  and  pass  the 
order. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  declared  lost. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  doubt  tne  vote 
and  ask  for  a  roll  call.  This  matter  which  I  have 
presented  to  the  Council  is  with  reference  to  the 
bill  which  proposes  to  pass  over  to  the  control  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  the 
operation  and  charge  of  that  road  for  thirty  years 
more.  We  find  during  the  years  in  which  the 
trustees  have  had  control  of  tins  road  increases  in 
fare  with  the  service  on  the  road  no  better  than 
usual,  and  here  we  find  a  bill  pending  in  the  Legis- 
lature that  will  give  these  trustees  a  right  to  do  as 
they  please  in  the  management  of  the  road,  having 
absolute  control,  for  the  next  thirty  years.  I 
believe  that  Boston  is  one  of  the  few  cities  in  the 
country  that  has  a  ten-cent  fare,  and  I  believe  the 
time  has  come  when  we  should  have  a  lower  fare. 
There  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  Boston  should 
not  have  a  seven  or  eight  cent  fare.  If  we  pass 
over  the  control  of  the  road  to  these  trustees  for 
thirty  years,  probably  we  will  continue  to  have  not 
only  a  ten-cent  fare,  but  there  will  be  an  increase  in 
the  fare.  We  do  not  know  what  the  next  thirty 
years  are  going  to  bring  forth.  There  is  undoubt- 
edly going  to  be  a  great  change  in  transportation. 
We  can  see  things  headed  that  way  every  day. 
Petitions  are  continually  being  sent  in  here  for 
right  to  run  jitneys,  and  there  is  going  to  be  a  com- 
plete change  in  transportation  matters  in  the  City 
of  Boston  undoubtedly  in  the  next  four  or  five 
years.  We  have  a  petition  to  run  a  jitney  from 
Brighton  into  Boston,  at  a  charge  of  25  cents.  If 
we  are  starting  in  with  that  stage  of  affairs  today, 
what  is  going  to  happen  in  the  next  five,  ten,  fif- 
teen or  twenty  years?  I  certainly,  as  an  individual 
citizen,  want  to  protest  against  giving  the  Elevated 
Trustees  thirty  years  control  over  the  Elevated 
road.  We  in  this  Council  represent  the  citizens  of 
Boston,  and  it  should  be  our  duty,  if  it  can  possibly 
be  done,  to  get  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  car 


fare  paid  by  the  city.     I  would  like  a  roll  call  on 
the  question  of  suspending  the  rule. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Affairs,  I  would 
ordinarily  be  heartily  in  accord  with  reference  of 
this  matter  to  that  committee.  But  I  realize  the 
importance  of  prompt  action  upon  the  matter,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  pending  before  the 
Legislature,  and  also  realizing  the  impossibility  of 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Affairs  in  such  a 
brief  time  as  it  would  have  to  give  the  matter  the 
consideraton  it  deserves  and  the  minute  investiga- 
tion that  it  should  have  if  it  is  to  be  considered  by 
us  at  all.  I  am,  therefore,  heartily  in  favor  of  the 
order  being  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  in  one  of  his  messages  today  containing 
the  jitney  veto,  has  stated  to  us  that,  after  all,  the 
jitney  situation  is  as  a  part  of  the  general  trans- 
portation system,  a  natural  monopoly,  and  Coun. 
Dowd  has  already  referred  to  one  petition  which 
has  come  in  for  a  jitney  license  suggesting  a  25- 
cent  fare.  It  seems  to  roe,  under  the  circum- 
stances, that  that  adds  a  great  deal  of  strength  to 
Coun.  Dowd's  argument  that  the  Elevated  situa- 
tion should  not  be  left  in  the  hands  of  trustees  for 
the  next  thirty  years. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
also  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Affairs  Committee 
and  I  agree  with  Coun.  Bush  that  the  committee 
on  a  matter  of  this  type,  with  the  short  time  that 
we  have  for  consideration,  could  not  hold  the 
hearings  that  it  should  hold  if  it  is  to  arrive  at  any 
sound  judgment  on  the  question.  I  assume  that 
the  legislative  committee  at  the  State  House  is 
going  to  expedite  its  hearings  and  action  upon  the 
matter,  and  that  we  have  very  little  time  if  we  are 
going  to  act  upon  it.  This  body  cannot  go  into 
great  detail,  under  the  circumstances,  upon  a 
matter  of  this  type.  I  understand,  moreover, 
that  the  present  act  under  which  the  Boston 
Elevated  Trustees  are  carrying  on  is  a  continuing 
act.  If  there  is  no  action  taken  by  the  Legislature 
they  will  still  continue  to  act  as  they  have  been 
doing.  So  there  is  no  alternative  presented  at 
this  time  of  either  the  Legislature  talcing  immediate 
action  along  the  line  of  continuance  or  having  the 
Elevated  go  back  to  its  stockholders.  I  feel  like 
the  other  members,  that  this  is  a  matter  upon 
which  we  should  vote  today,  and  I  think  we  should 
suspend  the  rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order.  I 
think  the  average  member  of  the  body  is  sufficiently 
informed  on  the  question  to  be  able  to  make  up  his 
mind  what  he  is  going  to  be  able  to  do  if  it  is  brought 
to  a  vote  today. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  yeas  16,  nays  4:

GILBODY— Mr.  President,  for  the 
record  I  would  say,  for  the  enlightenment  of  the 
body,  that  in  1919  a  committee  was  formed  during 
the  police  strike  to  raise  from  the  public  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  defence  of  Boston.  With  the 
history  of  the  committee's  activities  and  with  the 
expenditure  of  money  by  it,  I  am  not  sufficiently 
conversant  to  give  a  detailed  report  to  this  Council, 
but  I  do  know  that  on  April  12,  1923,  they  reported 
that  the  sum  raised  by  public  subscription  amounted 
to  8540,000  odd,  which  had  been  collected,  the 
sum  of  $340,000  having  been  spent,  and  on  April 
12,  1923,  there  remained  in  the  possession  of  this 
committee  $165,000.  A  declaration  of  trust  was 
then  made  containing  provisions  that  this  money 
should  be  spent  for  the  benefit  of  loyal  police 
officers,  future  appointees  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  their  dependants,  veterans  of  military 
engagements,  and  so  forth  and  so  on.  There 
were  a  number  of  stipulations  in  that  declaration 
of  trust.  The  worthy  gentleman  who  was  chair- 
man of  the  committee  at  that  time,  in  1923,  has 
since  passed  away,  and  I  am  also  aware  of  the  fact 
that  the  treasurer  has  recently  passed  away. 
The  status  of  the  matter  is,  however,  one  that  can 


readily  be  ascertained  through  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, because  the  money  was  to  be  used  accord- 
ing to  the  declaration  of  trust,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Police  Commissioner.  I  am  therefore 
asking  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  confer  with 
the  Police  Commissioner,  in  the  event  of  there 
remaining  some  of  this  fund,  with  a  view  to  perhaps 
having  a  part  of  it  used  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Comeau  widow  and  her  two  children,  and  also 
for  the  relief  of  other  such  cases  as  have  occurred 
in  the  Police  Department,  which  might  be  worthy 
of  consideration.  I  therefore  move  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The    rule    was    suspended    and    the    order    was 
passed. 


CONVENIENCE  STATION  IN  BRIGHTON .

PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,   That   the  sum   of   $45,000   be   and   is 

hereby    appropriated    to   be   expended   under   the 

direction  of  the  Park  Department  for  the  purchase 

of  additional  land   for  Rogers  Park  Playground, 

Brighton,  and  for  the  erection  in  said  Rogers  Park 

Playground  of  cement  bleachers  to  accommodate 

1000  persons  and  for  grading,   and   that  to  meet 

said  expense  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 

issue,   from  time  to  time,   at   the  request  of  the 

Mayor  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 

city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  this  is 
the  same  matter  that  was  covered  by  one  of  the 
vetoes  sent  back  to  us  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
this  afternoon.  But,  if  I  understood  his  veto 
correctly,  it  is  not  the  matter  of  merit  but  the 
question  of  financial  difficulties  that  is  troubling 
the  Mayor  at  the  present  time.  I  understand 
that  the  policy  of  the  present  administration  is  to 
put  all  the  money  possible  into  the  improvement 
of  streets  and  also  into  the  improvement  of  play- 
grounds in  the  City  of  Boston.  In  Brighton  today 
we  have  several  playgrounds,  but  there  is  no 
playground  that  has  a  seat  to  take  care  of  one 
person.  This  particular  playground  was  pur- 
chased by  the  city  some  thirty  years  ago,  and  is 
so  narrow  that,  even  with  the  fences  put  up  by 
the  Park  Department  recently,  baseballs  con- 
tinually go  outside  the  playground  and  break  win- 
dows. The  situation  is  so  acute  that  there  is  no 
playground  in  Brighton  today  that  can  be  used 
properly  as  a  playground.  I  am  informed  by  the 
coach  of  the  Brighton  High  School  that  their  team 
is  at  a  disadvantage  in  playing  with  other  teams 
that  have  decent  playground  facilities  because 
they  have  to  practice  on  rough  ground,  and  are 
therefore  at  a  disadvantage.  I  believe  this  is  a 
matter  that  should  be  given  attention  this  year, 
and  my  purpose  in  filing  the  order  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  the  veto  is  that  it  may  be  on  the 
files  in  the  Mayor's  office,  so  that  he  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  consider  it  when  he  is  going  over 
the  things  which  should  be  done  for  playgrounds. 
I  certainly  hope  that  attention  will  be  given  to 
this  much  needed  playground  this  year. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 


RECONSIDERATION. 

President  KEENE— Coun.  McGRATH  moves 
a  reconsideration  of  the  action  taken  on  all  matters 
at  this  meeting. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  I  have  stated 
before  in  the  Council,  the  rules  of  this  body 
specifically  give  to  each  individual  member  the 
right  to  ask  for  reconsideration  in  writing  within 
twenty-four  hours,  at  any  meeting.  If  we  want 
to  change  the  rules  of  the  body,  all  right;  but  I 
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still  insist  that  it  is  the  right  of  any  member  to 
ask  within  twenty-four  hours  for  a  reconsideration, 
which  will  come  before  the  body  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, so  I  shall  vote  yes  on  the  motion  and  trust 
that  enough  members  of  the  Council  will  agree 
with  me  here  today  to  carry  the  motion  affirma- 
tively. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  question  which  has  been  raised  as  to  the  right 
of  indivdual  members  to  reconsideration  of  action 
taken  here,  I  would  suggest  that  in  the  future,  if 
such  a  motion  is  to  be  made,  any  man  on  the  floor 
who  desires  to  make  it  shall  make  it  in  person, 
and  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order  that  there  has  been 
no  such  motion  made  by  anybody  in  the  body.

FINANCE  REPORT. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, submitted  a  report  on  the  message  of 
the  Mayor  (referred  March  15)  with  accom- 
panying order,  to  transfer  to  the  new  central 
fire  station  $270,360.68  ($75,000  from  fire  sta- 
tion, Shawmut  avenue  and  Tremont  street, 
site,  and  $195,360.68  from  fire  station,  Shaw- 
mut avenue  and  Tremont  street) — that  the 
same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  giving  the  order  its  first  reading. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  through  you,  whether  the  com- 
mittee has  had  any  recommendations  from  the 
Finance  Commission  in  connection  with  this 
matter  ? 

President  KEENE — Coun.  Green,  will  you 
answer  the  question  of  Coun.   Dowling  ? 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  we  had  two 
meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Finance.  At 
one  of  the  meetings  Coun.  Guild  was  absent 
in   New   York   and  at  the   suggestion   of   Coun. 


Gilbody  we  held  the  order  in  committee  until 
Coun.  Guild  got  back  from  New  York.  The 
committee  then  had  a  meeting  last  Thursday 
afternoon  and  we  had  before  us  the  Acting 
Fire  Commissioner,  Colonel  Sullivan,  who  went 
over  the  matter  pretty  thoroughly  with  us. 
Then,  Mr.  President,  the  committee  waited 
on  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  We  also  invited  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  the  committee  meet- 
ing. After  having  talked  the  matter  over 
with  the  Mayor,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
Colonel  Sullivan,  the  committee  decided  in  its 
wisdom  to  report  out  this  order.  Incidentally 
I  may  say  for  the  information  of  the  gentle- 
man who  has  just  taken  his  seat  that  Colonel 
Sullivan  informed  the  committee  that  the  city 
would  save  approximately  $150,000  by  the 
purchase  of  this  new  site  known  as  the  Bar- 
nard Memorial  site  on  Warrenton  street.  He 
said  also  that  there  were  some  legal  entangle- 
ments that  would  have  to  be  straightened  out 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel.  After  talking  with  the  Mayor 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  we  felt  pretty 
certain  that  these  legal  entanglements  could 
be  straightened  out  and  that  they  could  go 
along   with  the  building. 

I  may  also  add  for  the  information  of  the 
Council  that  Coun.  Gilbody  was  interested  in 
a  site  that  he  said  he  thought  was  more  cen- 
trally located  than  the  site  on  Warrenton 
street,  but  Colonel  Sullivan  informed  the  com- 
mittee that  he  would  have  to  pay  $60  or  $70 
a  foot  more  for  the  land  on  the  site  that  in- 
terested Coun.  Gilbody,  and  we  thought,  in 
view  of  that,  with  the  idea  of  saving  the 
city  that  much  money  and  of  expediting  mat- 
ters we  had  better  report  out  this  order.  That 
we   have   done. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  the  city 
charter  has  delegated  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission a  lot  of  authority  upon  some  of  the 
things  that  come  in  here  this  year  as  in  other 
years,  things  which  are  not  debated  at  any 
great  length  and  that  sometimes  pass  with 
very  little  information  on  our  part  as  the 
basis  of  our  action.  While  I  am  willing  and 
able  at  all  times,  and  want  to  justify  my 
position  and  my  vote  on  all  measures  coming 
before  us,  I  feel  as  though  the  Finance  Com- 
mission which  is  in  a  position  to  make  in- 
quiries upon  matters  of  this  kind,  ought  to 
give  the  Council  some  information  about  them. 
I  am  satisfied  that  no  member  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  Council  has  an  op- 
portunity to  make  investigations  such  as  the 
Finance  Commission  can  make.  If  we  make 
mistakes — and  we  are  likely  to  make  them — 
we  are  chided,  abused,  and  chased  into  court 
by  the  Finance  Commission,  and  they  cer- 
tainly ought  to  be  able  and  willing  to  as- 
sume some  obligation  as  well  as  we.  It  is 
true  that  we  do  not  have  to  accept  their  rec- 
ommendations, but  they  do  have  the  respon- 
sibility and  the  legal  authority  to  deal  with 
such  matters  and  to  give  us  the  benefit  of 
the  information  they  obtain.  They  have  a 
great  deal  of  information  at  their  disposal 
which,  if  they  are  functioning  in  a  right 
manner,  they  ought  to  be  glad  to  place  be- 
fore us.  I  did  not  hear  from  the  Finance 
Commission  on  the  appropriation  bill,  cover- 
ing nearly  $44,000,000.  We  had  no  word  or 
recommendation  from  them  in  regard  to  it. 
were  not  called  into  conference  or  asked  what 
we  thought  or  told  what  they  thought  about 
this,  that  or  the  other.  I  voted  for  the  ap- 
propriation bill  because  I  had  confidence  in 
the  Mayor  and  in  the  Budget  Commissioner. 
But  that  was  not  really  enough  to  satisfy  me 
in  my  vote.  I  ought  to  have  had  some  in- 
formation from  the  Finance  Commission.  We 
ought  to  have  information  from  that  com- 
mission on  matters  of  this  sort,  without  hav- 
ing to  depend  absolutely  on  what  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  or  any  other  committee  of  our 
body  may  say  after  a  very  brief  examina- 
tion. If  the  Finance  Commission  are  going 
to  deserve  the  money  they  receive  from  the 
city — and  we  have  no  control  over  that,  they 
come   in   here   and   take    $50,000    by   act  of   the 
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Legislature  and  do  what  they  wish, — they 
ought  to  be  able  to  help  the  Council.  I  was 
talking  with  a  representative  of  the  Finance 
Commission  today  and  asked  why  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  had  had  no  recommenda- 
tions from  that  commission  in  regard  to  the 
appropriation  bill,  and  I  was  much  surprised 
to  hear  that  representative  of  the  Finance 
Commission  say  that  he  felt  that  the  City 
Council  was  not  interested,  that  the  Finance 
Commission  had  made  recommendations  to 
previous  councils,  and  that  the  recomenda- 
tions  had  been  thrown  out  the  window.  That 
is  no  reason  for  the  Finance  Commission  fall- 
ing down  today.  Their  opinions  and  their 
information  would  be  of  interest  to  me  and 
of  interest  to  the  people  of  my  district  and 
the  whole  city.  We  are  all  interested  in  ob- 
taining information  that  will  enable  us  to  vote 
conscientiously  on  the  matters  that  come  be- 
fore us  ;  and  if  the  Finance  Commission  have 
not  the  time  or  inclination  to  do  this  in  re- 
turn for  the  money  they  spend,  they  ought 
to  let  us  know.  For  that  reason,  I  move  that 
the   order  lie  on  the  table   for  one   week. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
remarks  of  Coun.  Dowling  concerning  the 
Finance  Commission  would  have  considerable 
more  point  if  the  order  upon  which  the  com- 
mittee has  reported  favorably  were  a  new 
order  of  appropriation.  I  would  like  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that 
this  order  upon  which  the  committee  has 
voted  favorably  is  merely  an  order  to  transfer 
money  already  appropriated.  The  Finance 
Commission  might  have  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest in  the  original  appropriation  of 
money,  but  inasmuch  as  this  order  calls  only 
for  the  transfer  of  money  already  appropriated 
I  cannot  see  that  the  committee  ought  to 
go  to  the  Finance  Commission  or  the  Finance 
Commission  ought  to  come  to  the  committee 
with   regard  to   it. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  in  answer 
to  Coun.  Guild  I  will  simply  say  that  I  do 
not  recede  from  my  position  at  all.  I  do 
not  think  that  is  sufficient  reason  for  the 
Finance  Commission  hiding  its  light  under  a 
bushel,  if  it  has  any  light.  I  still  think  we 
ought  to  get  some  information  from  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  upon  a  matter  of  this  sort, 
although   it   is  only  a  transfer  of   funds. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  this  Council  ought  to  bolster  up  an 
organization  like  the  Finance  Commission. 
I  think  each  one  of  their  investigations  is 
a  one-sided  story.  Personally  I  think  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  is  of  no  value  to  this  city, 
and  I  hope  the  Council  will  not  start  out  by 
trying  to  make  the  Finance  Commission  really 
believe  that  they  are  a  functioning  body  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  In  all  my  experience 
I  have  found  the  commission  merely  conducts 
a  one-sided  investigation,  merely  reports  in 
order  to  attack  people,  never  makes  con- 
structive reports.  When  we  had  the  budget 
before  us  here  the  Finance  Commission  did 
not  see  fit  to  make  a  report  to  us  upon  it. 
If  they  had  wanted  to  do  some  good  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  they  would  have  reported  in 
advance,  not  coming  around  six  months  or 
a  year  later,  as  they  always  do,  and  attacking 
somebody,  not  attempting  to  have  any  con- 
structive legislation  whatsoever.  In  regard  to 
this  matter,  I  will  say  that  I  was  a  member 
of  the  committee  and  looked  at  first  upon  the 
matter  with  considerable  suspicion.  At  first 
I  was  opposed  to  it,  but  after  listening  to 
the  Acting  Fire  Commissioner  I  felt  that  it 
was  absolutely  all  right.  I  understand  that  the 
city  entered  into  negotiations  with  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  to  purchase  this  particular  site 
for  $75,000.  Although  they  have  a  written 
agreement  the  contract  was  never  carried 
out ;  so  if  the  present  site  is  abandoned  there 
is  no  loss  to  the  city  so  far  as  money  is  con- 
cerned ;  $12,000  has  been  paid,  I  think,  to 
an  architect,  and  there  is  pending  legislation 
for  the  balance  of  the  fee,  I  think  $6,000  more. 
There    are   two   contracts   for   the   construction 


of  the  building  now  made  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  I  understand  that  the  city  is  con- 
templating taking  care  of  the  contractors  if 
they  will  do  the  work  within  proper  bounds. 
This  new  site  can  be  bought,  as  I  understand 
it,  for  less  money,  and  the  city  can  save 
money  on  the  construction.  On  the  site  they 
now  have,  I  understand  that  there  would  be 
ramps  running  out  from  the  building,  that 
the  apparatus  would  at  all  times  have  to 
have  blocks  under  the  wheels  to  keep  it  from 
going  out  the  doors,  and  that,  regardless  of 
where  the  headquarters-  go,  the  original  site 
was  not  a  proper  site.  I  understand  that  the 
question  here  is  simply  that  of  combining 
these  two  appropriations  into  one,  so  as 
to   carry  out  a   proper  plan. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  amen  to  the  remarks  of  the  speaker 
from  Brighton,  Coun.  Heffernan,  in  regard 
to  the  Finance  Commission.  I  certainly  do 
not  intend  to  delegate  any  of  the  duties  I 
have  assumed  to  such  a  body  as  the  Finance 
Commission.  The  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  in  making  the  report  for  the  com- 
mittee, possibly  put  me  in  a  suspicious  light, 
and  I  want  to  say  now  for  purpose  of  the 
record  that  I  had  no  particular  site  in  mind. 
I  did  not  have  a  site,  Mr.  President.  The 
point  I  made  to  the  Finance  Committee  was 
simply  this,  that  it  was  proposed  to  have  the 
central  fire  headquarters  placed  in  the  Back 
Bay.  If  it  is  to  be  a  central  headquarters, 
it  occurred  to  me  that  we  ought  to  have  it 
in  the  central  part  of  Boston,  and  I  there- 
fore favored  a  proposition  that  would  involve 
a  location  in  the  central  part  of  Boston,  as 
the  president  knows.  But  I  did  not  have  any 
particular  site  in  mind.  In  other  words  I 
had  no  desire  to  wish  onto  the  city  any  land 
in  the  City  of  Boston  I  will  confess  that  I 
nad  in  mind  the  possible  use  of  the  land  on 
Hawley  place  and  street,  which  we  bought 
some  time  ago  for  police  headquarters  and 
which  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  sell 
to  anybody  since  at  the  assessed  value  of 
the  land.  I  had  in  mind  that  such  big  in- 
terests as  Filenes,  Jordan  Marsh  and  others, 
on  Washington  street,  should  be  near  a  cen- 
tral headquarters,  instead  of  having  such 
headquarters  placed  over  in  the  Back  Bay. 
That  did  not  seem  to  me  right.  However, 
as  I  was  not  present  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  committee,  because  of  a  matter  very  per- 
sonal to  me,  I  am  willing  to  accept  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Acting  Fire  Commissioner  and 
my  fellow  members  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  members  present  and  of  the 
councilor  who  just  took  his  seat,  let  me  say 
.  that,  of  course,  everybody  knows  that  Coun. 
Gilbody  had  no  ulterior  motive  in  the  matter 
of  selecting  any  particular  site  of  his  own. 
As  chairman  of  the  committee,  let  me  say 
that  I  will  give  him  a  clean  bill  of  health  in 
that  respect.  I  agree  with  the  councilor 
who  has  just  taken  his  seat  in  everything  he 
said  about  the  Finance  Commission. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
I  have  enjoyed  a  more  interesting  afternoon 
than  this  afternoon  hearing  these  worthy 
gentlemen  get  up  and  assail  people  who  are 
very  prominent  in  the  public  eye,  members 
of  that  popular  organization  known  as  the 
Finance  Commission.  But  I  do  agree  with 
Coun.  Heffernan  that  there  has  never  been 
anything  constructive  that  that  organization 
has  done  or  advised.  I  believe,  like  my  brother 
councilor  Dowling  also,  that  we  should  have 
some  report  from  the  Finance  Commission 
relative  to  this  matter.  Personally,  I  believe 
that  if  they  reported  favorably  upon  any  mat- 
ter, I  might  be  opposed  to  whatever  action 
they  took ;  but  I  think  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion should  make  some  report  and  advise  the 
members  in  regard  to  this  transfer. 

Coun.  Dowling's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  declared  lost. 
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The   order   was    read   once   and   passed,   yeas 
IS  ;   nay,    Coun.   Dowling — 1. 

Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for  final  action.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  when  revocation 
of  this  order  was  first  requested  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  I  voted  against  it  in  the  sincere,  firm  and 
honest  belief  that  a  new  bath  house  at  L  street 
was  a  crying  need,  that  it  was  a  matter  that  con- 
cerned a  large  number  of  the  residents  of  all  parts 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  that  no  better  means 
could  be  found  for  expending  public  money.  That 
belief  has  not  changed.  I  still  have  it.  However, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  is  unalterably 
opposed  to  the  expenditure  of  the  money  for  that 
purpose  at  this  particular  time,  I  think,  out  of 
deference  to  his  judgment,  this  order  should  pass, 
because  if  not,  it  may  have  the  effect  of  retarding 
other  improvements  that  may  be  of  equal  import- 
ance and  equal  benefit  to  the  public  welfare. 

Coun.  LYNCH— Mr.  President,  in  the  two 
previous  mayoralty  administrations,  South  Boston 
has  been  a  victim  of  circumstances.  Under  Mayor 
Peters  we  had  a  $400,000  appropriation  given  to 
us  which  was  taken  away  under  Mayor  Curley. 
Under  Mayor  Curley  we  had  $400,000  given  to  us 
for  a  bath  house  which  is  now  about  to  be  taken 
away.  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of 
the  members  of  this  Council  that  this  new  bath 
house  is  really  needed.  However,  I  will  not  dis- 
cuss that  any  further  at  the  present  time,  under 
the  circumstances.  I  feet  that  South  Boston, 
with  some  twenty  odd  thousand  voters  is  entitled 
to  one  eleventh  of  the  money  spent  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  I  don't  think  South  Boston  will  be 
fairly  used  if  this  order  is  rescinded. 

Coun.  ENGLERT— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
would  be  rather  inadvisable  at  this  time  to  spend 
the  sum  of  $380,000  for  a  new  bath  house  over  at 
L  street,  South  Boston.  Often,  in  talking  with 
officials  of  the  Park  Department  who  have  charge 
of  this  bath  house  I  have  received  the  information 
that  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  would  be  sufficient 
to  furnish  such  additional  accommodations  as  are 
immediately  demanded, —  such  as  the  repairing 
of  the  bath  house,  providing  additional  shower 
baths,  additional  lockers,  repairing  the  roof, 
repairing  the  old  handball  court,  installing  a  new 
handball  court,  and  other  things  that  will  meet 
the  needs  of  the  people  who  frequent  the  bath 
house.  I  think  the  people  of  Boston  in  general, 
and  those  who  make  particular  use  of  the  bath 
house  will  be  satisfied  to  have  the  Council  today 
spend  $20,000  to  repair  the  bath  house  instead 
of  spending  the  large  sum  of  $380,000  for  a  new 
bath  house  at  this  time.  I  hope  the  Council  will 
vote  to  sustain  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  MAHONEY — Mr.  President,  with  regard 
to  the  $380,000  appropriation  which  has  been  made 
for  L  Street  bath  house,  I  simply  wish  to  say  that 
the  present  structure  is  an  old  wooden  building, 
erected  twenty-five  years  ago.  In  the  first  place, 
it  lacks  sufficient  accommodations  to  care  for  those 
who  dailypatronize  the  place  in  the  summer  months. 
It  is  also  an  eyesore,  a  totally  inadequate  and 
improper  thing  for  the  best  bathing  beach  in  the 
country.  I  want  to  impress  on  .my  brother 
members  our  interest  in  this  matter,  as  residents 
of  South  Boston,  and  also  the  interest  of  people 
from  all-  parts  of  the  city,  because  there  is  not  a 
man  here  this  afternoon  who  does  not  either 
himself  frequent  that  bath  house  in  the  summer 
months  or  know  of  many  who  do. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  yeas  17,  nays  3:

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
political  axiom,  as  old  as  the  hills,  to  the  effect  that 
a  fellow  who  talks  when  the  vote  is  against  him  is 
a  fool.  But  I  am  going  to  justify  my  position  on 
this  order  just  the  same  by  calling  attention  to  the 
outs  about  this  Employment  Bureau.  The  Mayor 
sent  to  this  body  last  week  a  communication 
requesting  a  $10,000  transfer  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  to  what  is  called  the  free  Employment 
Bureau.  The  Mayor  knows  as  well  as  I  do — he 
must  know — that  the  $10,000  asked  for  is  only 
going  to  carry  the  Employment  Bureau  for  a 
period  of  twenty  weeks.  The  Mayor  knows  as 
well  as  I  know  that  it  is  his  intention  to  carry  the 
Employment  Bureau  along  for  a  year,  two  years  or 
three  years.  The  Mayor  knows  as  well  as  I  know 
that  the  thing  to  do  was  to  come  before  this  Council 
with  a  request  for  enough  money  to  carry  along  the 
Employment  Bureau  for  a  year.  He  knows  that  it 
is  to  continue.  But  he  does  not  follow  that  pro- 
cedure. He  comes  in  here  asking  for  310,000,  I 
think,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  the  impression 
that  it  is  a  temporary  affair  and  that  by  and  by  the 
Employment  Bureau  will  get  the  gate,  as  I  feel 
should  have  been  the  case  a  long  time  ago.  It  was 
established  in  1922,  and  in  nine  months  of  that 
year  spent  S10.000  and  rendered  no  public  service. 
In  1923  it  spent  S1S,000;  in  1924  it  spent  -$31,000; 
in  1925  it  spent  $30,000;  and  in  January,  February 
and  March  of  this  year,  S6.360.  The  $"10,000  that 
the  Mayor  asks  for  now,  if  gi-ven  to  him,  gives  it 
$16,360  for  carrying  it  on.  Twenty  weeks  from 
now  he  will  come  in  and  ask  for  another  $10,000, 
which  will  be  S26.000,  and  if  the  present  Employ- 
ment Bureau  is  unchanged  and  their  ambitions 
and  desires  are  the  same  as  now,  they  will  come  in 
and  ask  for  an  automobile,  and  that  will  cost  SI, .500. 
Also,  if  their  aims,  purposes  and  desires  are  the 
same  twenty  weeks  from  now  as  today,  they  will 
ask  for  five  additional  employees  at  approximately 
SI, 500  a  year,  and  that  will  mean  an  additional 
$7,500.  So  the  total  expense  of  running  the  public 
free  Employment  Bureau  for  one  year  will  be 
$35,360.  There  are  no  records  in  the  free  Employ- 
ment Bureau  that  show  that  it  has  done  any  work 
at  all.  I  am  satisfied  that  it  has  done  some,  but 
very  little.  There  is  no  record  in  the  free  Employ- 
ment Bureau  that  shows  what  became  of  an  auto- 
mobile they  had  before,  in  use  up  to  the  first  of 
this  year,  but  still  they  want  another  one.  The 
personnel  of  the  Employment  Bureau  is  made  up 
of  people  who  have  had  no  experience  in  getting 
employment  for  others  and  very  little  experience  in 
getting  employment  for  themselves.  I  am  told,  as 
I  said  in  the  meeting  of  the  committee, — and  I  am 
going  to  repeat  what  I  said  in  committee  here,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Council, — that  a  person  said 
to  be  a  stenographer  in  the  Employment  Bureau 
does  not  know  the  difference  between  a  typewriter 
and  an  adding  machine.  There  is  an  assistant 
secretary  to  the  Mayor,  if  you  please,  with  that 
dignified  title,  who  has  not  done  a  productive  day's 
work  for  himself  in  five  years.  He  is  a  political 
doormat,  as  I  referred  to  him  two  weeks  ago.  He 
has  been  attached  to  every  political  campaign  to 
which  he  could  attach  himself,  and  has  been  an 
errand  boy,  a  stool  pigeon,  a  bootlegger, — every- 
thing except  a  reputable,  hardworking,  industrious 
man,  a  man  interested  in  anybody  but  himself. 
There  is  another  assistant  secretary  of  the  Mayor,  if 
you  please,  with  that  dignified  title,  who  only  a  few 
years  ago  transgressed  the  laws  and  did  a  year  at 
Deer  Island.  There  is  no  effort  made  at  the  Em- 
ployment Bureau  today  to  get  work  for  the  200  or 
300  applicants  who  have  gone  there  for  work.  Air. 
Sullivan,  the  present  director  of  the  free  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  came  before  your  special  committee 
and  told  us  that  the  department  records  were  in- 
complete and  almost  all  gone.  If  the  records  of 
that  department  were  taken  during  the  previous 
administration  and  disposed  of,  there  was  criminal 
negligence  there,  and  certainly  that  is  nothing  to 
justify  the  Council  in  giving  $35,000  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  Bureau  in  the  public  service. 
Records  lost,  mislaid  or  stolen  in  that  administra- 
tion are  no  justification  for  keeping  that  kind  of 
people  in  the  employment  of  the  city.  The  per- 
sonnel of  the  Employment  Bureau  is  as  political  as 
the  gathering  we  are  accustomed  to  see  around 
headquarters.  Their  duties  are  political,  and  they 
are  not  public  servants.  They  are  paid  wages 
entirely  out  of  proportion  to  what  they  do,  and,  as 
I  say,  there  is  nothing  to  show  that  they  have  done 
anything  at  all.  The  director  of  the  Employment 
Bureau  came  before  us  and  told  us  how  many 
people  had  been  employed  the  first  three  months  of 
1926  and  the  first  three  months  of  1925,  and  his 


own  figures  were  a  thousand  out  of  the  way.  I 
believe  it  is  wasteful  extravagance  for  the  Mayor 
to  ask  S10.000  for  the  continuance  of  a  department 
that  renders  no  public  service.  Everything  that 
the  free  Employment  Bureau  does  in  this  city  is 
done  by  the  state  free  Employment  Bureau  estab- 
lished for  twenty  or  twenty-five  years,  a  bureau 
which  does  good  service.  I  could  not  vote  fcr  the 
Mayor's  order  in  committee  and  I  cannot  vote  for 
it  here,  and  I  move  that  the  request  of  the  Mavor 
be  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  most  of  what  I 
have  to  say  I  said  in  executive  session.  I  am 
also  a  member  of  this  committee  but  I  would  be 
an  ingrate  to  the  people  I  boast  of  as  friends  if  I 
did  not  on  the  floor  of  this  chamber  stand  up  and 
defend,  if  such  a  thing  is  necessary,  a  gentleman 
whom  I  have  had  the  privilege  to  know  and  of 
whose  friendship  I  am  proud.  And  so  I  stand 
here  in  public  in  defence  of  the  man  whom  the 
speaker  on  my  right  (Coun.  Dowling)  has  seen  fit 
to  call  a  political  doormat,  a  man  who  has  never 
worked,  a  bootlegger,  and  a  man  who  has  taken 
part  in  every  political  campaign  for  years  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  Thank  goodness  —  while  I  think 
I  will  not  be  charged  with  being  a  bootlegger  or  a 
political  doormat  —  I  have  taken  part  in  different 
campaigns  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  about  eighteen 
or  t%venty  years  and  I  think  it  is  no  discredit  to 
any  man  who  ma}'  see  fit  at  an  opportune  time  to 
travel  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston 
espousing  the  causes  of  his  friends  who  aspire  to 
political  office,  to  do  so.  The  question  is  on  the 
appropriation  of  $10,000  as  requested  by  the 
Mayor  to  keep  up  the  work  of  the  Employment 
Bureau.  I  as  a  member  of  this  committee,  having 
been  appointed  last  Monday,  spent  some  time  last 
Tuesday  visiting  the  Employment  Bureau,  and  I 
made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  situation  my- 
self. I  know  about  the  four  employees  of  the  de- 
partment stationed  at  Tyler  street.  '  I  interviewed 
the  so-called  inefficient  and  inexperienced  staff. 
Air.  Sullivan,  who  has  been  referred  to  here,  in  the 
less  than  two  weeks  he  has  had,  has  obtained  as 
good  a  knowledge  of  that  department  as  any  one 
could  expect  a  man  to  have  in  the  short  space  of 
time  he  has  been  employed.  This  man  has  been 
before  the  investigating  committee  of  our  Execu- 
tive Committee  at  a  hearing  held  in  these  cham- 
bers and  has  been  examined  and  cross  examined 
for  two  and  one  half  hours  by  the  gentleman  on 
my  right  as  well  as  by  myself.  He  did  not  evade 
one  question  that  he  could  possibly  answer.  He 
brought  with  him  all  the  data  possible  to  accumu- 
late in  the  short  space  of  time  that  he  had  to  do  it, 
and  he  brought  statistics  showing  that  the  Em- 
ployment Bureau  of  the  City  of  Boston  had  done 
more  work  in  the  way  of  securing  employment  for 
the  citizenry  of  Boston  than  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts had  done  in  its  state  employment  depart- 
ment. He  then  quoted  from  a  report  handed 
down  by  the  federal  government  as  the  result  of  an 
investigation  of  the  employment  situation.  Mr. 
Sullivan,  as  a  result  of  the  questioning,  gave  us 
data  which  he  had  received  from  the  files  of  that 
department.  He  did  not  say  at  any  time  —  and 
I  spent  the  entire  time  when  he  was  being  exam- 
ined in  the  room  —  that  the  reports  were  not 
there.  He  said  that  up  to  the  time  when  he  en- 
tered the  employ  of  the  department  the  reports, 
in  his  opinion,  were  inadequate  and  not  as  care- 
fully compiled  as  he  would  like  to  have  them,  and 
that  he  was  immediately  putting  into  effect  a  sys- 
tem such  as  should  be  used  by  an  employment 
department  of  this  kind.  He  introduced  —  and  I 
am  surprised  that  my  good  friend  has  not  referred 
to  them  in  the  executive  meeting  or  in  this  cham- 
ber,—  probably  fifty  or  more  letters  from  reliable 
contractors  and  business  firms  of  Boston,  such  as 
Filene's  Sons,  Jordan  Marsh,  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  the  like  business  firms  and  institu- 
tions, commending  the  work  of  this  Employment 
Bureau  on  account  of  the  experienced,  capable  and 
efficient  men  which  the  Bureau  sent  out  to  em- 
ployers on  request.  I  have  read  some  of  these 
letters,  showing  that  the  concerns  were  satisfied 
with  the  calibre  of  the  men.  But,  be  that  as  it 
may,  as  I  have  said  before,  we  cannot  afford  to 
discontinue  a  department  that  is  doing  the  work 
that  this  department  is  in  handling  the  employ- 
ment situtation  in  this  city.  The  department  was 
organized  by  the  former  Mayor  of  Boston.  I 
have  read  reports  which  I  will  not  take  the  time 
to  read  here  complimenting  the  department  and 
stating  that  its  work  should  not  only  be  continued 
but  extended,  reports  stating  that  the  Soldiers' 
Relief   and   the   Public  Welfare   Department,   for 
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example,  have  saved  thousands  and  thousands  of 
dollars  a  year  of  the  city's  money  because  of  the 
ability  of  the  Employment  Bureau  to  place  the 
unemployed,  in  that  way  relieving  these  other  de- 
partments. Mr.  Sullivan  distinctly  told  us  that 
(hey  keep  a  record  of  every  man  who  is  employed 
so  that  when  he  does  get  a  job  through  this  de- 
partment his  name  is  immediately  sent  to  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  Public  Welfare  Departments, 
and  they  then  discontinue  any  relief  they  may  be 
giving  to  the  man,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
expenditure  of  the  $25,000  or  $30,000  which  it  may 
cost  the  city  to  keep  this  department  up  will  result 
in  the  saving  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  these  other 
departments  and  that  these  men  who  are  thus 
given  a  chance  to  seeic  and  obtain  honest  employ- 
ment will  not  have  to  bow  their  heads  in  shame, 
as  the  result  of  receiving  the  charity  of  this  won- 
derful city,  but  can  say,  "The  city  has  furnished 
me  an  opportunity  to  mame  an  honorable  living  so 
that  I  can  take  care  of  my  family."  I  think  that 
department  ought  to  be  continued.  I  think  to 
act  otherwise  would  be  unfair  and  would  be  an 
injustice  to  the  Mayor.  Under  the  old  regime 
there  were  fourteen  employees  in  theidepartment 
with  salaries  ranging  from  $3,000  a  year  down. 
Today  the  highest  paid  man  in  the  department, 
the  official  director,  receives  a  salary  of  $2,500, 
and  there  are  now  only  eight  people,  taking  the 
place  of  the  former  fourteen.  They  do  all  the 
work  that  the  others  did.  They  have  no  auto- 
mobile and  they  have  not  requested  an  automo- 
bile, but  they  did  say  through  their  director  this, 
"If  we  had  an  automobile  in  our  depaitment,  such 
as  they  had  there  previously,  we  could  do  far  more 
work  in  seeking  out  contractors  and  convincing 
them  that  they  ought  not  to  keep  in  their  employ 
aliens  but  should  employ  citizens  of  Boston."  I 
am  in  earnest  about  this  matter  and  hope  that  the 
request  for  the  appropriation  will  be  granted  here 
this  afternoon. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  debate  in  the 
executive  session  and  the  debate  in  this  Council 
Chamber  upon  this  matter,  and  I  find  myself 
faced,  like  the  rest  of  the  members  of  the  Council, 
with  this  situation.  Here  are  two  members  of  the 
committee  who  investigated  this  matter  and  who 
express  diverse  opinions  as  the  result  of  their  in- 
vestigation. Their  opinions  differ.  They  have 
both  received  the  results  of  their  investigation 
and  have  expressed  their  opinions  because  of  those 
results.  Yet  they  are  absolutely  contradictory  in 
their  statements.  Leaving  aside  the  personal 
recriminations,  leaving  aside  the  attacks  on  the 
personnel  of  the  department,  the  only  things  we 
are  faced  with  here  are  the  facts  that  were  gleaned 
from  that  investigation.  We  do  find  certain  facts 
from  an  examination  of  the  evidence  as  presented 
by  both  of  the  men  who  have  so  ably  expressed 
their  opinions,  with  perhaps  a  great  deal  more 
oratorical  ability  and  histrionic  talent  than  I  my- 
self possess.  But  I  want  merely  to  deal  with  the 
facts.  I  think  the  Council  is  in  the  same  position 
with  regard  to  this  matter  as  a  man  who  stands 
on  the  side  lines  and  watches  his  chickens  running- 
over  his  neighbor's  flower  beds.  He  cannot  do 
anything  more  about  it,  because  if  he  chases  the 
chickens  off,  he  will  do  more  damage  to  the  flower 
beds  than  if  he  allows  them  to  remain  there.  If 
we  do  not  pass  the  appropriation,  we  will  destroy 
the  entire  utility  of  the  Bureau.  The  real  fact  we 
are  faced  with  here  is  whether  the  Bureau  has 
justified  its  existence.  From  the  facts  given  by 
previous  speakers,  it  is  my  personal  opinion  that 
the  Bureau  has  justified  its  existence.  We  all 
know,  in  spite  of  the  safeguards  placed  around 
employment  offices,  that  there  are  a  great  many 
leeches  who  get  in  and  that  those  leeches  fasten 
themselves  onto  the  very  poorest  of  our  citizenry, 
taking  their  toll  from  those  least  able  to  bear  it,  in 
return  for  giving  them  employment.  The  Mun- 
icipal Employment  Bureau  gives  that  service  to 
them  free  of  charge,  and  I  believe  that  such  a 
wont  is  one  which  the  city  is  entirely  justified  in 
conducting  and  one  which  will  bring  benefit  to 
those  who  are  least  able  to  help  themselves.  Such 
a  bureau  is  in  itself  certainly  a  good  thing,  what- 
ever opinion  some  of  us  may  have  about  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Bureau,  their  ability  or  inability, 
their  competency  or  incompetency.  It  is  not  for 
us  to  decide  those  questions.  The  sole  responsi- 
bility for  the  personnel  is  up  to  the  Mayor,  and  it 
is  to  him  thai,  the  people  must  look  if  the  Bureau 
fails  to  function  properly.  That  is  no  reason  for 
taking  away  the  only  means  which  the  Bureau 
has  of  existence,  the  financial  means.     If  those  are 


taken  away  there  will  be  no  Bureau,  and  those 
men  who  have  come  to  look  to  the  Bureau  for  sal- 
vation in  the  way  of  employment  will  be  the  ones 
who  will  suffer.  Therefore,  I  think  this  appro- 
priation ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  so  far 
from  agreeing  with  the  statement  of  the  previous 
speaker  that  the  Municipal  Public  Bureau  renders 
no  public  service  that  I  feel  that  it  has  now  become 
of  such  importance  that  it  should  in  the  next 
year  at  least  become  one  of  the  regularly  con- 
stituted departments  of  the  city  and  included 
in  the  regular  city  budget.  The  fact  that  it  does 
not  appear  as  a  regular  city  department  and  is 
of  necessity  taken  care  of  out  of  the  Reserve 
Fund  shows  that  at  the  outset  it  was  looked  upon 
with  some  doubt  as  to  its  importance  and  as  to 
the  length  of  time  it  should  continue  to  function. 
It  has  now  been  in  existence  over  a  period  of 
years  and  is  doing  an  increasingly  large  business. 
I  think  I  shall  be  much  more  inclined  to  vote 
in  favor  of  further  extension  at  the  time  when 
the  $10,000  in  question  is  exhausted  if  I  know 
that  some  steps  are  being  taken  toward  making 
it  a  regularly  constituted  department  than  I 
shall  be  if  I  know  it  is  to  be  carried  on  in  the 
same  way  that  it  has  been  carried  on  in  the  past. 
The  chief  objections  raised  this  afternoon  to 
carrying  the  department  on  have  dealt  solely 
with  the  personnel  of  the  department.  I  think 
conditions  are  not  such  at  the  present  time  as  to 
warrant  the  City  Council  in  holding  back  the 
money  to  carry  on  the  department  simply  because 
the  previous  speaker  feels  that  the  personnel  is 
not  all  that  it  should  be.  I  can  readily  imagine 
that  a  situation  might  arise  where  the  personnel 
of  a  department  became  so  notoriously  rotten 
that  the  City  Council  would  be  fully  justified 
in  doing  all  they  could  to  prevent  its  going  on, 
but  I  am  very  far  from  being  satisfied  that  that 
is  the  present  condition  of  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau.  I  shall  at  this  time  vote  in  favor 
of  the  Mayor's  order,  but  unless  I  know  that 
steps  are  being  taken  to  constitute  the  department 
as  a  regular  department  of  the  city,  to  be  included 
with  the  other  departments  in  the  budget  in  future 
years,  as  I  think  the  importance  of  the  work 
warrants,  I  shall  be  reluctant  to  vote  in  favor  of 
future  orders  for  carrying  it  on. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  not  my 
intention  to  enter  into  debate  upon  this  matter, 
because  I  am  too  familiar  with  the  workings  of 
the  Municipal  Bureau  not  to  realize  that  its 
carrying  on  is  well  worth  while.  However,  I 
would  like  to  ask  a  question  of  the  chairman 
of  the  committee,  if  I  may,  through  the  presi- 
dent. May  I  ask  if  the  member  understood  Mr. 
Sullivan  to  say  that  the  records  of  the  previous 
administration  were  stolen  or  missing? 

Coun.  DOWLING — I  understood  him  to  say 
that  they  were  stolen  or  missing,  and  I  gathered 
that  he  thought  they  were  stolen. 

Coun.  DOWD — Again,  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman,  Mr.  President,  if  the  opportunity  or 
courtesy  was  extended  to  the  former  director  of 
the  Bureau  to  defend  himself  against  such  remarks 
by  Mr  Sullivan? 

Coun.  DOWLING— The  committee  did  not 
hear  his  predecessor. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  very  amus- 
ing to  hear  the  councilor  from  Brighton  (Coun. 
Dowling)  tell  us  about  the  money  that  this  Bureau 
will  expend  during  the  next  year  and  about  his 
great  apprehension  in  the  matter.  It  was  only 
one  or  two  weeks  ago  that,  with  very  little  con- 
sideration and  debate,  the  councilor  from  Brighton 
voted  to  expend  $43,000,000.  I  think  most  of 
us  realize  that  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
could  very  well  expend  upward  of  $35,000.  We 
have  heard  a  lot  of  talk  in  regard  to  a  possible 
automobile.  Certainly  the  director  needs  an 
automobile  if  he  is  going  to  get  results.  He  has 
to  go  to  various  parts  of  the  city  quickly  to  get 
in  touch  with  the  different  people,  and  he  must 
have  transportation.  As  to  the  character  of 
Mr.  Sullivan,  I  believe  it  must  be  very  high. 
The  people  of  Boston  have  elected  him  to  repre- 
sent them  on  various  occasions.  I  don't  think 
the  councilor  should  allow  himself  to  be  swayed 
by  personal  feelings  in  this  matter.  In  regard 
to  the  so-called  Curley  handovers  there  at  the 
present  time,  while  I  am  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  order,  I  feel  that  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
we  will  a  little  later  see  the  Curley  handovers 
wiped  out.  Of  course,  the  Mayor,  in  changing 
the  personnel  of  the  department,  will  be  acting 
within  his  rights,  in  accordance  with  the  principle 
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that  to  the  victor,  no  matter  who  he  may  be, 
belong  the  spoils.  But  I  don't  think  a  Mayor, 
whoever  he  may  be,  should  cut  any  of  the  girls 
who  are  not  in  political  life  in  any  way.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee  if  Mr. 
Sullivan  said  during  the  cross  examination  that 
he  found  in  the  files  literature  relating  to  the 
futherance  of  any  mayoralty  campaign  that 
had  been  conducted  in  the  last  four  years? 

Cour.  DOWLING— I  don't  think  I  under- 
stand the  question,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Sullivan,  I  understand, 
said  that  the  business  correspondents,  records 
pertaining  to  the  business  bureau,  were  missing, 
but  in  their  place  he  found  literature  pertaining  to 
political  campaigns. 

Coun.  DOWLING— I  did  not  understand  that, 
no.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  know  when  I  am  licked, 
but  I  also  know  when  I  am  right,  and  I  know  that 
I  am  licked  now,  but  I  know  that  I  am  right, 
notwithstanding.  I  just  wish  to  clear  up  one 
situation.  The  councilor  from  Ward  14  would 
create  the  impression  that  I  had  withheld  some 
information  that  came  to  me  as  a  member  of  the 
committee.  I  referred  in  the  committee  to  a  num- 
ber of  communications  and  data  that  Mr.  Sullivan 
had  left  with  us,  and,  of  course,  I  would  not 
withhold  from  any  member  of  the  Council  any- 
thing that  was  so  left  with  me  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Council.  Since  my  brother  has  referred 
to  that  matter,  I  will  now  say  a  word  in  regard 
to  it.  As  I  said  in  the  committee,  these  com- 
munications came  to  the  director  of  the  free 
Employment  Bureau  as  the  result  of  letters  sent 
out  by  the  Employment  Bureau,  applause  letters, 
if  you  please.  The  then  director  felt  that  he 
wanted  to  have  something  of  the  sort,  something 
showing  confidence  in  the  department,  from  the 
different  people  to  whom  he  had  sent  appli cants 
for  work.  So  some  time  in  January  or  February 
of  1924  he  sent  to  a  number  of  employers  stereo- 
typed letters  to  this  effect, — "Don't  you  think  the 
work  of  this  department  is  the  best  ever?"  and 
so  on,  and,  of  course,  every  one  of  the  replies  that 
came  back  was  in  answer  to  a  letter  of  that  sort. 
Two  of  these  communications  make  no  reference 
to  such  a  letter,  but  you  will  find  in  the  other 
letters  that  they  are  answers  to  such  a  communica- 
tion. Here  is  one  saying,  "Replying  to  your 
letter  of  such  and  such  a  date,  we  think  the  Bureau 
is"  so  and  so;  and  "Your  letter  of  January  28 
has  been  received,  and  we  are  glad  to  tell  you " 
so  and  so.  Then,  here  is  one  that  says  nothing 
about  the  letter  that  was  sent,  but  is  evidently 
in  answer  to  such  a  letter.  Then,  here  is  one. 
"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  25,  I  wish  to 
say,"  etc.:  and  another  says,  "In  reply  to  your 
letter  of  January  28,  I  wish  to  say,"  and  so  forth. 
"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  29,"  and  so 
forth  and  so  on;  and  here  is  another  one  that  refers 
to  a  letter  received  on  January  29.  And  so  it 
goes  on  through  the  list.  There  is  nothing  here 
that  helps  the  argument  of  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  14,  but  it  all  verifies  w_hat  I  maintain,  that 
the  Bureau  has  not  justified  itself.  So  I  hope 
no  little  red  herring  drawn  across  the  trail  will 
take  your  minds  away  from  the  real  situation 
with  regard  to  this  Bureau.  The  fact  that  I  did 
not  in  my  previous  remarks  bring  up  these  letters 
was  not  because  of  any  intention  on  my  part  to 
withhold  information,  but  was  simply  in  the 
interest  of  brevity,  the  situation  in  that  respect 
already  being  well  known. 

Coun.  Dowling's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  declared  lost.  Coun.  Dowling  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  2, 
nays  16:

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Council  of  1925  passed 
an  appropriation  of  $60,000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  fire  station  on  Columbia  road, 
at  Annabel  street,  occupied  by  Engine  Com- 
pany 21.  After  the  work  had  progressed  soil 
conditions  were  discovered  which  increased  the 
foundation  cost  over  $4,000.  It  was  therefore 
necessary  to  eliminate  several  items  necessary 
to  complete  the  station  with  the  result  that 
there  is  some  grading,  planting,  fences  and 
granolithic  work  to  be  done  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $5,000.

Dear  Sir, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
352  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  the  city  has  the  right 
to  borrow  $2,250,000  for  additions  to  the  pres- 
ent City  Hospital  plant.  The  first  unit,  the 
Maternity  Building,  is  now  nearing  comple- 
tion, and  the  trustees  are  ready  to  start  on 
additional  units,  and  are  therefore  requesting 
that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  for  the 
authorization  of  $1,312,500,  this  money  to  be 
used  for  the  following  items  : 
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Four  hundred  eight  thousand  dollars  for  ad- 
ditions to  the  Nurses'  Home  and  the  necessary 
tunnels  connecting  this  building  with  the  gen- 
eral plant. 

Six  hundred  seventy-nine  thousand,  five 
hundred  dollars  for  the  new  Surgical  Building

The  hospital  department  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of  five  trus- 
tees, who  shall  have  charge  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  and  the  Boston  Sanatorium,  and 
of  the  care  and  maintenance  thereof ;  shall 
make  all  needful  improvements  in  the  lands 
and  grounds  connected  with  said  hospital  and 
sanatorium  ;  shall  have  charge  of  all  real  estate 
held  for  purposes  connected  with  the  City 
Hospital  and  Sanitorium,  and  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  to  the  city  collector  the  income 
thereof. 

"Section  2.  The  trustees  shall  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein  enu- 
merated, and  all  other  powers  and  duties  now 
or  heretofore  required  by  statute,  ordinance 
or  law  to  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Hospital  Department  and  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium,  and  shall 
be  the  lawful  successors  of  said  officers." 
and  that  said  chapter  17  be  further  amended 
by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  two  sections : 

"Section  3.  The  trustees  shall  admit  to  the 
City  Hospital  only  sick  or  injured  persons  re- 
quiring temporary  relief,  unless  for  good 
cause,  and  shall  remove  all  patients  as  soon 
as  their  condition  will  permit ;  they  may  al- 
low    persons     making     compensation     therefor 


separate  apartments  and  special  accommoda- 
tions in  the  City  Hospital.  They  shall  admit 
to  the  Sanatorium  only  persons  who  are  bona 
fide  residents  of  Boston  at  the  time  of  their 
application  for  admission.  The  charges  for 
the  support  of  patients  who  are  able  to  pay 
for  the  same,  or  who  have  persons  or  kindred 
bound  by  law  and  able  to  maintain  them  shall 
be  paid  by  such  patients,  persons  or  kindred 
at  a  rate  determined  by  the  trustees.

Ordered,  That  chapter  259  of  the  Acts  of 
1926,  entitled  "An  Act  Authorizing  the  City 
of  Boston  to  Borrow  Money  for  the  Purpose 
of  Constructing  a  Pumping  Station  and  Out- 
let for  Sewage  Disposal  in  East  Boston,"  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  I  believe 
in  asking  the  Council  to  accept  this  act  I 
should  briefly  explain  what  is  meant  by  it. 
We  have  rather  a  unique  situation  over  in 
East  Boston,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  filling 
in  of  the  flats  of  East  Boston  have  closed  up 
the  outlet  of  our  sewer  system  there,  with 
the  result  that  the  water  has  for  some  time 
backed  up  into  the  houses.  That  is  a  thing 
that  has  been  going  on  for  the  thirty  years 
that  I  have  been  familiar  with  the  district. 
We  have  also  found  out  during  this  last  year 
that  several  sewers  have  been  emptying  right 
out  on  to  our  bathing  beach,  the  report  of 
the  Health  Department  of  the  city  proving 
that  there  is  more  contamination  and  pollution 
of  the  waters  in  that  district  than  in  any 
other  section  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  first 
week  in  January  I  filed  this  bill  in  the  Legis- 
lature, asking  permission  to  borrow  $650,000 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  of  the  city  for  this 
purpose.  The  House  passed  it,  the  Senate 
passed  it,  and  the  Governor  signed  it  last  Fri- 
day at  3  o'clock.  The  Finance  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Boston  has  investigated  the  matter 
and  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  a 
thing  that  has  go+  to  be  done,  that  the  city 
will  have  to  order  this  improvement,  if  not 
this  year  certainly  eventually,  undoubtedly 
next  year,  and  this  year  seems  to  be  the  op- 
portune time  to  put  through  this  great  im- 
provement for  East  Boston.  So,  in  asking 
the  Council  to  pass  the  order,  I  have  briefly 
outlined  what  it  calls  for.

JITNEY   LICENSES. 

Coun.  WRAGG,  for  the  Special  Committee 
on  Jitney  Licenses,  submitted  the  following : 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Franklin  L.  Hart 
(referred  April  5)  for  license  to  operate  four 
motor  vehicles  from  Park  square  through 
Charles  street  to  West  Boston  Bridge  (on 
route  between  Boston  and  Albany) — that  a 
license  be  granted. 

Report  accepted :  license  granted  on  the 
usual   conditions. 

2.  Report  on  petition  of  the  Oakdale  Com- 
munity Garage  and  Bus  Line  (referred  March 
1)  for  license  to  operate  four  motor  vehicles 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  from  Dedham  to  Hyde 
Park  line  on  River  street ;  River  street  to 
Cleary  square,  corner  of  River  street  and 
Hyde  Park  avenue,  Hyde  Park,  and  returning 
over  same  route,  stopping  at  all  intersecting 
streets — that  the  license  be  granted. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report 
and  granting  the  license. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  usual  publicity  given  to  this  petition 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  remonstrants 
and  the  local  press  in  my  district  have  placed 
upon  me  the  burden  of  deciding,  through  my 
committee,  whether  or  not  this  license  should 
be  granted,  I  feel  that,  in  order  to  make  my 
position  clear  to  my  constituents,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  me  to  say  a  few  words  to  support 
my  action  as  councilor  representing  the  dis- 
trict involved.  As  you  may  all  know,  there 
were  three  hearings  held  by  the  Jitney  License 
Committee  on  this  petition — two  in  City  Hall, 
and  a  third  one,  a  public  hearing,  held  in  the 
Municipal  Building,  Hyde  Park,  on  the  eve- 
ning of  April  9.  Every  conceivable  considera- 
tion was  given  to  the  Pierce  bus  line  to  pre- 
sent   to    us    good    and    sufficient    reasons    why 
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this  petition  should  not  be  granted,  at  the 
three  hearings  just  referred  to.  We  were  un- 
der no  obligation  to  extend  the  courtesy  of  a 
public  hearing  in  order  to  justify  our  belief 
that  the  petition  should  be  granted,  and  from 
the  evidence  presented  at  the  public  hearing  in 
the  Municipal  Building  we  are  still  further 
convinced  that  we  have  made  absolutely  no  mis- 
take in  asking  this  Council  to  ratify  our  ac: 
tion.  The  public  hearing  held  in  the  Munici- 
pal Building  on  the  evening  of  April  9  was 
not  a  representative  hearing  of  the  citizens 
of  that  district.  It  was  what  you  might  call 
a  packed  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the  Pierce 
Bus  Lines,  primarily,  brought  about  through 
handbill  advertising  and  by  free  bus  service, 
with  several  of  the  Pierce  Line  buses  picking 
up  anyone  they  might  find  on  the  street  cor- 
ners or  other  places  of  gathering  for  a  free 
ride  to  the  Municipal  Building  to  cheer  for 
the  Pierce  Bus  Lines.  The  official  report,  as 
recorded  by  the  official  reporter,  Mr.  Edward 
Harnden,  will  verify  this  statement,  where 
the  meeting  was  interrupted  by  cheers,  cat 
calls  and  other  demonstrations  that  were  al- 
most impossible  to  control  from  the  chair,  and 
it  was  almost  impossible  to  obtain  order  when 
anything  favorable  to  the  petitioner  was  men- 
tioned. Without  going  into  this  matter  in  de- 
tail, but  simply  as  a  matter  of  record,  the 
petitioner  presented  a  petition  bearing  1,102 
names.  The  Pierce  Bus  Lines  presented  a 
petition  bearing  1,684  names.  Both  petitions, 
in  order  that  we  might  be  fair,  were  checked 
from  the  police  lists,  as  of  April  1,  1925, 
which  was  the  only  list  available  that  we 
could  check  the  residents  from,  and  on  the 
1.102  names  presented  by  the  petitioner,  754, 
or  68.4  per  cent,  certified  as  living  at  the  ad- 
dresses given  on  the  petition.  Contrast  that 
with  the  petition  of  1,684  names  by  the  Pierce 
Bus  Lines — only  819,  or  48.6  per  cent,  certified 
from  this  list.  Thirty-four  persons  on  the  Pierce 
list  signed  their  names  more  than  once, 
and  there  were  names  on  the  petition  of  peo- 
ple from  Jamaica  Plain,  Roxbury,  Roslindale, 
Woburn,  South  Boston,  Dorchester,  Cam- 
bridge and  Milton,  who  signed  this  petition, 
which  has  right  at  the  head,  "We,  the  under- 
signed residents  of  Hyde  Park."  Many  of  the 
signatures  were  of  high  school  pupils,  not  of 
age.  Several  of  the  pages  on  the  Pierce  peti- 
tion were  written  in  the  same  handwriting, 
which  would  almost  seem  to  indicate  that  some- 
one had  taken  a  directory  of  some  sort  and 
copied  the  names  down,  and  did  not  show  to 
the  committee's  satisfaction  that  it  was  a  fair 
desire  of  the  persons  to  sign  the  petition. 
Some  of  the  speakers  were  accused  of  being 
financially  or  otherwise  interested  in  the 
Pierce  Bus  Lines  at  the  hearing,  and  this 
was  not  denied  in  the  rebuttal  by  counsel  for 
the  Pierce  Bus  Line.  The  advertisement  in 
the  April  8  issue,  page  8,  of  the  Hyde  Park 
Gazette-Times,  appearing  over  the  name  of 
Fred  W.  Pierce,  was  in  itself  misleading,  go- 
ing even  so  far  as  to  state  that  he  was  a 
resident  of  Hyde  Park  and  paid  taxes  on  his 
buses  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Upon  cross  ex- 
amination at  the  hearing  he  stated  that  he 
was  a  resident  of  Walpole  and  is  now  a  resi- 
dent of  Walpole,  and  pays  only  real  estate 
taxes  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  granting  of 
this  petition  to  the  Oakdale  Community  Ga- 
rage and  Bus  Line  does  not  take  away  the 
right  of  Mr.  Pierce  to  operate,  as  he  is  at  the 
present  time,  although  the  committee  pos- 
sesses sufficient  evidence  to  revoke  his  license 
for  not  complying  with  the  city  ordinance 
regulating  the  operation  of  jitney  buses.  We 
have  no  desire  to  revoke  his  license,  but  I  do 
believe,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens 
of  my  district,  and  especially  of  business  peo- 
ple who  want  through  service  from1  Dedham 
to  Hyde  Park,  in  order  that  they  might  en- 
joy some  of  the  business  that  is  now  going 
to  other  sections  of  Boston,  that  this  petition 
should  be  granted.  I  do  not  believe  that  there 
is  any  member  of  this  Council  who  knows  this 
district  or  the  needs  of  the  district  any  better 
than  I  do,  and,  as  it  was  said  by  Attorney 
Hennessey  for  the  Pierce  Bus  Lines  that  he 
stood  ready  and  willing  to  abide  by  the  deci- 
sion of  this  committee  and  that  certain  courte- 


sies should  be  extended  to  the  member  of  the 
locality  under  consideration,  I  am  asking  the 
members  of  the  Council  to  extend  to  me  their 
courtesy  and  vote  that  the  petition  ought  to 
be  granted. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  with  all 
due  deference  to  the  argument  advanced  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys,  I 
have  in  mind  the  hearing  upon  this  same  mat- 
ter that  occurred  two  years  ago,  with  the  con- 
troversy between  Chamberlain  and  Pierce,  and 
I  cannot  now  help  having  the  same  thought  I 
had  then,  that  there  is  another  possible  solu- 
tion to  this  problem.  I  would  now  suggest 
to  the  committee  that  they  take  the  matter 
up  with  the  Elevated,  because  if  the  Elevated 
will  go  in  there  it  will  eliminate  the  entire 
argument.  People  in  Readville,  residents  of 
Boston,  traveling  the  same  distance,  in  com- 
ing into  Boston  have  to  pay  15  cents — a  nickel 
to  Pierce  and  10  cents  to  the  Elevated.  I  am 
therefore  going  to  ask  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Jitneys  if  it  would  not  be  feasible 
to  try  to  force — I  don't  know  that  the  use  of 
the  word  "force"  is  a  proper  one,  but  to  ask 
— the  Elevated  to  go  in  there,  thereby  doing 
away  with  the  entire  argument  that  has  arisen. 
That  will  then  do  away  with  the  injustice  to 
many  who  live  and  own  property  in  Boston, 
who  pay  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston,  as  com- 
pared with  others,  and  will  eliminate  this  dif- 
ficult situation  that  has  been  brewing  and  go- 
ing on  for  the  last  four  years. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  sat  in 
at  the  jitney  hearings  here  and  went  out  to 
the  hearing  in  Hyde  Park.  The  people  there 
would  like  to  have  the  Elevated,  but  they 
cannot  get  the  Elevated  to  go  any  farther 
than  Cleary  square.  The  Elevated  refuses  to 
go  beyond  Cleary  square  and,  as  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  has  already  told  you,  the 
people  of  *Hyde  Park  would  probably  be  pretty 
well  satisfied  under  the  circumstances  to  have'"' 
this  bus  line  running  from  Cleary  square  to 
Dedham.  I  had  in  mind  the  thought  that  the 
last  speaker  has  brought  up,  having  the  Ele- 
vated run  lines  out  there  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion. So  I  made  it  my  business  to  inquire  of 
the  Elevated  end  of  it  and  found  that  they 
are  satisfied  to  continue  running  where  they 
are  now.  From  what  I  can  find  out,  they 
will  not  run  farther  than  Cleary  square,  be- 
cause that  is  only  a  short  distance  from  the 
Dedham  line,  and  they  cannot  go  beyond  the 
line.  The  people  there  will  be  very  well  satis- 
fied with  the  buses.  The  only  objection  that 
they  have  to  the  buses  there  now  is  that 
they  are  not  getting  the  service  they  should. 
If  Chamberlain  puts  his  buses  in,  they  will 
have  two  lines  and  will  get  good  service.  I 
hope  the  body  this  afternoon  will  pass  favor- 
ably upon   Chamberlain's  bus  petition. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  if  the  mat- 
ter has  already  been  taken  up  with  the  Ele-. 
ated  and  they  will  not  take  any  such  action  as 
I  suggest,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  withdraw 
my  argument. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
a  word  in  connection  with  that,  too.  At  the 
last  time  when  Mr.  Dana  was  in  the  hall,  I 
asked  him  if  he  would  consider  running  a  bus 
line  from  Cleary  square  to  the  Dedham  line. 
He  threw  both  hands  in  the  air  and  said  that 
he  wouldn't  have  anything  to  do  with  it.  It 
would  not  be  giving  the  people  what  they 
want,  anyway,  and  the  Elevated  could  not  go 
beyond  the  Dedham  line.  The  people  want 
through  service. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  the  granting 
of  this  petition  apparently  means  the  dupli- 
cation of  service  over  a  particular  route.  I 
cannot  see  anything  that  is  not  pernicious  in 
such  a  thing.  It  means  a  loss  to  Mr.  Pierce 
and  ultimately  means  a  loss  to  the  residents 
of  Hyde  Park  and  the  district  to  be  served, 
unless  this  jitney  committee  is  prepared  to 
say  that  they  will  recommend  the  revocation 
of  Mr.  Pierce's  license,  so  that  there  will  not 
be  this  duplication  of  service  and  economic 
loss.  Therefore  I  think  Mr.  Chamberlain's  pe- 
tition should  be  denied. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.   President,   speaking  as   a 
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member  of  that  committee,  I  don't  think  the 
situation  that  exists  out  there  now  is  clear  to 
the  councilor  on  my  right,  who  has  just 
spoken.  We  have  made,  I  think,  a  minute  and 
careful  study  of  the  situation  in  Hyde  Park. 
The  present  petitioner  has  a  line  in  Dedham, 
and  this  petition,  if  granted,  permits  that  line 
to  come  from  Dedham  into  Hyde  Park.  Under 
the  present  system  Chamberlain  carries  pas- 
sengers to  the  Dedham  line  and  then  they 
must  take  the  buses  of  Pierce  to  get  to  Cleary 
square.  If  this  petition  is  granted,  Chamber- 
lain will  be  permitted  to  go  to  Cleary  square 
and  take  passengers  from  Hyde  Park  through 
into  Dedham,  and  vice  versa.  Your  commit- 
tee has  given  as  careful  study  to  this  petition 
as  was  possible.  We  have  had  both  Pierce 
and  Chamberlain  at  hearings  in  the  hall,  and 
we  have  gone  out  to  Hyde  Park.  Personally, 
I  am  convinced  that  this  is  absolutely  a  local 
matter,  resting  entirely  with  the  councilor 
from  that  district,  and  I  think  it  is  our  duty, 
as  members  of  the  Council,  as  well  as  I  con- 
sider it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Jitney  Commit- 
tee, to  be  swayed  by  the  arguments  presented 
by  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Wragg) 
in  whose  district,  and  in  whose  district  alone, 
this  entire  situation  is  to  be  dealt  with.  I 
think  that  the  councilor  has,  with  the  Jitney 
Committee,  given  careful  consideration  to  this 
petition.  Mr.  Pierce  is  not  affected  at  all. 
This  simply  grants  to  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park,  under  this  petition,  what  they  feel  that 
they  need,  and  I  feel  that  they,  through  their 
councilor,  are  best  able  to  judge  what  they 
want.  We  should,  in  deference  to  the  councilor 
from  that  district  as  he  has  stated  to  us,  vote 
that  this  petition  be  granted. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  en- 
tirely understand  Mr.  Ruby's  argument,  where- 
in he  says  that  Mr.  Pierce  will  not  be  affected 
at  all.  If  he  were  not  to  be  affected  at  all,  it 
is  utterly  inconceivable  to  me  that  he  should 
go  to  a  meeting  in  Hyde  Park  and  protest,  as 
I  understand  that  he  did.  It  is  economic 
strangulation  of  one  company  by  permitting 
another  to  come  in  and  serve  the  public  in 
this  way  that  I  object  to.  I  think,  unless  the 
Jitney  Committee  has  the  backbone  to  stand 
up  and  say  that  the  Pierce  license  should  be 
revoked,  it  ought  not  to  grant  another  license 
to  another  person  operating  over  the  same 
route. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  while  not  a 
member  of  the  Jitney  Committee,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  attending  the  public  meeting  in 
Hyde  Park.  With  all  due  deference  to  the 
councilor  from  that  district,  I  believe  that  we 
have  to  pass  on  matters  pertaining  to  jitneys 
as  members  of  this  body.  Now,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  member  from  Hyde  Park  a  ques- 
tion— and  he  need  not  answer  it  if  he  does 
not  care  to  do  so — if  he  does  not  believe  that 
public  opinion  ought  to  prevail  in  a  matter  of 
this  sort?  I  should  say  that  there  were  1,500 
people  in  the  hall  out  there  in,  Hyde  Park 
that  night,  and  that  they  were  practically 
unanimously  in  favor  of  this  petition.  When 
the  raising  of  hands  was  called  for  there  was 
only  one  who  was  opposed.  I  would  like  to 
have  our   official  stenographer  verify   that. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
glad  to  answer  the  question.  Certainly  there 
were  1,500  people  in  the  hall,  but,  as  I  said 
in  my  talk,  it  was  a  packed  hearing  for 
Pierce.  It  was  not  a  representative  meeting, 
and  I  think  that  will  be  borne  out  by  the 
entire  committee.  It  is  borne  out  by  others 
who  were  present  at  the  meeting  that  night. 
If  you  would  talk  with  the  people  out  there 
generally,  on  the  street  corners  or  anywhere 
else,  you  can  readily  find  out  that  it  was  a 
packed  meeting  for  that  night.  Naturally, 
you  can  get  a  hall  filled  under  those  circum- 
stances, if  you  try  to. 

President  KBENE — Has  Coun.  Wragg  an- 
swered  the  question   satisfactorily   to   you? 

Coun.    DOWD— Perfectly,    Mr.    President. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  permit 
granted,  Coun.  DOWD  stating  that  he  desired 
to  be  recorded  as  voting  "No." 


LEASE  TO  OLD  DORCHESTER  POST 
NO.  65. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  hereby  is  author- 
ized in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law 
Department,  to  execute  a  lease  to  Old  Dor- 
chester Post  No.  65  of  the  American  Le- 
gion, Department  of  Massachusetts,  of  one 
room,  one  entry  and  anteroom  in  the  building 
situated  on  the  southeasterly  corner  of  Rich- 
mond street  and  Washington  street  in  that 
part  of  Boston,  formerly  called  Dorchester, 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  beginning 
May  1,  1926,  at  a  rental  of  one  dollar  per 
year. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  may  say 
that  this  is  practically  a  duplication  of  the 
order  originally  presented  by  Coun.  Gilbody 
June  22,  1925,  for  the  letting  of  a  building 
that  has  been  vacant  for  some  twelve  years, 
on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Richmond 
streets,  Dorchester,  to  the  American  Legion 
Post. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
Coun.  Wilson,  through  the  Chair,  whether  he 
considers  that  this  is  a  violation  of  section  8 
of   the  city   charter?      (Laughter.) 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  Coun.  Wil- 
son does  not  care  at  the  present  time  whether 
it   is  or  is  not  a  violation.      (Laughter.) 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  order 
passed,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 


PLAYGROUND  IN  WARD  3. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  an  order- 
That  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  land  for  the  building  of  a 
playground  in  that  part  of  Ward  3  known  as 
the  West  End,  and  in  that  section  bounded 
by  Charles,  Cambridge,  Lynde,  Leverett, 
Causeway,  Nashua,  Minot,  Lowell  and 
Brighton  streets.

SIDEWALKS    ON    ROSSMORE    ROAD. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Rossmore  road, 
both  sides,  between  Forest  Hills  street  and 
Washington  street,  Ward  11,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon  ;  said  sidewalks  to 
be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  ad- 
joining, to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and 
to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
196   of   the   Special   Acts   of    1917.

Dear    Sir. — On   October    27,    1925,    we   sent   a 
letter    to   the    Public    Buildings    Department    de- 
claring   the    above    elevators    unsafe.      Over    a 


period  of  several  years  we  have  asked  that 
these  elevators  be  replaced  with  electric  eleva- 
tors similar  to  those  in  the  Annex,  so  this 
department  could  certify  to  their  safety  be- 
yond question. 

These  two  machines  are  ten  to  one  hy- 
draulics. The  four  cables  are  300  feet  long, 
and  if  the  cables  broke  at  the  anchorage  on 
the  machines,  and  the  car  descended,  the  weight 
of  the  cables  and  their  friction  over  the  ten 
sheaves  would  not  be  overhauled  fast  enough 
to  operate  the  safety  devices. 

In  that  event  the  car  would  strike  the  pit 
at  a  speed  of  200  to  500  feet  per  minute  with 
the  passengers,  which  would  cause  serious  in- 
juries. The  guide  rails  are  made  in  short  sec- 
tions, about  seven  feet  long,  and  fastened  with 
wooden  screws  to  the  posts.  This  is  old  con- 
struction and  unstable. 

Over    thirty   of   this    type    of    elevators    have 
been    removed    in    office    buildings    in    the    last 
three    years.      These    two    elevators    have    been 
installed   about  thirty   years.

WARD — Mr.  President,  since  the 
original  order  introduced  after  the  Scobey 
Hospital  fire,  at  which  a  woman  was  burned, 
to  death  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  person 
who  opened  the  box  to  pull  the  alarm,  we 
have  had  another  fire.  Last  week  a  similar 
fatality  occurred  on  Columbus  avenue,  but  in 
this  case  two  lives  were  sacrificed.  This  will 
continue  until  fool-proof  boxes  are  installed. 
The  person  sending  in  an  alarm  is  naturally 
excited  and  upon  hearing  the  bell  ring  rushes 
back  to  assist  the  unfortunates,  believing  that 
the    alarm    has    been    sent    in    when    no    alarm 
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has  been  given,  due  to  failure  to  pull  down 
the  hook.  It  is  our  duty  to  protect  the  people 
and  the  question  of  cost  should  be  a  secondary 
consideration.  I  move  for  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  order  has  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on   Finance.

"The  deputy  commissioner  in  charge  of  the 
division  of  vital  statistics  shall  be  sworn  as 
registrar,  and  said  deputy  commissioner  and 
the  division  of  vital  statistics  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein 
enumerated  and  all  other  powers  and  duties 
now  or  heretofore  required  by  law,  statute  or 
ordinance  to  be  exercised  or  performed  by  the 
Registry    Department." 

And  be  it  further  ordained  that  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take   effect  upon   its  passage.

ABOLITION    OF    MARKET    DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.   GUILD   offered  the   following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Bos- 
ton that  chapter  21  of  the  revised  "Ordinances 
of  1925"  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  repealed ; 
and 

Be  it  further  ordained  that  chapter  16,  sec- 
tion 2,  of  said  revised  "Ordinances  of  1925" 
be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
words  : 

"The  commissioner  or  deputy  commissioner 
of  the  Food  Inspection  Division  shall  take  and 
forthwith  destroy  any  article  of  food  which 
in  his  opinion  is  diseased,  unwholesome,  or 
tainted  and  is  kept  for  sale  within  the  market 
limits   or   elsewhere   in   the  city." 

And  be  it  further  ordained  that  chapter  25, 
section  1,  of  said  revised  "Ordinances  of  1925" 
be  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  1  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tion : 

Section  1.  The  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings,  who  shall  have 
the  care,  custody,  control  and  management  of, 
shall  make  all  repairs  in  or  upon,  and  provide 
furniture  for,  the  City  Hall,  City  Hall  Annex, 
Old  State  House,  Faneuil  Hall,  Quincy  Mar- 
ket and  other  buildings  and  parts  of  build- 
ings belonging  to  or  hired  by  the  city,  not 
wholly  in  charge  of  one  department,  or  for 
which  no  other  provision  is  made  by  statute 
or  ordinance,  whether  the  same"  are  used  for 
city  or  county  purposes.  He  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  hire  such  buildings  or 
rooms  as  may  be  required  for  city  or  county 
purposes.  He  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  flags  belonging  to  the  City  Hall,  City 
Hall  Annex,  Old  State  House,  Faneuil  Hall, 
and  Quincy  Market  Buildings,  and  shall  cause 
the  national  colors  to  be  displayed  on  those 
buildings  on  every  day  except  Sundays,  weather 
permitting.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  city 
property  in  the  armories  provided  by  the  city 
for  the   militia." 

And  be  it  further  ordained  that  section  5 
of  said  chapter  25  of  the  revised  "Ordinances 
of  1925,"  be  amended  by  striking  out  said 
section  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  two  sections  : 

"Section  5.  The  Superintendent  shall,  upon 
vote  of  the  City  Council  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  permit  the  use  of  the  assembly  hall  in 
the    Fanei/il    Hall    Building,    and    shall    collect 


payment  in  advance,  unless  such  vote  shall 
otherwise  provide,  for  such  use  in  the  day 
time  a  fee  of  S10,  and  in  the  evening  a  fee  of 
$15,  paying  the  fees  so  collected  to  the  City 
Treasurer  and  shall  hold  all  persons  signing 
the  application  upon  which  a  permit  is  issued, 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  any  damage 
done  to  the  assembly  hall  or  building  at  or  in 
connection  with  the  meeting  for  which  the  use 
is  granted  and  he  may  require  the  applicants 
to  deposit  security  against  damage  to  the 
assembly  hall  or  building  before  issuing  his 
permit  unless  the  vote  of  the  City  Council 
shall   otherwise  provide." 

"Section  6.  The  Superintendent  may  assign 
stands  within  the  market  limits  as  defined  by 
chapter  1  of  these  ordinances  for  the  sale  of 
provisions  and  other  articles,  and  may,  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  thereof,  remove  from 
one  place  or  stand  to  another  within  such 
limits,  or  to,  and  to  be  kept  in,  a  proper 
storage  place  until  the  expense  is  paid,  any 
merchandise,  vehicle,  or  animal,  not  under  the 
charge  of  any  person  or  not  immediately  so 
removed  on  the  direction  of  the  superintend- 
ent or  his  deputies.  He  shall  make  such 
changes  and  place  or  allow  to  be  placed  within 
said  market  limits  such  pipes,  drains  and 
other  appliances  as  he  may  deem  proper.  He 
shall  on  the  expiration  of  leases  of  stalls  in 
Faneuil  Hall  Market  make  leases  thereof  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  from  the  day 
of  such  expiration  at  rents  not  less  than  those 
which  shall  be  established  by  vote  of  the  City 
Council.  He  shall  after  the  establishment  of 
such  rents  notify  the  lessees  then  occupying 
said  stalls  and  cellars  of  the  rents  to  be  paid 
therefor  and  shall  give  new  leases  at  such 
rents  to  such  of  said  lessees  as  in  writing 
notify  him  of  their  desires  to  retain  their  re- 
spective holdings  at  such  rents  unless  the  City 
Council  shall  otherwise  vote  in  a  specific  in- 
stance. He  shall  lease  to  suitable  persons  all 
stalls  and  cellars  which  become  vacant  at  not 
less  than  the  rents  established  by  vote  of  the 
City  Council.  All  leases  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  shall  contain  the  following 
conditions  : 

1.  The  lessee  shall  comply  with  all  ordi- 
nances, regulations  and  orders  relating  to 
Faneuil  Hall,  or  the  Faneuil  Hall  Market  lim- 
its as  defined  in  chapter  1  of  these  ordinances. 

2.  The  lessee  shall  at  his  own  expense  keep 
the  demised  premises  in  good  repair  and  con- 
dition. 

3.  The  lessee  shall  not  place  nor  permit  to 
be  placed  or  kept,  any  article  in  any  passage- 
way of  the  market  district  or  within  the 
demised  premises  and  projecting  into  such 
passageway. 

4.  Neither  the  lessee  nor  any  of  his  em- 
ployees shall  smoke  or  have  in  his  or  their 
possession  lighted  pipes,  cigars  or  cigarettes 
within  the  market  as  defined  by  chapter  1  of 
these  ordinances. 

5.  The  lessee  shall  not  assign  his  lease,  nor 
without  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  super- 
intendent previously  obtained,  sublet  any  part 
of  the  premises  demised  to  him,  nor  permit 
any  other  person  to  occupy  the  same,  nor 
shall  he  without  such  approval  carry  on  any 
business  therein  other  than  that  for  which 
the  premises   are  leased. 

6.  The  lessee  shall  not  throw  nor  permit 
to  be  thrown  into  any  part  of  the  market 
limits  any  refuse  of  any  sort,  nor  suffer  the 
same  to  remain  within  the  premises  demised 
to  him  but  shall  keep  and  remove  the  same 
as  the  superintendent  or  his  deputy  shall 
direct. 

7.  The  lessee  shall  pay  the  rent  reserved  in 
the  lease  to  the  city  collector  in  monthly  pay- 
ments in  advance  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
each   month. 

8.  The   lessee   shall   pay   all   water   rates. 

9.  The  lessee  shall  not  continue  to  employ 
within  the  market  limits  any  person  who 
shall  have  been  objected  to  by  the  superin- 
tendent. 

10.  The  lease  shall  terminate  if  the  lessee 
shall  be  adjudged  bankrupt  or  insolvent,  or 
shall  make  an  assignment  for  benefit  of  cred- 
itors, or  if  possession  of  the  premises  be 
taken   by   attachment  on   mesne  process,   or   by 
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a  receiver  or  keeper,  or  if  the  premises  re- 
main unused  for  a  period  exceeding  fifteen 
consecutive   days. 

11.  The  superintendent  or  his  deputy  may 
enter  the  premises  at  all  times  to  view  or  to 
make  repairs  or  improvements  without  let  or 
hindrance  by  the  lessee. 

12.  The  lessee  shall  occupy  the  demised 
premises  only  between  such  hours  of  each  day 
as  the  superintendent  by  regulation,  or  the 
city  council  by  vote  shall   fix. 

13.  The  lessee  shall  deliver  up  the  prem- 
ises at  the  end  of  the  term  in  as  good  order 
and  condition  as  the  same  were  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  term  or  may  be  put  into  during 
the  term. 

14.  A  breach  of  any  of  the  conditions  by 
the  lessee  shall  terminate  the  lease  and  the 
city,  acting  by  the  superintendent,  may  with- 
out further  notice,  forcibly  if  necessary,  enter 
upon  and  take  possession  of  the  premises  and 
expel  the  lessee  and  his  assigns  without  being 
deemed  guilty   of   any   manner   of  trespass." 

And  be  it  further  ordained  that  section  6  of 
said  chapter  25  of  said  revised  "Ordinances 
of  1925"  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
of  "Section  6"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
"Section    7." 

And  be  it  further  ordained  that  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  upon   its  passage.

small  as  to  place  citizens  of  the  Irish  Free 
State   in  the  undesirable  class,  and 

Whereas,  The  contribution  of  American  citi- 
zens of  Irish  origin  to  the  liberties  and  in- 
stitutions of  the  United  States  has  been  far 
greater  in  proportion  than  that  of  any.  other 
race,  and 

Whereas,  Insidious  propaganda  is  ever  at 
work  to  minimize  the  part  played  in  the  up- 
building of  the  great  American  Commonwealth 
by  every  race  save  those  mythically  classed 
as  Nordics,  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
go  on  record  as  condemning  the  proposed  legis- 
lation now  before  the  United  States  Congress 
which  insults  and  brands  as  undesirable  the 
members  of  the  race  from  which  sprang  a  large 
percentage  of  the  citizens  of  our  city,  and 
which  has  played  so  large  a  part  in  the  prog- 
ress not  only  of  this  municipality,  but  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  and  of  the  nation  it- 
self.

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  have  not  the 
slightest  expectation  that  the  Council  will 
follow  what  I  have  to  say,  but  because  they 
have  already  indicated  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  what  their  opinion  is 
on  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  addi- 
tional constables  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  can- 
not see  myself  how  any  useful  purpose  can 
possibly  be  served  by  appointing  additional 
men  at  this  time  to  be  constables  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Some  two  weeks  ago  the  Council 
had  before  it  a  long  list  of  nearly  200  names 
of  men  to  be  appointed  as  constables,  and  at 
that  time  there  was  a  rumor  circulated  to  the 
effect  that  the  number  would  be  ultimately 
pared  down.  As  yet  I  have  seen  no  evidence 
whatever  of  paring  down.  I  think  it  is  highly 
probably  that  the  four  men  whose  names  are 
before  us  now  are  most  estimable  men  and 
are  entirely  fitted  to  serve  as  constables  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  but  that  does  not  alter 
the  fact  that,  in  my  opinion,  there  have  al- 
ready been  enough  estimable  men  appointed 
as  constables  to  take  care  of  the  situation  in 
all  respects,  and  there  is  no  need  whatever 
of  appointing  any  more  constables  of  the  City 
of   Boston.

REPORT    ON    CITY   HOSPITAL    EXAMINA- 
TION. 

Coun.  ARNOLD,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,   submitted   the  following 

Your  Committee  on  Rules,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  order  of  Councilor  Ward  : 

Ordered,  That  a  special  committee  of  five 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  be  named 
by  the  President,  for  the  purpose  of  conduct- 
ing a  thorough  examination  of  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  including  the 
treatment  accorded  the  patients,  the  efficiency 
of  the  employees  both  as  to  numbers  and 
ability,  and  such  other  matters  as  might  have 
a  bearing  upon  improving  the  service  of  the 
institution  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  that 
said  special  committee  report  back  to  the  City 
Council, 
report   as   follows  : 

On  Friday,  April  9,  1926,  the  committee  sat 
in  conference  with  the  trustees  and  the  as- 
sistant superintendent  of  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital for  more  than  an  hour  and  a  half  and 
then  made  a  thorough   inspection   of  the  plant 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


and  facilities,  occupying  almost  two  hours  more. 
This  was  supplemented  by  subsequent  visits 
of  individual  members  of  the  committee. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  composed  of  five 
high-minded,  public-spirited  men,  whose  wide 
and  long  experience  in  administration,  medi- 
cine, sanitation,  hospital  construction  and 
operation  particularly  fit  them  to  make  up  a 
well-balanced  board  of  high  distinction.  They 
are  all  men  of  mature  age,  but  they  seem  to 
be  particularly  imbued  with  the  interests  of 
the  hospital  and  with  ideas  of  progressiveness 
which  would  seem  to  give  assurance  that  the 
hospital  will  not  stand  still,  but  will  continue 
to  maintain  and  even  advance  the  position  it 
now  holds,  we  are  convinced,  in  the  lead  of 
all   such   institutions   in   this   country. 

From  questions  put  to  the  trustees,  it  was 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commit- 
tee that  the  hospital  and  its  personnel  are  in 
a  healthy  and  sound  condition,  the  plant  well 
maintained  and  the  attending  physicians, 
nurses  and  attendants  capable,  and  their  disci- 
pline and   morale   good. 

The  hospital  plant  consists  of  forty  large 
buildings,  not  including  several  sheds,  garbage 
houses,  etc.,  that  is,  the  main  hospital,  south 
department,  two  relief  stations,  convalescent 
home  and  eventually,  the  west  department, 
which   will  revert  back  to  the  institution. 

The  number  of  beds  in  the  main  hospital, 
including  extra  cots,  cribs  and  basinettes,  is 
834  ;  south  department,  338  ;  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station,  34  ;  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
12  ;  Convalescent  Home,  34,  or  a  total  of  1,252. 
The  staff  is  distributed  as  follows :  Consult- 
ing staff,  16,  visiting  staff,  all  grades,  125 ; 
house  officers,  76  ;  resident  physicians  and  sur- 
geons,  12  ;  executives,   7,   or  a  total  of  236. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  amounts  to 
the  illuminating  total,  in  round  numbers,  of 
110,000  a  year,  or  a  daily  average  of  1,050 
ward  patients  and  750  out-patients ;  in  other 
words,  of  almost  4,000  calls  inside  and  outside 
for   every   twenty-four    hours. 

There  is  no  question  that  larger  quarters 
and  better  facilities  are  required  in  more 
directions,  but  these  requirements  are  being 
met  by  a  scientific  and  systematic  building 
plan,  worked  out  after  due  deliberations  and 
adapted  to  the  finances  of  the  city. 

In  the  course  of  the  inspection,  the  com- 
mittee visited  the  children's  ward,  alcoholic 
ward,  out-patient  department,  and  several  of 
the  general  wards,  as  well  as  the  kitchens, 
laundries,  food  laboratories,  dining  rooms  for 
the  help,  pantries,  refrigerators  and  other 
items  of  the  physical   plant. 

The  entire  plant  was  found  to  be  spotlessly 
clean,  the  bed  linen  frequently  changed  and 
cleaned,  the  food  cleanly  handled  and  ap- 
petizingly  prepared.  Meat,  eggs  butter  and 
similar  articles  were  properly  cared  for  and 
inspected. 

The  personnel  was  found  to  be,  as  far  as 
our  inspection  and  questioning  enabled  us  to 
ascertain,  attentive,  courteous  and  capable. 
Of  course,  in  such  a  large  plant,  occasional 
instances  of  inattention  to  duty  or  lack  of  the 
proper  care  of  the  patients  might  be  properly 
expected.  No  such  instances  were  observed, 
however,  or  reported  by  any  patient  questioned. 
Some  of  the  old  wards  have  without  question 
outserved  their  usefulness  in  the  sense  that  is 
understood  of  the  modern  ward  of  today. 
However,  these  wards  must  be  continued  until 
they  are  replaced,  for  the  hospital's  present 
capacity  is  strained  to  the  utmost 

Commenting  on  particular  charges  that  have 
been  made,  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the 
trustees  quite  frankly  admitted  that  the  evil 
of  rats  is  one  which  they  found  particularly 
difficult  to  overcome.  Doctor  Wilson  stated 
that  all  possible  means  are  being  used  to  com- 
bat this  pest  by  poison,  rat  catchers,  periodical 
clean-ups  and  blocking  up  methods  of  ingress. 
The  fact  that  the  hospital  is  close  to  the  Albany 
street  wharves  makes  it  particularly  liable  to 
attack    by    swarms    of    rats    whenever    an    un- 


usually high  tide  overflows  the  wharves,  and, 
of  course,  the  old  method  of  construction  of 
some  of  the  buildings  makes  them  by  no 
means  as  rat  proof  as  are  the  new  buildings. 

The  committee  found  the  superintendent  en- 
gaged in  devising  means  for  screening  ihe 
steam  tunnels  with  the  hope  that  this  might 
still  further  reduce  the  opportunities  of  the 
rat  to  enter  the  hospital.  We  are  satisfied 
that  everything  humanly  possible  is  being  done 
in  this  connection  by  the  hospital  staff. 

As  to  vermin  the  trustees  and  the  superin- 
tendent, also,  frankly  admitted  their  difficul- 
ties. Every  precaution  possible  is  taken,  the 
new  patients  bathed  and  their  clothes  deloused, 
but,  as  one  of  them  stated,  the  vermin  are 
not  in  the  hospital,  they  must  be  brought  in, 
and  it  is  not  always  possible  under  circum- 
stances where  patients  arrive  at  the  point  of 
death,  requiring  instant  attention,  to  exercise 
the  precautions  that  are  required.  Once  in, 
the  vermin  find  it  easy  in  the  old  wards  to 
subsist,  and  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  entirely 
eradicate  and  exterminate  them  in  their 
refuges  behind  old  boards,  wainscotting,  etc. 
The  fact  that  three  men  are  employed  con- 
stantly for  this  work  and,  in  addition,  the 
employment  of  firms  to  go  over  the  entire  hos- 
pital building,  shows  that  the  administration 
is  alert   to  remedy  the  condition. 

The  problem  is  not  difficult  and  in  fact  it 
does  not  exist  in  the  modern  wards  and,  in 
time,  with  the  construction  of  new  buildings 
this  difficulty  will  be  completely  removed. 

In  regard  to  bed  sores,  your  committee 
found  that  all  cases  are  listed  weekly  by  the 
matron's  office  and  a  copy  given  to  the  resi- 
dent surgeon  who  follows  the  cases  up  from 
a  surgical  standpoint. 

The  problem  of  help  is  always  a  serious  one 
in  public  institutions  and  here  we  find  that 
there  is  usually  a  large  overturn.  All  em- 
ployees, with  the  exception  of  doctors  and 
nurses,  must  be  obtained  from  civil  service  or 
the  municipal  employment  bureau.  As  the  re- 
muneration is  not  in  any  sense  munificent,  it 
is  pleasing  to  know  that  a  most  commendable 
devotion  to  duty  generally  maintains. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  and  the  op- 
portunity afforded  recent  graduates  in  medicine 
to  obtain  experience  in  their  profession  is  a 
most  valuable  service  which  this  institution 
renders  to  the  public  and  a  service  which 
reaches  a  portion  of  the  community  not  usually 
included  in  its  beneficiaries. 

Space  or  time  does  not  permit  the  state- 
ments of  a  long  list  of  especially  grateful 
patients  that  have  come  to  the  ears  of  the 
members  of  your  committee,  but  it  may  well 
be  said  that  many  persons  come  from  far 
distant  points,  even  including  foreign  coun- 
tries, to  work  and  study  in  the  Thorndike  and 
pathological  departments,  and  several  of  these 
men  have  been  referred  by  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  on  account  of  the  unusual  oppor- 
tunities offered  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  is  being  administered 
by  a  group  of  men  whose  devotion  and 
interest  is  whole-hearted  and  their  ability  un- 
questioned, that  the  plant  is  serving  the  com- 
munity to  the  utmost  limit  of  its  capaciy  and 
is,  in  fact,  many  times  overtaxed. 

Any  attempt  to  shake  the  confidence  of  that 
great  army  of  the  afflicted,  who  must  depend 
upon  such  an  institution  for  relief,  is  most  un- 
fortunate and  entirely  ■  unwarranted  and  un- 
deserved. The  plans  under  way  for  the  ex- 
tension and  development  of  the  hospital  are 
adequate  and  much  to  be  desired,  and  when 
completed,  the  Boston  City  Hospital  will  be 
in  a  position  to  serve  this  community  in  the 
future  as  it  has  served  it  in  the  past,  in  a 
manner  second  to  no  other  similar  institution 
in  America  or  the  world.

COURTHOUSE.

Courthouse. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  under 
the  last  administration  the  construction  of  a 
courthouse  in  the  Brighton  district  was  started. 
We  have  today  a  half  building  nearly  com- 
pleted and  unless  funds  are  provided  we  are 
simply  going  to  have  that  half  building  with- 
out any  fittings  or  fixtures.  Brighton  seems 
to    be    getting    half    buildings    from    the    city 


in  recent  years.  I  think  on  the  same  street 
there  are  two  half  completed  structures,  build- 
ings that  were  never  finished.  This  half 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about 
June  1,  but  there  are  no  fixtures,  there  is 
no  furniture  of  any  kind  for  the  building,  and 
I  would  ask  the  Council  to  pass  this  order 
under  suspension  of  the  rule,  in  the  hope  that 
we  may  get  some  furniture  and  fixtures,  so 
that  the  building  may  be  used  and  not  be 
turned  over  by  the  architect  in  a  half  com- 
pleted   condition. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  would 
be  glad  to  defer  to  the  councilor  from  Bright- 
ton,  but  I  don't  approve  of  this  Council  taking 
action  without  some  knowledge  of  the  situation 
in  regard  to  which  it  is  acting.  Therefore, 
without  an  opportunity  to  obtain  some  more 
information  in  the  matter — for  instance,  as 
to  whether  furnishings  and  fixtures  were 
originally  contemplated  in  the  original  appro- 
priation or  loan  order — I  think  we  should  not 
act.  Let  us  not  be  too  hasty  in  these  matters. 
Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  for 
the  information  of  the  councilor  I  would  say 
that  originally,  in  March  of  1924,  there  was 
a  loan  order  of  $225,000  for  this  courthouse. 
Afterwards  there  was  a  transfer  of  $35,000 
more,  making  a  total  of  $260,000.  Of  that 
amount,  $28,087.50  was  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  land.  The  general  contract 
called  for  $212,401,  the  architect's  fee  $12,744.0o, 
and  miscellaneous  expenditures,  $1.200~  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $254,440.69.  The  balance  now 
on  hand  is  $5,559.31.  I  understand  that  that 
amount  will  in  no  way  complete  the  fixtures 
or  the  furniture  of  the  building,  and  this 
is  merely  a  request  that  the  Mayor  provide 
a  sufficient  appropriation  in  addition  to  thai 
amount  now  on  hand  so  that  something  ma» 
be  done  in  the  way  of  providing  furniture  and 
fixtures,  not  leaving  the  building  in  the  state 
in  which  it  is.  We  are  getting  only  a  half 
building.  One  side  of  the  building  has  a  blank 
wall,  looking  like  the  back  of  a  garage,  the 
city  apparently  being  in  such  poor  condition 
that  it  cannot  put  up  the  other  half.  But 
we  are  merely  asking  that  we  at  least  have 
lights  and  chairs  so  that  we  may  be  able  to 
use   the   half   we   have. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President.  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  a  question. 
I  did  not  quite  -get  the  figures.  How  large 
was  the  original  proposed  cost  of  the  building, 
and  who  is  responsible  for  not  having  the 
building  properly  completed, — if  you  can 
answer  ? 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— That  is  a  question 
that  I  cannot  very  well  answer,  because  it 
strikes  me,  regardless  of  who  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston  may  be,  in  every  admin- 
istration it  seems  to  be  the  policy  to  start 
buildings  and  never  complete  them.  Boston 
is  full  of  half  completed  buildings.  It  seems 
to  be  the  idea  to  get  a  building  started  and 
then  let  it  finish  itself.  To  complete  this 
building  will  cost  $200,000  more,  and  the 
city  ought  to  provide  the  money,  but  we  are 
not  asking  in  this  order  for  the  $200,000  ad- 
ditional now.  This  is  merely  to  provide  lights 
and  furniture  so  that  we  may  use  the  half 
we  have.  On  the  same  street  are  two  other 
buildings  which  were  started  in  the  same  way 
under  previous  administrations,  and  have  never 
been  completed,  and  Boston  is  full  of  half 
completed  buildings  started  under  various  ad- 
ministrations. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  if  there  is 
any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  any  member  of 
the  Council  in  regard  to  the  condition  out 
there,  I  would  ask  any  member  who  has  that 
doubt  to  go  out  to  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and 
see  the  architectural  monstrosity  standing 
there  as  a  tribute  to  the  intelligence  of  peo- 
ple who  start  buildings  for  the  city  and  do 
not  complete  them.  Any  member  who  goes  out 
there  will  have  his  eyes  opened.  As  Coun. 
Heffernan  has  said,  apparently  there  is  no 
serious  thought  in  the  minds  of  those  start- 
ing these  buildings  to  give  the  district  what 
it   needs.      The  original   appropriation   for   the 
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Brighton    courthouse,    I    understand,    came    in 
during  the  last  year  of  Mayor   Curley's   appro- 
priation.     I    am   offering    no   criticism    in    that 
particular.     I   think   there   was   an    honest   and 
sincere  effort  somewhere,   in   some  remote   cor- 
ner  of   his    administration,   to   give   the   Brigh- 
ton  district  a   courthouse,   to  which  it   was  en- 
titled,   and    in    which    the    court's    business    of 
that  district  could  be  transacted.     Two  hundred 
twenty-five     thousand     dollars      was      provided 
for    that    purpose,    architects    were    called    in, 
land    was    purchased    and    that    sort   of    thing, 
and    the    architects,     knowing    that    they    had 
only     $225,000     to     work     with,     drew     certain 
plans    and    sketches,    and    proceeded.      It    was 
found  that  the  city  did  not  come  within  $125,- 
000    or    $150,000    of    sufficient    money    to    carry 
the    building    through     under    the    plans     and, 
as    a    result,    they   merely   went    as    far    as    the 
$225,000    would    carry    them,    carrying    out    to 
that   extent   and  that   proportion   the   plan   for 
the  building.     The  courthouse  as  it  now  stands, 
as    has    been    said,    a    half    building,    is    nearly 
completed,   but   no  more   resembles   the  original 
sketch   than  a  stillborn  child   resembles   an   At- 
lantic   City    bathing    beauty.      It    is   the   tough- 
est looking  building   in  this  city.     The  original 
plans    were    fine,    calling    for    everything    that 
the    court    required.      But,    as    has    been    said, 
they    were    not  and    could    not   be    carried   out, 
and    for    the    building    as    it    stands    there    is 
no   provision   for   furniture  or   for  light.     And, 
referring   to  this   paper   that   has   been    quoted 
by   Coun.   Heffernan,  giving  the   figures  on  the 
building,    there    is    a    note    at    the    bottom    of 
that     paper,     taken     from     the     specifications, 
which    says:    "The    lighting    fixtures    through- 
out  and    the   setting   of   same    are    not   a    part 
of    this    contract."       It    is    evident    that    there 
is   merely   a    duplication    of   the    same    folly    or 
blunder   that   happened   in   connection   with   the 
Police   Headquarters   building.     You    will  recall 
that  additional  money  had  to  be  provided  there 
for    lights    and    equipment     necessary     in     that 
building.       Of    course,     presumably,    some    day 
this   courthouse   will   be   completed,   but    in    the 
meantime   the   building,   even   so   far   as   it   has 
gone,  cannot   be  used   without    lights    and   fur- 
niture.   It    is   supposed    to    be   ready    for    occu- 
pancy   about    June    1,    but,    if    I    am    correctly 
informed,    Judge    Connolly    made    a    statement 
the    other    day    that    he    would    not    move    the 
court    into    the    building,    it    was    in    such    bad 
shape.      Personally,    I    don't    blame    him.      Cer- 
tainly   something    must    be    done    in    the    way 
of    supplying   furniture    and    lighting    fixtures. 
You    must   have   some   lights    and    some    furni- 
ture  so   that   the   judges   and   the   lawyers   who 
may    have    to    appear    there    on    drunk    cases 
may   have   a  chance   to   sit   down.      I   hope   the 
order  will  pass. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  from  Brighton 
who  spoke  first  on  the  matter  if  it  will  do 
any  harm  to  have  this  order  laid  over  to  the 
next  meeting?  Certainly  other  sections  of  the 
city  are  interested  in  matters  of  this  kind. 
I  come,  for  example,  from  a  section  that  pays 
nearly  fifty  cents  on  every  dollar  of  taxes  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  a  district  which  also  has 
its  needs  in  the  way  of  public  buildings  or 
playgrounds,  and  if  we  are  going  to  continually 
run  into  such  additional  expenditures  for 
police  headquarters,  courthouses  and  other 
buildings,  because  of  insufficient  appropria- 
tions, I  don't  see  where  the  other  sections 
of  the  city  are  going  to  come  in.  When  such 
mistakes  as  these  are  made,  when  they  start 
in  on  buildings  without  having  sufficient  ap- 
propriations to  carry  them  through,  where  is 
the  Finance  Commission  which  we  hear  so 
much  about  when  it  comes  to  meddling  in 
small  matters  ?  They  will  watch  somebody 
taking  a  cuspidor,  when  somebody  else  is 
going  through  the  window  with  $2(00,000  !  I 
don't  think  we  ought  to  suspend  the  rules  today 
for  the  passage  of  this  order.  There  should 
be  a  proper  investigation  and  we  should  find 
out  why  the  building  was  not  completed  with- 
in the  appropriation  that  was  made,  why  they 
proceeded   with   the  appropriation  of  a  certain 


amount  of  money  when  they  knew  it  would 
not  be  sufficient.  I  don't  think  when  they 
are  handling  matters  of  this  sort  they  ought 
to  appropriate  the  people's  money  in  any  such 
manner,  but  there  should  be  a  proper  appro- 
priation to  start  with  before  a  building  is  com- 
menced. I  don't  think  we  should  suspend 
the  rules  at  this  time.  I  think  the  people  who 
are  responsible  to  the  citizens  of  this  city, 
we  as  representatives  ought  to  have  a  proper 
explanation.  We  continually  hear  criticism  of 
members  of  the  City  Council;  we  are  con- 
tinually subjected  to  abuse  by  the  press,  the 
Finance  Commission  and  others,  do  not  have 
any  opportunity  to  defend  ourselves  but  must 
listen  to  innuendoes  and  criticism,  and  still, 
in  important  matters  of  this  kind  we  see  this 
sort  of  think  done,  and  we  are  supposed  to 
simply  go  ahead,  not  taking  it  seriously,  and 
act  without  due  consideration.  I  don't  think 
we  ought  to  suspend  the  rules.  I  think  the 
matter  should  be  referred  to  a  committee  and 
that  we  should  find  out  something  about  it, 
why  this  sort  of  thing  has  happened.  I  don't 
believe  in  suspending  building  operations,  but 
I  do  believe  in  proper  administration  of  the 
city's  affairs  ;  and  I  don't  believe  the  Mayor 
should  have  an  opportunity  to  veto  bills  af- 
fecting other  sections  of  the  city  that  are 
badly  in  need  of  improvements  because  there 
has  been  dereliction  in  such  matters  as  this. 
I  hope  the  gentleman  from  Brighton  will  con- 
sent to  having  this  matter  laid  over  to  an- 
other meeting  of  the  Council,  so  that  the 
Commitee  on  Finance  may  have  a  chance  to 
investigate  the  thing  and  make  a  proper  re- 
port to  the  Council. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  Chairman,  for 
the  information  of  the  councilor  for  the  West 
End,  let  me  say  that  this  order  does  not  call 
for  the  expenditure  of  money.  It  is  merely 
a  request  that  the  Mayor  submit  a  proper 
appropriation.  I  believe  that  $7,500  is  all 
the  money  that  will  be  necessary  for  the 
immediate  object  in  hand.  If  the  thing  can 
go  right  to  the  Mayor,  and  he  can  submit 
an  appropriation  to  us,  you  will  then  have 
an  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  appropriation 
when  it  comes  in  and  to  raise  any  objection  you 
wish.  It  is  not  a  question  of  voting  away 
any  rights  we  may  have  today,  but  is  merely 
a  request  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  send  in 
to  us  a  proper  appropriation  so  that  this 
necessary  work  may  be  accomplished.  Here 
you  have  the  building  constructed,  as  far  as 
it  has  gone,  with  the  workmen  about  to  go 
out.  There  is,  of  course,  a  certain  carrying 
charge  on  any  building.  Here  an  appropria- 
tion of  $225,000  was  made,  with  some  ad- 
ditional amounts  that  were  given,  and  you 
are  going  to  allow  that  to  remain  idle  for 
months,  unless  you  provide  something  in  the 
way  of  fixtures  and  furniture  They  will 
have  to  go  in,  any  way,  if  the  building  is  to 
be  used.  The  situation  is,  of  course,  the  same 
as  in  the  case  of  the  police  headquarters,  that 
unless  some  such  provision  is  made  the  build- 
ing cannot  be  used.  Certainly  court  cannot 
be  held  there  unless  provision  is  made  for 
furniture  and  lighting.  I  say  that  this  order, 
which  merely  requests  the  Mayor  to  send  in 
an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  should  be 
acted  on  now,  and  that  when  the  Mayor  sends 
in  his  appropriation  order,  if  the  councilor 
desires  to  object  to  it  or  to  investigate,  he 
can  do  as  he  sees  fit. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  if 
there  is  such  urgency  in  this  matter,  why 
hasn't  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings 
requested  it  ? 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  for  the  information  of  the  gentleman  that 
I  understand  that  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings  has  not  only  requested  this,  but 
has  also  requested  that  the  city  complete  the 
building. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  get  into  this  discussion  again,  but 
I  would  like  to  amplify  the  answer  of  Coun. 
Heffernan.  I  would  like  to  say  that  we  talked 
this    matter   over    with    the    Superintendent    of 
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Public  Buildings  during  the  recess.  It  is,  how- 
ever, a  matter  as  far  over  his  head  as  it  is 
over  the  head  of  another  official  whom  I  will 
not  name  on  this  floor.  Mr.  Englert,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  does  not 
know  very  much  about  the  situation  there. 
I  have  been  to  his  office  three  times,  in  com- 
pany with  the  councilor  on  my  right  (Coun. 
Heffernan)  trying  to  get  action  on  the  matter. 
Judge  Connolly  is  very  much  interested  in 
having  action  taken,  naturally,  and  wants,  as 
all  the  people  of  my  district,  to  see  the  court- 
house completed.  This  is  right  on  the  bor- 
derline between  the  two  wards,  so  that  it  is 
a  matter  that  concerns  both  Coun.  Heffernan 
and  myself.  We  are  both  interested,  and  the 
people  of  the  whole  district  are  interested. 
They  want  to  see  the  building  put  into  shape 
where  it  can  be  used.  Two  hundred  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  has  already  been  put 
into  it,  with  some  additional  amounts  that 
have  been    transferred,    but    it   cannot   be  used 


without  being  fitted  up.  As  Coun.  Heffernan 
says,  if  any  councilor  wants  to  object  when 
an  appropriation  order  of  $7,500  or  $5,000  is 
sent  in,  for  lights  and  furnishings,  he  can 
do  so  when  the  order  comes  in  here  from  the 
Mayor.  We  are  merely  asking  the  Mayor  to 
try  to  provide  the  money  in  some  way,  bo 
that  the  building  can  be  put  in  condition 
where  it  may  be  used. 

The   order   was   passed  under  suspension   of 
the  rule. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION.

VETO   OF   OAKDALE   COMMUNITY 
GARAGE   LICENSE. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    May    12,    1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  without  my  approval 
the  petition  of  the  Oakdale  Community  Garage 
and  Bus  Line,  P.  A.  Chamberlain,  proprietor, 
for  a  license  to  operate  buses  from  the  Ded- 
ham  boundary  to  Cleary  square  in  Hyde  Park. 

There  are  two  noncompeting  bus  lines  run- 
ning between  Hyde  Park  and  Dedham,  each 
stopping  at  the  municipal  boundary.  The 
P.  A.  Chamberlain  line  is  wholly  within  Ded- 
ham. The  F.  W.  Pierce  line  is  wholly  within 
Hyde  Park.  Each  has  tried  to  establish  a 
through  route,  but  Dedham  has  declined  to 
admit  Mr.  Pierce,  and  Boston  has  declined  to 
admit  Mr.  Chamberlain.  Both  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain and  Mr.  Pierce  handle  through  traffic, 
and  through  traffic  is  estimated  at  about  one 
third  of  the  whole.  The  loss  of  through  busi- 
ness would  be  serious  to  either  line,  and  as 
two  bus  lines  are  now  operating  between  Ded- 
ham and  Hyde  Park,  it  is  not  clear  to  me 
that  the  people  of  those  two  localities  will  be 
better  served  by  crippling  one  line.  It  would 
be  far  better  for  Dedham  and  Boston  to  see  if 
an  agreement  cannot  be  reached  to  give 
through  service  by  both  lines.  "The  volume  of 
business  available  for  each  would  be  the  same 
as  under  the  present  system.  Each  would 
have  a.  fair   chance  to   compete  for  the   whole. 

If  the  law  permitted,  I  would  suspend  ac- 
tion for  the  present  upon  the  Chamberlain  pe- 
tition. I  wish  to  place  Mr.  Chamberlain  at  no 
disadvantage,  although  by  law  I  must  act  upon 
his  petition  not  later  than  today.  Of  course 
he  has  the  right  to  bring  his  petition  again  at 
any  time,  and  may  do  so  without  prejudice. 
Meanwhile  opportunity  will  be  given  to  con- 
sider how  service  may  be  improved  by  retain- 
ing both  bus  lines.

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  City  Council  still  wishes  the 
Jitney   Committee  to  function  ? 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Chair  has  no 
means   of   knowing. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  my  colleague 
on  the  right,  Coun.  Wilson,  has  brought  the 
matter  of  the  functioning  of  the  Jitney  Com- 
mittee to  the  attention  of  the  City  Council. 
This  is  merely  one  more  slap  in  the  face  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to  administer 
to  the  City  Council.  While  not  a  member  of 
the  Jitney  Committee,  and  while  voting 
against  granting  the  permit  to  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain in  the  Council  Chamber,  I  feel,  however, 
that  the  Council,  when  they  vote  for  any  order 
or  permit,  jitney  matters  or  otherwise,  are 
entitled  to  have  their  action  given  careful  con- 
sideration by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  For  the 
past  four  months,  since  this  administration 
has  been  functioning,  almost  every  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  has  been  vetoed. 
Unfortunately,  the  City  Council  has  no  power 
to  act  over  vetoes  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
At  the  same  time  we  are  entitled  to  some  con- 
sideration. Certainly,  after  the  Jitney  Com- 
mittee has  seen  fit  to  conduct  a  special  meet- 
ing in  Hyde  Park  to  which  the  citizens  of 
that  section  were  invited,  after  they  had  seen 
fit  to  go  out  there  and  spend  a  whole  evening 
and  two  afternoons  studying  the  Hyde  Park 
situation,  I  feel  that  their  opinions,  repre- 
senting their  understanding  of  the  subject, 
should  be  given  some  consideration  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  It  has  been  said  that  this 
is  a  five-and-ten  administration  with  a 
"Nichols"  Mayor  and  a  "Keene"  Council; 
but  I  think  the  time  has  come  when  we  should 
ascertain  our  rights  in  municipal  affairs  and 
I,  as  one,  am  prepared,  as  a  city  councilor,  if 
the  other  members  will  co-operate  in  the  mat- 
ter, to  request  the  Mayor  to  attend  one  of  our 
executive  sessions  and  inform  the  Council 
whether  or  not  he  is  going  to  give  us  any  con- 
sideration during  the   next  two   years.

THREE    HUNDREDTH    ANNIVERSARY 
COMMITTEE. 

The  following  was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    May    17,    1926. 
To  the   City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  chairman  and  several  offi- 
cers and  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Boston  Tercentenary  Committee  have 
resigned.  These  resignations  I  have  been  re- 
luctant to  accept  and  have  concluded  not  to  do 
so.  Whether  the  celebration  is  to  be  great  or 
small,  I  deem  it  advantageous  to  have  repre- 
sented in  the  anniversary  movement  the  dis- 
tinguished men  and  women  who  have  been 
identified  with  it. 

The  machinery  of  organization  thus  far  set 
up,  however,  appears  to  be  so  elaborate  in 
character  as  to  warrant  proceeding  upon  the 
assumption  that  a  very  large  amount  of  money 
will  be  necessary,  whereas  the  proposed  scope 
of  the  work  to  be  done  is  quite  indefinite, 
inasmuch  as  suggestions  have  been  made  for 
an  expenditure  as  high  as  twenty  million  dol- 
lars and  as  low  as  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

I  do  not  believe  that  further  steps  should 
be  taken  in  organizing  until  after  a  thorough 
review  of  all  suggestions  presented  up  to  this 
time  and  the  formulation  of  a  specific  plan  as 
to  the  kind  of  celebration  we  are  to  have  and 
the   ways   and    means    of   supporting   it. 

Therefore,  I  have  dissolved  the  Boston  Ter- 
centenary Committee  and  have  appointed  all 
who  were  named  as  members  of  it  to  serve  on 
a  new  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Boston 
Three  Hundredth   Anniversary    Committee. 

The  following  members  of  the  Boston  Three 
Hundredth  Anniversary  Committee  will  act  as 
an  executive  body  to  conduct  the  review  above 
referred  to  and  make  such  recommendations 
as  may  seem  appropriate  for  directing  the 
activities  of  so  important  an  event :  Mr.  A.   C. 
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Ratshesky,  chairman  ;  Mr.  Henry  V.  Cunning- 
ham ;  Mrs.  James  M.  Curley,  Mrs.  Curtis 
Guild,  Mr.  James  B.  Noyes,  Mr.  Richard  S. 
Teeling,   and  Mr.   Wellington   Wells. 

In   order   to    meet   expenditures    of   this    new 
committee,   it  will  be  necessary   to   provide   the 
sum  of   $7,500,    which   I   submit   in   the   accom- 
panying order  and  recommend  its  adoption.

The  Budget  Commis- 
sioner, at  my  direction,  has  made  an  investi- 
gation of  this  matter  and  I  submit  herewith 
a  copy  of  his  report.  In  view  of  the  condi- 
tions as  presented  by  these  two  officials,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  a  new  fire  station  should 
be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  quarters. 
I  accordingly  recommend  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying order  by  your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir, — I  respectfully  call  your  Honor's 
attention  to  the  condition  of  the  houses  occu- 
pied by  Engine  Company  17  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany 7  on  Parish  street,  Meeting  House  Hill. 
The  ladder  company  is  in  a  wooden  structure 
and  the  engine  company  is  in  a  second-class 
brick  structure.  Both  of  these  buildings  were 
erected    by   the   town    of   Dorchester   before    its 


annexation  to  Boston  in  1870.  They  were  de- 
signed, of  course,  for  horse-drawn  apparatus 
and  have  now  reached  the  stage  where  imme- 
diate attention  must  be  given  to  the  property. 
Motor  apparatus  is  now  housed  in  these  sta- 
tions in  violation  of  the  building  laws  and  the 
housing  conditions  for  the  firemen  are  shocking. 

Of  the  sixty-six  structures  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  used  by  the  Fire  Department 
these  two  buildings  are  the  worst  from  every 
standpoint. 

There  is  ample  land  available  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  modern  fireproof  structure,  and 
I  earnestly  recommend  that  a  loan  appropria- 
tion of  $100,000,  within  the  debt  incurring 
figure,  be  made  available  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  double  house  at  this  location.  If  your 
Honor  will  visit  this  location  I  am  convinced 
that  you  will  agree  with  me  that  conditions 
demand  prompt  consideration.

Dear   Sir, — In   accordance   with   your   sugges- 
tion,  I  have  visited  the  quarters  of  Engine  17 
and  Ladder  7  on   Parish  street,  Meeting  House 
Hill,  and  I  submit  the  following  report: 

The  house  occupied  by  the  ladder  company 
is  a  two-story  wooden  structure,  and  since 
motor  apparatus  and  gasolene  and  oils  are 
stored  within  its  walls,  it  represents  a  very 
serious  fire  hazard.  The  house  occupied  by 
the  engine  company,  while  of  second-class 
brick  construction,  is,  nevertheless,  just  as 
much  of  a  fire  hazard  and  risk  as  the  wooden 
structure  occupied  by  the  ladder  company. 
Both  buildings  were  designed  for  horse-drawn 
apparatus,  hence,  if  they  are,  to  be  retained 
in  their  present  form  extensive  repairs  will  be 
necessary  in  order  to  properly  accommodate 
the  motor  apparatus  now  housed  within  their 
walls.  Because  of  the  age  of  the  buildings  and 
the  architectural  arrangement  of  the  sleeping 
quarters  any  expenditure  for  repairs  on  the 
buildings  would  be,  in  my  opinion,  a  waste  of 
money.  It  therefore  would  seem  desirable 
from  a  financial  point  of  view,  to  replace  the 
two  buildings  with  a  modern  fire  station.  I 
therefore  suggest  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  Acting  Fire  Commissioner  be  approved  and 
a  loan  order  providing  the  necessary  money  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council.

DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
these  orders  I  have  in  mind  the  fact  that 
some  two  weeks  ago  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
entertaining  here  Mr.  Carr,  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  and  he  was  kind  enough 
to  inform  us  that  he  was  investigating  the 
purchases  of  fire  apparatus  made  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Supplies.  But  evidently  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  has  lain  down  on  the  job, 
as  is  to  be  expected  under  this  administration  ; 
so  it  is  for  us  as  individual  councilors  to 
do  what  we  can  to  protect  the  taxpayers 
against  any  raid  that  is  being  made  on  the 
city  treasurer.  I. am  reminded  of  the  fact  that 
in  1924  and  1925  only  about  $200,000  was  ex- 
pended, in  those  last  years  of  the  previous 
administration  for  fire  apparatus,  and  this 
year  we  have  already  expended  about  $220,000, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  National 
Undewriters  states  in  its  annual  report  that 
the  conditions  in  Boston  are  rated  as  very  fair 
by  the  fire  companies  throughout  the  country. 
I  have  placed  in  these  orders  the  request  that 
information  be  furnished  to  us  at  our  next 
meeting.  Upon  every  order  that  has  been 
passed  by  the  City  Council  since  we  have 
been  in  power  not  one  department  head  has 
even  taken  the  pains  to  give  the  Council  a 
reply       They    believe     evidently     that    we    are 
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twenty-two  dummies  sitting  here  and  that  it 
is  not  necessary  to  reply  to  our  orders.  There- 
fore, I  have  requested  that  we  receive,  a  reply 
by  next  Monday  If  we  do  not,  I  am  going 
to  request  the  department  heads  to  appear  in 
person.

4.  David  Kaplan,  to  be  Measurer  of  Leather. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Couns.  Englert  and  Dowd.  Whole 
number  of  ballots  19,  yeas  18,  nays  1,  and  the 
appointments   were   confirmed.

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  the  order  (referred  April  26) 
that  chapter  260  of  the  Acts  of  1926,  entitled 
"An  Act  relative  to  the  reconstruction  by  the 
City  of  Boston  of  '  River  street  in  the  Hyde 
Park  and  Mattapan  districts  and  the  rebuild- 
ing of  a  bridge  over  a  railroad  location,"  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted — that  the 
same  ought  to  pass. 

Report   accepted  ;   said   order  passed. 

4.  Report  on  preambles  and  resolution  (re- 
ferred May  10)  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
go  on  record  as  condemning  the  proposed  legis- 
lation now  before  the  United  States  Congress 
which  "insults  and  brands  as  undesirable  the 
members  of  the  race  from  which  sprang  a 
large  percentage  of  the  citizens  of  our  city 
and  which  has  played  so  large  a  part  not  only 
in  the  progress  of  this  municipality  but  of 
the  state  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  nation 
itself"— that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 


Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
roll  call  on  this  question.  I  would  like  to 
answer  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay,  who 
stated  in  executive  session  that  he  would  like 
some  facts  and  figures  relative  to  the  insidi- 
ous propaganda  that  I  had  referred  to  in  my 
resolution.  I  had  some  facts  and  some  data 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  but  since  I  was  in 
executive  session  the  facts  and  the  data  have 
mysteriously  disappeared  from  my  pocket.  So 
I  am  handicapped  in  that  respect.  I  will  state 
however,  that  for  years  insidious  propaganda 
has  been  at  work  extolling  the  merits  of  the 
English  race  and  its  descendants,  and  belit- 
tling the  achievements  of  all  who  are  not 
connected  by  ties  of  blood  with  the  Saxon  in- 
vaders of  England.  In  this  can  be  felt  the 
weight  of  the  dead  hand  of  Cecil  John  Rhodes, 
British  imperialist,  and  enslaver  to  the  yoke 
of  Albion  of  the  Dutch  colonists  of  South 
Atrica.  Upon  his  death  in  1902,  Cecil  John 
Rhodes  left  his  immense  fortune  of  six  mil- 
lion pounds  sterling  for  "the  establishment, 
promotion,  and  development  of  a  Secret  So- 
ciety, the  aim  and  object  whereof  shall  be 
the  extension  of  British  rule  throughout  the 
world,  the  perfecting  of  a  system  of  emigra- 
tion from  the  United  Kingdom  and  of  coloni- 
zation by  British  subjects  of  all  lands  where 
the  means  of  livelihood  are  attainable  by 
knowledge,  labor  and  enterprise,  and  espe- 
cially of  occupation  by  British  settlers  of  the 
entire  Continent  of  Africa,  the  Holy  Land 
the  Valley  of  the  Euphrates,  the  Islands  of 
Cyprus  and  Candia,  the  whole  of  South 
America,  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific  not  here- 
tofore possessed  by  Great  Britain,  the  whole 
of  the  "Malay  Archipeligo,  the  seaboard  of 
China  and  Japan,  the  ultimate  recovery  of  the 
United  States  of  America  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  British  Empire,  the  inauguration  of  a 
system  of  colonial  representation  of  the  Em- 
pire, and  finally  the  foundation  of  so  great  a 
power  as  hereafter  to  render  wars  impossible 
and  promote  the  best  interests  of  humanity." 
The  Cecil  Rhodes  Foundation  has  subsidized 
and  corrupted  American  educators,  universi- 
ties, newspapers,  legislators,  writers  and 
magazines.  It  has  sought  to  alienate  young 
America  by  the  introduction  into  the  public 
schools  of  histories  distorted  and  biased,  and 
it  is  citizens  of  Boston  who  have  exposed  and 
stopped  this  venomous  attack  at  the  very 
heart  of  our  institutions.  I  belisve  the  Cecil 
Rhodes  Foundation  controls  the  magazine 
with  the  largest  circulation  in  America,  the 
"Saturday  Evening  Post,"  filled  with  articles 
on  English  life  and  accomplishments,  whose 
fiction,  even,  deals  with  England  and  English 
characters,  and  whose  recent  savage  attack 
on  the  wife  of  Andrew  Jackson,  a  president 
of  Irish  race,  brought  nation-wide  indig- 
nation and  a  withdrawal  of  the  statements 
which  appeared  in  this  periodical.  And  now 
it  seems  that  this  "Secret  Society,"  founded 
by  Cecil  Rhodes,  has  secured  a  foothold 
among  the  officials  of  the  nation  and  in  the 
halls  of  Congress,  and  in  pursuance  of  one  of 
its  principles  "the  perfecting  of  a  system  of 
emigration  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  of 
colonization  by  British  subjects  of  all  lands 
where  the  means  of  livelihood  are  attainable 
by  knowledge,  labor  and  enterprise,"  has 
sought  to  have  enacted  in  the  law  of  the  land 
this  vicious,  discriminatory,  anti-American 
"national  origins"  amendment  to  the  immi- 
gration statute,  which  favors  immigrants 
owing  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown  over 
all  others  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  The 
Cecil  Rhodes  Foundation  sends  to  Oxford 
University  each  year  two  students  from  each 
State  of  the  Union  for  the  purpose  of  educa- 
tion in  this  English  college,  and  it  appears 
to  me  that  these  men  are  trained  and  edu- 
cated as  diplomats  and  statesmen,  with  the 
eventual  hope  that  they  will  serve  as  mem- 
bers of  the  United  States  Senate.  I  do  not 
say  that  the  representation  of  Massachusetts 
in  the  Senate  or  in  Congress  has  yet  been 
affected ;  I  do  not  believe  that  there  are  yet 
members  of  the  United  States  Senate  who  are 
graduates  of  Oxford  or  of  Cambridge.  But  I 
do  believe  that  this  insidious  quota  law  is  an 
insult    and    a    slap    in    the    face    to    the    Irish 
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public    of    Boston.      I    ask    for    a    roll    call    on 
this  order. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad 
the  opportunity  has  presented  itself  for  a 
roll  call  on  this  question.  I  do  not  believe 
any  councilor  in  this  body  should  at  any  time 
present  a  resolution  of  this  nature  or  form 
unless  he  intends  in  good  faith  to  accord  to 
every  councilor,  when  the  matter  comes  be- 
fore us  either  in  executive  session  or  in  open 
Council  Chamber,  an  opportunity  to  person- 
ally record  our  sentiments  upon  it.  Any  other 
action  I  do  not  believe  is  fair.  We  are  sitting 
here  as  a  group  of  colleagues  making  up  the 
City  Council  of  Boston,  and  I  do  not  believe 
any  individual  councilor  should  so  commer- 
cialize his  own  endeavor  at  the  expense  of  his 
associates  in  any  council  where  he  may  sit. 
I  am  not  saying  that  in  the  form  of  criti- 
cism in  any  respect  of  the  councilor  on  my 
right.  Probably  he  has  done  things,  being 
misinformed  or  not  understanding  the  impli- 
cations of  the  particular  resolution  that  he 
offered.  Surely,  in  a  resolution  of  this  kind, 
there  must  be  a  reaction,  either  in  favor  of 
or  against,  on  the  part  of  every  Irish  Demo- 
crat in  the  Council.  I  am  not  rising  in  de- 
fence of  any  action  that  I  might  have  taken 
last  Monday,  because  I  am  not  an  Irish  Demo- 
crat. But  I  don't  say  this  with  any  feeling 
against  my  colleague.  I  have  been  living  in 
a  district  made  up  mostly  of  Irish  and  Italians 
for  thirty  years,  and  I  have  learned  from 
such  associations  that  it  is  my  duty  as  a 
public  official  to  forget  whether  I  am  Jewish, 
Irish  or  Italian,  when  I  am  fortunate 
enough  to  be  elected  as  a  public  official  of 
such  a  city  as  ours.  This  resolution  was  pre- 
sented last  Monday,  and  no  opportunity  was 
given  to  any  councilor  to  record  himself 
either  in  favor  of  or  against  it.  No  step  was 
taken  to  memorialize  Congress,  the  House  of 
Representatives,  or  the  Senate  of  Massachu- 
setts. But  the  resolution  has  now  come  to 
a  stage  where,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  necessary 
for  every  man  to  be  recorded  either  in  favor 
of  or  against  it,  because  of  the  attitude  of  the 
press  with  reference  to  the  question.  Per- 
sonally, I  do  not  believe  there  is  an  Irish 
Democrat  in  this  body — I  do  not  believe  there 
is  any  other  individual  in  this  body — who  has 
not  at  one  time  or  another  seen  the  rank 
injustice  that  has  been  done  through  a  period 
of  years  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
with  reference  to  the  immigration  question, 
and  no  class  of  people  in  this  country  has 
suffered  more  from  class  discrimination  in 
the  matter  of  immigration  than  have  my  own 
people.  So  I  surely  want  to  be  recorded  in 
favor  of  any  resolution  that  will  give  an  op- 
portunity to  open  the  doors  of  this  country 
to  such  as  seek  to  enter  it,  coming  from  op- 
pressed and  persecuted  countries.  But  it  is 
not  fair,  as  I  have  said,  for  any  member  of 
the  Council  to  use  any  particular  method  to 
commercialize  himself  in  the  matter ;  and  I 
want  now,  with  your  permission,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, to  refer  to  a  letter  which  I  saw  in  to- 
day's press,  with  reference  to  a  councilor,  a 
letter  which  I  think  I  have  his  approval  in 
reading.  It  is  headed  "Ward  15  Explains,"  and 
it  is  addressed  to  the  editor  of  a  Boston  paper. 
I  am  not  going  to  quote  the  name  of  the  news- 
paper. "In  an  editorial  the  other  day  (giv- 
ing the  name  of  the  paper  quoted)  charged 
the  members  of  the  City  Council  with  cow- 
ardice because  none  of  them  would  protest 
against  the  piece  of  infamy  exposed  in  the 
Immigration  Act.  Of  course,  I  didn't  expect 
the  councilor  of  my  district  to  protest,  be- 
cause he  originated  in  Nova  Scotia,  therefore 
is  well  satisfied  to  let  the  stigma  stand."  And 
it  is  signed,  "Mournful  Ward  15."  I  hold  no 
brief  for  "Mournful  Ward  15,"  and  I  hold  no 
brief  for  my  good  friend  the  councilor  from 
that  district,  because  he  can  answer  for  him- 
self, but  a  thing  of  that  sort  should  not  be 
allowed  to  pass  without  an  opportunity  for 
answer  by  any  councilor  in  this  body.  I  am 
going  to  vote  in  favor  of  this  resolution,  as  I 
would  expect  the  Irish  Democrats  to  stand  by 
me  were  a  resolution  introduced  affecting  my 
people.  But  in  closing,  I  want  to  say  this : 
that   I   don't  think   the   councilor   on    my   right 


had  the  data  in  his  possession  which  he 
claimed  disappeared  from  his  pocket  while  in 
executive  session.  If  he  lost  that,  he  surely 
would  have  lost  that  wonderful  statement  he 
made  in  discoursing  on  the  question  a  few 
minutes   ago. 

Coun.  "FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  I  arrived  at 
about  four  o'clock.  I  had  no  knowledge  that 
this  resolution  had  been  introduced  until  I 
read  it  in  one  of  the  newspapers  the  follow- 
ing morning.  Of  course,  I  cannot  understand 
how  any  member  of  the  Council  with  Irish 
blood  in  his  veins  could  have  heard  that  reso- 
lution read  without  making  a  point  of  having 
it  acted  upon  then,  either  for  or  against.  If 
it  had  come  up  when  I  was  present,  I  should 
certainly  have  insisted  upon  going  on  record 
on  it.  As  I  say,  I  cannot  understand  how 
any  member  of  the  Council  with  Irish  blood 
in  his  veins  could  have  allowed  it  to  go  un- 
noticed. And  I  don't  understand  how  it 
could  have  been  overlooked  as  it  was  by  the 
press.  But  I  have  talked  with  representatives 
of  the  press,  and  they  have  told  me  that  they 
were  not  present  in  the  executive  session  of 
the  Council.  If  I  had  been  present,  I  certainly 
would  have  spoken  for  the  resolution  and 
voted    in   favor  of   it. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  resolu- 
tion as  introduced  by  Coun.  Ward  at  the  last 
meeting  is-  the  same  as  the  one  we  are  voting 
upon  today.  To  my  mind,  every  member  of 
the  Council  desires  to  vote  intelligently  on 
every  order  that  is  introduced.  To  my  mind, 
the  motion  to  lay  that  matter  on  the  table 
at  the  last  meeting,  until  the  councilors  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  look  into  it  and  dis- 
cuss it  in  an  intelligent  manner,  was  per- 
fectly proper.  We  have  had  a  week  to  look 
into  the  matter,  and  today  it  comes  before 
the  Council  for  action.  We  all  understand 
how  every  Irish  Democrat  in  the  Council  feels, 
and  we  all  understand  how  the  boys  of  other 
extractions  feel  in  regard  to  the  so-called  im- 
migration bill.  There  is  not  a  man  in  the 
chamber  today,  since  the  passage  of  the 
Johnson  immigration  bill,  who  has  not  suf- 
fered directly  or  indirectly,  either  through 
his  relatives  or  through  friends  of  his  who 
are  barred  from  coming  to  this  country.  I 
well  recall  that  it  was  a  man  of  Irish  extrac- 
tion who  performed  the  greatest  engineering 
feat  in  the  world,  General  Goethals,  in  con- 
structing the  Panama  canal.  And  so  we  can 
go  all  along  the  line,  naming  men  of  Jewish 
and  Irish  extraction,  and  every  other  nation- 
ality in  the  world  who  have  all  made  their 
contribution  to  the  upbuilding  of  this  country. 
The  question  for  us  to  decide  today  is, 
whether  or  not  we  are  going  to  allow  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  after  Great 
Britain  has  denied  freedom  to  Ireland,  on  the 
plea  that  Ireland  has  a  government  of  its 
own,  to  limit  the  immigration  from  that 
country.  Under  the  old  quota,  where  Ireland 
was  regarded  as  a  part  of  Great  Britain, 
some  30,000  of  Irish  extraction  were  allowed 
to  come  over,  but  now  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  headed,  I  believe,  by  President 
Coolidge,  says  that  the  Free  State  of  Ireland 
has  a  government  of  its  own,  and  should  be 
classed  as  such  under  the  quota.  That  now 
means  what?  It  means  the  Irish  immigrants 
to  this  country  will  be  cut  down  from  30,000 
to  8,000.  I  feel  that  every  councilor  today 
is  going  on  record  as  favoring  this  resolution. 
With  the  great  Irish  organizations  throughout 
the  country  seeing  the  danger  in  this  act, 
with  that  great  body,  the  Knights  of  Colum- 
bus, seeing  the  menace  and  going  on  record 
in  protest,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  Irish 
Catholics  in  Boston  cannot  go  on  record  as 
in  favor  of  the  action  proposed  in  this  reso- 
lution. I  certainly  trust  that  it  will  be  passed, 
and  that  it  will   be   passed   unanimously. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  sat  in 
that  executive  meeting  last  week  after  this 
resolution  was  introduced  by  Coun.  Ward,  and 
there  wasn't  a  councilor  there  who  had  a 
chance  to  say  anything  upon  it.  I  always 
feel,  personally,  that  I  would  like  to  be  in- 
formed on  a  matter  that  is  brought  before 
the   body,    and    I    am    always    willing    to    grant 
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the  same  right  to  others.  And  so  I  thought 
it  was  perfectly  proper  that  the  matter  should 
be  placed  on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting 
so  that  those  not  informed  about  it  might 
have  a  chance  to  investigate.  Since  that 
meeting  I  have  read  what  has  been  said  m 
some  of  the  papers.  I  can  read  the  papers, 
and  I  guess  all  the  councilors  here  can,  and  1 
have  seen  my  name  printed  in  one  of  the 
papers.  I  saw  in  the  paper  what  has  been 
read  to  you  by  the  councilor  on  my  left  (Coun. 
Ruby)  today,  stating  that  the  councilor  from 
Ward  15  was  from  Nova  Scotia  or  New 
Brunswick.  I  would  just  like  to  inform  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  that  Councilor 
McMahon — because  I  suppose  I  am  the  one 
who  was  meant  in  that  article — doesn't  know 
what  the  ground  looks  like  in  Nova  Scotia  or 
New   Brunswick. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  will  in- 
form the  councilor  that  there  is  something  he 
has  missed  then  ! 

Coun.  McMAHON-  Well,  probably  I  have 
missed  something.  But  I  don't  like  any  paper 
in  the  City  of  Boston  taking  a  shot  at  Mc- 
Mahon, saying  that  he  is  something  that  he 
isn't.  When  they  go  out  with  the  old  hammer 
and  tell  about  the  boys  from  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick,  Cape  Cod  or  anywhere  else,  I 
would  just  like  to  say  that  they  had  better  look 
the  record  up  and  they  will  find  where  I  come 
from_and  I  think  they  will  find  that  it  is 
Ward   15. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  if  he  did 
not  second  the  motion  of  Coun.  Ward  at  the 
last  meeting,  to  lay  on  the  table. 

Coun.  RUBY — If  I  remember  correctly,  Mr. 
President,  Coun.  Ward  made  the  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table,  and  at  his  request  I  seconded 
the  motion.  , ,   ,., 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President.  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  Roxbury,  Coun. 
Ward,  if  he  missed  any  of  the  papers  that 
had  anything  to  do  with  his  resolution? 

Coun.  WARD — I  will  say,  Mr.  President,  that 
I  did.  Whether  I  dropped  them  or  not,  I 
don't  know.  I  don't  say  that  they  were  mali- 
ciously taken  by  anybody.  But  I  dropped  some 
papers. 

Coun.    GREEN— Well,    Mr.    President,    I   will 
simply  say  that  since  January  4  I  have  known 
that    City    Hall    was    honeycombed    with    stool 
pigeons,    honeycombed    with    paid    agents    from 
the     District     Attorney's     office,     and     honey- 
combed   with    men    who    were    looking    to    get 
something  on  this  honorable  body  ;  but  I  never 
knew  that  we  had  a  dishonest  member  of  this 
honorable  body,  and  I  did  not  know,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent,   that    we    had    a    pickpocket    among    our 
members.     Let   me   say,   Mr.    President,    that   I 
don't  believe  any  of  the  Irish  members  of  this 
honorable  body  wish  to  act  unfairly  in  a  mat- 
ter  of   this   sort   or   in   any   matter.      I   am   an 
Irishman,   and  the  son   of  an   Irish   immigrant. 
For    forty    years,    or    for    almost    forty    years, 
there    has    happened    to    be    some    member    of 
my    family    in    the    Boston    City    Council.      In 
fact,    I   am   the    fourth   member   of    my    family 
to    represent     Charlestown    in    this    honorable 
body.      In    my    district    in    Charlestown,    there 
are    40,000    people.      Probably    90    per    cent    of 
that  number  are  made  up  of  sons  and   daugh- 
ters   of   Irish    immigrants,    and    I    would    hang 
my   head    in   shame    if    I   did   not   stand    up    in 
executive   session   at   the  meeting   last    Monday 
and    second   the    motion    of    Coun.    Ward.      We 
left  it  to  the  little  Jewish  boy  from  Ward  14. 
His     race    has    been     always     persecuted,     like 
mine,     I  want  to  go  on  record  here  this  after- 
noon,   Mr.    President.      I    am    not    playing    for 
the  support  of  the  Irish  societies,  but  I  repre- 
sent   Charlestown ;   I    represent    an    Irish    com- 
munity,  and   I   want  to  go  on  record   in  favor 
of   the   resolutions    introduced   by    Coun.   Ward. 
Coun.    GILBODY — Mr.    President,    inasmuch 
as  this  entire  matter  is  one  that  is  sacred  and 
dear   to   the   majority  of   the   people   of  Boston 
today,   I   now  move  the   main  question,  so  that 
we  may  have  a  vote  upon  it. 

The   previous   question  was   declared   ordered. 
Coun.    GUILD— Mr.    President,    I    doubt    the 
vote. 


Coun.  DO  WD— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
roll  call   in  solving  the  doubt. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  me  an  injustice  to  stop  any  man  from 
speaking   on   this    question. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  previous  ques- 
tion has  been  ordered,  and  the  vote  has  been 
doubted.     The   Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  main  question  was  not  ordered,  yeas  G, 
nays  15 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Bush,  Dowd,  Englert,  Gilbody, 
Lynch.   Mahoney — 6. 

Nays — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Dowling, 
Fitzgerald,  Freeley,  Green,  Guild,  Heffernan, 
McGrath,  McMahon,  Parkman,  Ruby,  Ward, 
Wilson,  Wragg — 15. 

Coun.   GUILD — Mr.   President,   I  am  not   en- 
tirely certain,   but  I  feel   pretty  certain   that  I 
was  the  one  referred  to  as  the  councilor  from 
the    Back    Bay.      I    happen    not   to    come   from 
the   Back  Bay,  and  I  never  did  come  from  the 
Back    Bay   or   any   part  of   it.      But   I   was    the 
one    who    asked    questions    of    the    gentleman 
who   introduced   this   resolution   in   the   meeting 
of  the   Executive  Committee.     I  stated  at  that 
time,   and  I  state  now,  that  I  have  no   knowl- 
edge  whatever   regarding  discrimination   refer- 
ence to   which   is  embodied    in   this    resolve.      I 
have    no   knowledge   as   to  whether   or    not   the 
quota  is  insulting  to  any  race,  and  aside  from 
the  opinion  of  one  of  the   previous  speakers,   I 
have    no    knowledge    whatever    at    the    present 
time    in    regard    to    the    insidious    propaganda 
that  has  been  referred  to.     That  speaker,  after 
explaining   the   loss   of   certain    data   previously 
in    his    possession,    stated    that    it    appeared   to 
him   that   certain    things   were   true.      That,   in 
my  opinion,  is  simply  an  expression  of  his  idea 
and   is  no  proof  of  any  sort  to  be  relied  upon, 
as    showing    that    what    he    says    is    going    on. 
It   simply    means    asking    us   to   take   his   word 
that  what  he  says  is  going  on   is  going  on.      I 
know  not  whether  this   is  a  deliberate  attempt 
on   the   part  of  some  people   to   inject  a   racial 
issue  here.     If  there  is  to  be  such  an  issue  in- 
jected,   my    regret    is    unfathomable.      I    don't 
know    whether    members    here   today   are   being 
forced   into   a   position   of   voting   on   the  basis 
of    what    they    have    read    in   the    public    press 
upon    a   resolution    in   regard   to   the   merits   of 
which  or  the  facts  set  forth  in  which  they  are 
absolutely    ignorant.      I    hope    that    is    not    the 
situation.      I   realize   that   the   abilities   of   peo- 
ple  of    Irish    extraction    are    considerable,    par- 
ticularly   as    orators.      I    would    that    I    myself 
had   some   of   that   ability.      But    it   does    strike 
me  that  several  of  the  councilors  have  entirely 
missed  the  issue  which   is  before  us  fairly  and 
squarely   this    afternoon.      The   issue   before    us 
is  not  whether   we  believe  that  certain   acts  of 
Congress    work    an    injustice   on    people    of   the 
Irish   race  or   of   Irish  extraction,   but   whether 
we  as  an  organized  body  shall  go  on  record   as 
telling  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  what 
to  do.     I  believe  that  if  this  body  as  an  organ- 
ized  body   were   to   undertake   to   tell   the    Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  what  it  ought  to  do 
we  would  receive  considerable  contempt  in  the 
opinions   and   the    minds   of   various    Congress- 
men.    In   other  words,  I  am  very  much   afraid 
that    whatever    action    this    body    takes    in    the 
matter    is    apt   to   be    thrown    out   of   the   win- 
dow, and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of   Bos- 
ton  will  receive   only   one   more   black   eye,   be- 
cause   nobody    pays    very    much    attention    to 
them.       I    am     very     much    against    the    City 
Council    of    the    City    of    Boston    taking    steps 
which   may  by   any  possibility  achieve  that  re- 
sult.    Without   reference  to   my   feelings   as   to 
how  the   Congress   of   the   United    States  ought 
to  act,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  City  Council  of 
the    City    of    Boston,    as    an    organized    body, 
ought  not  to   put  itself   in   a  position  where   it 
will    probably    receive    contemptuous    treatment 
either    at    the    hands   of   the    Congress    of    the 
United    States    or    at   the    hands   of   any    other 
legislative    body.       If     a    memorial     from    this 
body   receives    contemptuous    treatment    at   the 
hands    of    Congress,   that    means    contempt    for 
each    individual    member    of    this    body,    which 
we    certain    do    not    covet    and    which    none   of 
us   want.      I  think   the   whole   issue  this   after- 
noon   is,    whether   we   shall   follow   a    policy    of 
memorializing   other   legislative    bodies    or    not, 
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and  the  question  is  not,  whether  we  sympathize 
with  the  Irish  race  or  any  other  race  in  its 
afflictions.  The  question  is  simply,  whether 
we  shall  adhere  to  a  perfectly  sane,  sensible 
policy  of  minding  our  own  business. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  I  regret 
exceedingly  that  last  Monday  I  was  unable  to 
be  present  at  the  meeting  where  the  Council 
had  this  matter  before  it,  being  a  member  pi! 
the  Legislature.  But  I  represent  an  Irish 
community  and  I  myself  am  of  Irish  extrac- 
tion, and  if  I  were  here  last  Monday  I  would 
have  voted  "yes"  on  the  resolution,  as  I  will 
vote  today.  It  certainly  is  not  an  uncommon 
thing  for  the  Legislature  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  memorialize  Congress  on  questions 
of  vital  importance  to  the  people  of  this  state, 
and  I  can  certainly  see  no  harm  in  this  body 
memorializing  Congress  on  a  question  like  this, 
of  such  vital  interest  to  the  Irish  people  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  certainly  hope  that  the 
resolution  will  be  adopted. 

Coun.   WILSON — Mr.    President,   there   is   no 
doubt   in   my  mind  that  the   resolution   will   be 
adopted.     I   am   not  attempting  and  would   not 
attempt   to    influence   the   action   of   any   mem- 
ber  of  the  body   one   way   or  the   other.      I   do 
wish,    however,    to    state    my    opinion    on    the 
question    before   us.      I    am    entirely    in    accord 
with   the  sentiments  expressed  by  Coun.   Guild, 
that    this    body    should    not    memorialize    Con- 
gress.    It  had  occurred  to   me,   in   view   of  the 
attitude  of   some   of   the   members   of   the   City 
Council,  that  if   I   could  be   shown   a   good   and 
proper   reason   why   the    Council    should   act   as 
indicated    in   this   resolution,    I   would    abrogate 
what  I  consider  to  be  a  proper   rule   and   vote 
in    favor   of   this   particular   memorial ;    and    in 
the  executive   session    I   stated   that    if   I   could 
be  shown  some  facts  and  figures  upon  which  to 
vote   intelligently    in    this    Council    I    would    be 
glad    to    fall    in    line,    since    this    is    a    matter 
which  seems  to  mean  so  much  to  certain  mem- 
bers   of    the    Council.      Unfortunately,    without 
speaking   in  derogation  of  any  member   of  the 
Council     here,     apparently     data     which     was 
available   has   been   lost   in   transit  between  the 
inner    chamber    and    this    room.      I   am    unable 
to    follow    the    connection    between    the    dead, 
cold  hand  of  Cecil  Rhodes  and  the  present  act 
of    Congress.      I    am    free    to    admit,    although 
perhaps    I    should    not   do   so,    that    I   have   not 
read   the   present   Immigration   Act,   and   I    am 
not  aware  to  what  extent  a  reduction  has  been 
made.     I  don't  believe  two   out  of  the  twenty- 
two    members    here    have    read    the    Immigra- 
tion   Act.      My   own   impression    was   that,    due 
to    public    clamor    in    this    country,    the    quota 
of    the    Irish    race    had    been    raised.      I    am, 
however,   unaware  whether   that    is    so   or    not. 
As    I    have    suggested    to    the    councilor    who 
introduced    the    resolution,    I    am    inclined    to 
believe   that    I    would    not   oppose   a    resolution 
which    merely    raised    the    point   that    the    City 
Council    of   Boston    looked    with    disfavor    upon 
any  legislation  by   Congress   which   should   sub- 
stantially reduce  the  quota  of  the  Irish  people. 
I   am   not  unrelated  to  the   people  of  the   Irish 
race.      I    do    feel    that,    with    the    memorial    in 
its   present   form,    asking   me   and   other   mem- 
bers to  vote  in  favor  of  a  resolution  upon  the 
various   sections  of   which   I   have   no    informa- 
tion,  is   another   thing,   and   under  the   circum- 
stances I  shall  be  forced  to  vote  "No." 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  will  say  in 
answer  to  one  of  the  questions  of  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  that  if  such  a  law  were  in 
effect  fifty  years  ago  some  of  the  members 
of  this  Council  here  today  might  be  absent. 
In  answer  to  the  accusation  of  my  friend  from 
Dorchester,  I  would  like  to  go  back  a  week 
to  the  executive  session  of  the  City  Council 
We  sat  there  in  executive  session.  The  coun- 
cilor from  Charlestown  was  with  me,  encourag- 
ing me  on.  There  were  only  three  or  four 
of  us  that  sat  in  executive  session  when  the 
clerk  called  that  resolution  up,  and  the  mem- 
bers who  have  stood  on  the  floor  of  the  Coun- 
cil today  and  opposed  the  resolution  are  the 
ones  who  were  opposed  to  it  when  it  was 
read.  So  the  action  taken  was  the  only  ac- 
tion that  seemed  feasible  under  the  circum- 
stances.     Of   course,   I  am   not   responsible   for 


what  the  press  undertakes  to  say.  I  simpiy 
want  to  place  myself  right  before  my  constit- 
uents and  before  the  gentlemen  of  the  Council. 
I  did  not  do  this  in  order  to  commercialize  it 
in  any  way.  I  was  absolutely  sincere  in  intro- 
ducing the  resolution,  representing  the  people 
I  do.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  population  of 
Boston   favor  a  resolution   of  this  type. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
take  issue  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  19 
(Coun.  Guild)  when  he  says  the  Irish  race  are 
particularly  brilliant  as  orators.  I  want  to 
inform  him  that  they  are  gifted  as  orators 
on  some  occasions,  but  that  the  Irish  race  as 
a  whole  has  done  as  much,  if  not  more,  toward) 
the  upbuilding  of  this  country  of  ours  than 
any  race  in  the  entire  world.  I  do  not  feel, 
however,  that  the  racial  question  has  been  in- 
terjected into  this  matter  as  such,  because 
the  Irish  as  a  whole  are  broadminded  and 
very  liberal.  I  regret  exceedingly  hearing  the 
councilor  make  the  statement  he  has  in  re- 
gard to  the  effect  of  memorializing  Congress— 
that  it  will  be  thrown  out  of  the  window,  par- 
ticularly when  we  have  sat  here  after  meeting 
in  this  Council  Chamber  and  passed  resolu- 
tion and  orders,  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  thrown  them  out  the  window.  So, 
if  we  are  going  to  stop  memorializing  we  had 
better  stop  memorializing  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
until  such  time  as  we  may  bring  him  to  re- 
alize that  we  are  a  body  of  red-blooded  citi- 
zens, and  that  we  have  some  rights  here  as 
representing  the  citizens  of  Boston.  In  refer- 
ence to  the  immigration  law,  for  two  years 
I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  serving  en  the 
Committee  on  Americanization,  and  when  the 
Johnson  immigration  bill  was  before  Congress 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  going  to  Washington 
with  a  body  of  Italian  and  Jewish  citizens 
and  protesting  against  the  bill.  At  that  time 
the  Irish  quota  was  taken  from  Great  Britain. 
At  the  present  time  they  say  that  Ireland  is 
a  free  state  and  has  a  government  of  its  own. 
The  quota  before  gave  30,000  to  Ireland;  to- 
day it  is  8,000.  That  fact,  I  believe,  is  suffi- 
cient reason  for  any  councilor  who  is  in  doubt 
about  the  injustice  of  this  bill  to  vote  with 
Coun.   Ward  on   his  resolution. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  crave  the 
indulgence  of  the  body  for  a  brief  minute,  as 
long  as  reference  has  been  made  directly  to 
me.  I  heartily  agree  with  Coun.  Dowd  in  re- 
gard to  what  he  has  said  in  regard  to  me- 
morializing. I  think  the  mere  memorializing 
of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  might  well  stop  and, 
as  long  as  he  recognizes  that  that  is  the  is- 
sue before  the  body,  "Shall  we  memorialize, 
or  shall  we  not  memorialize?"  and  that  the 
issue  is  no  longer  "Is  Ireland  getting  a  square 
deal  from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
or  not?"  I  shall,  of  course,  feel  that  I  can 
vote  only  one  way,  and  that  is  against  the 
resolution. 

Coun.  HEFPERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  re- 
gret that  this  matter  has  taken  the  course  it 
has.  Last  week,  when  the  resolution  was  in- 
troduced in  the  Council,  if  I  remember  cor- 
rectly, it  was  laid  on  the  table,  together  with 
another  resolution  introduced  by  Coun.  Green 
relative  to  memorializing  Congress  in  the  mat- 
ter of  light  wines  and  beers.  Since  then 
however,  some  of  the  press,  apparently  follow- 
ing racial  lines,  have  seen  fit,  in  order  to  try 
to  sell  their  newspapers,  to  make  it  a  racial 
issue.  To  my  mind,  there  is  nothing  cheaper 
than  for  any  man  in  public  office  or  for  any 
newspaper  to  depend  on  an  appeal  to  racial 
or  religious  lines  to  sell  their  papers  or  to 
make  political  capital.  Attacks  have  been 
made  on  certain  members  of  this  Council  I 
will  say  that  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a  man 
in  the  Council,  whether  he  votes  for  or  against 
the  resolution,  who  has  any  feeling  against  the 
Irish  people  in  this  city.  We  all  know,  start- 
ing out  with  the  first  session,  that  we  drew 
the  line  that  we  would  not  memorialize  except 
in  certain  urgent  cases  where  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary,  and  I  believe  each  member 
of  the  Council  has  a  right  to  take  the  posi- 
tion that  he  thinks  he  should  take  upon  the 
resolution,  according  to  his  feeling  as  to 
whether  in  his  mind  it  is  warranted.  How- 
ever,   there   are   many    who    feel    that   the    cir- 
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cumstances  are  such,  that  such  an  injustice  is 
being  done  under  the  present  law,  that  Con- 
gress should  take  some  action  to  remedy  the 
situation.  I  believe  that  Congress  itself,  and 
perhaps  members  from  Massachusetts  were 
not  aware  of  what  had  occurred  under  the 
present  interpretation  of  the  law,  until  it 
was  shown  by  John  Bantry,  when  he  first 
called  it  to  the  attention  of  the  public  here 
in  the  Boston  Post  about  ten  days  ago.  I  be- 
lieve there  are  enough  people  affected  here  so 
that  we  should  take  some  action.  But  the  Irish 
are  not  the  only  ones  affected.  We  see  other 
instances  where  the  Immigration  Act  is  work- 
ing a  hardship.  I  have  in  mind  particularly 
Armenia,  a  race  that  has  been  almost  wiped 
out ;  a  race  that  has  been  absolutely  wiped 
out  of  its  own  country  by  the  Turks.  There 
are  also  cases  of  people  who  have  been  in 
Paris  for  three  years  and  who  are  supported 
by  funds  sent  to  them  monthly  by  people  in 
this  country,  and  they  cannot  gain  admission 
to  this  country  because  the  quota  there  is  so 
small.  I  think  Congress  should  do  something 
in  this  matter,  dealing  with  the  whole  issue. 
I  regret  having  the  Irish  question  dragged  into 
politics,  because  I  am  afraid  that  Ireland  has 
been  collected  on  quite  enough  politically,  and 
I  think  the  intelligent  Irish  people  in  this 
city  realize  that  it  is  an  issue  that  should  be 
kept  out  of  politics.  Apparently  the  press, 
or  some  of  the  press,  here,  have  seen  fit  to 
bring  it  into  politics.  I  hope  that  the  reso- 
lution will  pass.

VOLUNTARY  CONTRIBUTIONS. 
ON  PLAYGROUNDS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following : 

Resolved.  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recommends  to  the  Park  Department  that  its 
rules  be  changed  to  permit  of  voluntary  con- 
tributions being  made  by  any  organization  or 
individuals  at  any  athletic  game  or  event  on 
the  parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. 

The  resolution  was  declared  referred  to  the 
Executive    Committee. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  move  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule,  so  that  a  vote  may  be  taken 
upon  the  resolution  at  this  time. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information.  That  resolution 
which  has  just  been  passed  is  something  that 
interests  some  of  the  councilors  here  who  are 
interested  in  playground  matters.  It  has  just 
come  to  my  attention  as  chairman  of  the 
Parks  and  Playgrounds  Committee  that  one 
of  our  playgrounds  is  going  to  be  used  for  a 
circus.  We  have  a  lot  of  trouble  getting  the 
playground  fixed  up.  They  continually  tell  us 
that  there  is  not  enough  money  to  roll  the 
grounds  and  keep  them  in  proper  condition. 
But  still  our  Park  Department  and  our  Mayor 
can  let  out  one  of  our  biggest  playgrounds  in 
the    City    of    Boston    for    a    circus,    and    there 


is  no  circus  that  ever  came  to  Boston  and  used 
such  grounds  where  you  have  not  noticed  after- 
wards the  bad  condition  in  which  they  were 
left.  We  seem  to  have  arrived  at  a  position 
in  this  city  where  they  will  not  allow  different 
organizations  to  collect  on  something  that  takes 
place  in  the  playground,  some  sports  that  are 
interesting  to  our  citizens,  and  still  they  turn 
around  and  let  one  of  the  playgrounds  to  a 
circus  which  comes  to  Boston,  simply  for  a 
$100  bill.  At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  in- 
form the  councilors  from  the  different  wards 
that  they  had  better  get  onto  their  jobs  and 
get  after  the  Parks  and  Playground  Commit- 
tee and  get  after  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  see 
if  they  cannot  get  something  for  their  play- 
grounds, if  this  sort  of  thing  is  to  go  on. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his 
seat,  and  who  has,  I  think,  made  reference  to 
the  Sullivan  Square  Playground,  I  will  say  that 
that  is  in  my  district.  I  have  been  elected 
as  a  representative  from  Charlestown,  and  any- 
thing that  reflects  on  Charlestown  will  come 
back  to  me,  and  not  to  the  councilor  from 
Ward  15.  Last  year  we  had  a  circus  in 
Charlestown,  and  through  the  benevolence  of 
the  management  I  was  enabled  to  take  1,750 
poor  little  children  to  it,  largely  the  children 
of  industrial  workers  in  Charlestown,  free  of 
charge.  That  circus  also  brought  thousands  of 
dollars  to  the  business  men  of  my  district,  in 
fact,  more  than  a  month  ago  the  business  men 
of  my  district  sent  a  petition  which  had 
been  circulated  through  the  district  to  me, 
requesting  me  to  ask  the  Mayor  and  the  Park 
Commission  to  bring  the  circus  back  to  Sulli- 
van square  again.  The  people  of  Charlestown 
want  the  circus  in  Sullivan  square  ;  their  coun- 
cilor from  Charlestown  wants  the  circus  in 
Sullivan  square,  and  ni  the  future  I  ask  the 
councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  to  take 
care  of  Ward  15  and  never  mind  about  Charles- 
town. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.

EQUIPMENT   FOR  PUBLIC   WORKS 
DEPARTMENT. 

The   following   was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   May  24,    1926. 
To  the   City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Board  of  Municipal  Emer- 
gencies in  a  report  submitted  to  me  under 
date  of  March  29,  1926,  stress  the  fact  that 
the  present  mechanical  equipment  of  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Department  is  totally  inadequate 
to  cope  with  storms  of  the  intensity  of  those 
which  visited  our  city  last  February.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  it  is  desirable  that 
equipment  costing  approximately  $500,000  be 
purchased  in  order  that  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment may  have  adequate  mechanical 
means  to  combat  the  storms  of  subsequent 
winters.  The  recommendation  of  the  Board 
was  received  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the 
budget  for  the  current  year.  No  provision 
having  been  made  therein  for  the  purchase 
of  such  a  large  amount  of  equipment,  the 
only  alternative  remaining,  if  the  equipment 
is  to  be  available  for  use  in  the  winter  of 
1926-27,   is  to  issue  bonds   for  the   same. 

I  appreciate  that  in  advocating  such  a  step 
I  am  departing,  in  a  sense,  from  an  estab- 
lished financial  policy  of  the  city,  namely,  to 
finance  the  purchase  of  equipment  out  of 
current  revenue.  After  the  experience  of  last 
winter,  however,  I  feel  I  am  justified  in  pro- 
posing such  a  step.  At  the  present  time  our 
city  is  not  equipped  to  prevent  the  economic 
loss  and  discomfort  which  follow  in  the  wake 
of  severe  winter  storms.  Knowing  'this  fact 
to  be  true,  I  would  be  remiss  in  my  obliga- 
tions as  Chief  Executive  of  the  city  if  I  did 
not  take  proper  steps  to  remedy  the  present 
lack   of   departmental    equipment. 

As  some  of  the  equipment  suggested  by  the 
Board  of  Municipal  Emergencies  is  of  such 
short  life  that  it  cannot  properly  be  made 
the  subject  of  a  loan,  this  material  should  be 
financed  within  the  current  budget.  I  there- 
fore submit  for  your  approval  two  orders,  one 
a  loan  order  for  $400,000,  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  equipment  of  a  more  or  less 
permanent  nature,  such  as  trucks,  tractors, 
and  snow  loaders,  and  the  other  an  order 
providing  for  the  transfer  of  $32,000  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  blade  plows, 
snow  removers  and  ice  scarifiers.  I  submit 
also  for  your  consideration  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Municipal  Emergen- 
cies. Believing  this  to  be  a  matter  of  utmost 
importance  to  the  city,  I  recommend  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  orders.

I  question  the  legality  of 
such  an  order.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a 
question  whether  or  not  temporary  property 
could  be  purchased  under  a  loan  order.  This 
has  not  been  placed  in  the  budget,  and  I  feel 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  asking  the  Coun- 
cil to  do  something  that  is  really  unfair,  in 
asking  them  to  pass  such  an  order.  This,  I 
understand,  is  a  five-year  loan  order,  which 
would  place  the  entire  burden  of  the  expense 
of  this  $500,000  on  the  incoming  administra- 
tion, whatever  that  might  be.  Possibly  some 
member  of  this  Council  might  be  Mayor  during 
the  next  term.  I  think  this  might  be  unfair 
to  the  next  administration.  I  know  it  is 
common  talk  around  that  they  are  going  to 
purchase  snow  loaders  and  snow  equipment, 
the  same  as  they  have  purchased  fire  appa- 
ratus.    I  move  that  this   be   laid  on   the  table. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Coun.  WARD'S  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  declared  lost.  Coun.  DOWD'S  motion 
was  carried,  and  the  message  and  order  were 
referred   to   the  Committee  on  Finance. 


CODIFICATION   OF    STATUTES   RELATING 
TO   CITY. 

The  following  was  received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   May  24,   1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  last  codification  of  the 
special  statutes  relating  to  the-  City  of  Boston 
was  made  in  1908.  In  the  eighteen  years 
which  have  elapsed  since  the  compilation  of 
this  work  countless  changes  and  revisions  have 
been  made  so  that  today  it  is  a  difficult  task 
to  obtain  complete  information  concerning 
special  legislation  affecting  our  city.  The 
bringing  together  of  all  the  statutes  relating 
to  Boston  will  be  of  great  value  to  all  per- 
sons interested  in  the  activities  of  the  city. 

In  1908  the  sum  appropriated  for  this  work 
was  $10,000.  In  view  of  the  radical  revision 
upward  of  costs  which  has  taken  place  since 
then,  I  feel  that  it  is  desirable  in  order  not  to 
interfere  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  work 
to  make  available  an  appropriation  of  twice 
the  amount  of  1908.  It  follows,  of  course, 
that  only  the  actual  amount  needed  for  the 
proper  carrying  out  of  the  codification  will  be 
expended.  I  transmit  herewith  communica- 
tion from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  an 
order  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  $20,000 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  this  purpose  and 
recommend  adoption  of  the  same  by  your 
honorable  body.

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  courtesy  of  the  father  of  the 
document  to  allow  me  to  also  incorporate  in 
the  interrogatories  a  question  that  is  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  a  majority  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  have  had  an  answer  before  this  time 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  Some  time  ago 
I  introduced  into  the  body  an  order  request- 
ing his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  have  some  one 
of  the  numerous  commissions  that  function 
around  here  investigate  the  possibility  of  in- 
stalling a  system  of  semiweekly  collection  of 
ashes  and  garbage  particularly  in  the  subur- 
ban sections  of  the  city,  for  instance,  Dor- 
chester, West  Roxbury,  Jamaica  Plain  and 
all  other  sections  not  now  served  with  such 
a  health  measure.  We  all  appreciate  that  in 
the  winter  time,  no  matter  what  is  said  or 
done,  under  the  contract  system  our  ashes 
are  not  collected  with  any  regularity,  and  that 
is  despite  the  fact  that,  I  think,  earnest  effort 
is  made  to  have  them  so  collected.  But  the 
contract  system  under  which  we  work  is  not 
satisfactory.  We  are  now  coming  to  the 
summer  season  and  in  my  section  of  the  city 
where  there  are  numerous  three-flat  houses, 
the  only  receptable  provided  is  a  little  tin 
one  outside  the  door  of  the  three-flatter,  just 
about  sufficient  in  size  to  hold  the  garbage 
of  one  family,  in  my  honest  opinion.  So  after 
several  days,  with  three  families  using  this 
receptacle,  garbage  becomes  strewn  about  the 
yards    and    through   the    vicinity,    resulting    in 
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an  unhealthy  condition.  I  asked  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  as  I  said  in  the  beginning,  if 
we  could  not  have  some  one  of  the  numerous 
commissions  study  this  proposition  but  as  yet 
neither  I  nor  this  body  have  heard  anything 
in  regard  to  the  matter.  I  am  going  to  ask 
the  father  of  the  interrogatories  if  he  will 
permit  me  to  add   that  question? 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  replying  to 
the  request  of  Coun.  Gilbody,  if  the  councilor 
will  submit  chapter  and  verse  from  the  City 
Record  as  to  when  the  request  was  made  of 
the  Mayor  and  in  what  terms,  I  should  _  be 
very  glad  to  accommodate  him  by  amending 
the  order  in  accordance  with  his  suggestion. 
The  other  interrogatories  are  based  upon 
specific  things  and  specific  orders  as  they 
appear  in  the  minutes  of  the  body. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand the  order  before  us  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
is  requested  to  consult  with  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  at  our  meeting  of  June 
7  and,  if  there  is  no  objection  by  the  father 
of  this  order  I  would  like  to  have  a  question 
inserted  there  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
answer.  If  it  is  necessary  to  put  in  a  sep- 
arate order,  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  it,  but,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a  request  that 
the  Mayor  attend  our  meeting,  I  believe  it 
might  be  included  with  whatever  requests  we 
have  in  our  minds,  so  that  the  whole  thing  can 
be  cleared  up  at  the  same  time.  What  I  have 
in  mind  is  this.  We  all  realize  that  the  Coun- 
cil was  called  upon  to  furnish  an  additional 
$85,000  for  police  headquarters  on  Berkeley 
street.  At  that  time  we  received  an  urgent 
request  from  the  Mayor  to  pass  that  item, 
appropriating  the  money  so  that  the  work  could 
be  done  immediately,  because  it  was  necessary 
that  there  should  be  action  at  once.  The  Fi- 
nance Commission  held  four  different  meet- 
ings, consulting  with  the  architects.  Commis- 
sioner Wilson  and  the  builders  of  the  police 
station  and  then,  satisfied  that  the  appropria- 
tion was  perfectly  proper,  we  granted  it.  Pro- 
posals for  bids  for  the  electrical  and  gas  fix- 
tures were  opened  on  March  16,  and,  despite 
the  fact  that  competent  firms  were  bidders  on 
the  same,  the  bids  were  thrown  out.  New 
bids  were  readvertised  and  opened  on  April  14.

It  was  my  understanding 
that  when  the  question  came  on  the  passage 
of  the  order  accepting  the  act  relating  to 
Oakland  and  Ashland  streets,  an  opportunity 
would  be  given  me  to  state  my  position  be- 
fore a  vote  was  taken  on  the  passage  of  the 
order.  As  I  intended  to  make  some  remarks 
on  the  passage  of  the  order,  I  would  like  to 
ask  if  my  interpretation  is  not  correct? 

President  KEENE — Mr.  Parkman  moves  a 
reconsideration  in  order  that  he  may  be  heard 
upon  the  order. 

Reconsideration  of  the  passage  of  the  order 
accepting  the  act  with  reference  to  Oakland 
and   Ashland  streets   prevailed. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  at  our 
last  meeting  we  accepted  two  acts  of  the  1926 
Legislature,  one  calling  for  the  widening  of 
River  street  in  the  Mattapan  and  Hyde  Park 
region,  and  one  providing  for  an  East  Boston 
pumping  station.  These  acts  called,  for  the 
borrowing  of  money  outside  of  the  debt  limit 
of  the  City  of  Boston  amounting  to  $900,000. 
We  are  now  asked  to  accept  another  act,  for 
the  widening  of  Oakland  and  Ashland  streets, 
in  which  the  amount  specified  is  $500,000,  this 
money  also  to  be  raised  outside  the  debt  limit. 
Including  that  act,  authority  now  exists  by 
legislative  acts  for  the  incurring  of  $3,000,000 
of  debt.  I  am  opposed  to  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  now  before  the  Council,  not  necessarily 
on  its  merits,  although  I  think  it  still  re- 
mains to  be  shown  that  this  entire  widening 
is  essential,  and  that  this  sum  of  money  is 
sufficient  to  carry  it  through  ;  but  I  am  opposed 
to  it  principally  because  of  the  methods  em- 
ployed for  raising  this  money  outside  the 
debt  limit  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature. 
After  the  hospital  loans  before  us  today,  there 
still  remains  $2,500,000  of  debt-incurring 
power  within  the  debt  limit  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  using  this  borrow- 
ing power  before  resorting  to  the  Legislature 
for  special  authority  to  borrow  money  outside 
the  debt  limit.  Boston  had  a  fine  financial 
record  for  the  years  following  the  adoption 
cf  the  present  charter  until  about  the  year 
1921,    for    in    those    years    the    city    succeeded 


in  actually  effecting  a  reduction  in  its  net 
debt.  Since  that  time,  however,  there  has 
been  another  story.  The  debt  has  increased 
by  leaps  and  bounds  until  at  the  present  time 
the  debt  of  the  City  of  Boston,  exclusive  of 
rapid  transit,  is  equal  to  the  1919  figure,  and 
seems  well  on  the  way  to  the  figures  of  1910. 
In  dollars  and  cents  the  debt  has  jumped 
from  $47,000,000  on  January  31,  1922,  to 
$54,000,000  on  December  31,  1925,  an  increase 
of  $7,000,000  or  over  17  per  cent,  while  in  the 
same  space  of  time  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  city  has  increased  only  11  per  cent.  The 
interest  and  debt  requirements  for  this  year 
are  the  highest  on  record — $7,200,000  as 
against  $5,500,000  five  years  ago,  an  increase 
of  $1,700,000,  or  30  per  cent,  and  accounting 
alone  for  an  increase  of  $1  in  the  tax  rate. 
Of  course,  the  question  may  be  asked:  "What 
is  the  difference  between  borrowing  money 
outside  and  borrowing  money  inside  the  debt 
limit?  It  is  all  borrowing.  The  difference 
is  this,  that  every  time  you  go  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  special  authority  to  borrow  money 
outside  the  debt  limit  you  release  by  just  so 
much  the  power  to  borrow  within  the  debt 
limit,  and  the  urge  and  temptation  to  use 
up  the  remaining  debt-incurring  power  has 
proven  too  strong  to  be  resisted ;  with  the 
result  that,  willynilly,  in  spite  of  yourselves, 
the  debt  begins  to  soar  and  we  begin  to  store 
up  for  future  administrations  a  debt  bur- 
den _  and  a  financial  problem  that  will  be 
hard  to  meet  There  seems  to  be  a  general 
agreement  that  resort  should  be  had  to  the 
Legislature  for  special  authority  to  borrow 
only  in  exceptional  cases  and  where  the  money 
to  be  raised  could  not  be  had  within  the  debt 
limit.  For  many  years  special  acts  giving 
authority  to  borrow  outside  the  debt  limit 
were  passed  in  every  Legislature.  This  grew 
to  be  such  an  evil  that  in  1913  a  special 
commission  on  Municipal  Finance  was  con- 
stituted by  the  Legislature  to  investigate  and 
report  upon  the  matter  and  the  report  of  that 
commission  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the 
Municipal  Bond  Act  of  1913,  which  was  later 
amended  in  1923.  That  act,  it  is  true,  does 
not  include  the  City  of  Boston,  although  it 
includes  every  other  city  and  town  in  the 
Commonwealth,  but  the  principle  it  sets  forth 
is  applicable  to  us  as  well.  No  good  reason 
has  ever  been  advanced  why  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton should  be  exempted  from  its  provisions. 
That  act  specifies  the  purposes  and'  periods 
for  which  cities  may  borrow,  and  provides 
that  in  all  cases  25  cents  on  every  thousand 
dollars  of  valuation  shall  be  raised  from  taxa- 
tion before  borrowing  is  resorted  to.  This 
was  in  the  interest  of  a  pay-as-you-go  policy, 
and  that  it  has  been  successful  is  seen  in 
the  fact  that  in  the  case  of  all  other  cities 
between  the  years  1909  and  1922  the  ratio  of 
debt  to  assessed  valuation  declined  from  4.74 
to  3.81  and  for  Boston  remained  almost  sta- 
tionery at  5.2.  If  Boston  were  covered  by 
that  act  it  would  be  required  to  raise  from 
taxation  almost  $450,000  before  any  resort 
whatever  could  be  made  to  borrowing,  so  that 
this  loan  would  be  ruled  out  almost  com- 
pletely. As  it  is,  10  per  cent  of  a  loan  is 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  but  all  the  balance  is 
to  be  borrowed  outside  the  debt  limit  when 
there  is  plenty  of  margin  for  borrowing  in- 
side the  limit.  The  very  least  concession  Bos- 
ton might  make  toward  adopting  the  sound 
policy  of  the  Municipal  Bond  Act  would  be 
to  say  that  before  borrowing  outside  the  debt 
limit  it  would  borrow  inside  up  to  this  25 
cents  on  the  thousand  limit,  and  if  margin 
sufficient  within  the  limit  did  not  remain  to 
say:  "In  the  interest  of  sound  financing  we 
must  forego  such  and  such  an  improvement 
this  year  and  wait  until  such  time  as  there 
is  sufficient  margin  inside  the  debt  limit." 
Another  point  to  be  considered  is  that  sound 
financial  policy  calls  for  annually  recurring 
charges  to  be  met  from  revenue  and  not  from 
borrowing.  That  has  been  stressed  by 
students  of  municipal  affairs  and  by  members 
of   this    City    Council    from    time    immemorial. 
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There  are  two  items  here  this  year  for  which 
we  have  borrowed  $1,000,000  each, — the  con- 
struction of  new  streets  and  for  new  sewer- 
age. These  items  come  within  the  catagory 
of  anually  recurring  charges  which  are  with 
us  every  year  and  represent  the  needs  of  a 
growing  city.  In  1923  the  legislative  com- 
mission on  municipal  expenditures  reported 
to  the  Legislature  in  the  matter  of  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Municipal  Bond  Act,  and  in  their 
report,  after  stating  that  the  commission  be- 
lieves there  should  be  more  careful  'scrutiny 
of  petitions  for  special  borrowing  under  acts 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  went  on  to  say 
that  investigation  had  established  more  firmly 
than  ever  the  opinion  of  the  members  that 
all  annually  recurring  charges,  even  though 
some  of  them  might  be  for  permanent  im- 
provements, should  be  met  from  taxes,  that 
when  the  charges  were  such  they  must  be 
met  each  year  over  a  term  of  years  the  com- 
mission believed  it  unsound  to  borrow  to  meet 
them,  particularly  when  it  meant  the  pay- 
ment of  such  large  additional  amounts  in  the 
way  of  interest.  A  bill  was  introduced  into 
the  Legislature  that  year  authorizing  the  City 
of  Boston  to  add  sufficient  to  its  tax  rate  to 
take  care  of  its  annual  recurring  charges,  but 
that  bill  failed  of  passage.  While  it  failed 
of  passage,  however,  the  principle  is  as  true 
now  as  it  was  then.  It  is  not  good  business 
to  add  to  the  annual  cost  of  such  improve- 
ments large  amounts  for  the  payment  of  in- 
terest. The  situation  now  is  that  we  have 
already  borrowed  $2,000,000,  as  I  say,  which 
should  have  been  raised  by  taxation.  That 
makes  it  all  the  more  important  to  check 
in  every  way  we  can,  in  every  way  that  lies 
within  the  power  of  the  City  Council,  all 
other  borrowing  that  may  not  be  absolutely 
necessary.  Every  suggested  improvement  or 
alteration  should  be  subjected  to  the  severest 
scrutiny  and  criticism,  and  unless  good  cause 
is  shown  should  be  rejected  or  at  least  post- 
poned, and  in  no  case  should  the  money  be 
raised  outside  the  debt  limit  when  it  can  be 
raised  inside.  The  interest  requirements  of 
Boston  for  1923,  the  last  year  for  which 
comparative  statistics  for  the  cities  and  towns 
of  Massachsuetts  are  available,  amounted  to 
12. G  per  cent  of  the  total  charges  against  rev- 
enue, a  figure  higher  than  that  of  any  other 
city  in  the  Commonwealth  and  more  than 
3  per  cent  higher  than  the  average.  On  the 
tax  rate  -for  that  year  the  interest  and  debt 
charges  amounted  to  $3.07.  For  the  year  1926 
the  interest  and  debt  charges  amounted  to 
$4.03  on  each  $1,000  valuation,  or  16  per  cent 
of  the  total  charges  against  revenue.  That 
is  a  high  price  to  pay  for  a  borrowing  pol- 
icy, and  on  top  of  that  we  are  faced  right 
now  and  without  adding  anything  to  the 
debt  this  year  with  very  heavy  payments  on 
account  of  the  city  debt,  the  highest  inter- 
est and  debt  requirement  that  the  city  has 
ever  been  called  upon  to  face,  without  add- 
ing to  the  borrowing  this  year.  It  is  our 
duty,  Mr.  President,  to  safeguard  in  every 
way  the  financial  policy  and  the  finances  of 
the  city.  After  the  budget,  it  is  the  most 
important  duty  we  have  to  perform,  and  it  is 
not  to  be  lightly  passed  over.  The  Legisla- 
ture recognizes  that  the  duty  is  ours  when 
it  provides  that  the  act  must  be  accepted  by 
the  City  Council,  and  we  should  not  assume 
that  the  duty  is  a  perfunctory  one  or  is 
so  intended.  The  Legislature  cannot  pretend 
to  know  the  needs  and  requirements  of  each 
and  every  city,  nor  all  the  considerations 
which  may  affect  the  special  acts  which  come 
before  it,  constituted  as  it  is  of  men  from 
all  over  the  state.  It  must  rely  on  the  good 
faith  and  integrity  of  the  representatives  who 
introduce  the  bills,  and  in  the  last  degree 
upon  the  judgment  of  that  body  of  the  muni- 
cipality charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
spending  the  peoples  money,  and  therefore 
it  provides  that  an  act  of  this  kind  shall 
not  be  effective  until  its  acceptance  by  the 
City  Council.  In  this  case  the  responsibility 
is   ours,  Mr.    President  and  gentlemen.     It   lies 


with  us,  and  we  should  consider  carefully 
whether  we  shall  accept  such  an  act,  involv- 
ing the  principle  of  borrowing  outside  the 
debt  limit,  when  the  city  still  has  within 
the  debt  limit  sufficient  debt-incurring  power 
to  meet  the  requirements.  Will  the  City  Coun- 
cil meet  its  responsibility  in  this  matter? 
I  certainly  trust  that  every  member  here  will 
seriously  consider  the  facts  and  figures  I  have 
set  before  you  before  voting  to  accept  this 
act. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  com- 
pliment the  councilor  from  Ward  5  on  his 
most  excellent  resume  of  the  city's  finances, 
but  I  desire  to  take  issue  with  him  on  some 
statements  he  has  made  with  regard  to  the 
desirability  or  nondesirability  of  incurring 
debt  on  the  part  of  the  city  for  matters  of 
permanent  improvement.  Such  eminent  au- 
thorities, as  Professor  Munro  on  Municipal 
Government  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
advocate  the  use  of  the  debt-incurring  power 
outside  of  the  regular  debt  limit  for  perma- 
nent improvements,  believing  that  such  power 
is  justified  where  the  improvements  are  of 
such  a  permanent  and  beneficial  nature  that 
no  harm  and  no  injustice  will  be  done  to 
future  generations  or  future  administrations 
by  virtue  of  the  exercise  of  that  power,  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  improvements  are 
of  such  a  permanent  nature  that  future  gen- 
erations should  be  burdened  with  the  expense 
of  them  because  of  their  enjoying  the  bene- 
fits of  them.  Therefore,  I  disagree  with  the 
councilor  from  Ward  5  on  this  point.  There 
seems  to  me  to  be  no  harm  whatever  in  ex- 
ercising such  power  as  the  Legislature  will 
grant,  within  reasonable  limits,  for  the  con- 
structive permanent  improvements  required  by 
this  city.  Furthermore,  taking  his  compari- 
sons with  past  administrations,  a  review  of 
the  period  of  those  administrations  will  show 
that  there  was  very  little  constructive  effort 
in  the  city  at  that  time,  and  that  by  virtue 
of  that  fact  the  debt-incurring  power  was 
kept  down.  But  it  seems  to  me  if  the  city 
is  to  make  any  progress  whatever — and  it  is 
backward  in  a  great  many  respects — that 
power  could  be  used  a  great  deal  further  with- 
out being  used  to  excess,  for  constructive 
improvements  throughout  the  city,  and  with- 
out any  violation  or  injustice  being  done  to 
the  public  through  burdening  future  admin- 
istrations or   generations   with   the  debt. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  per- 
missive bill.  It  is  an  act  of  this  year's  Leg- 
islature authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to 
borrow  $500,000  outside  the  debt  limit.  We 
are  merely  voting  this  afternoon,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, on  the  acceptance  of  that  order.  I  be- 
lieve we  ought  to  send  the  order  along  this 
afternoon  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  placing 
the  responsibility  where  it  belongs,  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  Mayor.  As  a  matter  of  cour- 
tesy to  the  councilor,  who  is  affected,  I  think 
we  ought  to   pass  this  order  along. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  as  a  general 
thing  I  agree  with  Coun.  Parkman  in  his 
ideas  regarding  municipal  financing.  I  might 
even  go  so  far  as  to  agree  with  the  general 
propositions  he  has  stated  here  this  afternoon 
in.  regard  to  the  proper  way  of  handling 
financial  problems.  In  this  particular  in- 
stance, however,  there  are  certain  practical 
considerations  which  we  have  to  face.  The 
administration  of  the  city  has  already  ruled 
how  it  will  act  in  the  matter  of  making  this 
improvement  inside  the  debt  limit,  and  it  has 
ruled  in  substance  that  it  will  not  do  it  in- 
side the  debt  limit,  in  vetoing  an  order  which 
required  doing  it  inside  the  debt  limit.  That 
leaves  as  the  only  issue  whether  the  same  Bhall 
be  ratified  by  this  Council  at  all?  There  is 
no  doubt  that  this  is  a  much-needed  improve- 
ment, that  it  is  an  improvement  of  a  perma- 
nent character  and  one  that  should  be  made. 
The  administration  has  left  the  door  open 
for  doing  it  outside  the  debt  limit,  and  as 
long  as  that  opportunity  is  presented  for 
doing    it   outside   the    debt    limit,    I    think    the 
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Council   should   recognize   the   need   of   the   im- 
provement and  accept  the   act. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  just  one 
word  in  reply  to  Coun.  Bush.  I  think  I  can- 
not have  made  myself  clear,  as  I  do  believe 
in  borrowing  for  permanent  improvements. 
The  only  question  is,  shall  we  borrow  outside 
the  debt  limit,  or  shall  we  keep  within  the 
debt  limit  ?  In  reply  to  Coun.  Guild  as  to 
the  necessity  for  the  improvement,  it  does 
not  appear  that  the  administration  has  taken 
any  stand  at  the  committee  hearings  in  the 
Legisature  one  way  or  the  other.  I  do  not 
understand  that  it  was  advocated  by  the  ad- 
ministration up  on  the  hill.  Furthermore,  I 
have  been  given  no  assurance  that  $500,000 
is  adequate  to  take  care  of  this  improvement, 
paying  the  land  damages  over  a  long  extent 
of  the  street  and  actually  financing  the  con- 
struction. It  seems  to  me  before  the  act  is 
accepted,  we  should  at  least  be  certain  that 
sufficient  money  is  available  to  finish  the  im- 
provement and  not  have  a  street  started  and 
remaining  incomplete  until  further  money  is 
borrowed  at  some  time  in  the  future. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  re- 
call seeing  Coun.  Parkman  at  the  hearings 
before  the  Legislature  when  this  bill  was  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance.  It 
may  be  that  that  was  an  oversight  on  my 
part,  but  at  that  time  the  matter  of  doing 
this  inside  or  outside  the  debt  limit  was  very 
thoroughly  gone  into,  and  I  do  not  think  he 
was  present.  So  far  as  assurances  have  been 
given, — and  whether  Coun.  Parkman  has  re- 
ceived them  or  not,  I  have,- — the  job  can  be 
done  for  the  $500,000. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
to  state  that  the  City  Council  ought  indeed 
to  feel  very,  very  grateful  to  the  State  Leg- 
islature for  allowing  us  to  pass  judgment  on 
this  bill.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  the  Ex- 
change street  bill  was  before  the  Legislature, 
involving  a  proposed  expenditure  of  some 
$3,000,000  and  very  vitally  affecting  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  same  Legislature,  under  orders 
of  the  so-called  bosses,  when  an  amendment 
was  put  on  the  bill  to  refer  it  to  the  City 
Council,  defeated  the  amendment  by  seven- 
teen votes  stating  that  the  City  Council  did 
not  have  intelligence  enough  to  pass  on  the 
matter  I  simply  feel  that  at  any  time  when 
the  Legislature  does  allow  us  to  vote  on  a 
matter  of  spending  our  own  money,  the  money 
of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  for  a  really  needed 
improvement,  we  should  be  grateful  to  the 
gentlemen  from  Barnstable  and  Cape  Cod  for 
the  honor  they  bestow  upon  us  allowing  us 
to  give  our  approval  to  the  act. 

The  order  was  passed,   yeas  16,   nays   2  :

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  on  this 
loan  that  is  now  before  the  Council  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  word.  I  come  from  a  dis- 
trict that  is  pretty  well  crowded,  and  we 
have  had  a  fire  station  there  ever  since  the 
town  of  Dorchester  was  annexed  to  Boston. 
There  are  the  same  old  buildings  there  now, 
and  I  feel,  coming  from  the  district  where 
those  conditions  prevail,  that  I  would  like  to 
have  the  Council  pass  this  order  so  that  we 
may  have  something  out  there  that  men  can 
live  and  work  in.  Certainly  a  change  should 
be  made,  and  I  am  glad  to  get  up  here  and 
speak  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  order. 
I  trust  that  the  Council  will  pass   it  today. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0 :

Coun.   DOWD  offered  the  following : 
Whereas,   on   Friday,   May   28,  1926,   all  loyal 
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followers  of  the  national  game  will  gather 
to  do  honor  to  one  of  the  greatest  oi  its  play- 
ers, whose  career  on  the  diamond  was  one 
of  glory,  whose  devotion  to  his  profes- 
sion has  ever  been  an  incentive  to  the  youth 
of  America,  the  late  Christy  Mathewson,  be 
it  therefore 

Resolved,  that  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  purchase  a  box  and  attend  in  a 
body  the  exercises  to  be  held  in  his  honor. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


THE   NEXT  MEETING.

COLLECTIONS  AT  SUNDAY  GAMES. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  De- 
partment Committee  whether  or  not  any  defi- 
nite stand  has  been  taken  by  the  Park  De- 
partment relative  to  the  articles  we  have 
been  reading  about  in  the  newspapers  for  the 
last  two  weeks  to  the  effect  that  no  collections 
will  be  allowed  in  connection  with  the  playing 
of  baseball  games  on  the  public  grounds  on 
Sunday  ? 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  in  an- 
swer to  Coun.  Dowd  I  will  say  that  the  matter 
has  been  taken  up  with  the  Mayor  and  the 
Park  Commissioner.  The  Park  Commissioner 
has  given  the  committee  and  myself  to  under- 
stand that  he  will  do  nothing  until  he  gets 
word  from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  Mr. 
Deland.  Until  that  time,  this  is  as  much  as 
I  can  tell  the  Council.  Of  course,  that  is  on 
a  week  day,  outside  of  Sunday.  There  would 
be   absolutely  nothing  on  a  Sunday,   anyway. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
the  Council  is  not  going  to  meet  for  two 
more  weeks,  and  by  that  time  baseball  will 
be  well  under  way,  I  believe  it  is  about  time 
that  the  Council  took  a  definite  stand  on  this 
matter.  I  believe  Deputy  Commissioner  Long, 
in  answer  to  a  question  put  to  him  at  the 
last  executive  meeting,  said  that  if  permits 
were  granted  to  sell  even  one  cigarette  or  one 
peanut  it  would  be  perfectly  legal.  If  that  is 
legal,  I  can  see  no  valid  reason  why  the  youth 
of  Boston  cannot  assemble  on  a  playground 
and  play  baseball  and  collect  something  in 
some  way  that  will  enable  them  to  meet  ex- 
penses. I  would  say  that  the  objection  to 
this  comes  from  only  one  group  of  people, 
those  represented  by  the  Sunday  League.  If 
they  are  going  to  run  Boston,  it  is  about  time 
for  us  to  know  it,  so  that  we  may  shut  up 
and  keep  quiet.  I  know  that  the  Park  Com- 
mission has  a  right  to  allow  the  sale  of  candy 
and  cigarettes  on  the  playgrounds  of  Boston 
on  Sunday,  and  it  is  entirely  within  their 
power  and  their  sanction  to  have  a  regulation 
made  by  which  these  collections  can  be  taken 
up  in  one  form  or  another.  There  is  going  to 
be  trouble  before  the  summer  is  over  on  sev- 
eral playgrounds,  unless  some  action  is  taken. 
I  don't  want  to  see  the  teams  representing 
Roxbury  prohibited  by  the  Park  Commission 
from  playing  ball  on  Sundays,  and  we  know 
that  unless  some  permission  is  granted  by  the 
commission  whereby  collections  can  be  made, 
whereby  in  some  way  expenses  can  be  met, 
such  games  cannot  continue.  It  costs  money 
for  those  games,  and  I  believe  now  is  the 
time  for  us  to  go  on  record  in  the  matter, 
stating  to  the  Park  Commission  our  wish  that 
the  law  be  changed,  so  far  as  they  are  con- 
cerned, so  that  the  boys  may  be  able  to  have 
their   Sunday  baseball. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Parks  and  Playgrounds, 
I  thought  this  matter  was  threshed  out  pretty 
definitely  with  the  Deputy  Commissioner.  I 
think  at  the  last  meeting  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner   promised    that    the    rule    laid    down 


by  the  Park  Department  would  be  abrogated. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  city  ordinances  or  in 
the  law  preventing  these  boys  from  playing 
on  Saturday  afternoon  and  making  a  collec- 
tion. The  Deputy  Commissioner  said  that 
this  whole  thing  was  because  of  a  rule  laid 
down  by  the  Park  Commission.  After  talking 
with  the  members  of  the  committee  in  execu- 
tive session  he  promised  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  commission  and  abrogate  that  rule ;  and 
I  think  Coun.  Dowd  should  at  this  time  intro- 
duce an  order  by  .which  the  Council  may  go 
on  record  as  calling  on  the  Park  Commissioner 
or  commissioners  to  abrogate  that  rule  to  pre- 
vent these  little  boys  from  collecting  expenses 
on  a  playground  to  pay  for  the  expense  of 
the  visiting  team.  Unless  the  rule  should  be 
abrogated,  I  am  going  to  call  on  the  coun- 
cilor from  Roxbury  at  this  time  to  introduce 
an  order  calling  on  the  commissioner  to  take 
some  such   action. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  hardly  think 
the  introduction  of  that  kind  of  an  order  is 
necessary.  If  the  gentlemen  will  refer  to  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  there  was  an 
order  presented  at  that  time  by  myself  which 
reads   as    follows : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recommends  to  the  Park  Department  that  its 
rules  be  changed  so  as  to  permit  of  voluntary 
contributions  being  made  to  any  organizations 
of  individuals  at  any  athletic  game  or  event 
on  the  parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  City  of 
Boston." 

This  resolution  was  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule.  Some  time  later  in  the 
week  the  committee  conferred  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  Deputy  Commissioner  Long  of 
the  Park  Department,  and  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner told  us  in  the  Mayor's  office  that 
the  Park  Department  would  do  nothing  with 
reference  to  this  situation,  so  that  it  seemed 
to  me,  at  least,  that  contributions,  if  made, 
or  voluntary  contributions,  if  taken  up, 
would  not  be  interfered  with.  There  arose 
then  a  question,  I  think  in  the  executive  ses- 
sion last  week,  with  reference  to  just  what 
Judge  Fosdick's  ruling  with  reference  to  the 
petitioner  cases  argued  before  him  the  14th 
of  May  was  concerned,  and  I  have  here  a 
transcript  copy  of  that  case  in  which  the 
Court  in  handing  down  his  ruling,  said  that 
under  the  section  of  the  act  by  which  these 
four  or  five  young  men  were  brought  in 
for  taking  a  collection  at  a  game  on  a 
public  playground  in  Boston,  that  particular 
section,  24  of  chapter  136,  does  not  state 
such  an  act  to  constitute  an  offence  punishable 
by  the  honorable  court.  That,  I  think,  dis- 
poses of  the  question  as  to  whether  it  was 
criminal  for  these  collections  to  be  taken  up. 
The  issue  was  raised  originally  by  the  Park 
Department  under  a  city  ordinance  passed 
some  time  ago,  and  they  let  it  be  known 
through  the  press  that  they  would  take  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  manager  and 
captains  of  the  different  teams  and  refuse 
to  grant  a  permit  for  any  future  games.  As 
a  result  of  that  action,  my  order  was  intro- 
duced. But  I  now  firmly  believe,  if  the  Park 
Department  through  its  deputy  commissioner 
is  going  to  do  what  the  deputy  commissioner 
said  he  was  going  to  do,  we  can  afford  to 
let  this  matter  rest.  I  have  heard,  and  I 
understand,  that  a  number  of  baseball  games 
have  been  played  since  last  Monday,  and  I 
have  not  heard  of  any  names  being  taken 
or  any  permits  being  revoked.  I  think  we 
must  therefore  assume  that  the  Park  Depart- 
ments intends  to  let  the  matter  rest  until  a 
final  decision  is  obtained  from  the  Law  De- 
partment. Under  the  circumstances,  doesn't 
this  honorable  body  feel  that  the  publicity  of 
this  sort  of  thing  may  rather  hurt  the  case 
than  help  it  ?  There  is  no  question  in  my 
mind  but  what  every  member  of  the  Council 
wants  to  see  the  young  men's  baseball  games 
uninterrupted,  and  if  such  a  rule  were  put  into 
effect  it  would  mean  doing  away  with  the 
Twilight  League.  There  is  not  a  person  in 
this  chamber  but  wants  to  see  these  baseball 
games  continued.  I  think,  however,  that 
nothing    can    be    gained    by    publicity    of    this 
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sort  at  this  time,  and  I  urge,  therefore,  that 
no  action  be  taken  until  something  definite 
is  done  with  reference  to  my  order  of  last 
week. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Fourth  Estate  have  supplied 
me  with  information  that  has  come  from  the 
Mayor's  office  today,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Mayor  has  directed  the  Park  Department  to 
take  the  matter  up  and  solve  it  by  the  sell- 
ing of  score  cards,  and  it  is  felt  that  that 
will  eliminate  any  objectionable  features.  As 
to  the  matter  of  Sunday  baseball,  I  under- 
stand that  that  does  not  extend  this  everyday 
action  to  Sunday,  but  that  there  is  opposition 
to  collections  on  city  playgrounds  on  Sun- 
days. I  suppose,  so  far  as  the  Park  Commis- 
sion are  concerned,  that  their  action  will  fol- 
low the  order  issued  by  the  chief  executive 
today.  That  is  the  situation,  and  that  makes 
it  more  clear  to   all  of  us   now. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
bone   of    contention   is    not   relative   to    games 


during  the  week,  but  to  Sunday  afternoon 
baseball.  I  believe  that  is  the  time  when  the 
greatest  number  of  people  gather.  I  under- 
stand, according  to  Deputy  Commissioner 
Long,  that  it  would  then  be  perfectly  legal 
to  sell  score  cards  or  candy  or  anything  else, 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  I  certainly  am  de- 
sirous of  seeing  the  Council  take  some  action 
whereby  the  Park  Department  may  declare 
themselves  one  way  or  the  other  in  reference 
to  Sunday  baseball. 


RECONSIDERATION  REFUSED.

Regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  2  p.  m.,  President 
KEENE  in  the  chair.     Absent,  Coun.  Donovan, 
Green  and  Ruby. 


REPRESENTATIVE  FROM  THE  MAYOR. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  understands 
that  in  response  to  an  order  passed  by  the  Council 
at  its  last  meeting,  addressed  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  Commissioner  Fox,  representing  the  Mayor, 
is  available  to  answer  the  questions  asked  in  said 
order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
it,  the  list  of  questions  prepared  and  passed  by  this 
honorable  body  requested  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
appear  before  the  Council  this  afternoon  and  answer 
those  questions.  We  are  now  informed  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  designated  Commissioner 
Fox  to  answer  the  questions  for  him.  Personally, 
as  a  councilor,  I  do  not  desire  to  hear  Commissioner 
Fox  on  those  questions.  The  questions  were  put 
up  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  it  is  about  time 
that  he  had  backbone  enough  to  recognize  this 
Council  and  come  in  and  sit  with  us  as  an  official 
representing  the  City  of  Boston.  Instead  of  that, 
we  find  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  sent  Mr. 
Fox  to  represent  him.  This  is  the  first  time  since 
the  honorable  Mr.  Phillips  was  Mayor  of  Boston 
that  the  Mayor  has  thought  himself  bigger  than 
the  Council  and  has  refused  to  come  before  it.  We 
all  understand  and  realize  that  the  Mayor  is  not 
compelled  to  appear  before  us  to  answer  any 
questions,  but,  as  officers  elected  to  represent  the 
citizens  of  Boston,  I  think  some  consideration  and 
courtesy  is  due  us.  We  find  that  this  afternoon, 
instead  of  appearing  before  this  body,  in  response 
to  the  order  passed  by  us,  he  is  passing  the  after- 
noon at  a  circus  with  the  rest  of  the  clowns,  and  I 
presume  he  thinks  that  the  members  of  this  body 
are  clowns,  too.  Personally,  I  resent  the  action  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  I,  for  one,  do  not  desire 
to  hear  Commissioner  Fox  answer  the  questions. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  there 
may  be  some  misapprehension,  from  what  the 
previous  speaker  has  said,  in  regard  to  the  language 
of  the  order  which  was  passed  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  of  the  Council.  At  that  meeting,  under 
the  language  of  the  order,  the  Mayor  was  given  the 
option  of  answering  personally  or  through  depart- 
ment.heads,  and  the  charter  also  specifically  gives 
to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  the  right  to  appear  here 
through  a  department  head.  I  think  it  was  only  a 
misapprehension  on  the  part  of  the  previous  speaker 
as  to_  what  was  in  the  order  that  led  him  to  speak  as 
he  did.  I  do  not  attempt  to  justify  the  wisdom  of 
the  Mayor  in  taking  the  action  he  has  taken  in 
this  matter,  but  I  do  feel  that  it  is  doing  consider- 
able injustice  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  speak  as 
though  he  had  no  choice  in  the  matter  whatever. 
The  Council  specifically  gave  him  the  choice  of 
appearing  in  person  or  answering  through  depart- 
ment heads. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
charter  does  give  the  Mayor  the  privilege  of  answer- 
ing such  questions  through  department  heads,  if  he 
so  wishes,  whether  the  order  passed  by  our  body  did 
or  not.  But  the  Mayor  must  recognize  that  this 
is  a  dignified  body  and  that  we  want  to  hear  from 
the  Mayor,  want  him  to  come  before  us.  As  we 
look  back  over  the  years  we  find  that  Josiah  Quincy 
was  not  too  big  a  man  to  appear  before  the  Council 
and  that  Mayors  Matthews,  Hibbard  and  Fitz- 
gerald were  not  too  big  to  do  so.  I  feel,  with  a 
dignified  body  of  this  kind,  that  at  times  it  is  only 
proper  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  appear  before 
the  body  in  person. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  think 
in  response  to  the  order  we  passed  at  the  last  meet- 
ing that  if  the  Mayor  himself  did  not  see  fit  to 
appear  in  person  he  should  at  least  have  had  each 
department  head  concerned  to  answer  specifically 
as  to  the  matters  coming  under  his  own  notice  for 
consideration.     It  strikes  me  that  from  the  first  of 


January  this  body  has  been  absolutely  ignored. 
When  results  were  desired  at  the  hands  of  the  body, 
apparently  the  office  on  the  second  floor  has  taken 
occasion  to  get  hold  of  councilors  individually,  but 
as  a  body  we  have  been  ignored.  Committees  have 
been  appointed  on  various  matters,  specially 
appointed,  and  some  of  the  men  serving  on  those 
committees,  I  believe,  live  outside  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  policy  of  this  administration  is  being 
conducted  by  men  who  are  not  elective  officers. 
The  Council  has  not  at  any  time  been  taken  into 
the  confidence  of  the  Mayor  of  this  city.  Not  even 
one  loan  order  originated  in  this  Council  has  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  seen  fit  to  approve.  We  are  not 
informed  five  minutes  in  advance  of  any  loan  order 
coming  into  the  Council,  and  I  think  it  is  time  that 
the  Council  members,  a  sufficient  number  of  them, 
blocked  the  progress  of  the  present  Mayor  until 
such  time  as  we  may  have  a  definite  understanding 
at  least  of  a  one-year  program  in  this  city.  I,  for 
one,  am  willing  to  vote  against  any  future  loan 
order  advocated  by  the  Mayor  until  the  Mayor 
takes  us  into  his  confidence  and  tells  us  what  his 
policy  is  to  be  for  the  year,  so  that  we,  attempting 
to  represent  our  districts  here,  may  have  some  idea 
of  what,  we  are  going  to  get  for  the  districts.  I 
think  this  matter  should  be  laid  on  the  table  for 
one  week,  if  the  Mayor  has  not  the  time  to  come 
here  today,  so  that  he  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  appear  at  the  next  meeting. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  would  suggest 
that  we  hear  the  written  answer  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  before  we  criticise  further. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
adjourn. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  second  the 
motion. 

President  KEENE — Those  in  favor  of  adjourn- 
ment will  say  aye  [responses],  those  opposed  no 
[responses],  and  the  ayes  appear  to  have  it.  The 
Chair  would  remind  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  there  are  some  jurors  to  be  drawn,  that  should 
be  drawn  at  this  session  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  believe  the  Council  stands  adjourned 
at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  PARKMAN  doubted  the  vote  on  adjourn- 
ment, and  the  motion  to  adjourn  was  declared  lost. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the  vote. 
Well,  I  withdraw  my  vote. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  now  proceed  to  the  drawing  of  j  urors. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried. 

President  KEENE — The  Council  is  in  receipt  of 
a  venire  for  jurors,  and  the  City  Messenger  will  so 
advise  his  Honor  the  Mayor.

WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
Budget  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  carry  a  com- 
munication back  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  the 
Council  refuses  to  accept  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner's report.

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  don't  believe  that  is  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Council.  The  Council  has 
asked  the  Mayor  of  the  eity  to  cive  answers  to 
certain  questions  that  it  has  propounded,  and  it 
seems  to  me  the  answers  are  here  in  good  faith, 
even  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  not.  I  feel  some- 
what affronted  by  the  conduct  of  the  Mayor, 
perhaps  the  same  as  other  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil feel,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  lend  myself  to  an 
act  belittling  or  ridiculing  the  Mayor,  whoever 
he  may  be.

OBJECTION  TO  LOAN  FOR  SNOW  EQUIP- 
MENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

Finance  Commission, 

Boston,  June  7,  1926. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  May  24,  1926,  the  Mayor  sent 
a  communication  to  Your  Honorable  Body,  in 
which  he  recommended  the  passage  of  a  loan  order 
of  $400,000  to  purchase  equipment  for  snow  re- 
moval, and  requested  authority  to  transfer  an 
additional  sum  of  $32,000  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
for  this  purpose.  The  Mayor  admitted  that  in 
recommending  the  loan  he  was  departing  from  an 
established  policy,  but  he  sought  to  justify  this 
change  on  the  ground  that  the  need  for  the  equip- 
ment, according  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Municipal  Emergency,  was  urgent  and  that  this 
was  proved  by  the  experience  of  the  past  winter. 

Two  questions  are  involved:  (1)  whether  the 
city  should  borrow  money  for  the  purchase  of  such 
equipment,  and  (2)  whether  such  an  extensive  pur- 
chase of  equipment  at  present  is  justified. 

Borrowing  for  Equipment. 
The  Finance  Commission  believes  that,  if  any 
snow  removal  equipment  is  to  be  purchased,  it 
should  be  paid  for  entirely  with  money  raised  by 
taxation.  To  borrow  money  to  purchase  property 
which  will  soon  wear  out  would  break  down  a  prin- 
ciple which,  with  minor  deviations,  has  been 
adhered  to  since  the  charter  amendments  were 
adopted.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  justify  the 
proposed  loan  on  the  ground  that  under  the  Munici- 
pal Finance  Act  (chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
and  chapter  338  of  1923)  authority  is  given  to  other 
cities  and  towns  to  borrow  for  this  purpose.  This 
act  does  provide  that  additional  equipment  may  be 
purchased  with  money  derived  from  loan,  but  it 
requires  that  for  this  purpose  "only  such  sum  may 
in  any  year  be  authorized  to  be  borrowed  as  exceeds 
twenty-five  cents  per  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
valuation  of  the  city  foi  the  preceding  year."  In 
Boston  twenty-five  cents  per  one  thousand  of  val- 
uation would  amount  to  approximately  $465,000. 
The  act  does  not  apply  to  Boston,  but  if  the  city 
were  to  adhere  to  the  principles  of  the  act  there 
would  be  no  suggestion  of  borrowing  for  this  pur- 
pose until  the  city  had  provided  approximately 
$465,000  from  taxation  for  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment, not  such  as  is  required  to  replace  worn-out 
property,  but  equipment  which,  as  described  in  the 
act,  is  additional  to  that  already  in  use  in  the 
department. 

Snow  Removal  Last  Winter. 
The  Mayor's  reference  to  the  storms  of  last  win- 
ter raises  the  whole  question  whether  that  experi- 
ence proves  that  the  purchase  of    this  expensive 
equipment  is  required. 
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One  difficulty  last  winter  was  the  inadequate 
provision  which  the  Public  Works  Department  had 
made  for  snow  removal.  In  the  districts  north  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  the  Back  Bay  Fens  con- 
tracts for  snow  removal  had  been  let  by  the  previous 
administration.  The  department  cannot  plead 
that  no  choice  was  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the 
contractors,  for  in  several  instances  the  lowest 
bidder  was  not  accepted.  Yet  it  appears  that 
several  of  the  contractors  were  not  adequately 
provided  with  trucks  for  snow  removal.  Apparent- 
ly no  guaranty  or  even  evidence  was  secured  at 
the  time  of  letting  as  to  whether  or  not  these  con- 
tractors could  obtain  equipment  in  case  Of  emer- 
gency. As  soon  as  the  emergency  arose  the  system 
broke  down.  As  the  contractors  without  equip- 
ment could  not  perform  their  duties,  it  became 
necessary  to  waste  time  and  money  in  employing 
contractors  who  had  trucks  and  equipment,  and 
to  hire  them  practically  on  their  own  terms. 

The  delay  in  beginning  the  work  of  snow  removal 
was  altogether  without  justification.  The  Weath- 
er Bureau  supplied  advance  information  of  the 
approach  of  both  of  the  heavy  storms  of  the 
winter.  Though  the  first  and  heaviest  of  the  two 
storms  began  about  midnight  on  February  3  and 
lasted  through  the  4th,  only  one  contractor  was 
set  to  work  before  the  5th,  and  this  one  did  not 
begin  to  work  until  half-past  two  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  4th.  Of  course  the  contractors  who  were 
engaged  after  the  emergency  arose  did  not  get  to 
work  until  even  later.  Their  time  for  beginning 
work  ranged  from  the  5th  to  the  18th.  The 
following  table  shows  the  time  when  the  con- 
tractors began  to  remove  snow:

This  is  equivalent  to  $I9,921.-92  per  inch  of  snow 
removed  from  the  contract  districts,  a  great  in- 
crease in  cost  over  any  previous  record  known  to 
the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission.  The  ex- 
pense was  greatly  added  to  by  the  inefficiency  and 
dishonesty  of  the  inspection  force.  By  some  in- 
spectors' reports  contractors  without  adequate 
equipment  and  of  known  inefficiency  appear  to  have 
been  two  or  three  times  as  efficient  as  contractors 
of  known  efficiency  and  adequate  equipment.  In 
some  cases  the  average  cubic  yards  of  snow  shown 
to  have  been  removed  per  man  was  far  beyond  the 
limits  of  human  possibility.  In  many  cases  the 
records  of  the  loading  inspector  and  the  dumping 
inspector  do  not  agree.  In  one  case  the  loading 
inspector's  records  show  1,506  cubic  yards,  while 
the  dumping  records  show  only  676  cubic  yards. 
The  engineer  figured  the  day's  work  at  1,420  yards. 
According  to  the  records  the  contractor  was  paid 
for  1,590  yards.  The  following  discrepancies  in 
the  records  were  noticed.  Two  trucks  are  each 
credited  with  three  loads  delivered  at  the  same 
minute.  Trucks  with  different  destinations  are 
credited  with  loading  and  dumping  in  the  same  in- 
tervals of  time.  In  some  instances  the  records  of 
the  loading  inspector  and  the  dumping  inspector 
are  exact  copies  without  any  allowance  for  the  time 
consumed  in  going  to  the  dump,  and  one  or  both 
of  the  records  appear  too  clean  to  have  been  made 
on  the  job  while  snow  was  falling.  The  records  of 
one  inspector  showed  such  uniformity  in  the  time 
between  loading  and  dumping  as  to  be  suspicious, 
and  his  records  were  too  clean  to  have  been  made 
on  the  street.  On  being  questioned  this  inspector 
stated  that  he  actually  made  the  records  at  the 
time  the  loads  were  being  dumped.  When  it  was 
pointed  out  to  him  that  an  investigator  of  the 
Finance  Commission  stood  beside  him  for  an  hour 
or  more  at  one  period  and  talked  with  him  while 
snow  was  being  dumped,  and  that  during  that  pe- 
riod he  made  no  records,  he  first  stated  that  it  was 
only  during  that  interval  that  he  failed  to  make 
entries,  but  finally  admitted  that  his  report  was  a 
copy  of  the  driver's  slip  which  the  loading  inspector 
had  punched,  with  an  allowance  of  five  minutes 
for  driving  to  the  dump. 

The  table  annexed  to  this  report  shows  that  the 
work  of  snow  removal  was  profitable  for  both  honest 
and  dishonest  contractors.  The  conclusion  which 
the  Finance  Commission  draws  is  not  that  the  city 
should  make  expensive  purchases  of  trucks  and 
snow-handling  machinery,  but  that  the  whole  sys- 
tem of  letting  the  work  should  be  radically  im- 
proved. It  believes  that  the  inducement  is  suffi- 
cient to  lead  well  equipped  concerns  to  enter  into 
proper  contracts  with  the  city,  which  could  be  made 
advantageous  to  both  parties.  Even  when  effi- 
ciently and  honestly  conducted,  there  should  be 
sufficient  profit  to  contractors  to  make  them  avail- 
able for  the  work. 

Future  Snow  Removal  Contracts. 

In  advertising  for  bids,  contractors  should  be 
notified  that  they  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the 
department,  either  that  they  have  the  necessary 
trucks  and  equipment  for  snow  removal,  or  that 
they  have  satisfactory  agreements  with  subcon- 
tractors to  supply  trucks  and  equipment  when  re- 
quired. Furthermore,  a  suitable  penalty  for  failure 
to  render  the  required  service  should  be  inserted  in 
the  contract  and  an  adequate  bond  should  be  taken 
for  faithful  performance,  instead  of  the  nominal 
$1,000  bond  now  called  for.  The  expense  of  last 
winter  can  be  cut  down  by  letting  such  contracts 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders  who  meet  the 
stipulated  requirements,  and  by  reorganizing  the 
inspection  force. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  found  no 
difficulty  in  exacting  similar  conditions  when  it 
desired.  In  the  case  of  the  contract  for  patching 
bituminous  pavements  which  it  wished  to  award  to 
the  Central  Construction  Company,  a  concern  in 
which  an  employee  of  the  city  is  interested,  it  made 
such  requirements  of  bidders  and  rejected  the  offer 
of  the  lowest  bidder  on  the  ostensible  ground  that 
it  did  not  have  the  desired  equipment.  If  a  con- 
tract with  the  proper  requirements  were  adver- 
tised, two  purposes  would  be  accomplished,  that 
of  getting  well-equipped  contractors  and  that  of 
being  able  to  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 
It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are  contractors 
in  the  city  with  plenty  of  trucks  and  equipment 
properly  to  handle  snow  removal.  They  are  also 
able  to  obtain  all  the  necessary  laborers.  At  that 
time  of  the  year  work  is  slack  and  the  contractors 
can  easily  gather  an  efficent  working  force. 
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The  Purchase  of  New  Equipment. 
The  report  of  the  Mayor's  Board  of  Municipal 
Emergency     recommends     the     expenditure     of 
$546,000  for  the  following  described  snow  removal 
equipment.*

Even  if  it  were  proposed  to  buy  all  the  apparatus 
for  snow  removal  from  funds  raised  by  taxes,  and 
even  if  a  large  part  of  the  apparatus,  consisting 
mostly  of  trucks,  could  be  used  all  the  year, 
it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  a  small  part  of  that 
recommended  should  be  bought.  The  depart- 
ments in  their  annual  budgets  have  not  called 
for  such  a  substantial  addition  to  their  equipment 
for  regular  use,  and  it  is  a  question  whether 
throughout  the  year  the  excess  of  trucks  could  be 
used  with  as  much  economy  as  the  present  horse- 
drawn  vehicles.  In  the  narrow  alleys  and  streets 
of  parts  of  the  city  they  cannot  take  the  place  of 
teams.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  new  trucks 
would  do  away  with  contracts  now  let  for  supply- 
ing additional  trucks  as  needed  in  various  districts 
of  the  city.  A  study  of  the  amounts  paid  to  con- 
tractors for  supplementary  trucks  shows  that  the 
number  used  varies  greatly  at  different  times  in 
the  year.  In  midsummer  it  falls  to  a  minimum. 
Either  the  department  should  be  equipped  to 
take  care  of  the  normal  needs  of  the  service  and 
additional  demands  provided  for  by  contract, 
as  is  now  in  theory  the  practice,  or  the  city  must 
be  fully  equipped  for  practically  all  periods,  in 
which  case  there  will  be  times  when  its  trucks  will 
be  idle.  _  The  present  system  of  providing  for 
normal  times  and  supply  elasticity  by  contract, 
if  properly  carried  out,  is  best  adapted  to  the  city's 
needs. 

Of  the  total  amount  of  expenditure  which  the 
Municipal  Emergency  Board  recommended,  $138,- 
500  is  for  apparatus  primarily  adapted  only  for 
snow  removal.  This  property  must  be  housed, 
repaired  and  kept  ready  for  occasional  severe 
storms,  which  may  not  come  every  year.  The 
proposed  snow  loaders  will  not  cover  a  large 
area  of  the  city  and  reliance  must  in  any  event 
be  mainly  on  hand  labor.  Certain  implements, 
such  as  those  described  as  snow  removers  and 
ice  scarifiers,  are  still  in  an  experimental  state. 

For  use  in  the  Park  Department  the  Board 
recommended  the  expenditure  of  $47,500  for 
tractors,  trucks  and  other  equipment.  The  work 
of  this  department  is  entirely  different  from  that 
of  the  Public  Works  Department.  To  a  great 
extent  snow  in  parkways  can  be  disposed  of  by 
ploughing  alone  and  need  not  be  removed.  The 
department  was  reasonably  successful  in  handling 
snow  during  the  past  winter.  No  representative 
of  the  Park  Commission  appears  to  have  been 
connected  with  the  Emergency  Board  and,  so  far 
as  the  Finance  Commission  has  been  informed,  the 
Park  officials  are  satisfied  with  the  present  method 
of  handling  snow  by  hired  trucks  and  teams. 

Additional  Expense. 
The  primary  cost  of  all  the  proposed  equipment 
is  but  a  part  of  the  expense  the  city  must  bear.  It 
is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  drivers  of  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  would  be  used  as  chauffeurs  for  the 
new  trucks.  These  drivers  would  either  be  thrown 
out  of  work  or  given  jobs  of  doubtful  value  to  the 
city.     If  the  full  equipment  recommended  were 


purchased,  at  least  sixty  regular  chauffeurs,  with 
additional  chauffeurs  to  substitute  in  case  of  sick- 
ness or  absence — perhaps  seventy-five  in  all — 
would  have  to  be  added  to  the  pay  roll.  Additional 
housing  facilities  would  have  to  be  provided.  The 
new  garage  at  the  South  End  will  be  substantially 
filled  without  the  new  equipment,  and  the  Hancock 
street  garage  is  not  centrally  located.  The  sug- 
gestion of  storing  some  of  the  new  trucks  in  fire 
houses  is  impracticable.  The  trucks  which,  when 
not  employed  in  the  femoval  of  snow,  may  be  used 
for  the  collection  of  ashes  or  garbage,  would  not 
be  welcomed  in  fire  houses  where  the  men  sleep. 
If  additional  -buildings  for  housing  and  repairing 
the  trucks  were  required,  the  expense  might  run 
to  several  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Further- 
more, this  new  equipment  must  be  kept  in  repair 
and  its  depreciation  assumed  by  the  city. 

The  limited  amount  of  snow  removal  equipment 
which  the  city  at  this  time  is  justified  in  purchas- 
ing should  easily  be  provided  out  of  the  tax  levy 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  and  the  departmental 
appropriations. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that  the 
loan  order  for  $400,000  be  rejected.

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  in  conee- 
tion  with  that  order  I  want  to  say  this.  This 
matter  has  been  pending  in  the  Council  for  the  past 
five  months,  and  the  Register  has  been  doing 
everything  he  possibly  can  to  have  it  acted  upon. 
All  kinds  of  influence  have  been  brought  to  bear  to 
bring  the  matter  to  a  head.  I  want  the  Council 
to  know  what  they  are  voting  upon.  As  I  under- 
stand it,  it  is  proposed  to  take  this  work  away  from 
the  city  printing  plant.  I  simply  want  to  have  the 
Council  understand  the  situation,  and  then  what- 
ever their  action  may  be  is  up  to  them.  The  city 
printing  plant  has  always  done  this  work  and 
many  of  us  feel  that  we  should  continue  to  do  so. 
If  the  order  should  be  passed  and  reaches  the  Mayor, 
probably  he  will  veto  it  if  passed  in  this  form. 
This  request  is  made  without  consulting  the  city 
printing  plant.  We  have  a  city  printing  plant  with 
men  and  women  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  a  plant  which  is  intended  to  do  just  this 
sort  of  thing.  I  have  simply  reported  the  order  here 
in  order  to  satisfy  some  of  the  members  of  the 
committee.  One  member  of  the  committee,  a 
member  of  the  bar,  is  very  anxious  that  it  should 
pass.  Another  member  comes  from  the  section 
that  the  Register  comes  from,  and  is  very  anxious 
that  it  should  pass.  I  don't  want  to  accept  the 
responsibility  should  this  be  vetoed,  or  should  this 
work  be  given  to  a  plant  outside  the  city  printing 
plant.  I  simply  want  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  know  what  they  are  voting  upon. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  can  the  previous 
speaker  give  me  any  information  as  to  what  the 
effect  will  be  in  dollars  and  cents  on  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston? 

President  KEENE— Will  Coun.  Fitzgerald  an- 
swer Coun.  Guild's  question? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  can't  say  how  much  it 
will  be,  but  the  total  amount  here  is  $11,500.  It 
simply  means  that  that  money  goes  into  the  city 
treasury.  We  understand  that  the  city  printing 
plant  is  now  a  self-supporting  institution  and  that 
the  city  is  making  money  on  it.  That  money  can 
be  used  for  other  purposes.  If  you  are  going  to 
give  it  to  an  outside  concern,  you  are  simply  going 
to  open  the  doors  to  other  departments  to  do  the 
same  thing.  I  simply  wish  the  members  to  know 
what  they  are  voting  upon,  here.  If  we  vote  this 
down  he  has  simply  got  to  give  it  to  the  city  print- 
ing plant. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
lay  the  matter  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
anything  about  this  matter 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  must  rule  debate 
on  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  out  of  order. 

The  Council  voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table. 
Coun.  WILSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a 
rising  vote.  The  Council  stood  divided  and  the 
Council  voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table,  11 
to  4. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  a 
roll  call. 

President  KEENE— The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  Council  voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table, 
yeas  12,  nays  6:

President  KEENE— The  Chair  will  state  that 
that  motion  is  out  of  order.  The  order  is  laid  on 
the  table,  and  the  only  motion  in  order  is  to  take 
it  from  the  table.     That  motion  is  not  debatable. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— As  I  have  stated,  Mr. 
President,  my  intention  was  simply  to  give  the 
members  an  opportunity  to  understand  the  situa- 
tion before  the  Council.  If  the  Council,  knowing 
what  the  situation  is,  persists  in  giving  the  work 
outside  well  and  good.  If  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
members  that  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the  state 
printing  plant,  in  preference  to  the  city  printing 
plant,  very  well. 


LEASE   OF   LAND,   SPRING    STREET.

President  KEENE — The  order  will  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  before  that 
matter  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
let  me  say  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  were 
given  to  understand  during  the  course  of  discus- 
sion on  the  make-up  of  the  budget,  that  this 
matter  was  to  be  taken  care  of.  I  was  one  of  the 
seven  members  of  the  Council  who  objected  to  the 
passage  of  the  budget,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  for  the  first  time  saw  fit  to  exclude 
from  increases  in  salaries  those  women  employed 
in  bath  houses,  convenience  stations,  playgrounds, 
laundries  and  municipal  buildings  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  This  would  require  only  the  small 
amount  of  $50,000  or  $60,000  a  year,  and  while 
I  realize  that  this  reso'ution  upon  going  to  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  will  probably  be  discarded  and 
thrown  into  the  waste  basket,  at  the  same  time  I 
feel  that  it  is  something  which  affects  every 
councilor  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  know  that 
they  all  desire  to  see  the  working  women  in  their 
districts  get  a  proper  increase  in  salary.  It  is  up 
to  us  to  try  to  have  the  Mayor  carry  out  the 
intent  of  the  resolution,  and  I,  for  one,  intend  to 
vote  against  every  loan  order  the  Mayor  sends  to 
the  Council  until  he  sees  fit  to  grant  an  increase 
to  these  poor  women  who  toil  eight  hours  a  day 
for  a  living. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

COUNCILORS'  RIGHTS  UNDER  CITY 
CHARTER. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  in  1910  there  was 
spread  upon  the  records  of  the  City  Council  an 


opinion  of  Thomas  M.  Babson,  at  that  time  Cor- 
poration Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  giving  his 
interpretation  of  section  8  of  the  Boston  city  char- 
ter. I  have  under  date  of  May  29, 1926,  an  opinion 
of  Frank  S.  Deland,  the  present  Corporation  Coun- 
sel of  the  City  of  Boston  giving  his  interpretation 
of  the  same  section  of  the  charter,  an  interpretation 
which  is  substantially  opposed  to  that  of  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  Babson.  The  opinion  is  contained  in 
nine  typewritten  pages,  which  I  shall  not  at  this 
time  read  to  the  Council,  but  I  will  move  you,  sir, 
that  the  entire  opinion  of  Frank  S.  Deland,  Corpo- 
ration Counsel,  under  date  of  May  29,  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and 
also  be  printed  as  a  public  document. 
The  opinion  referred  to  is  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  May  29,  1926.

Boston. 
Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  April  28,  1926, 
in  which  you,  as  chairman  of  a  subcommittee  of 
the   Executive    Committee    of   the    City    Council 
under  instructions  to  obtain  my  opinion  on  certain 
matters  arising  under  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  ask  the  following  questions: 

(1)  If  a  member  of  the  City  Council  requests 
a  head  of  a  department  to  reinstate  an  employee 
of  that  department  who  has  been  suspended,  is 
such  conduct  in  your  opinion  (a)  directly  or  in- 
directly, on  behalf  of  the  city  taking  part  in  the 
employment  of  labor,  (b)  directly  or  indirectly  on 
behalf  of  the  city  taking  part  in  the  appointment 
or  removal  of  any  municipal  employee  or  (c)  in 
any  manner  violating  the  prohibitions  of  section  8? 

(2)  If  a  member  of  the  City  Council  asks  the 
heads  of  two  departments  to  consent  to  the  trans- 
fer of  an  employee  in  one  department  to  the  other 
department  does  that  in  your  opinion  constitute 
(a)  directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city 
taking  part  in  the  employment  of  labor  (b)  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  taking 
part  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  a  municipal 
employee  or  (c)  violating  any  of  the  prohibitions 
of  section  8? 

(3)  If  a  member  of  the  City  Council  writes  a 
recommendation  addressed  "To  whom  it  may 
concern"  and  gives  this  recommendation  to  an 
applicant  for  employment  in  a  city  department 
who  is  on  the  civil  service  list  does  this  in  your 
opinion  constitute  (a)  directly  or  indirectly  on 
behalf  of  the  city  taking  part  in  the  employment 
of  labor  (b)  directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the 
city  taking  part  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of 
a  municipal  employee  or  (c)  any  violation  of  the 
prohibitions  of  section  8? 

(4)  If  a  member  of  the  City  Council  requests 
the  Head  of  a  Department  to  transfer  an  employee 
from  one  division  to  another  division  of  the  same 
department  does  this  in  your  opinion  constitute  (a) 
directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  taking 
part  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  a  municipal 
employee  or  (c)  any  violation  of  the  prohibition  of 
section  8? 

(5)  If  a  member  of  the  City  Council  asks 
the  Head  of  a  Department  to  give  employees  of  that 
department  a  half  holiday  on  Saturday  does  that  in 
your  opinion  constitute  (a)  directly  or  indirectly 
on  behalf  of  the  city  taking  part  in  the  conduct  of 
the  Executive  or  Administrative  business  of  the 
city  or  (b)  any  violation  of  the  prohibitions  of 
section  8? 

(6)  If  the  City  Council  passes  an  order  re- 
questing the  Head  of  a  Department  to  put  all  its 
employees  on  full  time  does  that  in  your  opinion 
constitute  (a)  directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of 
the  city  taking  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  Executive 
or  Administrative  business  of  the  city  or  (b)  a 
violation  of  any  of  the  prohibitions  of  section  8? 

(7)  If  in  each  of  the  above  cases  the  request  is 
made  of  the  Mayor  instead  of  the  Head  or  Heads  of 
the  Departments  does  that  in  your  opinion  alter  the 
situation? 

These  questions  deal  mainly  with  the  construc- 
tion to  be  given  section  8  of  said  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909  (Amended  City  Charter),  which 
section  is  as  follows: 

"Neither  the  city  council,  nor  any  member  or 
committee,  officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  i  n  this  act,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  county  of 
Suffolk  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the 
making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials, 
supplies  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construction, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings, 
or  other  property;  not  in  the  care,  custody,  and 
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management  of  the  same;  nor  in  the  conduct  of  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city  or 
county;  nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any 
municipal  or  county  employee;  nor  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  money  except  such  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of 
the  city  council.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  affect  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  city 
council  as  the  successor  of  the  present  board  of 
aldermen  relative  to  state  or  military  aid  and 
soldiers'  relief. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  mayor  or  for  a 
member  of  the  city  council  or  for  any  officer  or 
employee  of  the  city  or  of  the  county  of  Suffolk 
or  for  a  member  of  the  finance  commission  directly 
or  indirectly  to  make  a  contract  with  the  city  or 
with  the  county  of  Suffolk,  or  to  receive  any  com- 
mission, discount,  bonus,  gift,  contribution  or 
reward  from  or  any  share  in  the  profits  of  any 
person  or  corporation  making  or  performing  such 
contract,  unless  such  mayor,  member  of  the  city 
council,  officer  or  employee  or  member  of  the 
finance  commission  immediately  upon  learning  of 
the  existence  of  such  contract- or  that  such  con- 
tract is  proposed,  shall  notify  in  writing  the  mayor, 
city  council,  and  finance  commission  of  such  con- 
tract and  of  the  nature  of  his  interest  in  such 
contract  and  shall  abstain  from  doing  any  official 
act  on  behalf  of  the  city  in  reference  thereto.  In 
case  of  such  interest  on  the  part  of  an  officer  whose 
duty  it  is  to  make  such  contract  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  the  contract  may  be  made  by  any  other 
officer  of  the  city  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the 
mayor,  or  if  the  mayor  has  such  interest  by  the 
city  clerk:  provided,  however,  that  when  a  con- 
tractor with  the  city  or  county  is  a  corporation 
or  voluntary  association,  the  ownership  of  less 
than  five  per  cent  of  the  stock  or  shares  actually 
issued  shall  not  be  considered  as  being  an  interest 
in  the  contract  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
and  such  ownership  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the  contract,  unless  the  owner  of  such  stock  or 
shares  is  also  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  corpora- 
tion or  association,  or  solicits  or  takes  part  in  the 
making  of  the  contract. 

A  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
render  the  contract  in  respect  to  which  such  viola- 
tion occurs  voidable  at  the  option  of  the  city  or 
county.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both.  Chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  is  hereby 
repealed. 

On  April  30,  1910,  the  late  Thomas  M.  Babson, 
Corporation  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Boston,  ren- 
dered an  opinion  to  the  City  Council  in  which 
the  identical  questions  were  answered  by  him. 
This  opinion  appears  in  the  records  of  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  May  2,  1910,  at  pages  126 
and  127.  You  will  note  from  this  opinion  that 
Mr.  Babson  held  that  if  a  member  of  the  City 
Council  or  the  City  Council  itself  did  the  things 
contained  in  the  questions  submitted  that  they 
would  be  in  violation  of  section  8.  I  must  advise 
you,  with  due  deference  to  the  judgment  and  wis- 
dom of  the  former  Corporation  Counsel,  that  I  do 
not  agree  with  him. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  section  8  of  the 
Amended  Charter  of  1909  the  provisions  of  law 
contained  in  section  12  of  chapter  266  of  the  acts 
of  1885  applied  to  the  questions  you  have  sub- 
mitted to  me  for  my  judgment.  This  section  is  as 
fellows: 

Neither  the  city  council  nor  either  branch 
thereof,  nor  any  member  or  committee  thereof 
or  of  either  branch  thereof,  nor  the  board  of  alder- 
men acting  in  any  capacity  in  which  said  board 
may  act  separately  under  special  powers  conferred ' 
upon  it,  nor  any  member  or  committee  of  said 
board  acting  in  any  such  capacity,  shall  directly 
or  indirectly  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor, 
the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials 
or  supplies,  the  construction,  alteration  or  repair 
of  ony  public  works,  buildings  or  other  property, 
or  the  care,  custody  and  management  of  the  same, 
or  in  the  conduct  of  any  of  the  executive  or  adminis- 
trative business  of  the  city,  or  in  the  expenditure 
of  public  money,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the 
city  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  nor,  except 
as  is  otherwise  provided  in  sections  one  and  two,  in 
the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officers  or  sub- 
ordinates for  whose  appointment  and  removal 
provision  is  hereinbefore  made;    but  nothing  in 


this  section  contained  shall  affect  the  powers  or 
duties  of  the  board  of  aldermen  in  relation  to  state 
aid  to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  to  the 
families  of  those  killed  in  the  civil  war. 

An  examination  and  comparison  of  section  12  in 
the  1885  Act  and  that  portion  of  section  8  in  the 
1909  Act  applicable  to  the  questions  in  controversy 
discloses  that  in  substance  they  are  the  same, 
except  that  the  words  "on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of 
the  county  of  Suffolk"  are  found  for  the  first  time 
in  section  8  and  were  not  contained  in  the  1885  Act. 
Mr.  Babson  in  his  opinion  and  in  quoting  this 
section  disregarded  the  fact  that  the  words  "in 
behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  county  of  Suffolk"  were 
inseited  in  the  1909  Act,  and  in  my  opinion  these 
words  are  essential  in  arriving  at  the  proper  inter- 
pretation to  be  given  section  8.  If  these  words, 
"on  behalf  of  the  city,  etc.,"  were  not  contained  in 
section  8  of  the  1909  Act,  I  would  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  arriving  at  the  same  conclusion  as  did  Mr. 
Babson. 

It  has  been  held  repeatedly  that  the  words  "on 
behalf  of"  when  contained  in  a  statute  must  be 
construed  as  meaning  "in  the  name  of"  or  "on 
account  of"  or  for  the  benefit,  advantage,  interest 
and  profit  of  the  city. 

See  Georgia  v.  Brailsford,  2  Dall.  (U.  S.)  402; 
Strong  v.  Holmes,  235  Fed.  554; 
Hill  Co.  v.  Atchison,  19  Tex.  Civ.  App.  664. 
In  my  opinion  section  8,  with  the  words  "on 
behalf  of,  etc.,"  contained  therein,  must  be  con- 
strued as  meaning  that  neither  the  City  Council  nor 
any  member,  committee,  officer  or  employee  thereof 
shall  take  part  in,  nor  interest  himself  or  themselves 
in  any  of  the  many  things  contained  in  said  section  8 
in  the  name  of  the  city  or  county,  on  account  of  the. 
city  or  county,  or  in  any  way  as  representative  of 
the  city  or  county.  In  other  words,  this  section 
must  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  City  Council 
as  a  body  or  any  member,  officer  or  employee  there- 
of, acting  on  behalf  of  the  City  Council,  or  delegated 
by  it  to  represent  it  officially,  from  taking  part  in 
the  employment  of  labor,  the  making  of  contracts 
and  in  the  various  other  matters  and  things  con- 
tained in  said  section  8.  If  any  other  construction 
is  given  section  8  than  this,  then  it  follows  that  the 
words  "onbeha'f  of  the  city,  etc.,"  as  contained  in 
the  section,  have  no  force  or  effect. 

I  am  further  of  the  opinion  that  my  construction 
of  section  8  is  sustained  by  the  following  sentence 
contained  in  said  section  8,  "The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  affect  the  powers  or  duties  of 
the  city  council,  as  the  successor  of  the  present 
board  of  aldermen,  relative  to  state  or  military  aid 
and  soldiers'  lelief."  This  clearly  indicates  that 
the  Legislature  had  reference  to  the  City  Council 
or  its  members,  employees  and  officers  when  acting 
officially,  and  not  in  a  private  capacity. 

It  is  inteiesting  to  observe  that  the  words  "on 
behalf  of  the  city"  as  contained  in  the  second 
paragraph  of  section  8,  in  connection  with  the 
interest  of  members  of  the  City  Council  in  city 
contracts,  clearly  has  reference  to  the  official  acts 
of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and  requires 
that  they  "abstain  from  doing  any  official  act  in 
behalf  of  the  city  in  reference  thereto,"  and 
further  in  said  section  states  "in  case  of  such 
interest  on  the  part  of  an  officer  whose  duty  it  is 
to  make  sach  contract  on  behalf  of  the  city,  the 
contract  may  be  made  by  any  other  officer  of  the 
city  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the  mayor.    .    .   ." 

Section  12  of  the  1885  Act  has  been  construed 
by  our  Supreme  Court  in  the  cases  of  Boston  v. 
Doyle,  184  Mass.  373,  Hibbard  v.  County  of 
Suffolk,  163  Mass.  34,  Brackett  v.  Boston,  157 
Mass.  177,  but  in  these  cases  the  action  of  the 
City  Council  as  a  body  acting  officially  on  behalf 
of  the  city  was  in  question  and  not  the  actions  of 
an  officer,  member  or  employee  thereof  acting  in 
his  private  capacity. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  legislative  intent 
when  section  8  of  the  1909  statute  was  enacted, 
the  language  of  said  section  8,  with  the  words  "on 
behalf  of  the  city,  etc."  contained  therein,  permit 
of  no  construction  other  than  that  the  City  Council, 
its  members,  officers  and  employees  were  to  be 
restrained  and  prohibited  when  acting  in  behalf  of 
the  city  in  an  official  capacity  from  taking  part  in 
the  employment  of  labor,  the  making  of  contracts, 
etc. 

I,  therefore,  advise  you  that  if  a  member  of  the 
City  Council  does  the  things  contained  in  ques- 
tions one  to  five,  inc'usive,  that  he  does  not  violate 
section  8  of  the  1909  Act,  if  these  things  are  done 
in  his  private   capacity,   and  not  as  an  official 
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representative  of  the  City  Council,  with  authotity 
from  the  City  Council  to  do  the  things  contained 
in  said  questions. 

In  answer  to  question  6,  in  my  opinion  if  the 
City  Council  should  pass  an  order  requesting  the 
head  of  a  department  to  put  all  its  employees  on 
full  time,  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council 
would  be  a  violation  of  section  8  and  would  clearly 
result  in  the  Council  taking  part  in  "the  conduct 
of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
city,"  for  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  this 
instance  would  be  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  is 
prohibited  by  this  section. 

In  answer  to  question  7,  I  advise  you  that  if 
the  requests  as  contained  in  questions  one  to  five, 
inclusive,  are  made  of  the  Mayor  instead  of  the 
head  of  a  department,  it  would  not  violate  the 
provisions  of  section  8,  as  the  act  of  the  individual 
member  of  the  Council  would  not  be  official  or  on 
behalf  of  the  city 

If  the  request  of  the  City  Council,  as  contained 
in  question  six,  was  made  to  the  Mayor  instead  of 
the  head  of  a  department,  it  would  still  be  in  viola- 
tion of  section  8  and  would  be  a  taking  part  in  the 
"conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  city  or  county"  by  the  City  Council.

Amory  Square  in  honor  of  said  soldier  who  made 
the  supreme  sacrifice  in  France  during  the  World 
War. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REPAVING  MEDFORD  STREET. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  Coun.  GREEN,  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Medford  street,  Charlestown,  from  Chel- 
sea street  to  Main  street. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


THOMAS  J.  KILTY  SQUARE. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  Coun.  GREEN,  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  space  at  the  junction  of 
Mystic  avenue  and  Sherman  street,  Charlestown", 
now  known  as  Sherman  square,  be  changed  to 
Thomas  J.  Kilty  Square,  in  memory  of  said  Kilty, 
who  died  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  while  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  World  War, 
and  that  suitable  signs  be  erected  to  designate  the 
same. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move,  sir, 
that  we  revert  back  to  No.  5  in  our  procedure, 
under  Rule  25,  reports  of  committees. 

The  motion  was  carried. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Chairman  DOWLING,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  the  order  (referred  today)  re- 
questing the  Mayor  to  transfer  a  sufficient  sum 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  grant  an  additional  in- 
crease of  S2  a  week  in  the  salaries  of  all  women 
employed  by  the  city  in  the  bath  houses,  con- 
venience stations,  playgrounds,  laundries  and 
municipal  buildings, —  that  the  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  requesting 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  take  such  action  as 
may  be  necessary  to  assist  in  the  reinstatement  in 
the  Police  Department  of  such  of  the  former  police- 
men who  left  their  employment  in  the  so-called 
police  strike  of  1919  as  are  willing  to  go  back  to 
the  department, —  that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  feel,  as  I 
am  the  author  of  this  resolution,  that  I  ought  to 
say  a  word  setting  forth  my  reasons  for  introducing 
it.  The  Council  in  passing  the  budget  had  incor- 
porated in  it  a  provision  for  an  increase  of  300 
police  officers  for  the  City  of  Boston.  It  may  be 
ancient  history  for  us  to  go  back  to  September 
9,  1919,  when  1,117  men  in  our  city  walked  out  on 
a  so-called  police  strike,  but  it  does  seem  to  me  at 
this  particular  time,  after  seven  years  of  the 
present  Police  Department,  that  what  is  most 
needed  is  a  new  element  in  the  way  of  men  who 
will  strengthen  the  present  police  force.  The 
thought  is  suggested,  the  thought  will  perhaps 
occur  to  many  here,  that  when  1,117  men  walk  out 
and  there  are  provisions  for  only  300  new  ones, 
the  requirement  could  never  be  met.  But  I  sub- 
mit this  to  you  for  your  consideration.  Since  the 
time  of  that  strike,  seven  years  ago,  130  of  those 
men  have  passed  away — some,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
through  the  act  of  their  own  hand.  But  over  ten 
per  cent  of  them  have  passed  on.  Many  of  them 
who  then  left  the  department  because  of  natural 
ability  have  made  good  on  the  outside  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  would  not  go  back  into  the  police. 
Many  are  in  neighboring  towns  and  cities  in 
Massachusetts  who  recognized  the  ability  of  the 
Boston  police  officers  who  went  out  and  have 
employed  them.  So  50  per  cent  of  the  men  who 
have  gone  out  are  now  in  police  business,  many  of 
them  chiefs  in  the  smaller  towns  in  Massachusetts. 
I  suggested  in  the  Executive  Committee  meeting 
that  we  send  for  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  find 
out  who  could  take  the  examination  for  the  new 
places.  I  asked  Air.  Lyons,  who  was  sent  here 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office,  if  only 
Boston  men,  residents  and  taxpapers  of  Boston, 
could  take  the  examination,  and  he  said  no,  that 
any  man  from  any  part  of  Massachusetts  who 
could  pass  the  required  standard  could  become  a 
police  officer  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  say  this, 
sir,  that  men  who  come  from  small  towns  through- 
out our  state  may  have  every  physical  and  mental 
qualification  for  the  position,  but  if  they  have  not 
lived  in  a  city  like  Boston  and  are  not  familiar 
with  the  ways  of  people  in  our  various  sections, 
they  are  not  as  well  qualified  to  serve  as  police 
officers  in  this  city,  being  paid  for  that  work  by 
the  City  of  Boston  as  those  who  have  lived  in 
our  city.  All  police  authorities  say  that  it  takes 
five  years  at  least  to  become  a  good  police  officer. 
After  a  very  thorough  canvas  by  the  Boston  Social 
Club,  the  organization  of  ex-police  officers,  they 
find  that  there  are  only  242  men  who  would  go 
back  into  the  police  business,  and  in  most  cases 
they  are  the  older  men,  the  men  who  were  the 
substantial,  experienced  members  of  the  old 
department.  The  only  argument  brought  against 
them,  or  against  many  of  them,  is  that  they  were 
in  advanced  years  at  the  time  when  they  walked 
out,  and  so  would  not  be  qualified  to  serve  now, 
seven  years  later,  but  in  the  station  houses,  of 
which  we  have  twenty  or  more  in  Boston,  there  are 
men  required  for  the  clerical  work.  Many  of 
those  men  are  invalids,  but  many  of  them  are 
strong,  young  men,  and  so  120  of  these  older  men 
could  be  placed  in  the  clerical  positions  and  allow 
the  younger  men  to  go  out  on  the  streets  and  do 
real  police  work, — and  surely  not  more  than  half  of 
these  240  who  are  willing  to  come  back  and  assume 
the  responsibility  of  these  positions  once  more 
would  be  too  old  to  serve  on  the  street.  I  say  this 
in  all  seriousness.  If  a  man  commits  murder  in 
the  state  of  Massachusetts  he  is  very  often  par- 
doned, but  these  men  who  made  one  mistake,  after 
years  of  faithful  service,  can  never  be  pardoned,

and  their  children  and  their  children's  children 
bear  the  stigma  of  the  one  big  blot  in  Boston's 
history,  when  men  perhaps  without  sufficient 
thought  walked  out  on  that  night  of  September, 
1919.  So  I  now  submit  to  you  whether  it  might 
not  be  a  good  thing  to  reinstate  these  men,  after 
seeing  the  way  in  which  the  police  business  has 
been  handled  recently.  It  may  not  be  the  fault 
of  any  one  individual,  but  I  say  that  I  feel  that  the 
introduction  of  these  men  at  this  time  would  mean 
the  addition  of  a  valuable  element  to  the  force. 
If  this  matter  were  placed  to  a  referendum  to  the 
people  of  Boston,  their  vote  to  return  these  old 
men  to  the  service  of  the  city  today  would  be 
overwhelming;  and  you  realize,  Mr.  President,  as 
well  as  anybody  else,  that  these  experienced  men, 
qualified  men,  would  lend  that  stability  to  the 
department  that  is  so  sorely  lacking.  I  sincerely 
hope,  sir,  that  this  order  will  be  passed  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston. 
For  too  long  we  have  played  politics  on  this  matter, 
and  now,  when  there  is  a  hue  and  cry  from  the 
citizens  who  really  pay  the  bills  to  be  given  the 
protection  that  they  pay  for,  and  when  we  have 
here  in  the  confines  of  our  city,  without  going 
throughout  the  state,  240  qualified  men,  who  have 
been  severely  punished  and  who  stand  ready  to 
come  back  and  render  to  the  citizens  of  Boston 
the  service  that  we  have  paid  for  and  have  waited 
seven  years  to  get,  and  have  not  got  up  to  this  day, 
I  say  that  the  action  proposed  in  this  order  will 
furnish  a  solution  of  the  problem. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  feel,  as  Coun. 
McGrath  does  on  this  question,  that  these  old  men 
should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  go  back,  but  I 
don't  believe  this  Council  should  go  on  record  as 
criticising  the  present  police  force  of  Boston. 
I  feel  personally  that  it  is  a  good  force,  regardless 
of  what  any  candidate  seeking  office  and  looking 
for  the  votes  of  former  members  of  the  Police 
Department  may  say.  When  he  says  that  the 
department  is  in  poor  condition,  I  doubt  it.  We 
all  know  that  there  is  a  controversy  going  on 
between  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  District  Attorney.  I  believe  in 
reinstating  these  men,  however,  placing  them 
back  in  their  old  jobs,  because  they  deserve  them. 
They  made  a  mistake,  erred,  but  I  believe  they 
seek  their  positions  back  with  true  contrition  in 
their  hearts.  I  do  not  believe,  however,  that 
we  should  go  on  record  as  condemning  the  present 
police  force  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  would  like  to  know  whether  in  Coun. 
McGrath's  order  he  asked  us  to  condemn  the 
present  Police  Department?  My  interpretation 
of  the  order  is  that  he  merely  requested  reinstate- 
ment of  some  of  the  old  men  when  the  opportunity 
occurred. 

Chairman  DOWLING—  The  Chair  jioes  not 
understand  that  the  order  criticises  the  present 
department. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  one  of  the  premises  of  Coun.  McGrath 
in  regard  to  the  proper  way  of  handling  this  situa- 
tion. He  stated  at  the  outset  of  his  remarks 
that  the  most  important  thing  about  the  Boston 
police  force  is  its  morale.  Those  were  not  the 
words  he  used  but  that  is  the  substance  of  what  he 
said.  With  that  premise  I  agree.  But  on  that 
premise  he  based  an  argument  that  for  the  purpose 
of  strengthening  the  morale  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  the  men  who  were  retired  in  Septem- 
ber of  1919  should  be  reinstated.  I  do  not  recog- 
nize Coun.  McGrath  as  an  authority  on  police 
matters.  I  do  recognize  as  an  authority  on  police 
matters  men  like  Commissioner  Wilson  and  other 
heads  of  the  Boston  Police  Department.  Unless 
and  until  Commissioner  Wilson  or  some  other ' 
person  who  is  a  representative  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department  is  willing  to  state  to  me  that 
in  his  opinion  the  morale  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  as  it  exists  today,  and  which  we  have 
to  re'y  on  today  for  our  protection  will  not  be 
undermined  by  the  reinstatement  of  these  police 
officers,  I  am  not  willing  to  vote  for  the  order 
that  has  been  introduced  today.  I  think  it  is 
exceedingly  debatable  whether  it  would  strengthen 
the  morale  of  the  Police  Department — whether 
it  might  not  rather  undermine  the  morale  of  the 
Police  Department,  to  return  these  men  to  the 
service.  I  recognize  the  force  of  Coun.  McGrath's 
argument  in  regard  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Police 
Department  as  it  existed  prior  to  September, 
1919.  I  do  not  question  that  the  police  officers 
at  that  time  were  efficient.     But  at  the  time  when 


they  were  retired  from  the  service  in  1919  it 
was  under  an  express  understanding  in  regard  to 
what  their  situation  then  was,  and  if  the  people 
of  Boston  are  to  vote  on  that  it  seems  to  me  it 
cannot  fail  to  have  a  very  serious  effect  on  the 
morale  of  the  men  who  now  constitute  the  Boston 
Police  Department.  They  will  say  in  their  minds 
subconsciously,  perhaps,  that  people  don't  always 
mean  what  they  say.  It  is  like  any  other  situa- 
tion where  punishment  is  involved.  You  cannot 
in  a'l  instances  measure  out  punishment  which 
shall  be  just  to  all  parties.  That  is  not  a  human 
attribute,  and  if  the  punishment  which  was 
measured  out  in  the  case  of  this  police  strike 
weighed  heavier  on  some  men  than  it  did  on  others, 
it  is  because  human  beings  were  measuring  out 
the  punishment.  I  think  until  the  recognized 
authorities  on  the  police  situation  are  willing 
to  tell  the  people  that  in  theii  opinion  the  morale 
of  the  Boston  police  force  as  it  now  exists  will  not 
be  undermined  by  going  back  on  what  was  the 
understanding  in  September,  1919,  no  such  order 
as  this  ought  to  be  passed  by  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  in  my 
opinion,  neither  lapse  of  time,  residence  in  Boston 
nor  any  need  for  new  policemen  can  in  any  way 
change  the  status  of  the  policemen  who  went  out 
in  1919,  condone  their  offence  against  public 
safety  or  entitle  them  to  reinstatement,  and  I  hope 
the  Council  wi'l  reject  the  resolve. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  would  merely 
like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  if  these  men  wei'e  so  well  qualified  and  so  well 
versed  in  their  duties  as  police  officeis  they  must 
have  known  what  the  result  would  be  when  they 
left  their  posts  that  night  of  September,  1919, — 
and  I  was  not  in  Boston  at  that  time;  that  they 
were  in  the  same  position  as  if  the  entire  United 
States  Army  were  to  go  on  strike  during  a  crisis 
when  war  was  impending,  leaving  the  entire  coun- 
try to  the  mercy  of  its  enemies.  The  crooked 
element  is  at  war  with  society  continually,  and, 
walking  out  at  a  time  like  that,  they  should  have 
known  what  they  were  doing  and  what  the  results 
would  be.  I  believe  that  no  amount  of  penance 
could  make  up  for  that  dereliction  of  duty,  and 
that  once  a  man  has  demonstrated  his  lack  of 
loyalty  to  his  duty,  to  his  community  or  to  his 
country,  no  amount  of  penance  thereafter  can 
serve  to  alleviate  or  blot  out  that  disgrace.  Whether 
the  punishment  is  severe  or  not  is  not  the  question 
for  this  Council  to  decide.  I  don't  think  the  Coun- 
cil should  go  on  record  in  a  matter  of  this  kind 
favoring  the  reinstatement  of  men  who  have 
demonstrated  their  lack  of  loyalty,  to  the  com- 
munity at  a  time  of  stress. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  in  answer 
to  some  of  the  statements  that  have  been  made  to 
refute  my  arguments,  first  let  me  say  this  to  you. 
I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  heads  of  the  Police 
Department.  In  fact,  the  Superintendent  of 
Police  is  one  of  my  dearest  friends,  and  is  as  effi- 
cient a  police  superintendent  as  there  is  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  My  order  is  a  mere, 
mild  request.  There  is  nothing  in  that  order  that 
should  in  any  way  make  a  member  of  this  Council 
believe  that  I  was  involving  myself  in  anything 
now  going  on.  In  answer  to  the  statements  of 
the  gentleman  on  my  left  (Coun.  Bush),  let  me 
say  that  perhaps  every  man  in  his  lifetime  may 
make  a  mistake.  It  is  a  question  of  how  far  we 
will  go  to  penalize  men.  Surely  after  seven  years, 
during  which  these  men  have  gone  into  different 
occupations,  many  of  them  leaving  the  police 
business,  or  perhaps  going  into  it  in  other  cities  or 
towns,  and  in  many  cases  have  become  connected 
with  big  corporations  of  one  sort  and  another,  I 
think  the  time  has  arrived  when  we  should  at  least, 
show  a  little  leniency  towards  them.  Coun.  Guild 
on  my  right,  says  this  is  a  matter  in  which  the 
Police  Commissioner,  Mr.  Wilson,  has  authority. 
I  believe  that  is  so,  and  that  is  why  I  have  offered 
this  order  and  wish  it  submitted  to  him  for  his 
consideration. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  there  have  been 
at  various  times  in  the  past  four  or  five  years 
attempts  to  reinstate  the  old  policemen.  Who 
are  the  gentlemen  who  are  always  attempting  to 
block  such  attempts?  We  find  the  Beacon  Hill 
representatives  in  the  lead.  If  this  should  be  put 
to  referendum  vote,  as  Coun.  McGrath  has  said, 
we  would  find  the  old  policemen  going  back  on  the 
job.  But  we  find  here  today  opposing  the  resolu- 
tion Coun.  Guild  and  Coun,  Parkman,  and  I 
believe  you  will  find  that  Chairman  Carr  of  the 
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Fin.  Com.  knew  that  the  order  was  coming  up 
today  and  requested  the  Republican  councilors 
to  protest  against  its  passage 

Councilors  WARD  and  PARKMAN  addressed 
the  Chair  and  Coun.  WARD  was  recognized. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  make 
my  position  clear  in  this  matter.  Coun.  McGrath 
has  expressed  here  the  humane  point  of  view  in 
regard  to  this  matter.  I  feel  that  the  people  do 
owe  a  duty  to  these  old  police  officers,  who  carried 
on  and  performed  faithful  police  duty,  some  of 
them  for  twenty  or  twenty-five  years.  They 
made  a  mistake,  and  they  suffered  for  it,  and  we 
are  now  asking  the  Police  Commissioner  to  take 
them  back.  Everyone  makes  a  mistake  at  some 
time  in  his  life,  as  Coun.  McGrath  has  said — and 
we  all  know  that  in  the  last  election  people  of 
Boston  made  a  mistake!  So  why  criticize  the 
poor  police  officers  for  having  made  one  mistake? 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  cor- 
rect a  statement  of  the  councilor  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat.  The  people  of  this  city  made  no  mistake 
in  the  last  election.  If  they  had  made  a  mistake 
he  would  not  be  here  himself.  In  reply  to  the 
councilor  on  my  immediate  right  (Coun.  Parkman), 
I  want  to  say  that  no  one  has  asked  me  to  oppose 
this  order,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  knew  this  order  was 
coming  up  here;  so  that  it  could  not  be  profit- 
able, humanly,  to  make  any  request  of  anybody 
to  oppose  this  order  here  this  afternoon.  But  I 
believe  the  cquncilor  is  entirely  within  his  province 
on  this  proposition  this  afternoon  for  that  reason 
and  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  I  am  opposed  to 
the  order.  This  matter  of  the  police  strike  has 
been  fought  out  so  many  times  that  it  reminds  me 
of  the  old  "Bloodv  Shirt"  that  used  to  be  shaken 
for  years,  after  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  The 
police  strike  is  over,  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  let  us  not  fight  it  over  again.  Our  duty  is  plain, 
I  believe,  in  the  matter.  It  is  none  of  our  business 
whether  any  of  these  police  officers  are  reinstated  by 
Commissioner  Wilson  or  not.  It  is  a  matter  for 
him  to  decide  whether  or  not  these  men  are  available 
to  membership  on  the  police  force,  and  I  an  content 
to  let  the  matter  rest  there. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  order;  declared 
refused.  Coun.  McGRATH  asked  for  a  rising 
vote,  and  the  order  was  passed,  veas  11,  nays  7. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  DOWLING — For  what  purpose  does 
the    gentleman    rise? 

Coun.  ARNOLD— I  further  doubt  the  vote  and 
ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  Gilbody  also  doubted  the  vote.  The  roll 
was  called  and  the  order  was  passed,  yeas  1 1 ,  nays  7 : 
Yeas — Coun.  Dowd,  Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Freeley, 
Gilbody,  Heffernan,  Lynch,  Mahoney,  McGrath, 
McMahon,  Ward — 11.  Nays — Arnold,  Bush,

RECONSTRUCTION  OF  TREMONT  STREET 
BRIDGE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  7,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  connection  with  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Tremont  Street  Bridge  at  Arlington 
square,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  cap  the  two 
30-inch  water  mains  which  passed  through  the 
original  structure.  These  mains  formed  one  of 
the  chief  sources  of  supply  for  the  down-town 
sections  of  the  city.  In  the  opinion  of  the  officials 
of  the  Water  Department,  the  abandonment  of 
these  water  lines  should  be  compensated  for  by 
the  construction  of  a  48-inch  main  across  Arlington 
street,  Columbus  avenue,  Park  square  and  Charles 
street  to  Boston  Common,  there  connecting  with 
the  other  main  feed  lines  entering  the  city  through 
Commonwealth  avenue  and  Beacon  street.  The 
estimated  cost  of  this  construction  work  is  §500,000 
and  I  accordingly  recommend  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order  providing  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  this  sum.

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the 
following  improvement  which  should  be  started 
as  soon  as  possible  and  for  which  money  must  be 
obtained  by  other  means  than  out  of  water  revenue. 

The  Tremont  street  widening,  necessitating  a 
bridge  reconstruction  at  Arlington  square,  calls 
for  the  abandonment  of  the  independent  bridge 
carryingtwo  30-inch  water  pipes  over  the  Boston  & 
Albany  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroads.  To  replace  the  two  pipes  abandoned 
it  is  proposed  to  lay  one  48-inch  pipe  under  the 
two  railroads  by  means  of  a  tunnel,  thence  through 
Arlington  street,  Columbus  avenue.  Park  square 
and  Charles  street  to  Boston  Common,  there 
connecting  to  the  48-inch  low  service  main  recently 
completed  in  Commonwealth  avenue  and  to  the 
40-inch  main  now  in  Beacon  street.  The  entire 
length  of  this  work  will  call  for  4,000  linear  feet 
of  48-inch  pipe,  and  the  estimated  cost,  of  stock 
and  labor,  at  $60  per  foot,  is  $240,000.  The  tunnel 
construction  under  the  railroads  is  estimated  at 
§260,000,  making  $500,000  in  all. 

This  is  a  very  important  main  extension,  as  it 
restores  the  circulation  in  Arlington  square  and 
that  vicinity  which  has  been  cut  off  by  the  capping 
of  the  two  30-inch  water  pipes  made  necessary  by 
the  extension  of  the  bridge  over  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  to  conform  to  the  new  width  of 
Tremont  street. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  loan  of  $500,000 
be  made  available  under  section  8  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  303  of 
the  Acts  of  1923.

Council  of  January  25,  last,  requesting  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
extending  Franxlin  street,  Brighton,  by  a  bridge 
over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  between  the 
Allston  depot  and  Lincoln  street;  also  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  widening  North  Harvard  street, 
Brighton,  from  Western  avenue  to  Cambridge 
street,  and  the  extension  of  said  North  Harvard 
street  from  Cambridge  street  to  Brighton  avenue, 
by  a  bridge  or  viaduct  over  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad,  including  the  widening  of  Malvern 
street,  the  following  report  is  submitted: 

A  bridge,  for  the  extension  of  Franklin  street, 
with  abutments  and  retaining  walls,  would  cost 
about  $125,000.  Necessary  and  costly  grade 
changes  would  have  to  be  made  in  Alcott,  Adams 
and  Lincoln  streets,  which  would  bring  the  total 
cost  of  this  improvement  to  about  $575,000. 

To  widen  North  Harvard  street,  as  pioposed, 
between  Western  avenue  and  Cambridge  street, 
would  cost  about  $130,000,  which  -includes  con- 
struction and  land  and  building  damages. 

To  extend  North  Harvard  street  over  the  tracks 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  would  necessi- 
tate the  placing  of  three  piers  in  the  railroad  yard. 
This  viaduct,  with  its  piers,  would  cost  about 
$875,000  to  construct. 

To  widen  Malvern  street  so  as  to  join  North 
Harvard  street,  if  extended,  as  this  plan  proposes, 
would  cost  aDout  $150,000,  making  the  total  cost 
of  the  North  Harvard  street  plan  about  $1,155,000. 

This  plan  would  provide  a  direct  and  easy 
traffic  way  from  Commonwealth  avenue  and 
Brighton  avenue  to  the  Harvard  Stadium,  and 
undoubtedly  would  aid  greatly  in  the  development 
of  large  tracts  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Stadium, 
and  the  Harvard  University  Graduate  School  of 
Business  Administration,  now  in  process  of  erec- 
tion.

Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
has  considered  the  enclosed  ordci  of  the  City 
Council  requesting  a  report  on  the  advisability 
and  the  probable  cost  of  making  an  automobile 
parking  station  underneath  the  Common,  and  begs 
to  report  thereon,  as  follows: 

To  make  a  parking  station  large  enough  to 
accommodate  500  automobiles  would  require  an 
expenditure  of  probably  $1,500,000.  This  esti- 
mate is  based  upon  what  it  has  cost  the  city  for 
subway  construction  in  recent  years.  A  paiking 
station  would  need  to  be  constructed  in  about  the 
same  manner  as  subways  have  been  constructed; 
that  is,  of  steel  and  concrete. 

The  City  Council  order  suggests  a  station  so 
built  that  it  "would  not  take  any  of  the,  present 
Common  area  or  disturb  the  present  surface 
appearance  or  interfere  with  the  present  use  of  the 
Common  surface  grounds." 

This  cannot  be  done.  It  would  require  runways 
of  not  less  than  250  feet  in  length  and  30  feet 
wide  to  reach  the  underground  station,  one  in  the 
vicinity  of  Charles  and  Boylston  streets,  and  one 
in  the  viciDity  of  Charles  and  Beacon  streets. 
These  runways  would  have  to  be  entirely  in  the 
Common,  and  they  would  have  to  be  made  in  the 
form  of  open  cuts. 

The  estimate  herein  given  does  not  include  the 
cost  of  relocating  water  pipes  and  sewerage  works 
which  cross  underneath  the  Parade  Field  and  Play- 
ground of  the  Common,  where  it  is  suggested  the 
parking  station  might  be  located.  This  would  be 
an  item  of  considerable  consequence  as  there  is 
one  42-inch,  one  40-inch,  and  one  20-inch  water 
main  which  would  need  to  be  relocated.  There  is 
an  18-inch  sew-er  directly  in  the  way,  also  a  sewer 
draining  the  Frog  Pond,  the  direction  of  which 
would  have  to  be  changed. 

A  station  for  the  care  of  500  automobiles  would 
not  be  of  much  help  in  relieving  the  congestion  of 
highways,  which  is  now  great,  and  which  will  be 
greater  as  time  goes  on.  Of  course,  such  a  station 
could  be  enlarged  from  time  to  time,  but  the  cost 
would  be  considerable.  For  every  automobile 
which  might  be  parked  in  such  a  station  not  less 
the  S2.500  should  be  estimated  as  the  cost  of  the 
space  occupied. 

If  the  city  should,  at  any  time,  be  in  a  position, 
legally  and  financially,  to  expend  such  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  parking  of  automobiles  it  seems 
to  this  Board  that  it  would  be  better  to  purchase 
a  tract  of  land  for  the  purpose  somewhere  near 
the  congested  business  territory.  Then  if  it 
should  be  necessary  to  change  the  location  of  the 
parking  place,  or  if  the  city  did  not  care  to  con- 
tinue  in  this  line  of  endeavor,  it  would  have  some- 
thing to  dispose  of,  and  it  might  get  back  every 
dollar  of  the  original  expenditure. 

As  this  Board  does  not  think  it  advisable  to 
establish  a  parking  station  underneath  the  Com- 
mon it  did  not  undertake  a  detailed  study  of  the 
engineering  problems  involved  in  the  plan  sug- 
gested, nor  a  detailed  examination  of  the  probable 
cost,  and  the  figures  given  are  necessarily  approxi- 
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mate.     A  public  hearing  on  the  question  is  inadvis" 
able  under  the  circumstances.

President  KEENE — Has  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner answered  the  question? 

Coun.  GILBODY— Yes. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN^-Mr.  President,  now  that 
I  see,  as  I  do,  that  the  Mayor  has  got  in  his  work 
and  the  votes  are  secured,  I  move  that  it  be  filed  in 
the  form  of  a  report,  instead  of  being  read  at  this 
time. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  second  the  motion. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  as  a  point  of 
order,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  request  in  the  inter- 
rogatory which  was  presented  to  the  Mayor  was 
that  he  appear  either  personally  or  through  a 
representative.

President  ICEENE— The  Chair  rules  it  is  out 
of  order.  Will  you  please  state  your  motion 
again,  Coun.  Heffernan? 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— My  motion  is  that  the 
Budget  Commissioner  file  a  printed  report,  and 
that  it  be  placed  on  file. 

The  question  was  put  and  the  motion  was  de- 
clared lost.  Coun.  Heffernan  doubted  the  vote 
and  called  for  a  rising  vote,  and  the  Council  voted, 
yeas  7,  nays  9,  and  it  was  declared  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  proceed  with  the  regular  order.  Let  us  fish  or 
cut  bait.  Let  us  get  somewhere.  I  move  that  the 
communication  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
submitted  to  the  Council. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  at  the  outset  of 
this  afternoon's  meeting  I  personally  stated  that  I

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.

Budget  Commissioner  FOX — Mr.  Piesident  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Council,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  7,  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909, 1  have  been  delegated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  appear  before  your  honorable  body  and  make 
answer  to  the  interrogatories  contained  in  your 
order  of  May  24. 

This  information  is  contained  in  nine  depart- 
mental communications,  which  I  have  here  with 
me.  If  the  Council  desires  I  am  willing  to  read 
these  communications,  but  I  would  like  to  suggest 
that  it  would  mean  a  considerable  saving  of  time 
and  effort  not  only  on  my  part  but  also  on  the  part 
of  the  Council  if  the  reading  of  these  communica- 
tions be  waived  at  this  particular  time.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  memorandum  of  March 
13,  requesting  cost  of  putting  the  Smith's  Pond 
Playground  in  proper  condition  with  suitable  drain- 
age, etc. 

In  reply  I  desire  to  say  that  in  1916  this  play- 
ground was  provided  with  a  drainage  system  con- 
sisting of  tile  underdrains  and  a  main  drain  con- 
necting with  the  brook  under  Gordon  avenue  near 
Child  street;  but,  as  most  of  the  playground  is  now 
level  surface,  water  is  not  carried  off  to  the  catch- 
basins  as  it  should  be.  The  playground  should  be 
filled  with  solid  material  to  an  average  depth  of  9 
inches  to  provide  the  proper  pitch  to  the  catch- 
basin,  then  should  be  covered  entirely  with  loam 
to  a  depth  of  6  inches.  The  following  is  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  developing  the  entire  area  of 
about  fourteen  acres: 

15,000  cubic  yards  filling  at  $1.25 $18,750 

10,000  cubic  yards  loam  at  $1.75 17,500 

Total $36,250 


A  children's  corner  including  shelter  for  swings 
and  fences  would  cost  an  additional  $3,000.  This 
would  put  the  playground  in  an  up-to-date  condi- 
tion.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  memorandum  of  March 
13,  relative  to  estimates  for  the  improvements  on 
Charlestown  Heights,  installation  of  shower  baths 
in  summer  house,  new  trees  and  shrubbery  and 
general  repairs. 

In  reply  I  desire  to  say  that  the  present  house  is 
not  large  enough  to  contain  showers.  The  present 
building  should  be  torn  down,  an  up-to-date  build- 
ing containing  showers  and  pool,  locker  facilities, 
etc.,  should  be  built  in  its  place;  an  estimated  cost 
would  be  $400,000. 

The  grounds  should  be  regraded  and  resurfaced; 
the  steep  embankments  and  some  of  the  walls  are  in 
a  shabby  condition;  the  masonry  sand  boxes  are 
out  of  date  and  no  longer  useful  and  should  be 
removed,  together  with  the  great  stone  buttresses 
south  of  them. 

Experience  shows  that  it  would  probably  be 
impossible,  in  this  locality,  to  prevent  children  and 
others  from  walking  through  the  shrubs  and 
trespassing  upon  the  steep  embankments;  con- 
sequently, the  upkeep  of  grass  and  shrubbery  in  a 
high  degree  of  preservation  would  be  impossible. 

The  problem  of  preventing  the  destruction  of 
parapet  walls  and  boulder  banks  by  men  and  boys, 
who  use  levers  to  pry  out  the  rocks  during  the  night 
for  amusement,  is  a  matter  which  cannot  be  solved 
readily. 
About  1,000  lineal  feet  of  new  seats  will  be 

needed  which  will  cost  approximately. .  .  $2,000 
The  removing  of  sand  boxes  and  buttresses

Dear    Sir, — Your    memorandum    has    been    re- 
ceived enclosing  copy  of  an  order  of  the  Boston 
City    Council   requesting    the    estimated    cost   of 
constructing    a     public     convenience    station    in 
Codman    square,    westerly    side,    similar    to    the 
station  now  owned  and  operated  by  the  City  of 
Boston  in  Mattapan  square. 

The  station  in  Mattapan  square  was  built 
almost  fourteen  years  ago,  and  to  duplicate  that 
station  at  the  present  time,  using  the  same  kind  of 
materials,  and  considering  the  increased  cost  of 
labor  and  materials,  would  cost  approximately 
$17,000.  This  figure  is  but  an  estimate,  and  does 
not  include  plans  and  specifications,  as  well  as 
architects'  fees,  which  would  cost  approximately 
$1,000  additional.

In  reply  to  the  attached  order  in  City  Council 
on  January  11,  1926,  regarding  the  present  status 
of  the  widening  and  construction  of  Morton 
street,  Dorchester:  In  accordance  with  chapter 
325  of  the  Acts  of  1925,  we  were  ordered  by  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  construct  the  section  of 
Morton  street,  from  Morton  road  to  Canterbury 
street,  for  which  there  is  available  a  total  of 
$247,500,  made  up  of  $225,000  loan  outside  the 
debt  limit  and  $22,500  from  the  tax  levy. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded,  and  work  is  now 
progressing  on  this  section  of  Morton  street  for 
surface  drains,  grading  and  fill  for  the  roadway 
and  final  road  and  sidewalk  surfaces,  the  cost  of 
which  will  be  approximately  $207,000,  which 
leaves  a  balance  in  the  amount  authorized  of 
$40,500. 

Chapter  325  authorized  the  widening  and  con- 
struction of  Morton  street  in  two  sections,  the 
first  section  from  Morton  road  to  Canterbury 
street,  and  the  second  section  substantially  from 
Codman  street  to  River  street,  with  an  authoriza- 
tion for  a  loan  outside  the  debt  limit  of  $325,000 
to  which  will  be  added  10  per  cent  from  the  tax 
levy,  making  $357,500  for  the  entire  scheme. 
Provided  all  the  money  authorized  by  the  act 
becomes  available,  we  will  have  approximately 
$150,000  for  the  construction  of  the  second  section, 
which  is  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  This 
amount  could  be  made  available  for  a  portion  of 
the  work  to  be  done  by  a  loan  order  of  $100,000 
plus  10  per  cent  from  the  tax  levy. 

As  the  total  amount  authorized  under  the  act 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  construction  outlined  in 
the  act,  an  additional  allowance  should  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Legislature.

I  return  herewith  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
relative  to  the  appointment  of  a  commission 
to  study  the  necessity  of  semiweekly  collections 
of  ashes  and  garbage  in  the  City  of  Boston  during 
the  respective  busy  seasons,  and  report  as  follows: 

Having  gathered  data  and  information  from 
our  own  supervisors  and  inspectors  in  regard  to 
the  accumulations  of  household  wastes  that 
have  to  be  collected  by  the  city  and  reports  from 
other  cities  showing  their  respective  activities, 
the  advisability  of  the  appointment  of  a  commis- 
sion might  be  considered  at  this  time  to  provide 
for  future  conditions. 

There  are  collected  and  disposed  of  in  the 
City  of  Boston  72,000  tons  of  garbage  and  about 
450,000  tons  of  ashes  and  refuse  annually,  at  a 
cost  of  $2,130,000.  The  collections  are  constant 
in  most  of  the  city  sections;  in  the  West  End 
and  North  End  there  are  three  collections  per 
week,  and  from  hotels  and  restaurants  six  times 
per  week.  Throughout  the  rest  of  the  city  the 
collections  are  weekly,  except  in  the  contract 
districts  where  the  contract  specifies  two  garbage 
collections  during  the  summer  months. 

To  provide  for  semiweekly  collections  additional 
help  would  be  necessary,  to  the  extent  of  about 
150  laborers  and  thirty  trucks,  which  would 
require: 

For  laborers $297,000 

For  trucks 180,000 

Additional  for  contract  districts 200,000 

An  additional  budget  provision  of $677,000 

However,  if  the  trucks  recommended  by  the 
Emergency  Committee  report  on  snow  equipment 
are  procured,  the  item  for  trucks  could  be  elimi- 
nated and  the  budget  provision  reduced  the 
amount  of  the  truck  item,  or  a  total  expense  of 
practically  $500,000,  in  addition  to  present  costs.

Conferences  have  been  held  wherein  these 
matters  have  been  discussed  and  methods  recom- 
mended, but  with  the  inevitable  result  of  pro- 
crastination and  dampening  of  ardor  when  the 
financial  provisions  are  coupled  up  with  the 
recommendations. 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  instruct  the 
residents,  even  going  so  far  as  to  furnish  metal 
receptacles,  to  assist  in  the  collections  in  the 
down-town  congested  sections.  No  marked  im- 
provement resulted;  therefore  the  three  collections 
per  week,  while  fairly  satisfactory,  could  be 
improved  with  daily  collections. 
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In  the  South  End  and  outlying  sections  a  semi- 
weekly  collection  would  be  a  source  of  satisfaction 
to  all  concerned;  to  the  housekeeper  to  have  the 
receptacles  emptied  more  frequently,  and  to  the 
city  officials  to  know  that  the  people  were  satisfied. 

The  department  knows  what  it  has  to  contend 
with, — the  materials,  the  receptacles  in  which  they 
are  placed  and  often  misplaced,  the  back  alleys 
and  yards  oftentimes  almost  inaccessible,  from 
which  it  has  to  be  wheeled  and  carted, — all  matters 
of  experience  to  the  officials  having  to  do  with  the 
collection  and  disposal. 


More  frequent  collections  would  be  welcomed, 
therefore,  inasmuch  as  the  accumulations  would 
not  be  so  large,  consequently  the  activities  of  the 
collectors  would  be  less  arduous  and  disagreeable. 
However,  the  suggestion  of  more  frequent 
collections,  while  commendable,  cannot  be  enter- 
tained at  present,  but  could  be  provided  for  in  the 
next  annual  budget.

I  return  heiewith  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
requesting  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  installing  a 
high  pressure  water  system  in  the  Elm  Hill  section 
of  Roxbury. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  city  to  install 
or  provide  for  any  increased  pressure  on  the  Boston 
water  system.  Furnishing  an  adequate  pressure 
devolves  on  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission, 
the  successors  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  in 
accoidance  with  section  3  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  which  states  that  "said  board  shall 
furnish  said  water  to  the  city,  town  or  company  by 
delivering  same  into  a  main  water  pipe,  reservoir 
or  tank  of  the  city,  town  or  company  under 
sufficient  pressure  for  use  without  local  pumping," 
etc. 

Due  to  the  elevation  of  the  higher  areas  of  the 
Elm  Hill  district,  as  compared  with  Fisher  Hill 
Reservoir,  being  at  grade  251  feet  above  city  base 
the  normal  day  pressure  at  the  street  level  on  Elm 
Hill  avenue,  the  highest  street  within  the  district 
is  20  pounds.  To  meet  the  growth  of  this  district, 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  is  now  at 
work  on  plans  and  estimates  providing  for  a  48-inch 
high  service  pipeline  from  Chestnut  flill  pumping 
station  through  Brookline  to  the  Boston  line. 
When  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
completes  this  48-inch  pipe  line  to  the  Boston  line, 
the  Public  Works  Depaitment  will  continue  it 
through  Jamaica  Plain  and  Franklin  Park  to  the 
Elm  Hill  district.  The  48-inch  high  service  pipe 
line  within  the  city  limits  will  be  about  five  miles 
long  and  will  cost  about  $1,000,000.  The  exact 
line  is  not  yet  established,  as  the  District  Com- 
mission has  not  definitely  determined  where  it  will 
approach  the  Boston  line,  but  it  is  expected  that 
operations  will  begin  this  year  by  the  state  forces. 
When  this  line  is  installed  it  will  maintain  a 
constant  increased  pressure,  preventing  the 
fluctuation  of  pressure  during  heavy  drafts. 


The  second  step  which  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment is  about  to  take  is  to  request  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  to  increase  the  high  water 
level  of  Fisher  Hill  Reservoir  from  grade  251  to 
grade  264  above  city  base.  The  completion  of 
both  the  above-mentioned  steps  should  provide 
an  adequate  and  constant  water  pressure  in  this 
district  to  care  for  all  demands  for  those  houses 
which  are  properly  plumbed  both  as  regards  the 
material  used  for  the  plumbing  and  the  pipe  sizes. 
In  this  area  there  aie  a  great  many  houses  for. 
which  any  increased  water  pressure  will  be  of  no 
benefit,  those  buildings  which  are  piped  with 
galvanized  iron  pipe  (the  life  of  this  make  of  pipe 
being  about  seven  years  before  completely  filling 
up),  and  buildings  where  the  builder  deliberately 
reduces  the  size  of  pipe  over  the  size  granted  by 
the  city  and  laid  by  the  city  to  the  property  line. 
It  has  been  our  practice  in  this  area  to  grant  and 
insist  as  far  as  we  are  able  that  the  pipe  installed 
by  the  city  be  of  an  adequate  size  to  care  for  all 
contingencies,  but  notwithstanding  our  efforts  the 
builders  who  have  no  interest  outside  the  building 
and  disposal  of  the  property  will  not  install  the 
pipe  sizes  which  are  adequate  for  the  demands. 

The  only  complaints  which  the  Water  Division 
has  received  from  this  area  aie  those  which  come 
from  buildings  piped  with  galvanized-iron  pipes  or 
where  the  pipe  sizes  are  so  small  that  they  will  not 
meet  the  demands.

Budget  Commissioner  FOX — Having  complied 
with  the  lequest  contained  in  the  order,  the  Mayor 
desires  me  to  make  a  short  statement  of  his  position 
in  this  matter. 

The  Mayor  lecognizes  the  importance  of  courte- 
ous and  coidial  relations  between  the  executive  and 
legislative  brances  of  the  city  government  and  is  not 
conscious  that  anything  has  arisen  to  affect  such 
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relations.  The  routing  and  transmitting  _  of 
council  orders  is  almost  entirely  a  matter  of  clerical 
routine  and  was  in  fact  in  process  but  not  com- 
pleted when  your  order  relating  to  the  accompany- 
ing communications  was  passed. 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  nothing  in  the 
phraseology  of  the  original  orders  to  indicate  that 
an  immediate  reply  or  a  reply  within  a  specified  time 
was  desired;  furthermore,  the  information  re- 
quested in  most  of  the  orders  was  not  of  a  character 
which  would  warrant  or  permit  hasty  compilation, 
nor  was  there  any  indication  given  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  order  relating  to  these  communica- 
tions that  the  Council  considered  imperative  trans- 
mission of  information,  most  of  which  could  be  had 
from  official  sources  without  the  procedure  author- 
ized by  law. 

His  Honor  trusts  that  if  in  the  future  any  member 
of  the  Council  feels  there  is  need  of  immediate 
information  upon  any  subject  upon  which  the 
Mayor  can  make  information  lawfully  available, 
that  such  member  will  forthwith  communicate  with 
the   Mayor's   office   without   the  attendant  delay 


incident  to  the  present  formality.  The  Mayor,  in 
conclusion,  assures  the  Council  of  his  desire  to 
promote  and  maintain  the  present  spirit  of  cordial 
and  friendly  co-operation. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
make  a  statement.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  some 
of  the  members  left  the  room  and  it  may  be  con- 
strued that  only  those  left  here  are  friendly  with 
the  Mayor,  I  would  like  to  say  that  Coun.  Donovan 
and  Greene  are  both  absent  from  today's  meeting 
because  they  are  attending  the  circus  with  five  or 
six  thousand  children,  and,  as  they  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  be  here  to  vote,  I  hope  that  fact 
will  be  noted  through  the  records  and  through  the 
papers.

Coun.  DOWLING  moved  a  general  reconsidera- 
tion, hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail;  lost.

The  Board 
of  Municipal  Emergencies,  at  my  request,  have 
considered  these  objections  and  as  a  result  of  this 
study  have  forwarded  to  me  a  report  which  I  sub- 
mit herewith  for  your  consideration.  This  report 
covers  all  the  objections  raised  by  the  Finance 
Commission,  hence,  I  feel  justified  in  u'rging  your 
honorabke  body  to  give  favorable  consideration 
to  my  recommendations  of  May  24.

Dear  Sir, — Your  Emergency  Board  has  con- 
sidered the  letter  of  the  Finance  Commission 
dated  June  7,  1926,  and  addressed  to  the  Honorable 
City  Council.  A  portion  of  this  letter  refers  to  a 
report  of  this  Board  recommending  an  expenditure 
of  $546,000  for  snow  removal  equipment.  In 
connection  with  this  portion  of  the  letter,  the 
Board  begs  leave  to  comment  as  follows: 

The  Public  Works  and  Park  Departments  did 
not  call  for  the  equipment  recommended  in  their 
annual  budgets  as  no  change  in  the  usual  method 
of  snow  removal  was  contemplated. 

Because  of  the  failure  of  the  "usual  method" 
to  function  efficiently  in.  the  storm  of  February  of 
this  year,  your  Honor  appointed  this  Board  to 
study  the  conditions  of  snow  removal  and  recom- 
mend a  method  that  would  so  function  that  the 
economic  loss  and  discomfort  suffered  by  the  public 
last  February  might  be  avoided  in  the  future. 

There  is  no  contractor  in  the  City  of  Boston 
with  sufficient  equipment  to  secure  the  desired 
result.  It  is  doubtful  that  under  any  contract 
method  that  would  be  fair  to  the  city  that  any 
contractor  would  make  any  substantial  invest- 
ment for  apparatus  which  would  be  used  primarily 
for  snow  removal,  and  would  therefore  be  laid  up 
the  greater  part  of  the  time.  Without  this  equip- 
ment there  is  always  liable  to  be  a  repetition  of 
the  conditions  of  last  February,  and  to  insure  the 
public  against  such  conditions,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  city  purchase  the  equipment. 

As  regards  the  purchase  of  trucks  which  is 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  expenditure  recommended 
for  the  Public  Works  Department,  this  recom- 
mendation was  made  after  going  over  the  entire 
matter  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
who  will  have  charge  of  these  trucks  and  who  will 
place  them  as  outlined  to  you  in  your  report  of 
March  29. 
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The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  further 
assures  us  that  he  has  ample  garage  space  for 
the  trucks  recommended.  It  was  not  contem- 
plated to  store  any  trucks  in  fire  stations,  but 
such  storage  space  as  might  be  available  in  fire 
stations  would  be  used  for  the  storage  of  the 
equipment  which  is  used  only  for  snow  removal. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  has  also 
stated  that  there  are  plenty  of  men  already  em- 
ployed in  his  department  available  as  chauffeurs 
to  man  the  entire  equipment. 

Regarding  the  equipment  for  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, the  deputy  commissioner  of  said  depart- 
ment attended  every  meeting  of  the  Board  which 
dealt  with  the  handling  of  snow,  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  for  the  expenditure  of 
$47,500  was  based  on  his  statements. 

In  conclusion,  your  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  recommendations  outlined  in  its  report  to  you 
of  March  29,  1926,  should  be  adopted.

DOWLING — Mr.  President,  unless  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  3  insists  on  the  reading  of 
the  orders,  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  committee 
went  over  these  matters,  item  by  item,  considering 
them  carefully.  Therefore,  in  the  interest  of 
saving  time,  I  would  suggest  that  reading  at  this 
time  is  not  necessary. 


Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  not. 
being  in  there  at  the  time,  I  did  not  understand 
that.  I  would  like  to  know  why  these  transfers 
are  being  continually  made.  We  had  a  lot  oi 
camouflage  in  regard  to  the  matter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  when  it  was  insisted  at  the  beginning 
of  our  session  that  it  was  extremely  important 
that  the  budget  be  rushed  through.  A  number  of 
the  councilors  felt  that  there  should  be  more 
deliberation,  but  it  was  insisted  by  many  others 
that  it.  was  extremely  important  that  immediate 
action  should  be  taken.  Immediate  action  was 
taken,  although  I  and  other  members  did  not  see 
the  necessity  for  it.  I  think  if  the  Council  had 
listened  at  that  time  to  some  of  the  members  we 
would  not  be  getting  into  the  difficulty  we  are  now. 
I  notice,  meeting  after  meeting,  that  we  have 
different  transfer  orders  put  in  here  and  going 
through,  simply  because  somebody  says  that  they 
are  all  right,  although  we  really  know  nothing 
about  them.  When  questions  are  raised  it  is 
simply,  "How  do  you  do?"  "It  is  all  right,"  and 
the  orders  are  passed  and  nobody  seems  to  be  con- 
cerned. I  do  think  something  ought  to  be  brought 
to  time  about  these  matters,  and  I  don't  think 
we  ought  to  be  expected  to  vote  for  them  without 
knowing  something  more  about  them  than  we  do. 
I  don't  think  the  department  should  be  allowed  to 
get  away  with  it.  They  simply  come  in  here  and 
say,  "This  or  that  ought  to  be  done,"  and  we  do  it. 
I  notice  by  the  City  Be:ord  that  there  are  a  good 
many  increases  of  salary  going  through,  although 
we  did  not  understand  that  that  was  to  be  the 
ease  later  when  the  budget  came  before  us.  I 
have  no  objection  to  these  things  going  through, 
as  long  as  I  understand  what  they  are  for.  I 
regret  that  I  was  not  at  the  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  when  the  matter  came  up. 

President  KEENE — Does  the  councilor  desire 
further  reading? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  am  satisfied,  Mr. 
President.

Coun.  DOWD— Then,  I  assume  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  chairman,  the  report  is  not 
favorable  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  that 
he  does  not  dare  to  present  it  to  the  City 
Council  ? 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat,  I  will  say  that  we  had  a  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  last  Friday,  and 
that  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his 
seat  waited  on  the  Mayor  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee.  After  we  left  the 
Mayor's  office  we  went  into  executive  session, 
and  I  polled  the  committee  at  that  time,  with 
the  councilor  from  Roxbury  sitting  in  the  ante- 
room. We  sent  out  four  or  five  messengers 
for  the  gentleman,  but  he  failed  to  respond. 
But  the  committee  was  polled  unanimously, 
those  present  and  voting,  except  Coun.  Hef- 
fernan,  who  was  not  present,  owing  to  the 
death  of  his  brother,  and  the  councilor  from 
Roxbury  who,  as  I  have  said,  was  sitting 
nearby  who  was  present  with  us  in  the  Mayor's 
office  and  who  failed  to  respond  when  I  polled 
the  committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  I  may  reply 
to  the  councilor  from  Charlestown,  I  will  say 
that  for  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  a 
member  of  the  Council,  having  received  a 
message  from  the  Clerk  of  Committees  to  re- 
port at  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, I  was  ushered  into  the  Mayor's  office 
like  a  gentleman.  I  thought  it  was  the  old 
days,  when  Curley  was  Mayor.  But  it  wasn't 
so.  We  went  there  and  had  an  intelligent 
talk  with  the  Mayor,  and  I  was  very  much 
impressed  by  his  talk.  I  waited  two  or  three 
minutes  to  talk  with  the  Mayor's  secretary, 
and  then  I  came  up  here  to  dictate  two  or 
three  letters,  and  I  doubt  the  statement  of 
the  gentleman  from  Charlestown  when  he 
says  that  I  was  polled,  because  I  was  sitting 
outside  with  Mr.  Macomber,  one  of  the  stenog- 
raphers, and  I  was  not  asked  to  even  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
because  they  knew  where  Dowd  stood,  and  they 
didn't  want  me  to  be  there.  But  that  is  not 
the  question  at  stake,  which  is  this.  They 
have  had  a  committee  meeting  and,  as  the 
chairman  has  said,  everybody  but  Heffernan 
and  Dowd  were  there.  I  doubt  whether  that 
is  true.  I  would  like  to  find  out,  to  under- 
stand where  the  other  councilors  stand  on  this 
question.

AIRCRAFT    FIELD,    EAST   BOSTON. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston. 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  12,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Legislature  at  its  recent 
session  passed  an  act  enabling  the  city  to  share  in 
the  expense  of  further  improving  the  aircraft 
landing  field  in  East  Boston.     Under  the  provisions 


of  the  act,  before  any  money  can  be  appropriated, 
acceptance  must  be  made  by  the  City  Council. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  desirability 
of  the  city  aiding  in  every  way  possible  in  the 
further  development  of  the  East  Boston  Airport. 
The  bringing  of  the  air  mail  to  Boston  was  made 
possible  only  by  the  existence  of  this  landing  field. 
The  saving  of  time  in  the  forwarding  of  communi- 
cations which  is  made  possible  through  the  air 
mail  is  a  great  convenience  and  asset  to  the  com- 
merce and  industry  of  our  city.  The  further 
development  of  the  Airport  will  undoubtedly  be  a 
big  factor  in  the  continuance  and  extension  of  our 
present  air  mail  service.  The  acceptance  of  the 
legislative  act  will  permit  the  city  to  offer  material 
aid  in  this  worthwhile  development.  I  accord- 
ingly recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  providing  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  385 
of  the  Acts  of  1926.

ACTION.

Whereas,  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  incidental  to  reconstruction  work 
for  rapid  transit  on  the  Shawmut  Branch,  pro- 
poses, on  or  about  September  6,  1926,  to  discontinue 
all  train  service  on  the  so-called  Shawmut  Branch, 
thereby    eliminating    all    railroad    transportation 
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between  the  South  Station  and  Fields  Corner, 
Shawmut,  Ashmont  and  Cedar  Grove,

transportation  facilities  on  the  Shawmut  Branch 
for  an  indeterminate  period  of  time,  and  without 
any  provision  being  made  for  any  temporary  or 
even  restricted  train  service. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  merely  wish 
to  state  in  reference  to  this  resolution  that  I  feel,  in 
justice  to  the  people  of  Dorchester,  that  the  resolu- 
tion should  be  passed  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  the 
Department  of  Puolic  Utilities.  I  understand  that 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad, 
previous  to  the  placing  of  the  rapid  transit  system 
on  the  Shawmut  Branch,  asked  permission  after 
September  6  to  discontinue  all  train  service. 

I  would  state,  speaking  for  the  constituents  in 
my  district,  that  the  train  service  has  always  been 
bad  enough  out  there,  and  they  now  want  to  dis- 
continue it  entirely.  I  don't  wish  to  qualify  as  an 
engineer,  but  I  am  informed  that  it  will  take  at 
least  two  years  to  put  this  rapid  transit  system 
through,  which  means  that  the  business  men  of 
Dorchester  and  the  people  back  and  forth  between 
their  homes  and  business,  morning  and  night,  will 
be  very  seriously  put  out  and  discommoded  for  two 
years.  I  introduce  this  in  the  interest  of  the 
Dorchester  wards.

President  KEENE— The  Chair  will  say  that  that 
is  not  a  proper  motion,  that  it  does  not  properly 
apply  to  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table.  The  ques- 
tion is,  first,  whether  we  shall  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table  or  not. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  a  moment 
ago  I  asked  for  a  vote  on  taking  up  No.  1,  this 
$400,000  item,  as  it  appears  on  the  calendar,  and 
I  have  not  heard  any  decision  as  to  that,  and  there 
has  been  no  action  taken  on  the  motion. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  has  ruled  that 
the  motion  is  not  in  order.  Coun.  Lynch  moved 
that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
be  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  these  items 
appear  on  our  calendar,  and  that  motion  was 
carried.

President  KEENE — The  motion  is  not  debatable. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  trust,  sir,  that 
I  will  not  be  considered  out  of  order  in  saying  a 
word  at  this  time  on  such  an  important  matter 
as  now  faces  this  Council. 

President  KEENE — The  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  is  not  debatable. 

Those  in  favor  of  laying  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  table  will  say  "aye"  (a  number  re- 
sponded); those  opposed  will  say  "no"  (a  number 
responded).  The  Chair  is  in  doubt,  and  the  doubt 
will  be  solved  bv  a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
verification  of  the  vote  by  roll  call.

Coun.  DOWLING—  Mr.  President,  I  desire 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  KEENE — Coun.  Dowling  demands  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  statement.  Is  there 
objection? 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  the  councilor  from  Brighton  requests  or 
demands? 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  simply 
make  the  general  parliamentary  request  for  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  hears  no  objec- 
tion. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  the  action 
of  the  Council  in  voting  as  it  has  absolves  me  from 
any  bargain  or  agreement  with  the  men  who  voted 
to  put  this  matter  on  the  table.  The  motion  to  lay. 
on  the  table  was  inspired  outside  of  this  room.  I 
am  as  familiar  with  the  arts  and  artifices  employed 
in  getting  legislation  through  this  chamber  as  any 
man  here.  I  know  that  every  bit  of  pressure  that 
could  be  put  on  members  of  the  Council  has  been 
exerted  on  them  to  get  this  graft  bill  through.     I 

know  that  the  thing 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  Upon  what  reasoning  does  the 
gentleman  state  that  this  is  a  graft  bill? 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
told  that  you  can  tell  a  Harvard  man  any  time, 
anywhere,  but  you  cannot  tell  him  much.  I  am 
so  much  incensed  about  this  thing  that  I  am  unable 
to  restrain  myself.  I  am  so  much  disappointed  in 
the  Council  that  I  am  unable  to  find  the  words  to 
express  my  displeasure.  I  am  willing  at  any  time 
to  take  the  thing  up  on  its  merits,  but  I  don't  want 
a  thing  like  this  jammed  down  my  throat.  I  want 
an  opportunity  for  free  and  open  discussion  of  the 
merits  of  this  order.  I  don't  dare  to  tell  you,  Mr. 
President,  the  things  that  I  have  heard  in  connec- 
tion with  the  order,  but  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
suggest  that  the  manner  in  which  it  is  being  crowded 
through  ought  to  invite  the  attention  of  the 
District  Attorney.  I  don't  like  to  say  that,  and 
I  don't  say  it  with  reference  to  the  Mayor  himself; 
but  it  is  a  vile,  vicious,  insidious  effort  to  drag  this 
Council  into  doing  something  that  it  should  not  dc. 
The  merits  of  the  proposition  have  not  been  dis- 
cussed at  all;  the  value  of  the  order  has  not  been 
fairly  considered.  I  know  that  certain  promises 
have  been  made  to  members  of  the  Council  in  the 
way  of  favors  that  they  are  to  receive  in  the  im- 
mediate future  in  ease  this  order  goes  through.  I 
know  that  the  price  that  some  of  them  will  pay  for 
the  consideration  they  will  receive  is  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  what  it  is  worth — and  I  do  not  say  this 
at  all  in  a  financial  sense.  I  do  not  believe  there  is 
any  money  consideration  in  the  matter,  and  I 
don't  believe  that  anybody  concerned  is  dishonest. 
But  I  do  not  believe  the  matter  has  been  considered 
fairly  or  properly,  and  I  feel  outraged  that  this 
Council  should  take  the  action  it  is  taking  upon  it. 
I  would  like  to  say  more,  but  I  am  so  much  amazed 
at  the  conduct  of  the  Council  that  I  cannot  express 
myself. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  make  a 
statement,  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
body. 

President  KEENE — The  councilor  may  do  so, 
if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  personally  I  am 
not  disturbed  by  the  remarks  of  the  previous 
speaker,  because  I  can  safely  say  that  no  promises 
have  been  made  to  me,  either  personally  or  for  my 
district,  in  connection  with  my  voting  to  lay  this 
matter  on  the  table.  I  don't  think  that  the  laying 
of  this  matter  on  the  table  disposes  of  it,  by  any 
means.  I  wish  to  say  that  I  came  into  this  Council 
today  prepared  to  vote  for  it,  without  anybody 
requesting  that  I  so  vote.  I  felt  that  if  it  was  the 
sense  of  a  part  of  the  committee  that  the  matter 
should  lie  on  the  table  before  being  finally  voted 
upon,  those  few  who  took  that  position  were 
entitled  to  consideration.  As  I  understand  it,  if 
we  are  to  meet  again  next  Monday,  as  I  understand 
that  we  are,  the  order  will  not  be  affected.  For 
that  reason,  I  had  intended  to  make  an  amend- 
ment, it  it  was  in  order,  that  the  matter  be  tabled 
for  one  week,  which  would  bring  us  to  the  19th  of 
July,  and  not  the  23d,  when,  if  we  do  not  act  upon 
it,  the  order  will  go  into  effect.  At  present  I  am 
not  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
city  that  the  order  should  be  passed,  but  I  did  feel, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  next  meeting  will  not 


bring  us  to  the  time  when  the  order  would  naturally 
go  into  effect,  as  certain  members  desired  further 
time  for  consideration  and  wished  the  matter  laid 
on  the  table,  that  it  might  be  well  at  this  time  to 
postpone  action,  especially  as  we  are  not  now  plan- 
ning to  take  a  vacation,  so  that  the  matter  would 
go  into  effect  without  this  body  approving  or 
rejecting  it. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  short  statement  to 
the  body.  I  think  this  is  the  rawest  piece  of 
political  hi-jacking  ever  done  in  any  public  body 
in  the  whole  United  States.  We  are  robbing  the 
people  of  Boston  of  a  vote  on  a  matter  that  con- 
cerns deeply  the  public  welfare.  I  had  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Assessors  before  us  today 
for  the  very  purpose  of  knowing  what  is  being 
planned  in  the  way  of  increased  valuation.  As  we 
know,  we  are  to  have  a  greatly  increased  tax  rate. 
These  things  will  necessarily  result  in  increased 
cost  to  the  property  owners  of  our  city,  and  in 
increased  rents  to  those  who  hire  or  lease  property. 
People  are  already  obliged  to  economize  all  along 
the  line  because  of  increased  cost  of  living,  and 
their  expenses  are  being  added  to  by  just  this  sort 
of  thing.  Of  course,  they  will  not  realize  it  right 
off,  will  not  appreciate  it  now.  It  will  not  mean 
very  much  to  them  until  later,  but  when  they  get 
the  bills  reflecting  these  increased  expenses  they 
will  get  a  blow  right  between  the  eyes.  Of  course, 
with  this  sort  of  thing  going  on  rents  must  be  raised. 
There  is  no  way  out  of  it.  The  suburban  wards 
will  feel  it  particularly.  These  items  right  here 
before  us  on  the  calendar  total  nearly  $2,500,000, 
and  the  people  of  Boston  are  not  given  a  chance, 
because  of  the  steam-rolling  tactics  that  are  being 
adopted  here,  to  have  their  representatives  vote 
upon  these  matters.  We  know  that  this  committee 
has  been  unusually  active.  Some  members  of  the 
body  have  been  called  to  the  Mayor's  office  four 
or  five  times  during  this  session,  and  we  know  what 
is  going  on.  I  think  it  is  a  raw  deal  and  a  rotten 
shame  that  the  voters  of  my  ward  and  other  parts 
of  Boston  cannot  have  their  opinion  expressed  on 
these  important  matters. 

Coun.  BL'SH — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  much 
surprised  at  some  of  the  unwarranted  and  unjusti- 
fied statements  made  by  some  of  the  councilors  in 
regard  to  this  matter.  Nobody  has  ever  ap- 
proached me  in  regard  to  it  and  nobody  has  tried 
to  coerce  me.  Frankly,  I  feel  that  it  would  be 
impossible  for  me  to  face  my  constituents  next 
winter  if  some  means  is  not  procured  whereby 
proper  snow  removal  may  be  effected.  There  was 
considerable  kicking  on  the  part  of  the  residents  of 
my  district  last  winter  because  the  snow  was  not 
properly  removed  from  the  district  and  from  the 
city  proper.  If  I  should  vote  against  this  bill,  and 
the  same  thing  should  occur  next  winter,  I  would 
feel  that  I  was  in  the  position  of  retarding  the 
progress  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of  snow  removal 
and  would  be  subjecting  myself  as  well  as  the 
Mayor  to  still  further  criticism.  We  were  told 
at  the  time  of  the  snow  storms  last  winter  that  the 
reason  for  the  nonremoval  of  the  snow  was  because 
of  lack  of  equipment.  I  feel  that  we  should  give 
the  Public  Works  Department  the  necessary 
equipment  to  do  the  job  properly.  If  the  depart- 
ment does  not  have  the  equipment,  we  should 
give  it  to  them,  and  that  is  the  only  reason  why 
I  am  prepared  to  vote  for  this  bill. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  state- 
ment. 

President  KEENE — The  gentleman  may  pro- 
ceed, with  unanimous  consent. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
these  explanations  are  entirely  out  of  order.  Any 
member  who  stands  up  here  in  this  Council  Cham- 
ber and  tries  to  justify  his  action  in  voting  to  lay 
this  matter  on  the  table  knows  in  his  heart  that  he 
lies.  He  knows  in  his  heart  that  when  he  stands 
up  here,  realizing  that  later  he  has  got  to  make  an 
accounting  to  his  constituency  for  his  action  in 
this  matter  of  snow  equipment,  in  every  bone  of 
his  body  and  every  hair  of  his  head  he  lies.  He 
knows  perfectly  well  that  he  is  depriving  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  people  of  this 
city  of  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  the  question. 
If  he  were  fair,  he  would  stand  up  here  and  give 
every  member  of  the  Council  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  the  matter  and  explain  his  position.  I  am 
not  so  much  opposed  to  this  order  as  I  am  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  means  are  being  provided' 
I  am  opposed  to  the  borrowing  of  the  money  when 
it  could  be  taken  out  of  the  tax  levy.  There  has 
been  an  absolute  wrong,  and  they  know  it,  per- 
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petrated  on  the  people  of  this  eity,  because  there 
are  at  least  two  contractors  in  this  eity  who  have 
the  equipment  and  who  had  the  equipment  last 
winter,  and  the  gentleman  who  moved  this  on  the 
table  is  no  doubt  apprised  of  that  fact.  He  knows 
full  well  that  it  was  nothing  but  a  conspiracy  and 
that  the  snow  removal  work  was  given  to  con- 
tractors during  the  past  administration  who  did 
not  have  the  equipment,  who  never  intended  to 
have  the  equipment,  and  who  by  means  of  fraud 
and  deceit  robbed  the  city.  The  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  states  that  if  you  appropriate 
two  million  dollars,  unless  you  have  the  men  to  do 
this  work,  the  money  will  be  wasted  and  that  you 
cannot  justify  your  action.  The  civil  service 
rules  and  regulations,  as  they  now  stand,  are 
against  the  placing  of  men  in  emergency  employ- 
ment without  first  going  to  them.  Our  position 
here  today  is  entirely  wrong,  Mr.  President,  and 
the  men  who  have  voted  here  as  they  have  have 
acted  outrageously,  in  my  opinion,  in  a  manner 
not  even  surpassed  in  the  palmiest  days  of  Boss 
Tweed  in  New  York  Board  of  Aldermen.  And 
they  will  answer  for  this  at  a  later  time.  It  is  an 
unfair  way  to  treat  the  members  of  this  body.  I 
come  from  a  section  that  pays  a  large  amount  of 
money  in  taxes  on  city  property,  and  we  have  a 
right  to  demand  a  proper  accounting  when  so- 
called  reformers  are  elected  on  a  reform  platform, 
and  deliberately  vote,  when  a  proposition  of  this 
kind  comes  up,  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  not  because  in 
the  honesty  of  hearts  they  believe  such  action 
should  be  taken,  but  for  some  other  motive.  Each 
and  every  one  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
explain  his  position.  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee should  have  an  opportunity  to  explain,  and 
possibly  some  members  who  are  now  opposed  to 
the  order,  if  they  had  a  chance  to  see  the  light, 
might  vote  in  favor  of  it.  But  you  jam  it  down 
our  throats  and  do  not  give  us  a  chance  to  have 
the  merits  of  the  matter  considered.  Let  me  say- 
to  the  gentleman  from  Roxbury,  who  made  the 
motion, — sir,  they  will  forget  you,  as  they  have 
forgotten  others.  I  stand  here  unbossed  and 
untrampled,  and  voting  according  to  my  eon- 
science. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  under- 
stand why  members  of  this  body  are  so  much 
opposed  to  this  motion.  The  question  is  not  on 
the  merits  of  the  order,  but  simply  laying  it  on  the 
table.  This  order  is  not  dead.  If  these  men  care 
to  bring  it  up  at  a  later  date,  they  can  do  so.  But 
I  see  no  reason  why  there  should  be  such  excite- 
ment on  the  part  of  these  men.  They  do  not 
object  to  contractors  doing  the  work,  but  when  it 
comes  to  voting  to  have  it  done  by  the  city  and 
paid  for  out  of  the  coffers  of  the  city,  they  object. 
I  see  no  reason  why  the  city  should  not  provide 
itself  with  equipment  and  do  the  work  itself.  I 
stood  here  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Council 
and  expressed  myself  with  regard  to  the  departure 
from  a  recognized  sound  policy  in  the  matter  of 
public  expenditures.  I  stated  then,  and  I  reit- 
erate now,  that  the  issuance  of  loans  for  the  pur- 
chase of  equipment,  the  life  of  which  at  best  is  not 
in  excess  of  five  years,  is  neither  good  business  nor 
sound  finance.  The  press  of  Boston,  however, 
appear  unaminous  in  favor  of  a  large  expenditure 
of  money  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  snow 
removal.  Assuming  that  the  press  reflects  the 
opinion  held  by  the  public  generally,  and  appre- 
ciating that  my  obligation  to  the  public  whose 
interests  I  have  been  elected  to  represent  in  part 
is  more  important  than  my  personal  views,  I  pro- 
pose when  the  vote  is  taken  in  the  loan  measure 
for  the  purchase  of  snow  equipment  to  vote  in 
accordance  with  expressed  public  opinion, — 
namely,  in  favor  of  the  measure.  But,  Mr. 
President,  I  see  no  reason  why  everybody  should 
go  up  in  the  air  on  this  matter,  feel  amazed,  and 
ready  to  jump  to  the  skies.  It  is  simply  a  matter, 
after  all,  that  has  been  laid  on  the  table.  We  have 
voted  on  it,  and  that  is  the  action  we  have  taken, 
and  it  can  be  taken  from  the  table  when  desired. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  as  one  who 
voted  in  favor  of  laying  the  order  on  the  table,  I 
surely  am  not  going  to  apologize  to  anybody  inside 
or  outside  of  this  chamber  for  my  action.  I  have 
never  had  to  take  dictation  from  anybody  inside 
or  outside  of  the  chamber,  and  I  do  not  intend  to 
do  so.  I  don't  know  anything  about  Boss  Tweed, 
I  was  never  familiar  with  any  of  the  old  political 
bosses.  I  don't  like  to  hear  a  gentleman  like  the 
member  on  my  left  (Coun.  Bush),  who  has  ren- 
dered such  splendid  service  outside  and  inside  the 
body,  referred  to  as  a  liar.     I  don't  like  to  hear 


the  oldest  man  in  point  of  years  in  this  body  talk- 
ing about  the  District  Attorney  investigating  the 
action  of  the  body.  I  don't  know  whether  there 
have  been  conferences  in  which  members  of  this 
body  of  twenty-two  have  been  concerned  or  in- 
terested. I  am  a  little  surprised  to  see  how  some 
of  the  members  here  are  acting.  I  do  see,  for  one, 
no  reason  why  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  take 
care  of  its  streets,  so  far  as  snow  removal  is  con- 
cerned, as  well  as  Brookline  and  other  surrounding 
towns.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  said  in  the 
past  about  responsible  men  not  being  able  to  get 
a  chance  to  do  work  of  that  sort  unless  they  were 
favored  contractors.  I  think  this  administration 
sets  a  splendid  example  when  it  takes  on  its  own 
shoulders  the  work  of  removing  the  snow.  After 
all,  sir,  the  Mayor  of  this  city  and  you  and  every 
member  of  this  body  were  elected  by  the  people 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
No  contractor  was  elected  or  selected  by  the 
voters  of  our  city  to  do  that  sort  of  thing.  We  are 
the  ones  who  are  responsible.  Next  January  or 
February,  when  there  is  a  great  snow  storm  on 
and  when  the  people  of  this  city  are  demanding 
action,  they  will  come  to  you,  sir,  and  come  to 
me,  and  everybody  else  who  is  a  member  of  this 
Council,  and  want  to  know  why  something  is  not 
being  done.  They  will  not  want  excuses,  but 
action.  They  want  their  streets  cleared  of  snow. 
They  don't  care  whether  this  concern  or  some 
other  concern  sold  the  equipment,  Iput  they  will 
want  to  know  why  the  City  of  Boston  has  not 
equipment  sufficient  to  take  the  snow  off  the  streets. 
They  want  action,  and  not  conversation.  The 
men  who  have  voted  upon  this  matter  voted  as 
their  consciences  dictated.  That  was  the  case 
with  those  who  voted  to  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table,  and  I  know  that  the  men  who  voted  against 
that  motion  voted  in  the  same  manner.  I  believe 
that,  because  I  have  confidence  in  my  twenty-one 
associates,  being  convinced  that  everybody  here  is 
animated  by  honest  impulses,  and  I  am  very  sorry 
to  hear  references  here  to  the  District  Attorney, 
to  bosses,  and  to  hear  a  man  call  a  fellow  member 
a  liar.  Unless  we  have  confidence  one  in  another, 
the  City  of  Boston  will  suffer  sorely,  sir. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  had 
no  intention  of  entering  into  this  debate,  but  it 
strikes  me  that  one  of  the  reasons  why  this  should 
not  have  been  laid  on  the  table,  even  if  we  do  meet 
next  Monday  and  the  time  on  the  order  does  not 
expire  until  July  23,  is  that  we  have  had  no  chance 
whatever  to  discuss  and  consider  the  matter  upon 
its  merits.  Those  who  use  the  argument  that  we 
would  meet  before  July  23  and  might  then  act  upon 
it,  up  to  the  time  when  that  action  was  taken 
showed  no  disposition  whatever  to  consider  or 
speak  upon  the  order  on  its  merits.  But  now  they 
want  to  go  into  the  merits  of  it.  They  talk  about 
contractors.  This  machinery  is  going  to  be 
bought  for  the  contractors  to  use,  not  for  the  City 
of  Boston.  It  is  not  the  City  of  Boston,  but  the 
contractors,  who  will  use  it.  But,  of  course, 
whenever  the  Mayor's  office  wants  a  vote,  he  gets 
it.  A  request  comes  in  and  the  members  jump. 
That  has  been  so  ever  since  the  first  of  January, 
every  time  when  anything  was  wanted,  and  it  will 
be  the  same  until  next  December. 

Coun.  PARK  MAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  only 
a  few  remarks  to  make,  inspired  by  the  speaker  on 
my  right,  Coun.  McGrath,  who  stated  that  we 
should  all  have  confidence  one  in  the  other.  The 
action  taken  by  the  Council  today,  to  my  mind, 
shows  a  complete  lack  of  confidence  on  the  part  of 
various  members  of  the  Council  who  have  joined 
with  the  member  on  my  right  in  laying  this  matter 
on  the  table.  I  agree  entirely  with  Coun.  Heffer- 
nan  when  he  says  that  they  have  taken  this  op- 
portunity, after  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
has  been  carried,  to  set  their  case  before  the  Coun- 
cil and  debate  the  question  on  its  merits,  when 
they  were  afraid  to  debate  it  on  its  merits  on  a 
straight  out  and  out  vote  on  the  loan  order.  The 
passage  of  the  loan  order  in  this  manner — for 
I  assume  that  the  twelve  votes  will  be  the  same 
next  Monday  and  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  re- 
move the  matter  from  the  table  —  illustrates  a 
serious  defect  in  the  city  charter.  The  eity 
charter  provides  that  any  loan  order  which  may 
be  submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  go  into  effect 
within  sixty  days  unless  it  is  rejected.  In  other 
words,  the  City  Council  is  supposed  to  act  on  a 
loan  order,  and  if  it  fails  to  act  within  sixty  days 
the  order  becomes  a  law.  A  loan  order  requires  a 
two  thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council  for  passage, 
and    therefore   seven  members   of   this   body   can 
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block  the  passage  of  a  loan  order.  That  is  con- 
templated in  the  charter,  and  presumably  was  in- 
serted there  in  the  interest  of  sound  finance. 
That  allows  an  earnest  minority  to  block  the 
passage  of  orders  which  are  not,  in  its  opinion,  in 
the  interest  of  the  city.  But  by  the  tactics  that 
we  see  employed  here,  which  to  my  mind  savor  a 
good  deal  of  cowardice,  this  order  is  laid  on  the 
table,  and  after  July  23  has  the  effect  of  law.  I 
am  surprised  at  the  action  of  this  body.  I  did 
not  believe  that  those  in  favor  of  the  order  would 
resort  to  such  tactics.  I  am  surprised,  and  I 
think  the  Council  has  hurt  itself  immeasurably. 
It  only  affords  one  other  instance  of  the  Council 
failing  to  live  up  to  its  duties  and  dealing  with 
orders  and  appropriations  coming  before  it  with 
seriousness. 

Coun.  McMAHON— Mr.  President,  I  have  only 
a  few  words  to  say  to  the  honorable  body.  When, 
before,  I  asked  the  question  in  regard  to  the  expend- 
ing by  the  city  of  8400,000  for  such  equipment,  I 
asked,  Is  it  fair,  is  it  reasonable,  that  I  as  an  indi- 
vidual, or  any  other  councilor,  should  come  to  the 
city  and  ask  "the  city  to  buy  $400,000  of  merchan- 
dise in  my  store?  You  all  agree,  of  course,  that  it 
would  not  be,  and  I  say  that  it  is  really  the  same 
question  right  here.  When  we  buy  this  8400,000 
of  equipment,  isn't  it  true  that  the  contractors  will 
use  it?  The  answer,  to  my  mind,  is  "Yes."  And 
now  I  ask  this  other  question,  when  it  comes  to  the 
removal  of  snow  by  contractors:  Isn't  it  true, 
under  every  mayor  of  the  city,  that  the  men  who 
have  removed  snow  arc  the  same  ones  who  have 
removed  the  ashes  and  garbage?  And  when  a 
contractor  who  has  taken  on  himself  the  duty  of 
removing  ashes  and  garbage  is  put  on  to  snow  re- 
moval work,  doesn't  he  stop  the  other  work  when 
he  goes  on  to  the  snow  removal?  If  I  am  not  mis- 
taken, the  answer  is,  "Yes."  So  I  am  going  back 
to  my  ward,  and  I  am  not  afraid  to  tell  them  that 
I  have  voted  against  the  S400.000  for  snow  removal 
apparatus.  I  believe  when  I  go  back  I  will  say, 
"Yes,  I  am  in  favor  of  voting  to  give  the  city  enough 
men  and  shovels  to  remove  the  snow." 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  per- 
haps I  should  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  this 
order  to  provide  snow  removal  apparatus.  As  a 
new  member,  I  have  taken  occasion  to  express  my- 
self on  but  a  few  matters  that  have  come  before 
the  body,  and  those  were  matters  in  which  I  felt 
that  the  people  of  my  district  were  particularly 
interested.  I  have  had  something  to  say  about 
the  budget,  about  the  L  Street  Bath,  and  about  the 
Irish  resolution.  I  said  on  the  budget  that  I  did 
not  feel  that  proper  time  was  being  given  to  its  con- 
sideration, the  time  that  it  so  richly  deserved.  In 
regard  to  the  L  Street  Bath,  I  felt  that  Coun. 
Lynch  and  myself,  coming  from  that  section,  might 
naturally  be  expected  to  know  something  more 
about  the  merits  of  the  matter  than  representatives 
from  other  parts  of  the  city.  In  regard  to  the 
Irish  resolution,  coming  from  South  Boston  and 
two  thirds  of  my  constituency  there  being  of  the 
Irish  race,  I  naturally  felt  that  I  might  properly 
express  their  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 
Now,  in  regard  to  this  $400,000  loan  order  for  snow 
removal  apparatus,  I  simply  wish  to  say,  repre- 
senting that  district,  that  I  know  the  feeling  of  the 
district  generally  is  not  in  favor  of  spending  the 
city's  money  for  the  benefit  of  specially  favored 
contractors. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  which  reported  out 
this  order,  I  do  not  intend  to  make  any  apology  to 
the  Council  for  my  attitude  or  my  vote  this  after- 
noon. I  think  I  voted  right.  I  might  bring  to  the 
attention  of  some  of  the  so-called  reformers  who 
have  occupied  a  great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  City 
Council  this  afternoon  that  I,  as  a  councilor  from 
Charlestown,  am  in  no  way  responsible  for  present 
conditions  in  City  Hall,  or  for  the  election  of  the 
present  Mayor.  Neither  am  I  responsible,  Mr. 
President,  for  the  election  of  the  Republican  Pres- 
ident of  the  City  Council.  You  all  remember,  if 
your  memories  serve  you  right,  what  happened  on 
the  floor  of  this  Council  on  January  4  last.  The 
men  who  were  responsible  for  the  debauchery  of 
the  Democratic  Party  in  Boston,  after  electing  a 
Republican  Mayor  of  this  Democratic  city,  be- 
cause they  were  dissatisfied  with  the  plums  that 
were  given  out  at  City  Hall  and  because  the  Mayor 
refused  to  pay  the  price  of  their  treachery  to  the 
Democratic  Party,  said,  "We  have  only  one 
weapon  left  to  tie  his  hands,  and  that  is  to  tie  him 
up  in  the  City  Council."  Mr.  President,  I  was  a 
candidate  for  the  presidency  of  this  body.     I  came 


into  this  body  unattached.  I  represent  40,000 
people  in  Charlestown.  There  are  at  least  twenty 
five  men  and  women  in  the  gallery  here  this  after- 
noon who  are  looking  for  employment,  and  they 
come  to  me,  and  to  nobody  else  in  Boston,  to  seek 
that  employment,  to  put  the  bread  and  butter  on 
the  table  and  make  it  possible  for  them  to  bring  up 
their  little  children.  Mr.  President,  the  Mayor 
has  been  very  kind  to  me.  The  Mayor  has  done 
many  little  things  for  me  since  he  has  been  Mayor 
of  this  city — I  mean,  in  the  line  of  jobs  for  a  few 
men  who  deserved  work.  I  am  not  interested  in 
any  contractors,  Mr.  President;  I  am  not  interested 
in  the  buying  of  supplies;  I  am  not  interested  in 
the  purchase  of  this  equipment.  But  I  want  to 
serve  this  warning  on  some  of  the  men  who  have 
stood  up  here  and  talked  reform  this  afternoon — 
that  I  am  representing  Charlestown  and  that  I 
will  vote  as  I  please,  and  that  when  I  go  back  to 
Charlestown  I  will  answer  to  the  people  of  Charles- 
town. I  don't  want  anybody  to  point  a  finger  at 
me  and  say  "Graft,"  and  I  don't  intend  to  have 
anybody  lead  me  by  the  ear  into  this  Council 
Chamber  and  tell  me  how  to  vote.  On  several 
occasions,  only  last  week,  I  was  asked  to  stand  up 
here  and  make  an  attack  on  the  present  Mayor  of 
Boston.  I  was  told,  "That  is  the  only  thing  that 
we  can  do  to  handle  him."  There  is  a  certain 
element  looking  to  destroy  the  present  Mayor, 
because  they  cannot  handle  him.  Those  men,  I 
claim,  are  responsible  for  the  election  of  a  Repub- 
lican Mayor  of  Boston;  those  men  are  responsible 
for  the  defeat  of  Tom  Green  as  President  of  this 
body,  and  those  same  men  are  out  this  afternoon 
trying  to  tell  me  how  to  vote;  trying  to  tell  Don- 
ovan how  to  vote;  trying  to  use  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  for  ulterior  purposes  and  motives. 
Mr.  President,  Mr.  Sullivan  was  appointed  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  and  he  was  confirmed 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  present 
Mayor  of  Boston  was  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue 
for  five  years.  They  never  questioned  his  honesty 
and  integrity  in  that  position.  The  people  of  Bos- 
ton, although  he  was  in  the  minority  party,  elected 
him  Mayor  of  this  city.  I  think  that  Mr.  Sullivan, 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  is  an  honest 
man.  I  think  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  an 
honest  man.  I  don't  think  that  any  member  of 
this  City  Council,  by  inuendo,  or  in  any  other  way, 
should  cast  any  slurs  or  any  reflections  on  the 
honesty  or  integrity  of  our  Mayor.  I  am  going  to 
say  this  much,  that  as  long  as  he  treats  me  the 
way  he  has  treated  me  I  will  never  stand  on  this 
floor  and  oppose  him.  I  know  that  there  are  some 
men  in  this  body  who,  if  they  had  the  entree  to 
the  Mayor's  office  and  could  get  favors  for  poor 
unfortunate  fellows,  such  as  some  of  the  men  here 
in  the  gallery  today,  could  have  some  of  the  little 
things  done  that  have  been  done  for  me,  or  could 
get  something  done  for  some  favored  contractor, 
would  stand  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  defend 
the  honorable  Mayor  of  Boston,  Malcolm  E. 
Nichols,  where  they  are  now  attacking  him.  I 
am  not  looking  for  any  contracts;  I  am  not  going 
in  to  make  any  money  for  Tom  Green.  I  am 
going  to  put  those  men  to  work,  and  I  am  not 
going  to  apologize  for  my  stand  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  wouldn't 
have  missed  this  meeting  for  the  world.  I  per- 
sonally am  unable  to  understand  how  some  of 
my  colleagues  in  this  Council  are  so  easily  excited. 
When  they  talk  about  ulterior  motives,  I  am  caused 
to  wonder  somewhat  about  the  possibility  of 
ulterior  motives  on  the  other  side.  What  is  a 
perfectly  valid  order  does  go  through,  as  the 
result  of  the  snow  storms  of  last  winter.  It  occurs 
to  me  that  if  this  vote  had  been  taken  a  week 
after  the  snow  had  fallen,  it  probably  would 
have  been  a  unanimous  vote  in  favor  of  the 
$400,000  loan  for  this  purpose.  It  is,  of  course, 
an  unfortunate  time  to  vote  on  snow  removal 
in  the  middle  of  the  summer,  but  the  men  whose 
responsibility  it  is  to  look  after  that  work  must 
think  and  act  ahead.  They  already  have  next 
winter  in  mind  and  wish  to  make  preparations 
for  it.  If  this  order  is  defeated,  if  bad  conditions 
come  next  winter,  everybody  will  be  asking  why 
preparation  was  not  made,  in  light  of  the  trouble 
of  the  past.  I  know  something  about  conditions 
in  Dorchester,  and  I  know  that  last  winter  the 
contractors  out  in  the  Dorchester  district,  who  had 
charge  of  snow  removal,  made  a  poor  job  of  it. 
I  know  this,  that  if  you  are  going  to  listen  to  such 
contractors  as  we  had  doing  the  work  out  in  Dor- 
chester, the  contractors  who  are  removing  ashes 
and  garbage,  and  if  they  don't  improve  their  method 
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of  handling  the  ashes  and  garbage  situation  in  the 
district,  we  will  try  to  relieve  them  of  that  respon- 
sibility as  well. 

(2)  Report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  orders  (submitted  by  the  Mayor  and 
referred  June  21): 

Order  appropriating  870,000,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  for  the  Broadway  Bridge. 

Order  appropriating  .$45,000,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  for  the  West  Newton  Street  Bridge. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report  and 
passing  the  order. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
opposed  to  the  passage  of  this  order.  I  notice 
that  it  takes  effect  August  20.  I  simply  want  to 
reiterate  the  statements  I  have  already  made 
here,  and  to  say  that  the  explanations  of  why  we 
should  vote  for  this  thing  do  not  justify  it.  All 
we  want  to  do  here  is  to  have  a  fair  debate  on  the 
question  of  all  these  laws.  That  was  not  desired 
by  some  of  the  members,  but  we  have  had  it  now 
on  the  matter  already  reported,  just  the  same. 
What  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  may  have 
said  about  Boss  Tweed,  or  no  matter  what  the 
gentleman  from  Allston  may  have  said,  the  fact 
is  this,  that  you  are  all  trying  to  explain  and  to 
find  a  way  out.  I,  for  one,  said  that  I  was  not 
opposed  to  the  proposition  as  a  whole,  except  that, 
by  reason  of  the  way  in  which  the  thing  was  being 
brought  about,  I  opposed  the  borrowing  of  the 
money.  It  is  all  very  well  for  the  last  speaker  to 
say  that  there  are  ulterior  motives.  I  want  to 
say  now  that  there  are  no  ulterior  motives  on  my 
part,  and  it  makes  me  smile  to  hear  each  and 
every  member  try  to  explain  his  position.  You 
are  now  doing  the  very  thing  that  we  were  trying 
to  have  done,  giving  an  opportunity  to  speak 
on  the  question  and  have  a  fair  discussion.  Why 
doesn't  some  member  move  that  this  matter  be 
laid  on  the  table?  Where  is  the  gentleman  from 
Roxbury,  Mr.  President,  who  has  been  crying 
reform  in  this  Council  Chamber  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year?  Why  has  he  quietly  removed 
from  his  seat?  I  wish  he  would  return  and  make 
the  same  motion,  that  this  be  laid  on  the  table. 
I  am  waiting  for  some  member  of  the  Council 
to  do  so.  (Coun.  Ward  entered  the  Chamber  at 
this  point.)  The  gentleman  has  now  arrived,  Mr. 
President.  I  said  that  I  thought  it  was  in  order 
now  for  the  gentleman  from  Roxbury  to  move  that 
Items  3  and  4  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  hear 
the  gentleman's  previous  remarks,  but  I  would 
simply  like  to  say  that  I  don't  like  to  see  the 
gentleman  from  the  Hendricks  Club  coming  down 
here  continually  and  trying  to  bull  somebody. 

President  KEENE — We  have  before  us  at  this 
time  the  report  of  a  committee.  If  any  motion  is 
made,  the  Chair  will  be  glad  to  entertain  it. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  I  believe  I  have  a  right  to 
reply  to  the  gentleman  who  has  made  reference  to  a 
certain  organization,  I  will  restrain  myself.  Sim- 
ply let  me  tell  him  that  that  organization  does  not 
have  to  apologize  to  anybody  for  what  it  does. 
It  is  attending  to  its  affairs  365  days  in  the  year, 
and  doing  good  work  all  the  time.  I  simply  said 
that  I  believed  if  the  gentleman  was  sincere  here 
today  he  would  continue  the  dirty  work  he  started 
to  do,  as  the  messenger  of  somebody,  by  moving 
to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table,  also.  Earlier  in  the 
session  he  deliberately  placed  members  of  this 
body  in  a  compromising  position,  and  then  ran 
away.  But  you  will  have  to  answer  to  your  con- 
stituents in  this  matter.  I  simply  say  that  you 
might  as  well  go  through  with  the  work  tha;t  you 
have  started  today. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  fortunately  the 
unfortunate  member  of  the  Hendricks  Club  is  not 
representing  Ward  9,  and  when  I  go  back  to  my 
constituents 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.     I  believe  the  discussion  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  WARD — I  do,  myself.       (Laughter.) 

President  KEENE — The  point  of  order  is  well 
taken.  The  question  is  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  orders,  and  the  Clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll.  The  report  was  ac- 
cepted and  the  orders  were  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  3:

Nays — Coun.  Dowling,  Gilbody,  Heffcrnan — 3. 

(3)  Report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  orders  (submitted  by  the  Mayor  and 
referred  June  21): 

Order  appropriating  $500,000,  to  be  raised  by 
loan,  for  Oakland  and  Ashland  streets. 

Order  appropriating  $50,000  for  Oakland  and 
Ashland  streets,  the  amount  so  appropriated  to  be 
raised  by  taxation. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  as  I  have 
stated  my  general  position  in  regard  to  these  loan 
orders  previously  in  this  session,  I  do  not  need 
now  to  go  over  the  reasons  again  in  detail,  except 
to  state  that  I  shall  vote  against  accepting  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  ground  that  this 
money  should  be  provided  within  the  debt  limit  and 
not  outside  of  it. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  before  the 
vote  is  taken  I  would  like  to  ask  if  any  member  of 
the  Council  can  tell  me  whether  the  usual  boiled 
dinner  invitation  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  was 
offered  in  connection  with  these  orders?  I  under- 
stand that  that  was  one  of  the  considerations  in 
connection  with  the  $400,000  apparatus  for  snow 
removal,  and  if  that  is  the  customary  thing  in 
connection  with  these  matters  I  would  like  to 
know  it.  I  personally  received  an  invitation  to 
attend  a  boiled  dinner,  and  I  stated  that  I  was 
pretty  well  informed  on  matters  coming  before 
the  body  and,  if  I  may  use  the  word  here,  damned 
well  fed,  and,  therefore,  I  kept  away  from  the 
dinner. 

The  vote  by  roll  call  was  as  follows:

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information.  Do  I  understand  that  there  were 
two  orders? 

President  KEENE — Two  orders  dealing  with  the 
same  subject,  one  for  $500,000,  a  loan  order,  and 
the  other  for  the  sum  of  $50,000,  which  was  appro- 
priated, one  dependent  upon  the  other. 

Coun.  GILBODY — And  what  is  the  status  of 
the  thing  now,  if  I  may  ask? 

President  KEENE— The  order  for  the  loan  of 
$500,000  is  defeated,  and  the  order  appropriating 
$50,000  is  passed,  the  order  for  the  loan,  the  larger 
amount,  requiring  a  two  thirds  vote,  and  the 
tax  order  requiring  only  a  majority  vote. 

Later  in  the  session,  Coun.  GUILD  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  on  the  loan  order  and  that  the  vote  be  taken 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  City  Council. 

President  KEENE — The  question  comes  on 
reconsideration. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
understand  that  the  motion  is  that  we  reconsider 
now? 

President  KEENE — The  motion  is  to  reconsider 
at  this  time. 

Coun.  DOWLING— I  believe  the  author  of  the 
motion  expressed  the  intention  that  the  recon- 
sideration would  take  place  at  the  next  meeting. 

President  KEENE —  The  matter  can  then  be 
assigned  to  the  next  meeting,  but  the  question  at 
this  time  is  on  reconsideration. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the 
loan  order  was  defeated  prevailed,  and  the  order 
was  laid  on  the  table.

Coun.  WRAGG—  Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Wragg's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was 
declared  carried.  Coun.  DOWLING  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.

You  cannot  speak  without 
unanimous  consent.  (Objection  was  made.) 
Objection  being  made,  the  question  comes  on  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried.

ABOLITION   OF   CONSERVATION 
BUREAU. 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    July   19,    1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Section  5,  chapter  18  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  provides  that 
"The  Conservation  Bureau  shall  be  in  charge 
of  a  board  of  nine  members."  With  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  months  subsequent  to  the 
organization  of  the  Bureau,  its  membership 
has  never  equalled  this  ordinance  requirement. 
The  person  designated  as  chairman  has  prac- 
tically controlled  and  directed  the  activities  of 
the  Bureau.  Since  the  death  of  Doctor  Brad- 
ford, I  have  endeavored  to  secure  some  mem- 
ber of  the  medical  profession  to  carry  on  this 
work,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  locate  anyone 
willing  to  sacrifice  the  time  and  money  which 
acceptance  of  the  position   necessitates. 

The  research  and  investigational  activities 
of  the  Conservation  Bureau  are  closely  related 
to  problems  in  which  the  Health  Department 
is  directly  concerned.  There  is  no  reason  why 
these  activities  cannot  be  conducted  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. Such  procedure  would  obviate  the  diffi- 
culty which  has  been  experienced  in  filling 
the  membership  quota  of  the  Bureau  as  de- 
fined by  ordinance.  I  therefore  submit  for 
your  approval  an  amendment  to  the  existing 
ordinances  providing  for  the  discontinuance 
of  the  Conservation  Bureau  as  a  separate  divi- 
sion but  further  providing  that  the  research 
and  investigational  work  in  which  the  Bureau 
has  been  engaged  will  be  continued  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Health  Commis- 
sioner.

An  Ordinance  Regarding  Conservation  Bureau. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City   Council   of  Boston, 
as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  conservation  bureau  is 
hereby  abolished. 

Sect.  2.  The  health  commissioner  shall  es- 
tablish in  addition  to  the  other  divisions  of 
the  health  department,  a  conservation  bureau, 
the  members  of  which  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
health  commissioner  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor.  Said  bureau  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion   and    control    of   the    health    commissioner. 

Sect.  3.  The  conservation  bureau  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  such  recommendations 
to  the  health  commissioner  as  in  its  opinion 
will  be  conducive  to  the  conservation  of  human 
life  and  the  promotion  of  public  health,  and 
said  recommendations  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  mayor  by  the  health  commissioner.

CRAFT LANDING  FIELD.

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report 
and  passing  the  order. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  the  Sup- 
plementary Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  on  June  21 
totalled  $128,854.62.  Subsequent  to  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  document  by  the  committee  sev- 
eral adjustments  were  suggested  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  because  of  tardy  action  on  the 
part  of  certain  county  departments  in  making 
known  requirements  to  be  included  in  the 
supplementary  budget.  The  result  of  these 
adjustments  was  a  net  reduction  of  $8.33  in 
the  total  of  the  supplementary  budget  as 
originally  submitted,  thus  making  the  total  to 
be  considered  by  the  committee  $128,846.29. 
The  budget  as  now  unanimously  reported  by 
your  committee  totals  $122,521.29,  making .  a 
net  reduction  of  $6,325  in  the  original  total 
requested.  This  reduction  is  accounted  for  as 
follows  : 

1.     A    requested    appropriation    of     $325    to 
cover   certain    increases   granted   to   clerical   as- 
sistants  in   the  office   of   the   District   Attorney 
for  the  balance  of  the  year  was   disallowed   on 
the  ground  that  the  increases  are  unwarranted 
and  grossly  in  excess  of  increases  granted  this 
year  to  other  city   and   county  employees.    The 
increases  allowed  by  the  District  Attorney  were 
as  follows :     Miss   Effie  M.   Fife,   secretary  and 
chief    clerk,    $3,000    to    $3,250.      Miss    Gertrude 
E.  Maloney.  indictment  clerk  and  stenographer, 
$2,300    to    $2,500.      Miss    Margaret    M.    Swan, 
stenographer,  $1,600  to  $1,800.     The  salary  in- 
crease records  of  these  three  favored  employees 
is    interesting    and     illuminating.      Miss     Fife, 
transferred   from   the   Central   Office  of  the  In- 
stitutions Department  to  the  office  of   the  Dis- 
trict   Attorney    in    March,    1922,    at    an    initial 
salary  increase  of  $200  ;  in  June,  1923,  received 
a  further   raise  by  the  District   Attorney  from 
$2,500   to    $3,000,    and   now    her   latest   increase 
to    $3,250    ranks    her    as    probably    the    highest 
paid    female   employee    in    the    entire    city    and 
county,    exclusive    of    the    School    Department. 
Without  any  criticism  of  the  service  or  ability 
of   Miss    Fife    it   is   nevertheless    interesting   to 
note  that  in  the  short  space  of  four  years  she 
has  been  placed  in  a  unique  salary  class*  distin- 
guished from  such  capable  and  efficient  female 
employees    as    Miss    Herlihy,*  secretary    of    the 
City  Planning  Board  ;  Miss  Nelson,  chief  clerk 
and    fiscal    agent    of    the    Institutions    Depart- 
ment ;   Miss   Clayton,  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Street      Laying-Out      Department,      and      Mrs. 
Dacey,  special  examiner  in  the  auditor's   office. 
These    latter    employees    have    served    the    city 
faithfully    in     positions     of     responsibility     for 
periods,    with   one  exception,    far    in    excess   of 
the  term  of  service  rendered  by  Miss  Fife,  and 
yet   Miss    Fife's   present   compensation    is    $350 
per  year  greater  than  the  highest  paid  member 
of  the  group  mentioned,  and  $1,150  more  than 
the   lowest   paid    member   of   the   group.      Miss 
Maloney    entered    the    employ    of    the    District 
Attorney's  office  in   1922   at  a  salary  of  $1,800, 
with    an   increase  of   $300   in    June  of  the  fol- 
lowing   year    and    a    still    further    increase    of 
$200    in    May,    1924.      Her    present    increase   of 
$200  means  that  in  four  years,  as  distinguished 
from   other   city    and   county   female   employees 
paid    by   the   city,   she  has   been    granted   three 
salary    increases,    totalling    $700.      Miss    Swan, 
entering  the  employ  of  the  District  Attorney's 
office  in  February,   1924,  at  a  salary  of   $1,400, 
one   year    later    received    a    salary    increase   to 
$1,600,   and   her   latest   increase  of   $200    places 
her    present    salary    at    $1,800.      Thus    in    the 
short    space   of    two    years    the    salary    of    this 
employee  has  been  increased  so  as  to  bring  the 
pay   of  her   position   in   advance   of   practically 
every   other    female   employee    of   the   city    and 
county  with  a  like  rating.     Without  any  reflec- 
tion on  her  ability  it  would   appear  that  capa- 
ble stenographers   are   easily  obtainable   in   the 
City    of    Boston    at   salaries   less    than    $35    per 
week.       Under    the    provisions     of    section     19, 
chapter    12    of  the   Revised    Laws,   the   approval 
by   the   chief   justice  of   the   Superior   Court  of 
the   action    of    the   District    Attorney    seems   to 
preclude  the   City   Council   from   exercising  any 
rights   to    which    they    would    seem    entitled    as 
County     Commissioners ;     in     other    words,    it 
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would  appear  that  the  City  Council  has  no 
right  under  the  present  statutes  to  review  or 
reject  salary  increases  of  this  type  in  the 
office  of  the  District  Attorney  or  even  unlim- 
ited increases  in  the  number  of  clerks.  The 
committee's  action  in  refusing  to  appropriate 
funds  for  these  increases,  even  though  the 
increases  would  seem  now  automatically  in 
effect,  is  based  on  the  thought  that  the  money 
necessary  to  meet  the  additional  expense  im- 
posed on  the  city  treasury  by  the  action  of 
the  District  Attorney  at  this  time  should  be 
found  within  the  original  budget  appropria- 
tions granted  to  the  office  of  that  official,  and 
a  feeling  that  while  the  committee  may  not 
prevent  the  increases  from  going  into  effect, 
it  can  in  a  measure  protect  the  taxpayers  of 
the  city  by  refusing  to  appropriate  any  addi- 
tional sums  for  questionable  increases  in  salary. 

2.  A  request  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  $5,000  for  use  by  the  District  Attorney 
in  the  hire  of  experts  has  been  disallowed. 
The  average  expenditure  for  this  purpose  in 
the  last  four  years  has  been  approximately 
$20,000.  The  original  budget  allowance  for 
the  current  year  was  $19,000,  hence,  if  the 
supplementary  appropriation  was  granted  the 
total  allowance  for  this  year  would  be  approx- 
imately twenty  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  aver- 
age requirements  of  previous  years.  The  com- 
mittee is  informed  that  the  principal  use  made 
Of  this  item  by  the  District  Attorney  is  the 
employment  of  private  detectives  and  outside 
investigators.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
City  of  Boston  appropriates  over  $5,000,000  an- 
nually for  the  maintenance  of  a  Police  De- 
partment, and  since  it  would  appear  possible 
for  the  District  Attorney  to  secure  much  of 
the  investigation  service  of  this  department 
for  which  it  would  seem  he  is  now  paying  out- 
siders at  the  rate  of  $2,000  a  month  or  $500 
a  week,  the  committee  feels  that  the  original 
allowance  granted  for  the  current  year  is 
amply  sufficient  and  that  no  supplementary 
appropriation  should  be  made.  The  commit- 
tee realizes  that  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 24,  chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Laws  the 
District  Attorney  probably  has  the  statutory 
power  to  incur  whatever  expenses  for  expert 
services  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  accord- 
ingly the  committee  in  refusing  to  vote  the 
additional  amount  requested  may  not  prevent 
the  District  Attorney  from  persisting  in  ex- 
ceeding the  original  allowance  if  in  his  opinion 
such  excess  is  necessary.  As  in  the  action 
taken  in  the  matter  of  salary  increases,  the 
committee  feels  that  if  it  is  necessary  for  the 
District  Attorney  to  exceed  the  original  amount 
appropriated  such  excess  should  be  found 
within  the  original  total  appropriation  for  the 
District  Attorney's  office.  Here  again  the 
committee,  so  far  as  is  in  its  power,  has  en- 
deavored to  protect  the  taxpayers  of  the  city 
from  another  questionable  expense.  With  the 
thought  that  it  is  properly  the  duty  of  the 
Police  Department  to  apprehend  criminals,  and 
primarily  the  duty  of  the  District  Attorney 
to  prosecute,  there  is  a  feeling  that  properly 
utilizing  a  five  million  dollar  police  force  may 
well  cut  down  the  expenditure  of  thousands 
of  dollars  annually  for  private  detectives  with 
that  consequent  dupication  of  expense  to  the 
taxpayers. 

3.  An  appropriation  of  $1,000  which  was 
requested  by  the  clerk  of  the  West  Eoxbury 
District  Court  to  cover  the  anticipated  services 
of  special  justices  in  the  court  has  been 
disallowed,  since  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee the  unexpended  balance  remaining  in 
the  original  appropriation  of  this  court  as  of 
July  1,  1926  is  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  court  for  the  balance  of  the  year  in  this 
respect.  With  the  above  three  exceptions  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  recommends  the 
passage  of  the  Supplementary  Budget,  and 
calls  attention  to  the  following  particular 
items.  The  appropriation  of  $2,100  for  the 
Building  Department  will  insure  early  publi- 
cation of  a  much  needed  edition  of  the  Build- 
ing Laws,  including  the  Zoning  Law,  the  last 
edition  being  exhausted.  The  $3,543.46  item 
under    Suffolk    County    Courthouse    will    grant 


increases  of  pay  to  some  sixty-five  engineers, 
mechanics,  watchmen,  etc.,  bringing  them  up 
to  the  present  city  scale.  The  $20,000  for  the 
House  of  Correction  is  for  the  construction  of 
a  proper  sea  wall  barrier  at  Deer  Island  which 
it  is  hoped  will  prevent  the  Power  House 
sliding  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  A  $15,000 
item  is  for  furniture  and  equipment  in  the 
new  Dorchester  and  Brighton  Courthouses, 
with  a  further  item  of  $1,000  for  the  law  library 
at  Brighton.  In  its  consideration  of  both  the 
original  and  supplementary  county  budgets, 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  has  been 
impressed  by  the  fact  that  apparently  under 
existing  statutes  the  City  Council  is  practi- 
cally powerless  effectively  to  review  or  reject 
estimates,  if  any,  submitted  by  county  officials. 
Each  year  these  estimates  continue  to  show  a 
marked  increase,  which  increase  must  be  met 
in  its  entirety  by  the  City  of  Boston.  For 
1926  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  be 
asked  to  pay  $8,444,618.08  in  county  expendi- 
tures namely  ten  cents  out  of  every  dollar 
raised  by  taxation.  The  City  Council,  required 
as  County  Commissioners  to  appropriate  the 
money  should  logically  be  able  to  exercise  some 
degree  of  direct  control  over  the  rapidly 
mounting  costs.  Legally,  however,  it  would 
appear  that  little  if  any  control  can  be  exer- 
cised in  view  of  the  fact  that  under  existing 
statutes  county  officials  in  the  main  may 
spend  whatever  sums  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary without  rejection,  regulation,  or  review 
by  the  duly  elected  representatives  of  the 
peope  of  Boston  who  pay  the  bills.  Until  the 
County  Commissioners  by  proper  legislative 
action  are  given  some  affirmative  rights  to 
keep  the  total  appropriations  of  the  county 
within  reasonable  limits  it  is  difficult  to  see 
how  any  effective  reduction  in  that  part  of 
the  tax  rate  pertaining  to  the  county,  com- 
prising over  ten  per  cent  of  the  annual  total, 
can  be  made.  According  to  all  principles  of 
local  self  government  the  man  who  pays  the 
bills  should  have  some  degree  of  control  over 
the  expenditures,  and  the  time  has  come  for  the 
City  Council  to  do  more  than  merely  sign  on 
the  dotted  line.  , 

Coun.  DOWD. — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
the  Chairman  on  the  Committee  on  Appropri- 
ations in  reference  to  oilers  and  mechanics 
who  are  listed  at  the  courthouse,  if  they  are 
receiving  the  same  pay  or  more  pay  than  the 
oilers  and  mechanics  employed  by  the  City  of 
Boston  ? 

Coun.    WILSON— What    is    that   under? 
Coun.    DOWD — Oilers    and    mechanics. 
Coun.    WILSON— Name   the   item.     What   is 
the  item  ? 

Coun.  DOWD — I  haven't  any  exact  item 
before    me,    Coun.    Wilson. 

Coun.  WILSON — In  the  proceedings  of  June 
21,   1926,   at  page   182   ,you   can   name   it. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  referring  to 
Coun.  Wilson's  suggestion,  I  will  say  it  is 
Schedule  A,   page   182. 

President  KEENE— Will  Coun.  Wilson 
answer    the   question  ? 

Coun.  WILSON — I  am  informed  that,  under 
the  caption,  "County  of  Suffolk.  Suffolk  County 
Court  House  ( Custodian ) ,"  which  the  members 
of  the  Council  will  find  at  page  182  of  the 
proceedings  of  June  21,  except  for  a  few  minor 
exceptions,  the  pay  is  the  same  as  the  pay  of 
the  other  city  employees.  The  exceptions, 
however,  are,  I  believe,  that  the  eight 
mechanics,  the  one  oiler,  and  possibly  one 
other  exception,  receive  50  cents  more  a  day. 
With  the  exception  of  those  eight  or  ten  em- 
ployees, I  believe  the  pay  is  exactly  the  same, 
and  with  respect  to  those  employees  the  pay 
has  been  determined  by  the  county  officer,  who 
sets  the  wages  under  the  provisions  of  Acts 
of  1923,  chapter  525,  but  the  pay  of  the  great 
majority  of  them   is   exactly  the   same. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  find  here 
listed  under  Schedule  A  ten  firemen,  listed  at 
$36,  receive  an  increase  of  50  cents  per  day, 
four  mechanics  at  $36  to  go  to  $42,  one 
mechanic  at  $36  to  go  to  $39,  and  three 
mechanics  at  $34  to  go  to  $42.     In  view  of  the 
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remarks  of  Coun.  Wilson,  while  I  have  agreed 
with  him  in  reference  to  county  affairs,  I 
also  feel  that  oilers  and  mechanics  of  the 
City  of  Boston  should  be  given  the  same  com- 
pensation as  those  men  employed  by  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  Here  we  are  raising  oilers 
and  mechanics  in  Suffolk  County,  while  oilers 
and  mechanics  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
receiving  50  cents  a  day  less  than  these 
gentlemen  receive  at  present.  While  I  am 
not  against  the  increase,  yet  I  beieve  that 
the  oilers  and  mechanics  in  the  City  of  Boston 
are  entitled  to  50  cents  more  a  day,  and  I 
believe  that  the  same  consideration  should  be 
given  to  this  by  those  who  voted  for  the  budget 
as  was  discussed  here  last  year. 

The   report   of   the   committee   was   accepted 
and  the  order  passed,  yeas  21,   nays   0. 


INVESTIGATION   OF   EXPENDITURES    OF 
THE  COUNTY  OF  SUFFOLK. 

Coun.    FITZGERALD   offered   the   following: 

Ordered, — That  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts  be  hereby  authorized  to  make  an 
investigation  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
Countv  of  Suffolk,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose to  send  for  persons  and  papers  and 
give  hearings ;  the  expense  of  the  same, 
including  stenographic  report,  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriate  items  in  the  appropriation 
for   City  Council. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  will 
state  that  the  Committee  on  Counties,  at  an 
executive  session  after  the  meeting  held  last 
week  with  respect  to  a  new  Suffolk  County 
Court  House,  voted  to  offer  this  order  today 
at  this  meeting.  We  have  it  on  reliable  au- 
thority from  some  of  the  best  minds  that  we 
are  County  Commissioners  in  all  that  that 
word  implies,  and  that  we  have  the  same 
powers,  the  same  rights,  and  the  same  duties 
as  all  other  County  Commissioners  through- 
out the  entire  Commonwealth.  In  the  other 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth  they  are 
elected  by  the  people,  and  we  here  in  Suffolk 
County,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  are  elected  by 
the  people.  We  have  all  the  rights  of,  and 
we  can  perform  all  the  duties  performed  by. 
County  Commissioners  in  the  other  counties 
of  this  state,  with  the  exception  of  apportion- 
ing the  Representatives  to  the  Great  and  Gen- 
eral Court.  Therefore,  we  believe  that  the 
time  is  now  ripe  when  we  should  test  how  far 
our  power  goes  and  to  see  if  people  can  spend 
this  money  without  anybody's  check  upon  it. 
We  discovered  in  the  meetings  of  our  com- 
mittee that  men  had  been  appointed,  and 
women  also,  to  positions  without  the  author- 
ity of  this  Council,  and  then  they  come  in  here 
after  they  have  made  the  appointments  and 
ask  us  to  vote  the  money.  There  is  no 
court  in  the  Commonwealth  or  in  the  nation 
that  will  stand  for  such  a  proposition  as  that 
— to  say  that  any  man  may  spend  any  amount 
of  money  because  he  is  head  of  a  department 
and  then  come  in  here,  or  make  appointments 
without  authority,  and  get  away  with  it.  I 
believe  the  time  is  at  hand  when  this  matter 
should  be  settled  once  and  for  all,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  it  will  be  found  when  it  is  over 
that  we  are  County  Commissioners.  You  will 
also  note  that  the  Supreme  Court,  when  the 
matter  was  put  up  to  them  here  some  time 
ago,  ruled  that  we  were  County  Commission- 
ers. The  man  whose  salary  was  in  question 
at  that  time  never  would  have  been  paid  but 
the  City  Council  finally  yielded.  The  judges 
were  panned,  but  they  were  compelled  to  rule 
that  the  members  of  the  City  Council  were 
still    County    Commissioners. 

Passed   under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONTROL  OF  SUFFOLK  COUNTY  EX- 
PENDITURES. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Council  as  County  Commissioners_  by 
proper     committee    or    committees     investigate 


the  present  system  whereby  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  called  upon  to  ap- 
propriate over  three  million  dollars  annually 
for  meeting  expenditures  of  Sufolk  County 
officials,  including  the  office  of  the  District 
Attorney,  with  little,  if  any,  power  effectively 
to  reject,  regulate  or  review,  detail  estimates, 
if  any,  submitted  by  the  various  county  de- 
partments; that  incidental  to  such  investiga- 
tion the  City  Council  obtained  an  opinion 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston  relative  to  the  powers,  if  any,  of  the 
City  Council  to  refuse  or  regulate  appropria- 
tions requested  by  the  county;  and  that  the 
City  Council  recommend  the  passage  of  such 
appropriate  legislation  by  the  State  Legisla- 
ture as  will,  in  accordance  with  the  basic  and 
well-recognized  principles  of  local  self-govern- 
ment, permit  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  who  pay  the  bills  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  to  have  some  reasonable  degroe  of 
control  over  the  items  and  details  of  such 
expenditures. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  my  report 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions today,  relative  to  the  supplementary 
budget,  suggests  the  advisability  of  the  unani- 
mous adoption  of  this  order,  as  does  the  state- 
ment which  has  just  been  made  by  Coun. 
Fitzgerald,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Counties.  For  the  year  1926,  out  of  a  total  of 
$34,278,522.06  raised  by  taxation,  the  sum  of 
$3,445,318.08,  or  over  10  per  cent  of  the  total, 
has  been  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
county  expenses.  Items  in  the  estimated  an- 
nual budget  of  any  city  department  can  be 
revised  or  even  rejected  by  the  City  Council, 
but,  on  the  present  state  of  the  law,  appar- 
ently county  officers,  including  the  District 
Attorney,  not  only  need  not  submit  any  ex- 
planatory budget  to  the  City  Council  or 
County  Commissioners,  but  can  even  go  ahead 
with  the  incurring  of  bills  first  and  then  after- 
wards demand  that  the,  City  of  Boston  pay 
the  bills  without  explanation.  In  other  words, 
so  far  as  county  expenses  are  concerned, 
the  City  Council  is  told,  annually,  to  sign  on 
the  dotted  line.  I  for  one  do  not  care  to  sign 
on  any  dotted  line.  If  the  city  councilors, 
as  County  Commissioners,  are  without  power 
to  question  the  expenditure  of  three  and  a 
half  million  dollars  for  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
then  as  soon  as  we  are  relieved  of  that  rubber 
stamp  capacity  the  better.  If  we  are  to  con- 
tinue to  appropriate  the  money,  I  demand 
the  right  to  see  and  question  the  bills,  and 
particularly  so  if  the  people  of  Boston  are  to 
pay  anywhere  from  three  to  six  and  a  half 
millions  of  dollars  for  a  new  Suffolk  County 
Court   House. 

Referred  to   Committee  on   County  Accounts. 


DISCONTINUANCE  OF  STREET  RAILWAY 
SERVICE  ON  WASHINGTON  STREET, 
DORCHESTER. 

Coun.   WILSON   offered   the  following: 

Whereas,  the  Public  Works  Department,  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  resurfacing  of 
Washington  street,  Dorchester,  from  Arman- 
dine  street  to  Codman  street,  has  been  in 
consultation  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way relative  to  setting  its  tracks  to  grade ; 
and 

Whereas,.  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  has 
advised  the  Public  Works  Department  that 
this  so-called  Public  Service  Corporation  has 
decided  to  remove  all  its  tracks  on  Washing- 
ton street  beyond  Armandine  street,  and 
thereby  abandoning  any  attempt  to  offer 
transportation  faeiities  in  the  Codman  Hill 
district : 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston  protests  to  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities  against  the  proposed  creation  of 
a  No  Man's  Land  beyond  Armandine  street, 
Dorchester,  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway, 
and  protests  against  the  unwarranted  abandon- 
ment of  public  transportation  facilities  in  the 
Codman    Hill    district   at    the    very    time    when 
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extensive  real  estate  development  of  a  million 
and  a  half  square  feet  of  land  will  insure 
the  completion  within  a  twelve-month  period 
of  at  least  four  hundred  new  m  two-family 
dwellings. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  some 
months  ago  there  came  before  the  Jitney  Com- 
mittee a  petition  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  affecting  the  district  represented  by 
Coun.  Donovan  in  East  Boston,  at  which  time 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  asked 
permission  to  run  jitneys  in  the  Maverick 
square  district.  As  the  result  of  Coun.  Dono- 
van's opposition  to  the  granting  of  that  per- 
mit, it  was  defeated.  Apparently  now  in  the 
Dorchester  district  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way are  endeavoring  .to  perform  the  same 
operation,  with  reverse  English,  and  ap- 
parently it  proposes  now  to  tear  up  the  car 
tracks  without  public  knowledge,  that  is,  tear 
up  its  present  roadbed  without  the  public 
knowledge,  to  the  destruction  of  street  car 
service  in  the  Codman  square  district.  Ap- 
parently it  hopes  to  ram  down  the  public's 
throat  bus  service.  The  people  of  the  Dor- 
chester district,  prior  to  the  ramming  opera- 
tion, are  holding  a  mass  meeting  on  Thurs- 
day evening  of  this  week  in  Codman  square, 
and  it  is  in  connection  with  that  meeting 
and  the  protest  now  being  raised  that  I  ask 
the  unanimous  passage  of  this  resolution,  a 
copy  of  which  I  would  also  ask  be  forwarded 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TRANSPORTATION    ON     THE     SHAWMUT 
BRANCH. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Transit  Commission  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil forthwith  a  copy  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions under  which  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railway  sold  the  so-called  Shaw- 
mut  Branch  for  a  rapid  transit  system,  par- 
ticularly with  reference  to  any  provision  being 
made  for  continuous  transportation  facilities 
to  the  South  Station  from  Fields  Corner. 
Shawmut,   Ashmont   and   Cedar   Grove. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  incidental 
to  the  creation  of  this  No  Man's  Land  in 
the  Cedar  Grove-Codman  Hill  district  of  which 
I  spoke,  the  plan,  apparently,  is  to  cease  all 
railroad  transportation  on  the  so-called  Shaw- 
mut Branch.  In  connection  with  that  aban- 
donment of  transportation  facilities  for  a 
period  of  two  years  on  the  Shawmut  Branch 
commencing  January  6,  I  introduced  an  order 
last  week  which  I  requested  be  forwarded  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities.  May  I 
ask  the  City  Clerk,  through  the  Chair,  if  that 
was    done. 

President  KEENE— The  City  Clerk  advises 
the  Chair  that  that  has  been  forwarded. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REAL   ESTATE   VALUATION. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  an  order— That  the 
Board  of  Assessors  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  not  increase  the  valua- 
tion on  real  estate  used  for  residential  pur- 
poses on  which  improvements  have  not  been 
made   since    April    1,    1925. 

Referred   to    the    Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  before  that  is 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  I  realize 
only  too  well  how  powerless  this  Council  is 
to  act  in  the  regulation  of  taxation,  but  I 
desire  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Boston  that  the  City  Council  has  no 
right  to  vote  on  the  regulation  of  taxes  or 
the  increase  of  valuation.  I  am  of  the  firm 
opinion,  after  consulting  with  various  real 
estate  experts  in  the  City  of  Boston  during 
the  last  week,  that  real  estate  reached  its 
peak   during  1925,   and   there   is   no   real   foun- 


dation why  the  Mayor  or  the  Board  of 
Assessors  should  increase  one  piece  of  real 
estate  in  the  residential  section  of  Boston. 
We  have  talked  here  today  on  expenses ;  we 
have  talked  all  year  on  the  budget,  and  we 
have  voted  for  the  budget,  and  some  of  us 
have  voted  against  it.  Now  we  are  faced 
with  what?  We  are  faced  with  a  substantial 
increase  in  taxation,  which  in  itself  is  bad 
enough,  but  we  have  been  informed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  assessors,  who  waited  on 
us  last  week,  that  most  likely  increases,  though 
slight,  would  be  made  in  various  sections  of 
the  city.  I  believe  that  the  City  of  Boston 
should  be  given  a  square  deal  by  the  assessors. 
I  believe  it  is  about  time  for  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  step  in  and  take  a  hand.  While  we 
are  powerless  to  act,  at  the  same  time  we 
can  voice  our  position.  It  is  a  matter  that 
affects  each  member  of  the  City  Council  here. 
When  they  receive  their  tax  bills  in  a  short 
time  they  not  only  are  going  to  receive 
a  six-dollar  increase  in  the  rate,  but  they 
are  going  to  receive  an  increase  in  valuation, 
and  I  hope  the  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  will  see  fit 
to  take  steps  whereby  they  may  stop  the  Board 
of  Assessors  from  making  a  wholesale  raid  on 
the  residential  sections  of   Boston. 


VACATION      LEAVE      OF      MEMBERS      OF 
THE  AMERICAN  LEGION. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
spectfully recommends  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  all  department  heads  that  notice  be 
given  forthwith  to  all  employees  of  the  city 
who  are  members  of  the  American  Legion 
and  who  are  entitled  to  vacations  in  the 
calendar  year  1926,  that  they  may,  by  giving 
notice  in  writing  to  their  department  heads 
of  their  wish  so  to  do,  forego  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  vacation  to  which  they  are 
entitled  in  1926  and  have  any  days  so  fore- 
gone in  1926  added  to  the  time  to  which  they 
shall    be    entitled    as    vacations    in    1927. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  that  resolve 
is  simply,  in  a  way,  following  out  action 
taken  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
in  extending  to  the  employees  of  the  Com- 
monwealth the  privilgee  of  foregoing  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  their  vacation  to  which 
they  are  entitled  this  year  and  adding  it  on 
to  such  part  of  their  vacation  as  they  are 
entitled  to  next  year,  in  order  to  make  pos- 
sible their  attendance  at  the  Paris  Conven- 
tion  of  the  American  Legion   next   year. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


EXERCISE  OF  CARE  IN  CITY 
EXPENDITURES. 

Coun.    PARKMAN   offered   the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations exercise  as  much  care  in  the  scrutiny 
of  city  expenditures  of  $44,000,000  as  in  those 
of  the  county  of  $3,000,000. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  experience  of  a  minority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  some  months  ago  in 
considering  the  budget,  I  was  as  pleasantly 
surprised  at  the  enthusiasm  of  that  same 
majority  in  the  scrutiny  of  county  expendi- 
tures as  I  had  been  previously  disagreeably 
surprised  with  the  light  touch  with  which 
they  went  over  the  expenditures  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  amounting  to  $44,000,000.  It  seems 
to  me  that  now  is  an  opportune  time,  per- 
haps, to  capitalize  the  now-found  enthusiasm 
of  this  majority  and  to  dedicate  their  inten- 
tions at  this  time  to  a  more  serious  considera- 
tion   of   the    budget   next  year. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
I  would  state  that  the  majority  welcome 
Coun.    Parkman   to  the   majority   and    presume 
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to  think  that  his  new-found  enthusiasm  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  oommittee  now  ap- 
pears  to   be  unanimous.      (Laughter.) 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for 
information.  I  should  like  to  have  the  pro- 
posed resolution — is  it — or  resolve  or  order  ? 
I   would   like   to  have   it  read   again. 

The  Clerk,  by  direction  of  the  President, 
again  read  the  resolution  offered  by  Coun. 
Parkman,  and  the  same  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule.  Coun.  Ruby  doubted 
the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call.  The  roll 
being  called,  the  rule  was  suspended  and 
the  order   passed,    yeas    12,   nays    7:

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Chairman  DOWLING,  for  the  Executive 
Committee,    submitted    the  following : 

1.  Report  on  the  message  and  order  (re- 
ferred today)  appropriations  of  $10,000  for 
grading,  filling  and  resurfacing  the  aircraft 
landing  field  in  East  Boston,  said  sum  to 
be  charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund — that  the  order 
ought  to   pass. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  came  al- 
most as  a  shock  to  me  to  find  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  the 
member  from  Ward'  5  supporting  in  the 
Executive  Committee  this  order.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  distinguished 
itself  today  by  formidable  reports  in  favor 
of  economy  in  municipal  finances.  This  order 
asks  the  City  of  Boston  to  spend  $10,000  on 
land  which  the  City  of  Boston  does  not  own 
and  land  whieh  the  City  of  Boston  does  not  use, 
but  which  at  the  present  time  is  being  used 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  to  which  pri- 
vate individuals  and  corporations  have  the 
right  of  access.  I  thoroughly  believe  that 
the  order  is  entirely  unlawful,  and  that  the 
City  Council  has  no  right  or  legal  ability  to 
pass  the  order,  in  the  first  place,  and  it  is 
distinctly  shocking  to  me  that  they  are  con- 
sidering expending  $10,000  of  the  city's  money 
on  this  land  which  they  do  not  own,  have 
no  control  over,  and  from  which  the  Federal 
Government  will  derive  all  the  profit.  The 
Federal  Government  which  is  now  in  office 
has  received  favorable  comment  on  account 
of  economies  which  it  has  been  able  to  prac- 
tice, and  it  strikes  me,  if  they  have  been 
able  to  achieve  these  economies,  that  they 
should  be  called  upon  to  spend  some  of  the 
money  upon  this  particular  piece  of  property, 
and  that,  if  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  the 
owner  of  the  property,  is  to  continue  to  own 
it,  exercise  jurisdiction  over  it  and  control 
it     in    all    ways,     not    only     now    but    in    the 


future,  it  is  surely  called  upon  to  pay  the 
money  for  the  improvement  of  it,  and  I  can 
see  no  reason  whatever  for  spending  the 
money  of  the  taxpayer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  improving  a  piece  of  property  owned  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  simply  by 
way  of  advertising 

The  question  came  upon  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  Clerk 
called  the  roll,  and  the  order  was  passed, 
yeas   19,   nays  1.

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  move  you 
that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  obtain 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  an  opinion  as 
to  the  legality  of  the  action  which  the  Coun- 
cil  has    just   taken. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  see  no 
question  as  to  the  legality,  although,  of 
course,  I  would  bow  to  the  superior  knowledge 
of  the  member  from  Hyde  Park.  The  Legis- 
lature in  Massachusetts  has  recently  passed 
a  bill,  which  was  accepted  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, in  the  last  session,  authorizing  the  City 
of  Boston  to  spend  this  money,  and,  as  the 
City  of  Boston  derives  its  powers  from  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  I  cannot  see 
how  there  can  be  any  question  as  to  its 
authority. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  would  say, 
for  the  information  of  Coun.  Guild,  that  the 
question  came  before  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
and  he  stated  that  the  city  had  no  authority, 
after  which  steps  were  taken  to  have  an  act 
passed  by  the  Legislature  to  cover  this  very 
point. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  have  it 
well  in  mind  that  there  are  a  great  many 
bonds  now  outstanding  issued  by  authority 
of  various  state  legislatures  which  they  had 
no  power  to  authorize  in  the  first  place.  The 
mere  fact  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts through  its  legislature  has  authorized 
the  City  of  Boston  to  do  this  does  not  make 
it  legal,  necessarily.  It  is  just  as  probable 
that  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  has  erred 
as  it  is  that  the  City  Council  is  erring  at  the 
present  moment,  and  I  therefore  press  my 
motion. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  say  this  much,  that,  when  this 
matter  was  in  the  Legislature,  it  was  to 
be  authorized  by  the  state,  and  when  it  got 
down  before  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  they  simply  passed  the  buck  to  the 
city    to    pay    this    money. 

The  motion   was   carried. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  July  12)  for 
the  payment  of  an  annuity  of  $600  to  the 
widow  of  Michael  J.  Travers — that  the  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  passed. 


SNOW  REMOVAL  EQUIPMENT. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information.  Is  it  possible  for 
us  to  separate  the  item  on  the  calendar  in 
reference  to  snow  removal  equipment,  so  that 
we  can  approve  all  items  except  $360,000,  that 
is,  for  the  purchase  of  dump  trucks,  which 
can  be  hired  on  fifteen  minutes'  notice  from 
any   contractor   in    Boston  ? 

Pesident  KEENE — For  your  information  the 
Chair  will  state  that,  as  the  matter  now 
stands,  it  lies  upon  the  table,  and  it  would 
be  necessary  to  remove  it  from  the  table  be- 
fore any   action  can  be  taken. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I 
raise  another  question  of  information.  If  it 
is'  removed  from  the  table,  can  the  appro- 
priation be  divided  so  that  the  Council  can 
approve  all  except  $360,000   for  dump  carts? 
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President  KEENE — The  Chair  would  be  of 
the  opinion  that   it   could. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I 
move  we  take  from  the  table  Item  No.  4. 
the  loan  of  $400,000  for  snow  removal  equip- 
ment. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion,  which 
was   declared   lost. 

Coun.  Dowd  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
a  roll  call.  The  roll  was  called  and  the  mo- 
tion defeated,   yeas  9,  nays  12:

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement? 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  hears  no  ob- 
jection. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  are  faced 
here  today  with  a  very  peculiar  situation 
where  a  Council  composed  of  twenty-three 
members  represent  and  are  elected  by  the 
people  of  Boston.  We  have  before  us  loan 
orders  totalling  $1,500,000.  If  this  same  pro- 
cedure persists  during  the  coming  month,  then 
those  loan  orders  will  become  effective  with- 
out nine  or  ten  members  of  this  Council  hav- 
ing an  opportunity  to  cast  their  votes  for 
or  against  them.  It  is  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  this  Council  that  any  agreement 
which  we  have  entered  into  has  been  broken. 
Don't  the  members  of  this  Council  believe  it 
to  be  fair  to  at  least  take  the  matter  from 
the  table  and  allow  us  to  debate  on  the  merits 
of  the  situation,  instead  of  closing  the  thing 
up  as  they  have  denying  nine  or  ten  coun- 
cilors, representing  250,000  people,  the  right 
even  to  vote  yes  or  no  on  the  situation  ? 
What  have  we  before  us  in  this  appropria- 
tion of  $400,000  for  snow  apparatus  ?  What 
do  we  find  ?  We  find  an  item  of  sixty  dump 
carts,  or  dump  trucks,  as  they  describe  them, 
at  $6,000  apiece,  a  matter  of  $360,000,  and 
the  other  $40,000  is  for  modern  snow  ap- 
paratus, and  I  certainly  as  a  councilor  would 
be  for  that  item.  But  today  we  are  denied 
that  right  to  vote.  The  Republican  Party  in 
this  city  and  state  has  denied  the  Democratic 
Party  and  the  Democratic  people  the  right 
to  vote.  They  denied  us  by  law  decency  and 
fair  play  in  reference  to  this  matter.  Mayor 
Innes — I  beg  your  pardon — Mayor  Nichols, 
I  believe  you  should  be  fair  in  this  matter. 
I  do  not  believe  that  you  should  tie  up  with 
twelve  men  in  the  way  you  have.  They  have 
talked  about  the  Democratic  majority  for  the 
last  sixteen  years.  Why,  my  friends,  they 
were  angels  compared  with  the  bunch  of 
pirates  that  are  ruling  Boston  at  the  present 
time,  and  I  say  it  is  an  outrage,  and  I  say 
that  the  Democratic  mayors  of  the  past,  Mayor 
Nichols,  were  just  as  pure  as  the  snow  com- 
pared with  the  gentleman  whose  actions  rule 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  as 
long  as  we  have  this  bill  for  $400,000,  ramming 
it  down  the  people's  throats,  I  believe  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  feel  just  the 
same  way  as  I  do — that  it  is  an  outrage. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  Preside/it  I  would  like 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Council  to  say  a 
few  words. 

Coun.  GUILD— I  object. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested,  in  awarding 
the  contracts  for  snow  removal  equipment, 
when  the  order  for  this  equipment  becomes 
effective,  to  purchase  said  equipment  from 
the  owest  bidder  after  the  submission  of  com- 
petitive  bids.

LOANS  FOR  BRIDGE  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  following  was  received : 
City   of   Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    August    2,     1926. 
To   the    City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  advised  by  the  City 
Auditor  that  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
497  of  the  Acts  of  1921  and  chapter  442  of  the 
Acts  of  1924,  the  following  amounts  must  be 
paid  by  the  city  to  the  Commonwealth  on 
November   20,   1926. 

Western     Avenue     and     Arsenal 

Street     Bridge $67,408  87 

Western  Avenue  Bridge 108,404  39 

Massachusetts  Avenue  Bridge 235,033  45 

These  amounts  represent  the  city's  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion work  on  these  three  bridges.  Under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  mentioned  legislation, 
the  city's  share  in  the  first  two  bridges  was 
fixed  at  35  per  cent  and  in  the  last  bridge  at 
45  per  cent.  The  acts  further  provide  that 
the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  city  shall  be 
raised  by  loans  outside  the  limit  of  indebted- 
ness, the  period  of  the  loans  being  fixed  at 
20  years  in  the  case  of  the  first  two  bridges 
and  five  years  for  the  third  bridge. 

It  is  desirable  in  the  issuance  of  loans  that 
the  amounts  authorized  be  in  even  figures. 
For  this  reason,  it  is  planned  to  secure  the 
odd  amounts  involved  in  the  payments  to  the 
Commonwealth  from  balances  now  existing  in 
loan  appropriations.  I  accordingly  submit 
herewith  four  orders,  the  first  providing  for 
the  transfer  of  $1,522.83  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  North  Beacon  Street,  Brighton,  to 
the  appropriations  previously  mentioned  and 
the  other  three  providing  for  the  issuance  of 
loans  totalling  8410,000  to  meet  the  city's 
obligation  to  the  Commonwealth.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  this  obligation  must  be  dis- 
charged on  November  20,  1926,  I  suggest  the 
desirability  of  prompt  consideration  and  ap- 
proval of  these  orders  by  your  honorable  body.

OPINION     OF     CITY     COUNSEL     RE     AIR- 
CRAFT FIELD. 

The   following  was   received : 

City   of   Boston,

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of 
July  20,  1926,  in  which  you  inform  me  that 
you  have  been  directed  by  vote  of  the  City 
Council  to  secure  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  expenditure  of  $10,000  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  aircraft  field  in  East  Boston,  as 
authorized  by  chapter  385  of  the  Acts  of   1926. 

Chapter  385  of  the  Acts  of  1926  provides  in 
substance  that  the  City  of  Boston  may  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  $10,000  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  Division  of  Waterways  and  Public  Lands  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, for  the  purpose  of  grading,  filling 
and  resurfacing  the  aircraft  landing  field  in 
East  Boston.     This  act  was  to  become  effective 


only  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  City  Council 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  This 
action  I  understand  was  taken  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of 
Boston   was  secured. 

The  only  question  involved  is  whether  or 
not,  with  the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  the 
City  of  Boston  has  the  constitutional  right  to 
make  the  appropriation  in  question,  or,  in 
other  words,  is  the  appropriation  for  a  public 
use  or  public  service? 

It  is  well  established  that  money  raised  by 
taxation  cannot  be  expended  or  appropriated 
by  municipalities  or  by  the  Commonwealth  it- 
self except  for  purposes  which  are  clearly  for 
the  public  benefit  and  may  be  deemed  for 
public  use  and  service.  If  the  purposes  of  the 
appropriation  in  question  are  for  the  benefit 
of  the  public  generally  and  have  not  as  their 
primary  object  the  aid  and  assistance  of  pri- 
vate individuals,  then  the  appropriation  may 
legally  be  made.  Nor  is  it  necessary  that  the 
money  be  expended  for  such  a  purpose  as  will 
benefit  the  entire  public.  It  has  even  been  held 
that  in  order  to  constitute  a  public  use  which 
would  justify  appropriating  public  money, 
that  it  is  not  essential  that  the  entire  com- 
munity or  even  a  considerable  portion  of  it 
should  directly  participate  in  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  the  purpose  for  which  the 
money  is  to  be  appropriated.  See  Talbot  v. 
Hudson,  82  Mass.   417. 

The  appropriation  of  money  to  improve  the 
aircraft  landing  field  in  East  Boston  is  not 
for  the  benefit  of  any  particular  individual  or 
group  of  individuals.  It  has  for  its  purpose 
the  encouragement  of  business,  industry  and 
the  development  of  the  Port  of  Boston.  It 
directly  assists  in  the  speedy  delivery  and 
mailing  of  postage  matters,  which  clearly  is  a 
benefit  to  a  great  portion  of  our  community. 
It  has  the  additional  purpose  of  being  a  pro- 
tective measure  in  providing  a  landing  place 
for  those  in  our  community  and  elsewhere  who 
use  aeroplanes,  whether  for  pleasure  or  for 
commercial  purposes.  Without  a  proper 
landing  field  it  is  quite  possible  that  aeroplanes, 
flying  over  our  community  might  be  compelled 
to  land  in  the  midst  of  congested  sections  of 
our  city  and  do  serious  damage  to  person  and 
property. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  purpose  of 
this  appropriation  is  clearly  a  public  one  and 
is  for  the  benefit  of  our  entire  community. 
If  a  municipality  has  a  constitutional  right  to 
appropriate  money  for  the  improvement  of 
streets  and  parks,  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  from  automobile  traffic,  surely  the  city 
has  the  constitutional  right  to  appropriate 
money  for  the  protection  of  the  people  from 
overhead  aerial  transportation.  In  fact,  the 
Commonwealth  has  recognized  the  necessity  of 
the  regulation  of  aerial  navigation  for  it  pro- 
vided by  statute  as  early  as  1913  (see  chapter 
663,  Acts  of  1913),  for  the  licensing  of  avia- 
tion after  examination  and  registration  ; 
rules  of  the  air  are  provided  for  ;  air  machines 
are  forbidden  to  fly  over  municipalities  except 
at  prescribed  altitudes  and  are  forbidden  to 
fly  over  crowds  of  people  and  the  landing  on 
public  propertv  without  permission  is  regu- 
lated. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  under  the  police 
power  to  protect  the  property  and  welfare  of 
its  inhabitants,  the  City  of  Boston  has  the 
constitutional  right  to  make  the  appropriation 
in  question,  and  further,  because  of  the  gen- 
eral benefit  to  the  community  at  large  by 
speedy  air-mail  service  and  the  promotion  of 
business  and  industry  generally,  the  city  may 
make  this  appropriation.  It  is  immaterial 
that  the  money  is  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  a  department  of  the  Common- 
wealth. If  the  Legislature  has  the  right  to 
authorize  the  appropriation  to  be  made  and 
the  city  has  made  the  appropriation,  then  the 
Legislature  may  authorize  the  city  to  expend 
the  money  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the 
State's   subdivisions. 

As  was  said  in  Talbot  v.  Hudson,  cited 
hereinbefore,  at  page  425, 

"It  has  never  been  deemed  essential  that  the 
entire  community  or  any  considerable  portion 
of  it  should  directly  enjoy  or  participate  in  an 
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improvement  or  enterprise  in  order  to  consti- 
tute a  public  use  within  the  true  meaning  of 
these  words  as  used  in  the  Constitution.  Such 
an  interpretation  would  greatly  narrow  and 
cripple  the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  so  as 
to  deprive  it  of  the  power  of  exerting  a  ma- 
terial and  beneficial  influence  on  the  welfare 
and  prosperity  of  the  state.  In  a  broad  and 
comprehensive  view,  such  as  has  been  hereto- 
fore taken  of  the  construction  of  this  clause 
of  the  Declaration  of  Rights,  everything  which 
tends  to  enlarge  the  resources,  increase  the 
industrial  energies,  and  promote  the  produc- 
tive power  of  any  considerable  number  of  in- 
habitants of  a  section  of  the  state,  or  which 
leads  to  the  growth  of  towns  and  the  creation 
of  new  sources  for  the  employment  of  private 
capital  and  labor,  indirectly  contributes  to  the 
general  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  whole 
community."

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  in 
mind  an  article  which  appeared,  or,  rather 
an  editorial  in  the  evening  Traveler  of  Thurs- 
day. I  read  it  with  interest,  and  I  agreed 
with  that  article,  which  quoted  the  Assistant 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in  a 
statement  that  it  is  proposed  to  place  an  in- 
cinerator in  the  West  Roxbury  district  to  do 
away  with  the  present  dump  system.  I  agreed 
with  the  article,  particularly  with  the  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  there  is  no  particular 
reason    why    an    incinerator    should    be    placed 
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in  the  West  Roxbury  District  as  distinguished 
from  the  other  districts  of  the  city  ;  also,  that 
there  should  be  early  consideration  given  to 
the  substitution  of  a  modern  incinerator  for 
the  old-fashioned  or,  so  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned, present  system  of  dump  distribution. 
I  am  informed  that  the  city  of  Providence 
recently  adopted  such  a  system,  and  even  the 
city  of  Lawrence  and  the  town  of  Brookline 
already  have  adopted  it,  and  I  would  accord- 
ingly urge  the  passage  of  this  order. 

The   order    was    passed   under    suspension    of 
the  rule. 


REMOVAL    OF   CAR  TRACKS   ON 
WASHINGTON    STREET,     DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  advise  the  City  Council 
forthwith  as  to  the  authority,  if  any,  vested 
in  the  Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway,  as  a 
so-called  public  service  corporation,  to  remove 
its  car  tracks  on  Washington  street,  Dor- 
chester, beyond  Armandine  street,  and — or — 
to  abandon  all  street  car  transportation  along 
Washington  street,  Ward  17,  in  the  Codman 
Hill  district,  without  any  reference  of  the 
question  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  and  without  the  granting  of  any  pub- 
lic   hearing. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  a  week 
ago  today  I  introduced  an  order  in  this  body 
protesting  against  the  proposed  abandonment 
of  all  street  car  service  on  Washington  street, 
Ward  17,  from  Armandine  street.  Incident 
to  the  proposed  resurfacing  of  Washington 
street,  Dorchester,  beyond  Ashmont  street,  the 
Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway  has  calmly  and 
flatly  indicated  its  intention  to  abandon  those 
car  tracks  at  that  point  and  to  abandon  ab- 
solutely all  street  car  transportation  in  the 
Codman  Hill  district,  because  two  or  three 
years  from  now  apparently,  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  is  under  the  impres- 
sion that,  on  the  so-called  Shawmut  Branch, 
there  will  be  a  rapid  transit  system  to  the 
Ashmont  district.  The  Elevated  Company 
plans  to  feed  Washington  street  residents  for 
transportation  purposes  to  the  Peabody  square 
station,  and  they  propose  to  do  this  without 
any  public  hearing  at  all  and  without  any 
hearing  even  before  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities.  It  appears  to  me  that,  if  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  has  no  inter- 
est in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  it  is  high  time 
the  control  of  transportation  in  this  Common- 
wealth, and  particularly  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton should  be  taken  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am 
informed  from  fairly  credible  sources  that 
there  will  be  introduced  in  the  next  Legisla- 
ture a  measure,  backed  by  the  power  and  in- 
fluence of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  other  railroads  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, to  take  the  control  of  the  juris- 
diction of  bus  permits  from  the  local  self- 
governing  bodies,  such  as  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  placing  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  Public  Utilities,  who  are  about 
as  far  answerable  to  the  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston  apparently,  as  is  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  at  the  present  time. 
If,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  jurisdiction  over 
bus  permits  had  been  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  instead  of  the  City  Council 
this  year,  Coun.  Donovan  would  have  buses 
running  in  the  Maverick  square  district  and 
around  Jeffries  Point  now,  but  because  he 
was  a  representative  of  the  people  of  East 
Boston  and  fought  to  prevent  that  happening 
in  East  Boston,  it  was  killed.  As  late  as  this 
year  the  Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Jit- 
neys of  this  body  and  requested  to  be  allowed 
to  run  buses  through  the  streets  of  Boston 
with  a  terminal  at  no  less  a  spot  than  the 
Houghton  &  Dutton  store  at  the  corner  of 
Beacon   and    Tremont  streets,    and    I    feel    con- 


fident that  if  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties hasn't  any  more  interest  in  the  transpor- 
tation facilities  of  the  City  of  Boston  than 
they  apparently  have  in  the  Dorchester  dis- 
trict, we  may  well  look  towards  the  next 
Legislature,  and  I  say  to  Coun.  Donovan  and 
to  Coun.  Fitzgerald  who  are  members  of  the 
Legislature,  that  they  had  better  watch  the 
Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway  Company  in 
its  bus  proposition  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Great   and    General    Court. 

The    order    was    passed    under    a    suspension 
of  the  rule.

GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  un- 
animous consent  to  make  a  statement,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  I  am  going  to  ask  that  the 
Building  Commissioner  appear  at  the  Execu- 
tive   Committee    meeting. 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  hears  no  ob- 
jection. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  in  certain 
sections  of  Dorchester,  namely,  in  my  ward, 
builders  are  going  into  those  sections  and 
building  houses  and  are  not  complying  with 
United  States  regulations  concerning  establish- 
ing mail  boxes  and  the  result  is  that,  prob- 
ably, some  one'  hundred  or  more  families  in 
Dorchester  cannot  get  their  mail  because  the 
builders  won't  put  in  the  prescribed  mail  boxes 
as  required  by  the  United  States  Government 
before  mail  will  be  delivered,  a  most  unusual 
situation  existing  out  there.  You  live  in  a 
street  and  you  can't  get  your  mail  because 
the  arbitrary  builder  won't  put  a  box  in 
that  is  required.  I  do  not  know  what  prov- 
ince we  here  have  or  what  province  the  Build- 
ing Commissioner  might  have,  but  I  think 
we  could  present  it  to  him  and,  if  he  can't 
take  some  action  in  that  direct  connection, 
he  may  be  able  to  overcome  the  situation  by 
not  giving  future  permits  to  these  men  who 
won't  build  houses  so  that  persons  can  have 
their  mail  delivered,  and  I  am  going  to  ask 
that  the  Building  Commissioner  be  requested 
to   appear  before  the  Executive   Committee. 

President  KEENE — The  City  Messenger  will 
so  advise  the  Building   Commissioner.

APPROPRIATION   FOR    CAMBRIDGE 
STREET  CONSTRUCTION. 

The   following   was    received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

August  2,    1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
recommendation  from  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners,  that  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  $40,000  be  provided  to  meet  outstand- 
ing charges  in  connection  with  the  building 
and  construction  of  Cambridge  street.  The 
original  construction  estimate  for  this  work 
was  $386,000.  To  date  payments  have  been 
made  and  obligations  have  been  incurred  to 
the  amount  of  approximately  $385,000.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  spend  approximately 
$40,000  more,   before  all  the  bills  and  outstand- 
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ing  obligations  are  provided  for.  In  view  of 
this  opinion,  I  submit  herewith,  a  loan  order 
providing  for  the  appropriation  of  this  amount 
and  respectfully  recommend  passage  of  the 
same  by  your  honorable  body.

JITNEY    COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Chairman  WRAGG,  for  the  Committee  on 
Jitney   Licenses,   submitted   the   following: 

1.  Report  on  the  petitions  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  for  licenses  to 
operate  motor  vehicles  from  ( 1 )  Copley  square 
to  South  Station,  (2)  from  Keaney  square  to 
South  Station,  and  (3)  from  junction  of 
Brookline  avenue  and  Longwood  avenue  to 
junction  of  Huntington  avenue  and  Longwood 
avenue,  recommending  that  licenses  be  granted. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Jitneys  whether  the  petition  asked  for  by  the 
Elevated  Railway  in  any  of  these  instances 
does  away  with  existing  street  car  lines  ? 
And  another  question  in  that  same  connection  : 
Whether  the  Elevated  has  offered  any  assur- 
ance that  the  street  railway  tracks,  if  there 
are  any,  on  those  streets  are  to  be  removed 
when   buses   go   into  effect  ? 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  these  peti- 
tions do  not  supersede  any  existing  street  car 
lines. 

Coun  DOWLING— Mr  President,  may  I  ask 
if  there  are  car  lines  on  any  of  those  streets  ? 

Coun.  WRAGG — There  are  car  lines  on  those 
streets. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Are  cars  to  be  operated 
on   those   streets  ? 

Coun.  WRAGG — Cars  have  not  been  operated 
on    those   streets    for   a    number   of   years. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Well,  then,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  fact  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company,  which  has  sought  fran- 
chises here  before  and  of  which  I  have  been 
in  favor  up  to  this  time  and  have  had  my 
support,  and  I  call  the  attention  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  itself  to  the  fact, 
that  North  Beacon  street,  which  is  a  main 
thoroughfare  and  on  the  direct  route  to 
Worcester,  Springfield  and  New  York  and 
traversed  every  day  by  thousands  of  automo- 
biles, has  car  tracks  there  which  constitute 
a  daily  constant  menace  to  public  safety.  I 
have  personally  requested  the  Elevated  officials 
to  remove  the  car  tracks  since  they  were  not 
being  used.  The  service  along  North  Beacon 
street  for  electric  cars  was  abandoned  some 
time  ago.  A  line  of  buses  was  established 
there,  and  the  buses,  so  far  as  I  know,  are 
giving  eminently  satisfactory  service.  I  am 
not  complaining  of  the  service  which  the  buses 
render,  but  I  do  complain  of  the  attitude  which 
the  Elevated  has  assumed  in  refusing  to  re- 
move   the    tracks    and    thereby    eliminate    that 
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fast  growing  danger  from  automobile  traffic. 
A  short  while  ago,  during  the  evening  hours 
— it  must  have  been  between  10  and  12  o'clock 
at  night — the  Elevated  people  wanted  a  small 
section  of  a  switch  there  which  apparently 
was  just  what  was  needed  in  some  other 
section  of  the  city,  and  whether  they  had  a 
permit  to  open  the  street  or  not  I  do  not 
know,  but  they  came  in  and  took  a  small 
section  of  a  switch  out,  which  makes  the 
highways  nothing  more  than  storage  yards 
for  their  rails.  Now  there  is  no  reason  in  the 
world,  in  my  opinion,  why  the  Elevated  should 
be  given  all  the  cream  there  is.  We  all  of 
us  sympathize  with  the  difficulty  which  the 
Boston  Elevated  has  in  financing  its  affairs, 
and  I  think  the  general  feeling  is  one  of 
helpfulness  towards  the  Elevated.  We  all 
want  good  service  but  not  to  the  extent  of 
having  them  have  free  use  of  the  streets  for 
storing  tracks  and  making  automobile  and 
other  traffic  absolutely  impossible.  The  report 
of  the  Committee,  I  believe,  is  in  favor  of  the 
bus  permits.  I  am  going  to  vote  against  them 
for  the  reason  that  the  Elevated  apparently, 
does  not  intend  to  remove  those  tracks,  be- 
cause that  is  the  attitude  they  are  taking  on 
North    Beacon    street. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
in  connection  with  two  of  these  petitions  that 
the  Elevated  is  simply  making  a  little  change 
in  the  route,  and  whether  the  Council  votes 
in  favor  of  them  or  not  they  will  operate  over 
practically  the  same  route  they  are  operating 
now.  One  of  them  is  to  take  the  place  of  the 
petition  that  was  granted  by  this  Council  on 
February  1  of  this  year,  and  another  one  takes 
the  place  of  a  petition  that  was  granted  on 
November  9,  1925.  The  other  one  is  between 
Brookline  avenue  and  Huntington  avenue  over 
Longwood  avenue,  being  simply  a  short  run 
out  in  the  hospital  district  where  there  is 
no   car   line  and   never   has   been. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  personally 
I  agree  with  everything  that  Coun.  Dowling 
has  said,  but  I  want  to  be  on  record  as  I 
was  on  the  Jitney  Committee.  I  am  in  favor 
of  two  of  these  permits  for  the  simple  reason 
and  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  the 
Elevated  Railway  Company  are  to  have  revoked 
their  present  licenses.  In  other  words,  on 
one  of  these  jitney  lines  the  Elevated  wishes 
to  substitute  this  line  for  the  present  whereby 
Elevated  buses  are  allowed  to  run  up  Summer 
street  around  Filene's  corner  and  go  down 
Washington  street.  It  is  on  the  distinct  un- 
derstanding that  they  are  to  stop  that  line 
that  I  am  voting  and  will  vote  for  this  par- 
ticular permit.  On  the  second  one  of  the 
Elevated  Railway  Company  I  voted  for  it  on 
the  Jitney  Committee  and  vote  for  it  here  on 
the  distinct  understanding  that  the  Elevated 
are  waiving  the  present  permit  whereby  they 
make  a  circuit  of  Dewey  square,  and,  on  that 
understanding,  and  on  that  understanding 
alone,  I  am  in  favor  of  these  two  permits. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken 
what  assurance  he  has  that  they  will  go 
through  with  their  agreement,  or  whether  any 
actual  agreement  has  been  entered  into  be- 
tween the  Jitney  Commitee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  Elevated  Railroad? 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys,  I 
believe,  is  to  offer  some  order  in  connection 
with  the  arrangement  whereby  the  two  permits 
in  question  are  to  be  revoked,  I  will  allow  him 
to    reply. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  I  have  in  my 
hand  orders  for  the  revocation  of  two  permits 
which  I   am  going  to  offer.

PURCHASE  OF  LAUNCH. 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  20,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  the  conduct  of  the  business 
of  the  Long  Island  Institution,  each  day  there 
are  between  forty  and  fifty  prisoners  to  be 
transported  by  boat  from  Deer  Island  to  Long 
Island,  and  to  Rainsford  Island.  There  are 
also  many  occasions  for  visits  between  the 
islands,  and  the  city  has  at  present  no  launch 
as   in   former  years. 

During  the  current  year  the  Institutions  De- 
partment has,  from  time  to  time,  hired  a 
launch,  known  as  the  ''Edith  Wilkins,"  from 
one  Captain  Anderson,  and  during  a  trip  on 
July  26  he  dropped  dead,  leaving  only  a 
widow  and  a  small  boy. 

This  boat  was  built  in  1919  and  is  equipped 
with  a  50  horse  power  six-cylinder  standard 
engine.  The  boat  has  been  examined  by 
Building  Commissioner  Rourke  and  by  Pur- 
chasing Agent  Frost,  together  with  an  expert 
selected  by  Mr.  Frost.  This  expert  reports 
that  the  boat  cost  approximately  $15,000  to 
build,  and  would  be  a  cheap  buy  for  $4,000. 
The  boat  has  been  offered  for  sale  for  $2,500, 
and  I  recommend  a  transfer  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  purchase  of  the  same.

An    Ordinance     Concerning    the     Conservation 

Bureau. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  conservation  bureau  created 
pursuant  to  section  five,  chapter  eighteen  of 
the  revised  ordinances  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five  is  hereby  abolished. 

Section  2.  The  health  commissioner  shall 
establish  in  addition  to  the  other  divisions  of 
the  health  department  a  conservation  division 
for  the  purpose  of  conserving  life  and  pro- 
moting public  health.  The  scope  and  charac- 
ter of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  conserva- 
tion division  shall  be  determined  by  the  health 
commissioner,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 
Temporary  and  permanent  employees  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  conservation  divi- 
sion shall  be  appointed  and  their  compensa- 
tion fixed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  em- 
ployees of  the  health  department  and  their 
compensation  and  other  expenses  of  the  con- 
servation division  paid  from  appropriations 
available  for  the  purpose  in  the  same  manner 
as    other    expenses    of    the    health    department.

LOAN    FOR   NEW    CENTRAL   FIRE 
STATION. 
The  following  was   received : 
City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,   September  20,  1926. 
To   the   City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
communication  from  the  Fire  Commissioner 
relative  to  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  the  new 
central  fire  station  on  Broadway.  According 
to  the  estimates  of  the  architect,  the  cost  of 
the  structure,  without  any  allowance  for  fur- 
niture, architect's  fees  and  other  incidentals, 
will  be  $300,000.  While  it  is  impossible  to 
make  an  accurate  estimate  at  this  time  of  the 
probable  cost  of  these  latter  items,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  assume  that  $50,000  over  and 
above  the  actual  construction  cost  will  be  nec- 
essary to  meet  these  items  and  other  unfore- 
seen contingencies.  There  is  available  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  new  central  fire  station 
approximately  $195,000.     To  permit  the  award- 
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ing  of  a  contract  in  accordance  with  the  esti- 
mates of  the  architect,  it  will  therefore  be 
necessary  to  make  an  additional  appropriation 
of  $150,000.  I  submit  herewith  a  loan  order 
providing  for  the  appropriation  of  this  amount 
and  respectfully  recommend  its  adoption  by 
your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir,- — I  have  just  received  from  Mr. 
Gray,  architect  employed  by  the  city  to  design 
and  build  the  new  central  fire  station  on 
Broadway,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  new 
building.  Architect  Gray  estimates  the  cost 
to  be  $300,000  for  the  building  without  furni- 
ture or  incidentals. 

I  understand  from  the  City  Auditor  that  not 
more  than  $195,463.18  is  available  by  present 
appropriation  for  this  work.  This  amount  may 
be  further  diminished  as  the  owners  of  the 
land  have  not  accepted  the  amount  awarded 
to  them  when  this  land  was  taken.  It  would 
therefore  be  necessary  before  the  contract  for 
this  building  is  let  that  an  additional  appro- 
priation be  provided. 

As  you  requested  the  other  day  I  took  this 
matter  up  with  Auditor  Carven  and  he  recom- 
mended that  an  order  be  introduced  at  the 
next  Council  meeting  to  cover  the  appropria- 
tion needed  for  this  building.  He  advised  me 
that  it  may  be  a  considerable  period  of  time 
before  the  appropriation  would  be  in  such 
shape  that  we  could  reasonably  advertise  for 
bids.  As  I  understand  it,  unless  the  City 
Council  gives  the  new  order  a  reading  Monday 
afternoon  before  it  is  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  it  will  be  at  least  fifteen  days  be- 
fore the  order  would  receive  its  first  reading, 
after  which  there  may  be  a  considerable  period 
of  time  elapse  before  the  Council  would  take 
final  action.  Mr.  Carven  also  had  certain 
ideas  in  regard  to  the  financial  aspect  of  this 
appropriation  which  I  think  it  would  be  bet- 
ter for  him  to  explain  to  you  in  person. 

Unless  we  could  make  arrangements  to  be- 
gin the  construction  work  by  November  1  I 
think  we  would  probably  get  a  better  build-

Dear  Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  has 
asked  for  our  legal  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  order  of  the  Mayor  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  on  May  24,  1926,  for  $400,000 
for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  snow  re- 
moval has  been  legally  authorized  by  the  City 
Council. 

On  May  24,  1926,  the  Mayor  submitted  the 
following   orders   to   the   City   Council : 

"Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  Depart- 
mental Equipment,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  to   said  amount." 

"Ordered,  That  under  the  authority  of 
chapter  two  hundred  sixty-one  of  the  Acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  the  City 
Auditor  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  trans- 
fer, from  the  appropriation  for  Reserve  Fund, 
$32,000,  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Public 
Works  Department,  Paving  Service,  C-4,  Motor 
Vehicles,  $7,000  ;  C-13,  Tools  and  Instruments, 
$25,000." 

These  orders  were  accompanied  by  a  com- 
munication from  the  Mayor  to  the  Council 
in  which  his  Honor  the  Mayor  explained 
that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
equipment  to  be  purchased  "is  of  such  short 
life  that  it  cannot  properly  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  loan,  this  material  should  be  financed 
within  the  current  budget."  He  therefore 
suggested  the  passage  of  the  order  for  transfer 
of  funds  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Public 
Works  Department,  Paving  Service  appropria- 
tion  for   $32,000. 

"In  his  communication  to  the  Council  his 
Honor  explained  the  reasons  for  submitting 
the  $400,000  loan  order  by  stating  that, 

"The  Board  of  Municipal  Emergencies  in  a 
report  submitted  to  me  under  date  of  March 
9,  1926,  stressed  the  fact  that  the  present 
mechanical  equipment  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  is  totally  inadequate  to  cope  with 
storms  of  the   intensity  of  these   which   visited 


our  city  last  February.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  it  is  desirable  that  equipment  costing 
approximately  $500,000  should  be  purchased 
in  order  that  the  Public  Works  Department 
may  have  adequate  mechanical  means  to  com- 
bat the  storms  of  subsequent  winters.  The 
recommendation  of  the  Board  was  received 
subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  budget  for  the 
current  year.  No  provision  having  been  made 
therein  for  the  passage  of  such  a  large  amount 
of  equipment,  the  only  alternative  remaining, 
if  equipment  is  to  be  available  for  use  in  the 
winter  of  1926  and  1927,  is  to  issue  bonds 
for   the   same." 

On  May  24  the  Council  voted  that  the 
message  and  orders  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  On 
July  12,  1926,  the  Committee  on  Finance 
recommended  the  passage  of  the  orders  of 
the  Mayor.  On  that  date,  however,  the  Council 
voted  to  lay  the  orders  of  his  Honor  on  the 
table,  a  majority  of  the  Council,  the  number 
required,  having  voted  to  so  do. 

On  July  19,  1926,  a  motion  was  made  to  take 
from  the  table  a  loan  order  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  which  motion  was  defeated,  and  the 
matter  continued  to  remain  on  the  table.  No 
further  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  on 
the  Mayor's   recommendation  or  orders. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (amended  City 
Charter)  : 

"The  mayor  from  time  to  time  may  bring 
to  the  city  council  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance 
or  loan  order  filed  with  the  city  clerk  such 
recommendations  other  than  for  school  pur- 
poses as  he  may  deem  to  be  for  the  welfare 
of  the  city.  The  city  council  shall  consider 
each  ordinance  or  loan  order  presented  by  the 
mayor  and  shall  either  adopt  or  reject  the 
same  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  when 
it  is  filed  as  aforesaid.  If  the  said  ordinance 
or  loan  order  is  not  rejected  within  the  said 
sixty  days  it  shall  be  in  force  as  if  adopted 
by  the  city  council  unless  previously  withdrawn 
by  the  mayor." 

It  is  seen  that  this  provision  of  law  pro- 
vides that  if  a  loan  order  presented  to  the 
City  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  not 
rejected  by  the  City  Council  within  sixty  days, 
it  shall  be  in  force  as  if  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  unless  the  order  is  previously 
withdrawn  by  the  Mayor.  Sixty  days  from 
March  24.  1926,  the  date  of  the  presentation 
of  the  order  by  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council, 
is  July  23,  1926,  and  if  the  order  was  not 
withdrawn  by  the  Mayor  or  rejected  by  the 
City  Council  prior  to  July  24,  1926,  it  became 
effective    and    in    force    on    that    day. 

The  language  of  section  2  of  the  charter 
is  clear  and  unambiguous.  The  purpose  of  the 
Legislature  in  enacting  it  is  amost  self- 
evident  by  the  language  itself.  It  was  to  com- 
pel the  City  Council  to  act  within  a  given 
time  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayor 
who  by  the  charter  is  the  executive  and 
responsible  head  of  the  city  government.  It 
was  to  prevent  the  tying  up  of  the  function- 
ing of  the  city  government  and  the  tying  of 
the  hands  of  the  chief  executive  and  other 
departmental  heads  by  failure  to  appropriate 
money  required  to  carry  on  the  city's"  business 
that  this  legislation  was  created.  For  the 
same  purpose  the  following  provision  was 
made  by  the  Legislature   in   the  charter. 

"Every  appropriation,  ordinance,  resolution 
and  vote  of  the  city  council  except  votes 
relating  to  its  own  internal  affairs,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  mayor,  who  shall  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  a  written  record  of  the 
time  and  place  of  presentation,  and  it  shall 
be  in  force  if  he  approves  the  same  within 
fifteen  days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him,  or  if  the  same  is  not  returned  by  him 
with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing  within 
said   period   of   fifteen   days." 

This  latter  provision  was  made  to  compel 
the  Mayor  to  act  upon  appropriations,  ordi- 
nances, etc.,  as  passed  by  the  City  Council, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  from  obstructing  the  proper  func- 
tioning   of    the    City    Council. 
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Provisions  similar  to  those  contained  in 
section  4  have  been  passed  upon  by  our 
Supreme  Court  and  held  to  be  clearly  legal 
and  proper.  See  Doty  vs.  Lynch,  166  Mass. 
138  ;  Dimick  vs.  Barry,  211  Mass.  165. 

I  must  advise  your  honorable  board,  there- 
fore that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City 
Council  failed  to  adopt  or  reject  the  loan  orders 
as  submitted  to  them  by  the  Mayor  on  May 
24,  1926,  within  sixty  days  from  said  date, 
said  orders  are  in  force  and  effect  as  if  adopted 
by  the  City  Council,  the  Mayor  not  having 
withdrawn  the  same  from  the  consideration  of 
the  Council. 

Chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1891  provides  in 
section  1  as  follows  : 

"The  City  of  Boston  shall  not  borrow  any 
money  for  the  purposes  taken  into  account 
in  determining  its  debt  limit  unless  the  mayor 
shall  in  writing  certify  upon  the  order  author- 
izing the  loan  that  the  amount  intended  to  be 
so  borrowed  is  not,  in  his  opinion,  to  meet  a 
current  expense,  or  that  such  money  is  to  meet 
a  current  expense,  but  that  public  necessity 
requires  the  borowing  of  the  same." 

On  July  24,  1926,  the  Mayor  certified  on  the 
original  order  that  the  loan  order  is  not,  in  his 
opinion,  to  meet  a  current  expense.  This 
action  by  the  Mayor  was  a  compliance  with 
the  law  and  the  loan  order  thereupon  became 
effective.

STREETS  ACCEPTED  AND  LAID  OUT. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Council  be  informed  forthwith,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  by  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  and  by  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment of  the  names  and  locations  of  all 
streets  actually  accepted  and  laid  out  by  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  from  the  mil- 
lion dollars  appropriated  in  1926  and  upon 
which  street  work  has  actually  been  com- 
menced to  date  by  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
say,  in  reference  to  that  order,  that  early 
this  year,  included  in  the  budget,  as  I  remem- 
ber it,  was  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000  for 
the  acceptance  and  laying  out  of  streets.  If 
I  am  correctly  informed,  the  first  street  ac- 
cepted and  laid  out  was  Waldorf  street  in 
Ward  17,  Dorchester,  the  same  being  in  May. 
Since  that  date,  if  I  am  correctly  informed, 
absolutely  no  work  has  been  done  on  the 
street.  I  do  not  offer  this  order  in  criticism 
of  either  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
or-  the  Public  Works  Department.  I  am  in- 
formed by  Chairman  Hurley  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  that  their  department  is 
farther  advanced  at  this  time  this  year  than 
they  were  last  year.  I  do  not  know  where 
the  fault  rests,  but  the  fact  remains  that  we 
appropriated  a  million  dollars  for  the  accept- 
ance and  laying  out  of  streets.  The  fact  re- 
mains that  three  quarters  of  the  year  has 
passed.  So  far  as  Ward  17,  Dorchester,  is 
concerned,  the  people  of  that  district  are  not 
interested  in  registered  mail  or  newspaper 
headlines  or  advertisements  in  the  newspapers. 
What  they  want  to  see  in  that  particular  ward 
are  a  few  picks  or  shovels  actually  out  work- 
ing on  the  streets.  The  year  is  three  quarters 
over,  and  we  have  not  seen  any  signs  of  ac- 
tivity in  the  acceptance  of  streets  in  Ward  17, 
Dorchester,  yet,  and  I  simply  should  like  to 
take  stock  at  this  time,  to  cheek  up  on  what 
actually  is  being  accomplished  in' the  various 
wards  of  the  city. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  before  voting 
in  favor  of  this  order  I  should  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman  who  introduced  it  (Coun.  Wilson) 
whether  or  not  he  has  the  information  sought 
in  the  order  from  the  heads  of  the  two  de- 
partments and,  if  he  did  seek  it  in  person, 
what  information  the  heads  of  the  departments 
gave  him. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  al- 
ways a  pleasure  to  answer  the  genial  councilor 
from  the  West  Roxbury  district,  who  has 
succeeded  in  putting  through  Ashland  street 
and  other  streets  in  his  district.  I  would  say 
that  I  have  talked,  as  stated  previously,  to 
Mr.  Hurley  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners, in  reference  to  these  streets,  and  I 
have  talked  with  other  members  of  the  Board, 
and  no  doubt  if  their  time  had  been  sufficient 
simultaneously    with    my    own    time,    I    might 


have  been  able  to  get  the  information.  I  have 
not  talked  with  the.  Department  of  .Public 
Works.  I  do  not  know  that  the  information 
would  be  refused  me,  but  I  think  that  this  is 
a  proper  way  to  obtain  it.  I  think  that  not 
only  am  I,  as  the  representative  of  Ward.  17, 
entitled  to  the  information,  but  it  occurs  to 
me  that  perhaps  all  of  the  twenty-two  coun- 
cilors of  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  inter- 
ested to  see  just  what  the  status  is  of  the 
million   dollar   appropriation. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  Chairman,  now  that 
our  Republican  brethren  are  through  quarrel- 
ling I  may  assume  the  form  of  Moses  here  and 
lead  them  out  of  darkness  into  light,  and  I 
must  say  that  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester 
is  to  be  commended  for  introducing  this  order 
because  it  presents  to  us  suburban  councilors, 
I  might  say,  as  well  as  to  each  and  every 
member  of  this  body,  'an  opportunity  to  pre- 
sent a  record  of  eight  months  of  accomplish- 
ment of  the  administration,  and  I  do  not 
think  it  amounts  to  much.  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal campaign  issues  of  the  present  Mayor  of 
Boston  was  the  fact  that  he  was  going  to  lay 
out  suburban  streets,  going  to  put  through 
sewerage  and  waterworks,  and  sidewalks,  using 
proper  material  in  their  construction,  and 
eight  months  have  elapsed  and  absolutely 
nothing  has  been  done.  On  March  27,  1926, 
— I  have  the  date  right  here, — the  Mayor  of 
Boston  approved  this  order  for  $1,000,000  for 
highway  improvements.  I  have  reference  to 
these  streets  and,  as  my  neighboring  councilor 
has  said,  not  a  pick  or  shovel  has  gone  in 
the  streets.  There  is  left  of  this  $1,000,000  a 
balance  of  $985,551.60,  and,  if  my  Republican 
brethren  can  add,  that  is  almost  a  million 
dollars.  Now  it  is  a  shame  and  a  disgrace 
that  this  condition  exists.  It  is  a  shame  be- 
cause it  is  a  detriment  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
it  is  a  detriment  to  the  assessing  values  in 
the  suburban  districts,  and  it  is  a  detriment 
to  each  and  every  one  of  us  here  because  the 
only  thing  we  can  give  the  people  of  our  sec- 
tions, principally,  is  decent  streets  or  decent 
sidewalks,  and  this  year  we  are  flat  failures. 
Now,  anticipating  this  situation  and  knowing 
just  what  will  happen — I  will  assure  my 
friends  that  this  report  is  for  the  month  end- 
ing August  31,  1926,  which  is  substantially 
the  present  date — anticipating  the  situation 
some  time  ago,  a  week  ago  I  brought  the  mat- 
ter to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners,  and  I  said,  "Now,  if  we  have 
got  this  money  available  now  and  the  Mayor 
wants  another  million  for  next  year — and  I 
am  sure  the  majority  of  this  Council  want  a 
million  for  next  year — what  are  we  going  to 
do  ?"  They  got  this  million  to  use  next  year. 
It  is  the  twentieth  day  of  September.  No 
hearings  have  been  held  of  any  consequence, 
except  a  few  scattering  ones  here  and  there. 
A  few  politics  have  been  played,  and  the 
people  as  a  whole  have  got  no  where  because 
of  cute  politics.  We  haven't  had  a  street 
fixed  in  my  ward,  except  one,  and  I  think 
the  rest  of  the  councilors  can  say  the  same 
thing  for  their  wards.  It  is  a  disgraceful  sit- 
uation for  the  people  of  Boston.  It  is  now 
the  twentieth  day  of  September.  If  we  started 
in  now  it  would  require  three  weeks  of  ad- 
■  yertising  for  the  hearings  downstairs  here  in 
the  commissioners'  office.  It  would  require 
two  more  weeks,  or  three  weeks,  for  the  ad- 
vertising of  the  contracts  by  the  Public  Works 
Department,  and  another  week  or  more  for 
the  necessary  detail  to  be  formulated  in  the 
Public  Works  Department  before  the  actual 
pick  and  shovel  work  could  be  done,  and  that 
would  bring  it  over  to  November  15,  and 
when  that  day  has  arrived  that  is  the  end  of 
the  season  because  they  cannot  do  any  more 
work  on  account  of  frost  and  the  possibility 
of  having  snow  storms.  Now  eight  months 
have  passed  and  this  administration  has  woe- 
fully fallen  down  on  this  proposition.  This  is 
the  principal  thing  we  can  do  in  the  city  gov- 
ernment. The  only  thing  we  have  done  was 
to  spend  $400,000  for  the  snow  removal  ma- 
chinery. This  is  entirely  a  woebegone  situa- 
tion, and  I  commend  my  brother  from  my 
neighboring    ward,    even    though    he   be   a    Re- 
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publican,  for  having  the  foresight  to  bring 
the  order  in  here.  I  will  say  that  he  beat  me 
by  only  one  week  in  doing  it,  and  I  urge  its 
passage. 

The     rule     was     suspended     and     the     order 
passed. 


PAVING  OF  GASTON  STREET. 
Coun.  BUSH  offered  the  following : : 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  repave  Gaston  street,  from  Warren 
street  to  Blue  Hill  avenue,  with  smooth  pave- 
ment. 

The    rule     was     suspended,     and     the     order 
passed. 


PAVING  OF  HOLBORN  STREET. 
Coun.  BUSH  offered  the  following:

Ordered,  That  the  open  space  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Commonwealth  and  Massachusetts 
avenues  be  named  and  known  as  A.  Davis 
Weld  square,  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  said 
Weld,  who  was  killed  in  action  during  the 
World  War,  and  that  said  space  be  suitably 
designated   by   signs. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  have  in- 
troduced this  order  at  the  request  of  the 
Oliver  Ames,  Jr.,  Post,  No.  117,  the  American 
Legion.  One  of  the  proudest  offices  that  I 
have  held  was  that  of  the  first  finance  officer 
of  this  post,  and  this  is  the  first  time  that  I 
have  been  asked  to  do  anything  of  a  public 
nature  for  this  post,  and  I  am  only  too  glad 
to  do  so.  The  usual  request  has  been  made 
of  the  Park  Department  for  this  privilege, 
and  it  has  been  granted,  but  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  Massachusetts  avenue  crosses 
this  park  and  it  is  a  Boston  street,  we  have 
to  have  concurrent  action  by  the  City  Council. 

A  word  as  to  the  man  for  whom  it  is 
proposed  to  name  this  square.  A.  Davis  Weld 
lived  at  70  Marlborough  street,  the  son  of 
B.  C.  Weld.  He  was  a  junior"  at  Havard 
University  when  the  call  to  arms  came.  He 
enrolled  at  Plattsburg  and  was  commissioned  a 
first  lieutenant  in  the  infantry,  being  assigned 
to    Company    I,    Seventh    Infantry.      He    went 


overseas  on  August  3,  1918.  He  took  part  in 
the  Meuse-Argonne  engagement,  and  was  killed 
in    action   at    Cunel   Woods,    October    11,    1918. 

Mr.  Weld  was  a  college  chum  of  Oliver  Ames, 
Jr.,  for  whom  the  post  in  that  section  is 
named.  I  move  you,  sir,  suspension  of  the 
rule   and   the   passage   of  the  order. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  could 
not  let  the  occasion  pass  without  my  saying 
a  few  words  on  the  subject,  as  Lieutenant 
Weld  was  personally  known  to  me  for  a  great 
many  years.  "Dave"  Weld  was  a  fine  soldier 
and  a  loyal  friend.  To  my  mind,  it  is  only 
right  and  proper  that  the  square  should  be 
named  for  him  and  his  memory  be  perpetuated. 
and  I  second  this  motion  which  has  been 
presented  by  my  neighboring  councilor,  par- 
ticularly as  the  square  is  in  my  ward  and 
Davis  Weld  was  a  friend  of  mine  on  Marl- 
borough  street.

GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  this  afternoon, 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Celebrations  appeared  and  was  interrogated  at 
length  in  a  vain  endeavor  on  my  part  to  ascer- 
tain what  in  the  line  of  a  budget  he  had 
in  mind  in  asking  for  $10,000  over  and  above 
what  his  department  had  already  had  this 
year.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  whole  under- 
lying idea  of  a  budget  is  to  tell  in  advance 
what  you  propose  to  do  with  your  money. 
He  could  not  give  us  any  idea  at  all  in  regard 
to  what  expenditures  he'  proposed  to  make 
and,  aside  from  what  we  can  gather  from 
his  request  for  $10,000,  we  are  only  allowed 
to  surmise  what  he  proposes  to  do  with  the 
money  we  give  him  in  public  celebrations.  He 
stated  that  the  best  recollection  he  had  in 
regard  to  the  Christmas  celebration  was  that 
$2,500  was  spent  last  year,  and  that  year  in 
connection  with  the  October  12th  celebration 
$3,200  was  spent.  That  is  easily  totalled  to 
$5,700.  He  stated  that  more  money  will  be 
spent  this  year  in  connection  with  Thanskgiv- 
ing,  and  he  stated  that  he  could  not  give  us 
any  idea  whatever  in  regard  to  what  the  call 
might  be  upon  his  office  for  the  November  11th 
celebration  this  year.  It  seems  to  me  that 
this  is  nothing  but  laughing  at  the  whole 
idea  of  a  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston — to 
come  before  this  Council  and,  without  giving 
us  any  more  idea  than  that  of  what  he  pro- 
poses to  do  with  $10,000  is  simply  to  scoff 
and  laugh  at  the  whole  idea  of  the  budget 
system,  and  I  am  opposed  to  the  passage 
of  this  order  until  the  Department  of  Public 
Celebration  is  willing  to  tell  the  Council  what 
they  propose  to  do  with  the  $10,000  if  it  is 
given  to  it  rather  than  simply  to  expend  it. 
Coun.    PARKMAN — Mr.    Chairman,    I    agree 


with  the  principle  expressed  by  the  last 
speaker,  and  I  am  opposed  to  the  passage  of 
this  transfer.  It  is  not  so  much  the  amount 
of  money  that  is  involved,  but  it  is  the  budget 
principle.  The  budget  principle  contemplates 
two  things — first,  figuring  your  needs  in  ad- 
vance, and,  second,  sticking  to  those  figures 
and  not  exceeding  'them  in  the  expenditure 
of  your  money.  One  branch  is  just  as  im- 
portant as  the  other,  and  if  there  is  no  budget 
control  the  whole  principle  of  the  budget 
system  fails  and  has  no  effectiveness  whatso- 
ever. Now,  at  the  outset  this  year — and  I 
may  remind  the  Council  that  the  expenditures 
of  preceding  administrations  on  Public  Cele- 
brations have  been  severely  criticized — we  were 
asked  to  appropriate  $50,000  for  public  cele- 
brations. This  amount  was  $20,000  or  $30,000 
less  than  the  amount  spent  in  the  preceding 
year  and  to  that  extent  was  a  praiseworthy 
attempt  to  save  money  in  that  department. 
But,  at  the  present  time,  only  two  thirds  of 
the  year  has  gone,  and  $50,000  has  been  drawn 
this  way.  It  has  been  impossible  to  get  any 
estimate  of  the  expenditures  for  the  remaining 
part  of  the  year.  For  all  we  know,  this 
$10,000  is  a  mere  drop  in  the  bucket.  This 
$10,000  may  go  in  the  next  two  public  celebra- 
tions, and  we  will  be  asked  once  more  to 
appropriate  another  $10,000  or  another  $20.- 
000  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  further  public 
celebrations.  The  Mayor's  office,  to  my  mind, 
is  the  office  of  all  others  where  the  budget 
principle  should  be  more  sacred  than  any  other. 
If  the  actions  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Celebrations  are  going  to  spread  to  every 
other  department,  there  will  be  a  complete 
breakdown  of  the  budget  system.  To  allow 
it  in  this  case  is  a  bad  example  and  a  bad 
precedent  for  all  other  department  heads,  and 
on  that  ground  I  oppose  the  passage  of  this 
transfer. 

Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
usually  in  accord  with  my  colleagues  who 
have  just  spoken,  but  on  this  particular  item 
I  believe  that  the  Council  should  not  be 
niggardly.  I  believe  that  it  is  to  the  advan- 
tage of  Boston  outside  of  its  own  community 
to  take  adequate  cognizance  of  all  these  events 
which  are  celebrated  by  people  everywhere. 
I  do  not  believe  that  any  member  of  this 
Council  would  want  to  vote  to  say  that  the 
City  of  Boston  should  not  adequately  celebrate 
Armistice  Day,  because  it  will  be  the  first 
Armistice  Day,  I  believe,  when  the  city  will 
take  any  conspicuous  part  in  the  celebration. 
I  believe,  sir,  that  we  should  pass  this  appro- 
priation   as    asked    for   forthwith. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  the  last 
speaker  seems  to  miss  entirely  the  point  which 
Coun.  Parkman  and  I  both  made.  I  do  not 
believe  that  either  of  us  is  opposed  to  the 
city  participating  in  public  celebrations.  We 
are  for  a  celebration  on  Armistice  Day,  on 
Columbus  Day,  at  Christmas  and  other  public 
celebrations,  but  what  we  do  say  is  that  we 
should  not  go  into  this  thing  with  our  eyes 
shut,  not  knowing  whether  we  are  going  to 
spend  50  cents  or  $50,000.  The  budget  to 
which  we  are  committed  says  that  we  shall 
say  in  advance  how  much  money  we  are  going 
to  spend  on  these  various  things,  and  this 
year  we  shall  stick  to  what  we  say.  Simply 
to  go  into  the  situation  without  knowing  in 
advance  what  we  are  going  to  spend  is  to 
cast  the  budget  system  aside.  We  are  not 
opposed  to  having  celebrations  on  Armistice 
Day,  on  October  12th,  or  any  of  the  other 
days,  but  we  say  we  should  know  in  advance 
and  we  should  stick  to  the  figure  in  advance 
which    we   set. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  wonder  if 
the  councilor  understands  that  all  of  this 
money  that  is  spent  under  this  department  is 
not  spent  for  these  celebrations  on  holidays  ? 
A  considerable  percentage  of  this  money  is 
spent  for  the  entertainment  of  guests.  The 
City  of  Boston,  I'  believe,  has  lost  out  on 
conventions  because  of  the  fact  that  it  has 
really  been  niggardly  in  the  amount  it  has 
appropriated   to   induce   these  organizations   to 
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hold  their  conventions  here.  I  have  one  in 
mind  at  this  time  that  should  come  here  next 
year  to  celebrate  its  golden  anniversary,  but 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  was  felt  by 
the  directors  of  that  organization  that  they 
would  not  receive  the  encouragement  here 
from  the  City  of  Boston  which  they  would 
receive  somewhere  else,  they  are  going  else- 
where for  that  celebration.  I  believe  that  the 
city  can  well  afford  to  spend  money  in  this 
way  which  is  a  benefit  to  the  city  as  a  whole, 
and  the  business  people  of  Boston  benefit 
largely  by  those  that  live  outside  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  GUILD — Of  course,  Mr.  Chairman,  the 
obvious  answer  to  the  remark  of  the  last 
councilor  is  that  the  convention  season  for  the 
present  year  is  over,  and  that  the  -310,000 
which  we  are  considering  is  for  this  year 
and  not  for  conventions  which  may  come  here 
next  year. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following 
result. :

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  Chairman,  is  there  a 
quorum  present  ? 

Chairman   DOWLING— Yes. 

City  Clerk  DONOVAN — These  orders  require 
a   two-thirds   vote   of  the   entire   body. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  give 
notice  now  that  at  the  next  meeting  I  shall 
move   reconsideration   of   the   vote. 

Chairman  DOWLING — Coun.  Arnold  moves 
reconsideration  of  the  vote  just  taken.  If 
reconsideration  is  voted  the  matter  can  then 
be   assigned  to  the  next  meeting. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried  and  the 
order  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting  on 
motion  of   Coun.  Arnold.

Coun.  GILBODY — For  personal  informa- 
tion. That  last  order  concerns  the  transfer 
of  the  money  for  granolithic  sidewalk  con- 
struction, and  I  am  wondering  about  it. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  Chair  will  in- 
form the  councilor  that  fifteen  votes  are  re- 
quired to  pass  the  order,  and  we  have  not 
fifteen  members  here. 


(At  this  point  Coun.  Fitzgerald  entered  the 
Council  Chamber.) 

Coun.  GILBODY — I  now  ask  that  the  order 
on  granolithic  sidewalks  transfer  be  called  up 
and   acted  upon. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order 
passed,  yeas   16,  nays  0.

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public   Lands,   submitted   the   following : 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  April  20) 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to 
sell  at  public  auction,  at  an  upset  price  of 
3135.000,  the  land  and  buildings  numbered  41- 
48  Arch  street  and  8-12  Hawley  place,  and 
execute  a  deed  for  same  to  purchaser  in  a 
form  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department — 
that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  16,  nays  0. 

Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for   final  action. 


UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

Coun.  PARKMAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  have 
one  suggestion  that  might  be  in  order  at  this 
time,  and  that  is  to  call  up  No.  1  on  the 
calendar  and   give  the  same   a  second  reading. 

No.  1  on  the  calendar  -was  as  follows : 

1.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
and  he  hereby  is  authorized  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  sell  at  public 
auction  at  an  upset  price  of  forty-eight  thou- 
sand dollars  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  said  city  in  and  to  the  land,  buildings, 
flats  and  dock  situate  in  Charlestown,  on  the 
northeast  side  of  Medford  street  at  the  corner 
of  Terminal  street  so  called  and  on  the  south- 
east side  of  said  Terminal  street,  consisting 
approximately  of  thirty-nine  thousand  one 
hundred  thirty-six  square  feet  of  solid,  sixteen 
hundred  square  feet  of  flats  and  thirty-eight 
hundred  square  feet  of  dock,  and  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  hereby  is  further 
authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  the  above  described  premises  a  deed 
or  release  of  said  premises,  satisfactory  in 
form   to  the   Law   Department. 

On  August  2,  1926,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  16,  nays  0. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  Chairman, 

through  you,  I  should  like  to  ask  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  if 
I  may,  a  couple  of  questions  relative  to  this 
order.  First  of  all,  I  would  like  to  find  out 
if  there  have  not  been  bids  in  reference  tc 
this,  and  if  the  highest  bidder  was  not  the 
man  specified  in  the  order  and,  if  that  is 
true,  why  an  auction  is  being  authorized  at 
this  time  rather  than  selling  it  to  the  high- 
est  bidder. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  Chairman,  in 
answer  to  the  question  of  the  gentleman  from 
Brighton,  I  would  say  this.  I  talked  with 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  relative  to  the  sale  of 
all  the  various  parcels  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
There  are  some  forty  parcels,  of  which  every 
member    of    our    committee    has    a    copy,    that 
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are  now  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  that 
are  not  being  used.  There  is  this  wharf  in 
Charlestown,  there  is  an  old  wharf  in  Dor- 
chester on  Freeport  street,  there  are  a  couple 
of  old  police  stations,  one  old  firehouse,  and 
an  old  pumping  station  out  on  Metropolitan 
avenue,  and  all  of  those  stations  are  due 
to  be  sold  in  view  of  the  present  high  tax 
rate.  The  Mayor  thought  it  would  be  very 
unwise,  because  of  the  fear  that  someone 
might  say  "collusion,"  to  authorize  the  sale 
to  any  person  at  a  given  price,  and  so  he 
thought  on  this  order,  as  on  that  last  order 
which  I  just  presented,  the  one  on  Arch 
street,  that  the  only  thing  we  could  do  in 
fairness  to  the  city  and  in  fairness  to  every 
one  who  wished  to  bid  on  the  property  was 
to  hold  a  public  auction  and  all  that  we 
authorize  under  this  auction  is  an  upset 
price.  On  this  property  here  in  Charles- 
town,  no  one  can  buy  it  for  less  than  $48,000. 
If  some  man  came  to  the  auction  in  Charles- 
town  and  paid  $45,000  he  could  not  get  it, 
but  this  will  be  duly  advertised  and  every 
one  will  have  a  right  to  bid.  Now,  I  know 
an  attorney  came  to  the  committee  who  has 
a  customer  that  is  a  neighboring  tenant  now 
on  Medford  street.  I  understand  it  is  a  for- 
mer official  of  a  neighboring  city,  who  also 
has  another  one,  and  from  all  appearances 
they  are  going  to  have  there  a  lively  auction 
sale,  and  the  only  thing  that  can  happen 
is  that  it  cannot  be  sold  for  less  than  this 
price. 

I  will  say  this  here  and  now, — while  it 
is  not  in  answer  to  the  councilor's  question, 
but  because  we  will  have  other  hearings  come 
along, — that  the  policy  of  the  committee  has 
changed  from  that  of  past  committees.  The 
real  estate  expert,  Mr.  Freeman,  saw  fit  to 
come  before  the  committee  and  simply  said 
there  was  someone  in  the  city  who  wanted 
to  buy  a  property  at  such  a  price,  and  we 
said,  way  back  last  May,  "Well,  Mr.  Free- 
man, do  you  know  who  the  customer  is?" 
and  he  said  "Yes."  "Well,  this  committee 
is  in  the  frame  of  mind  that  they  would 
like  to  know  who  the  customer  is,"  and  he 
said,  "I  don't  think  I  could  disclose  it."  We 
told  him  at  that  time  that,  as  we  were  elected 
by  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  we 
would  be  placed  in  a  very  embarrassing 
position  if  we  authorized  the  sale  of  a  cer- 
tain piece  of  property  and  did  not  know 
to  whom  we  were  selling,  and  after  con- 
sidering it  for  almost  two  months  a  man 
came  in  here  by  the  name  of  Fred  Gillespie. 
He  has  an  office  down  there  at  Atlantic  ave- 
nue, he  has  a  lumber  yard  in  Chelsea,  and 
he  said,  "I  have  been  advised  against  coming 
in  here,"  and  I  said,  "Rather  than  talk  with 
me,  come  before  our  full  committee,"  and 
he  agreed,  and  the  councilor  from  Jamaica 
Plain  and  the  councilors  from  Roxbury  and 
myself  and  Coun.  Wilson  from  Dorchester 
sat  there,  and  Mr.  Gillespie  came  in,  and 
we  asked  him  this  question :  "Are  you  going 
to  buy  this  property  for  speculation,  or  are 
you  going  to  buy  it  to  use?"  He  said,  "I 
am  going  to  buy  it  to  establish  the  Fred 
Gillespie  Lumber  Company,  and  we  are  going 
to  improve  this  wharf."  "Now,"  I  said, 
"how  about  employment  there?"  He  said, 
"I  will  employ  all  local  help."  The  coun- 
cilor from  Charlestown  is  very  much  inter- 
ested in  this  yard.  There  are  sixty  men 
assigned  to  this  yard,  and  the  councilor  from 
Charlestown  felt  that  those  sixty  men  may 
be  taken  away  from  Charlestown  and  into 
any  other  district.  I  went  to  Mr.  Sullivan, 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  I 
asked  him  if  he  would  keep  the  men  in 
Charlestown,  and  he  said,  "Yes,"  and  I  said, 
"Will  you  put  a  statement  in  writing  to  that 
effect?"  and  the  assistant  clerk  wrote  that 
not  one  of  the  sixty  men  will  be  taken  out 
of  Charlestown  and  all  the  teams  and  all  the 
equipment  will  be  assigned  to  one  of  the 
other   two   yards. 

This  is  the  situation,  and  so,  in  view  of 
the    high    tax    rate,    in    getting    rid    of    a    lot 


of  pieces  of  property  in  Boston,  we  do  not 
authorize  the  sale  to  an  individual,  but  to 
the  individual  who  on  the  highest  bid  is  going 
to  pay  this  price,  and  we  do  authorize  that 
at  a  public  auction  by  a  public  auctioneer, 
upon  the  advice  of  a  real  estate  expert, 
Mr.  Freeman,  just  the  same  as  on  the  last 
order  which  "we  just  passed.  Besides  that, 
sixteen  members  of  this  Council  have  already 
gone  on  record  on  roll  call  vote,  and  I  do 
not  see  any  reason  to  change  from  the  vote 
now. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  Chairman,  the  point 
that  I  am  about  to  raise  in  this.  I  did 
not  intend  to  devote  myself  to  this  discus- 
sion, but  I  should  like  to  know  if  we  are  set- 
ting up  an  upset  price  on  that  property 
based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty as  of  1926,  and  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  if  he  has  that 
knowledge. 

Coun.  McGRATH — The  assessed  valuation 
now  is  $44,200,  and  this  price  of  $48,000  is 
above    the    assessed    valuation. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat,  that  property  along  Medford 
street,  Charlestown,  has  tripled  in  valuation 
in  the  last  few  years  through  the  advent  of 
this  business  along  Medford  street,  and  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands  who  it  was  that  set 
up  that  price  at  $48,000  ;  whether  it  was  the 
real  estate  expert  or  the  Mayor,  or  the  Com- 
missioner   of    Public    Works  ? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  Chairman,  they 
asked  for  offers  from  a  number  of  different 
sources,  and  they  got  a  great  many  offers, 
and  I  understand  this  offer  was  by  far  the 
largest  offer  they  got,  and  then  when  the 
real  estate  expert  of  the  City  of  Boston  went 
over  to  appraise  it  he  said  he  thought  it 
was  a  'very  fair  offer  to  give  as  an  upset 
price.  This  will  not  in  any  way  regulate 
the  price  that  will  eventually  be  paid  but  it 
does  prohibit  it  from  being  sold  for  anything 
less  than  $48,000. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
sorry  I  have  got  to  rise  again,  but  I  think 
we  ought  to  hear  from  everybody  in  this 
matter,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
discussion  has  arisen  I  think  we  ought  to 
lay  it  on  the  table  and  have  the  committee 
call  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  and  see  what  their  opinion  is, 
and  then  we  are  all  free  and  clear  and  all 
above  board  in  this  body.  I  make  the  mo- 
tion that  we  lay  it  on  the  table  and  have 
it  recommitted  to  the  committee  and  have 
them  consult  with  the  Board  of  Assessors 
and   see  what   their  opinion    is. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  Chairman,  let  me 
say  this,  in  all  fairness,  that  I  think  our 
committee  gives  as  much  publicity  to  our 
hearings  as  any  committee  here.  We  have 
been  very,  very  fair  about  this  matter.  It 
has  been  before  the  committee  for  two  months. 
We  have  spoken  with  everybody  in  connection 
with  it ;  it  has  had  wide  advertising,  and 
there  isn't  another  person  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  has  offered  anywhere  near  this 
price.  It  does  not  make  much  difference, 
sir,  whether  we  pass  this  particular  order 
or  not.  I  think  the  spirit  that  moves  the 
Mayor  in  sending  this  on  is  a  good  one,  to 
get  rid  of  a  lot  of  these  pieces  of  property, 
but  in  fairness  to  this  gentleman  who  is  one 
of  the  bidders,  I  must  say  that  we  passed 
this  on  the  second  day  of  last  August  with 
a  unanimous  vote  at  that  time.

Now,  because  of  our  own  volition 
we  postponed  it  for  six  weeks,  and  the  man 
has  gone  ahead  more  or  less  hoping  that 
the  body  would  carry  out  what  we  started, 
and  I  think  if  this  discussion  was  to  arise 
the  time  to  have  had  it  was  on  the  second 
day  of  August   rather  than   this   late  date.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  sections  2  to  5, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1925,  the  Fire  Department  of  this  city  is  divided 
on  a  two-platoon  basis.  No  provision  is  made  for 
meal  periods  for  the  men  who  are  obliged  to  work 
twenty-four  hours  every  sixth  day  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  two-platoon  ordi- 
nance. 

I  believe  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  men  if  they  were  allowed  at 
least  one  meal  period  on  the  day  on  which  they 
are  performing  a  tour  of  duty  for  twenty-four 
hours. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  your  Honor  recommend 
to  the  City  Council  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
providing  that  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
who  are  on  a  twenty-four  hour  tour  of  duty  be 
allowed  one  meal  period  of  one  and  one  quarter 
hours  while  on  such  tour  of  duty.

Gentlemen, — The  City  of  Boston,  through  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  for  the  purpose 
of  widening  Tremont  street,  took  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  a  portion  of  the  premises  of  Ira  W.

Dear  Sir, — I  return  herewith  the  following  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  July  12,  1926: 

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report 
to  the  City  Council  upon  the  advisability  of 
changing  the  uniforms  of  the  Fire  Department  to 
a  style  and  weight  which  will  relieve  the  wearers 
of  the  discomfort  they  experience  with  the  present 
regulation  dress. 

I  have  given  this  matter  careful  consideration 
and  had  a  committee  of  the  uniformed  force  also 
make  a  study  of  the  situation.  I  find  that  up  to 
1925  the  City  of  Boston  was  furnishing  the  men 
with  uniforms  made  of  16-ounce  cloth  and  20- 
ounee  cloth.  Numerous  complaints  were  received 
that  the  16-ounce  cloth  was  easily  torn  and  would 
not  hold  its  shape.  In  general  it  was  an  unsatis- 
factory weight.  It  was  felt  that  the  20-ounce 
cloth  was  too  heavy  for  all  around  wear,  and  it 
was  decided  at  that  time  to  issue  uniforms  made 
of  18-ounce  cloth  which  have  proven  very  satis- 
factory and  with  far  less  complaint. 

The  committee  which  went  into  the  maUer 
states,  "With  the  exception  of  a  small  percentage 
of  the  members  of  the  department,  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  wear  the  uniforms  but  very  little  while 
they  are  on  duty.  The  greatest  length  of  time  the 
uniform  is  worn  is  while  they  are  going  to  or  re- 
turning from  duty  to  their  homes,  which  will  ap- 
proximately average  thirty  minutes  each  way. 
Furthermore,  the  present  rules  of  the  department 
allow  members  on  house  patrol  to  discard  the 
uniform  coat  during  extremely  hot  weather."

MEDICAL      TREATMENT      OF       INJURED 
POLICEMEN  AND   FIREMEN.

be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
provide  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for 
the  proper  care  and  treatment  of  policemen  and 
firemen  who  are  injured  or  mained  while  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  in  presenting 
that  order  my  attention  has  been  called  to  a  recent 
shooting  affair  in  the  City  of  Boston  where  a 
policeman — Officer  Fitzpatrick — was  shot,  was 
sent  to  the  City  Hospital  dangerously  ill  and 
injured  while  in  line  of  duty,  and  his  wife  was 
compelled  to  hire  a  private  room  in  the  City  Hospi- 
tal, and  was  compelled  to  have  a  day  and  night 
nurse  at  an  expense  of  over  $100  a  week.  It  is  my 
contention  in  presenting  this  order  that  any 
firemen  or  policemen  who  are  injured  in  their 
respective  lines  of  duty  should  at  least  have  the 
best  medical  attention  and  care  that  the  City 
of  Boston  is  able  to  provide  for  them  at  no  expense 
to  themselves. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  in  hearty 
accord  with  what  the  previous  speaker  has  stated 
with  regard  to  the  advisability  of  providing  medical 
and  surgical  attention  for  the  police  officers  and 
firemen  injured  in  the  line  of  duty.  His  remarks, 
however,  have  presented  a  situation  which  may  be 
well  worth  the  time  of  this  body  to  investigate. 
If  it  is  true  that  a  police  officer  or  fireman  cannot 
get  attention  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  for  less 
than  $100  a  week,  then  that  is  a  situation  of  which 
the  public  should  be  informed,  and  this  body  in 
particular. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  familiar 
with  the  case  referred  to  by  Coun.  Dowd,  and  I 
am  in  position  to  assure  the  councilor  from  Jamaica 
Plain  that  it  will  cost  any  person  going  to  the  City 
Hospital  to  receive  the  attention  which  this  officer 
needed  during  this  emergency  $100  a  week  for 
special  nurses  at  $12  per  day.

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  auto  acci- 
dents involving  children,  especially  on  Saturdays, 
is  reaching  alarming  proportions  and 

Whereas,  The  establishing  of  new  community 
playgrounds  would  serve  to  decrease  the  number 
of  such  accidents  by  keeping  children  off  the  streets 
during  play  hours;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  keeping  open  for  play  purposes  the  yards 
of  all  available  schoolhouses  in  Boston,  after  school 
hours  until  sundown  and  all  day  on  Saturday. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  re- 
minded by  yesterday  morning's  papers  of  the 
number  of  accidents  among  small  children,  school 
children,  especially  on  Saturday,  and  I  was  curious 
enough  this  morning  to  make  some  investigation 
as  to  the  amount  of  land  available  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  I  found  that  in  the  East  Boston  section, 
which  is  a  crowded  section,  there  are  fifteen  schools 
with  ten  acres  of  land,  most  of  it  available  for  play 
purposes;  in  Charlestown  there  are  fourteen  schools 
with  five  acres  of  land  mostly  available,  and  in 
my  own  ward  there  are  ten  schoolhouses  with 
nine  acres  of  available  land.  Now,  among  the 
smaller  children,  the  children  that  go  to  kinder- 
garten and  the  primary  school,  they  are  accus- 
tomed to  go  five  days  a  week  into  the  school  yard, 
and  under  the  guidance  of  a  teacher  they  play  there 
at  recess  and  during  the  meal  hour  time.  Later 
on,  when  the  school  closes,  the  janitor  comes  out 
about  half  past  four  and  locks  the  gates,  forcing 
the  children  out  into  the  streets,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that,  with  the  amount  of  money  that  is  expended 
every  year  for  building  new  school  buildings  and 
building  large  available  yards  around  the  school 
buildings,  we  have  a  couple  of  hundred  playgrounds 
at  our  disposal  right  in  the  city,  so  that  all  that  is 
necessary  to  do  is  to  unlock  the  gates  and  until 
sundown  and  all  day  on  Saturday  let  the  children 
go  back  into  the  yards  where  they  have  been  ac- 
customed by  discipline  to  play  properly,  and  bring 
them  off  the  streets,  and  as  automobiles  increase 
more  and  more  on  the  city  streets,  which  today  in 
crowded  sections  are  the  playgrounds  for  the 
children,  it  would  be  well  for  us,  for  the  sake  of 
saving  life  and  limb  among  those  small  children 
who  cannot  care  for  themselves,  to  open  the  doors 
of  the  school  yards  and  allow  the  children  to  go  in 
there  and  establish  a  couple  of  hundred  community 
playgrounds  in  our  city  without  expense  to  the 
taxpayers. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed.

Dorchester  District — Courtland  road,  Dunkeld 
street,  Fessenden  street,  Hillsdale  street,  Hollings- 
worth  street,  Norn-ell  street,  Regina  road,  Verdun 
street,  Waldorf  street  and  Floyd  street. 

Roxbury  District — Dennison  street,  Glenburne 
street. 

Brighton  District — Antwerp  street,  Ascot  street, 
Benson  street,  Cygnet  street,  Duval  street,  Gor- 
don street,  Creylock  road,  Montcalm  avenue, 
Williston  road  and  Priscilla  road.

Nine  streets  completed  in  1925. 

Fourteen  streets  completed  or  under  way  in  1926. 

Two  streets  upon  which  work  has  not  been 
started. 

The  financial  history  of  these  three  years  is  as 
follows: 

1924 — Loan  made,  $600,000;  appropriation 
expenditure,  §413,202.62. 

1925 — Loan  made,  $500,000;  appropriation  ex- 
penditure, S334.154.80. 

1926 — Loan  made,  $1,000,000;  appropriation 
expenditure,  S40S.700  to  October  1,  1926. 

I  cannot  give  any  assurance  as  to  how  many 
streets  will  be  constructed  this  year,  but  in  my 
opinion  there  will  be  more  work  done  on  streets 
this  year  than  ever  before.  In  no  case  has  a  street 
program  ever  been  put  through  when  appropriation 
is  made  available,  but  invariably  most  of  it  has 
gone  into  the  following  year  and  there  is  still  some 
outstanding  work  for  the  year  1924.

RELEASE  TO  CHILDREN'S  FRIEND 
SOCIETY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  4,   1926. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  property  described  in  the 
accompanying  order  was  acquired  in  the  late  forties 
from  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Children's  Friend 
Society  upon  the  following  condition: 

When  the  Children's  Friend  Society  ceases  to 
use  the  property  they  shall  pay  to  the  City  of 
Boston  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  per  foot  for  the  land 
acquired,  which  would  mean  a  payment  to  the  city 
of  $7,262.50. 

As  the  Children's  Friend  Society  has  held  this 
property  for  many  years  and  has  rendered  great 
public  service  in  the  use  of  the  same,  I  strongly  feel 
that    this   property   should    be    conveyed   to    the 
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Children's  Friend  Society  free  from  any  con- 
dition, upon  the  city  receiving  a  release  for  all 
claims  for  damages  on  account  of  the  taking  for 
school  purposes.  The  receipt  of  the  release  is 
tantamount  to  the  payment  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars  for  the  property  free  from  condition. 

As  the  property  is  no  longer  needed  for  public 
purposes  I  recommend  the  accompanying  order 
for  your  favorable  consideration.

S,  1926,  declared  that  the  land  hereinafter  described 
was  no  longer  required  for  school  purposes  or  any 
other  public  purposes,  copies  of  which  orders  are 
hereto  annexed; 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  be  and  he  hereby 
is  duly  authorized  to  convey  by  an  instrument  in 
writing  to  the  said  Boston  Children's  Friend 
Society  the  following  described  parcels  of  land 
with  the  buildings  thereon  for  the  minimum  amount

INSTALLATION    OF    SHOWER    BATHS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  installing  shower  baths 
and  gymnasia  equipment  in  all  the  old  schools  of 
the  city  that  are  not  so  equipped  at  the  present 
time. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  as  a  result  of  a 
conference  with  Councilors  Donovan  and  Green, 
I  present  this  order  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  a  number  of  old  schools  which  have  never  been 
equipped  such  as  the  present  schools  that  are  being 
built  with  shower  bath  and  gymnasium  equipment. 
#  In  certain  of  the  industrial  sections  of  Boston 

where  there  are  not  even  facilities  for  a  person  who 
works  all  day  to  rome  home  in  the  evening  and  go  in 
their  immediate  vicinity  for  a  shower  bath,  I 
think  if  the  facilities  can  be  put  in  the  old  school- 
houses  such  an  arrangement  might  be  made  if  the 
School  Department  saw  fit.  I  believe  that  this  is 
a  necessary  element  in  certain  sections  of  Boston 
because  of  the  fact  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has 
instructed  us,  or  told  us  in  one  form  or  another,  that 
it  is  going  to  be  a  physical  impossibility  because 
of  finances  to  construct  more  than  one,  if  any, 
municipal  building  in  any  section  of  Boston  where 
there  is  none  at  the  present  time,  and  to  overcome 
that  handicap  and  until  the  City  of  Boston  is  able 
to  erect  in  every  so-called  ward  in  Boston  a  munici- 
pal building  that  will  serve  this  purpose,  I  think 
the  old  schoolhouses  that  have  the  facilities  such 
as  basements  and  large  halls,  that  are  not  used, 
oouid  properly  be  equipped  with  shower  baths, 
and  possibly  with  gymnasia  equipment,  so  that 
the  residents  of  particular  wards  could  use  those 
buildings  at  periods  after  school  closes. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed. 


TRANSFER  FOR  PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS. 

Coun.  ARNOLD  called  up  No.  5  on  the  calendar, 
under  unfinished  business,  viz.: 

5.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chapter 
261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer: 

From  the  appropriation  for  Reserve  Fund, 
$10,000,  to  the  appropriation  for  Public  Celebra- 
tions, $10,000. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  connection 
with  this  order,  I  had  proposed  offering  an  amend- 
ment to  the  effect,  in  substance,  that  the  sum  of 
$3,000  be  appropriated  out  of  the  Reserve  Fund  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Celebrations,  in  connection  with  the 
celebration  of  Columbus  Day  on  October  12;  a 
like  sum  of  $3,000  in  connection  with  the  Armistice 
Day  celebration  on  November  11,  and  a  like  sum 
of  $3,000  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Celebrations  in  connection  with 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  celebration.  I  opposed 
the  passage  of  this  order  last  week  in  its  present 
form  upon  the  ground  that  I  did  not  think  in  its 
present  form  it  was  a  sufficient  recognition  of  the 
budget  principle  to  which  the  city  is  committed, 
and  I  was  taken  up  at  once  as  being  opposed  to 
public  celebrations.  I  am  not  opposed  to  public 
celebrations  and  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  City  of 
Boston  participating  in  public  celebrations.  I 
therefore  drafted  an  amendment  to  this  order.  I 
am  informed  that  it  does  not  lie  within  the  power  of 
this  body  to  amend  the  order  in  this  manner,  but 
I  desire  at  this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  this 
body  to  the  fact  that,  at  the  time  the  budget  was 
passed,  $60,000  was  appropriated  for  public  cele- 
brations, and  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  con- 
ventions, etc.  My  information  is  that  there  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer  substantially 


$194  unexpended  out  of  the  860,000  appropriated 
for  public  celebrations  and  about  $8,400  out  of  the 
sum  appropriated  for  conventions.  It  seems  to 
me  to  be  highly  fitting  that  the  appropriation  for 
conventions  should  be  expended  before  dipping 
into  the  Reserve  Fund  in  the  manner  in  which  this 
order  calls  for.  Substantially  all  of  the  $10,000 
which  this  order  calls  tor  could  be  found  in  the 
appropriation  for  conventions,  etc.  As  was 
pointed  out  last  week,  the  convention  season  is 
over,  and  if  it  is  not  taken  out  of  the  appropriation, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  people  in  charge  of  that 
money  will  make  a  final  report  at  the  end  of  the 
year  that  they  spent  only  SI, 500  out  of  their 
appropriation  of  $10,000.  I  therefore  am  opposed 
to  the  passage  of  the  order  in  its  present  form, 
although  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  passage  of  an 
order  which  will  take  care  of  public  celebrations. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  way  to  handle  this  situation 
and  get  it  properly  budgeted  would  be  for  a  com- 
mittee to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  wait  upon 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  ascertain  as  to  whether 
or  not  it  would  not  perhaps  be  more  fitting  to  take 
the  appropriation  out  of  the  $10,000  which  we 
appropriated  for  conventions,  etc.,  rather  than  to 
dip  into  the  Reserve  Fund;  and  I  would  move  that 
the  order  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee of  five  of  the  Council  be  so  designated  by 
the  Chair  for  that  purpose. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
glad  to  know  that  the  councilor  is  more  than  half 
converted.  That  which  he  contends,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, may  be  the  right  decision.  Still,  at  the  same 
time,  what  we  wish  to  do  is  to  have  money  available 
for  the  celebration  of  these  holidays,  which  are 
coming  along  rapidly.  If  this  is  postponed  for  one 
week,  I  do  not  believe  that  money  will  be  available. 
Therefore,  for  that  reason  alone,  Mr.  President,  I 
believe  that  this  body  should  pass  this  in  the  form 
in  which  it  now  is  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for 
which  we  would  appropriate  the  money. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  question  comes  on 
Coun.  Guild's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  am  I  right  in 
saying  that  that  motion  was  not  seconded? 

Coun.  PARKMAN — I  second  the  motion,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Chairman  DOWLING— Those  in  favor  of  the 
motion  of  Coun.  Guild  will  say  aye,  those  opposed 
no,  and  it  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  question  comes  on 
the  passage  of  the  order,  and  the  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  order  was  passed, 
yea»  17,  nays  3.

PARKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  find  on  the 
calendar  an  ordinance  which  is  to  be  in  effect  after 
October  15.  I  think  the  Council  has  been  slacking 
up  regarding  its  duty  by  allowing  a  number  of 
orders  to  go  into  effect  by  lapse  of  time,  and  I 
suggest  that  the  adjournment  be  to  meet  on  the 
regular  date,  next  Monday,  in  order  that  we  may 
consider   the   ordinance.

HOURS  FOR  OPENING  OF  THE  POLLS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  11,  1926. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — There  is  no  more  solemn  nonsense 
than  the  notion  that  fourteen  hours  of  voting  favor 
one  set  of  party  candidates  at  the  expense  of 
another  set.  It  is  merely  the  cherished  illusion  of 
extreme  partisanship  and  should  bear  no  influence 
with  men  elected  without  regard  to  partisanship. 

It  is  argued  plausibly  that  a  larger  vote  might 
be  polled  in  the  course  of  fourteen  hours  than  in  a 
shorter  period,  but  if  so,  a  seventeen-hour  voting 
day  might  have  strong  claims  upon  your  attention 
as  it  would  bring  the  closing  hour  to  eleven  o'clock, 
an  hour  symbolic  of  old  times  and  of  the  magic  of 
a  party  platform  produced  by  a  seven-year  drought. 

It  is  more  likely  that  fourteen,  or  seventeen  or 
even  twenty-four  voting  hours  would  not  increase 
the  vote,  inasmuch  as  the  intelligent  and  wide- 
awake voters  of  this  city  are  not  necessarily  dilatory 
in  the  exercise  of  their  rights,  as  some  partisans 
may  assume.  Late  voting  hours  invite  delay  and 
thereby  actually  work  against  the  polling  of  the 
largest  vote.  They  needlessly  multiply  the  bur- 
dens of  nearly  2,500  men  and  women  election 
officers  and  of  approximately  1,500  police  officers, 
who  at  best  must  work  long  hours  under  trying 
conditions. 

Long  voting  hours  are  no  help  to  police  protec- 
tion, to  honest  voting  or  straight  counting.  No 
city  in  Massachusetts  makes  its  citizens  vote  for 
fourteen  hours,  and  why  should  we?

REPORTS   OF   COMMITTEE    ON 
ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
submitted  reports  as  follows: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  September  16)  abolishing  the  Conserva- 
tion Bureau  and  establishing  conservation  division 
in  Health  Department  ■ —  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinanoe. 

Coun.  GUILD —  Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  infor- 
mation. Can  the  chairman  of  the  committee  tell 
me  in  more  detail  what  the  particular  function  of 
this  branch  of  the  Health  Department  is  to  be? 
As  stated  in  the  ordinance,  it  is,  in  very  general 
language,  to  promote  and  conserve  health,  but   I 
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had  rather  imagined,  perhaps  foolishly,  that  that 
was  the  function  of  the  Health  Department  any 
way,  as  it  might  be  stated  in  general  terms.  So 
I  am  very  anxious  to  know  before  voting  on  the 
ordinance  what  particular  kind  of  work  is  contem- 
plated under  it.  Therefore,  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  committee,  through  the 
President,  if  he  will  give  me  information  on  that 
point. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
Coun.  Guild,  I  wish  to  admit  that  I  have  been 
very  ably  assisted  by  Coun.  Gilbody,  who  tells  me 
that  that  Bureau  is  primarily  at  the  present  time 
interested  in  work  being  done  about  the  Peter 
Bent  Brigham  Hospital  in  the  line  of  study  of 
cancerous  disease,  diphtheria  and  other  such  con- 
tagious diseases.  To  elaborate  the  matter  some- 
what further,  I  might  say  that  the  man  who  was 
doing  most  of  this  work  died  some  months  ago,  Mr. 
Flattery.  His  death  took  away  the  greater  part 
of  the  committee  interested  in  that  particular  line 
of  investigation.  It  was  felt  by  the  committee, 
therefore,  that  the  suggestion  embodied  in  this 
ordinance  was  a  good  one,  and  the  committee 
voted  unanimously  that  the  ordinance  ought  to 
pass. 

President  KEENE — Has  Coun.  Ruby  answered 
Coun.  Guild's  question? 

Covin.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  as  yet 
unable  to  tell  what  the  particular  function  of  this 
Conservation  Bureau  is. 

President  KEENE— Will  Coun.  Ruby  further 
enlighten  Coun.  Guild? 

Coun.  GUILD— What  does  it  do? 

Coun.  RUBY — It  is  studying  the  problems  con- 
nected with  cancerous  disease,  diphtheria,  typhoid 
fever  and  such  diseases,  in  connection  with  the 
laboratory  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital. 
If  Coun.  Guild  needs  further  information,  I  will 
ask  my  good  friend  Coun.  Gilbody  to  explain  to 
him.  I  know  that  Coun.  Gilbody  is  more  familiar 
with  the  situation  than  I  am,  he  having  been  a 
member  of  the  previous  Council  which  passed  this 
ordinance. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  from  Jamaica  Plain  (Coun.  Guild)  is 
satisfied  now. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  will  not  trouble 
Coun.  Gilbody  further. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  matter  be  laid  upon  the  table  for  one 
week,  so  that  the  councilors  who  wish  information 
in  regard  to  this  matter  may  be  able  to  find  out 
what  it  is  all  about.  I  think  it  is  a  new  matter 
to  most  of  the  members,  and  I  think  if  it  is  laid 
over  for  one  week  we  can  all  have  an  opportunity 
to  find  out  what  the  meiits  of  it  are. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  am  satis- 
fied. Modesty  forbade  my  speaking  before,  but 
as  the  chairman  of  the  committee  has  stated,  the 
activities  of  this  Bureau  were,  on  the  whole, 
carried  on  by  Mr.  M.  Douglas  Flattery,  quite  a 
prominent  business  man  in  Boston,  who  has 
since  passed  away,  and  it  is  now  proposed  to 
carry  those  activities  on.  The  Bureau  was 
established  some  four  years  ago,  mainly  to  study 
possible  cures  of  cancer,  with  some  other  activ- 
ities along  that  line.  There  are  no  employees 
of  any  consequence  connected  with  the  Bureau. 
It  is  simply  a  question  of  carrying  on  this  im- 
portant work.  Last  fall  Mr.  Flattery  came  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and  asked  for  ST.0,000 
or  $15,000  to  build  a  laboratory  in  connection 
with  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  germs  of  cancer,  experi- 
menting on  pigs  and  other  animals,  with  the 
object  of  bettering  health  conditions.  Since  the 
death  of  Mr.  Flattery  no  public-spirited  citizen 
has  been  found  to  carry  on  the  work,  which  I 
believe  the  Mayor  feels  should  be  carried  on  and 
can  properly  be  carried  on  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Health  Department.  I  myself  have 
thought  that  it  might  properly  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  City  Hospital,  but  if  they 
wanted  to  put  it  under  the  Health  Department  I, 
for  one,  was  sarisfied. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HEFFERNAN,  the  ordi- 
nance was  assigned  to  the  next,  meeting.

INFORMATION  ABOUT  STREET  PROGRAM  • 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  at  the  meeting 
of  this  body  on  September  20  I  introduced  an  order 
calling  for  certain  definite  information  with  ref- 
erence to  the  progress,  if  any,  being  made  in  the 
1926  million-dollar  street  program.  At  that  time 
not  a  single  street  in  Ward  17,  in  the  street  accept- 
ance program,  had  been  touched.  The  reply  to 
that  order  came  in  last  week,  although  too  late  in 
the  meeting  for  me  to  make  any  reply.  The  in- 
formation received,  taken  at  its  face  value,  may 
sound  reasonable  enough,  but  I  am  fast  becoming 
convinced,  so  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned, 
that,  whatever  reasons  may  be  given  and  whatever 
comparative  figures  for  previous  yeais  may  be  sub- 
mitted, the  street  program  in  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  current  year  is  proving  a  flat  and  dismal 
failure  so  far  as  the  Dorchester  district  is  con- 
cerned. As  of  the  first  of  this  month,  out  of  the 
1926  million-dollar  appropriation,  I  understand 
that  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  have 
accepted  and  laid  out  and  sent  on  to  the  Public 
Works  Depaitment,  with  the  Mayor's  signature, 
thirty-four  streets.  Out  of  those  thirty-four 
streets  I  am  informed  that  the  Public  Works 
Department  had,  as  of  the  same  date,  made  actual 
entry  in  just  four  cases.  The  budget  for  the  year 
1925,  which  was  for  eleven  months  of  the  fiscal 
year — a  period  that  w'as  so  frequently  pressed  upon 
us  when  we  passed  the  budget — showed  an  ex- 
penditure of  §653,902  in  street  acceptance  work. 
The  first  eight  months  of  this  year,  down  to  Septem- 
ber 1, — which  is  the  most  recent  auditor's  report 
available, — showed  an  expenditure  of  only  $178,784. 
According  to  the  report  we  received  last  week 
fiom  the  Mayor's  office,  in  response  to  my  order 
of  September  20,  we  are  told  that  this  amount  has 
been  increased  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
in  one  month.  I  only  hope  that  that  is  the  fact, 
although,  as  I  have  stated,  there  is  very  little  evi- 
dence of  the  fact  in  the  ward  from  which  I  come,  at 
yet.  I  may  be  alone  in  the  sentiment,  but  I 
certainly  feel  very  strongly  that  if  there  is  any  dead 
wood  in  the  Public  Works  Department  or  any  other 
department  of  the  City  of  Boston  it  ought  to  be 
cleaned  up,  whether  it  hits  the  underbrush  or  the 
tall  timber.

RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
the  order  is  a  very  good  one,  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  I  know  personally  that  if  the  closing  hour  is 
going  to  be  eight  o'clock,  it  will  be  hard  enough  to 
get  precinct  and  election  officers  to  work  on  that 
day,  even  with  increased  pay.  I  know  that 
several  of  the  precinct  officers  in  my  particular 
district  called  me  on  the  phone,  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  are  disturbed  by  the  newspaper  reports 
in  regard  to  the  matter.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
most  other  members  of  the  City  Council  nave  been 
called  up  in  the  same  way.  I  know  in  my  own 
distiict  that  when  the  papers  set  forth  the  possi- 
bility of  the  polls  being  open  until  eight  o'clock 
the  officers  called  up  and  said  they  would  not  work 
those  additional  hours  but  would  resign.  I  think 
in  order  to  ensure  proper  officials  at  the  polling 
places,  pioper  pay  should  be  given  to  the  men  and 
women  who  will  be  selected,  and  I  think  the 
Election  Department  and  the  voters  will  be  much 
better  served  if  a  proper  increase  of  pay  to  election 
officers  is  given.  I  intend  to  vote  in  favor  of  the 
order. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed.

Dear  Mayor  Nichols, — I  am  in  receipt  of 
two  communications  from  you  under  date  of 
October  9,  one  with  reference  to  a  request 
from  the  City  Council  to  allow  members  of 
the  Police  Department  time  off  to  vote  on 
election  days,  and  in  answer  to  this  communi- 
cation I  would  say  that  the  granting  of  this 
request  is  unnecessary  inasmuch  as  I  have 
long  since  issued  orders  that  police  officers 
should  always  have  sufficient  time  to  vote  on 
primary  and  election  days  and  no  complaints 
on  this  subject  have  reached  me. 

In  answer  to  the  other  communication  from 
the  City  Council  to  change  the  rules  of  the 
Police  Department  to  allow  members  of  the 
police  force  to  attend  political  rallies  and  to 
sign  nomination  papers  for  candidates  for  po- 
litical office  I  would  say  that  there  has  been 
a  long  established  rule  in  this  department 
which  forbids  members  of  the  police  force  to 
attend  political  rallies  or  to  take  any  part  in 
politics  except  to  vote  on  primary  and  elec- 
tion days.  This  rule,  both  wise  in  its  crea- 
tion and  enforcement,  was  established  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department  aloof  from  political  entangle- 
ments and  has  worked  well  for   many  years.

Gentlemen, — I  am  advised  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings  that  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $15,000  will  be  required  for 
the  completion  of  the  new  Dorchester  District 
Courthouse.  This  additional  appropriation  is 
required  because  of  the  fact  that  subsequent 
to  the  award  of  the  original  contract  an  addi- 
tional taking  of  land  was  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enlarging  the  site  and  improving  the 
general  surroundings  of  the  building.  Fol- 
lowing this  additional  taking,  a  change  was 
made  in  the  location  of  the  courthouse  in 
order  that  the  new  building  might  be  prop- 
erly situated  in  accordance  with  the  size  of 
the  lot.  This  change  in  location  has  resulted 
in  extra  grading  and  driveway  expense.  It 
has  also  been  necessary  because  of  the  in- 
creased size  of  the  lot  to  erect  extra  retaining 
walls  and  to  construct  granolithic  sidewalks 
along  Tremlett  street.  All  of  this  work  has 
been  necessary  in  order  that  the  courthouse 
building  might  have  proper  surroundings  and 
background.  There  is  available  at  the  pres- 
ent time  in  the  special  fund  "Sales  of  City 
Property"  a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  the  addi- 
tional amount  required.  I  submit  herewith 
a  transfer  order  providing  for  the  transfer  of 
the   necessary   amount   from    this    special    fund 


and    respectfully    recommend    adoption    of    the 
order  by  your  honorable  body.

Mr.  President,  I  merely  want  to  rise  at  this 
time  to  make  reference  to  the  order,  if  it 
was  an  order,  placed  before  the  body  earlier 
in  the  session,  to  provide  $15,000  for  further 
work  on  the  Dorchester  Courthouse.  I  un- 
derstand that  the  communication  and  order 
were  declared  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. I  don't  know  how  long  the  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  may  last  today, 
but  I  am  rather  pessimistic  about  its  being 
short,  and  I  may  not  be  here  when  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  makes  its  report.  There- 
fore, I  would  like  to  state  my  position  on  the 
matter  at  this  time.  I  understand  that  that 
order,  as  I  say,  is  to  be  considered  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  would  like  to  state 
personally  that  I  would  like  to  see  that  order 
to  provide  $15,000  additional  laid  over  to  the 
next  meeting,  if  we  do  not  get  back  here  in 
session  after  the  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing before  I  leave.  The  feeling  I  have  in  the 
matter  is  that,  as  I  am  informed,  the  work 
on  the  Dorchester  Courthouse  is  by  no  means 
finished.  So  far  as  furnishings  are  concerned, 
they  have  been  practically  simply  pecking  at 
it.  There  has  been  talk,  too,  of  an  automo- 
bile yard,  in  connection  with  which  it  may 
be  desirable  to  have  concrete  or  stone  work, 
a  place  where  cars  of  attorneys,  court  at- 
tendants and  others  may  be  placed,  keeping 
them  off  Washington  street.  There  is  that 
question  that  may  have  to  be  considered  of 
parking  space  near  the  Dorchester  Court- 
house, similar  to  the  space  provided  near  the 
Maiden  District  Court.  So  I  think  this  would 
be  an  excellent  time,  now  that  $15,000  more  is 
being  asked  for  the  Dorchester  Courthouse,  to 
really  check  up  and  find  out  what  is  needed 
there  in  the  way  of  improvements,  additions 
and  furnishings,  so  that  before  the  year  is 
over  we  may  know  where  we  stand,  and  not 
have  this  continual  pecking  away  at  an  im- 
portant job  of  this  sort.

CONSERVATION   BUREAU. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  RUBY,  it  was  voted 
to  take  up  assignment  for  today,  No.  4  on 
the  calendar,   viz. : 

4.  An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Conserva- 
tion Bureau. 

Be   it  ordained  by   the  City   Council  of   Boston 
as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  conservation  bureau  cre- 
ated pursuant  to  section  5,  chapter  eighteen 
of  the  revised  ordinances  of  nineteen  hundred 
and   twenty-five   is   hereby   abolished. 

Section  2.  The  health  commissioner  shall 
establish  in  addition  to  the  other  divisions  of 
the  health  department  a  conservation  division 
for  the  purpose  of  conserving  life  and  pro- 
moting public  health.  The  scope  and  char- 
acter of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  conserva- 
tion division  shall  be  determined  by  the  health 
commissioner,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 
Temporary  and  permanent  employees  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  conservation 
division  shall  be  appointed'  and  their  compen- 
sation fixed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  em- 
ployees of  the  health  department  and  their 
compensation  and  other  expenses  of  the  con- 
servation division  paid  from  appropriations 
available  for  the  purpose  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  expenses  of  the  health   department. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  I 
am  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  in 
its  present  form.  I  indicated  my  objection 
somewhat  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council, 
when  I  arose  for  information  and  asked  what 
it  was  all  about.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
ordinance  should  state  specifically  what  the 
scope  and  character  of  the  work  to  be  done 
by  the  Conservation  Bureau  is  to  be,  rather 
than  making  a  statement  in  general  terms 
which  might  apply  to  the  general  work  of 
the  Health  Department.  At  the  last  meeting 
the  learned  chairman  of  the  committee,  with 
the  assistance  of  another  member  of  the 
committee,  indicated  that  at  the  hearing  of 
the  proposed  ordinance,  it  was  proposed  that 
tTie  scope  of  this  Conservation  Bureau  should 
be  a  study  of  cancer  and  other  contagious 
diseases.  I  therefore  move  that  the  ordi- 
nance be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"the  scope  and  character  of  the  work  to  be 
done  by  the  Conservation  Division  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Health  Commissioner  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  these  words:  "the  scope  and 
character  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Con- 
servation Division  shall  be  the  study  of  con- 
ditions and  problems  of  cancer  and  contagious 
diseases." 

The  amendment  was  declared  adopted. 
Coun.  RUBY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the    yeas    and    nays.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION    COUNSEL  IN 
RE   CLOSING   OF  POLLS.

Gentlemen, —  I  submit  herewith  for  your  in- 
formation and  for  the  records,  a  copy  of  an  opinion 
furnished  to  the  Mayor  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
deciding  that  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
calling  an  election  and  fixing  the  hours  for  opening 
and  closing  the  polls  is  not  subject  to  the  approval 
or  veto  of  the  Mayor.

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  August  13,  1926. 
Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear  Sir, — You  have  asked  me  to  advise  you 
whether  or  not  the  City  Council  has  the  right  by 
law  to  fix  the  hours  for  the  opening  and  closing 
of  the  polls  on  election  day  and  whether  if  such 
power  resides  in  the  Council,  you  have  the  right 
of  approval  or  veto  of  such  action. 

The  provisions  of  law  pertaining  to  the  opening 
and  closing  of  the  polls  at  the  State  Primary  are 
contained  in  section  43  of  chapter  53  of  the  General 
Laws  and  are  as  follows: 

"The  polls  at  every  state  primary  shall  be  open 
dueing  such  hours,  not  less  than  nine  in  cities  or 
towns,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  aldermen  in 
cities,  and  in  towns  by  by-law  or  vote,  or,  in 
default  of  such  by-law  or  vote,  by  the  selectmen." 
Section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the  General  Laws 
provides: 

"Terms  used  in  chapters  fifty  to  fifty-seven, 
inclusive,  shall  be  construed  as  follows,  unless  a 
contrary  intention  clearly  appears, — 

'Aldermen'  or  'board  of  aldermen'  shall  include 
the  election  commissioners  of  Boston  and  the 
election  commission  of  Lowell,  as  to  all  matters 
coming  within  the  scope  of  their  powers  and  duties, 
and  as  to  such  matters  shall  not  apply  to  the  city 
council  of  either  city." 

If,  then,  the  matter  of  issuing  warrants  for  the 
holding  of  primaries  and  the  fixing  of  hours  for 
opening  and  closing  the  polls  for  primaries  is 
within  the  scope  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Election  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as 
given  them  by  the  Legislature,  then,  clearly,  the 
reference  to  "aldermen"  in  section  43  of  chapter 
53  of  the  General  Laws  must  be  construed  as  mean- 
ing the  Election  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

By  section  4  of  chapter  449  of  the  Acts  of  1895 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  are  given  all 
the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  law  upon  the 
former  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters,  and  generally 
to  supervise  and  hold  primaries  and  elections, 
except  the  power  and  duty  of  giving  notice  of  elec- 
tions, and  fixing  the  days  and  hours  of  holding  the 
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same.  By  virtue  of  this  authority  the  Election 
Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  the  ones 
to  fix  the  hours  of  opening  and  closing  the  polls  for 
primaries  instead  of  the  City  Council,  for  in 
accordance  with  section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the 
General  Laws,  quoted  hereinbefore,  the  Election 
Commissioners  are  to  be  understood  instead  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  or  its  successor,  the  CityCcuncil, 
in  all  matters  contained  in  chapters  50-57,  inclusive, 
of  the  General  Laws,  provided  that  these  matters 
come  within  the  scope  of  their  powers  and  duties. 

A  difficult  situation  is  presented,  however,  as 
regards  the  fixing  of  the  hours  for  opening  and 
closing  the  polls  at  elections,  for  the  power  so  to  do 
is  expressly  taken  from  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners by  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  chapter 
449  of  the  Acts  of  1895.  This  power  has  always 
been  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  beginning  with 
1884,  chapter  299,  section  2,  down  to  the  present 
section  63  of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
word  "aldermen"  as  contained  in  section  63  cannot 
be  construed  as  meaning  Election  Commissioners, 
as  stated  in  section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the  General 
Laws,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  jurisdiction  over 
designating  the  hours  for  opening  and  closing  the 
polls  at  elections  has  been  expressly  placed  without 
the  scope  of  their  powers  and  duties.  See  section  4 
of  chapter  449  of  the  Acts  of  1895. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  City  Council,  the 
successor  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  has  the 
authority  to  designate  the  hours  for  the  opening 
and  closing  of  polls  on  election  days. 

The  next  question  presented  is  whether  the  order 
of  the  City  Council,  fixing  the  hours  for  opening  and 
closing  the  polls  at  elections,  must  be  submitted  to 
your  Honor  for  approval  or  veto.  In  my  opinion 
your  Honor  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  premises  to 
either  approve  or  veto  the  order  of  the  City  Council. 

Section  63  of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws  is 
in  part  as  follows: 

'"Election  of  state  officers  and  city  officers  shall 
be  called  by  the  aldermen,  and  the  city  clerk  shall, 
under  their  direction,  cause  notice  of  such  elections 
to  be  printed  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published 
in  such  city  and  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk;  and  in  Boston,  in  at  least 
iour  daily  newspapers  published  therein.  Su,ch 
notices  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  notices  or  warrants  for 
election  required  in  any  city  by  special  statute." 

In  my  opinion  the  City  Council,  when  acting 
under  section  63,  is  not  acting  as  a  branch  of  the 
city  government  but  is  acting  as  the  agent  of  the 
Legislature  with  authority  delegated  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  act  for  it.  It  will  be  observed  that  by 
section  63  the  City  Clerk  is  required  to  do  certain 
things  under  the  direction  ot  the  City  Council  and 
that  no  mention  is  made  of  the  Mayor  or  the  City 
Charter,  or  the  requirement  that  the  action  of  the 
City  Council  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  The  power  given  to  the  Council  under 
section  63  is  similar  to  that  power  given  to  the 
City  Council  under  chapter  630  of  the  Acts  of  1914 
to  make  a  division  of  the  territory  of  Boston  into 
wards.  See  Fitzgerald  v.  Mayor  of  Boston,  220 
Mass.  503.  In  that  case  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  refused  to  approve  or  veto  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  dividing  the  city  into  wards,  which 
was  submitted  to  him  for  action  after  its  passage  by 
the  City  Council.  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Rugg  in  that 
case    said: 

"The  General  Court  declared  in  1914  that  there 
should  be  a  new  division  of  the  territory  of  the 
City  of  Boston  into  wards.  It  might  have  made 
the  division  itself.  That  was  a  legislative  matter 
within  its  constitutional  powers.  But  it  decided 
to  impose  that  duty  upon  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston;  in  substance  it  con- 
stituted them  its  committee  and  delegated  to  them 
its  authority  to  this  end." 

The  writ  of  certiorari  brought  by  the  petitioner 
to  quash  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  making 
its  division  of  the  city  into  wards  was  denied.  The 
fact  that  the  Mayor  refused  to  either  approve  or 
veto  the  order  of  the  City  Council  under  this  statute 
was  presented  to  the  court  and  direct  reference 
made  to  section  4  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909  (Amended  City  Charter),  which  provides 
that  every  appropriation,  ordinance,  order,  re- 
solve and  vote  of  the  City  Council,  except  votes 
relating  to  its  own  internal  affairs,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  a  written  record  of  the  time  and  place  of 
presentation,  and  .t  shall  be  in  force  if  he  approves 
the  same  within  fifteen  days  after  it  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him,  and  if  the  same  is  not  returned  by 


him  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing  within 
said  period  of  fifteen  days.  If  within  said  period 
said  appropriation,  ordinance,  order,  resolution 
or  vote  is  returned  by  the  Mayor  to  the  City 
Council  by  filing  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk  with 
his  objections  thereto,  the  same  shall  be  void. 

In  my  judgment  the  City  Council  when  fixing 
the  hours  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  polls  at 
elections  is  speaking  for  the  Legislature  as  its  rep- 
resentative, and  is  not  acting  in  the  capacity  of 
city  councilors  under  the  City  Charter,  and  your 
Honor  cannot  interfere  with  the  discretion  of  the 
City  Council.  To  do  otherwise  would  be  placing 
your  Honor  in  the  position  where  the  City  Council 
would  be  unable  to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  the 
Legislature,  as  contained  in  section  63  of  chapter  54 
of  the  General  Laws,  wherein  the  City  Clerk  is  re- 
quired to  do  certain  things  under  the  direction  ot 
the  City  Council.  It  the  Legislature  intended  that 
your  Honor's  approval  should  be  necessary,  it 
would  have  clearly  stated  so,  as  has  always  been 
the  case  where  the  Legislature  requires  the  joint 
action  ot  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor.  See, 
for  instance,  sections  56  and  58  of  chapter  54  of  the 
General  Laws,  wherein  certain  powers  pertaining 
to  referendum  measures  to  be  placed  upon  the 
ballot  are  given  to  the  City  Council,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.

CONSERVATION  BUREAU. 

Chairman  FITZGERALD  called  up  assignment 
No.  3  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

3.  An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Conservation 
Bureau. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  conservation  bureau  created 
pursuant  to  section  five,  chapter  eighteen  of  the 
revised  ordinances  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  is  hereby  abolished. 

Section  2.  The  health  commissioner  shall 
establish  in  addition  to  the  other  divisions  of  the 
health  department  a  conservation  division  lor  the 
purpose  of  conserving  life  and  promoting  public 
health.  The  scope  and  character  of  the  work  to  be 
done  by  the  conservation  division  shall  be  [deter- 
mined by  the  health  commissioner,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor].  Temporary  and  per- 
manent employees  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  conservation  division  shall  be  appointed  and 
their  compensation  fixed  in  the  same  manner  as 
nthi'i  employees  of  I  he  health  department  and  their 
compensation  and  other  expenses  ol  the  conserva 
tion   division  paid  from   appropriations  available 
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for  the  purpose  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
expenses  of  the  health  department. 

On  October  18,  1926,  the  ordinance  was  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  inclosed  in  brackets  in  the 
tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  lines  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word's  "the  study  of  conditions 
and  problems  of  cancer  and  contagious  diseases." 

The  ordinance  as  amended  was  passed.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  go 
on  record  as  opposed  to  the  amendment  cur- 
tailing the  rights  of  veterans  in  seeking  appoint- 
ment in  the  service'of  the  Commonwealth.

RUBY  moved  a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  the 
preambles  and  resolution  might  be  put  upon  their 
passage;  lost.

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  DOWLING,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following  reports: 

1.  Report  on  communication  from  Mayor 
and  letter  from  Polioe  Department  (referred 
October  18)  in  regard  to  allowing  members  of 
police  force  to  attend  political  rallies  and  sign 
nomination  papers — that  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Report  accepted;  said  communication  placed  on 
file. 

2.  Report  on  preambles  and  resolution  (referred 
today)  that  council  is  opposed  to  amendment  cur- 
tailing rights  of  veterans  in  service  of  Common- 
wealth— that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  tne  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  preambles  and  the  resolution. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President  and  members  ol 
the  Council,  speaking  upon  this  resolution,  too 
often  are  we  anxious  to  forget  certain  things  that 
have  been  done  or  ceitain  sacrifices  made  by 
people  called  upon  to  do  so  not  only  for  them- 
selves but  for  us.  I  am  advocating  the  passage 
of  this  resolution  not  because  I  am  a  veteran.  I 
don't  say  that  with  any  feeling  of  pride,  because 


no  one  can  have  any  feeling  of  pride  in  making 
a  statement  of  that  kind.  I  was  also  in  the 
service  of  our  country,  but  not  in  a  way  that 
would  make  me  eligible  to  join  a  Legion  or  Veteran 
Post.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  those  who  did 
not  have  that  privilege  and  opportunity  should 
always  be  mindful  ot  the  tremendous  sacrifices 
that  the  boys  made  for  us,  for  our  country.  I 
believe  that  the  Veterans'  Preference  Act  that  we 
have  in  Massachusetts  today  does  not  work  as  a 
detriment  to  cities,  towns  or  state,  and  does  not 
work  as  a  handicap  to  any  department  thereof. 
The  Veterans'  Preference  Act,  as  I  understand, 
simply  gives  to  the  veteran  who  successfully  passes 
a  civil  service  examination  the  opportunity  of 
being  preferred  before  the  ordinary  citizen  who  is 
fortunate  enough  to  pass  that  same  examination. 
There  is  a  referendum  that  will  be  on  the  ballot 
on  November  2  worded  in  such  a  way  that,  I 
believe,  the  majority  of  the  people  who  vote  on 
the  particular  amendment  embodied  in  it  may 
be  misdirected  so  as  to  vote  yes,  thereby  being  ot 
the  opinion  that  they  are  voting  in  favor  ot  retain- 
ing the  original  Veterans  Preference  Act.  I  just 
want  to  take  the  time  to  read  the  amendment  as 
it  will  appear  on  the  ballot,  known  as  Question 
No.  2: 

"Shall  a  law  which  amends  existing  law  by 
striking  out  the  provisions  that  veterans  who 
pass  civil  service  examinations  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  eligible  lists  above  all  other  applicants, 
that  disabled  veterans  shall  be  placed  ahead  of 
all  other  veterans,  and  that  disabled  veterans  shall 
be  appointed  and  employed  in  preference  to  all 
other  persons;  and  by  providing  in  place  thereof, 
that  five  points  shall  be  added  to  the  mark  of 
veterans  who  pass  such  examinations,  and  ten 
points  to  the  mark  of  disabled  veterans,  which 
was  disapproved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  zero  in 
the  affirmative  and  thirty-tour  in  the  negative,  and 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  ]  1  in 
the  affirmative  and  181  in  the  negative,  be 
approved?" 

From  a  casual  reading  oi  this  most  of  the  voters 
on  Tuesday  next  would  be  lead  to  believe  that  by 
voting  "Yes"  they  will  be  voting  to  retain  the 
Veterans'  Preference  Act,  whereas  in  reality,  in 
order  to  defeat  this  amendment,  the  proper  vote 
should  be  "No."  We  know  that  on  90  per  cent 
or  more  of  referendum  questions  on  the  ballot  the 
voters  vote  on  the  yes  end,  and  that  such  ques- 
tions have  usually  been  carried,  not  because  in  all 
instances  that  represented  the  wish  of  the  con- 
stituent people  of  the  state,  but  because  the 
"yes"  happened  to  be  nearer  to  the  top  and  the 
voter  who  was  disinclined  to  look  into  the  ques- 
tion itself,  would  be  inclined  to  vote  yes  and  let 
it  go  at  that.  This  is  a  question  upon  which  we 
have  a  right  to  take  a  stand.  We  are  memorializ- 
ing nobody.  There  are  some  of  us  who  mignt  be 
opposed  to  memorializing  the  Legislature  or  the 
Federal  Government,  but  on  tnis  particular  propo- 
sition, in  taking  a  stand  in  opposition  to  the 
amendment,  we  are  simply  indicating  to  the  con- 
stituents of  our  particular  district  that  we  believe 
the  veteran  is  entitled  to  the  consideration  he  is 
getting  today.  It  has  been  said  to  me,  "Why 
should  the  young  boy,  who  was  not  eligible  to 
enlist  at  the  time  ot  tne  war  be  now  forced  to 
pay  the  penalty  that  would  result  to  mm  by  the 
retention  of  this  act?"  I  say  to  you,  gentlemen, 
that  wnere  the  hardship  will  come  on  one  ot  the 
two,  I  believe  it  should  be  on  that  boy  rather 
than  on  the  veteran  of  the  World  War.  There 
should  be  no  detriment  to  the  veteran  because  of 
that  act.  I  believe  for  the  next  few  years,  until 
the  veteran  has  been  rehabilitated,  the  sacrifices 
he  has  made  cannot  be  compensated  by  this 
simple  act  of  the  Legislature.  The  veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  who  are  leading  the  fight  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  amendment,  have  not  the  money  or 
the  facilities  that  the  proponents  of  the  amend- 
ment have,  and  I  believe,  therefore,  that  is  no 
reason  why  we  should  not  now  aid  them  at  this 
step  in  their  fight.  I  think  it  is  our  duty  as  public 
servants  to  help  an  organization  of  this  kind  where 
they  need  our  help,  when  their  request  is  reason- 
able, and  I  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  this 
resolution  be  adopted. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  in  explana- 
tion of  my  stand  let  me  say  this  to  the  Chair,  and 
through  the  Chair  to  the  other  memDtrs  of  this 
body.  Since  the  first  of  this  year  I  have  been 
consistently  opposed  to  the  Council  stepping  out- 
eide  its  prerogatives,  whether  in  dealing  with  the 
Mexican  or  the  Irish  situation,  or  with  a  resolution 
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of  this  kind.  We  were  elected  here  to  serve  as 
members  of  the  city  government.  I  can  well 
appreciate  that  later  this  speech  may  be  used 
against  me  in  campaigns,  but  I  am  speaking 
sincerely  in  the  matter  when  I  take  the  position  I 
do,  and  not  against  the  veterans.  Therefore,  if 
that  is  to  be  the  result,  I  am  prepared  to  accept  it. 
While  I  know  the  resolution  will  go  through,  I  do 
wish  to  voice  my  objection,  from  this  standroint. 
The  Massachusetts  Legislature,  the  body  that  has 
been  instrumental  in  placing  this  measure  oefore 
the  voters,  has  given  to  the  r/eo-  le  of  this  state  the 
right  to  vote  as  to  whether  they  want  to  accept 
the  act  or  not.  In  this  body  we  are  not  concerned 
as  to  whether  the  people  are  going  to  be  for  or 
against  it,  and  I  say  that  for  us  to  take  any  such 
action  as  is  proposed  here  today  is  an  insult  to  the 
intelligent  voters  of  our  state  and  of  our  city,  who 
have  elected  us  to  the  offices  we  here  hold.  If  they 
showed  wisdom  when  they  selected  us,  we  don  t 
need  to  instruct  them  how  to  vote  later.  If  they 
were  wrong  in  selecting  us,  our  attitude  will  show 
whether  that  was  so.  But  one  week  from  to- 
morrow this  question  is  to  come  fairly  and  squarely 
before  the  people  on  the  ballot,  to  be  voted  upon 
by  people  who  know  how  to  read  and  to  think. 
The  person  who  votes  must  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  must  be  able  to  read  and  write  the 
English  language,  and  each  person  who  votes  will 
read  that  question  and  vote  according  to  the 
dictates  of  his  own  intelligence.  When  we  antici- 
pate that  action  we  are  only  insulting  their  intelli- 
gence. I  say  to  you,  sir,  that  if  we  are  to  con- 
tinue week  after  week  to  introduce  orders  and 
resolutions  of  this  sort,  resolutions  and  orders  that 
place  members  here  in  an  embarrassing  position, 
it  is  not  a  fair  thing  to  do,  and  we  will  simply  make 
ourselves  a  laughing  stock  by  always  instructing 
th"  other  fellow  how  to  think  and  to  act  on  questions 
coming  before  him  for  decision.  There  is  enough 
criticism  always  rightfully  directed  towards  us 
upon  matters  coming  properly  within  our  juris- 
diction without  our  going  outside  of  our  duties, 
and  I  say  that  it  is  enough  for  us  to  attend  to  our 
own  business  without  interfering  with  the  affairs 
of  the  Federal  or  state  government  or  others. 
It  is  about  time  that  we  attended,  gentlemen,  to 
the  duties  of  the  city  government  itself. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
the  excuse  which  has  been  offered  this  body  for 
passing  this  resolution  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  body  in  its  official  capacity  in  taking  cognizance 
of  the  matter  which  the  resolution  sets  forth.  I 
am  quite  agreeable  to  the  proposition  that  it 
behooves  each  one  of  us  in  our  personal  capacity 
to  have  an  opinion  on  that  subject  which  -will 
appear  on  the  ballot  on  November  2,  but  I  am 
very  far  from  acceding  to  the  proposition  that  it 
behooves  this  body  in  its  official  capacity  to  take 
any  notice  of  it  whatever.  It  has  been  stated  to 
us  that  the  facilities  of  those  interested  on  one  side 
of  the  question  for  putting  forth  their  views  upon 
the  matter  are  less  than  the  facilities  of  those  on 
the  other  side  of  the  question.  That  is  equivalent 
to  asking  this  body  to  make  itself  an  instrument 
of  propaganda  for  one  side  or  the  other  of  a  question 
that  is  before  the  voters.  I  cannot  see  that  any- 
body has  a  right  to  ask  this  body  to  do  that  thing. 
It  has  been  said  that  this  is  not  memorializing 
anybody,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  memo- 
rializing everybody,  if  we  should  pass  a  resolution 
of  this  sort.  It  is  memorializing  the  general 
public.  So  when  it  is  said  that  we  are  not  memo- 
rializing anybody  that  must  be  taken  as  meaning 
that  it  is  not  memorializing  anybody  in  particular, 
but  that  we  are  memorializing  everybody  in 
general.  It  is  not  a  part  of  the  duty  of  this  "body 
to  instruct  voters  as  to  how  they  should  vote  or  to 
interpret  the  ballot  to  them,  and  I  sincerely  hope 
the  members  of  the  body  will  not  overstep  the 
bounds  of  propriety  simply  because  this  is  a 
matter  which  appeals  to  individual  members  as 
a  way  in  which  they  may  continue  to  hold  the 
friendship  of  a  large  body  of  veterans. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  am  a 
veteran  of  the  Spanish  War,  and  I  was  a  candidate 
for  anything  the  government  wanted  me  to  do 
during  the  World  War.  I  applied  for  service  in  a 
particular  branch  of  the  army  forcis  where  my 
own  experience  led  me  to  feel  that  I  would  be  able 
to  render  service,  and  I  served  without  compensa- 
tion during  the  war  as  a  draft  officer  in  my  own 
district.  And  that  service  was  not  pleasant,  was 
not  easy.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  anything  that 
the  veterans  want,  when  the  question  comes 
before  me  on  the  ballot.  I  am  with  the  veterans 
and  belong  to  a  veteran  post,  because  of  my  service 


during  the  Spanish  War.  But  I  do  not  propose 
to  lend  myself  to  such  a  silly  asinine  thing  as 
memorializing  the  citizens  of  the  city  on  this 
question.  I  don't  think  that  we  ought  to  force 
ourselves  into  the  question,  at  all,  and  I  don't 
think  it  would  be  brought  up  except  for  political 
reasons.  I  think  the  veterans  appreciate  that. 
So,  while  on  election  day  I  am  going  to  vote  to 
give  the  veterans  all  they  ask  for,  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  this  resolution  at  this  time. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  DOWLING— I  object,  Mr.  President. 
Chairman      FITZGERALD— Objection      being 
made,  the  question  now  comes  on  the  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table 
was  declared  carried.  Coun.  RUBY  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  5, 
nays,  15:

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  assume 
that  my  opposition  is  hopeless,  but  I  personally 
want  to  go  on  record  against  the  $15,000  transfer 
in  the  Sanitary  Division  which  is  one  of  the  items 
making  up  these  present  orders.  I  move  that  that 
be  removed  from  the  rest  of  the  items  and  laid  on 
the  table.  The  reason  why  I  make  that  motion  is 
that,  as  I  understand  it,  a  requisition  has  already 
been  made  on  the  Civil  Service  for  fifty  chauffeurs 
in  the  Public  Works  Department.  Deliveries  have 
been  made  or  are  to  be  made  in  the  immediate 
future  of  trucks  bought  for  snow  removal  in  the 
City  oi  Boston.  The  Public  Works  Commissioner 
himselt  tells  us  that  this  is  to  be  used  for  contractors 
helping  on  city  works.  I  am  opposed  to  contract 
tors  helping  on  city  work,  where  city  men  are 
doing  the  work  and  where  additional  men  can  be 
procured  to  help  out  if  necessary.  I  say  that  the 
Mayor  can  send  to  the  Civil  Service  and  get  men 
and  have  the  work  done  better  and  cheaper  than 
by  paying  political  contractors,  in  that  way  pay- 
ing political  debts.  I  think  this  work  should  be 
done  by  the  city  itself.  I  move  that  that  item 
lie  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  Cha:rman,  I  second  the 
motion. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  $15,000  item  on  the  table 
was  declared  lost.  Coun.  Heffernan  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  mo- 
tion to  lay  the  $15,000  item  on  the  table  was  lost, 
yeas  9,  nays  10:

PUBLIC    LANDS   REPORT. 

Coun.  McGRATH  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  report  on  message  of 
Mayor  and  order  for  conveyance  to  Children's 
Friend  Society  of  certain  land  on  Rutland  street 
(referred  October  4,  1926)  recommending  passage 
of  order  in  accompanying  new  draft,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  through 
and  by  its  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  in 
December  11,  1925,  did  take  for  schoolhouse 
purposes  the  land  hereinafter  described;  and 

Whereas,  An  award  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
was  made  to  the  Boston  Children's  Friend  Society 
for  any  and  all  damages,  costs  or  compensation 
in  any  way  growing  out  of  said  taking;  and 

Whereas,  Said  award  was  never  paid  to  the 
Boston  Children's  Friend  Society  or  any  person 
or  persons  acting  in  its  behalf;  and 

Whereas,  Said  society  desires  to  purchase  said 
property  for  the  minimum  amount  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  by  giving  the  said 
City  of  Boston  a  release  and  discharge  from  any 
and  all  claims  for  damages,  costs  or  compensation 
resulting  from  said  taking;  and 

Whereas,  The  School  Committee  by  orders 
dated  April  5  and  April  20,  1926,  and  the  Board 
of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  by  order  dated 
April  8,  1926,  declared  that  the  land  hereinafter 
described  was  no  longer  required  for  school  pur- 
poses   or    any    other    public    purposes. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  be  and  he 
hereby  is  duly  authorized  to  convey  by  an  in- 
strument in  writing  to  the  said  Boston  Children's 
Friend  Society  the  following  described  parcels  of 
land  with  the  buildings  thereon  for  the  minimum 
amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  the  same  to 
be  paid  by  a  release  and  discharge  in  writing  from 
the  said  Boston  Children's  Friend  Society  of  all 
claims  for  damages,  costs  or  compensation  grow- 
ing out  of  the  taking  on  December  11,  1925,  and 
upon  the  receipt  from  said  Boston  Children's 
Friend  Society  of  an  agreement  in  writing  for  the 
termination  of  all  litigation  now  pending  between 
the  said  Boston  Children's  Friend  Society  and 
the  City  of  Boston,  growing  out  of  said  taking, 
by  the  entry  of  suitable  decrees  and  judgments 
terminating  said  ligitation  without  costs,  all  of 
said  instruments  to  be  satisfactory  in  form  to  the 
Law  Department. 

1.  A  certain  parcel  of  land  situated  in  Boston 
aforesaid  and  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  in  the  southwesterly  side  of  Rut- 
land street  distant  two  hundred  and  forty-five 
feet  northwesterly  from  Suffolk  street  and  from 
said  point  running  southwesterly,  ninety  feet  and 
six  inches  by  a  line  parallel  with  said  Suffolk 
street  to  a  passageway;  thence  running  north- 
westerly one.  hundred  and  ten  feet  and  six  inches

erly  ninety   feet   and  six   inches   to   the   point   of 


beginning  on  said  Rutland  street  by  a  line  parallel 
with  said  Suffolk  street,  and  containing  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten  square  feet  of 
land. 

3.  A  certain  parcel  of  land  lying  in  Boston 
aforesaid  and  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  in  the  southwesterly  side  of  Rut- 
land street  distant  three  hundred  fifty-five,  feet 
and  six  inches  northwesterly  from  Suffolk  street 
and  from  said  point  running  southwesterly  ninety 
feet  and  six  inches  by  a  line  parallel  with  said 
Suffolk  street  to  a  passageway;  thence  running 
northwesterly  thirty  feet  by  said  passageway; 
thence  running  northeasterly  ninety  feet  and  six 
inches  by  a  line  parallel  with  said  Suffolk  street 
to  said  Rutland  street;  thence  running  south- 
easterly by  said  Rutland  street  thirty  feet  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  containing  twenty-seven 
hundred  and  fifteen  square  feet  of  land. 

Being  the  same  premises  described  in  said  taking 
as  made  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
on  December  11,  1925,  as  set  forth  by  instrument 
recorded  with  Suffolk  Registry  of  Deeds,  Book 
4752,  page  525. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order  in  the  new  draft. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  a  week  or 
two  ago  this  order  was  introduced  by  the  Mayor, 
and  the  full  Committee  on  Public  Lands  held  a 
meeting  upon  it.  It  seems  that  for  years  there 
have  been  two  societies  in  the  South  End  doing 
settlement  work,  one  for  young  men  and  a  Child- 
dren's  Friend  Society,  now  gone  out  of  existence. 
There  were  certain  provisions  made  when  that 
land  was  first  bought  by  this  society,  concessions 
being  made  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  society. 
Some  few  years  ago  the  School  Committee  of 
Boston,  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  took  this  land, 
and  that  abrogated  the  special  right  they  had. 
The  present  Schoolhouse  Commission,  whom  we 
called  before  us,  found  that  they  didn't  need  this 
land,  and  therefore  it  should  revert  to  the  society 
that  had  formerly  owned  it,  also  giving  back  the 
rights  that  were  abrogated  when  it  was  taken  by 
right  of  eminent  domain.  The  City  of  Boston 
had  paid  $30,000  for  the  fee,  for  school  purposes, 
and  under  this  order  the  society  will  pay  back 
the  same  amount,  $30,000,  and  be  given  back  the 
original  land  that  was  obtained  from  the  city 
before  the  school  action  wiped  it  out.  It  is  just  a 
technicality,  as  far  as  that  goes. 

The  order  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  18, 
nays  0.

Coun.  KEENE— Mr.  President,  Coun.  Ward 
introduced  that  resolution,  and  I  took  the  matter 
up  with  him  today.  Inasmuch  as  the  proposed 
plan  did  not  go  through  it  was  agreeable  to  him  to 
remove  this  from  the  table  and  place  it  on  file  or 
indefinitely  postpone  it.  I  would  move,  therefore, 
that  item  No.  4  be  taken  from  the  table  and 
indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Council  voted  to  take  the  resolution  from  the 
table  and  indefinitely  postpone  it.

St.  Louis  furnishes 
uniforms,  caps  and  leggings  to  its.  motorcycle, 
mounted  and  traffic  officers  of  the  police  force. 
Cleveland'  conducts  a  tailoring  shop  in  which 
patrolmen  can  have  their  uniforms  made  without 
charge  for  the  work  but  they  must  pay  for  the 
material. 


Pension  Systems. 
All  of  the  cities  mentioned  in  the  above  list 
operate  pension  systems  either  for  the  members  of 
the  Police  Department  or  the  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  or  for  both  departments.  While  the 
contributory  plan  is  the  prevailing  one  in  these 
cities,  there  is  no  uniformity  in  the  amount  and 
dues  paid  into  the  pension  funds.  The  following 
table  indicates  briefly  the  character  of  the  pension 
systems  in  the  ten  cities:

LICENSE  TO  GULF  REFINING  COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  1,  1926. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Inclosed  find  an  order  licensing  the 
Gulf  Refining  Company  to  build  a  structure  over 
certain  land  which  the  Board  of  Aldermen  took  for 
sewerage  purposes  by  an  order  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  June  13,  1895.  The 
Gulf  Refining  Company  was  granted  a  license  by 
an  order  of  the  City  Council  to  build  over  a  piece  of 
land  taken  for  sewerage  purposes.  Said  order  of 
the  City  Council  was  approved  by  the  Mayor 
March  26,  1918.  The  said  corporation  is  now  de- 
sirous of  putting  up  a  new  building,  having  taken 
the  old  building  down,  but  the  construction  of  the 
new  building  will  be  somewhat  different  from  that 
of  the  older  building.  The  consideration  paid  for 
the  license  granted  in  1918  was  $350.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that 
$350  would  be  an  adequate  price. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  city,  for  the  consideration  of  three 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  in  form  satisfactory 
to  the  Law  Department  to  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Gulf  Refining  Company,  a  corporation  and 
owner  of  the  land  on  the  westerly  side  of  Washing- 
ton street,  near  Forest  Hills  Station,  conveyed  to  it 
by  deed  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Lib.  4063, 
page  605,  a  license  to  build  a  structure  over  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  taken  for  sewer  purposes  by  a 
Resolve  and  Order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  said 
City  of  Boston,  June  13,  1895,  all  as  shown  uoon  a 
plan  on  which  the  proposed  structure  and  its 
position  relative  to  the  land  taken  for  sewerage 
works  are  shown,  the  said  plan  being  dated  April  28, 
1926,  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public

Household  and  store  collec- 
tions are  made  three  times  a  week;  that  is,  in  the 
North  End  od  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays, 
and  in  the  West  End  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Saturdays. 

The  total  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  rub- 
bish, garbage  and  ashes  in  the  North  and  West 
Ends  at  the  present  time  is  S157.000,  and  to  give 
daily  collections,  as  requested  by  the  City  Council, 
would  require  an  expenditure  of  $75,000  additional 
to  cover  the  cost  of  force  and  equipment. 

At   the  present  time  these  sections  get  better 
service  than  any  other  part  of  the  city.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
request  for  a  transfer  within  the  appropriations 
of  the  County  Buildings  division  of  the  Public 
Buildings  Department.  Under  the  provisions  of 
this  transfer,  an  additional  allowance  of  $10,000 
is  made  in  the  furnishings  and  fittings  item  of  the 
budget  of  this  division.  This  additional  allowance 
is  to  provide  an  adequate  amount  for  the  furnishing 
of  the  new  Dorchester  Courthouse.

ADDITIONAL   SUM   FOR   NURSES'   HOME.

Gentlemen", — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
communication  from  the  trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital,  in  which  it  is  pointed  out  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $15,000  will  be  necessary 
to  provide  for  unforeseen  contingencies  which  have 
developed  in  the  excavation  work  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  the  new  Nurses'  Home.. 
The  appropriation  voted  by  the  Council  early  in 
the  year  for  the  construction  of  this  building  was 
just  sufficient  to  permit  the  awarding  of  the  con- 
tract for  construction.  When  the  excavation 
work  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
building  was  started,  certain  conditions  were  found 
underground  which  were  not  anticipated  when  the 
original  specifications  for  the  work  were  prepared. 
Because  of  these  conditions  the  contractor  was 
required  to  perform  extra  work  and  the  additional 
appropriation  requested  by  the  trustees  is  intended 
to  meet  the  additional  expense  occasioned  by  these 
unforeseen  conditions.  Since  this  was  a  condition 
which  could  not  be  foreseen  in  advance,  I  submit 
herewith  an  order  providing  the  necessary  sum 
from  the  funds  received  from  the  sales  of  city 
property,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  order  by  your  honorable 
body.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — In  connection  with  the 
building  of  the  Nurses'  Home  certain  conditions 
have  arisen  which  unfortunately  could  not  be 
foreseen,  and  which  will  necessitate  the  appropria- 
tion of  a  further  sum  of  money. 

The  engineers  employed  to  do  the  borings,  the 
Charles  Gow  Company,  is  one  of  the  most  com- 
petent engineering  firms  in  the  city.  When  the 
covered  walk  leading  to  the  Vose  House  was 
removed,  it  was  found  that  underneath  were  old 
concrete  walls  and  foundations  which  were  not 
shown  on  any  plan  of  the  hospital,  and  neither  the 
engineers  nor  the  architects  understand  for  what 
purpose  they  were  originally  installed.  To  go  on 
with  the  work,  it  became  necessary  to  blast  out 
these  old  concrete  walls  and  foundations,  and  the 
architects  have  arrived  at  the  figure  of  $2,716  for 
doing  the  work,  this  valuation  being  established 
by  the  unit  price  named  in  the  contract. 

The  series  of  test  borings  made  by  the  Gow 
Company  indicated  the  character  of  the  general 
soil  strata  under  the  buildings,  but  could  not  define 
definitely  the  condition  at  each  point  of  boring 
required  by  the  structural  plans.  As  the  excava- 
tion progressed,  it  was  found  that  the  shelving, 
sandy  beaches  to  which  we  are  required  to  go  by 
the  Building  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
varied  in  depth,  and  in  some  cases  were  as  much 
as  eight  feet  below  the  depth  given  in  the  boring 
plans.  In  other  instances  suitable  soil  was  found 
at  a  slightly  higher  level  than  required,  but  the 
average  was  from  one  foot  to  three  more  than 
indicated,  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  add  that 
amount  to  the  caisson  piles.  The  cost  for  this 
additional  concrete  work  is  $2,500.  This  price 
was  established  by  the  unit  figure  in  the  contract. 

This  new  building  connects  with  the  two  exist- 
ing Nurses'  Homes,  one  built  over  forty  years  ago, 
and  the  other,  the  Vose  House,  twenty  years  ago. 
When  the  foundation  of  the  older  of  the  two 
Nurses'  Homes  was  uncovered,  a  heavy,  rough 
rubble  stone  foundation  wall  was  exposed.  This 
extended  into  the  basement  of  the  new  building, 
so  that  it  became  necessary  to  move  the  elevator 
shaft  out,  offset  caissons  Nos.  4,  5,  6  and  7,  build 
extra  brick  walls  and  steel  reinforced  concrete 
columns  and  brackets,  at  a  total  cost  of  $3,790. 
This  figure  was  in  part  established  by  the  unit 
price  in  the  contract,  and  the  remainder  as  the 
result  of  a  conference  of  the  architects  and  the 
builders;  and  the  trustees  believe  that  the  sum 
arrived  at  is  a  fair  one. 

These  three  items  total  $9,006,  and  the  trustees 
respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of  $15,000  be 
appropriated,  to  provide  for  this  work  and  for  such 
unforeseen  contingencies  as  may  arise  in  the 
further  development  of  this  work.  The  trustees 
hope  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  use  any  part 
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of  this  additional  sum,  but  believe  that  this  amount 
should  be  appropriated  so  that  it  may  not  be 
necessary  to  apply  to  your  Honor  again  in  the 
immediate  future.  This  sum  ($15,000)  was 
arrived  at  as  the  result  of  a  conference  of  the 
president  of  the  trustees,  Mr.  Ritchie  and  the 
City  Auditor. 

On  behalf  of  the  trustees  I  would  again  like  to 
make  clear  that  it  was  wholly  impossible  for  any 
person  to  foresee  these  difficulties  which  have 
arisen  in  the  furtherance  of  this  project,  but  this 
is  not  unusual  in  work  of  this  kind  where  additions 
are  made  to  old  buildings.

"That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston  advise  the  City  Council  with  reference  to 
street  contracts  let  out  by  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment, what  if  any  valid,  legal,  objection  there 
may  be  to  the  inclusion  of  a  penalty  provision  in 
such  contracts  which  will  insure  completion  of 
work  by  the  contractor  in  each  case  within  reason- 
able time  limits." 

I  advise  you  that  there  could  not  legally  be  in- 
cluded in  said  contracts  a  penalty  provision  but 
there  could  be  a  provision  for  the  comDletion  of 
the  contract  within  a  stated  time  and  there  could 
be  a  further  provision  that  in  the  event  of  the  non- 
completion  of  the  contract  within  the  time  stated 
the  contractor  should  be  obliged  to  pay  as  liqui- 
dated damages  a  certain  specified  amount. 
■Whether  any  such  stipulation  should  be  included 
in  the  contract  is  a  matter  for  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  to 
determine.

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  in  connec- 
tion with  that  matter,  I  desire  to  make  a  very  brief 
statement.  The  contracts  awarded  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  at  the  present  time  do  have 
in  them  a  clause  requiring  the  work  to  be  com- 
pleted within  a  certain  time,  and  that  does  not 
always  operate  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  or  to 
the  advantage  of  members  of  the  body  who  may 
be  interested  in  orders  for  the  laying  out  of  streets 
in  their  particular  district.  I  have  in  mind  a  street 
in  my  own  district,  which  I  asked  to  have  accepted 
and  laid  out  as  a  public  way,  which  was  the  first 
street,  I  believe,  passed  upon  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners. It  went  through  the  ordinary  chan- 
nels,— the  Mayor's  office,  Law  Department,  and 
so  on, — consuming  a  lot  of  time.  A  great  deal 
of  time  was  wasted,  in  my  judgment,  in  carrying 
out  the  final  provisions  of  the  order,  and  I  asked 
Saturday  in  regard  to  the  time  when  the  street 
might  possibly  be  completed.  The  street  has 
been  torn  up  and  the  underground  work  has  been 
done,  leaving  the  street  in  worse  condition  than 
ever  for  the  time  being.  At  present,  the  street 
is  in  worse  condition  than  it  was  when  I  asked 
that  it  be  accepted.  Teams  cannot  get  through 
the  street,  and  those  occupying  houses  on  the 
street,  some  of  whom  have  been  there  for  thirty- 
five  years,  have  great  difficulty  in  getting  in  and 
out  of  the  street.  They  have  the  joy  of  having  an 
underground  drain  that  they  cannot  see,  which 
may  be  carrying  off  some  of  the  excess  water, 
but  the  street  is  in  deplorable  condition  today. 
The  contract  for  putting  in  the  macadam  or  bitu- 
lithie  pavement  on  the  street  has  been  awarded, 
I  believe,  to  a  man  named  Matteo,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  the  contract  call  for  the  completion 
of  the  work  by  June  30,  1927.  Matteo,  I  am  told, 
has  so  much  work  that  he  cannot  complete  the 
job  this  year.  I  saw  by  the  City  Record  this 
past  week  that,  although  Matteo  was  the  lowest 
bidder  on  another  piece  of  work,  the  Public  Works 
Department  decided  not  to  give  him  the  con- 
tract because  it  had  already  appeared  that  he 
would  be  unable  to  do  work  he  has  already  under- 


taken. In  other  words,  be  has  in  hand  too  much 
work.  That  does  not  conflict  a  great  deal  with 
the  opinion  rendered  by  the  Law  Department, 
but  it  does  show  that,  no  matter  what  the  con- 
ditions of  the  contract  may  be,  the  contractor  will 
still  act  according  to  his  own  sweet  will,  frequently 
to  the  great  disadvantage  of  people  interested  in 
these  street  improvements.

I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City  Council, 
dated  October  18,  1926,  requesting-  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  answering  several  question?: 

(1).  Q.  Has  the  request  of  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  October  4,  1926,  relative  to  employ- 
ment of  150  men  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  been 
acted  on? 

A.  No.  For  the  reason  that  it  is  not  considered 
expedient.  The  division  engineer  of  the  Sanitary 
and  Street  Cleaning  and  the  Paving  Services,  also 
the  several  foremen  of  these  respective  services, 
report  conditions,  with  the  exemption  of  leaves,  as 
satisfactory.  The  reports  covering  the  city  proper 
are  that  the  streets  are  receiving  daily  attention  in 
some  sections,  and  from  one  to  three  cleanings  per 
week  in  others.  In  addition  patrolmen  and  sta- 
tionmen  are  located  to  care  for  special  locations. 


In  the  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury  and  Brighton 
districts,  where  the  cleaning  is  an  activity  of  the 
Paving  Service,  cleaning  is  not  so  frequent,  but  is 
given  attention  as  often  as  the  foreman,  in  his 
opinion,  considers  it  necessary.  However,  the 
consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the  streets  are  in 
better  condition  as  regards  cleanliness  than  they 
have  been  in  previous  years.  There  might  be 
some  areas  in  these  sections  that,  owing  to  leaves 
and  litter,  do  appear  somewhat  objectionable,  but 
even  these  do  not  warrant  the  employment  of  150 
men  inasmuch  as  the  present  force  has  the  matter 
well  in  hand,  and  the  conditions  will  be  cared  for 
as  in  the  past  with  the  force  now  employed  in  these 
several  districts.

Comparing  the  situation  as  to  the  employment 
of  help  with  other  years,  I  might  state  for  informa- 
tion that  in  October,  1925,  80  temporary  men  were 
employed;  in  November,  1925,  18  men;  January, 
1926,  40  men  and  in  March,  1926,  12  men  were 
employed  making  a  total  of  150  temporary  men 
put  on  the  pay  roll  within  a  period  of  five  months. 
The  bulk  of  this  number  of  men  ceased  their 
employment  with  the  city  during  the  first  week 
of  March,  1926.  Since  March,  1926,  we  have 
employed  temporary  help  in  connection  with  draw- 
tenders  in  the  Ferry  Service  for  vacations,  etc., 
and  the  same  thing  applies  to  some  men  employed 
in  the  Engineering  Force  of  the  Public  Works 
Department.  No  great  number  of  laborers  have 
been  employed  this  summer  or  fall. 

It  is  probable  that  we  may  be  asking  for  some 
additional  help  during  the  present  month  inasmuch 
as  the  ashes  and  garbage  are  increasing  in  quantity 
and  the  new  trucks  will  have  been  delivered  before 
the  end  of  the  month,  and  I  feel  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  some  additional  help  to  man  the 
trucks  used  in  the  collections  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts. Furthermore,  in  connection  with  the 
street  cleaning  proposition,  there  is  an  order  for 
four  pick-up  street  sweeping  machines,  one  each 
to  be  located  in  the  outlying  districts  such  as 
Dorchester,  West  Roxbury,  Brighton  and  South 
Boston.  The  addition  of  these  machines  will  add 
materially  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  streets  inasmuch 
as  they  will  remove  the  material  and  carry  same  to 
the  dump  without  rehandling  or  the  employment 
of  additional  help.

Coun.  WRAGG — -Mr.  President,  in  connection 
with  the  report  on  these  four  petitions  I  will  say 
that  the  committee  held  a  hearing  in  the  large 
hearing  room  on  the  20th  of  October,  at  which 
there  was  present  a  large  representative  body  of 
East  Boston  citizens,  who  protested  vigorously 
against  the  use  of  jitney  buses  in  the  East  Boston 
district  and  remonstrated  against  the  tearing  up 
of  certain  tracks  on  Lexington  street,  and  so  forth. 
In  view  of  the  condition  of  unrest  in  East  Boston 
at  the  present  time  over  the  transportation  situa- 
tion, it  was  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  at  least 
of  those  present,  that  no  petition  should  be  granted 
at  least  until  such  time  as  the  trustees  of  the 
Elevated  and  the  citizens  of  East  Boston  might 
get  together  on  something  in  the  interest  of  all 
concerned.     So  we  have  reported  as  you  see. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  petitioner  was 
given  leave  to  withdraw. 


LOWERING  OF  ELEVATED  TRACKS,  EAST 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Boston  Elevated  Trustees  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  lower  the  tracks  of  the 
location  of  the  company  in  the  Bennington  boule- 
vard and  pave  between  them,  from  Day  square  to 
Breed  square,  in  order  that  some  of  the  former 
beauty  of  the  boulevard,  which  cost  §800,000,  may 
be  restored. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


STATEMENT   OF  REAL   ESTATE 
ABATEMENTS. 

Coun.  DOWLING  offered  an  order— That  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  all  abatements  made  on 
real  estate  in  this  city  during  the  current  year, 
such  statement  to  include  in  every  instance  the 
location,  by  street  and  ward,  the  amount  originally 
assessed  on  each  parcel  of  property  where  abate- 
ments have  been  made,  and  the  amount  abated. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
advised  that  there  has  been  a  wholesale  abatement 
of  taxes  in  some  sections  of  the  city,  and  I  person- 
ally represent  one  part  of  the  city  on  which  the 
burden  falls  a  great  deal  harder  than  it  does  upon 
other  sections.  Ward  21,  which  I  have  the  honor 
to  represent,  has  a  real  estate  valuation  of  $79,- 
176,800.  There  are  only  four  other  wards  in  the 
entire  city,  and  those  in  the  business  section  of 
Boston  where  land  and  real  estate  values  are  sup- 
posed to  be  and  are  extremely  high,  where  this 
valuation  is  exceeded.  So  the  ward  I  represent  is 
the  fifth  largest  tax-paying  ward  in  Boston.     I  am 


advised  by  attache's  of  the  Assessing  Department 
that  a  house  erected  in  my  ward  at  a  cost  of  $12,000, 
and  assessed  for  that  amount,  would  be  assessed  in 
your  ward,  Mr.  President, —  and  I  don't  want  to 
be  personal  in  this  matter, —  for  $8,000.  If  that  i3 
true,  of  course,  it  is  an  unfair  burden  on  the  people 
of  my  district,  I  have  had  similar  illustrations 
brought  to  my  attention  that  do  not  apply  to  your 
ward.  There  has  been  no  general  demand  for 
abatement  in  Ward  21.  We  pay  our  toll  there, 
pay  the  freight,  in  larger  proportion  than  is  the 
case  in  other  sections  of  the  city.  But  if  there 
have  been  wholesale  abatements  on  real  estate  and 
personal  property  in  other  sections  of  the  city,  I 
want  to  know  it.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  order 
will  pass,  and  I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  after  a  compari- 
son of  the  situation  in  Brighton  and  West  Rox- 
bury,  I  must  very  much  disagree  with  Coun. 
Dowling.  I  think  West  Roxbury  has  been  taxed 
to  the  utmost.  I  know  of  several  instances  where 
the  valuation  of  houses  has  been  raised  in  amounts 
varying  from  $2,500  to  $7,500  and  I  don't  believe, 
with  all  due  deference  to  the  President,  that  he 
played  politics  when 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
say  and  did  not  mean  to  imply  that  the  President 
had  played  politics,  and  I  hesitated,  Mr.  President, 
to  use  your  ward  as  an  illustration.  But  that 
happened  to  be  a  striking  example. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  disagree  with  what  has  been 
said  by  Coun.  Dowling.  I  say  that  the  President 
played  very  poor  politics  in  allowing  them  to  go  in 
there  and  raise  valuations  as  they  did.  I  believe 
the  assessments  show  that  the  valuations  in  West 
Roxbury  are  the  highest  of  any  section  of  the  city. 
I  think  the  proposed  action  here  is  ill-advised.  I 
think  there  are  a  great  many  cases  where  people 
are  entitled  to  abatements,  and  I  certainly  do  not 
think  that  this  order  should  go  through. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  will  say,  in 
answer  to  Coun.  Dowling,  that  in  Ward  20  they 
raised  the  valuations  generally  from  $500  to  $1,000 
on  each  house,  and  we  had  two  or  three  instances 
where  the  valuations  were  raised  more  than  $4,500. 
We  have  in  West  Roxbury  the  one  ward  in  the 
city  where  there  are  more  people  who  own  their 
own  homes  than  rent  them.  So  this  action  affects 
a  greater  number  of  resident  house  owners. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  suspend 
the  rules.  The  motion  was  declared  lost.  Coun. 
Dowling  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays.  The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the 
rules,  yeas  4,  nas7s  13:

President  KEENE— The  Chair  must  rule  that 
you  have  no  right  to  do  that,  that  you  must  move 
reconsideration  now  if  you  intend  to  do  so. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  move  re- 
consideration and  ask  that  the  matter  be  assigned 
for  one  week. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  would  state  ihat 
if  no  motion  is  made  the  order  will  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  under  the  rules,  as  the 
matter  now  stands. 

Coun.  DOWLING— All  right,  Mr.  President,  I 
withdraw  the  motion.     Thank  you.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
request  for  additional  appropriations  under  two 
items  in  the  budget  of  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. According  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  the 
Board  of  Overseers  in  tnis  communication,  tne 
disbursement  policy  of  the  department  for  the 
balance  of  tne  year  will  require  approximately 
$200,000  in  excess  of  the  funds  no%v  available. 

The  current  budget  allowances  of  tne  Public 
Welfare  Department  under  Items  F-9,  Care  of 
Dependents,  and  F-10,  Mothers'  Aid,  were  arrived 
at  only  after  an  intensive  study  of  the  disburse- 
ments of  the  department  under  these  items  for  the 
past  three  years.  The  average  monthly  expendi- 
tures under  the  two  items  involved  for  the  past 
three  years  is  indicated  in  the  following  table:

Feeling  that  the  disbursements  for  1925,  which 
represented  the  highest  figures  in  the  history  of 
the  department,  might  reasonably  be  expected  to 
represent  the  peak  load,  it  was  estimated  by  the 
Budget  Commissioner  and  myself  at  the  beginning 
of  this  financial  year  that  an  allowance  based  on  an 
average  monthly  expenditure  of  S75,000  under 
Item  F-9,  and  S60.000  under  Item  F-10,  would  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  disbursement  demands  of 
the  department.  Based  on  these  figures,  the  total 
allowance  of  Sl,625,000,  an  amount  S67.000  under 
the  total  departmental  estimate,  was  provided  in 
the  budget.  The  additional  amount  now  requested 
is  tnus  8133,000  in  excess  of  tne  original  estimate 
of  tne  department. 

Relief  of  the  needy  is  an  economic  obligation  of 
the  city.  It  is  evident  that  under  the  disburse- 
ment policies  now  in  effect  the  available  funds  will 
not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the 
balance  of  tbe  year.  The  overseers  admit  that  it 
may  be  possible  to  keep  the  deficit  in  their  depart- 
ment under  the  amount  requested.  For  this 
reason  I  feel  that  at  this  time  the  total  amount 
requested  should  not  be  provided.  I  accordingly 
submit  herewitn  two  orders  providing  for  the 
transfer  from  available  sources  of  $150,000  to  the 
budget  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department.  I 
respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  these  orders.

have  a  probable  deficit  of  $190,000  under  th  s  item. 

We  have  a  balance  of  $118,472.13  available  under 

F-10,  Mothers'  Aid,  November  1,  1926,  and  will, 


have  a  probable  deficit  of  $10,000  under  this  item 
total  deficit  under  both  items  of  $200,000. 

The  demands  upon  the  department  for  relief 
work  have  been  tnis  year  exceedingly  heavy  due, 
in  some  measure,  to  unemployment  but  more  par- 
ticularly because  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  tendency 
for  private  charitable  organizations  to  refer  more 
families  to  us  for  public  relief  than  in  past  years. 
We  have  noted  this  tendency  for  the  last  two  or 
three  years  but,  apparently,  it  is  a  burden  that 
the  city  must  accept. 

It  has  also  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers, during  the  past  three  years,  to  allow  larger 
grants  to  our  aged  applicants  and  in  a  great  num- 
ber of  these  eases  the  Board  is  now  allowing  $5 
and  $6  a  week  in  place  of  S3  a  week,  which  was 
allowed  prior  to  three  years  ago. 

The  Board  will,  of  course,  make  every  effort  to 
keep  the  deficit  for  this  year  as  low  as  possible. 
Will  you  kindly  make  provision  to  supply  the  funds 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.

EMPLOYMENT   OF   TEMPORARY   MEN. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HEFFERNAN,  the  Council 
took  up  assignment,  No.  4  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

4.  Message  and  communication  relative  to 
employment  of  temporary  men  in  the  Public 
Works  Department,  with  statistics  as  to  street 
cleaning. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  the 
more  orders  that  go  through  this  body  and  the 
more  replies  that  come  back  from  the  Mayor's 
office,  the  more  I  realize  that,  so  far  as  securing 
accomplishment  is  concerned,  efforts  originating 
in  this  Council  are  more  or  less  hopeless.  But  I 
cannot  help  answering  the  reply  sent  in  to  the 
Council  last  week  by  the  Mayor,  under  this  order. 
He  furnishes  certain  very  interesting  information 
as  to  street  cleaning  conditions  in  this  city.  Under 
question  No.  1  he  says  that  the  streets  of  Boston 
are  in  good  condition,  and  that  there  is  no  need  of 
putting  on  150  men  to  clean  the  streets  of  this 
city.  He  points  out  that  in  Dorchester,  West 
Roxbury  and  Brighton  there  are  no  regular  street 
cleaning  forces  but  that  the  paving  and  street 
cleaning  are  handled  by  the  one  force,  and  it  is 
left  entirely  to  the  foreman  ot  the  district,  where 
he  has  any  leisure  time,  to  clean  the  streets.  I 
notice,  in  the  figures  quoted  for  men  in  the  differ- 
ent sections,  that  the  table  shows  for  the  Brighton 
section  on  January  1,  1925,  a  total  of  fifty-six 
men,  and  on  October  1  of  this  year,  with  a  growth 
of  streets  to  the  extent  probably  of  at  least  15  per 
cent,  a  total  of  fifty-seven  men,  or  an  increase  of 
one  man  in  two  years.  I  have  checked  up  on  the 
actual  figures  of  men  in  the  Brighton  district  at 
the  present  time,  and  I  find  that  today,  in  the 
district,  for  both  paving  and  street  cleaning,  there 
are  thirty-nine  laborers,  nine  mechanics  and  two 
engineers.  Of  those  thirty-nine  laborers,  six  are 
drivers,  two  teamsters,  three  stablemen,  and  one 
yardman,  and  tour  are  used  on  crossings.  So  we 
finally  get  down  to  but  twenty-three  men  left  for 
the  actual  paving  and  street  cleaning  in  a  section 
that  has  about  seventy  to  seventy-five  miles  of 
streets  at  the  present  time.     In  addition  to  taking 
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care  of  streets,  that  same  crew  this  year  laid  out 
Sutherland  road,  Foster  street,  Lanark  road,  and 
Wallingford  road  in  that  section,  and  while  those 
crews  were  working  on  those  streets  they  had  no 
men  available  for  work  in  other  parts  of  the  dis- 
trict. I  do  not  question  the  amounts  that  other 
sections  receive,  but  I  do  notice  that  in  downtown 
Boston,  the  business  district,  the  total  appropria- 
tion for  street  cleaning  alone  was  $464,000,  or 
close  to  half  a  million  simply  tor  street  cleaning  in 
the  city  proper,  while  in  Brighton  tor  street  clean- 
ing and  paving  we  got  but  817,000.  I  have  no 
grievance  with  the  business  man  of  Boston  who 
probably  lives  out  in  one  of  the  suburbs  and  has 
the  street  in  front  of  his  place  cleaned  every  day; 
but  I  do  say  that  the  taxpayers  of  Brighton,  South 
Boston,  West  Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  have  as 
much  right  to  have  their  streets  cleaned  as  do  the 
business  men  in  downtown  Boston.  And  I  say 
that  when  the  Mayor  says  the  streets  of  Boston 
today  are  in  proper  condition,  somebody  has  been 
misrepresenting  the  facts  to  him,  because  I  know 
in  my  own  section,  after  tne  dropping  of  the 
leaves  in  the  fall,  the  streets  have  not  been  cleaned 
for  over  a  year,  except  in  one  or  two  instances, 
and  the  fact  that  many  of  the  streets  are  in  no 
worse  condition  than  they  are  is  because  the 
people  who  live  on  them  do  everything  in  their 
power  to  keep  them  as  clean  as  possible.  I  can- 
not help,  either,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
under  this  administration  anybody  who  even 
casually  observes  the  situation  must  see  that  there 
have  been  only  three  accomplishments  to  date, 
first,  an  increase  in  tne  tax  rate;  second,  an  increase 
in  assessments;  and  third,  an  increase  in  the 
Mayor's  salary.

CONTROL   OF    BUDGET    EXPENDITURES. 

Coun.  PARKMAX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Chair  appoint  two  members 
of  tne  Council  as  a  committee  to  confer  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  the  City  Auditor,  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Sup- 
plies with  a  raw  to  providing  by  ordinance  or 
otherwise  for  an  effective  control  of  expenditures 
in  all  city  and  county  departments,  in  accordance 
with  the  intent  and  terms  of  the  annual  budget 
and  appropriation  bill,  and 

That  the  said  committee  report  the  result  of 
such  conference,  together  with  its  findings  and 
recommendations,  not  later  than  tne  first  meeting 
of  the  Council  in  the  vear  1927. 

Coun.  PARKMAX— Mr.  President,  from  my 
brief  acquaintance  with  the  workings  of  the  city 
budget  under  the  present  city  charter  and  the 
existing  ordinances,  it  strikes  me  that  there  are 
two  very  serious  defects.  One,  to  which  Coun. 
Heffernan's  order  of  last  week  was  directed,  is 
that  the  Council  has  no  opportunity  under  the 
charter  to  participate  in  the  making  up  of  the  bud- 
get, and  does  not  in  fact  see  the  budget  until 
several  months  after  the  beginning  of  the  city's 
fiscal  year.  At  that  time  the  Council  is  annually 
rushed  into  a  hurried  passage  of  the  budget  and 
appropriation  bills  under  a  real  or  fancied  pres- 
sure of  a  stringency  of  funds  in  tne  various  depart- 
ments with  which  to  carry  on  the  daily  work,  and 
we  are  told  every  year  that  we  cannot  give  the 
consideration  to  the  budget  which  is  expected  of 
us  because  otherwise  we  will  tie  up  and  hamstring 
the  most  essential  functions  of  the  city.  This 
condition  is  now  more  aggravated  than  ever  before, 
owing  to  the  advancing  of  the  date  of  beginning 
the  city's  fiscal  year  from  February  1  to  January  1, 
since  under  existing  legislation  we  must  waitfor 
the  Legislature  to  fix  our  tax  limit  lor  us,  and  as  it 
does  not  meet  until  Januray  it  is  of  necessity 
many  weeks  before  we  are  handed  the  cloth  cut 
to  the  size  to  which  we  must  make  the  city's 
services  conform.  The  obvious  remedy,  to  my 
mind,  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  for  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  to  fix  the  city's  tax  limit,  plac- 
ing the  responsibility  where  it  really  belongs  and 
taking  it  away  from  a  committee  of  the  Legislature 
which  is  confessedly  ignorant  of  the  details  of 
Boston's  finances  and  whose  decision  must  be 
either  a  rough,  unreasoned  compromise  between 
the  claims  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, or  a  blind  reliance  on  one  or  the  other. 
If  this  change  were  made  the  tax  limit  would  depend 
upon  the  budget  and  not  the  budget  upon  the  tax 
limit,  as  is  now  the  case.  The  Mayor  would  be 
compelled  to  submit  his  detailed  budget,  as  con- 


templated by  the  charter,  within  thirty  days  from 
January  1,  and  the  Council  would  have  ample 
time  to  consider  it.  Short  of  this  remedy,  which 
is  logical  and  complete,  there  is  that  suggested 
by  Coun.  Heffernan's  order  of  last  week  request- 
ing that  the  Council  have  access  to  the  budget 
sheets  in  course  of  preparation.  With  the  spirit 
of  this  suggestion  I  am  thoroughly  in  sympathy, 
but,  of  course,  the  preparation  of  the  budget  in 
any  view  is  a  purely  executive  function  and  the 
Council  cannot  of  right  ask  to  be  included  in  it. 
The  other  defect  in  the  working  of  the  budget  is 
that  to  which  my  order  today  is  directed,  and 
that  is  a  defect  for  which  the  remedy  lies  ready 
to  our  hand.  While  the  one  arises  in  the  course 
of  the  preparation  and  submission  of  the  budget, 
the  other  arises  afterwards  in  the  operation  of 
the  budget,  and  reaches  its  most  aggravated  and 
noticeable  stage  about  this  time  of  year.  I  refer 
to  the  defect  of  lack  of  any  budget  control, — that 
is,  the  control  of  expenditures  to  the  purposes  and 
the  amounts  set  out  in  the  budget,  and  fo  its 
manipulation  in  the  number  of  transfers  which 
the  Council  is  called  upon  to  authorize,  and  which 
after  November  15  are  annually  made  within 
departments  by  the  hundreds  upon  the  auditor's 
and  Mayor's  OK.  One  of  the  underlying  causes 
of  this  condition,  I  believe,  is  the  over-segregation 
of  the  budget,  and  another  and  most  important 
one  is  the  lack  of  any  effective  control  of  expendi- 
tures before  they  are  made.  A  segregated  budget 
undoubtedly  has  certain  advantages,  which  are 
obvious  enough,  and  up  to  a  certain  extent  it 
serves  to  keep  down  expenditures  to  the  actual 
necessities.  But  beyond  some  point  it  fails  in 
this  purpose,  and  on  the  other  hand  serves  as  a 
smoke  screen  for  the  obtaining  of  funds  for  pur- 
poses not  mentioned  in  the  budget.  I  believe  it 
was  quite  clear  to  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions last  year,  even  in  the  cursory  examination  of 
the  budget  which  we  were  allowed  time  to  make, 
that  we  were  so  lost  in  the  trees  that  we  could 
not  see  the  forest.  With  a  department  divided 
into  subdivisions,  the  requirements  of  these  sub- 
divisions again  subdivided  into  six  or  seven  main 
subheads  of  budget  classification,  and  these  sub- 
heads once  more  subdivided  into  still  further  and 
almost  countless  sub-subheads,  the  detail  becomes 
so  enormous  and  the  amounts  asked  for  so  small 
that  it  is  not  only  an  irksome  and  almost  impossible 
task,  but  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  question  the 
necessity  of  each  individual  item.  Plausible 
reasons  can  easily  be  given,  for  example,  and 
reasons  that  it  is  hard  to  question,  why  an  addi- 
tional typewriter  desk  or  whatnot  may  be  required, 
while  as  a  matter  of  fact  there  may  be  no  need 
whatever  for  the  item  requested  and  the  depart- 
ment head  requesting  it  may  simply  be  doing  so 
as  a  screen  for  the  obtaining  of  something  else. 
Where  you  have  this  situation,  coupled  with  a 
complete  lack  of  budget  control  and  an  almost 
unlimited  right  of  transfer,  the  way  is  clear  for  a 
breakdown  of  the  budget  principle.  A  depart- 
ment head  puts  in  items  for  things  which  he  does 
not  need  but  which  are  easily  defended;  makes 
his  expenditures  for  the  purposes  which  he  really 
desires  without  fear  of  hindrance  or  check,  and 
then  afterwards,  after  the  horse  is  out  of  the  barn, 
gets  his  transfer  allowed  to  make  the  expenditure 
good.  This,  of  course,  does  not  always  occur, 
but  it  can  occur,  and  I  think  that  the  large  num- 
ber of  transfers  from  a  purpose  contemplated  by 
the  budget  to  a  purpose  not  mentioned  is  evi- 
dence that  it  does  occur  frequently  enough  to  call 
for  measures  of  relief.  The  most  adequate  remedy, 
I  believe,  and  one  which  it  is  within  our  power  to 
adopt,  subject  to  the  Mayor's  approval,  is  by 
ordinance  amending  the  sections  relating  to  the 
Budget  Commissioner's  duties  so  as  to  give  him 
supervision  and  control  of  all  expenditures  not 
included  in  the  budget  before  they  are  made,  and 
so  co-ordinating  his  duties  with  those  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Supplies  as  to  effect  that  result.  I 
have  not  attempted  to  frame  such  an  ordinance, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  same  result  can  be  reached 
in  some  other  way.  But  I  do  think  that  there  is 
in  this  situation  a  material  defect,  and  one  for  which 
a  cure  can  be  found.  I  have  phrased  the  order  so 
as  to  require  a  conference  with  those  officials  of 
the  city  who  have  the  most  practical  experience 
of  and  the  closest  contact  with  the  working  of  the 
budget,  and  I  believe  that  a  conference  with  those 
officials  should  produce  results. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  the  only- 
question  that  arises  in  my  mind  in  connection 
with  the  order  that  Coun.  Parkman  has  intro- 
duced is,  whether  or  not  it  might  be  more  appro- 
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priate  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Affairs  of  this  Council  and  go  to  the 
Legislature  on  Beacon  Hill  for  such  an  amend- 
ment to  the  charter  as  will  accomplish  the  results 
which  Coun.  Parkman  has  so  ably  pointed  out 
as  needed.  Having  gone  into  the  subject  with 
any  such  careful  study  as  Coun.  Parkman  has 
undoubtedly  given  to  it,  it  seems  to  me  that  that 
is  the  more  logical  way  of  grasping  the  situation 
if  the  Council  really  wants  to  put  into  effect 
the  things  that  Coun.  Parkman  recommends, 
rather  than  going  into  conference  with  the  exe- 
cutive heads  of  the  various  city  departments  who 
are  now  working  upon  and  putting  before  us  this 
budget  every  year  for  us  to  act  upon  in  the  hasty 
and  cursory  way  that  Coun.  Parkman  has  re- 
ferred to.  I  should  be  inclined  to  recommend 
that  the  matter  go  to  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  Council  rather  than  having  a  conference 
of  the  heads  as  named  by  Coun.  Parkman. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  may  not 
have  made  the  matter  clear.  It  seems  to  me  there 
are  two  branches  to  this  matter.  One  has  ref- 
erence to  what  was  aimed  at  by  Coun.  Heffernan 
in  his  order  of  last  week — which  has  to  do  with 
action  by  the  Council  during  the  preparation 
of  the  budget,  and  that  is  a  matter  for  legislative 
relief.  That  depends  on  the  Council  and  the 
Mayor  having  the  power  to  fix  the  city's  tax 
limit.  But  after  the  tax  limit  is  fixed  and  after 
the  budget  is  submitted,  the  administrative 
operation  of  the  budget,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  is 
purely  within  the  control  of  the  city's  executive 
and  can  be  regulated  by  ordinance  or  possibly  by 
executive  order  without  the  necessity  of  an  ordi- 
nance. I  can  see  no  need  whatever  for  going  to 
the  Legislature  forHhe  relief  which  action  here 
might  bring  and,  in  fact,  I  don't  see  how  the 
legislature  can  act  on  that  branch  of  the  subject. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  on  motion  of  Coun.  Parkman. 


LEXINGTON  STREET  CAR  SERVICE,  EAST 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
proceed  to  compel  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  to  restore  the  Lexing- 
ton Street  Tunnel  service  in  East  Boston,  which 
they  have  interrupted  to  the  inconvenience  and 
the  impairment  of  the  health  of  thousands  of 
people.

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take 
such  legal  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  com- 
pel the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  to  perform  their  duties  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  com  enience  and  health  of  the 
people  of  Boston,  and  upon  their  failure  to  do  so 
that  he  present  an  information  to  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  setting  forth  their  incompetency 
and  requesting  their  removal  as  trustees. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RETURN    OF    EAST   BOSION   TUNNEL 
TOLLS. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  tnrough  nis  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take 
such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
return  to  the  people  of  East  Boston  tne  sum 
amounting  to  more  than  $1,500,000  which  was 
collected  from  them  as  tolls  to  meet  the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  requirements  that  should  have 
been  met  by  tne  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany and  that  provision  be  made  for  the  funding 
of  this  sum  for  the  higher  education  of  the  children 
living  in  East  Boston. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  introducing  these  several  orders  at  this  time  is 
to  call  to  the  direct  attention  of  the  Mayor  and 
the   City   Council   of  Boston   the   drastic  plan  of 


procedure  attempted  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway.  It  is  perfectly  evident  to  me, 
in  connection  with  the  passage  of  the  Public 
Control  Bill  of  1918,  whereby  the  power  of  main- 
tenance and  regulation  of  service  was  vested  in 
this  so-called  commission,  that  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  to  allow  the  commis- 
sion to  have  such  power.  It  was  the  intention 
of  the  Legislature  that  the  people  should  receive 
some  consideration  from  the  commission.  To 
date  the  people  of  Boston  have  not  received  any 
consideration  whatever.  There  is  not  a  member 
of  this  body  which  represents  taxpayers  of  Boston 
and  represents  the  car  riders  of  Boston,  who  has 
not  some  grievance,  or  the  members  of  whose  con- 
stituency nave  not  some  grievance,  with  this  so- 
called  commission.  It  is  high  time  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  should  call  into  executive  session 
the  different  department  heads — the  Transit  Com- 
missioners, the  Street  Commissioners  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  deliver  an 
ultimatum  to  the  trustees  of  the  Elevated,  stating 
that  unless  the  people  of  Boston  receive  better 
and  proper  consideration,  they  will  give  no  furtner 
consideration  to  the  trustees  of  the  Elevated 
Railway. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


TRAFFIC   TOWERS   FOR   BLUE   HILL 
AVENUE. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  install  two  traffic  control  signal  towers 
on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  one  at  Columbia  road  and 
one  at  Mattapan  square,  said  towers  to  control 
traffic  at  all  intersecting  streets  on  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  between  Columbia  road  and  Mattapan 
square. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PROPOSED  STATUTE  FOR  HUGH  O'BRIEN. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Hugh  O'Brien,  a  native  of  Ireland, 
served  Boston,  the  city  of  his  adoption,  with  con- 
spicuous credit  and  honor,  rising  from  humble  cir- 
cumstances to  a  position  of  eminence  in  affairs,  and 

Whereas,  Hugh  O'Brien  gave  devoted  service  to 
the  people  of  Boston  as  a  trustee  of  our  Public 
Library,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
and  as  Mayor,  and 

Whereas,  Hugh  O'Brien's  splendid  record  of 
public  service  is  best  attested  by  his  devotion  to  the 
free  Public  Library  and  as  father  of  our  unsurpassed 
park  system,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
spectfully recommends  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
that  measures  be  taken  to  erect  a  suitable  monu- 
ment in  honor  of  Hugh  O'Brien,  member  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  Mayor,  and  sterling  citizen  in 
constant  sympathy  with  every  movement  for  the 
general  welfare.

POLICE  AMBULANCE  FOR  DIVISION   6. 

Coun.  MAHONEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, tnrough  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  have  a 
police  ambulance  assigned  permanently  to  Police 
Division  6,  South  Boston. 

Coun.  MAHONEY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
state  briefly  my  reason  for  presenting  this  order, 
and  I  think  Coun.  Donovan  can  verify  my  state- 
ment. A  few  months  ago  we  went  to  the  com- 
missioner and  he  openly  admitted  that  the  people 
of  East  Boston,  Charlestown  and  South  Boston 
should  have  a  police  ambulance;  that,  in  the  case 
of  the  people  of  South  Boston,  there  was  the  large 
army  base  over  on  Commonwealth  Pier,  employing 
thousands  of  people,  who  were  subject  to  injury  at 
any  time,  and  that  in  the  vicinity  of  the  finest 
bathing  beach  in  the  country  it  was  also  an  absolute 
necessity  that  a  police  ambulance  be  conveniently 
situated. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 
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CONSTRUCTION  OF  MAY   STREET, 
WARD  12. 

Coun.  BUSH  offered  an  order— That  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  lay  out  and  construct  as  a 
public  highway  the  private  way  now  Known  as 
May  street,  Roxbury,  Ward  12. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ESTIMATES  ON  BOULEVARD  OVER  SHAW- 
MUT  BRANCH  EXTENSION. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  estimates 
of  cost  of  construction  and  time  required  to  make 
a  boulevard  street  for  pleasure  vehicles  over  the 
tunnel  and  area  way  of  the  Shawmut  Branch  Ex- 
tension of  the  Cambridge  Tunnel,  between  Park 
street,  Dorchester,  and  Centre  street,  Dorchester. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  introduce 
this  order  at  this  time  to  ascertain  the  approximate 
cost  of  a  boulevard  or  street  in  that  district,  on  the 
site  of  the  old  so-called  Shawmut  Branch.  For 
some  distance  on  this  Shawmut  Branch  road  I  un- 
derstand that  the  tunnel  trains  on  the  extension 
of  the  Cambridge  Tunnel  are  to  run  on  the  surface, 
but  that  for  a  substantial  distance,  particularly 
from  Park  street  to  Centre  street,  the  plan  pro- 
vides, if  I  am  correctly  informed,  for  the  sinking 
of  a  20-foot  trench,  constructing  therein  not  a  sub- 
way over  which  there  may  be  travel,  but  simply  a 
depression  for  the  trains  to  run  through.  The  plan 
apparently  is  to  build  neither  a  covered  subway, 
nor  to  have  the  trains  run  on  the  surface,  but  to 
dig  this  trench  and  have  the  trains  flying  back  and 
forth  in  it,  and  then  simply  use  the  space  on  both 
sides,  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  for  vehicular 
traffic.  In  order  not  only  to  remove  such  an  ugly 
scar  from  that  residential  district,  but  to  relieve 
the  traffic  of  Dorchester  avenue  and  Washington 
street,  Dorchester,  I  see  no  reason  why  an  out  and 
out  subway  cannot  be  built  from  Park  street  to 
beyond  Centre  street,  leaving  the  surface  to  be 
used  for  vehicular  traffic. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RECESS. 

A  recess  was  declared  at  2.56  p.  m.,  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order 
by  Chairman  GILBODY,  at  4.23  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  DOWLING,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following  reports: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
preferred  today)  that  the  City  Auditor  be  autnor- 
ized  to  transfer  to  the  Public  Welfare  Department, 
Central  Office,  F-9,  Care  of  Dependents,  $100,000, 
from  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  350,000  from  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  F-8,_  State  and  Military  Aid, 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  Burials, — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  cannot  let 
this  opportunity  go  by  without  expressing  a  pro- 
test against  a  practice  that  I  understand  has 
been  in  vogue  for  a  number  of  years  of  running 
in  transfer  orders  of  considerable  importance  to 
the  City  Council  on  virtually  the  last  day  tnat 
transfers  can  be  made  by  us.  It  is  tne  same 
practice  with  which  we  were  confronted  with 
respect  to  the  budget  when  we  were  asked  to 
consider  a  $43,000,000  budget  in  practically  a 
week,  on  the  story  that  people  would  be  thrown 
out  of  work  and  the  administration  of  the  city 
seriously  hampered,  if  not  altogether  stopped, 
unless  we  took  immediate  action.  We  are  now 
on  the  last  day  on  which  transfer  orders  can  be 
acted  upon  by  us,  and  we  are  confronted  with  the 
same  arguments  now,  that  unless  we  immediately 
pass  the  transfers,  widows  and  orphans,  will  be 
left  without  proper  attention.  It  is  far  from  my 
intention  to  deprive  widows  and  orphans  from 
proper  care  by  the  city  authorities,  but  it  seems  to 
me  an  imposition  on  the  Council  to  ask  them  to 


choose  between  the  recommendation  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  oi  $150,000  and  the  recommendation 
of  the  department  head,  3200,000,  out  of  hand, 
and  that  it  is  a  further  imposition  to  come  in  at 
the  very  last  minute  and  ask  for  translers  of  this 
sort  to  be  made.  I  haven't  the  least  doubt  that 
the  Council  is  going  to  pass  this  order,  because 
none  of  us  are  willing  to  see  the  widows  and  orphans 
who  need  the  care  of  the  City  of  Boston  deprived 
of  that  care:  but  I  cannot  let  this  opportunity 
pass  without  expressing  a  protest  against  this 
practice  of  relegating  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  the  status  of  rubber  stamps. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  also 
to  go  on  record  as  heartily  in  accord  with  Coun. 
Guild  in  his  expression  of  opinion  upon  this  matter. 
I  thoroughly  agree  with  him  in  objecting  to  the 
way  in  which  items  oi  this  kind  are,  as  we  have 
seen  it  in  the  Executive  Committee  today,  shot 
at  members  of  the  Council  at  the  last  minute, 
we  being  asked  to  pass  them  because  some  body 
is  going  to  starve  to  death,  or  because  some 
number  of  employees  in  some  of  the  departments 
will  not  get  their  wages  unless  we  vote  on  such 
measures  within  twenty-four  hours.  I  go  even 
farther  than  Coun.  Guild.  I  feel  very  strongly 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  Mr.  President.  I  am 
given  to  understand  that  I  might  as  well  vote  for 
the  transfer  of  the  money  in  this  and  other  cases, 
because  if  we  do  not  vote  affirmatively  the  Mayor 
has  the  right  tomorrow  morning  to  make  tne 
transfers,  anyway.  But  I  am  so  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  City  Council  should  not  be 
asked  in  this  way  to  vote  for  this  and  other  trans- 
fers without  having  an  opportunity  to  give  proper 
consideration  to  the  matter,  and  I  feel  so  strongly 
that  it  is  an  imposition  on  members  of  the  Council 
to  vote  away  without  an  opportunity  for  consid- 
eration $100,000,  $200,000,  or  half  a  million  dollars, 
merely  because  it  is  the  last  chance  for  us  to  do  it 
that  I  personally  shall  vote  against  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  having  given  expression 
to  my  reason  for  doing  so. 

Chairman  GILBODY — If  you  will  pardon  the. 
Chair,  I  would  like  to  say  a  brief  word.  I  cannot 
subscribe  to  the  thought  given  expression  by  the 
previous  speakers  as  their  reason  for  not  voting  for 
these  transfers.  The  time  for  them  to  take  a 
position  on  this  matter,  if  they  are  sober  and 
serious  in  their  desire  to  act  in  the  interests  of  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  when  the 
budget  was  under  consideration.  When  the 
budget  came  in  here,  there  was  involved  a  large 
increase  in  the  tax  rate,  to  meet  the  money  that 
would  have  to  be  raised,  and  we  were  told  that 
unless  we  passed  the  budget  immediately  the 
activities  of  the  city  would  suffer.  The  horse  has 
since  been  out  of  the  barn,  and  we  cannot  put  it 
back  in  this  way.  I  think  it  is  a  poor  way  now  to 
try  to  shut  off  the  work  of  the  department  that 
furnishes  relief  to  widows  and  orphans,  by  opposing 
an  order  now  introduced  into  the  Council  in  line 
with  the  provisions  of  the  charter.  If  we  don't 
pass  the  order  today,  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  by 
authority  of  the  charter,  can  transfer  the  money 
tomorrow,  and  if  we  are  going  to  try  to  be  reformers, 
as  suggested  here,  let  us  not  be  reformers  at  the 
expense  of  the  unfortunates  of  the  city.  We  have 
gone  along  through  the  year  making  transfers  in 
the  interest  of  others  who  could  have  stood  some 
delay,  and  let  us  not  now  do  something  that  will 
injure  the  unfortunates  of  the  City  of  Boston  who 
need  relief  during  the  winter  months. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  am  unable  to  follow  the  logic  of  the  Chair, 
remembering  that  he  earlier  in  the  year  thought  a 
budget  of  $43,000,000  was  too  much  money,  and 
he  now  is  willing  to  vote  for  an  additional  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  earlier 
he  felt  that  we  were  spending  too  much.  I  still  feel 
that,  so  long  as  tomorrow  morning  the  Mayor  can 
make  the  transfers  whether  we  do  so  or  not,  he 
having  gone  into  the  question  and  then  having  the 
power  to  do  so  if  he  so  desires,  it  should  be  left  to 
him.  I — knowing  not  the  first  thing  about  the 
question,  although  being  no  duller  than  the  Chair- 
refuse  to  be  jockeyed  into  now  voting  for  this 
amount,  under  the  circumstances,  realizing  that  if 
we  do  not  so  vote  the  Mayor  can  put  the  thing 
into  effect  tomorrow  morning. 

Chairman  GILBODY— I  wish  to  simply  make  a 
brief  remark  in  view  of  what  has  been  said  by  the 
speaker.  The  Chair  appreciates  that  the  gentle- 
man is  the  smartest  man  who  ever  came  into  the 
Council,  that  he  has  had  ten  months  to  learn  the 
procedure  of  this  body,  and  that  he  now  wants  to 
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do  this  to  a  department  that  serves  the  unfortunate 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  President,  I  would  simply 
like  to  have  it  appear,  as  a  matter  of  record,  with 
reference  to  the  transfers  requested  today,  that 
none  of  them  are  what  we  could  term  old,  but  are 
simply  matters  coming  to  us  in  the  usual  routine, 
having  recently  been  signed  by  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner. I  quite  agree  with  the  remarks  of  the 
Chair  that  it  is  the  duty  or  one  of  the  dutiesof  each 
member  of  the  Council  not  only  to  study  but  to 
follow  the  budget,  and  during  the  first  part  of  the 
year  I  spent  approximately  forty-five  days  in  doing 
so,  considering  it  my  duty  to  do  so.  I  looked  into 
the  requests  of  the  various  departments,  the 
amounts  deducted  from  the  requests  by  the  Mayor, 
and  by  the  Mayor  through  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner. Of  course,  we  have  to  realize  that  the 
budget  cannot  come  to  this  Council  as  a  complete 
budget  until  such  time  as  the  Legislature  of  this 
Commonwealth  fixes  a  limit  upon  our  tax  rate.  I 
think  it  is  folly,  for  this  Council  to  expect  that  we 
should  wait  until  the  budget  is  completed  and  then 
take  the  necessary  time  to  examine  it,  because  I 
venture  to  say  that  were  any  man  here  to  spend 
sixty  days  upon  it  he  would  then  only  have  scratched 
the  surface.  The  transfers  that  have  come  up  here 
have  been  almost  entirely  transfers  within  the 
department,  not  asking  the  transfer  of  funds  from 
one  department  to  another,  with  one  possible 
exception,  which  was  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  where  they  asked  for  $100,000  out  of  the 
Reserve  Fund.  I  think  we  should  take  it  upon 
ourselves  to  follow  the  budget.  We  know  that  on 
a  certain  day,  the  15th  of  November,  the  Mayor  is 
authorized  to  make  transfers  without  the  consent 
of  this  Council.  I  do  feel  that  where  the  Mayor, 
with  the  aid  of  the  Budget  Commissioner,  makes 
a  careful  study  of  every  item,  I  should  rely  to  a 
considerable  extent  upon  his  judgment;  and  I 
want  it  to  appear,  as  a  matter  of  record,  that  these 
items  requesting  transfers  were  not  transfers  that 
have  been  waiting  until  the  last  day  but  that  they 
came  to  us  in  the  natural  course  of  business  and  in 
the  usual  order.  No  business  concern  would  make 
a  transfer  from  one  budget  item  to  another  until 
the  time  had  arrived  for  the  transfer  and  until  they 
had  had  sufficient  length  of  time  to  analyze  it,  to 
see  that  it  was  warranted. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  order  that  it 
may  appear  correctly  on  the  record,  let  me  say 
that  the  particular  transfer  order  before  us  at  the 
present  time  is  entirely  extra  departmental  and  is 
not  within  the  department.  It  involves  a  transfer 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  of  8100,000  and  a  transfer 
from  some  other  department  to  the  amount  of 
$50,000.  So  far  as  the  President's  reliance  on  the 
Budget  Commissioner  and  his  judgment  is  con- 
cerned, I  take  it  that  the  President  of  this  body  is 
satisfied  to  go  before  the  general  public  and  say 
that  he  relies  entirely  on  the  judgment  of  the 
Budget  Commissioner  and  declines  to  let  his  own 
judgment  function  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner, 
being  satisfied  to  be  merely  a  rubber  stamp  and 
to  sign  on  toe  dotted  line. 

Coun.  KEENE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  desire  to 
take  exception  to  my  brother's  remarks,  not 
that  they  were  intended  to  be  personal,  but  simply 
from  this  point  of  view.  I  do  not  intend  to  be  a 
rubber  stamp,  but  I  think  I  know  enough  about 
various  matters  that  come  to  us  through  the 
various  departmencs  to  know  this,  that  I  have  not 
sufficient  length  of  time  at  my  command  to  analyze 
the  details  of  every  department  in  this  city.  There 
are  men  appointed  and  selected  for  that  purpose. 
I  think  it  is  our  duty  to  examine  into  items  we 
find  that  arouse  our  suspicions;  if  they  do  not  con- 
form with  our  judgment  tnen  we  should  investi- 
gate and  analyze.  But  I  cannot  see  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  a  councilor,  or  that  he  is  expected,  to 
analyze  and  go  into  every  item,  because  there  is 
not  time  enough  within  the  year  to  do  it. 

The  orders  were  passed,  yeas  18;  nays  (Coun. 
Wilson),  1. 

2.  Report  on  message  from  the  Mayor  and  or- 
der (referred  today)  appropriations  $7,500  from 
the  item  for  machinery  and  materials  for  manu- 
facturing, House  of  Correction,  to  Item  D-2, 
Food  and  Ice,  Rouse  of  Correction —  that  the 
same  ought  to  pass.

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
message  sent  to  the  Council  by  the  Mayor,  and 
we  called  upon  Mr.  Lyons  of  the  Law  Department, 
having  a  meeting  last  week  and  a  further  meeting 
today,  and  asked  him  about  the  rule  governing  this 
particular  order.  It  seems  that  in  1918  the  Gulf 
Refining  Company  who  own  a  big  station  at  Forest 
Hills,  were  given  a  right  to  build  over  a  sewer  ease- 
ment that  the  city  has,  providing  the  city  had  the 
right  at  any  time  to  enter  the  building  if  the  sewer 
needed  repair.  At  that  time  they  had  a  wooden 
building.  Some  two  or  three  weeks  ago  they  tore 
down  the  wooden  building  and  wanted  to  build 
over  the  sewer  a  brick  building.  This  merely  gives 
them  authority,  upon  the  payment  of  $350  to  the 
city  and  carrying  out  the  terms  of  the  arrangement 
with  the  city  in  1918,  to  construct  a  brick  building 
rather  than  the  wooden  building  that  has  been 
there  for  some  eight  years. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
how  long  that  restriction  is  for? 

Coun.  McGRATH — Paidon  me,  it  is  not  a  lease 
but  an  easement  that  the  Gulf  Refining  Company 
has  from  the  city  of  Boston,  running  along  indefi- 
nitely. I  might  say  that  when  the  City  of  Boston 
wants  to  place  a  sewer  through  private  property 
it  takes  what  is  called  an  easement  in  that  property 
and  that  may  run  along  through  ten  or  fifteen 
adjacent  properties.  They  then  lay  a  sewer  and 
cover  it  up,  and  have  no  further  use  for  the  land 
unless  they  want  to  get  at  the  sewer.  This  par- 
ticular order  gives  the  city  authority  to  enter  there 
at  any  time,  tearing  up  the  concrete  floor  if  nec- 
essary, and  repair  the  sewer  without  any  liability 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  might  say  that  there  is 
a  big  monument  concern  out  there,  a  concern  that 
builds  headstones,  which  has  a  similar  lease,  and 
throughout  the  section  there  are  hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  properties  where  the  city  has  done 
this  sort  of  thing,  taking  an  easement  for  a  sewer. 
That  easement  merely  gives  to  the  city  the  right 
to  enter  when  it  becomes  necessary  and  repair  the 
sewer.     That  is  provided  for  in  the  lease.

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Chairman  GILBODY — Any  further  questions 
of  Coun.  McGrath,  or  does  the  councilor  desire 
to  add  anything? 

Coun.  McGRATH— No,  Mr.  President.  As  I 
say,  the  building  that  nas  been  there  was  erected 
in  1918.  It  was  of  wood  construction,  and  they 
have  torn  it  down.  They  wish  to  erect  a  new- 
brick  building.  The  easement  attaches,  whether 
we  give  them  the  right  to  build  it  or  not.  This 
simply  gives  them  the  right  to  build  a  brick  build- 
ing, the  same  rights  that  the  city  has  under  the 
easement  still  applying. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
this  be  placed  on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  is  that  motion 
debatable? 

Chairman  GILBODY — The  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  is  not  debatable,  Coun.  Guild.  Coun. 
Guild  may  be  permitted  to  speak  by  unanimous 
consent. 

Coun.  GUILD— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  for 
unanimous  consent. 

Chairman  GILBODY — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  will  proceed. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  the  process  of 
building  the  brick  structure  has  already  been  held 
up  for  a  period  of  about  three  weeks,  and  if  it  is 
held  up  any  further  at  this  time  of  the  year  it  will 
mean  further  inconvenience  to  the  company,  not 
allowing  them  to  proceed  with  their  work.  The 
workmen  are  waiting  to  go  ahead. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  rejected  by 
a  show  of  hands. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  19,  nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  October  11) 
authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute  and  deliver  to 
Marion  W.  Smith  a  deed  to  land  on  Wallingford 
road,  Brighton — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  will  make 
this  explanation  in  regard  to  that  piece  of  land 
which,  I  think,  is  out  in  either  Coun.  Dowling's  or 
Coun.  Heffernan's  district.  The  City  of  Boston 
has  a  paving  department  yard  out  there  that  covers 
about  500,000  feet  of  land,  the  majority  of  which 
is  covered  by  a  very  high  ledge.  In  order  to  enter 
from  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  into  this  yard  they 
have  been  going  across  a  driveway  that  has  been 
in  existence  over  fifty  years,  as  shown  by  the 
records.  It  seems  that  the  major  part  of  this 
driveway  is  owned  by  a  woman  by  the  name  of 
Smith.  If  they  are  made  to  abandon  this  highway 
they  will  have  to  make  a  way  through  a  ledge 
twenty  feet  in  height,  which  would  mean  a  very- 
expensive  job.  In  the  rear  of  the  property,  the 
500,000  feet  of  land  owned  by  the  city,  there  is  on  e 
particular  piece  in  back  of  this  woman's  house, 
for  which  the  city  has  no  use,  and  this  involves  a 
transfer  of  about  6,000  feet  there  for  about  1,000 
feet  in  front.  But  the  1,000  feet  in  front  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  city  use.  The  6,000  feet  in 
back  can  never  have  a  cellar  dug  in  it,  on  account 
of  the  ledge.  This  woman  wants  to  construct  a 
garage  over  the  top  of  that  ground.  We  sent  for 
Mr.  Lyons  of  the  Law  Department  and  for  the 
city  real  estate  expert  and  they  both  said  that  the 
city,  although  they  were  giving  a  larger  for  a 
smaller  piece,  would  greatly  benefit  by  the  transfer. 
The  gentlemen  representing  the  district  in  the 
Council  were  sent  for,  and  tfiey  said  all  right,  that 
they  thought  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  FREELEY — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  I  desire  to  go 
on  record  as  voting  against  the  transfer. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  councilor  his  reasons. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  will  say 
for  the  gentleman  on  my  left  (Coun.  Freeley)  that 
he  did  record  himself  as  dissenting  at  the  time  and 
was  so  recorded  by  the  Clerk. 

Coun.  FREELEY— With  regard  to  the  piece  of 
land  that  the  city  is  giving  away  for  the  piece  they 
are  getting? 


The  order  was    passed,  yeas    18,    nays    (Coun, 
Freeley)  1.

Dear  Sir, — I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City 
Council  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  be 
requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  esti- 
mates of  cost  of  construction  and  time  required  to 
make  a  boulevard  street  for  pleasure  vehicles  over 
the  tunnel  and  areaway  of  the  Shawmut  Branch 
Extension  of  the  Cambridge  Tunnel,  between  Park 
street,  Dorchester,  and  Centre  street,  Dorchester." 

The  plans  under  which  this  department  is  work- 
ing on  the  Shawmut  Branch  between  Park  and 
Centre  streets,  Dorchester,  provide  for  a  covered 
section  similar  to  a  subway,  but  the  roof  is  not 
designed  to  carry  traffic.  A  contract  for  construc- 
tion has  been  let  and  is  now  in  progress  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plans  finally  agreed  upon  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  the  lessee  of 
the  Dorchester  Rapid  Transit  Line,  and  any 
changes  such  as  would  be  necessary  in  the  design 
of  this  structure  to  carry  traffic  on  its  roof  would 
not  only  nullify  our  present  contracts,  but  would 
seriously  delay  the  entire  rapid  transit  extension. 

There  are  ample  streets  paralleling  the  Shawmut 
Branch  and  within  a  short  distance  therefrom  to 
take  care  of  all  of  the  traffic  in  this  vicinity  as  long 
as  the  district  remains  a  residential  section.  We 
can  see  no  advantage,  even  if  some  method  were 
found  to  finance  this  project,  in  providing  a  "boule- 
vard street"  with  nothing  but  rear  yards  abutting 
thereon.  Unless  additional  property  was  taken 
there  are  many  places  within  the  area  specified 
where  the  width  of  the  "boulevard,"  including 
sidewalks,  would  not  be  40  feet. 

If  traffic  conditions  in  that  vicinity  should  reach 
a  stage  where  additional  traffic  ways  are  necessary, 
it  would  be  a  comparatively  simple  proposition  to 
construct  a  real  thoroughfare  paralleling  the 
Shawmut  Branch  through  existing  public  ways 
and  private  property  at  much  less  expense.

2.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston  to  execute  and  deliver  a  deed 
to  Marion  W.  Smith,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  of  the 
following  described  parcel  of  land  situated  on 
Wallingford  road,  in  that  part  of  Boston  called 
Brighton,  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Westerly  by  other  land  of  the  City  of  Boston,  one 
hundred  seventy-four  (174)  feet;  northerly  by 
other. land  of  said  City  of  Boston,  sixty-eight  (68) 
feet;  easterly  by  land  of  said  Marion  W.  Smith  by 
three  measurements,  four  and  60-100  (4.60)  feet; 
thirty-nine  and  80-100  (39.80)  feet;  and  one 
hundred  thirty-six  and   31-100    (136.31)   feet   re-

BONDS   FOB.  JITNEY  LICENSES. 

Coun.  GUILD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  section  96  of  chapter  39  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  be  and  the  same  hereby 
is  repealed  and  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section  is  inserted: 

"Section  96.  No  such  license  shall  be  issued  or 
become  operative  until  the  licensee  shall  have  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of 
five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  conditioned  to  pay 
any  final  judgment  against  the  principal  named 
therein  for  any  injury  to  property  by  reason  of  any 
negligence  or  unlawful  act  on  the  part  of  the 
principal  or  his  or  its  agents,  employees  or  drivers 
in  the  use  or  operation  of  any  such  vehicle;  and  a 
bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars 
conditioned  to  pay  any  final  judgment  against  the 
principal  named  therein  for  any  injury  to  persons 
or  damage  for  causing  the  death  of  any  person  by 
reason  of  any  negligence  or  unlawful  act  on  the 
part  of  the  principal  or  his  or  its  agents,  employees 
or  drivers  in  the  use  or  operation  of  any  such 
vehicle." 

And  be  it  further  ordered  that  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  at  12.01  a.  m.,  January  1,  1927. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  in  introducing 
this  ordinance  probably  a  word  of  explanation  is 
necessary,  because  otherwise  it  will  be  blind  to  the 
Council.  The  chapter  and  section  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  referred  to  is  that  which  requires 
jitney  bus  operators  to  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a 
bond  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Treasurer  in 
certain  sums  conditioned  to  pay  any  final  judgment 
that  may  he  recovered  in  the  event  of  personal 
injuries,  damages  to  property  or  death  of  a  person. 
The  so-called  compulsory  Automobile  Insurance 
Act  passed  by  the  State  legislature  goes  into  effect 
at  12.01  a.  m.,  January  1,  1927.  The  standard 
form  of  policies  to  be  issued  under  that  act  con- 
tains a  provision  to  the  effect  that: 

"No  statement  made  by  the  assured  or  on  his 
behalf  and  no  violation  of  the  terms  of  this  policy 
shall  operate  to  defeat  or  void  this  policy  so  as  to 
bar  recovery  within  the  limit  provided  in  this 
policy  by  a  judgment  creditor  proceeding  under  the 
provisions  of  section  113  of  chapter  175  and  clause 
10  of  section  3  of  chapter  214  of  the  General  Laws." 

The  compulsory  Automobile  Insurance  Act 
apparently  takes  care  of  the  injuries  to  persons,  so 
that  there  is  no  longer  need  of  jitney  bus  companies 
filing  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  with  the  City 
of  Boston  to  provide  against  loss  of  life  or  injury  to 
persons.  The  liability  of  injury  to  property 
apparently  continues,  although  insurance  com- 
panies will  issue  policies  in  the  same  form  applying 
to  injury  to  property.  For  that  reason  it  would 
seem  to  me  superfluous  for  the  City  of  Boston  to 
carry  on  its  ordinance  books  a  requirement  that 
the  jitney  bus  companies  shall  go  to  the  expense 
of  filing  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  to  provide 
against  personal  injuries,  when  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts compels  them  to  take  out  compulsory 
state  automobile  insurance  providing  against 
that  very  thing,  thereby  eliminating  the  objection 
that  has  sometimes  been  raised  that  the  insurance 
companies  duck,  because  I  understand  that,  with 
the  form  of  policy  now  permitted  by  the  Massa- 


chusetts   authorities,     the    insurance     companies 
cannot  duck  a  claim  by  a  creditor. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances. 


OPINION     OF     CORPORATION     COUNSEL 
W  BE  TRANSFER  OF  CITY    BUILDING. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  an  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  following  situation: 

A  loan  is  authorized  by  the  City  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  for  the  construction  of  a 
building  for  a  specific  purpose  stated  in  the  loan. 

The  loan  is  issued  and  the  building  constructed 
by  the  Public  Buildings  Department. 

Whether  or  not,  without  further  action  by  the 
City  Council,  the  building  can  be  turned  over  to 
another  department  and  used  for  a  purpose  other 
than  that  designated  in  the  loan. 

Passed,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


AMENDMENT  OF  ORDINANCE  CONCERN- 
ING  PARK  FRONTAGES. 

Coun.  DOWLING  submitted  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  Park  Frontages. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  five  of  the  Ordinances  of  1922,  as 
amended  by  chapters  two  and  eight  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1923,  is  hereby  further  amended  in  sec- 
tion one  by  inserting  after  the  words  ' '  Common- 
wealth avenue,  from  Arlington  street  to  Ken  more 
street,"  the  words ' '  and  from  Washington  street  to 
the  Newton  line." 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 


TELEPHONE  RATE  INVESTIGATION. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  as  to  what  progress  has  been 
made  in,  and  the  present  status  of,  the  telephone 
rate  investigation  which   is  now  in  progress. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
that  order,  I  will  simply  say  that  I  am  prompted 
to  do  so  because  of  the  fact  that  in  last  Tuesday's 
Traveler  there  was  this  Washington  news  from 
their  correspondent: 

"Hub  to  blame  on  Phone  Rates.  Commerce 
Board  can't  act  until  city  files  long-overdue  data." 

The  article  goes  on  to  tell  us  that  the  Commerce 
Board  in  Washington  has  been  waiting  for  more 
than  two  months  for  the  officials  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  act.  I  feel  that  there  is  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  attorneys  to  have  that  case  presented, 
and  presented  properly  to  the  Board  at  Washing- 
ton, without  the  papers  coming  out  openly  and 
saying  that  the  Hub  is  to  blame.  I  believe  also 
we  have  a  Law  Department  with  attorneys 
enough  to  properly  present  such  a  case,  and  I 
cannot  understand  why  the  Commerce  Board  in 
Washington  now  comes  out  openly  in  the  Press 
and  says  that  the  City  of  Boston,  which  started 
the  investigation,  is  absolutely  to  blame  for  the 
delay  in  said  investigation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LEAVE    OF   ABSENCE    FOR   WORLD   WAR 
VETERANS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  that  the  heads  of  departments  be 
authorized,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  allow 
all  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of 
Suffolk  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  during  the  World  War,  and  who 
desire  to  attend  the  Convention  of  the  American 
Legion  in  Paris,  France,  in  September,  1927,  a 
leave  of  absence  for  thirty  days  without  loss  of  pay 
for  the  purpose  of  attending  this  convention;  and 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  appoint  a  committee  to 
verify  the  war  service  of  those  employees  who 
apply  for  such  leave  of  absence. 

Coun.    DOWD. — Mr.    President,   it   may   seem 
rather  early  at  this  time,  eight  months  previous  to 
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the  convention,  to  present  such  an  order,  but  I  do 
so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Boston,  I  believe,  gave 
more  men  per  capita  to  the  country  in  the  World 
War  than  any  other  large  city,  and  should  at  least 
lead  the  way  in  this  matter  of  allowing  its  veteran 
employees  leave  of  absence  on  such  an  important 
occasion.  We  should  give  enough  time  for  the 
necessary  preparation  and  provision  for  the  ex- 
pense of  going  to  that  convention.  I  also  introduce 
the  order  so  that  the  Budget  Commissioner,  if  he 
feels  that  it  is  necessary,  feels  that  the  city  service 
will  be  impaired  in  any  way  by  allowing  a  number 
of  the  veterans  off  for  such  a  length  of  time,  will 
be  able  to  include  sufficient  money  in  the  budget  to 
cover  such  an  item. 

Coun.  GUILD. — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
I  introduced  an  order  which  permitted  the  members 
of  the  American  Legion,  if  I  remember  right,  to 
give  notice  in  writing  to  their  department  heads 
that  they  would  forego  a  portion  of  their  vacation 
this  past  year  and  add  it  to  their  vacation  next 
year,  thereby  being  able  to  have  the  thirty  days 
leave  of  absence  that  this  order  calls  for  to  attend 
the  convention  in  France.  Now,  such  men  may 
find  themselves  in  this  position,  that  they  have 
foregone  a  considerable  portion  of  their  vacation 
period  this  year  in  order  to  be  able  to  have  extra 
time  next  year,  and  may  therefore  be  placed  at  a 
disadvantage  compared  with  others  who  might 
avail  themselves  of  such  a  provision  as  is  contem- 
plated in  the  present  order.  I  would  recommend 
that  we  hear  from  department  heads  as  to  the  situa- 
tion these  men  are  to  be  left  in  before  passing  an 
order  to  give  these  employees  a  blanket  thirty  days 
leave  of  absenoe.  I  should  be  in  favor  of  their 
having  a  thirty  days  leave  of  absence,  but  that  is 
not  in  accordance  with  the  action  that  the  Council 
has  previously  taken  upon  this  matter. 

Coun.  DOWD.-Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  Coun.  Guild,  through  the  Chair,  whether  it  is 
his  attention  that  their  vacation  should  be  sub- 
tracted from  the  thirty  days? 

President  KEENE.— The  Chair  will  state  that 
the  purpose  of  the  prior  order  was  to  make  the 
vacation  periods  of  1926  and  1927  cumulative,  as 
the  Chair  understands.     Is  the  Chair  correct? 

Coun.  GUILD.— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
is  correct.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  thoroughly 
understand  Coun.  Dowd's  question,  but  I  will 
simply  say  that  under  the  previous  order— and 
I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  directly  refer  to  it,  it 
having  been  passed  some  months  ago, — the  men 
were  given  the  right  to  notify  heads  of  depart- 
ments that  they  wished  to  forego  a  part  of  their 
1926  vacation  in  order  to  have  it  tacked  on  to 
the  vacation  of  1927,  with  pay  during  the  vaca- 
tion period.  Now,  if  some  of  the  men  in  various 
departments  have  foregone  a  part  of  their  vaca- 
tion of  1926,  they  will,  of  course,  be  left  in  the 
position  where  they  can  say,  "We  have  thirty 
days'  vacation  coming  to  us,  any  way,  under  this 
arrangement,  and  why  should  we  have  foregone 
some  of  our  vacation  of  1926?"  That  leaves  us 
in  a  fine  box. 

Coun  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
Coun.  Guild's  position  in  this  matter,  it  is  simply 
this, — if  an  opportunity  is  to  be  afforded  to  any 
veteran  who  desires  to  go  to  Paris  to  the  con- 
vention next  year,  why  should  some  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  city  have  been  obliged  to  forego 
their  vacation  this  year  in  order  to  participate  in 
that  convention  next  year?  I  hope  the  matter 
will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


MENACE     TO     BUNKER     HILL     SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
consider  what  steps  are  necessary  to  remove  the 
menace  to  the  life  and  health  pf  1,200  school 
children  caused  by  a  soap  factory  in  the  rear  of 
the  Bunker  Hill  School. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LAND-TAKING   FOR   CHARLESTOWN 
SCHOOL. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,   That   the   School   Committee  be   re- 


quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  con- 
der  the  advisability  of  taking  land  at  the  corner 
of  Charles  street,  Charles  Street  place  and  School- 
house  _  court,  Charlestown  district,  for  school 
extension  purposes. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

SMOKE  NUISANCE  DORCHESTER  COURT-

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 

hereby  is  respectfully   requested   to   instruct   the 
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Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  for  the  City 
of  Boston  to  abate  smoke  nuisance  now-  caused  by 
the  heating  plant  of  the  new  Dorchester  Municipal 
Courthouse  on  Washington  street,  Dorchester. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  in  reference  to 
that  order  I  will  simply  say  that  if  the  undue 
smoke  nuisance  from  the  new  Dorchester  court- 
house on  Washington  street  is  a  temporary  propo- 
sition due  to  the  drying  out  of  the  building,  we  feel 
that  it  is  time  that  the  nuisance  should  be  abated. 
If,  as  I  suspect,  the  smoke  nuisance  which  is 
jeopardizing  the  health  of  people  in  the  Melville 
avenue  district  is  because  of  a  mechanical  defect 
in  construction,  the  sooner  the  situation  is  realized 
and  action  is  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  and 
to  save  the  city  from  the  annoyance  and  expense 
of  a  law  suit  that  will  be  brought  unless  the  situa- 
tion is  remedied  at  once,  the  better. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EXPENSE  OF  ROADWAY  OYER  SHAWMUT 
BRANCH  EXTENSION. 

Coun.  WILSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  hereby  is  requested, 
through  proper  department  heads,  at  once  to  make 
a  thorough  and  complete  investigation  of  the 
expense  of  constructing  a  roadway  or  street  for 
pleasure  vehicles  over  the  tunnel  and  areaway  of 
the  Shawmut  Branch  Extension  of  the  Cambridge 
Tunnel,  such  street  to  extend  from  Geneva  avenue 
to  Peabody  square,  serving  as  an  auxiliary  road- 
way to  supplement  Washington  street  and  Dor- 
chester avenue. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  two  weeks 
ago  this  afternoon  I  introduced  an  order  in  this 
Council  with  reference  to  this  boulevard  or  street 
along  the  surface  of  the  new  tube  of  the  Dor- 
chester rapid  transit  system,  extending  from 
beyond  Park  street  to. Peabody  square,  asking 
advices  from  the  Transit  Commission  as  to  the 
approximate  cost  of  constructing  such  a  roadway 
I  have  read  the  communication  we  have  received 
today  from  the  Transit  Commission.  Mean- 
while, personal  observation  has  shown  me  that 
the  sinking  of  the  20-foot  trench  has  gone  merrily 
on.  The  original  plan  of  this  rapid  transit  exten- 
sion in  Dorchester,  as  I  understand,  contemplated 
a  surface  line  entirely,  running  in  this  particular 
part  along  an  open  trench.  Then,  following  the 
heavy  snowstorms  of  last  February,  some  one 
woke  up  and  conceived  the  idea  that  with  a  heavy 
snowstorm  in  this  district,  little  would  be  left  of 
the  Dorchester  rapid  transit  system  when  the 
snow  drifted  into  the  trench.  Therefore,  it  was 
planned  to  roof  over  the  trench.  According  to 
the  present  contract,  as  I  understand  it, — and 
there  has  been  at  least  that  change  in  the  original 
plan, — the  present  plan  calls  for  the  sinking  of  a 
20-foot  trench,  and  the  construction  of  a  roofed 
subway,  but  the  only  reinforcement  of  the  structure 
to  carry  traffic  is  to  be  at  points  where  streets 
cross  the  subway,  and  not  for  the  length  of  the 
subway.  I  merely  ask  at  this  time  that  the  Mayor 
be  requested,  through  the  Transit  Commission 
and  other  boards  that  may  have  to  do  with  this 
matter,  to  display  a  minimum  amount  of  vision 
for  the  future.  Years  ago,  when  Mr.  Charles  A. 
Ufford  of  Dorchester  first  had  the  vision  of  a 
rapid  transit  system  along  the  so-called  Shawmut 
Branch,  people  said  that  the  vision  was  a  dream, 
but  within  the  course  of  a  few  months  we  are  to 
see  that  vision  become  a  reality.  When  the 
original  Cambridge  Tunnel  was  put  through 
Cambridge  no  sacrifice  was  made  of  Massachu- 
setts avenue,  nor  was  any  sacrifice  made  of  Dor- 
chester avenue  or  cf  Broadway  when  the  exten- 
sion was  made  to  South  Boston;  and,  with  the 
influx  of  population  and  the  increased  traffic 
congestion  that  the  extension  of  this  rapid  transit 
system  will  undoubtedly  bring  to  Dorchester,  I 
now  feel  very  strongly  that  the  construction  of  an 
auxiliary  road  on  top  of  this  new  tube  or  subway 
is  an  absolutely  necessary  supplement  to  Dor- 
chester avenue  on  the  one  side  and  Washington 
street  on  the  other,  in  Dorchester,  covering  the 
entire  section  from  Geneva  avenue  in  Ward  15, 
across  Ward  17,  to  Peabody  square  in  Ward  16, 
and  beyond.  With  reference  to  the  report  that 
has  come  to  us  from  the  Transit  Commission  this 
afternoon,  it  is  certainly  no  news  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  from  Dorchester  that,  according 
to  the  present  plans,  "the  roof  is  not  designed  to 
carry   traffic."     We   ask   that   the   present   plans 


be  changed.  We  are  also  advised  that  the  present 
"contract  for  construction  has  been  let  and  is 
now  in  progress  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
finally  agreed  upon  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company,  the  lessee  of  the  Dorchester  Rapid 
Transit  line,  and  any  changes  such  as  would  be 
necessarj'  in  the  design  of  this  structure  to  carry 
traffic  on  its  roof  would  not  only  nullify  our  present 
contract  but  would  seriously  delay  toe  entire 
rapid  transit  extension." 

Of  course,  the  contractors  would  not  be  working 
there  unless  the  contract  was  let.  It  would, 
however,  be  news  to  me  to  find  that  a  contractor 
who  simply  holds  a  contract  to  dig  and  cover  a 
ditch  would  not  be  willing  to  get  a  bigger  job 
than  the  one  he  had.  They  also  make  a  state- 
ment that  "there  are  ample  streets  paralleling 
the  Shawmut  Branch  and  within  a  short  distance 
therefrom  to  take  care  of  all  of  the  traffic  in  this 
vicinity  so  long  as  the  district  remains  a  residential 
section."  I  deny,  in  the  first  place,  that  that  is 
even  true  at  the  present  time,  and  I  ask  how  long 
they  think  this  will  remain  a  residential  district 
after  this  rapid  transit  system  gets  going?  I  say 
that  the  attitude  they  should  take  in  regard  to 
the  entire  matter  is  similar  to  the  attitude  that 
was  taken  with  reference  to  the  situation  in 
Cambridge  and  in  South  Boston,  in  connection 
with  the  Cambridge  and  South  Boston  tunnels. 

They  make  the  further  point: 

"If  traffic  conditions  in  that  vicinity  should 
reach  a  stage  where  additional  traffic  ways  are 
necessary,  if  would  be  a  comparatively  simple 
proposition  to  construct  a  real  thoroughfare 
paralleling  the  Shawmut  Branch  through  existing 
public  ways  and  private  property  at  much  less 
expense." 

I  doubt  whether  the  Transit  Commission  during 
the  past  two  weeks  has  looked  over  the  ground 
sufficiently  to  make  that  statement  reliably  and 
with  any  degree  of  certainty.  As  a  resident  of 
the  district  I  know  that  it  is  a  physical  impossi- 
bility to  find  such  another  direct  line.  As  a  logical 
proposition,  I  think  we  can  assume  that  the 
direct  line  through  this  district  is  the  line  the 
railroad  took  when  they  built  the  tracks;  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  people  of  Dorchester,  in 
view  of  the  millions  of  dollars  being  spent  out 
there,  are  entitled  to  have  this  matter  looked  into 
with  some  degree  of  thoroughness  and  to  have 
the  plan  worked  out,  not  simply  with  an  eye  to 
today,  or  tomorrow,  but  twenty  3'ears  from  today. 
We  now  find  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Elevated  engaged  in  a  discussion  as 
to  the  advisability  of  the  city  spending  millions 
of  dollars  on  an  entirely  new  project  at  Governor 
square,  constructing  an  underpass,  subway,  or 
whatever  it  may  be  called:  and  yet  in  this  matter 
of  pressing  moment,  a  thing  so  vitally  affecting 
the  Dorchester  district  and  at  present  actually 
in  the  course  of  construction,  a  project  involving 
millions  of  dollars,  I  merely  ask  that  while  it  is 
being  carried  out,  the  real  demands  of  the  situa- 
tion be  considered  and  that  there  be  constructed 
over  this  tunnel  or  subway  such  a  highway  as 
we  believe  is  necessary  and  as  we  feel  we  are 
entitled  to. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SOLDIERS'  RELIEF. 

Coun.  GILBODY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers  Relief,  submitted  a  report  recommending 
passage  of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  their  families  in  City  of  Boston 
for  month  of  November,  1926.

SPECIAL   COMMITTEE   ON   JITNEY 
LICENSES. 

Coun.  WRAGG,  for  the  Special  Committee  on 
Jitney  licenses,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  (referred  November  8)  to 
operate  motor  vehicles  from  the  junction  of  Canal 
and  Causeway  streets  via  Causeway,  Portland  and 
Merrimac  streets,  to  Washington  street,  in  sub- 
stitution for  the  portion  of  the  present  South 
Station  North  Station  route  operating  between 
the  junction  of  Canal  and  Causeway  streets  via 
Causeway  street  to  Keaney  square, — that  license 
be  granted. 

Report  accepted,  license  granted  on  usual  con- 
ditions. 

2.  Report  on  petition  of  the  Boston  Motor 
Tours  Company  (referred  October  4)  fpr  license  to 
operate  five  motor  vehicles  in  the  City  of  Boston 
from  boundary  line  between  Boston  and  Milton 
and  Mattapan  square,  over  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
Seaver  street,  Columbus  avenue  to  12  Park  square, 
no  local  passengers  within  the  city  limits,  it  being 
part  of  a  through  route  to  Fall  River  and  Newport, 
— that  a  license  be  granted. 

The  report  was  declared  accepted,  and  the  per- 
mit granted.  Coun.  DOWLING  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  a  show  of  hands. 

The  show  of  hands  showed  9  in  favor  and  9 
against. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
verification  by  roll  call. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  possibly  I 
might  enlighten  the  Council  a  little  in  connection 
with  this  application.  This  concern  now  operates 
between  Fall  River  and  Boston,  and  whether  we 
grant  the  license  or  do  not  they  will  still  operate  as 
they  do  at  the  present  time.  This,  I  understand, 
is  simply  to  get  a  stopping  place,  a  terminus. 
They  run  between  Boston  limits  and  Newport, 
R.  I.,  or  Fall  River,  Mass.  The  only  dissenting 
vote  on  the  committee  was  that  of  Coun.  Ruby. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  would  ask 
Coun.  Wragg  whether  or  not  they  hold  a  permit 
from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission? 

Coun.  WRAGG — I  believe  thev  do,  sir. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  a  little  more  definite  answer  than  the  chairman 
of  the  committtee  gives.  "I  believe  they  do," 
is  not  a  definite  answer.  Furthermore,  if  the 
company  is  going  to  operate  just  the  same  with- 


out the  franchise  as  they  would  with  it,  I  see  no 
need  for  our  acting,  any  way,  and  I  move  that  the 
franchise  be  not  granted. 

Coun.  WRAGG— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
that  I  can  say  any  more  than  I  have  said.  We  had 
a  representative  of  the  company  at  two  different 
hearings  that  we  gave  on  the  matter  for  the  sake 
of  clearing  up  certain  details  in  connection  with 
their  route,  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  objection  on 
anybody's  part.  Ihere  was  no  one  who  appeared 
here  for  the  railroad  or  the  Elevated  road  in  op- 
position. The  statement  we  obtained  from  the 
representative  of  the  concern  who  appeared 
before  the  committee  was  that  he  held  a  permit. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  might 
state,  being  a  member  of  that  committee,  that  I 
had  it  continued  or  postponed  for  another  hearing, 
and  my  reason  for  doing  so  was  the  fact  that  the 
captain  in  my  division  had  had  numerous  com- 
plaints about  the  way  the  buses  were  speeded 
through  my  district,  and  it  was  thought  advisable 
that  there  should  be  something  in  the  way  of  a 
warning  to  such  drivers.  The  representative  of 
the  company  agreed  with  me,  and  obtained  the 
number  of  the  bus  which  had  so  offended,  and  the 
company  immediately  fired  the  driver  that  speeded 
through  the  district  I  represent. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  in- 
formation from  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 
I  cannot  understand  why  it  is  he  states  that  this 
bus  company  is  going  to  operate  any  way  whether 
we  grant  this  petition  or  do  not  grant  it.  I  do  not 
understand  that  at  all. 

President  KEENE — Will  Coun.  Wragg  explain 
the  difference  between  having  a  permit  to  go 
through  this  city,  and  having  a  permit  to  pick  up 
and  let  off  passengers? 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  as  I  have 
already  said,  the  company  has  a  right  to  operate, 
and  will  do  so  whether  we  grant  this  permit  or  not. 
As  I  understand,  they  simply  run  between  certain 
points.  They  have  to  have  a  terminus  and 
termini.  They  must  have  a  terminus  here  and  a 
terminus  at  the  other  end  of  the  route.  They  go 
through  certain  intervening  towns,  and  I  under- 
stand that  they  have  a  right  to  do  that.  Boston 
is  a  terminus  and,  of  course,  they  have  to  have 
Boston.  They  do  not,  however,  propose  to  let  off 
or  pick  up  passengers  in  the  Boston  city  limits. 
But  they  must  have  a  terminus  here,  and  a  ter- 
minus in  Fall  River,  we  will  say.  They  have  to 
have  the  two  ends,  and  they  travel  in  between  as 
the  law  requires.  I  might  further  say  that  they 
have  an  understanding  with  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  that  they  will  not  take  on  or 
let  off  passengers  in  Boston  limits. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  will  state  to 
Coun.  Dowling  that  we  cannot  prevent  this  com- 
pany from  doing  an  interstate  business,  but  if 
they  obtain  a  license  they  can  take  on  and  let 
off  passengers  between  their  starting  place  and 
stopping  place  within  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  we  are 
politicians  before  we  come  here,  but  after  we 
get  here  we  are  supposed  to  be  business  men. 
We  are  directors  of  the  corporation  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  are  supposed  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  the  city;  and  when  a  committee 
submits  a  report  involving  a  valuable  franchise, 
with  no  more  information  given  to  us  than  has 
been  given  to  us  by  this  committee,  I  certainly 
believe  the  matter  should  be  referred  back  to 
the  committee  so  that  they  can  make  another 
report  and  give  us  more  intelligent  information. 
I  therefore  so  move. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Jitney  Committee  I  strongly  believe  that 
the  report  of  the  committee,  like  the  report  that 
any  committee  makes  after  full  and  favorable 
consideration,  should  be  accepted  at  its  face 
value,  unless  there  are  some  outstanding  features 
that  the  Council  wants  to  ask  about.  I  do  not 
understand  that  any  committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, the  Jitney  Committee  or  any  other,  is  expected 
to  bring  in  a  stenographic  report  of  its  bearings. 
So  far  as  the  jitney  situation  is  concerned,  as  a 
member  of  the  Jitney  Committee,  I  feel  that  these 
jitney  lines,  providing  they  are  run  by  reputable 
people,  lines  which  bring  into  our  city  people 
from  outlying  districts  and  from  other  towns, 
thereby  helping  the  business  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
should  be  encouraged.  I  do  not  believe  that 
jitneys  should  be  allowed  to  run  in  the  downtown 
districts  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Boston 
Elevated   or   anybody   else.     Unfortunately   they 
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are  here;  we.  have  them.  We  have  already 
licensed  the  Boston  Elevated  to  run  certain 
jitney  lines  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  and  personally 
I  voted  today  for  a  permit  to  the  Elevated  because 
it  merely  represented  a  change  in  an  existing 
route.  As  for  further  licenses  to  run  jitneys 
down  Washington  street  or  otherwise  in  the 
heart  of  our  downtown  district,  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  or  to  anybody  else,  I  am  opposed  to 
them.  But  this  particular  license  that  we  have 
under  consideration  now  proposes  to  bring  people 
from  outside  into  Boston,  people  who  would 
otherwise  not  have  means  to  reach  here  and  get 
back  to  their  homes  conveniently.  There  is  no 
way  to  bring  them  here  if  the  jitney  does  not  do 
it,  and  therefore  I  favor  granting  the  license. 

President  KEENE— The  clerk  will  call  the  roll, 
the  question  being  on  the  granting  of  the  license. 
A  "yes"  vote  is  for  acceptance,  and  "no"  for 
denial. 

The  clerk  commenced  to  call  the  roll.     When 
Coun.  Guild's  name  was  reached  he  said: 
Present  and  not  voting,  Mr.  President. 
Coun.   DOWD — Mr.   President,   I  believe  it   is 
the  rule   of  the   Council  that  a  member  who   is 
present  shall  vote . 

President  KEENE — That  is  the  rule  of  the 
Council. 

The  clerk  completed  the  roll  call  and  the  report 
was  accepted,  and  the  permit  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions,  yeas  13,  nays  7:

Huntington  avenue,  Stuart  street,  Columbus 
avenue,  Park  square,  Providence  street,  to  terminal 
at  3  Providence  street;  alternate  inward — Dedham 
line,  Spring  street,  Centre  street,  South  Huntington 
avenue,  Huntington  avenue,  Stuart  street,  Broad- 
way, Tremont  street,  Stuart  street,  to  terminal  at 
135  Stuart  street;  outward,  from  terminal  at  135 
Stuart  street,  Stuart  street,  Eliot  street,  Park 
square,  Providence  street,  Arlington  street,  Co- 
lumbus avenue,  Dartmouth  street,  Stuart  street, 
Huntington  avenue,  South  Huntington  avenue, 
Centre  street,  Spring  street  to  Dedham  line — that  a 
license  be  granted. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report  and 
granting  the  license. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  when  the  vote  be  taken  it  be  by  a  call  of  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  Clerk  commenced  calling  the  roll,  and  when 
Coun.  Gilbody's  name  was  reached  he  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  statement.  I  appreciate  that  I  should  have  done 
so  before  the  call  of  the  roll,  but  I  was  talking  with 
my  brother  on  the  right. 

President  KEENE — If  there  is  no  objection 
Coun.    Gilbody   may   proceed. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  vote  "yes"  on  this  proposition  because  of  the 
existing  situation,  and  I  think  I  might  have  said 
this  before.  The  petitioners  for  the  previous  appli- 
cation— Boston  Motor  Tours  Company — ran 
buses  without  any  consideration  whatsoever  of  this 
body.  True,  they  may  not  have  had  to  come  to 
us  for  consideration,  but  they  did  not  do  it.  Be- 
sides, they  have  not  a  single  piece  of  property  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  run  by  Fall  River  men 
and  is  a  Fall  River  proposition,  and  the  city  of  Fall 
River  gets  the  taxes  on  the  buses  and  whatever 
they  may  own.  The  New  England  Transportation 
Company,  whose  application  we  are  now  consider- 
ing, however,  is  a  concern  that  belongs  here  and 
that  pays  taxes  on  three  or  four  millions  of  property 
I  think  they  should  have  consideration  at  our 
hands,  particularly  inasmuch  as  this  only  involves 
a  minor  change  in  route.  Furthermore,  even 
though  they  are  a  big  corporation,  connected  with 
the  New  Haven  road,  and  I  do  not  defend  them, 
before  they  began  to  operate  a  single  bus  line  in 
Boston,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  they  did  not 
have  to  come  before  the  Council,  they  were  courte- 
ous enough  to  come  and  get  permission  to  operate 
their  buses  in  various  parts  of  their  interstate  and 
intrastate  transportation.  I  think:,  therefore, 
that  they  do  deserve  consideration  at  our  hands 
because  of  three  salient  points.     First,  they  have 


had  the  courtesy  to  come  and  ask  our  permission 
before  operating  buses;  second,  they  pay  taxes  on 
at  least  three  or  four  millions  to  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  third,  they  are  asking  for  only  a  minor  change 
in  route. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  permit  granted, 
yeas  12,  nays  8:

CHANGE   IN  BODIES  OF   SNOW    TRUCKS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  such 
changes  in  the  bodies  of  the  new  snow  trucks  as 
will  lower  the  sides  of  the  trucks  sufficiently  to 
permit  of  them  being  loaded  without  the  extraor- 
dinary labor  upon  the  part  of  the  loaders  which 
the  present  height  of  the  sides  makes  necessary. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
the  new  snow  trucks  are  in  the  Roxbury,  Jamaica 
Plain  and  South  End  districts  of  Boston.  I  have 
heard  several  complaints  by  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  that  they  are  compelled  in  loading 
rubbish  on  the  new  snow  trucks  to  get  step  ladders 
out  of  the  stores  and  places  of  business  in  order 
to  put  stuff  onto  the  trucks.  I  think  it  is  an 
injustice  to  those  men  who  are  compelled  to  labor 
hard  eight  hours  a  day  to  expect  them  to  do  that 
work.  I  believe  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  can  provide  means  whereby  such  trucks 
may  be  lowered,  perhaps  having  a  section  placed 
on  hinges  and  let  down,  so  that  the  men  can  load 
the  trucks  without  having  to  work  as  hard  as  they 
do  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
corroborate  the  statement  made  by  my  colleague. 
I  have  had  complaints  from  a  number  of  men  in 
my  ward  employed  at  the  Marcella  street  city 
yard.  They  tell  me  that  not  only  are  the  bodies 
of  the  trucks  too  high  for  them  to  throw  the 
barrels  on,  but  that  in  the  winter  time,  when 
they  are  weighted  down  with  snow  or  ice,  the 
barrels  will  weigh  between  600  and  700  pounds, 
with  the  resulting  possibility  of  employees  break- 
ing their  backs. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  since  crit- 
icism of  the  snow  trucks  seem  to  be  in  order,  I 
would  like  to  call  attention  to  another  glaring 
defect  in  them.  In  some  cases,  where  residents 
leave  barrels  in  alleys  to  be  removed,  there  is 
just  room  for  the  ordinary  truck,  and  is  not  room 
for  one  of  these  high-class,  high-brow  trucks. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  there  is  an  order 
before  the  house,  which  I  have  introduced,  and 
I  believe  that  the  councilor  is  out  of  order,  that 
he  is  not  talking  to  the  order  which  I  have  put  in. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  I  await  the 
decision   of   the   Chair. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  my 
order  is  very  clear.  I  have  asked  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  devise  ways  and  means 
whereby  the  men  can  load  the  trucks  a  little  more 
easily  than  they  are  able  to  at  the  present  time. 
The   gentleman   from   Brighton   is   talking   about 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  now 
move  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  on  that  motion  I  wish  to  say 
that  as  long  as  this  matter  of  the  trucks  was  up, 
I  was  simply  calling  attention  to  another  one  of 
the  glaring  defects  of  the  trucks.  I  say  that  the 
alleys  to  which  these  men  and  trucks  are  sent  to 
collect  ashes  barely  permit  of  the  passage  of  an 
ordinary  truck,  and  since  the  new  trucks  have 
been  procured  the  men  have  difficulty  in  forcing 
their  way  in,  sometimes  finding  it  impossible,  on 
account  of  the  width  and  height  of  the  trucks, 
to  drive  into  the  alleys  and  then  handle  the  ash 
barrels.  So  that  is  simply  one  of  the  arguments 
against  the  use  of  these  trucks  in  their  present 
state.     I  now  withdraw  my  motion. 

President  KEENE — Coun.  Dowling  withdraws 
his  motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RELEASE  OF  LAND  ON  TREMONT  STREET. 

Coun.    McGRATH,    for    the    Committee    on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of  the 
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Mayor  with  accompanying  preambles  and  order 
(referred  October  4),  authorizing  a  disclaimer  by 
the  city  of  all  title  to  any  and  all  premises  acquired 
by  virtue  of  deed  executed  to  the  city  by  Ira  W. 
Shapira,  trustee  of  the  Whitehall  Realty  Trust,  in 
connection  with  widening  of  Tremont  street — that 
the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  where  is  this 
land  located,  please? 

President  KEENE— Will  Coun.  McGrath 
answer  Coun.  Dowd's  question? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  this  is  the 
land  on  which  the  Commodore  Hotel  now  sits,  at 
the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Warrenton  streets. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  moved  that  the  order 
be  laid  on  the  table;  lost  by  a  show  of  hands,  8  to 
12. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  if  it  is  not 
too  late,  I  would  like  to  have  some  information  on 
this    order. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  some  time 
in  the  last  few  months  of  the  past  regime  there  was 
a  taking  of  Tremont  street,  beyond  Stuart  street, 
on  the  right-hand  side,  for  street  widening  purposes, 
and  at  the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Warrenton 
streets  a  hotel  called  the  Commodore  Hotel  has 
been  recently  built.  In  back  of  the  Commodore 
Hotel,  at  right  angles,  Pleasant  street  to  Tremont 
street,  is  a  little  place  called  Warrenton  place. 
When  the  city  made  a  taking  in  front,  that  hotel 
had  to  be  moved  to  the  rear.  There  were  some  old 
easement  rights  in  the  alley,  Warrenton  place, 
which  the  owners  of  the  Commodore  Hotel  deeded 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  when  these  men  applied 
for  a  mortgage  loan  I  understand  that  they  were 
held  up  because  they  did  not  own  certain  pieces  of 
land  on  which  the  building  sat.  Then  there  was  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  attorney  for  the 
present  owner,  Mr.  Shapira,  and  the  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Mayor  sent  the 
order  to  this  Council,  and  we  sent  for  the  attorney 
of  the  petitioner,  who  explained  the  matter  to  us. 
We  held  it  in  committee  until  we  could  get  Mr. 
Lyons  of  the  Law  Department,  supposed  to  be  the 
best  qualified  man  in  that  department,  I  under- 
stand, on  matters  of  this  kind,  to  come  before  us. 
We  had  to  wait  almost  two  weeks  before  he  finally 
appeared,  and  he  then  told  us  that  we  had  no  other 
recourse  than  to  vote  for  this,  as  the  city  was  very 
much  in  error.  There  may  be  some  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  the  councilors  here  as  to  whether  they  will 
vote  for  this  or  not,  and  I  will  simply  say  that  I 
don't  care  whether  every  member  of  the  Council 
outside  of  the  Public  Lands  Committee  votes 
against  it.  Mr.  Lyons  was  of  the  opinion,  and  so 
told  us,  that  that  was  the  law.  I  don't  feel  that  I 
am  bigger  than  the  law,  and,  therefore,  I  "feel 
bound  to  vote  for  the  proposition.  I  don't  care 
how  the  other  members  vote  upon  the  matter,  sir. 
President  KEENE — How  much  land  is  involved? 
Coun.  McGRATH— Warrenton  place,  10  feet 
frontage,  and  8  feet  on  the  other  side,  running 
diagonally.  I  imagine  that  there  are  in  the 
neighborhood  of  50,  60  or  70  feet  of  land. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  my 
purpose  in  moving  to  lay  on  the  table  was  that  we 
might  investigate  the  proposition.  I  remember 
that  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  for  the  widening 
of  Tremont  street  and  I  almost  remember  that 
after  the  lines  had  been  drawn  people  were  waked 
up  one  morning  to  find  that  the  lines  had  been 
changed  for  the  benefit  of  the  same  hotel,  the 
Commodore,  and  I  believe,  if  I  am  not  mistaken, 
that  that  hotel  received  out  of  the  city  $300,000 
or  $100,000,  in  damages,  besides.  The  gentlemen 
interested  in  this  proposition  are  very  clever  real 
estate  operators  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  don't 
think  we  ought  to  vote  away  any  of  our  rights  here, 
but  ought  to  investigate  the  matter.  I  think  the 
City  of  Boston  has  given  them  a  great  deal  in 
return  already,  and  Mr.  Lyons  may  be  the  same 
gentleman  who  authorized  the  city  to  do  certain 
things  in  a  former  case.  The  Law  Department  is 
not  always  right,  and  I  think  the  department  has 
for  a  number  of  years  past  been  in  the  habit  of 
turning  over  city  property  without  sufficient 
investigation.  I  believe  action  upon  the  matter 
ought  to  be  further  delayed,  and  if  there  is  not  a 
delay  I,  for  one,  do  not  intend  to  vote  for  the  order. 
Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  be- 
lieve we  have  already  voted  not  to  lay  on  the  table, 
but  I  would  move  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  so  that  between  now 
and  the  next  meeting  members  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  look  into  it  and  thresh  it  out. 


Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  have 
absolutely  no  objection  to  that  motion. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
say  just  a  word  on  the  matter.  I  do  not  wish  to 
disagree  with  the  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  on  this  or  any  other  matter.  I  am 
willing  to  accent  any  report  at  its  face  value,  except 
where  there  is  a  situation  arising  where  a  material 
difference  of  opinion  is  shown.  In  this  case  I 
cannot  see  the  justice  of  this  order.  I  have  found, 
from  my  experience  around  the  Hall,  that  when 
anything  of  this  sort  comes  up  here,  regardless  of 
law  or  no  law,  we  are  simply  told  that  it  should  be 
passed,  and  we  dont  always  get  the  reasons  that 
we  should  get,  in  writing.  They  keep  as  far 
away  from  the  body  as  possible.  Now,  I  don't 
propose  to  jeopardize  my  position  as  a  member  of 
the  body,  on  a  matter  of  this  kind,  until  the  Council 
has  a  full  chance  to  hear  Mr.  Lyons  and  the  oppos- 
ing side. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


LEGISLATIVE    BILLS    AFFECTING     CITY. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN  offered  an  order— That 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mission be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  forward  to  the  City  Council  copies  of  all  bills  and 
resolutions  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston  which 
are  filed  with  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  of 
1927,  such  copies  to  be  forwarded  at  the  same 
time  that  the  originals  are  filed  with  the  Legislature. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  just  a  word  as  to  my  purpose  in  offering  this 
order.  As  the  members  here  know,  bills  are  filed 
in  the  Legislature  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  January. 
There  are  so  filed  every  year  a  good  many  bills 
affecting  the  City  of  Boston  and,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  most  of  the  legislation  in  regard  to  Boston 
is  passed  on  Beacon  Hill  rather  than  here.  I 
think  this  Council  has  the  very  same  rights  in 
matters  of  legislation  that  the  executive  depart- 
ment has,  and  I  think  it  is  only  fair,  when  any 
bill  is  filed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  at  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  or  when  any  bill  is  filed  by 
the  Finance  Commission,  that  a  copy  of  the  same 
should  be  sent  to  this  body,  so  that  the  body  may 
take  a  position  upon  it  before  the  Legislature  if  it 
sees  fit  to  do  so.  In  the  past  I  don't  think  the 
City  Council  has  functioned  so  far  as  legislation 
is  concerned,  except  on  some  special  matters, 
But  we  have  proposed  street  widenings,  changes 
in  the  charter,  legislation  affecting  the  tax  rate, 
and  numerous  issues  upon  which  the  Council 
should  be  heard.  Those  are  typewritten  in  the 
Law  Department  or  in  the  office  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  they  can  easily  make  a  carbon 
copy  and  send  it  down  to  us  when  they  send  it 
up  to  Beacon  Hill. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SWITCH   ON   LEXINGTON   AVENUE. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  we  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  earnestly  urge  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  to  restore  the  switch 
on  Lexington  street  and  to  continue  service  in  that 
section. 

Passed,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DISCONTINUANCE       OF       SERVICE       BY 
ELEVATED   RAILWAY. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  a  study 
of  the  Public  Control  Act  and  to  petition  the 
Supreme  Court  relative  to  the  constitutional  rights 
of  the  people  wherein  service  is  discontinued  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  in  con- 
nection with  this  order  which  I  have  offered  I 
wish  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the 
dire  necessity  of  better  transportation  service  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  Public  welfare  demands  that 
we  as  members  of  this  body  protect  the  interests 
of  the  people  of  Boston.  We  are  here  confronted 
with  a  unique  situation.  To  the  utter  discom- 
fiture of  the  car-riding  public,  the  trustees  of  the 
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Boston  Elevated  Railway,  without  consulting 
anybody,  discontinue  service.  While  the  lightning 
has  just  struck  my  district,  every  member  of  this 
Council  has  had  or  will  have  more  or  less  trouble 
with  this  board  called  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Trustees.  Permits  for  track  locations  and 
permits  for  the  erection  of  poles  were  formerly 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  but  at  present 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  Street  Commissioners  of 
Boston.  They  grant  these  rights  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Elevated  Railway.  Yet  the  Elevated 
Railway  discontinues  tracks  or  service  without 
consulting  anybody.  I  claim  that  the  Elevated 
Railway  Trustees  are  amenable  to  our  municipal 
authorities,  and  it  is  to  that  end  that  I  ask  the 
Law  Department  to  make  an  extensive  study  of 
this  Public  Control  Act.  It  was  not  the  intention 
of  the  Legislature  to  grant  to  these  men  unques- 
tioned and  limitless  power.  They  should  be  amen- 
able to  our  views,  have  some  respect  for  them, 
and  it  is  through  the  introduction  of  this  order  that 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  check  and  curb  their  powers  in 
some  respect.  I  am  informed  that  once  more  the 
trustees  are  going  to  petition  the  Council  for  buses 
in  East  Boston.  The  people  have  held  indignation 
and  protest  meetings,  to  no  avail.  At  present, 
the  people  there  have  organized  a  people's  service 
company  and  are  in  communication  with  two  or 
three  of  the  big  bus  companies  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  will  be  a  privilege  for  me  to  come 
here  at  the  opportune  time  and  ask  that  they  be 
given  a  permit  to  operate  buses.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  no  adequate  service.  Twenty-five 
thousand  people  of  East  Boston  have  no  car 
service, — in  that  respectable  community  they  have 
not  spent  five  cents  in  thirty  years.  Yet  they 
force  us  to  take  what  they  want  us  to  take  in  East 
Boston  without  any  regard  to  public  sentiment. 
On  a  line  in  East  Boston  that  does  not  carry  one 
hundred  people  they  will  spend  $75,000,  but  on  a 
line  that  will  accommodate  thousands  of  people 
they  will  not  spend  75  cents.  I  ask  the  Law 
Department  to  make  a  study  of  this  matter,  as 
suggested  by  the  order,  and  I  ask  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  that  the  order  may  be  placed  upon  its 
passage  at  this  time.  I  propose  to  follow  the  order 
up  by  further  orders,  until  we  force  this  body  of 
tyrants  to  be  amenable  to  the  wishes  of  the  car- 
riding  public  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FREE  UNIFORMS  IN  FERRY  SERVICE. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 

That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
include  in  his  budget  for  the  year  1927  a  sum 
sufficient  to  provide  free  uniforms  for  the  captains, 
pilots,  gatemen,  tollmen  and  deckhands  of  the 
Ferry  Service. 

Passed,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


IMPROVEMENT    OF   FIRE    STATIONS, 
CHARLESTOWN. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investigate  the 
fire  stations  located  in  the  Charlestown  district, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  improve- 
ments may  be  necessary  to  place  them  in  a  sani- 
tary and  modern  condition,  and  that  the  expense 
of  making  said  improvements  be  provided  for  in 
the  annual  budget  for  1927. 

Passed,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LIGHTING   FENWOOD   ROAD   AND 
BROMLEY  PARK. 

Coun.  FREEIEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  include  in  the 
budget  for  1927  a  sum  sufficient  to  provide  for 
the  adequate  lighting  of  Fenwood  road  and  Brom- 
ley park,  Ward  10,  with  electric  arc  lamDS. 

Coun  FREELEY— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
that  the  requirements  here  in  regard  to  such 
matters  have  been  fulfilled.  I  am  informed  that 
the  residents  signed  a  petition,  which  has  the 
necessary  number  of  signatures,  that  it  was 
returned  to  the  Public  Works  Department,  and 


was  afterwards  forwarded  to  the  lamp  Division. 
So  the  requirements  have  been  fulfilled,  and  yet 
I  find  that  none  of  those  lights  have  been  in- 
stalled. I  move  that  the  order  be  passed,  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED      ABOLITION     OF     REGISTRY 
DEPARTMENT. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUIID  the  Council  voted 
to  take  from  the  table  No.  3  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

3.  Ordinance  abolishing  the  Registry  Depart- 
ment and  transferring  the  powers  and  duties  of 
said  department  to  the  Health  Department. 

On  October  25,  1926,  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances submitted  a  report  that  the  ordinance 
ought  not  to  pass. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  has  filed  a  report  on  this  proposed 
ordinance,  that  it  ought  not  to  pass.  Some  time 
last  March  this  Council  passed  a  budget  calling  for 
the  expenditure  of  over  843,000,000.  The  Council 
was  considerably  criticized  at  that  time  on  account 
of  the  manner  in  which  it  was  passed.  After  that, 
tax  bills  went  out  and  a  good  many  members  of  the 
Council  have  been  beset  by  various  of  their  con- 
stituents to  secure  abatements  of  taxes  levied  on 
them  this  year  by  virtue  cf  that  S43,000,000  bud- 
get. In  May  of  this  year  I  introduced  this  pro- 
posed ordinance,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances.  At  the  time  the  ordinance 
was  introduced  I  stated  expressly  on  the  floor  of 
the  Council  that  my  purpose  in  introducing  it  was 
to  endeavor  to  save  for  the  City  of  Boston  some 
money.  The  matter  was  heard  in  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  on  October  21st  of  this  year.  I 
chanced  to  be  in  the  building  at  the  time  and  was 
politely  invited  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ordinances  to  attend  the  meeting  of  this 
committee  at  which  this  ordinance  and  the  one 
designated  as  No.  4  on  today's  calendar  were  to 
be  considered.  The  consideration  of  this  ordinance 
by  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  which  has  sub- 
mitted its  report  to  the  Council,  is  of  interest  to 
the  Council  as  well  as  to  the  general  public.  At 
that  meeting  it  was  stated  that,  as  far  as  the  ordi- 
nance for  the  consolidation  of  the  Registry  Depart- 
ment with  the  Health  Department  was  concerned, 
the  Registrar  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  a  very 
fine  gentleman,  of  unblemished  character,  univer- 
sally liked,  and  in  all  respects  a  worthy  and  efficient 
registrar.  The  Budget  Commissioner,  the  auditor, 
and  any  other  financial  officers  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, were  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  So  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  did  not  hear  any  of  the  financial  officers 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  gave  only  cursory  con- 
sideration to  the  question  of  whether  or  not  there 
was  any  possibility  of  saving  to  the  City  of  Boston 
any  sum  of  money  whatever.  I  contend  that  the 
passage  of  this  order  would  save  the  City  of  Boston 
a  considerable  amount  of  money,  and  my  con- 
ferences with  the  financial  officers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  bear  me  out  in  this  contention.  An 
examination  of  the  auditor's  report  for  the  part  of 
the  year  1926  which  ended  October  21st — five- 
sixths  of  the  year — indicates  that  in  the  Health 
Department  this  year,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
there  will  be  an  unexpended  balance  cf  in  the 
neighborhood  of  8169,000.  The  auditor's  report 
also  indicates  that  the  total  cost  of  running  the 
Registry  Department  for  the  current  year  will  be 
about  849,483.  So  it  is  perfectly  apparent,  by 
doing  a  small  sum  in  substraction,  that  it  would 
be  possible  for  the  Health  Department  to  carry  the 
entire  expense  cf  the  Registry  Department  out 
of  this  year's  budget  and  still  have  a  surplus  of 
S120.000  unexpended,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  has  increased  by  400  per 
cent  its  charge  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  caring  for 
tubercular  patients,  which  was  the  basis  of  the 
exceedingly  large  appropriation  for  the  Health 
Department.  Nothing  of  that  sort  was  considered 
in  debate  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner  at  the  hear- 
ing by  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.  An  exam- 
ination of  the  auditor's  report  will  show  further 
that  there  are  now  in  the  employ  of  the  two  depart- 
ments concerned,  52  clerks  at  a  cost  of  S80.000, 
with  salaries  ranging  from  S950  to  S2.300,  and 
that  there  are  12  executive  officers  in  the  two 
departments.  I  contend  that  the  work  of  the 
two  departments  could  be  done  without  any 
decrease  in  the  efficiency  of  either  by  a  force  of 
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40  clerks  and  10  executive  officers  and  that  that 
alone  would  show  a  saving  of  $20,000  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  think  anybody  wno  has  been  in  the 
Health  Department  at  almost  any  hour  of  the 
day  will  be  satisfied  to  say  with  me  that  the  clerical 
force  in  the  Health  Department  is  not  now  over- 
burdened with  work.  The  argument  in  favor  of 
the  registrar  on  his  personal  cnaracteristics  is  one 
that  appeals  to  me  a  good  deal.  I  am  very  fond 
of  Mr.  McGIenen  in  so  far  as  I  have  met  him,  and 
I  have  met  him  on  various  occasions.  I  recognize 
that  he  is  a  fine  character,  and  nobody  in  the 
Council  holds  him  in  higher  esteem  than  I  do.  The 
fact  remains,  however,  that  Mr.  McGIenen  could 
be  given  a  position  with  larger  salary  and  more 
grandiloquent  title,  and  still  save  the  city  $20,000 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  by  the  consolidation  of 
these  two  departments.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  this  change  ought  not  to  be  made  because  the 
registrar  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  man  second  to 
none  in  his  particular  line,  and  that,  recognizing 
that  fact,  he  was  specifically  excepted  from  the 
operation  of  the  Retirement  Act.  I  do  not  gainsay 
that  he  is  an  expert  second  to  none  in  his  particular 
line,  put  I  raise  the  question  now,  what  is  his 
particular  line?  As  a  matter  of  fact,  my  under- 
standing of  Mr.  McGlenen's  particular  line  is  that 
he  is  an  expert  on  the  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
of  Boston  prior  to  1847,  and  neither  Mr.  McGIenen 
nor  any  other  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  an 
expert  far  and  away  above  all  others  in  this 
country  in  the  handling  of  current  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths.  It  has  been  suggested  to  me  at 
some  time  that  it  was  probably  better  to  have  the 
Vital  Statistics  Division  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment consolidated  with  the  Registry  Department. 
The  objection  to  this,  however,  is  that  the  Vital 
Statistics  Division  of  the  Health  Department 
handles  other  figures  than  those  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths.  That  is  the  division  that  compiles 
the  statistics  in  regard  to  contagious  diseases — 
pneumonia,  tuberculosis  and  kindred  diseases. 
Those  figures  on  morbidity  are  essential  to  the 
operation  of  the  Health  Department,  and  the 
Health  Department  oniy.  They  are  not  of  interest 
to  the  generai  public  in  the  way  in  which  figures 
dealing  with  births,  marriages  and  deaths  are  of 
interest.  It  is  of  essential  interest  to  the  Health 
Department  that  the  figures  of  morbidity,  as 
distinguished  from  the  figures  of  death  alone,  be 
kept  in  that  department.  So  it  is  not  desirable  to 
consolidate  the  Vital  Statistics  Division  of  the 
Health  Department  with  the  Registry  Department. 
On  account  of  the  entire  neglect  of  the  Ordinance 
Committee  to  give  any  consideration  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  saving  the  city  thousands  of  dollars, 
and  on  account  of  the  fact  that  no  hardship  what- 
ever could  possibly  be  worked  on  Mr.  McGIenen 
in  his  personal  capacity,  I  think  that  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  to  abolish  the  Registry  Department  and 
transfer  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  department 
to  the  Health  Department  ought  not  to  pass, 
should  not  be  accepted,  but  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  should  be  passed  by  this  Council. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  just  to  a 
point  of  information.  I  understand  the  councilor 
who  just  spoke  to  say  that  he  favored  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  departments  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Health  Department,  or  vice  versa? 

President  KEENE — He  favors  the  abolition  of 
the  Registry  Department  and  the  transfer  of  the 
powers  and  duties  of  that  department  to  the  Health 
Department. 

Coun.  BUSH — I  understood  him  the  other  way, 
that  he  favored  transferring  the  duties  of  the  De- 
partment of  Vital  Statistics  to  the  Registry  De- 
partment. 

President  KEENE— No. 

Coun.  GUILD — I  suppose  there  is  no  need  of 
arguing  at  length  that  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics 
.  of  the  Health  Department  should  not  be  transferred 
to  the  Registry  Department,  because  the  statistics 
of  diphtheria,  tuberculosis  and  other  contagious 
diseases  are  necessary  to  the  Health  Department 
and  are  not  of  interest  to  the  general  public  in  the 
way  that  the  figures  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
are. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  much 
surprised  at  the  attitude  of  the  councilor  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat  as  stated  in  the  remarks  he  has 
made  during  the  course  of  his  argument.  In  the 
first  place,  I  need  not  take  the  time,  of  course,  to 
justify  the  attitude  of  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, because  I  feel  that  when  the  councilor  says 
the   Committee  on  Ordinances  has  been  entirely 


neglectful  of  its  duty  in  the  matter  of  this  proposed 
ordinance,  he  knows  that  he  is  exaggerating  a  little 
bit,  at  least.  This  ordinance  was  presented  in  the 
Council  Chamber  some  time  in  May.  Immedi- 
ately thereafter  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  was  called,  which  Mr.  Guild  was  in- 
vited to  attend.  He  himself,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  had  members  of  the  Boston  Sanitorium 
and  of  the  Boston  Tuberculosis  Association  who 
were  professional  men  and  who  desired  to  be  heard 
on  another  matter  at  that  Friday  afternoon  meet- 
ing, thought  it  might  not  be  advisable  to  take  up 
at  that  time  these  two  matters,  and  we  spent  the 
entire  afternoon  listening  to  the  proposed  change 
in  another  ordinance,  which  had  been  suggested 
by  the  councilor  in  this  body.  At  his  suggestion 
— and  I  have  spoken  to  him  on  the  matter  per- 
sonally probably  a  dozen  times  or  more — the  Or- 
dinance Committee  has  failed  to  consider  that 
ordinance  because  he  himself  suggested  that  we 
wait  until  after  a  report  of  the  investigating  com- 
mittee appointed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  with 
reference  to  the  Boston  Sanitorium.  If  I  remem- 
ber correctly,  this  meeting  was  called  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  councilor  on  my  right,  because  I 
told  him  personally  that  I  wanted  to  suit  his  con- 
venience, he  being  the  originator  of  these  proposed 
changes.  I  felt  that  the  committee  would  like  to 
accede  to  his  wishes  with  reference  to  the  time  of 
meeting.  So  I  am  surprised  that  at  this  time  he 
stands  before  this  Council  and  tells  us  that  we  have 
delayed  presenting  this  report.  This  particular 
matter  has  been  on  our  calendar  for  five  or  six 
weeks,  and  after  every  meeting  I  have  said  to  the 
councilor,  or  he  has  suggested  to  me,  that  because 
of  the  late  hour  of  the  closing  of  the  meetings  he 
felt  that  he  was  not  justified  in  bringing  the  matter 
up  before  the  body.  For  that  and  for  no  other 
reason  these  two  matters  have  been  on  the  cal- 
endar for  this  length  of  time.  I  want  to  say, 
justifying  the  committee  as  its  chairman,  that  we 
did  thoroughly  discuss  this  particular  matter  of 
consolidation.  I  have  personally  spent  hours  in 
the  Registry  Department  downstairs  talking  with 
the  Registrar  and  some  of  his  assistants.  When 
one  considers  the  vast  amount  of  work  that  the 
Registry  Department  has  to  take  care  of  in  the 
matter  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  with  refer- 
ence to  school  certificates,  and  so  on,  we  felt  in 
committee,  with  the  cost  of  that  department  being 
only  $49,000  as  the  councilor  says,  that  the  de- 
partment was  an  independently  functioning  body 
and  ought  to  be  let  alone,  especially  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  it  was  being  carried  on  for  less  than 
$50,000  a  year.  There  are  in  that  department 
twenty-three  persons  employed.  I  dare  say  there 
is  nobody  in  this  Council  Chamber  who  would 
say,  with  the  Registrar  getting  $5,000  a  year  and 
those  twenty-two  clerks  getting  less  than  $45,000 
and  coupling  with  that  the  amount  of  work  done, 
that  it  was  not  a  properly  functioning  department 
in  itself,  and  an  important  department  for  the  city 
to  continue  to  maintain.  We  felt  that  the  Health 
Department  has  plenty  of  work  to  do,  if  it  did  its 
work  properly,  without  taking  on  additional 
duties;  and  I  maintain  that  the  Health  Depart- 
ment of  the  city  is  more  important,  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  the  Police  and  Fire  departments, 
than  any  other  functioning  department  of  the 
city,  and  that  we  should  not  load  a  department 
of  that  kind  with  more  work  than  it  can  possibly 
take  care  of.  The  councilor  agrees,  I  think,  with 
all  of  us,  that  the  man  at  the  head  of  the  Registry 
Department  is  second  to  none,  that  he  is  so  rec- 
ognized over  this  country  and,  as  testified  to  by 
the  councilor,  he  was  exempted  from  the  pension 
system  with  only  one  other  gentleman  in  the  entire 
City  of  Boston.  I  saw  no  reason,  and  the  committee 
saw  no  reason,  why  the  Registry  Department 
should  be  consolidated  with  any  other  department, 
because  if  it  were  done  it  would  be  burdening  the 
other  department — in  this  case  a  department  that 
has  plenty  of  work  to  do — unnecessarily,  and  would 
be  doing  away  with  the  services  of  a  department 
that  has  for  years  been  functioning  well  in  this  city. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move 
that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  accepted. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  point 
out  that  the  record  will  show  the  extent  to  which  I 
criticised,  in  my  previous  remarks,  the  Committee 
on  ordinances  for  having  delayed  action.  I  am 
not  conscious  of  having  criticised  them  on  that 
score  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner.  And  yet  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  sees  fit  to  devote  half 
of  the  time  which  he  expended  in  speaidng  in 
favor  of  his  report  to  a  justification  for  the  delay. 
I  quite  agree  with  him  in  what  he  says,  that  the 
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Committee  on  Ordinances  is  not  subject  to  criticism 
for  having  delayed.  I  have  not  so  criticised  the 
committee,  and  I  don't  wish  to  hear  anybody  so 
criticise  it.  So  far  as  the  remarks  of  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  with  regard  to  the  Registry  De- 
partment and  its  general  efficiency  are  concerned, 
I  do  not  gainsay  that  statement.  What  I  do  say 
is  that  the  Registry  Department  could  be  just  as 
efficient  as  it  is  now  as  an  adjunct  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  it  would  certainly  do  the  Health 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  some  good  to 
have  a  nice,  efficient  body  like  the  Registry  Depart- 
ment as  a  subdivision  of  it. 

Coun.  BUSH — Mr.  President,  I  was  interested  in 
this  matter  some  time  ago,  while  this  ordinance  was 
still  in  the  committee.  I  have  a  great  deal  of  data 
in  my  office  with  regard  to  the  Registry  Depart- 
ment. Unfortunately,  I  had  no  idea  that  this 
matter  would  be  taken  off  the  table  today  and  I  am 
not  prepared  to  present  that  data  at  present.  I 
do  know  this,  however,  that  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics,  as  can  be  seen  from  these  records,  is 
composed  of  some  six  or  seven  employees,  whereas 
the  Registry  Department  is  composed  of  some 
twenty-three  employees.  I  do  not  want  to  go  into 
the  relative  importance  of  the  two  bureaus.  No 
doubt  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  serves  a  very 
important  function  in  the  Health  Department. 
There  is  also  no  question  that  the  Registry  De- 
partment, in  taking  care  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths,  serves  an  important  function  as  a  city  de- 
partment, perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  in 
the  city,  because  we  have  to  have  a  record  of  the 
births,  marriages  and  deaths,  for  obvious  reasons. 
It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  to  consolidate  the 
Registry  Department  with  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics  and  place  the  consolidated  department 
in  charge  of  the  Health  Department  would  be 
allowing  the  tail  to  wag  the  dog  in  more  ways  than 
one.  In  the  first  place,  the  Registry  Department 
is  a  much  larger  department  than  the  Bureau  of 
Vital  Statistics  of  the  Health  Department,  and  is 
much  older  in  point  of  time  and  in  accumulation 
of  records,  the  records  of  the  Registry  Depart- 
ment being  very  much  more  voluminous  than  the 
records  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  of  the 
Health  Department.  To  consolidate  them  by 
placing  the  Registry  Department  under  the  Health 
Department  would,  to  my  mind,  be  a  very  grievous 
error,  a  very  grave  mistake.  If  there  is  to  be  any 
consolidation,  to  my  mind  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics  should  be  placed  under  the  Registry 
Department.  I  can  see,  however,  where  that 
would  not  be  the  best  thing  to  do,  because  the 
records  are  not  quite  the  same.  The  records  of 
the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  are  of  extreme  im- 
portance and  aid  to  the  Health  Department,  and 
should  be  kept  under  the  supervision  of  that  de- 
partment, which  is  most  interested  in  that  particu- 
lar function.  The  registry  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths  is  of  particular  importance  to  the 
public  at  large,  and  for  various  reasons  should  be 
kept  separate  and  intact.  Also,  as  we  have  heard, 
the  Registrar  we  have  at  present  is  one  of  the  best 
in  the  country,  and  his  services  would  be  lost  under 
the  consolidation  if  he  were  not  given  full  charge 
of  that  particular  bureau.  I  think  it  would  be  a 
very  grave  mistake  to  consolidate  the  departments 
as  proposed,  and  I  move  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  be  accepted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  proposed 
ordinance    was  rejected. 


PROPOSED     ABOLITION     OF     MARKET 
DEPARTMENT. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD  the  Council  voted 
to  take  from  the  table  No.  4  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

4.  Ordinance  abolishing  the  Market  Depart- 
ment and  transferring  the  powers  and  duties  of 
said  department  to  the  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment. 

On  October  25,  1926,  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances submitted  a  report  that  the  ordinance 
ought  not  to  pass. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  the  calendar  is 
slightly  misleading  in  its  statement  of  the  contents 
of  the  ordinance  in  question.  The  calendar  says, 
"ordinance  abolishing  the  Market  Department 
and  transferring  the  powers  and  duties  of  said 
department  to  the  Public  Buildings  Department." 
In  fact,  the  ordinance  contemplates  the  abolition 
of  the  Market  Department  and  transferring  the 
powers  and  duties  of  three  different  departments. 
It  happens  that  the  power  to  take  and  destroy 


articles  of  food  w-hich  are  diseased,  unwholesome 
or  tainted,  is  in  general  in  the  Health  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  the  so-called  market 
district,  the  limits  of  which  are  fixed  by  the  or- 
dinances, that  power  is  in  the  Market  Depart- 
ment. It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  power  to 
destroy  tainted  food  was  a  proper  function  of  the 
Health  Department.  The  policing  of  the  market 
district  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Market  Department, 
and  I  oan  see  no  real,  sane,  substantial  reason  for 
having  one  side  of  the  street  policed  by  one  depart- 
ment and  the  other  side  of  the  street  policed  by  a 
separate  department.  It  is  an  anomalous  situa- 
tion, which  I  believe  will  be  found  only  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  It  is  not  a  case  exactly  of  overlapping 
jurisdiction,  but  of  correcting  in  some  respects  a 
situation  applying  to  a  small  territory  within  the 
heart  of  the  much  larger  territory  of  the  whole 
City  of  Boston.  The  question  of  saving  money 
was  also  behind  the  introduction  of  this  ordinance. 
The  saving  of  money  in  this  case  would  not  be  so 
striking  as  in  connection  with  the  ordinance  which 
we  have  just  disposed  of.  It  appears  from  an 
inspection  of  the  auditor's  report  that  the  Public 
Buildings  Department  for  the  year  1926  will 
apparently  have  an  unexpended  balance  of  $15,214 
and  that  the  cost  of  the  Market  Department  for 
the  year  1926  will  be  S15.381.  So  it  is  approxi- 
mately true  that  the  whole  cost  of  operating  the 
Market  Department  could  have  been  taken  care 
of  out  of  the  appropriation  for  1926  for  the  Public 
Buildings  Department,  and  that  there  would  have 
been  an  entire  saving  of  the  whole  appropriation 
for  the  Market  Department  by  so  doing.  After 
the  hearing  before  the  Ordinance  Committee  at 
which  this  ordinance  was  discussed,  it  was  pointed 
out  that  the  job  of  acting  as  Superintendent  of 
Markets  was  one  man's  all-time  job.  I  don't 
gainsay  that,  but  I  don't  see  that  it  has  any  par- 
ticular bearing,  because  the  man  could  give  his 
whole  time  to  it  as  an  employee  of  the  Public 
Building  Department  just  as  well  as,  if  not  better 
than,  he  could  as  the  head  of  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct department.  The  anomalous  situation  of 
having  tainted  food  on  one  side  of  the  street 
destroyed  by  one  department  and  on  the  other 
side  of  the  street  by  a  second  department;  of  having 
the  police  functions  on  one  side  of  the  street  per- 
formed by  one  department  and  on  the  other  side 
of  the  street  by  another  department,  certainly  puts 
Boston  in  the  position  of  being  a  city  of  curios. 
It  is  perfectly  obvious  that  any  consolidation  it  is 
possible  to  effect  is  going  to  make  some  saving  in 
the  overhead,  if  nothing  more  than  the  amount 
saved  on  printing  and  stationery.  I  think  this 
ordinance,  like  the  one  I  advocated  before,  ought 
to  pass. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  this  ordinance 
was  heard  in  committee  some  time  ago  and  there 
were  brought  out  the  facts  suggested  by  the 
councilor  on  my  right.  The  mere  fact  that  the 
department  head  will  show  an  unexpended  balance 
at  the  end  of  the  year  should,  in  my  opinion,  react 
to  the  commendation  of  that  department  head 
who  is  able  to  save  the  city  of  Boston  several 
thousand  dollars  which  it  was  thought  at  the  time 
the  budget  was  made  would  be  needed.  But  I 
cannot  see  the  logic  of  using  an  unexpended  balance 
of  one  department  to  pay  for  the  w-orking  of  another 
department,  even  though  that  department  be- 
comes consolidated  within  the  unexpended  balance 
of  the  first  department.  In  the  Market  Division 
there  are  approximately  six  or  seven  persons 
employed  under  a  Superintendent  of  Markets 
who  receives  84,000  a  year.  That  man  puts  in  a 
regular  working  day.  He  is  not  like  the  head  of  a 
department  such  as  the  Public  Buildings  or  Public 
Works  Department.  His  work  is  confined  to  one 
segregated  section.  He  has  problems  to  pass 
upon,  difficulties  to  consider.  It  is  sometimes 
necessary  for  that  department  head  to  be  right  on 
the  job  at  Faneuil  Hall  Market,  so  that  when 
questions  may  arise  he  will  be  there  to  answer 
them.  In  my  opinion,  the  Public  Buildings 
Department  head  today  is  doing  yeoman's  work. 
When  he  was  appointed  to  that  job  he  stepped 
right  into  it,  and  up  to  the  present  time  no  man  can 
question  the  workings  of  that  department.  I 
believe  he  has  enough  work  to  do  as  the  head  of 
the  department.  I  believe  that  this  Market 
Division  can  be  kept  a  separate  body  at  smaller 
expense  to  the  City  of  Boston  than  would  result 
from  consolidation,  because  of  the  fact  that  with 
the  consolidation  there  are  still  one  or  two  watch- 
men whom  it  would  still  be  necessary  to  employ, 
one  or  two  laborers  employed  who  would  still  be 
necessary,  and  a  matron  employed  there  who  would 
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still  be  necessary,  and  the  fact  is  that  that  depart- 
ment is  now  conducted  at  an  extremely  small 
expense — less  than  $15,000  ?  year.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Public  Buildings  Department  has 
enough  work  to  do,  we  felt  as  a  committee  that  the 
Market  Department,  conducted  at  this  small 
annual  expense,  was  a  properly  functioning  body 
of  the  city,  and  ought  to  be  left  alone. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  intrude  in  an  argument  between  two  excellent 
Republicans.  I  would  say  this,  however.  As  far 
as  I  am  personally  concerned,  I  am  not  in  favor 
of  the  abolition  of  the  Market  Department.  On 
the  other  hand,  I  think  Coun.  Guild  makes  an 
excellent  point  in  the  suggestion  that  the  seizing 
of  tainted  meat  is  properly  a  function  of  the 
Health  Department  and  that  he  also  makes  an 
excellent  point  when  he  points  out  the  conflict  of 
authority,  in  the  matter  of  policing,  between  the 
Market  Department  and  the  Police  Department 
in  the  City  of  BoEton.  Therefore,  if  it  is  in  order, 
I  would  like  to  see  this  particular  matter  put  back 
On  the  table  for  further  discussion  and  proper  con- 
sideration of  the  proposed  ordinance. 


Coun.  DOWLING  in  the  chair. 


Chairman  DOWIING — No  business  having 
intervened  since  the  matter  was  taken  from  the 
table,  the  motion  will  not  be  in  order. 

Coun.  GUILD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
say  a  word  in  reply  to  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances.  He  apparently  overlooks 
the  effect  of  unexpended  balances  on  the  budget 
for  the  succeeding  year.  Of  course,  the  amount 
that  the  head  of  a  department  can  expend  for  the 
year  1927,  before  the  budget  is  passed,  is  predi- 
cated upon  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for 
1926.  So  if  a  department  starts  the  year  1927 
with  an  unexpended  balance  of  $149,000,  as  the 
Health  Department  apparently  will  do,  the  depart- 
ment will  have  the  right  to  expend  before  we  pass 
any  budget  a  third  of  $805,000,  which  makes  a 
considerable  difference  in  the  powers  of  the  depart- 
ment head  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  budget  for  the 
year  1927. 

Chairman  DOWLING — The  question  is  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  report  and  rejection  of  the 
ordinance.  Those  in  favor  will  say  "aye,"  those 
opposed  "no,"  and  it  appears  to  be  lost. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the  vote 
and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

The  Clerk  commenced  to  call  the  roll. 


Coun.  ARNOLD— Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  to 
disagree  with  the  Chair,  but  I  think  he  has  stated 
the  question  incorrectly.  The  question  is,  whether 
or  not  the  report  of  the  committee  shall  be  ac- 
cepted, I  understand. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  assumed 
that  the  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

Coun.  RUBY — And  tile  ordinance  rejected? 

Chairman  DOWLING — And  the  ordinance 
rejected.  The  question  came  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  report  of  the  committee  and  the  rejection 
of  the  proposed  ordinance. 

Coun.  RUBY — Your  ruling  was  that  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  accepted,  Mr.  President.  I 
now  withdraw  my  request  for  a  roll  call.  I  under- 
stood the  action  taken  was  exactly  opposite  from 
what  I  now  understand  to  have  been  the  case. 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  has  already 
ordered  a  roll  call,  and  the  Clerk  will  call  the  roll, 
the  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 
Ihose  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  will 
answer  "yes,"  and  those  opposed  "no." 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is  im- 
portant that  we  shall  know  just  what  we  are 
doing.  I  may  be  the  only  one  who  does  not 
understand  the  situation.  Do  I  understand  that 
this  is  just  a  doubting  of  the  vote  and  asking  for 
a  roll  call? 

Chairman  DOWLING— The  Chair  has  already 
ruled  on  that.  The  question  comes  on  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  do  I  understand 
that  if  we  want  to  uphold  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee we  should  vote  "no"?     Is  that  right? 

Chairman  DOWLING— Yes. 

Coun.  RUBY— Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 

The  ordinance  was  rejected,  yeas  3,  nays  13: 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Guild,  Parkman — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Bush,  Donovan,  Dowling,  Fitz- 
gerald, Green,  Heffernan,  Lynch,  Mahoney, 
McGrath,   McMahon,  Ruby,  Wilson,  Wragg — 13. 

When  Coun.  Wilson's  name  was  reached  he  said: 
I  will  vote  "no"  in  its  present  form.

Replying  to  attached  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil dated  November  15  relative  to  the  as- 
signment of  eight  additional  hokey-pokey  men 
and  carts  to  clean  the  streets  of  the  West 
End  and  North  End,  I  would  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

At  the  present  time  there  are  two  single 
teams  with  drivers  and  helpers  on  each  team 
patrolling  most  of  the  streets  in  the  West 
End  each  day.  The  hokey-pokey  men  are  at 
the  present  time  stationed  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital,  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary,  and  school  and  churches  on  Mc- 
Lean and  Allen  streets.  There  is  also  a 
patrolman  at  the  North  Station  to  take  care 
of  Causeway  street,  Portland  street  and 
Friend  street.  There  is  another  man  in  the 
Canal  street  section,  and  one  to  cover  Wash- 
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ington    street,    from     Hanover    street    to    and 
including    Haymarket    square. 

This  force  covers  the  "West  End  every  day, 
Sundays  excepted.  In  addition  to  the  above- 
mentioned  forces,  the  West  End  Street  Clean- 
ing Service  cleans  all  of  the  streets  in  the 
West  End  and  North  End  daily,  Sundays 
excepted,   this   work   being   done   at  night. 

In  the  North  End  there  is  one  team  with 
helper  which  cleans  Endicott  street,  Cooper 
street,  Thaeher  street,  Cross  street,  North 
Margin  street,  Prince  street,  Parmenter 
street.  Charter  street  and  Fleet  street.  There 
are  also  three  hokey-pokey  men  taking  care 
of  the  Salem  street  section.  Another  hokey- 
pokey  man  takes  care  of  Washington  street 
from   Court   street  to    Hanover   street. 

To  comply  with  the  order  of  the  Council, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  assign  eight  men  from 
other  districts  or  to  appoint  either  tempo- 
rarily or  permanently  eight  additional  men  to 
the   Street   Cleaning  forces. 

It  is   my  opinion  that   this   district   is   given 
the  best  attention   of  any  district  in  the  city.

we  vote  on  it. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
simply  say  that  this  is  the  customary  thing 
and  is  done  annually,  giving  $1,000  for  the 
support  of  the  Social  Law  Library  in  the 
courthouse.  In  return  for  that  courtesy  the 
library  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  City 
Council  who  desires  to  make  use  of  it  at  any 
time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


SALVAGING    OF    MOTOR    SNOW     EQUIP- 
MENT. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  an  order— That  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  salvage  motor 
snow  equipment  recently  purchased,  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  with  the  money  received,  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies  be  requested  to 
purchase   trucks    not   over   five   feet   in    height. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  see  that  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  presented  an  order  criticising 
the  height  of  the  snow  loaders  now  in  use  in 
this  city.  I  noticed  this  morning,  coming  down 
town,  that  it  was  practically  impossible  for 
the  men  who  were  out  on  snow  work  to  fill 
the  trucks,  because  the  boards  were  8  feet 
high.  I  noticed  an  editorial  printed  in  the 
Boston  Traveler  of  December  1  in  regard  to 
this  matter,  and  I  want  to  read  it  to  the 
members  of  the  Council : 

Those  High-Sided  Snow  Trucks. 

Certain  persons  who  have  inspected  those 
new  trucks,  purchased  by  the  city  for  pur- 
poses of  snow  removal,  declare  them  to  be 
"back  breakers."  The  sides,  it  seems,  rise 
mountain  high.  City  laborers  are  expected  to 
rebel  at  having  to  lift  snow  over  the  tall 
ramparts. 

Already  there  have  been  suggestions  that 
the  sides  be  cut  down.  But  of  course  this 
would  be  a  reduction  of  capacity. 

Think  how  convenient  these  great  snow  re- 
ceptacles will  be,  for  example,  in  clearing 
roofs.  Just  drive  the  truck  up  to  the  front 
of  the  building,  and,  in  most  cases,  the  dis- 
tance the  snow- will  have  to  be  lifted  from  the 
roof  to  the  top  of  the  truck  will  be  so  trifling 
as  to  cause  no  complaint. 

For  ordinary  street  work,  such  as  clearing 
the  roads,  cranes,  derricks,  or  carrier-belts 
could  readily  be  rigged  on  each  side  of  the 
snow  van. 

Another  possible  answer  to  the  problem  pre- 
sented by  the  snow  vans,  is  to  furnish  the 
shovelers  with  long-handled  shovels  and  stilts. 
Or  if  this  isn't  the  solution,  try  ladders.  Per- 
haps a  model  of  one  of  those  obsolete  hods 
anciently  used  by  so-called  hod-carriers,  could 
be  discovered  in  some  museum,  and  reproduc- 
tions made  for  the  snow  handlers.  In  this 
manner  three  men  might  be  enabled  to  do  the 
work  of  one ;  the  trio  being  a  shoveler,  a  hod- 
man and  a  hod  emptier  at  the  top  of  the 
ladder. 

That  practically  answers  the  question  as  to 
what  the  snow  loaders  are  today.  I  am  going 
to  move  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage 
of  the  order,  so  that  the  trucks  already  pur- 
chased may  be  salvaged  and  new  trucks  not 
over  five  feet  high  obtained  in  their  place. 

The  order  was  declared  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule.  Coun.  RUBY  doubted 
the  vote,  and  by  show  of  hands  the  Council 
refused  to  suspend   the  rule. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


CARS  OPERATED  IN  FOREST  HILLS  DIS- 
TRICT. 

Coun.   GUILD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the    trustees    of   the    Boston 


Elevated  Railway  Company  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  arrange  its 
schedule  of  cars  operating  between  Arborway 
Station  and  points  beyond  the  Forest  Hills 
terminal,  so  as  to  do  the  waiting  for  time  at 
the  Forest  Hills  terminal  instead  of  at  the 
Arborway  Station. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  in  placing 
that  order  before  the  Council  I  merely  wish  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  body  to  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  in  the 
matter  of  handling  its  cars  at  the  Arborway 
Station  and  the  Forest  Hills  Terminal.  Cars 
which  go  into  West  Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park 
are  now  sent  to  the  Arborway  Station,  where 
they  connect  with  other  cars,  from  which 
sometimes  they  receive  five  or  six  passengers, 
after  waiting  at  Arborway  Station,  and  they 
are  then  sent  to  the  Forest  Hills  Terminal 
partially  loaded  and  receive  passengers  to  the 
full  extent  of  their  capacity.  They  are  not 
kept  at  the  Forest  Hills  Terminal  for  any  ap- 
preciable length  of  time,  and  a  mob  of  crowd- 
ing, jostling  persons  is  guaranteed  for  any  car 
at  the  Forest  Hills  Terminal.  It  seems  to  me 
that  a  simple  rearrangement  might  be  made, 
allowing  the  cars  to  wait  and  receive  passen- 
gers at  the  Forest  Hills  Terminal  and  having 
them  leave  the  Arborway  Station  virtually  as 
soon  as  those  desiring  to  get  on  there  have 
done  so.  I  therefore  move  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE  AT  POLICE 
STATIONS. 
Coun.   MAHONEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Police    Commissioner    be 
requested    to    include    in    his    budget    estimates 
for   the  year   1927   a   sum  sufficient   to   provide 
for    ambulance    service    at    the    various    police 
stations,    especially    in    the    industrial    district, 
such   as   East   Boston,  Charlestown,   South  Bos- 
ton and  Roxbury. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REMOVAL  OF   SNOW   ON    EAST   BOSTON 
CAR  TRACKS. 
Coun.   DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    trustees    of    the    Boston 
Elevated      Railway      Company      be      requested, 
through   his    Honor   the   Mayor,   to   remove   the 
snow   from   Meridian    street,    Lexington   street, 
Bennington    street,    Maverick    street,    Webster 
street,    and    Sumner    street,    thoroughfares    on 
which   they   operate  cars,   to   the   end  that   the 
merchants  may  be  permitted  to  transact   busi- 
ness, that  the  fire  hazard  may  be  kept  normal, 
and  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  East  Bos- 
ton may  be  conserved.

Coun.  RUBY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install  an 
electric  arc  lamp  at  the  corner  of  Harvard 
street  and   Bernard  street,   Ward   14. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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SCHOOLBOYS'     STADIUM,     FRANKLIN 
FIELD. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  include  in  the  budget 
for  the  year  1927  a  sum  sufficient  to  provide 
for  the  erection  of  a  schoolboys'  stadium 
on    Franklin    Field. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  was  privi- 
leged to  attend  the  football  games  conducted 
by  the  high  schools  on  Braves  Field  on  Thanks- 
giving Day  morning.  There  were  over  50,000 
people  in  attendance,  the  amounts  paid  for 
tickets  ranging  from  50  cents  paid  by  the 
schoolboys  to  $1,  the  amount  paid  by  the  in- 
dividual who  purchased  his  ticket  at  the  gate. 
I  am  informed  that  the  management  of  Braves 
Field  received  50  per  cent  of  the  total  amount 
of  money  that  is  taken  in  at  these  school 
football  games.  I  believe  the  City  of  Boston 
is  able  to  erect  a  stadium  capable  of  accom- 
modating the  number  of  schoolboys  and  people 
who  would  desire  to  witness  athletic  games  on 
what  they  could  call  their  own  field.  For 
that  reason  I  am  introducing  this  order  at  the 
present  time  so  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
can  include,  if  possible,  in  the  budget  for  1927 
a  sum  sufficient  to  erect  a  proper  schoolboy 
stadium,  suggesting  Franklin  Field  because  of 
the  fact  that  there  is  sufficient  room  there 
for  such  a  stadium,  and  to  erect  it  on  such 
ground   would   mean   a   minimum   cost. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  for  in- 
formation.    May  I  have  the  order  read  again  ? 

(The  order  was  read.) 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  that  the  order  may  be 
put    upon    its    passage. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
personally  opposed  to  an  order  of  this  kind. 
I  think  if  Boston  ever  reaches  the  stage  when 
it  has  sufficient  money  to  build  a  stadium, 
it  will  then  be  all  right  to  undertake  it.  But 
it  has  been  my  experience  with  the  Park 
Department,  and  I  think  the  experience  of 
other  members  of  the  Council,  that  that  depart- 
ment of  the  city  cannot  apparently  afford 
enough  money  to  lay  out  baseball  diamonds 
or  football  fields  in  the  parks  we  already  have. 
Therefore,  I  think  it  would  be  ridiculous  for 
this  Council  to  go  on  record  in  favor  of  a 
stadium  that  is  going  to  cost  millions  of  dol- 
lars, to  be  placed  in  some  district  where  the 
income  would  not  be  enough,  no  matter  what 
is  charged,  to  cover  the  carrying  expenses, 
when  the  parks  of  Boston  today  are  in  the 
dilapidated  and  disgraceful  condition  they  are. 
If  something  is  to  be  done  for  the  schoolboys, 
I  say  the  City  of  Boston  can  spend  money 
to  far  better  advantage  in  erecting  grandstands 
of  some  size  in  the  playgrounds  we  have 
today.  Last  year  in  my  district  the  Park 
Department  promised  numerous  improvements 
and,  as  far  as  I  can  find  out,  all  that  was 
done  was  to  take  down  a  fence,  move  it  5 
feet,  and  put  it  up  again,  although  it  did  cost 
the  City  of  Boston  considerable  money.  I 
think  if  Boston  wants  to  do  something  for  the 
schoolboys  it  can  build  a  lot  of  buildings  such 
as  are  built  in  other  cities,  something  that 
can  serve  for  locker  building  and  bleachers. 
If  we  had  bleachers  in  different  districts,  the 
schoolboys  and  people  in  the  community  would 
get  some  benefit  out  of  it.  But  to  build 
a  stadium  out  in  Franklin  Field,  simply  adding 
so  much  cement,  so  much  construction  to  what 
we  have  in  the  field  at  the  present  time,  taking 
up  so  much  room  and  spending  so  much  of 
the  money  of  the  city  for  that  purpose  when 
there  are  so  many  other  purposes  for  which 
money  should  be  spent,  I  think  would  be  a 
serious    mistake. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  this  order  for  other  reasons  than  those 
stated  by  my  colleague  from  Ward  22.  The 
very  reading  of  the  order  itself  shows  quite 
plainly  that  the  undertaking  of  a  project  of 
this  sort  should  originate  in  the  School  Com- 
mittee. It  is  a  school  project,  as  I  understand 
the  wording  of  the  order,  and  it  is  something 


that  has  to  do  with  the  schools  as  distinguished 
from  the  other  general  interests  of  the  citi- 
zens. It  is  my  personal  opinion  that  athletics 
in  the  public  schools  at  the  present  day  are 
considerably  over-emphasized.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  any  step  that  might  be  taken  by  the 
City  of  Boston  serving  further  to  emphasize 
athletics  in  the  curricula  of  the  public  schools 
would  be  a  mistake.  I,  however,  would  be 
willing  to  defer  my  personal  feeling  on  that 
subject  to  any  move  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee might  make  in  that  direction.  I  do 
think,  however,  that  if  a  movement  of  this 
sort  is  to  be  originated,  instead  of  its  being 
done  in  the  way  suggested  by  the  order  in- 
troduced here,  it  is  something  that  should 
emanate  from  the  School  Committee. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  must  take 
issue  with  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken 
with  reference  to  the  conduct  of  athletics,  so 
far  as  the  schools  of  Boston  are  concerned. 
I  do  not  believe  that  enough  encouragement 
of  athletics  is  being  given  by  the  School 
Committee  or  any  other  branch  of  the  city 
government  of  Boston.  Various  articles  have 
appeared,  for  example,  in  the  New  York  press, 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
being  encouraged  there  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  school  halls  for  gymnasium  pur- 
poses so  that  the  schoolboy  and  girl  can 
properly  conduct  himself  or  herself  in  athletics. 
I  believe  in  encouraging  boys  and  girls  to 
indulge  in  some  form  of  athletics,  and,  es- 
pecially in  view  of  the  fact  that  millions  of 
people  in  this  country  spend  many  millions 
of  dollars  annually  in  the  way  of  admission 
fees  to  all  sorts  of  athletic  games,  not  only 
residents  of  Boston,  but  people  all  over  the 
United  States,  I  believe  it  would  be  well  to 
consider  seriously  the  subject  matter  of  this 
order.  The  universal  interest  shown  in  ath- 
letic spectacles  convinces  me  that  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  part  that  athletics  play  in  the 
lives  of  our  young  people  and  our  citizens  is 
a  thing  to  be  most  seriously  borne  in  mind. 
There  are  gymnasiums  in  our  schools  today 
that  are  not  used  because  athletics  are  not 
encouraged.  I  remember  some  years  ago  when 
I  was  an  attendant  at  the  high  school,  the 
athletic  game  of  basket  ball  was  encouraged, 
and  sometime  later  stopped.  It  is  now  being 
encouraged  in  most  of  the  schools.  Proper 
school  and  athletic  directors  have  been  selected 
and  are  functioning,  and  I  believe  we  ought 
to  encourage,  as  a  part  of  the  governing  body 
of  the  city,  the  indulging  of  our  young  boys 
and  girls  in  athletics.  I  am  not  selfish  enough 
to  feel  that  if  such  a  stadium  is  built  it 
should  necessarily  be  built  in  our  district. 
I  simply  introduced  the  order  in  that  form 
because  I  believed  that  we  had  a  field  there 
big  enough  for  the  erection  of  such  a  stadium. 
But  I  do  believe  a  stadium  should  be  erected, 
and  if  that  section  of  Boston  is  not  a  suffi- 
ciently central  place  that  a  more  central  place 
should  be  selected.  A  stadium  should,  how- 
ever, in  my  opinion,  be  built  and  kept  up 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  would,  I  feel,  be 
of  tremendous  benefit  to  the  thousands  and 
thousands  of  children  who  go  to  our  schools. 
I  cannot  believe  that  athletics  are  over- 
emphasized in  Boston.  In  my  opinion  they 
should  be  further  emphasized. 

Chairman  WILSON — I  understand  that  Coun. 
Ruby  wants  his  motion  to  suspend  the  rule 
and   pass   the   order   at   this   time  put  ? 

Coun.    RUBY— Yes,   Mr.    President. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  de- 
clared lost.  Coun.  Ruby  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  rising  vote.  The  Council  stood 
divided  and  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule 
was  lost,   3  to   10. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Report  accepted,  said  order  in  new  draft 
passed.

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  Arnold  said : 
Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  Council 
reconsider  the  vote  whereby  it  rejected  the 
land-taking  order  on  Tremont  stre'et,  on 
which  a  part  of  the  Commodore  Hotel  is 
erected.  If  that  motion  prevails,  I  shall 
then  move  that  the  matter  be  assigned  to 
the  next  meeting. 

Reconsideration  prevailed,  and  the  matter 
was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting,  on  motion 
of    Coun.

GILBODY — I  was  just  wondering  if 
the  gentleman  "would  be  gracious  enough  to 
permit  something  more  to  be  done,  having  in 
mind  the  entire  project  ?  I  see  that  he  only 
brings  it  down  to  his  own  ward,  and  part  of 
it    goes    through   my    ward.

Chairman  WILSON — A  word  of  explanation 
may  well  be  made  at  this  time  with  reference 
to  the  six  orders  which  have  just  been  read. 
Most  members  of  the  City  Council  are  probably 
familiar  with  the  general  plan  of  the  so-called 
Morton  Street  Improvement,  especially  author- 
ized under  chapter  325  of  the  Acts  of  1925, 
which  act  was  passed  in  that  year,  I  think 
I  may  say  chiefly  due  to  the  untiring  efforts 
of  late  Representative  William  Lancaster  of 
Dorchester  and  Hyde  Park.  The  details  of 
this  great  traffic  artery  project  may  be  found 
in  the  chapter  and  act  referred  to,  which  was 
approved  by  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth on  April  30,  1925.  A  report  of  the 
progress  in  construction  made  to  date  may 
be  found  in  the  letter  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
written  in  response  to  my  order  of  January 
11,  1926,  and  printed  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  for  June  7,  1926.  Briefly 
I  might  state  that  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 325  of  the  Acts  of  1925  there  is  still 
available  for  the  second  section  of  the  project, 
viz,  the  work  from  Codman  street  to  River 
street,  approximately  $150,000,  which  is  not 
sufficient  for  the  purposes.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  a  loan  order  of  $100,000  is  required  to 
make  available  for  the  work  even  the  amount 
already  authorized  by  the  Legislature  ;  and  by 
the  provisions  of  chapter  325  of  the  Acts  of 
1925  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  from  the 
tax  levy  must  be  made  prior  to  the  loan.  I 
wish  this  $10,000  item  taken  care  of  in  the 
1927  budget  without  fail,  to  be  supplemented 
by  the  authorized  $100,000  loan  order.  An  ad- 
ditional amount  must,  however,  be  authorized 
by  the  incoming  Legislature  to  assure  com- 
pletion of  this  great  project.  The  time  for 
filing  bills  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  1927 
Legislature  is  now  close  at  hand,  and  it  is 
obviously  essential,  if  this  great  traffic  route 
is  to  go  forward,  that  there  be  no  slip-up 
in  technical  requirements.  I  am  accordingly 
requesting  at  this  time  such  detailed  informa- 
tion from  the  proper  departments  as  will  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  filing  of  the  required 
bill  in  the  Legislature  and  I  am  now  respect- 
fully reqesting  the  Mayor  to  see  to  it  that 
timely  forwarding  of  the  bill  insures  its  con- 
sideration during  1927,  without  fail.  Of  course 
I  realize  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  undoubtedly 
has  in  mind  the  early  and  assured  completion 
of  this  great  civic  improvement.  Undoubtedly 
he  has  already  formulated  plans  to  insure  its 
consummation  during  1927.  As  the  councilor 
representing  Ward  17,  the  great  central  Dor- 
chester district,  so  vitally  affected  by  this  part 
of  the  improvement  now  to  be  undertaken.  I 
introduced  my  original  order  with  reference  to 
this  project  during  the  first  month  of  my 
service  in  this  body.  I  have  furthermore  en- 
deavored to  keep  the  matter  actively  under 
the  consideration  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and 
at  this  time  would  particulary  call  his  respect- 
ful attention,  with  reference  thereto,  to  my 
detailed  communications  of  June  24,  July  13, 
August  9,  August  11,  and  November  19  during 
the  current  year,  as  well  as  to  the  City  Council 
minutes  for  June  7,  1926.  Our  present  Chief 
Executive  was  elected  on  a  pledge  of  systematic 
street  development,  particularly  in  the  residen- 
tial districts  of  the  city.  The  time  has  now 
come  to  take  a  definite  stand  before  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  insuring  early  com- 
pletion of  the  Morton  street  widening  and 
extension  as  a  great  through  artery  from 
Boston  to  the  South  Shore.

PROPOSED    REMOVAL    OF    MUNICIPAL 
EMPLOYMENT   BUREAU. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  present  an  oral  order.  Some  time  ago 
Coun.  Fitzgerald  presented  an  order  to  move 
the  headquarters  of  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau  down  to  Hawkins  street.  I 
understand  that  Mr.  Seaver,  the  director  of 
the  Employment  Bureau,  wants  to  use  a  por- 
tion of  the  Baldwin  Street  School  for  that 
purpose.  Therefore,  if  you  will  accept  an 
oral  order,  Mr.  President,  I  would  move  that 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  be  requested  to 
allot  a  certain  portion  of  the  Baldwin  Street 
School  for  the  relocation  of  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau  that  is  at  the  present 
time  on  Tyler  street. 

President  KEENE—  You  should  reduce  your 
order  to  writing,  Councilor.  Cannot  you  do 
so? 

Coun.  WARD— Yes,  Mr.  President,  but  I 
would   request   five  minutes'   time  to   do  so. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  WARD  offered 
the   following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  remove  the  headquarters  of  the 
Municipal  Employment  Bureau  from  the  Ward 
3  Municipal  Building  at  the  corner  of  Oak 
and  Tyler  streets,  and  that  the  said  head- 
quarters be  relocated  in  the  Baldwin  Street 
School.  ,    , 

Coun.  DOWLING — Mr.  President,  before 
that  order  is  passed,  I  think  we  ought  to  have 
some  information  as  to  whether  the  school  in 
which  it  is  now  proposed  to  locate  this  Em- 
ployment Bureau  is  being  occupied  for  school 
purposes  ? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  was 
going  to  move  that  this  matter  be  postponed 
until  the  next  meeting.  I  think  I  am  going 
to  be  opposed  to  it,  on  the  ground  that  our 
buildings  in  that  ward  have  been  utilized  and 
are  being  utilized  now  to  their  full  capacity. 
Money  that  was  appropriated  for  a  municipal 
building  for  the  West  End,  including  a  gym- 
nasium and  public  hall,  has  been  turned  over 
for  a  health  unit.  They  took  the  municipal 
building  at  the  south  end  of  the  ward  and 
turned  it  over  for  the  purposes  of  the  Em- 
ployment Bureau.  Now  it  is  proposed  to 
have  another  building  in  the  West  End 
taken  over  for  the  use  of  the  Employment 
Bureau.  The  proper  place  for  that  bureau 
is  in  the  basement  of  City  Hall,  where  people 
can  know  what  is  going  on  and  what  it  is  all 
about.  I  don't  think  the  people  of  the  West 
End  will  stand  for  this  sort  of  thing.  We  are 
not  getting  the  consideration  that  we  should. 
Forty-eight  cents  on  every  dollar  from  taxes 
comes  from  that  ward.  We  have  a  population 
of  80,000,  a  denser  population  to  the  square 
mile  than  you  will  find  in  any  other  part  of 
the  world,  even  in  New  York  City  or  in  Lon- 
don. We  have  there  thirty-four  nationalities. 
I  suppose  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  see,s  fit  to 
take  away  from  us  our  public  buildings  and 
use  them  for  purposes  other  than  those  for 
which  they  were  supposed  to  be  used,  we  may 
not  be  able  to  do  anything  about  it.  It  is  now 
proposed  to  take  away  Baldwin  Street  School, 
a  school  that  is  being  used.  If  they  want  to  do 
it,  I  suppose  no  doubt  it  will  be  done,  but  I 
know  that  I  will  have  a  lot  to  say  about  it. 
That  Employment  Bureau  belongs  in  the  base- 
ment of  City  Hall,  and  if  they  undertake  to 
remove  it  down  our  way  there  will  be  a  lot  of 
fireworks   from   me,   Mr.   President. 


Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  in  harmony 
with  the  wishes  of  the  councilor  from  the  West 
End,  I  move  that  the  matter  lie  on  the  table 
for  a  week.  We  can  then  give  the  chairman 
of  the  Employment  Bureau  an  opportunity  to 
come   before   us    in   regard   to   it. 

President  KEENE — Is  there  any  objection  to 
its  being  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee? 

Coun.  WARD— No. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


TIME  FOR   CLOSING   THE  POLLS. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  at  the  meet- 
ing of  October  4,  1926,  the  following  order  was 
passed  by  the  Council : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  present  for  favorable 
action  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  an  act 
which  will  permit  the  opening  of  the  polls  in 
the  City  of  Boston  on  election  and  primary 
days  at  a  later  hour  than  six  a.  m." 

Some  weeks  before  the  election  we  had  sev- 
eral very  hectic  sessions  as  to  whether  the  polls 
should  close  at  four  or  at  a  later  hour,  and  at 
that  time  all  parties,  however  excited,  agreed 
that  one  of  the  chief  difficulties  was  the  nec- 
essary opening  of  the  polls  when  the  sun  rose. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  is  coming 
in  shortly,  I  would  ask  if  the  Committe  on 
Legislative  Matters  are  taking  any  steps  to 
press  the  passage  of  a  bill  which  will  put  the 
City  of  Boston  in  line  with  every  other  city 
in  the  Commonwealth  except  one. 

President  KEENE — Will  Coun.  Heffernan 
answer   Coun.   Wilson? 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN — Mr.  President,  I  was 
under  the  impression  that  that  particular  mat- 
ter had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  rather  than  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters.  I  did  not  know  that  it 
was  awaiting  a  hearing.  If  there  are  any  mat- 
ters concerning  legislation  pending  before  the 
committee,  personally  I  am  willing  to  call  a 
meeting  within  the  next  week,  because  I  think 
the  Council  should  act  on  matters  before  it 
which  should  soon  come  up  for  legislative  ac- 
tion. I  did  not  know  that  that  matter  was  in 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters. 

Coun.  WILSON — It  is,  according  to  the  min- 
utes of  October  4. 

President  KEENE— And  the  Chair  will  say 
that  the  Council  received  today  from  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  copies  of  certain  bills  which 
it  proposes  to  place  before  the  Legislature, 
which  copies  have  been  referred  to  your  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Very  well,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. 


HOUR    OF    NEXT    MEETING. 

Coun.  ARNOLD — Mr.  President,  it  has  come 
to  my  attention  that  unless  the  Council  meets 
at  a  little  later  hour  than  usual  next  week  it 
will  have  to  stay  around  here  longer  than  it 
may  wish,  because  of  something  that  is  coming 
up  later  in  the  day.  Therefore,  I  move  that 
when  we  adjourn  it  be  to  meet  next  Monday 
at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  instead 
of  two. 

Coun.    Arnold's   motion   was   carried.

Coun.  HEFFERNAN— Mr.  President,  I 
move  a  suspension  of  the  rules  that  the  resolu- 
tions may  be  acted  upon  at  this  time,  and  I 
would  like  to  say  in  this  connection  that  I 
think  it  is  only  proper  that  the  Council  should 
go  on  record  expressing  its  feelings  in  regard 
to  a  man  who  has  given  to  one  of  the  impor- 
tant departments  of  our  city  the  benefit  of 
nineteen  years  of  his  time  without  payment. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  he  has  been  sacrificed 
on  what  you  might  call  the  political  altar.

Coun.   WARD   offered   the    following : 

Whereas,  The  golf  course  at  Franklin  Park 
is    now    used    beyond   its    capacity    and 

Whereas,  This  popular  form  of  healthful, 
outdoor  recreation  is  appealing  each  year  to 
a  large  number  of  persons,  be  it  hereby 

Resolved,  That  public  health  and  recreation 
require  more  golf  links   in   Boston. 

Referred   to   the  Executive   Committee. 


APPROPRIATION  FOR  NEW  GOLF 
COURSE. 

Coun.   WARD   offered   the   following : 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $250,000  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  authorized,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Park  Commission,  for  the  purchase  of 
land  and  establishing  thereon  of  a  golf  course, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the   city  to   said   amount. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
like  to  disagree  with  my  nearest  neighbor, 
because  he  is  one  of  my  best  friends  in 
the  Council.  I  don't  like  to  say  that  this  is 
an  extravagant  proposition ;  I  do  not  want 
to  characterize  the  order  at  all.  I  simply  do 
think,  in  fairness  to  the  Council  and  in  or- 
der that  it  may  go  on  record  in  an  intelli- 
gent manner,  that  this  order  should  be  re- 
ferred   to    the    Executive    Committee. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  would  sug- 
gest the   Committee  on    Finance. 

Coun.  DOWLING — Well,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  the   Committee  on   Finance. 

Coun.  WARD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
rather  have  the  order  threshed  out  in  Execu- 
tive Committee.  I  would  prefer  to  have  the 
order    passed    under    suspension    of    the    rule, 


but  if  it  is  to  be  referred  to  any  committee, 
I  would  like  it  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  it  would  seem 
to  me  that  there  will  be  nothing  in  the  way 
of  the  order  being  threshed  out  in  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  after  it  is  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  so  that  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  would  then  have  an  op- 
portunity in  Executive  Committee  to  be  heard 
upon  the  order.  I  think  it  would  be  un- 
precedented, on  a  loan  order  of  this  type, 
not  to  have  it  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.  I  think  that  is  the  proper  place 
for   it  in   the   first   instance,    at   least. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  think  this 
order  that  I  have  presented  here  this  after- 
noon is  one  that  interests  the  vast  majority 
of  the  people  of  Boston.  There  have  been 
loan  orders  presented  in  this  body  that  have 
not  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  ;  there  have  been  orders  almost  identi- 
cal with  this  that  have  been  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule  in  our  open  discussion. 
I  believe  the  order  I  have  now  presented  is 
an  order  that  should  be  so  acted  upon  by 
this  body,  and  I  would  therefore  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order.  I  would  like  to  have  a  vote  upon 
it,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that   the    vote    be    taken   by    roll    call. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule 
for  the  passage  of  the  order,  yeas  2,  nays   15 :

President  KEENE — Has  the  councilor  any 
objection  to  referring  the  order  to  the  Com- 
mittee   on    Finance  ? 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
has    nothing   to   say   about   it. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  thinks  it 
proper  that  orders  involving  appropriations 
of  that  nature  should  go  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  as  they  have  to  be  considered 
in  connection  with  the  debt  limit.  There- 
fore, if  there  is  no  objection,  the  Chair  Will 
refer  the  order  to   the  Committee  on   Finance. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee 
on   Finance. 


ABOLITION     OF     BOSTON     SANATORIUM 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.    GUILD   offered   the  following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Bos- 
ton   as    follows : 

Section  1,  Chapter  16,  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1925,  as  amended,  hereby  is  fur- 
ther amended,  by  striking  out  the  first  sen- 
tence of  section  2,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof, — "The  Health  Department ;  Medical 
Division ;  Child  Hygiene  Division ;  Sanitary 
Division ;  Food  Inspection  Division ;  a  Divi- 
sion of  Vital  Statistics,  Records  and  Accounts, 
to  be  in  charge  of  the  officer  intrusted  with 
the  duty  of  preparing  vital  statistics  ;  a  Con- 
servation Division  for  the  study  of  conditions 
and  problems  of  cancer  and  contagious  dis- 
eases, except  tuberculosis ;  and  a  Tuberulosis 
Division  for  the  study,  prevention  and  curing 
of  tuberculosis." 

Section  2,  Chapter  17,  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1925  hereby  is  amended  by 
striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof   the    following   two    sections : 

Section  1.  The  hospital  department  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of  five  trus- 
tees, who  shall  have  charge  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  and  the  Boston  Sanatorium, 
and  of  the  care  and  maintenance  thereof ; 
shall  make  all  needful  improvements  in  the 
land  and  grounds  connected  with  said  hos- 
pital and  sanatorium ;  shall  have  charge  of 
all  real  estate  held  for  purposes  connected 
with  the  City  Hospital  and  Sanatorium,  and 
pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  city  collector 
the    income    thereof. 
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"Section  2.  The  trusts  shall  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein 
enumerated,  and  all  other  powers  and  duties 
now  or  heretofore  required  by  statute,  or- 
dinance or  law  to  be  exercised  and  performed 
by  the  trustees  of  the  Hospital  Department 
and  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Sana- 
torium, except  as  provided  in  chapter  16 
of  these  ordinances  as  amended,  and  shall  be 
the  lawful  successors  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Boston    Sanatorium. 

"Section  3.  The  trustees  shall  admit  to 
the  City  Hospital  only  sick  or  injured  per- 
sons requiring  temporary  relief,  unless  for 
good  cause,  and  shall  remove  all  patients 
as  soon  as  their  condition  will  permit  they 
may  allow  persons  making  compensation 
therefor  separate  apartments  and  special  ac- 
commodations in  the  City  Hospital.  They  shall 
admit  to  the  Sanatorium  only  persons  who 
are  bona  fide  residents  of  Boston  at  the  time 
of  their  application  for  admission,  and  have 
been  certified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Division 
of  the  Health  Department.  The  charges  for 
the  support  of  patients  who  are  able  to  pay 
for  the  same,  or  who  have  persons  or  kin- 
dred bound  by  law  and  able  to  maintain 
them,  shall  be  paid  by  such  patients,  persons 
or  kindred  at  a  rate  determined  by  the  trus- 
tees. All  amounts  received  by  the  trustees 
from  persons  making  compensation  for  sepa- 
rate apartments  and  special  accommodations 
in  the  City  Hospital,  and  received  by  them 
as  charges  for  support  in  the  Sanatorium, 
shall   be   paid   to   the   city   collector. 

"Section  4.  The  trustees  may  make  such 
other  regulations  regarding  admission  to  and 
discharge  from  the  City  Hospital  and  the 
general  management  of  the  City  Hospital 
and  Sanatorium,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
ordinance,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
expedient. " 

Section  4.  Chapter  17  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3  and  in- 
serting  in    place    thereof    the   following : 

"Section  5.  The  trustees  shall,  in  their 
annual  report,  include  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  City  Hospital  and  of  the  Sana- 
torium, the  numbers  of  patients  in  each,  the 
admission  to,  discharges  from,  and  the  births 
and    deaths   therein    during   the   year." 

Section  5.  Chapter  8,  of  said  'Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1925"  and  so  much  of  section 
1  of  chapter  2  thereof  as  requires  the  Mayor, 
in  the  municipal  year  in  which  the  term  of 
the  incumbent  expires,  to  appoint  one  or 
more  Boston  Sanatorium  trustees  for  this 
term  of  five  years  beginning  with  the  first 
day  of  May  in  the  year  of  appointment,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  filing 
this  ordinance  with  the  expectation  that  it 
will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Or- 
dinances. It  follows  out  the  recommenda- 
tion made  in  the  report  on  tuberculosis  in 
Boston  by  Dr.  Haven  Emerson,  dated  Oc- 
tober, 1926.  In  April  of  this  year  I  filed 
an  ordinance  which  has  at  my  request  been 
in  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  awaiting 
this  identical  report.  The  report  in  sub- 
stance carries  out  the  terms  of  the  ordinance 
originally  filed,  with  a  few  minor  excep- 
tions, and  the  ordinance  which  I  am  filing 
now  embodies  those  exceptions.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  disinterested  examiner 
of  the  tuberculosis  situation  in  Boston  con- 
tained   this    recommendation : 

"It  is  recommended  that  a  change  of  or- 
dinance by  the  City  Council  be  requested 
by  the  Mayor,  which  will  authorize  the  early 
discontinuance  of  the  responsibility  and  ad- 
ministrative functions  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Boston  Sanatorium,  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  for  the  transfer  to  a 
Division  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Department 
of  Health  of  the  city,  of  all  phases  of  the 
control  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis  except 
the  institutional  care  of  the  tuberculous  sick 
and  preventorum  care  of  children  exposed  to 
the    disease    in    their    homes,    which    activities 


should  be  added  to  the  duties  of  the  Trustees 
of    the    Boston    City    Hospital." 

For  the  purpose  of  embodying  those  recom- 
mendations in  our  ordinances,  I  am  now  in- 
troducing this  ordinance,  which  in  substance 
covers    those    points. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on   Ordinances. 


SKATING  ON  CONNOLLY  PLAYGROUND. 
Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commissioners  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
flood  for  skating  during  the  present  winter 
the  John  J.  Connolly  Playground,  and  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  required 
to  prevent  the  water  from  draining  off  on 
the   adjoining    property. 

Passed   under   suspension   of    the   rule. 


ELMER  N.  BUSWELL  SQUARE. 
Coun.  ARNOLD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  space  at  the  junction 
of  Beacon  ■street  and  Audubon  road  be  named 
Elmer  N.  Buswell  square,  in  memory  of  Corp- 
oral Elmer  N.  Buswell,  Company  D,  101st  En- 
gineers, who  died  July  31,  1918,  a  prisoner 
of  war,  from  wounds  received  in  action,  and 
that  said  space  be  suitably  marked  with 
signs. 

Referred  to  the   Executive  Committee. 


APPORTIONMENT   OF  SUFFOLK   COUNTY 
EXPENSES. 

Coun.  PARKMAN  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  prepare, 
draft  and  file  a  petition  and  bill  in  the  Gen- 
eral Court  for  the  year  1927  providing  for 
the  equitable  apportionment  of  the  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  among 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  City  of  Cheslea,  and 
the  towns  of  Revere  and  Winthrop.  And 
be  it  further  ordered,  that  the  Legislative 
Committee  take  such  action  as  it  may  deem 
advisable   in   the   premises. 

Coun.  PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  at  the 
time  we  were  discussing  the  appropriation 
bill  for  1926,  last  spring,  it  was  brought 
home  to  all  of  us  very  forcibly  that  the  City 
of  Boston  .pays  the  entire  expenses  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  not  only  its  own  ex- 
penses, but  the  expenses  of  the  city  of  Chel- 
sea and  the  towns  of  Revere  and  Winthrop, 
which  form  a  part  of  the  county ;  and  not 
only  that,  but  the  fines  and  fees  collected 
by  the  Chelsea  Police  Court,  for  the  running 
of  which  Boston  pays,  go  not  into  the  county 
treasury  nor  the  treasury  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  to  the  city  of  Chelsea.  This 
seems  a  most  unfair  and  inequitable  ar- 
rangement, and  it  is  necessary  to  go  back 
for  more  than  one  hundred  years  to  find 
any  reason  for  it  at  all.  I  am  not  going  to 
weary  you  at  this  time  by  delving  at  length 
into  ancient  history,  but  suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  original  reason  has  long  since  ceased 
to  have  any  basis  in  fact,  and  as  long  ago 
as  1860  the  City  Council  of  Boston  was 
making  a  futile  effort  to  put  the  county 
relations  on  a  fairer  footing.  In  1822,  in 
connection  with  the  granting  of  a  city 
charter  to  Boston  and  with  the  difficulties 
attendant  thereon  on  account  of  Chelsea's 
inclusion  in  the  county,  legislation  was 
passed  which  in  effect  transferred  to  Boston 
the  civil  administration  of  the  county  and 
further  provided  that  Chelsea  should  be 
exempt  from  contribution  to  the  county  ex- 
penses "until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise 
order."  In  1831  this  legislation  was  further 
amended  at  a  time  when  Chelsea  surrendered 
its  interest  in  certain  county  property,  so 
as   to   extend   the   existing   connection    between 
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Boston  and  Chelsea  "for  the  space  of  twenty 
years  and  thence  afterwards  until  it  shall 
be  altered  by  the  Legislature."  That  twenty 
years  was  up  in  1851,  seventy-five  years  ago. 
The  conditions  which  existed  in  1831  and 
made  that  arrangement  equitable  have  long 
ago  ceased  to  exist,  and  yet  Boston  con- 
tinues to  carry  the  burden  of  the  whole  county 
expenses  with  no  compensating  advantages 
from  the  growing  towns  of  Chelsea,  Eevere 
and  Winthrop.  So  far  as  the  conditions  un- 
der which  this  original  legislation  was  passed, 
it  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  1822  Boston 
had  43,000  population  and  a  valuation  of 
$42,000,000 ;  Chelsea — what  is  now  known  as 
Chelsea  in  those  days  comprised  Chelsea, 
Revere  and  Winthrop — had  a  population  of 
642  and  a  valuation  of  $30,000 ;  or  in  per- 
centages, Chelsea  bad  less  than  one-tenth 
of  one  per  cent  of  the  total  combined  valua- 
tions. In  1831  Boston  had  a  population  of 
61,392  and  a  valuation  of  $61,000,000;  Chel- 
sea had  a  population  of  771  and  a  valuation 
of  $244,261.  The  comparative  percentages 
were  99.6  and  .4  of  one  per  cent.  The 
total  expenditure  in  those  days  for  the  en- 
tire county  was  a  little  over  $15,000,  and 
Chelsea's  contribution  would  have  been  less 
than  $100.  It  was  on  these  figures  that  it 
was  considered  just  that  in  return'  for  Chel- 
sea's surrender  of  its  interest  in  certain 
county  property  Boston  should  pay  the  en- 
tire county  expenses  for  twenty  years.  Glance 
at  the  figures  for  the  present  day.  In  1925 
Boston's  valuation  was  $1,862,842,700.  The 
combined  valuation  of  Chelsea,  Revere  and 
Winthrop  was  $113,382,500.  In  percentages 
these  figures  are  expressed  by  94.3  per  cent 
and  5.7  per  cent.  The  entire  county's  net 
expense  was  $2,500,000  for  an  eleven-months 
year,  and  after  deducting  certain  items  such 
as  the  county  debt,  for  which  those  towns 
might  not  be  considered  liable,  we  have  left 
$2,000,000  for  a  twelve-months  year.  Their 
contribution  on  a  proportionate  basis  would 
have  amounted  to  $100,000  instead  of  the 
$100  of  a  century  ago,  or  a  thousand  times 
as  much.  Furthermore,  it  was  estimated  in 
1912  that  since  1851  Boston  had  paid  $750,000 
of  county  expenditures  which  equitably  should 
have  been  borne  by  Chelsea,  Revere  and 
Winthrop,  and  since  1912  expenditures  have 
so  increased  that  this  figure  has  been  at  least 
doubled.  In  other  words,  Boston  has  paid 
$1,500,000  since  1851  for  certain  advantages 
which  in  1831  was  considered  to  be  amply 
paid  for  by  a  few  thousand  dollars,  and  year 
by  year  Boston  is  paying  over  $100,000  for 
which  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop  should 
be  responsible.  In  addition,  it  should  be 
noted  that  in  the  last  fifteen  years  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  Boston  has  increased  25 
per  cent,  whereas  the  valuation  of  Chelsea,  Re- 
vere and  Winthrop  has  increased  80  per  cent, 
or  over  three  times  as  fast.  The  county  ex- 
penditures have  increased  in  proportion  to  the 
growth  of  the  county  as  a  whole,  and  Boston, 
therefore,  is  falling  behind.  In  1914  a  commis- 
sion of  the  Legislature  studied  this  subject  in 
detail  and  recommended  legislation  to  put 
these  relations  on  a  proper  footing.  The  act 
failed-  of  passage  at  that  time,  but  it  seems 
proper  that  similar  legislation  should  be  pre- 
sented again  at  this  time,  when  the  taxation 
in  the  City  of  Boston  has  become  an  almost 
intolerable    burden. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Committee 
on    Legislative    Matters.

STOP  FOR  THROUGH  TRAINS  AT  FOREST 
HILLS    STATION. 
President   KEENE   offered   the   following: 
Ordered,    That   his    Honor   the  Mayor   be   re- 
quested  to   arrange  for   a  conference   with   the 
officials  of  the  New  York  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford   Railroad    Company,    a    representative    of 
the   Boston    Chamber   of    Commerce,   the   chair- 
man   of    the     Transit     Commission,     a     repre- 


sentative of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  of  the  United  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation, and  such  others  as  he  may  deem  ad- 
visable, to  consider  the  advisability  and  feasi- 
bility of  arranging  for  the  stopping  of 
through  trains  at  the  Forest  Hills  Station  of 
the  New  York  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road, either  to  take  on  or  let  off  passengers  or 
both,  and  of  providing  a  suitable  physical 
connection  by  a  footbridge  or  otherwise  be- 
tween the  said  station  and  the  Forest  Hills 
Station  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


REDUCTION   IN  TAX   RATE. 

Coun.    GILBODY   offered   the   following: 

Whereas,  A  preliminary  study  of  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  city  shows  an  estimated 
balance  of  more  than  $6,000,000  at  the  close 
of  this  fiscal  year  which  represents  an  ap- 
proximate reduction  of  more  than  $4  per 
thousand   in   the  tax   rate ; 

Be  it  resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  favor  a  tax  rate  of  not 
more   than    $28   for   the   year    1927. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  few  words  on  this  resolution. 
I  have  presented  it  following  action  by  real 
estate  organizations  in  regard  to  the  matter. 
This  is  an  extremely  hard  time  financially  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  Within  a  few  months  the 
Commonwealth  has  returned  to  the  city 
$1,300,000,  and  the  situation  presented  to  the 
city  government  is,  how  to  apply  that  money. 
It  seems  advisable,  in  view  of  the  conditions 
now  existing  in  our  city,  that  that  money 
should  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  tax 
rate  for  next  year.  A  cursory  examination 
of  the  figures  in  the  auditor's  exhibit,  which 
are  available  to  the  Council,  will  show  that  in 
one  department,  for  instance,  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  more  than  $6,000,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  department  and  not  more 
than  $3,000,000  has  been  used  by  the  depart- 
ment. We  find  there  a  situation  that  cer- 
tainly commands  our  attention,  and  which 
seems  to  indicate  the  possibility  of  a  saving  of 
more  than  $3,000,000.  I  just  picked  up  today 
the  auditor's  exhibit  for  November  30,  and 
on  two  pages  alone,  43  and  45,  affecting  vari- 
ous branches  of  the  public  health  and  welfare, 
we  can  see  an  unexpended  balance  for  this 
year  1926  up  to  the  present  moment  of  more 
than  $5,000,000.  Certainly  that  enormous 
amount  cannot  be  spent  by  one  department  in 
the  balance  of  this  year.  The  situation  has 
aroused  and  amazed  me,  and,  while  in  this 
season  the  Christmas  spirit  of  peace  on  earth 
and  good  will  to  men  should  prevail  and  I 
do  not  desire  to  enter  into  any  personalities 
in  this  discussion,  I  still  feel  obliged  to  call 
to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the  fact  that 
it  would  seem  possible  next  year,  in  the  circum- 
stances, by  a  careful  pruning  of  the  budget, 
to  effect  a  saving  which  will  reduce  the  tax 
rate  down  to  at  least  $28,  thus  relieving  the 
situation  in  which  our  people  find  themselves. 
The  people  of  our  city  in  the  different  wards 
are  so  hard  hit  by  the  tax  rate  as  to  suffer  in 
their  homes.  I  think  that  is  a  matter  which 
should  especially  appeal  to  us  in  this  hard 
season  of  the  year.  Therefore,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
resolution. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  resolution 
was  adopted. 


AMENDMENT    TO    RULE    7. 

Coun.  WARD  offered  an  amendment  to  Rule 
7,  as   follows : 

Amendment  to  Rule  7  (to  read) — The  Presi- 
dent shall  declare  all  votes  ;  but  if  any  member 
doubts  a  vote  the  President  shall  cause  a  rising 
vote  to  be  taken,  and  when  any  member  so 
requests  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  or 
verified  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  roll  shall 
be  called  by  numerical  order  of  the  wards  they 
represent.

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ACCEPTANCE  OF  FERNALD  TERRACE. 

Coun.   McMAHON   offered  the   following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  as  a  public 
highway   Fernald  terrace.

Dear  Sir, — With  reference  to  the  attached 
order  introduced  in  the  City  Council,  I  beg 
to  say  that  I  do  not  consider  that  this  is 
necessary. 

There  are  172  licensed  halls,  fifty-one  thea- 
ters and  thirty-three  moving  picture  houses 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  These  are  all  licensed. 
In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  a  great 
number  of  churches,  lodges,  and  various  so- 
cieties   where    meetings   are   held. 

If  the  above  licensed  halls,  theaters  and 
moving  picture  houses  are  not  conducted  with 
due  regard  to  safety  and  order,  the  licenses 
may   be   revoked   and   the   building   closed. 

There  has  been  but  one  case  during  the 
past  year  where  overcrowding  and  disorder 
occurred,  and  that  was  at  the  Arena  during 
last  November.  This  trouble  was  caused  by 
a  near  riot  of  several  hundreds  of  people 
who  burst  through  the  doors  and  took  posses- 
sion of  the  place,  necessitating  a  riot  call 
being  sent  in  to  the  Police  Department.  On 
learning  of  this  trouble  I  immediately  took 
the  matter  up  with  the  management  and  made 
certain  arrangements  with  it  which  I  think 
will  obviate  any  repetition  of  such  an  occur- 
rence.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  accom- 
panying order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  October  4,  1926,  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board  submits  herewith  report  "on  the 
advisability  of  widening  Pike's  alley,  from 
Chambers  and  Leverett  streets,  Ward  3,  to  a 
width   of   twenty   feet   for   foot   travel   only." 

Pike's  alley,  which  was  formerly  known 
as  Marston  place,  changing  to  its  present 
name  in  1898,  is  a  narrow  passageway  ap- 
proximately 140  feet  long,  averaging  about 
5  feet  in  width  and  from  10  to  12  feet  in 
height,  with  entrance  between  Nos.  91  and  93 
Chambers  street  on  the  west  and  between  38 
and  40  Leverett  street  on  the  east.  It  passes 
over  private  land  assessed  in  the  name  of 
Morris  Wiseblatt  and  the  Beth  Hackneseth 
Tiferetti  Israel  Synagogue  and  is  roofed  over 
by  the  buildings  abutting  on  both  sides  with 
the  exception  of  an  open  area  in  the  center 
approximately   seventy   feet   in   length. 

With  the  exception  of  Hammond  avenue,  a 
public  passageway  4%  feet  wide  running  from 
125  Chambers  street  to  62  Leverett  street  as 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plan  marked 
"A,"  Pike's  alley  affords  the  only  means  of 
circulation  between  Chambers  street  and  Lev- 
erett street  for  a  distance  of  nearly  nine  hun- 
dred feet,  bisecting  as  it  does  Blocks  155  and 
164,  between  Green  street  and  Ashland  street. 
It  is  also  to  a  certain  extent  the  gateway  for 
pedestrians  from  Causeway  street,  the  North 
Station  and  points  to  the  east,  to  the  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Hospital  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  as  well  as  to 
the  schools  and  churches  in  the  West  End 
(see  plan  marked  "B").  Proof  of  the  state- 
ment that  it  is  largely  used  by  pedestrians  is 
found  in  the  fact  that,  according  to  a  count 
made  by  this  office  on  Monday,  October  18, 
1926,  275  people  passed  through  Pike's  alley 
between  the  hours  of  4.30  and  5.30  p.  m. 

There  is  little  doubt  but  what  the  widening 
of  this  passageway  to  a  width  of  twenty  feet 
as  suggested  in  the  City  Council  order  and 
its  acceptance  as  a  public  way,  properly 
paved  and  lighted,  would  be  of  considerable 
advantage  to  the  throng  of  foot  passengers  by 
whom  it  is  now  used.  Such  a  widening  might 
be  accomplished  by  the  taking  of  properties 
No.  38  Leverett  street,  assessed  value  $14,000  ; 
No.  91  Chambers  street,  assessed  value  $13,800. 

The  cost  of  taking  these  properties,  how- 
ever, and  the  expense  of  paving,  lighting, 
etc.,  would  doubtless  involve  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  not  less  than  $50,000.  It  would  also 
probably  involve  the  relocating  of  the  passage- 
way itself  in  order  to  avoid  complications 
which  might  arise  on  account  of  the  present 
extension  of  adjacent  buildings  over  the  ex- 
isting   surface    of    the    alley. 

There  are  several  factors  entering  into  a 
consideration  of  this  subject  at  the  present 
time,  however,  which  would  make  it  appear 
advisable  to  delay  action  until  a  definite  de- 
cision has  been  reached  in  connection  with 
these  other  projects,   i.  e. : 

1.  The  extension  of  Causeway  street  to 
Cambridge  street  has  been  repeatedly  proposed, 
and,  if  carried  across  Block  155  as  has  been 
suggested,  it  would  materially  lessen  the  de- 
mand made  at  the  present  time  upon  Pike's 
alley. 

2.  The  widening  of  Leverett  street  has  also 
been  proposed  on  a  number  of  occasions  and 
if  such  widening  were  to  be  accomplished  on 
the   easterly    side    of    the    street,    it   would    af- 
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feet    to     a     considerable     extent    the    physical 
conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  Pike's  alley. 

3.  The  advisability  of  a  more  comprehensive 
treatment  of  the  district  in  the  immediate  vi- 
cinity of  Pike's  alley  has  been  suggested  such 
as  the  extension  of  Poplar  street  through  to 
Leverett  street  so  as  to  connect  with  Cause- 
way street.  While  rather  steep  grades  would 
be  encountered  in  the  carrying  out  of  such 
a  plan,  they  do  not  constitute  the  serious 
obstacle  that  they  have  in  the  past  in  con- 
nection   with    horse-drawn    vehicles. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  of  a  similar 
nature,  the  City  Planning  Board  believes  that 
it  would  be  well  to  postpone  action  for  the 
present  on  the  particular  project  suggested  in 
the  City  Council  order.  It  has  a  full  apprecia- 
tion of  the  convenience  which  would  be  af- 
forded by  the  widening  suggested,  but  no  dis- 
advantage will  result  from  delay  and  it  is 
quite  possible  that  a  plan  might  be  eventually 
decided  upon  which  would  be  to  the  benefit  of 
the  people  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Pike's 
alley  as  well  as  to  the  entire  West  End  dis- 
trict  and  the   city    at   large.

Board  faithfully  and  without  pay  for  the  serv- 
ices they  have  rendered,  irrespective  of  the 
controversy  at  the  present  time.

President  KEENE — Will  the  councilor  pre- 
pare  a   resolution   in    writing? 

Later   in   the   session   Coun.   GILBODY   said : 

Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  question  of  per- 
sonal privilege.  I  rise  to  say  that,  instead 
of  introducing  an  order  or  resolution,  as  the 
Chair  directed,  commending  personally  the 
members  of  the  Board  who  have  been  re- 
moved, for  their  services  without  pay,  I  would 
suggest  that  the  Council  now  pass  a  vote 
declaring,  if  it  is  in  order  and  if  it  is  agree- 
able to  every  member,  that  we  thank  each 
and  every  one  of  such  members  of  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  their  services 
in    such    capacity    to    the    City   of    Boston. 

GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  was  un- 
able to  gather  from  Coun.  Gilbody's  state- 
ment whether  he  was  making  a  motion, 
or  exactly  what  the  nature  of  the  question 
of   personal   privilege  was.

Coun.  GILBODY— Yes,  Mr.  President,  I 
make   that   as   a   motion. 

Coun.  GUILD— Then,  Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  ask  if  the  councilor  has  any 
objection   to   putting   it  in   writing? 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor has  no  objection,  if  the  gentleman 
desires  it,  but  I  thought  we  might  save  time 
by   taking   action   as   I   suggest. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  I  am  will- 
ing to   do  it  either  way.

REASONS     FOR     DISCHARGE     OF     OVER- 
SEERS OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE. 

Coun.   DOWD    offered   the   following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  the 
reasons  for  the  recent  discharge  of  members 
of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
this  order  I  realize  only  too  well  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  not  compelled  to  furnish 
the  City  Council  with  any  reason  why  he  saw 
fit  to  discharge  four  men  on  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Board  of  the  City  of  Boston,  men  who 
have  served  well  and  faithfully  for  years  with 
no  pay  whatsoever.  But  this  is  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  City  of  Boston 
when  any  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to  build  up 
his  own  political  fences  on  the  needs  of 
the  poor  people  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
say  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that,  if  he  is 
fair  and  if  he  believes  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  were  responsible  for  the 
recent  cut  in  the  allowance  made  to  the  poor 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  he  should  not 
only  discharge  every  man  whom  he  did  dis- 
charge, but  also  every  personal  friend  of  his 
sitting  on  the  Board  at  the  present  time, 
because  they,  the  same  as  the  other  gentle- 
men, voted  to  cut  the  amount  to  be  allowed 
to  the  poor.  On  the  other  hand,  everybody 
sitting  here  realizes  only  too  well  that  the 
buck  has  been  passed  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  by  the  Mayor,  and  I  believe 
it  is  about  time  that  the  people  should  know 
who  is  responsible  for  the  recent  cut  in  the 
allowance  made  to  the  poor  people  of  this 
city.  We  all  realize  that  only  a  short  time 
ago  a  request  was  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Overseers  for 
$200,000  to  carry  on  the  work  of  that  Board 
for  the  past  year.  Everybody  knows  that 
no  department  head,  whether  paid  or  un- 
paid, dares  to  make  a  move  until  he  is  or- 
dered so  to  do  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston ; 
and  I  say  to  you,  gentlemen,  in  all  fairness, 
that  when  the  overseers  submitted  a  request 
for  $200,000  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  he 
should  have  seen  fit  to  give  them  the  $200,000. 
Instead  of  doing  that,  the  Mayor  called  in 
the  chairman  of  the  Board  and  told  him 
to  cut  the  amount  down  to  $150,000,  and  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  sent  an  order  to  the  City 
Council  providing  $150,000  when  the  Board  of 
Overseers  had  asked  for  $200,000.  Those  are 
the  facts.  There  is  one  man,  and  one  man 
alone,  who  should  bear  the  brunt  of  the  re- 
cent cut,  and  that  man  is  the  present  Mayor 
of  Boston. 

Coun.  WILSON — Mr.  President,  I  had  not 
assumed  that  this  whole  matter  would  be 
pulled  out  and  warmed  over  at  this  time, 
but  I  cannot  personally  sit  here  without  say- 
ing a  word  on  the  other  side,  now  that  it 
has  been  brought  up.  My  personal  opinion 
is — and  it  may  be  worth  little  or  nothing — 
that  it  might  have  been  a  little  less  like 
fighting  windmills  on  a  donkey  if  the  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Commission  had  done 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  the  courtesy 
of  calling  him  on  the  telephone  with  refer- 
ence to  this  rumored  cut,  and  had  talked  it 
over  with  him.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Commission  might  Well 
have  done  that,  instead  of  running  to  the 
newspapers  for  a  little  political  capital.  As 
I  understand  the  facts,  a  request  was  made 
for  $200,000,  which  would  seem  to  be  in  ex- 
cess of  what  the  poor  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston  would  require  for  the  balance  of 
the  year,  in  view  of  the  history  of  past  years 
for    corresponding    months.       The     net     result 


was  that  the  Mayor  gave  $150,000,  and  we 
so  voted.  If  I  am  correctly  informed,  the 
Board,  acting  in  its  discretion  and  at  the 
Mayor's  behest,  has  made  no  cut  in  the  doles 
allowed  to  the  poor  of  Boston  and,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  $150,000  has  been  more  than 
sufficient  to  carry  the  Board  for  the  balance 
of  the  year.  My  personal  belief  is  that  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whether  he  be 
Republican  or  Democrat,  whether  it  be  Mr. 
Nichols  or  Mr.  Curley,  will  take  care  of  the 
poor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  it  is,  in 
any  event,  a  pretty  poor  thing  to  make  po- 
itical  capital  out  of,  one  way  or  the  other. 
On  motion  of  Coun.  GUILD,  the  order  was 
laid   on   the   table.

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  amend  that  motion,  moving  that  when  we 
adjourn  we  adjourn  sine  die,  and  in  doing  so 
I  cannot  let  this  occasion  pass  without  paying 
a  tribute  in  all  sincerity,  regardless  of  politics 
or  anything  else  that  may  enter  into  the  dis- 
cussion, to  our  present  chairman,  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  body.  He  has  been  a  most  valu- 
able, square-shooting,  decent,  fair,  he-man, 
and  I  don't  think  any  member  can  rise  up  in 
this  body  and  say  that  he  has  been  otherwise. 
I  simply  say  that  at  this  time,  Mr.  President, 
desiring  to  pay  to  you  my  own  personal  trib- 
ute and,  I  think,  the  tribute  of  all  the  Demo- 
cratic members  of  this  body  to  you,  sir.  Your 
action  in  governing  this  body  has  been  per- 
fectly fair,  decent  and  honorable  at  all  times. 
But  I  do  now  move,  sir,  an  amendment  to 
the  motion  that  has  been  made, — that  we 
adjourn  sine  die. 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  will  say  to 
Coun.  Gilbody  that  as  he  understands  it,  it 
is  a  rule  of  parliamentary  procedure  that  a 
motion  to  adjourn  sine  die  is  not  in  order 
at  this  time.  In  other  words,  this  not  being 
the  last  meeting  of  the  present  Council,  we 
must  adjourn   to  a  day   certain. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  desire 
now,  sir,  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair. 

President  KEENE — The  councilor  appeals 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  The  question 
is,  whether  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall 
stand    as    the    decision    of    the    body. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  hope  the 
President  will  put  the  motion  once  more,  so 
that  we  may  all  understand  it  clearly. 

President  KEENE — The  question  comes  on 
Coun.  Gilbody's  proposed  amendment  to  Coun. 
Fitzgerald's  motion  that  when  we  adjourn 
it  be  to  meet  on  January  10.  Coun.  Gilbody 
moves  to  an  amendment  that  when  we  adjourn 
it  be  sine  die,  and  the  Chair  has  ruled,  in 
accordance  with  his  understanding,  that  that 
is  out  of  order  at  this  time.  Those  in  favor  of 
adjourning  without  day  will  vote  "Yes" : 
those  not  in  favor  of  so  doing  will  vote  "No." 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  understand 
that  the  question  comes  on  sustaining  the 
Chair's  ruling,  and  that  those  in  favor  of 
sustaining  the  Chair's  ruling  should  vote  ''Yes" 
and  those  opposed  to  sustaining  the  ruling  of 
the    Chair    should    vote    "No." 

President  KEENE — The  councilor  is  correct. 
Those  who  desire  to  vote  in  favor  of  sus- 
taining the  ruling  of  the  Chair  will  vote  ''Yes," 
those   opposed    "No." 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  talking  on 
the  appeal,  I  now  desire  to  say  just  a  few 
words.  We,  the  Democratic  members  of  this 
Council,  have  been  in  session  in  this  chamber, 
sir,  with  your  permission,  and  have  decided  in 
caucus  on  a  certain  line  of  action,  and  the 
salvation  of  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Democratic  party  in  their  respective  wards 
is  now  involved  in  this  motion  that  we  adjourn 
sine  die.  I  took  particular  pains,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, to  rise  and  pay  my  tribute  of  personal 
respect  and  appreciation  of  your  decency, 
honesty  and  fairness  in  presiding  in  this 
body,  but  this  is  a  battle  of  politics,  Mr. 
President,  not  of  religion  or  anything  else, 
and  I  am  now  pressing  the  motion  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  your  term  of  office,  by  pass- 
age of  the  motion  to  adjourn  sine  die,  is  over, 
Mr.  Keene.  I  would  simply  say,  with  all  re- 
spect, sir,  that  you  are  finished  as  President 
of  the  Council,  and  I  now  invite  each  and 
every     member     of    Democratic     faith     in     the 


Council,  those  who  believe  in  the  principles 
of  the  Democratic  party  in  national  and  state 
politics,  to  a  realization  that  that  is  the  situa- 
tion. I  am  not  going  to  waste  further  time. 
I  simply  say  to  the  members  here,  if  you  are 
Democrats,  you  are  going  to  vote  to  adjourn 
sine  die;  if  you  are  not,  you  are  going  to 
vote  to  sustain  the  present  Republican  scheme 
of  a  higher  tax  rate,  and  against  a  proper 
economic  adjustment  in  the  interests  of  the 
people  of  Boston,  and  so  forth,  and  so  on. 
We  sat  here  and  discussed  the  matter  for  an 
hour,  we  the  Democrats  of  the  body,  with  a 
view  to  the  situation  confronting  the  city  in 
1927.  I  simply  say,  Mr.  President,  now  that 
I  am  on  my  feet,  repeating  that  this  action  is 
simply  proposed  because  of  the  political  situa- 
tion, that  if  all  of  the  twenty-two  members 
of  the  Council,  I  don't  care  who  they  are,  if 
it  were  not  for  politics,  should  put  their  names 
in  a  hat,  I  would  be  perfectly  willing  and  glad 
to  vote  for  each  and  any  one  of  them — for 
Charlie  Keene,  for  Bob  Wilson,  for  Guild,  for 
Guy  Wragg,  for  Ruby  or  any  one  else.  They 
have  all  been  decent,  fair  gentlemen  in  this 
body.  But  we  are  now  in  the  battle  of  poli- 
tics, and  I  now  as  a  Democrat  press  my 
motion    that    we    adjourn    sine    die. 

Coun.  GUILD — Mr.  President,  talking  to 
the  point  that  has  been  raised  by  my  brother 
from  the  Dorchester  district  (Coun.  Gilbody)  it 
seems  to  me  perfectly  evident  that  if  a  motion 
to  adjourn  sine  die  prevails  not  only  the  Presi- 
dent but  every  other  member  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil will  automatically  pass  out.  That  is,  we 
would  not  adjourn  for  any  particular  time, 
but  would  simply  adjourn,  bringing  the  whole 
thing  to  an  end.  If  we  overthrow  the  ruling 
of  the  President  that  the  motion  is  not  in 
order,  we  are  simply  giving  notice  to  the 
world  at  large  that  we  are  walking  out  for 
a  year — not  only  the  President,  but  every  other 
member  of  the  Council.  We  will  all  automat- 
ically  walk   out   with   him. 

Coun.  GILBODY— That  is  absolutely  true, 
but  it  then  simply  rests  on  the  head  of  each 
and  every  Democratic  member  of  the  Council 
to  see  that  we  meet  on  January  3  or  January 
10  at   an   appointed   hour. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  a  ruling  from  the  Chair  or  from  our 
Clerk  on  the  question  of  the  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure involved  in  voting  to  adjourn  sine  die. 
As  I  understand  it,  we  would  practically  be 
proroguing,  if  we  accept  Coun.  Gilbody's  mo- 
tion, although  as  the  result  of  the  action 
electing  us  to  this  body  our  tenure  of  office 
goes  on  through  the  ensuing  year.  I  would 
like  a  ruling  of  the  Chair  on  that  particular 
question,  because  it  is  not  exactly  clear  in  my 
mind.  As  I  interpret  Coun.  Gilbody's  motion, 
we  might  be  bringing  our  existence  to  a  close, 
although  we  are  supposed  to  be  members  of  the 
City  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  While  it 
may  be  perfectly  proper  to  notify  the  Presi- 
dent that  his  term  of  office  as  President  termi- 
nates today,  I  don't  see  how  we  can  take  that 
action,  adjourning  sine  die,  without  jeopard- 
izing our  own  salvation  here.  We  are  elected 
as  members  for  two  years.  I  don't  think  we 
are  now  ready  to  be  prorogued,  but  are  sup- 
posed to  continue  until  the  last  of  next  Decem- 
ber.    The    motion    might    then    be    entertained. 

President   KEENE — The    Chair   will   rule 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
simply    say 

President  KEENE— Perhaps  the  Chair  had 
better  make  his  ruling  first,  and  we  can  then 
proceed  with  the  discussion.  The  Chair  rules 
that  if  you  vote  to  adjourn  sine  die  that  is 
the  end  of  the  term  of  this  body.  It  does 
not  seem  to  me  that  there  can  be  any  question 
about  that.  In  other  words,  we  cannot  then 
meet  again  unless  we  meet  by  and  under 
somebody's     else     authority. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the   Council   adjourn  to   January    10. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
motion  pending  before  the  body. 

President  KEENE — The  councilor  is  correct. 
The  question  is,  shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chair 
be  sustained  ?  Those  in  favor  will  vote  ''Yes," 
and  those  opposed  vote  "No."  The  Clerk  will 
call    the    roll. 
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Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  desire,  if 
possible,  that  the  Chair  make  a  clearer  state- 
ment that  we  adjourn  or  do  not  adjourn, 
stating  more  clearly  what  the  Chair  has  in 
mind. 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  cannot  make 
the  point  any  clearer,  Coun.  Gilbody.  Suppose 
we  take  the  vote  of  the  body  on  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair.  The  Chair  has  ruled  that  the 
amendment  is  out  of  order.  You  have  appealed 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  The  Clerk  will 
call  the  roll.  Those  in  favor  of  sustaining  the 
ruling  of  the  Chair  will  vote  '"Yes,"  those 
opposed    will    vote    "No." 

The  ruling  of  the  Chair  stood  as  the  decision 
of  the  body,   yeas   17,   nays    3 :  • 

Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Dowl- 
ing,  Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Freeley,  Guild,  Green, 
Keene,  Lynch,  Mahoney,  McMahon,  Parkman, 
Ruby,    Wilson,    Wragg — 17. 

Nays — Coun.    Gilbody,    Heffernan,    Ward — 3. 
When    Coun.    Gilbody's    name    was    called    on 
the    roll   he   said : 

Mr.  President,  I  desire  in  announcing  my 
vote  to  say  that  the  Democratic  party  has 
been  absolutely  and  positively  sold  out,  and 
I    vote    ('No." 

After  the  announcement  of  the  vote  Coun 
GILBODY  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  have  you,  Presi- 
dent Keene,  if  you  will,  announce  the  three 
members  who  have  not  sold  out  the  Demo- 
cratic party,  if  you  please,  the  three  votes  in 
the    negative. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
amend  the  motion  of  Coun.  Fitzgerald,  that 
we   meet   January   3.  , 

President  KEENE — The  question  comes  on 
Coun.  Fitzgerald's  motion,  being  for  the  longer 
period. 

Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information.  I  would  like  to 
have  that  motion  repeated.  Is  it  that  we 
adjourn   to   the   10th   of    January? 

President   KEENE— The   10th  of  January. 
Coun.    GILBODY— Mr.    President,    what    be- 
came   of    my    request,    that    we    find    out    the 
three   men    who   have   not   sold   out   the   Demo- 
cratic   party? 

President  KEENE — The  Chair  would  say 
that  it   is    a   matter   of   record. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Will  the  Chair  repeat  the 
names  of  the  three  members  who  have  not 
sold    out    the    Democratic    party  ? 

President  KEENE— I  hardly  think  the  Chair 
should   be   called   upon   to   do  that. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Will  the  Chair  ask  the 
Clerk  to  state  the  names  of  the  three  mem- 
bers? 

_  President  KEENE — You  may  make  a  mo- 
tion,  Councilor. 

Coun.  WRAGG — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  councilor  name  the  three  members  him- 
self. 

Coun.  GILBODY— I  will,  Mr.  President, 
after   the    Clerk   has    read   them   off. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
move  that  we  proceed  with  the  regular  order 
of  business. 

President  KEENE — Those  in  favor  of  ad- 
journing, when  we  do  adjourn  today,  to  meet 
on  January  10  will  say  "Aye."  (A  number 
responded.)  Those  opposed  will  say  "No." 
(A    number    responded.)       It    is    a    vote. 

Coun.  DOWLING— Mr.  President,  I  doubt 
the   vote. 

President  KEENE— Those  in  favor  of  ad- 
journing, when  we  do  adjourn  today,  to  meet 
on  January  10  will  vote  "Yes,"  those  op- 
posed will  vote  "No,"  and  the  Clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

Coun.  WARD — Mr.  President,  on  this  ques- 
tion   that    comes    before    the    members    of    the 

body   ■ 

President  KEENE— The  Chair  must  rule 
that  no  debate  is  in  order  while  a  doubt 
is  being  solved.  The  Chair  will  recognize 
the  member  immediately  upon  the  completion 
of  the   calling  of  the  roll. 

The  Council  voted  that  when  it  adjourns 
today  it  be  to  meet  on  Monday,  January  10, 
at  2  p.  m.,  yeas   16,   nays  4: 


Yeas — Coun.  Arnold,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Eng- 
lert, Fitzgerald,  Freeley,  Green,  Guild,  Keene, 
Lynch,  Mahoney,  McMahon,  Parkman,  Ruby 
Wilson,    Wragg — 16. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowling,  Gilbody,  Heffernan 
Ward— 4. 

Coun.  WILSON— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
explain  my  vote,  which  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  I  am  informed  that  Coun.  McGrath 
would  feel  that  if  we  adjourn  today  to  meet 
on  the  third  he  necessarily  would  have  to 
come  back  from  Canada  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing. It  is  wholly  for  that  reason  that  I 
voted    "Yes." 

Coun.  WARD — And  I  wish  to  explain  my 
vote,  Mr.  President,  that  Coun.  McGrath  is  in 
Canada,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  voted  "No." 
Coun.  McMAHON — Mr.  President,  with  all 
due  respect  to  the  position  just  taken  by  my 
fellow  member  here,  I  will  simply  say  that 
Coun.  McGrath  got  married  the  other  day, 
and  is  now  on  his  wedding  trip.  In  view  of 
that  fact,  I  have  voted  "Yes,"  and  I  hope 
when  our  friend,  the  other  councilor  here, 
steps  out  we  can  do  the  same  thing  for  him  ! 
I  promised  Joe  McGrath,  as  I  think  some  of 
the  other  members  here  did,  that  I  would 
so  vote.  If  we  voted  to  meet  on  the  3d. 
Joe  would  come  back.  I  felt  that  we  should 
accommodate  ourselves,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  his  plans,  the  same  as  we  ac- 
commodated other  members  in  the  summer 
vacation.  We  promised  Joe  that  when  we 
adjourned  it  would  be  to  the  10th,  so  that 
he  would  not  have  to  come  back.  I  don't 
think  it  is  a  case  of  selling  out,  at  all.  I 
felt  that  when  the  motion  was  made  to  ad- 
journ to  the  10th,  all  the  members  here  would 
vote  for  it.  I  feel  now  that  we  should  not 
meet  until  the   10th. 

President  KEENE— The  vote  stands  16  to 
4,  and  the  Council  has  voted  that  when  we 
do  adjourn  today  it  will  be  to  meet  on  Janu- 
ary  10,   at   2   o'clock   in    the   afternoon.

PARKMAN — Mr.  President,  that  date 
is  satisfactory  to  me,  but  it  occurs  to  me  that 
possibly  it  may  be  a  little  early,  as  we  do 
not  get  the  budget  until  after  the  Legislature 
has  fixed  the  tax  limit  which  presumably  is 
some    time   in    February. 

Coun.    DONOVAN— The    first    of    February. 

President  KEENE — Well,  the  amendment 
will  be  inserted  if  there  is  no  objection.

it   reads    as    follows :
